How P. iſmus ſonne and heire to the King of Bohe- 
mia, arriued in /eſſaly , how he was entertained 
by Dieniſius the King, who kept his Court at the 
Citicot Thebes, and of a ſtraunge aduenture that 
befellto C., one of Dioniſius Knights. 


V4 N the moſt rich and fawens Countrep ot 
Theſlaly,ratigned one Diomſnis, whele 
diſcretion in gouernment, and fingular 
{-Q/#| wiledome in ruling ſo mightie a Nation, 
made the ſplendant fame ol his rerowne 
to ſpꝛead it ſelfe to the vttermoſt cer ſines 

| of the wozid : and moſt Countries made 
continuall traffique thither , by 8 of 
2 he 
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The famous Hiſtorie 
che ga? and equitable lawes he had inflituted faz the quiet of 
bis Cauntry. Amongſt the reſt of his erternall bleſſings wher⸗ 
of hc emoyed abundance, his Court was much renowmco by 
the exceeding bewie,and vertuous gilts of Oluwa his Queene, 
by whom: he had one oncly daughter named Laurans ,whoſe 
bewtic ſo ſarte cxceiled all other Ladies, that ſhe was t ſteem d 
(iatyoſe parts of the wozld) the onely paragon ſoz bebtie. Be⸗ 
Gdes, the vertuous quallities, and pꝛetious giftcs of nature, 
wherewith her nunde was abundantly adoꝛned, did ſo much 
ertoll her high tommendations, that many Pamces of farrs 
Cowntries,did trauell thither to attaine her loue. Inſomuch 
that by continuall accc ſle of mam ſtrange nights, the Court 
of Dioniſius daily increaſed in dignitie, who gaue molt cours 
tcous entertainment to all, as fitted to their honour, and accoꝛ⸗ 
ded with his molt bounteous wiſedome. Among the reſt of 
the Buightes that came ko bee cye witneſſes of the bewtie of 
Bn ana, it i02tuncd the young Pance Pariſmus, ſonne and 
heire to the King of Bohenua , to arriue on the confincs of 
Thellaly, being accompanied with diuers Pobles of his Fas 
thers Court. TUhs hauing beloze heard oi the fame of Dioni⸗ 
lun, the courteous entertauunent hee gaue to ſuraungers, and 
the erccebing bewtte of his dauighter Lautana, determined to 
trauaite thitizer to trie his foztunc to wume her loue, as alſo 
to be parta%tcr o his bountic , being thereto dꝛawne by a vers 
tudus meltaation tountate his honourable examples, And 
CAMNXED hun Ong oth is nights named Oulu, Wiited him 
to goc to Diomiins Court , and ſigimiſie vito h's Haicſtie, 
that he was db (i cus to vitite Hun, It it ple aled hun to accept 
hum 18 à AL i}, 
Oritns making ſoxde, fonc arritied at the Citic of Thebes, 
where the Bing theu kept his Court, and being adunttcd 
his pzeſonce, dolincred big meſſage, TUbich when Diomſius 
vnderſtod, her tolde Oriftus that he did verie willinglp gra⸗ 
tulate tho Punces docs, difiring hem to certifte his 
E 022, that he ſhould be moſt hearfil e Weltome, wherewith 
O11{tus 
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of Pariſmus. 
O. iſtus departed. 

Dioniſius willed his Noble men to be in readineſſe the next 
day, ſoꝛ ha purpoſed to meete the Pꝛince himſelke. In the 
meane time hee commaundcd all pꝛeparation that might be 
deuiſed to be made, foꝛ his moze honourable entertainment. 
Carly the next moꝛning, Dio niſius attended by his noble men, 
rode foꝛth to meete the Pzince ſome thꝛee myles from the Ci⸗ 
tie, Whome he moſt louingly umbzaccd and welcomed with 
exceeding courteſie, 

Pariſinus maruelling at this vnerpected kindneffc in him, 
ſaid: Moſt high and magnificent King, X being altogither 
vnwooꝛthie of this pour exteeding faucur, moſt humbly in⸗ 
treate your pardon to my pꝛeuunption, deſiring you to im 
pute my raſhneſle to my youth , which hath attempted this 
boldnefſe, without any hope in the leaſt degree howe to de⸗ 
ſerue ſuch kindneſſe. 

Dioniſius taking him by the hand, deſired him to leaue off 
thole ſperches, foꝛ that he eſteemed his Court and Countrey 
inſufficient to entertaine him acco wing as he deſired, telling 
him that he was the moſt welcome gueft to his Court that 
night be: whercwith they iopkullp departed towardes the 
Citie, but as they rode, they heard a moſt greeuous grone 
in the thicket of a wod harde by. Wlhereupon Dioniſius 

tommaunded his K::ightes to beſet the wad on cuery ſide, 
himſelfe, Pariſmus, and diuers Noble men, entered the thic- 
ket , where they founde an Armed Bnight moſt greeucuſly 
wounded : At which pittifull ſpectacle, Dioniſius alighted from 
his Hoꝛſe, and viewing his face, knew him to bee his truſtie 
znight Oſiris, Whome he moſt dearely loued. Wherefo;s 
hee commaunded him to bee conueped to the Court, that 
his owne Phiſitians might loke to hun and binde vp his 
woundes. 

Ju the meane time, the King, Pariſmus, and diucrſe 
Rmahts, made diligent (carche in the Wide, but coulde 
unde no creature there, and thercby no ceitaintie hewe

Oſiris ſhould be thus wounded: That departing diſconten⸗ 


tented, the King was certified that there was great hope of his 


retouerp, who ſpeaking to Parilmus, ſad moſt noble Pꝛince, J 
hope this miſchaunce hath not diſquietted you, foꝛ I would be 
ſoꝛie you ſhould tonceiue any occaſion ot ſadneſſe thereat , but 


I truſt by that time Oris be reccuered, we chall eaſily come 
to the knowledge hereok. 


My Loꝛd, replied Pariſmue, Ihàue no cauſe to be greened 
foꝛ my part, but to ſce pour Maicſtie hercvp diſquieted. Inderd 


faid Dionilius t ſome what grecueth me, betauſe Oſiris is one 


that Jloue, being well wo2thie therof,fo2 his vertues do karre 
exceed many mens, of whoſe faith and fidelitie J haue had ſul⸗ 
ficient triall, that a moꝛe lopall Knight cannot be found. By this 
time they were come to the Pallace gate, where was p Queen 


with all her traine or Ladies, to welcome Pariſmu s, Which was 


a moſt pleaſing ſight to behold, that the }daince with the ſud⸗ 


daine view of their bewtie. was dz inen into a dape ſtudy, from 


which he was remued by the Nucene , who moſt gratioullp 


welcommed him, ſaying : In all kindneſle, J bid pour honour 


welcome into J hellaly, where we will indeuour fo requite 
your friendſhip in comming to vs. 


{Bolt vertuous Ancenc(quoth he)foz this your honoꝛable 
fanour, both my lelfe and all that is mine, ſhall be continually 
bound to do pou dutiful ſeruice. The glozyof the Pallace made 
Pariſmu maruale, his honourable entertanment, the lump⸗ 
tuous banqucts, the rare Muſike, and gallant ſhowes, to tedi⸗ 
ous to rchearſle, made him thinke that Fame had alkogither 
darkened the gloꝛie of that p c, that all his ſe nces were reple⸗ 
niſht with varietie old l Abts. 


At ſuch time as on ſmustheppunce, entred the Court, 


Laurana hearing of the Piinces comming, ſtanding at her 


Ch unber window, vicw: dthem well, and knew, 02 at leaſt 
thought that to be Part that came with on father, noting 
well his gallant 4 comcly Aer en, and to one ofher maldes 
named Leda, Js not roher Kinalt that ac compan ieth my

father,the Pꝛince of Bohemia? Yes (quoth Leda) I thinke fo, 


fo2 amoze gallanter knight did I neuer behold, Wherewith 
the crumſon colour in Lauranaes checke bi gan to reuiue; which 


Leda perceiuing, ſaid, it would become our Court well, to haue 
his pꝛeſente continually, ſoꝛ it tannet chuſe but a night of ſo 


faire pzopoztion, muſt needs be endued with as excellent gifts, 
Thy quoth Laurana, this Court cannot long containe (uch 
gueſts: where withall ſhe went to dinner, feeling a kinde of al⸗ 
teration in all her parts which ſcemed ſtraunge to her, ſoʒ tuen 
then loue began to kindle in her tender heart , which yet ſhe 
did not well vnderſtand, but afterwards grewe to a burning 


heate, as ſhall be declared. She vſed ſildome to come abꝛoad, 
but ſometimes pnuately foz recreation, ſoꝛ luch was her chabe 


reſolue, that ſhe delighted in nothing but vertuous nicditaty | 
ons. 

To relate the conference the king and Pariſinus had, were 
tedious and impertinent to the Yiſtozie, But the Pzince mars 
nailed he could not ſee Laurana, ſo famous foꝛ her be wie, being 
hereby dꝛawun into many deep cogitations, by which thoughts 
and remembꝛance of the long tourney he had palle d, onely to 
b:hold her perſon , and now could not be aſſured he had ſeene 
the bewtie he expected,was dꝛawne into ſuch a ſad ſtudie, that 
in a maner he neither heard what was ſpoken, no2 regarded 
where he was. At laſt reuiuing his ſences that were dulled

and many other ſpceches. Dinner was fully ended, and Dio- 
niſius, Pariſinus, and the Queene, walked into a moſt pleaſant 


Oardein, where after a while he was entertained with a melt 
coſtly and rare banguet, pꝛouided in an arbour oꝛ banquetting 


houſe, adioyning to a groue fraught with many pleaſant birds, 


whole ſwerte harmony much augmented the pleaſure of the 


plate, all thinges being moſt artificially tontriued fo2 delight: 


which when Pariſmus beheld, he then began to thinke with 
hiniſclfe , now ſhall J ſee the PzinceNNe Laurana , fo2 whoſe 
ſight J haue vwvertaken this trauell, whoſe delightful pzcſcncs 
ſhall refreſh my tired fences , and crpell thoſe inward cares 
wherewith J am thus perplered. But when he ſe we none but 


the Ning and Queene, he was much treublcd in his minde, to 


thinke what nught be the cauſe, that ſhe whoſc fame had long 
ſince come to his knowledge, was not to be lane, that by cons 
ſtrained muth, he paſt away the tune in ſuch banquetting and 


other paſtume as the Bing entertained hun withall, which 


were ſuch, as he much wondꝛed at. And night being come, with 
all ſtatelineſſe that might be, he was by them conducted to his 
lodging, which was moſt ſnniptuoully adozned with moſt pꝛe⸗ 
cious and rich hangings, that the place ſeemed a new para⸗ 
dice, fo2 there wanted nothing that might either delight the 
eare 02 eye. Lodgings foz his Noble men, Knights g ſeruants, 
were placed in ſuch manner, that they ſeemed by their ſcituati⸗ 
on, to be gardiants to their Loꝛdes perſon : hauing then taken 
bis leaue ofthe Bing and Rueene „ he betwoke humſelfe to his

Which Par:(mu: kind- 
ly accepted. Oriſtus he ffated behind, to the ende to being his 
purpole to effect, and walking ints the Gardein, he chaunced

„ ning ſaluted him, laid he was glad to finde hun at leiſure, to 
; haue (ome conference with him about their acquaintance : ſo 
that walking into a ſolitary Arbour, talkuig of diuers matters, 
it chaunced , the Pzincefſe Laurana thinking to recreate her 
ſclfe in the Gardeme, fo2 that ſhe thought all the Nobles had 
bene gone with the Ring her Father on hunting, to come ac- 
companted with her mapden Leda, vnto the ſolitarie place, 
where Loꝛd Remus and Oriſtus were then talking, and eſpys 
ing Low Remus, who ſhe pzeſentiy knew, = 
Dy Lo2d, quoth the, I had thought pou had bene on huns

Qusth Oriſtus, my Loꝛde is this the Pzinceffe Laurana, of 
whom d haue heard duch rare commendations in Bohe miat 
it is ſayd,he the verie lame, and the moſt vertuous and curte ⸗ 
dus Ladie that liueth this day, who verie ſeldome tommeth as 


byꝛoad, but continually giueth her minde to pꝛaciiſe excellent 
qualities, amongſt other vertudus Ladies. During this thers 


talke, they had walked about the Pallace, fv the ende that O- 
riſtus might beholde the ſtatelineſſe thereof, who hauing ſerne 


all things, and knowing which was Lauranas lodging , was 


in ſome meaſure comfszted by that knowledge. Thus the day 
being ſpent, and the king returned from hunting, Pariſnus 
came fo Oriſtus, and required of him if he had heard of Lau- 
rana, and what comfozt there was ſoꝛ him.

20 leaumg Patiſmus to bee accompanied with others of his 
nobles , hee gaue oꝛder fo2 the intertaining that tompanie ok 
ſtraungers, When Pariſinus was alone, he got himſelfe to his 
Chamber, and began ts thiak that now there was ſuch a com⸗ 
ponie 97 ſtates that concealed thrmſelues coming to the court, 
he being ſo inkoꝛtunate, as not pet hauing made knowen his 


Jone fo Lanna, ſome of them might become his riuall, and 


niake firit ſute vnto her. and (obs firſt accepted, and he diſap- 
poyated ot his chieſell kelicitie: therefoze hee determined that 
cuening to vic all poſſible meanes he might, to make knowns

und ſuch like meditations , hee was certified by Oriftus, the 
ſtraunge knights were tome to the Court, and that he knews 
them to bee Antenor , the young king ol Hungaria, and the 
pong Qneene, the kings ſonne of Sparta named Turnus, aud 
one pong knight thut concealed himſelfe, who ſeemed to bee 
the greateſt perſonage in the companie , and that the Ladies 
that came befo2e,were the Quegne of Hunge:ia, Ladie Ha- 
bella,fifter to the Pziuce of Spai ta, and with them diuerſe Las 
dies of account, which made Pariſmus muſe what that vn⸗ 
knowne knight ſhould be, and began to bee iealous of that, 
which as pct he had no likelihend humſelfe to obtaine , Being 
thus troubled in minde, hee reſolued that night by a maſks to 
honour Dioniſius his gueſts, thereby to winne occaſion il it 
mightpoſſible be, to court his iſtreſſe. Therefoze hee willey 
Oriſtus to make ſome of the yong Nobles of the Court aco 
quainted with his intent, and ſo to certifie Dioniſius that hes 
was ſcarce well, and veſired to kepe his Chamber, which 
when Diomlius heard, he dcfired Ohuiato ſo that he wan⸗ 
ted nothing,fo2 hee was the onely gueſt hee eſteemed . The 
Mucenc comming to Pariſmus Chamber tv viſit him, kounde 
him verie bulle with the other knights about their maſke,who 
cſpying her,beganne to be ſomewhat abaſhed , ſaying : Polt 
noble Quneene, A deſire your pardon, hauing taken mee thus 
on a ſudden. Y did certiſie his highnelſe that J was not well, to 
the intent to bang our inaſke vnloked foz . Noble pzince re⸗ 
plied the Qutene, Jam glad that vou arc in this god eſtate of 
health, and thus readie to honour vs with your vertuous cx- 
erciles pzomiſing vou to keep your intent ſecret to my ſelf, And 
ifyou want any furthcrance, that J can pleaſtireyon withall, 
it ſhallbe readie at your commatmd, whercwich ſhe departed 
to Laurana, telling that ſhee intended to make the newe comes 
ſtates a banquet, and therefozc willed her to giue oꝛder to haue 
the lame perfozmed,which newes reiopced L.urana to heare, 
foꝛ that ſhe hoped there to ſer the Pꝛince ol Bohemia, o whom 
che bare an inward loue and deſire ol acquaintance, ſo that has

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ftingallthingsto a readinelle, and adoming her ſclfe in mol 


comely oꝛnaments, the expected the wifyedtnne sf their coms 


ming. When was ended, the Queene cõmanded a gens 
keman to mnite Dioniſius, the king of Hungaria, the Paince 
of'S parta,and all the relt vnto a banket,man crceding ately 
Gallerie, where they were by the Queene moſt ropally cuter⸗ 


tained, all in generall admiring the exceeding beautie, and 


tomely ſtatelineſſe of the Pzinceſſe Laurana, that almoſt they 
fea thiſelues as much with her ſurpaſſing beantie, as with the 
dainties that were there pꝛepared. Laurana on the other ſide, 
maruailed, that amangſt Ml thoſe knights ſhe could not behold 


the punte ol Bohemia which dꝛaue her into manifold thoghts, 


only reſling in hope to bs afterwards afſured of the truth. By 
that time the banket was ended, and all readie to depart, they 
were ſtaied by the ſound ol moſt werte muſicke, which vacys 
pet:d noiſe, made Dioniſius wonder: but to dziuc him fr thoſs 
thoughes, the mal ders entred in this ſoꝛt:ſirſt entred two toꝛch⸗ 
bearers, apparelled in white ſatten, beſet with ſpangles ol gold, 
after whom followed two Eunuches apparelled all in greene, 
playing on two inſtruments, then came Pariſmus attired all 
iu Carnation ſatten, moſt richly befet with pzecicus tones, 
that the glittering reflection thereof, with the light ofthe cans 
dies did dazell the eies of h beholders: next followed two other 
to2ch-bearers , 4 Cun:hes apparelled as the ſoꝛmer, and plap⸗ 
ing oa ſeuerall inflrunents, when came two knights apparel⸗ 


led in tawnie, moſt richly ado med: next them followed two o⸗ 


ther toꝛch· bearers and eunuches, apparelled as the firft: after 
whom follswed two other knights apparelled in tawnie as 
the other: and laſt came two toꝛch⸗bearers, and two eunuches, 
apparelled, and playing on ſeuerall inſtrinnents: after whome 


folowed Loꝛd Remus, apparciled in Carnation like Pariſmus, 


but not in ſuch go:gcous mancr, altogither marching thꝛiſe a⸗ 
bout the Gallery, whiles their muſick ſounded, all the aſſembly 
weil liked this maſie,eſpectaily, Dioniſius wondzed of whence 
thept Were, fo; hat he was alttogither ignoꝛant, not hung luſpet⸗ 

ting 
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 affections,andwy pwze life is de uoted to your ſeruice, deſiring 


ting that they were of his ownc Court, ſaring to the Paine of 
Sparta, there is a yongPaincein my Court, that is now ſicke, 
othcrwiſe 3 ſhould thinke he had bern chief amengft themethe 
eyes of the whole tompanis wers buſicd with beholving their 
comely perſons, and their ears delighted with the (weete found 
of their muſicke.]. aurana aduiſchly beheidthoſe knights, thin⸗ 
king verily that Yarrfaws was one in the comparie: foz thei 
knew not ofthe meſſage he had ſent the king her father, While | 

ſhe was in the midſt ofthis meditation, Pariſmus came with 
gre t reuerente to take her by the hand todaunce , whichſhee 
courteoully accepted:Lo2d Remus twke the Pꝛinceſſe of Spar- 
tacs ſiſter, K oꝛd Oriſtus another ladie of Sparta, and lie iwiſa 
the reſt, The firſt meaſure being ended, Pariſmus reuerentiy 
ſaluted Laurana with theſe ſpeeches, Peſt vertuous ᷣʒinteſſe, 
pardon me fo2 pꝛeſuming to trouble your ſacred cares with my 
fpeechcs,fo2 the vertue of your beantie hath ouermaiſtred my 


you to act᷑tpt me foz your poꝛe ſeruant, though altogether vn⸗ 
woꝛthy. And though the ſmall triall you haue of my truth may 
diſcourage you to credit me: yet notwithſtanding my vnwoz⸗ 
thinelle, delire you tounploy me any wap, cherby to ti ie how 
willing J will be fo merite your fauoz, Dir, quay Laurana, 1 
thank you foz your kindnes,netther c& I blame your ſpeeches, 
it your meaning be god. But as J am dnwozthy to entertaine 
ſuch a ſeruant, ſo would J not willingly truſt him J know not, 
but hereaſter when pour diſguiſe is baniſhed, as 7 ſhall ſega 
J will entertatne vou. oble Lady, ſaid Poriſmus, J haue tai 
this habit only, thereby to be ſo happy,as to make maniſ.ſt my 

affection to delerue your fauoꝛ, (hat i you wil vouchſaſe to con 
ceiue aright ot᷑ my god meaning vou would ſay, he that pꝛolc⸗ 
reth his ſeruice, woulde refuſe to do it ta any but te your moſt 
Coꝛchie ſelſe. Sir (qd.ſhe)as 3 know vou not, ſo J am ignozant 
of pour meauin J, and thereſoꝛe count mee not vnmamerlp 
to make no moe eſtimation of pour pꝛoferred turteſic. Pariſ- 
mus being readie to ſpeake, the ſecond meaſure ſounded which

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beiag ended, Led Remn began to parlie with Ladie Iſabella; 
ſiſter to the Pʒinte ol Sparta, Courteous Ladie,J being vn⸗ 


perfections Jam G wholy bound, that vnleſſe it pleaſcth yon 
to accept of my lopaltie, J ſhall conſume my weariſome dayes 
in ſozrow, Dir, quoth Iſabella, your vndeſerued kindnulle 4 
know not how to requite, and J would be ſoʒie that by my ec⸗ 
taſion you ſhould be grieued, and J pꝛomiſe you as occaſion 


ſerueth hereafter J will intertaine you, All this while Pariſ- 


mus was talking with Laurana vſing thel? ſpeeches;moſt wo 
thie P2mceſſe , becauſe J am diſguiſed , you may count m 
woozpes to pꝛocede, rather of courſe, then of true affec- 
tion, but aſſure you,ncuer did any with ?ruer zeale vtter his 
fainting woes , no; moze abhozre vnfaithfvince , then my 
ſclfe doth: being alſo vnknowne to you, yon may thiike my 
boldneſſe to pzoceede of hope uot to be knowne, but to acquainf 
vou with my name, it is Pariſmus , who haue fogiakenmy 
Countrey, and kriends, onelp to lerue your verfnous ſelfe, and 
do you ſcruice. But ſince my comming into your fathers 
Court, q could neuer be ſo happie vntill this happie houre , as 
to imioy pour pꝛeſente, which is the onely comfo2t wheron my 
happmeſle dependeth, therefoze vertuous P2inceſſe , weigh 
my intent in the ballance of equitie, and let mee by pour tom⸗ 
foꝛtable ſpeech bee reuiued. My noble Loze, replied Laurana, 
AJ heartily thanko vou foz taking ſo much paines foz my ſake, 
being buwoo?thie thereof, and alſo vnable to bee ſufficicnfly 
thankſull vnto you foꝛ the ſame, and fo; that you ſay your hap⸗ 
pineſſe reſteth in my power, if J can any way wozk your con⸗ 
tent, to the vttermoſt of my endeuour, J will do it. Pariſmus 
was ſo rauiſhed with the heauenly voyce of Laurana, that hee 
ould haue wiſht no other happmeſſe, then to inioy her pꝛe⸗ 
ſence, and was by her kinde and modeſt anſwer ſo much cdm⸗ 
fozted , that he reſolued no miſerie oꝛ calamitie whatſocuer, 
ſhould alter his affection. Laurana en the other ſide, whoſe 
minde was neuer befeze in thꝛaldome, began nowe to bee fo 
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time the reſt of the maſkers hauing ended A 
ſdund ofthe muſiche made them remeber th 
which being ended, Pale Une killing the Þ Reins with 
a heauie gh lett her in the © where * — her, and b&- 
ing ready to depart, Dioniſius comming vnto them, laid: ꝙ oſt 
courfeons knights, I knowe not what intertainment to gius 
vou, ſoꝛ that you are to me 'vnknowne, but requeſt this at your 
handes, that yon take a ban daughter hath pzonided, 
which wozdes cauſed Pariſmns Þ bee willing vnto, betauſe 

it was the Painceſlc — pꝛeſente was (werte pꝛe⸗ 
feruatine ol his like. our Paiethe (aur ſwertd Par iſmus) 
maneth vs ſo kinde a pzoffer, that we cannot being bonnd at 
your commaund,)dente your requeſt: fo vnmaſt ing him elke, 
he came with great reuerence to Dioniſius, who knowing 

him, tmbzacing him, ſard, he was glad he dad no wazſe ſick, + 
nelle then that, and that hee was much indebted vnto him fog 
honouring his Courts with his paſtime , Do ſaluting aL 

tcompanie, the Kuight that concealed himſclfc,ſuddenly depar⸗ 
ted the pzeſence, vpon occaſion as ſhallhereafter bee declared. 
All the aſſembly greatly commended Pa iſmus, beeing much 
delighted to beholde his vertuous behamour , being mdeeds 
woꝛthie to be accounted the Paince of courteſie. The Qneens 
then tolde him, ſhe had beene his ſecret counſel keeper, and he 
hrmbly killing her hand, thanked her, and being tome to ths 
place where the banket was pꝛouided, Dioniſius told them, he 
would leane them to be welcommed by thy Qutene and Lau- 
rana, whileſt he went ta accoupame his other gueſfes , U hich 
Pariſmus was very glad of,4 Lauurana both, wos all this while 

had lo ſurfetted with beholding his comly perſon that the deep 
impꝛellion of lone was now fully ſealed in her heart. But Pa 
r1\14a5not foꝛgetting ta ſalute y ſaint he ſcrued,with reuerence 
kil her, thanking her that ſhe vouchſafed to take ſuch paines, 
to pzcpare tutertainment foz ſuch GY gucftes , vſing 
many 
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mam other ſpieches which delighted der to heare, and him te 
vtter, that they were ſo farce delighted ont in anothers toni: 

pauie, that it was death to them to dc dat ins knewing that 
his loue was grourded bpon fach luz, noꝛ hee thi 
king ſh? would fo kindly OE pzoffered ſeruice. During 
the time of the banket , a imple judging eye might diſccrne 
their loue by their lokes, that all the compame began to deems 
that which afterward pꝛwued true. Euerie one with kinde ſa⸗ 
lutations being parted to their ſeuerall lodgings, Patiſnun 
told Oriſtus, what kinde a vndeſerued fattour hee dad re⸗ 
teiued at Lauanzesh andes, which Oriſtus was verie glad of, 
the verie recitall whereof, affcced the Pzinces heart with an 
exc ding top, 

Laurana making all the haſte ſhe could to be rid from the 
companie of I ſabe lla, and other Ladies that accompanied ber, 
becauſe her heart was deſirous ta meditate of her loue, went 
into her chamber, where bering alone much treubled in her 
thoughts, he vttered theſe ſpeeches. Vol vnhappie em J to bs 
thus diſquicted with the fight ol Pa iſmus, not knowing whe- 
ther his woꝛdes pzoceede of cnftome o2 affecton , J that was 
rarſt at livertie,am now become captine to mine owne-'affec- 
tions, and inth2alled to a ffranger, What of tha 2zeraduentiirs 
he is ky lameniand J am, neither haue J any cauſe to doubt, 
but that his wos pzoceed from Þ god will he deareth me, and 
that the intent ar his comming to my fathers court, Was onely 
fo2iny late, as he ſaith might J be hpptly aſſured of the truth 
ol theſe doubts then would my diſquiet minde reſt highly con · 
tentedeand vntill that tune ⁊ ſhall but ſpende my time in end⸗ 
leffe care, and heaninꝛſie: i his wozds pzoceeded froui the depth 
pf true meaning, then will he ſtill pꝛolecute the ſuite hee hath 
beg meneither haue J any cauſe to ſuſpec dis honozable meas 
ning. UUWell, J will content my (elfe fo well as J can, and ſakes

Pariſmus ſomewhat befoze the houre, was likewiſe gone fo:th 
in his night cowne, with his (wozd vnder his arme, and com- 
ming to the gate he was wont to goe in at into the Gardeme, 
ſound it hut , and hauing no other meanes,he gotte duer the 
wall, and was gotten into a ſecret place to entertam loue with 
aſurfctting delight: but when he behelde his diuine Goddeſſe 
enter into the Arbour, his heart was ſs ſurpꝛiſed with ioy, with 
her pzeſence, that at his connming to her, be could not vtter a 
woꝛd, but with great renerence taking her tendcrly by the (off 
hand, which he was afraide to touch without her leaue, at laſt 
be ſam, oſt vertuous Ladie, ſince it hath pleaſed you to grant 
me this exceeding fauour, A here vowe, that J will not ſpeake 


wozd, noz do any thing: gat ſhall not acco:d with your minde. 


Py Loꝛd, ſaid Laurana, had I not pꝛeſumed vpon your vertue, 
J would not thus haue come hither, Which kinde ſpeech, ſo 
much imboldned Pariſmus, that he imbꝛated her in his armes 
and kiſt her, and fitting downe togither , folded cache in the 
others armes. Pariſmus began to recount vnto her his loue, 
and how that his comming to T hellaly , was enly to do her 
ſeruice, vowing neuer to depart if ſhe would not accept him foz 
her poꝛe ſeruant:; with many other kind pꝛoteſtations pꝛocte⸗ 
ding from his vnfamed affecion, thut Laurana being weunded

that there was ſome loue betwixt them, Which they ſull little

inner being ended, th: Kmghts ſpent ſeme part of the 


Aternone in damting,⸗ Which being ended, cuery man betake 


himſelſe to what exerciſe liked him beſt, Pariſmus and Lozd 
Remus, accompanied the Pzincefſe Taurara , and the Ladies 
bella, to their lodgings, which made Sicanus fo fret inwards

at your hands Which is, that you would vouchſafc to niEte me 
to moʒrow night, in that happie place where J receined the 
fie ſt afurance ot pour demie: table kindneſte, ſoz my pallions 
are ſo extreame, that wy lic weuld periſh, were it not onely 
mantam-<d by eniopuig pour love, where J word umpart a ſe⸗ 
tet to pou, th; it now I haus no tinicno vitir,

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My Lo2d ſaid Laurana, you ned not vſe ſuch infreafies to 
her that is not vnwilung, neither hath the power to deny your 
requeſt. The Queen conuning into the place where they were, 
cauſed Pariſmus with a heauie ſigh to depart, and Lozd Remus 
with him, betwirt whom, there began a firme league of kriend⸗ 
chip. Now Lo2d Remus bare great affcctionto the Ladie Iſa- 
bella, and had oftcntimcs ſollicited his ſute vnto her, which ſhe 
in a manner peelded Vito , Which made Yarilmus the rather 
chuſe him foz his companion,by keeping hun companp, to haue 
the oftner acceſſe vnto Laurana, The King of Hungaria, the 
P2ince of Sparta,and Sicanus,Were walked into the Gardein, 
where they were encountred by the king, vnto whom the king 
of Hungaria began to declare, how that the Pꝛince ot Sparta 


and himſellke had a matter to treate with his $Þaicſtie, if hes 


would vouchCafe them audience, from the mighlie king ol Per- 
ia, who hauing a great deſire to be allied to hum, and having 
heard manilolde repoꝛtes ofthe vertuous Laurana, had ſent 
them to mtreats a marriage betwixt her and Sicanus his fonng 
and heire of Perſia, vhs was there pꝛeſent with them, though 
vntil this time vnwilling to make himſcife knowne. Dioniſius 
moſt kindly unbꝛaced him, telling him, that he thought himſelk 
highly honoꝛed with his company , and that ſince it pleaſed his 


lather to treat oft alliance betwixt then, he would gine his cons 


ſent willingly, fo that he wold firſt get his daughters god wil, 
whom hee would not willingly match centrary to her liking, 
pꝛemiung to vſe his conmandermnent vnto her foz perfo;mance 
thrreof.3fo2 Which Sicanus thanked him. Thus yauing ſpent 
the day in this and ſuch like talke , ſupper was readie: which 


being ended, they betone therſelues to their lodgings, 
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How Dioniſus ſent for Luuraua, and declared to her the 
the cauſe of Sic comming, yhick he ſou hit occaſion 


to make knowne tꝰ Parqſmut, and how ſhe gaue hum aſ- 
ſu ance of her loue. 


7 lor! us early in the moꝛning ſent a meſ⸗ 
unger, to will Lau ana to come to him, 
1 Laurana maruelluig at her Fathers ſud⸗ 
datne (2:.ding foz her, luſpcaed that he 
had heard ſome ncwes of her loue to la- 
imus , ctherbile ſhe could not tell what 
che cauſe might be , but making her lelfe 
rcadie, pꝛeſently came to him: hauing res 
uerently done her dutie, he vled theſe (peeches vnto her. 

Lau ana, my cheefeſt care is, to ſee thee married accozding 
to thy ſtate, which hath made me ſend ſoꝛ thee , to know whe⸗ 
ther thou haſt alreadie placed thy affection oz no: otherwiſe 
there is come into this Country, a Light of great eſtate and 
honourable parts, ſonne and heire to the Ring of Perſia, who 
concealed humſelfe vntill peſternight in whole behalfe the Ging 
of Hungaria, and the Punte of S paita, are tome from his Fe- 


ther to craue thee in marriage. Now ik thou canſt fantie him, 


thou ſh ut highly honour thy ſelle, haue an honozable huſband, 
and reioyce my heart to ſee thee fo well matched beloꝛe my 
death, which will come verie ſhoztly;T haue giuen my conſent, 
ſo it be with thy ukuig: fo2 fo dearip (lene thee, that J weuld 
a3 Well haue thy fancie picaled , as my owne nunde fatilficd, 
herckoꝛe let nie now thy minde. 

Laurana anſwered, hy dꝛead Loꝛd and Father, Ihemblp 
thanke pon foꝛ the manifold benefits receiued by rour kaucur, 
being pet at libertie from all, knowing it my dulte to haue 
pour conſent befoze J would pꝛeſume to match my (lie , trits 
Uing 
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ſting that J ſhall ſo place my affection, as ſhall bee agreeable fo 
pour pleaſure, TU ell, do ſo, then lad her father and this was 
the cauſe J ſent foz you, Lau ana Departed With a heauie 
heart, wiſhing that the time of Pariſmus comming were af 
hand, that ſhe might impart this newes vnto hun, which grie⸗ 


ud her, and ſhe knewe would not pleale hun, relollung with 


her lelfe neuer to giue her conſent , After dinner, Laurana by 
the comaundement ok Olma the Queene , accompanied the 
Ladie Iſabella, by meanes Whercof, ee had occaſion 
to court her, whom he found ol ſo milde bchariour , and yet ſo 
farre diffcring from his minde , that he (awe no likekhote of 
attaining her loue. His unpoztunate demaunds (which he biul⸗ 
ded vpon her fathers pꝛomile, and his owne hepe ol allurante) 
ſh: anſwered ſo wiſely and curteoufly, that his loue therby en⸗ 
creaſed,but his hope was no whit augm ted, that ſeeing ſuch a 
vertuous reiolution, oꝛ in a maner ablolute deniall to his ſute, 
he was perſwaded Parilmus was the onely man that hinde⸗ 
red his loue, which the rather vexed him, becauſe hee ſawe his 
vertnes of euerie man commended,and hunſelfeby the beauty 
of his excellẽt gifts diſgraced , Þ euer alter he ſought all means 
he could to woꝛke his harme, And fearing that he ſhoulde bee 
fruſtrated of his expectation, began verie narrowly to pꝛie into 


the bchamour of Lauraaa towards Pariſmus, that they toulde 


at no time talke, if he were in companie, but he would ſtill bee

Lautana, Who was come to the Caires-head to mete hun, 
oy n he kindip laluted, and ſhe as leuingly welcomed him, 

ſpending their tune in werte greetings , but karre from anie 
thought of vnchaltnelle, their unbzacings being grounded vp⸗ 
on the mot} vertuous conditions that might bee: and ſit⸗ 


ting toguher vpon the beds ſide, Laurana taking Pariſmus 


by the hand, the teares landing in her eyes, foldc him all the 
lp eches her father had vſcd vnto her, and ol Sicanus lone, res 
peatingto hum all that had paſſed betwyrt the, which extream⸗ 
lp grtued Pariſmus to heare, not that he doubted her change, 
but fo2 that hee was thereby diſappopnted of the firſt graunt 
from Dioniſius, whom he was fully perlwaded would haue 
giuen his conſent Deare Ladie(ſaid Pariſmu;)ſince theſe miſs 

chances are vnſoꝛtnnately happened, J know not howe to re⸗ 
medie them: but it reſtettz onely in your power, either by gran⸗ 
ting him loue, 4 ſo to deſtroꝝ me, 02 till continue pour fauou⸗ 
rable kindnes towards me, and therby purchaſe diſpleaſure of 
your parents, which would bee moze greeuous vnto mee then 
death. Pp Lozd, replied Laurana, vou need not vle theſe ſpee⸗ 


ches, o any way trouble your mind, foz I pꝛomiſe and pꝛoteſt, 


that the loſle oꝛ diſpleaſure ol m friends, noꝛ any other miſeris 

oꝛ tloʒment whatſocucr, hall make me any way infringe that 
pꝛomiſe I haue made to por, foz pour lone is moze dearer vn⸗ 
to me then my life:but J deſire pou to tell me how J may any 
way wazke pour content, and 3 will do it? MPoꝛe ſhee weuld 
haue ſpoken, but the Chꝛiſtall teares that fell from her epes, 
and extreame hearts ſozrow , fo ſee Pariſmus ſo ſad, ſtopt her 
ſpœch, Who likewiſe was dzawne into ſuch avmurationts think 
ot her kindnelle, chat he could vſe no wozws fo comfozt her, but 
with his cheekes wiped away the wet teares that bedewerꝛ her 
face, and beſtowed ſwerte kiſſes on her cozrall coloured lips. At 
laſt he ſaid, derre Laurana, dere Laurana, A would deſire you, = 
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net ta thinke, that J any way call your loyaltic in queſtion, but 
vſed thole ſpeeches only to aſſure you, that whatſoeuer pleaſeth 
vou, A count my greateſt bliſſe: but ſince yon vouchſafe te 
graunt me that fauour, to bee content to endure rom parents 
diſpleaſure ſoꝛ my ſake, that am vnwoꝛthie ok that kindneſſe,Y 
will hereafter ſo fully reſt at your commaund, to do whatics 
euer lieth in my ſmall power, that you ſhall ſay Pariſmus is 
not vnwilling, though vnable to be ſufficiently thankful. Thus 
thinking fo much of their ſlolne time, ſpent about thoſe vnplea⸗ 
ſank newes, they began to vic woꝛdes of moe comſozt, which 
wers ſuch as pꝛocerded from the kindeſt friendſhip that might 
be. Foz ſo pleaſantly ſwecte were their lonely toyes , and true 
hearted meanings ih it it far (urpaſſed the admrable kindneſs 
of Louers, but night be tearmed the true ſubſtance of perfect 
pleaſure ; wherein theſe two harmleſſe ſoules continued the 
greateſt part of the night, with ſuch ioy, that had Sicanus, wha 
moſt enuied Pariſmus, ſeene and behelde them, he would neuer 
haue attempted to part ſuch kind friendſhip, Rowe the viſmall 
houre of their parting being appꝛoached, by reaſon ofthe light 
that the Sunne began to giue into the Chamber, Pariſmus tas 
king Laurana in his armes, dzawing ſ\wate bꝛeath from her 
lippes, told her hat new (to his greefe)he muſt leaus her to ba 
courted by his enemie Sicanus , relating vnto her the long 
wars that had paſſed betwirt their fathers, and the late peace 
that was concluded and how that he knew Sicanus at his firſt 
comming into Theſlale, deſiring her to let him vnderſtande 
ſuch newes krom her as did concerns their loue, which the pꝛo⸗ 
miſed him ſhe would, and withal, that the would neuer ye&ld to 
loue him that was an enemie fo Pariſmus, but would hate her 
owne heart, if it ſhoulde but thinke a thought to wꝛong him. 
Thus a thouſand times imbꝛacing each other, they aud, bs 
to bis nn che to her reit.

Howe Sicauus hired three Tartarians to murther Pariſmey, 
and how hee was taken vp by ce:raine outlawwes, and had 
hi: life prelerued . What ſorrow Laurana made for his 
lo{Te,and what beſell at Donis Cour. 


Ve nert moꝛning, Sicanus ſought all the 
Y means he could to ſolicite his lone againe, 
* 


5 but Laurana vſed the matter in ſuch lo2t, 
79 that ſhee kept her chamber thꝛer oꝛ foure 
1 dapes, to the ende hee ſhould haue no oc⸗ 
caſion to ſpcake to her, which made him 
| almoſt mad, that ſceing himſelke fruſtra⸗ 
ted of his deſire that wap, his minde bes 
ing apt foꝛ any impꝛeſſion, beganne to deuiſe how he might cts 
ther finde out the cauſe of Lauranaes ſtraungeneſſe, oꝛ reuenge 
himſelfc on Pariſmus, whom hee thought was the onely man 
that hindered him in his loue. And ſtudying how fo bzing that 
About, he began to weigh how greatly Pariſmus was cſtæmed 
of Dioniſius, and that his vertues made him fo wel beloued of 
all, that to offer him abuſe openly, cutrꝝ one would condemne 
hun, and thereby his honour ſhould the moze encreale, and hee 
himſelle be euill thought ol by Dioniſius, and contemned by 
Laurana, g pet nothing p nearer his purpoled determination. 
At length giuing his munde cucr vato all wickedneſle, and cru⸗ 
eltie, he thought the beſt c eurſe he had, was to mur ther him by 
ſom? treacherie: therefo:e calling vnto hun thꝛee of his ſcr⸗ 
nants being Tartamans, he vf-d a long circumſtance of kinde 
ſpxches vnto them, pꝛomiſing that if they would deuiſe ſome 
meanes howe to rcuenge himon an enemie that had done him 
great inun ie, he would pꝛeferre them to great dignitie, When 


he returned into his owne Country, and in the meame time, 


he would gite them athouland poundes amougeſt them, foꝛ 
their 
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their maintenance. Theſe villaines being greedie of gaine and 
ꝛeferment, being poze and niedie, ware that they would per⸗ 
fozme whatlocuer he cõmanded them, fo they might knew the 
man. Sicanus there foze giuing them the mony , told them that 
it was Pariſmus, who had lately done him a monſtrous miu- 
rie: (at whoſe name the villaines began to fare one vpon 
other, as though they had reper ted them oftheir pꝛomiſe ) and 
that when as his cuſtome was, he rode fozth on hawking, they 
might waite opoztunitic vntill he was alone, and then accem⸗ 
pliſh their intended murther , without luſpition. Theſe vil⸗ 
laines beeing fullie bent vpon their intended miſchiefe , bet ing 
heathens,therfo2e the moze caſily dzawne with the hope ofre- 
ward fo any trecherie, awaited their couuenient time, with vn⸗ 
moueable reſolution. Par iſmus being all that day in compante 
ofthe Ring and other nobles, hauing giuen his minde to quiet⸗ 
neſſe, foz that he was fully aſſured of Lauranaes fauour , no⸗ 
thing doubting the treaſon of Sicanus,. tolbe Dioniſtus that he 
intended to go on hawking, deſiring him to vouchlale to ſee his 
falcon flie, which Dioniſius pzomiled to do, fos that his hawke 
was eſtemed the beſt ok all other. Likewiſe Sicanus, the 
King of Hungaria, and the Pꝛince ol Sparta, would beare him 
compante, The next mozning verie earlie, King Dioniſius, 
Pariſmus, and the reſt of the companie, addzeſſed them- 
ſlelaes to that paſtime, and hauing ſpent molt part of the day, 
towardes the Cuening, Pariſmus loſt his Yawke , which her 
loued exceedinglie well, beeing pꝛocured by a tempeſt that 
ſuddainlie aroſe, and thereby beeing wandered from tho rell 
of the companie,chaunced to heare the noyſe of her Belles, as 
hee thought, in the wod hard by, where he could not ride, and 
therefoꝛe alighted from his hoꝛſe, and got in on ſonte, where hee 
was not entered karre, but thoſe villaines that Sicanus has 
hired, hauing followed him all that day, and now thinking 
and finding this the fitteſt opoꝛtunitie to execute their purpoſe, 
were come into the wod, and hard at Pariſmus heeles , who 
elpymg them, loking with gaſiful coutcnances as he l 
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and with their weapons about them, (the villaines indeed bee 


ing amazed with his very tountenace to tall to remem⸗ 
bzance the late miſchance that Oſiris had receiued in the ſams 
plate: but that thought was ſone extinct , fo2 that hee knewe 
them to bee Sicanus ſeruans : at laſt he aſked them if they hay 
not ſen his hawke,they anſwered not a woꝛd: but aue of them 
ſtarcd about, as if he had heard her nere hand, which tauſed 
Pariſmus to loke diligently the ſame way. And in the means 


time one of them dꝛawing his \wozde, firok Pariſmus ſo vio⸗ 


leutly vpon the head, that he being bare headed, vy reaſon ofthe 
heate, the blow hauing nothing to mittigate the foꝛce thcrof, (a 
grieuouſly wounded him, that he fell to the earth: and befoze he 
could reconer himſelfe , and withall being diſfurniſhed ofhis 
weapon(fo2 otherwiſe thoſe thc could not haue withltode his 
fo:ce ) they had giuen him two oz thee moztall wounds:and ſee⸗ 
ing that he was now not able to reſiſt them, they began to con- 
ſult what they ſhould do with his bodite . Inthe meane time, 
Pariſmus hauing gotten bzeath,began to intreat them fo ſpare 
his life(foz thzeates in ſuch a caſe would not auaile ) pzomiſing 
to reward them with great kindneſſe, ik they would not mur⸗ 
ther him: perlwading them withall, that thus their deed would 
be knowne, fo2 that ſuch wickednelle is commonle rcuealed, 
and alwayes græuouſſy puniſhed, and he that had ſet them as 
bout that villainie, would alwayes hate them in his heart, als 
though outwardly he might pꝛetend a ſhew of friendſhip , tel- 

ing them that he was a Pzince,and able to pzeferre x pleaſure 
them, pꝛomiſing them that they ſhould not nerde to feare Sica- 
nus diſpleaſure it they would ſaue his life, and all men woulde 
hate them foz deſtroping him z on the other ſide all men would 
commend them, o being ſo pitiful as to ſpare his lite, that had 
neuer offended thẽ. Al theſe porſwaſions could nothing pꝛeuail, 
but without mabing him any anſwer, thꝛuſt their woꝛds into 


his body in diners plates, chat now thinking him dead, they co⸗ 
ucred bim with molle, w leaues, thinking that ſome wils beaſt 


would come and dtuo r hun: his hoꝛſe they found tied without 
| | the 
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che wod,but him they vnbzivlad,and let go, to auoid ſuſpition} 
their owne weapons they ſunke in the bottom of a deep pale of 
water, chat was by the wwds ſide, and ſo departe>.TUhile ther 
were ſtriuing with Pariſmus in this ſozt, it chaced ᷣ there wag 
a knight, as he ſamed, in armoz, that heard the noile g baſting 
by gelle ſo well as he could to the place, at laſt he came ts the 
place where Pariſmus lap couered, and loking about, he coul 
ſz no body, but might perceiue the earth trode,x all to be ſmea⸗ 
red with vlod, aud the molle toꝛne vp, aud remaued from his 
naturall place, that loking attentiucly , he ſawe the lumpe of 
molle eleaues, wherevnder Pariſmus lay coucred, which was 
the only pzeſcruation ofhis life:fo2 the meſſe lying cloſe about 
him, kept the aire from fozth his wounds, ctherwiſe he had yes 
riſhed. The knight remwuing the lcaues,found the body ok the 
godlieſt man that euer he behelde, moſt greeuoufly wounded, 
and gaſping foꝛth his latcſt bꝛeath of life, which ſo molkfied the 
kirights heart, that he vſed all p means he could to recouer him, 
but labozing in vaine to bꝛing him to his ſenſes, yet he might | 
percetue the bꝛeath to ſteal fozth by litle x litle out of his mouth, 
that he was per ſwaded he was not paſt helpe,therefoze tauing 
Pariſmus in his armes, he conueied him vnto the plate of his a⸗ 
bode, which was within thoſe wods;aow you mult bnderſias 
that this knight was one ofthe cõpanie ofthoſe cutlawes that 
kept in that wod, being dꝛiuen to liue in ſuch obſcure ſo2t fo2 
feare of puniſhment, foz diuerſe outrages that they had cõmit⸗ 
ted: and taking telicitie in that kind ol lite, cõtinued a great fra⸗ 
fcrnitie amongſt them, being the very lame that had wounded 
Oſiris one ot Dioniſius knights (as is befoze rthearſed) amũgſt 
whom we wil leaue Pariſmus, to declare what hapned to Dio- 
niſius: who greatly maruelled that when the day was ended, 
Pariſmus was not returned, which made him z the reſt (Sica- | 
nus excepted) diuerfly conieuure: molt thinking that hee was 
gone aſtray i being vnacquainted, might be gone to the palace 
not knowing which way to return to y place where he left the, 
Sicanus like wile ſemed as carefull as the reſt. At last by the 
# 2 nights 
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nights app2oach, they all departed towardes the Cittie:where 
when they were arriued, Dioniſius enquiring verie earncltty 
fo; Pariſmus returne, could heare no newes therof. That ha⸗ 
uing no other thought to be pacified withal, he was perlwaded 
that he might be gone ſo farre in ſearch ol his Hawke, that hee 
could not attaine to the Cittie that night, and therefoze might 
lodge by the wap, and ſo tome home the next moꝛning. Thus 
with this hopefull perſwaſion , being perlwaded faz the time, 
they betoke thẽſelues to their reſt, Sicanus being gladded with 
the newes of Parilmus Want, called thoſe th: actozs of his 
molt deſperate and wicked confederacie, vnto him, and inqui⸗ 
red what they had done, who certiſied him ol al their villainous 
cxployt, being no way ſuſpected of any ſuch fact , to whom hes 
palded many diſhonourable thankes, fo ſo impious a veede, 
Thus all continued in god hope, vntill the next mozning, 


which being come, an) moſt of the day ſpent,there was no ſuc» 


teſfull newes of Pariſmus returne,bnt all his men were come, 
and no man but himſelſe alone miſſing that Dioniſius beemg 
therewith wonderfully greeued, and vercd in his minde, ſpcx- 
dily cauſcd a hundꝛed knights to make all diligent (earch and 
inquirie that might bee, to heare of him, who were all moſt 
Willing, bearing an in ward loue to the pong pꝛince aboue al the 
knights that euer arriued in Tlieſlaly. The Bohemian knights 
likewiſe made {ach lamentation fe2 their loꝛd, that it was ſone 
blaz?d to the hearing ef all the Court, and Cite, fhat Panſnus - 
was not returned from hawking , which at lat came to the 
hea: ing of Lau ana. who at the firſt news therof, was fo tows. 
mented in her thoughts, that thee could not containe her lelſe 
fron bebozaping her i678. by cxtreame cemplarnts , as alſo by 
the muntolde queſtions and enquiries ſyee made, with 
whome he went, howe long they myſt him, and where, when 
and yowe they ioft his compame: chewing an crtraozdinarie 
care of hi? welfare, that being dꝛiuen into a thouſand ſundzie 
doubts of his welfare, as alis to thinks what ſhyculd become of 
hun he could ior no guuct ro cdõdent: but her greate ſt tõſoꝛt 
Was, 
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was, that ſhe ſtill hoped ſhe ſhould heare ſome newes of his 


return, vx ſuch knights as were gon in ſearch ofhim:ameng> 
whom were his owne Kiights: whole care ſhe thought would 


be greater then any others ſoꝛ his pꝛeſeruation. 
Oriſtus likewiſe tee his want i in ſuch heauineſſe, that he 
ſeemed to be ont ol his wittes by extreame ſoꝛrow. Sicanus ha⸗ 


uing now accompliſhed the thing he purpoſed, vſed oftentimes 


to viſite Laurana, and earneſtly pzoſecuted his fo;mer ſute,

wherewith Laurana was ſo much greeued (to temember anx 


other lone then Pariſmus, oʒ to thinke that any other ſhould ol⸗ 
fer Pariſmus that w2ong ) that ſhe ſhewed her ſclfe ſo vertu⸗ 
ouſly diſdainfull to the Perſians ſute , and ſeemed ſo litle to re⸗ 
gard his woꝛds and pzoteſtations, that he beganto diſpaire of 
obtaining her good will: pet he was ſtill comfoztev in this, that 
he had her parents conſent, which might be a mean to pzocure 
her liking : beſides,he thought the greatnefle of his birth night 
be agreathelpe to his furtherance, 

Dioniſius, Oliuia, and the reſt, were dincrfly greeued fo 
thinke ol Pariſmus loſſe, whom they al deemed to be fallen ins 
tc ſome miſaduentnre,othcrwiſe they could not imagine what 
might be the octaſion of his ſtate, that the whole Court in ge⸗ 
nerall was dꝛiuen into ſuch ſadneſſe, that it ſeemed not like the 
ſame it was wont to be: eſpecially the ing and Qutene toke 
it ſo heauilp, that their ioy was wholly turned to fozrew , and 
their plealant countenances into ſad lokes : but yct all conti- 
nued in god hope to heare ſome newes of him by the return of 


ſuch as were gone in ſearch of him, who moſt of them returned 


within fone thꝛer oz foure daies. Oriſtus being pet behinde, at 
laſt returned, hauing by diligent inquiry, ſeund the feed Wher- 
on Pariſmus rode, who was taken vp ſome twentie miles di⸗ 
ſtant from the place where theſe vilkames had leſt him: this 
augmented their ariefe,when they ſe we all that went in ſcarch 
of him returned with no god ncwes, and Oriſtus the laf of 
their hope, in ſteed of ioyfull tydings, bꝛinging further cauſe cf 
ſozrow, in that they were fully aſſured by finding the Yo:lre 
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Wyereon he rode, and he vy no meanes tobe heard of, that he 

was fallen into the hands ol ſuch as had murthercd hum, oꝛ by 
forte miſaduenture might be dendured by ſome wilde beaſt, 
that had ſeiſed on hun vnawares, that in general, all made ſuch 
ſoʒrow ſoʒ the lolle of ſo vertuous aPzince , that it was to be 
wondꝛed at , that a man in ſo ſhoꝛt tume of acquaintance, could 
bchaue hunlelfe ſo vertuouſly , as to be ſo well beloned of all: 
Laurana exempting her ſeiffrom all quiet, and baniſhing from 
ber mind all mirth and ioy, withall, hearing the newes Oriſtus 
had bzought,fell wto ſuch an extreame paſſion of griefe, that fo; 
a god (pace, (he continued as one wholly depꝛiued of life, and 
notwith{tanding Leda and the reſt ofher maides, vſed all the 
hill they had, vet could by nomeanes bzing her againe , that 
with wzinging their hands, tearing their haire, and with gree- 
uous acclamations,they made ſuch an outcrie, that the bznitg 
thereof came to the hearing of the King and Qutene, and all 


: che reſt, by which occallon, a new ſozrow began, farre abous 


compare: by that tune the King and Nucene were come into 
her Chamber, the Pꝛinceſſe beganne ſomewhat to ccme to 
her ſelfe,when heawuly lifting vp her eyes, with a greeuous ſigh 
loking vpon her father and mother, with ſuch a pittifull coun⸗ 
tenance (that they could net refraine from teares,) ſtill loking 
carneftly about her, to ſe il Pariſmus were pet returned:atlaſh 
being fully recouered, Dioniſius aſked her what might be the 
cauſc ofthis hey ſuddaine ſickneſſe, and it it laxe in his power 
to comfo2t her, ſhe might be fully aſured ge wold not deny her 
any thing. Laurana knecling downe, thinking to haue ſpoken 
ſomewhat, was ſo ouercome with the remembꝛaunce of her 
deare friends want, and extreame ſozrow ſo fully poſſeſt her 

heart, that her ſpeech was turned into teares, which abundant⸗ 
tp fell from her eyes, Which dꝛaue the King and Qutene into 
luch ſoꝛrow, that their hearts could not indure to ſe her hea⸗ 
uineſſe, and therefoꝛe left her with her maides. When all 


were departed and che alone with Leda, ſhe began to lament 
mtyis nan, ;

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Unhappis w2etch that 3 an, to what a miſerable ſtaie am 
. comfozt,and the only mains 
tainer ol my bliſſe, without whoſe comfoztable pꝛeſente, Jus 

ther can noz will enioy my vnfoztunate life, Noble and moll 
bertuous Pzince,what is become of vou: what miſaduenture 
þath befallen you ?: what Tyꝛant could be ſo barbarous as to 
do yon iniurie? what creature ſo inhumane, as to wiſh your 
harme? 0; what minde ſo malicious, as not to wiſh your god: 
Wo is me foz the loſſe of my Pariſmus, heauineſſe is my des 
light, care and ſozrow ſhall be welcome to me, till my Parrſ- 
mus returne ; O no, my heart giues me, he will neuer return, 
de is ſurely dead by ſome vntimely accident , oz he would not 
thus long haue beene abſent from me. My deare Pariſmus, 
would J were with you, whereſoeuer you are, then would my 
heart be at quiet, then ſhould J be happie, then ſhould à be riv 
from feare,frem griefe,care,ſozrow, and paine,foz inyou ones 
y is my comfozt,toy,pleaſure, quiet, and delight, Jn theſe and 
ſach like plaints, ſhe would haue continued Kill, but that Leda 
comfozted her with all the pcrſwaſions that ſhe could deviſe, 
telling her that ſy& ought not to greeue ſo much, loꝛ that hee 
might ſafely returne againe, and that he might abſent hims 
ſelfe foz ſundzie and ſpeciall cauſes, not yet knowne to her: 
bling many other deuiſes, to dzawe her from that extremts 
tie offozrow, in which eſtate ſha continually remained: but 
yet ſomewhat comfozted with hope ol his returne, being theres 
to perfwaded by the ſpieches ol Leda, who vſed the ſame one⸗ 
ty to aſſwage her miſtrefle ſozrow,though her ſelle had no hope 
at all euer to ſee him agame. 

Pariſmus being all this while amongſt the Dut-lawes; 
(who kept themſelues in a Cane, that they had ſecretly and ar⸗ 
tificially made, vnder the ſide of a hill in the middeſt ofthe 
wod, where they ceuld hardly bee founde by anye, and 
any there they thought themfelues very ſecure :) which 

were the ſame that 4 ande the knight Oſiris, anv _ 
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with them Dina the virgin, in whole reſcue Oſiris was hurt: 
vet by Oſiris meanes ſhe was pꝛeſerued from the outrage that 
was intended to her: foꝛ thoſe Outlawes were without a cap» 
taine, and thereloꝛe thought themſelues equalls, which happes 
ned well fo2 the virgin, foz one ol them that came fozth with the 
noiſe of Oſiris and the others fight, twke ſuch liking of her, that 
he repzoucd the others crueltie, telling him, that it were a vil⸗ 
lainous act to defloure a virgine that had riot offended him, by 
whole perlwaſions he deſiſted lrem further trueltie, and carri⸗ 
ed the maiden to their caue, Where ſhe was appointed to dꝛeſle 
ſuch pzowſion as they bꝛought in, which ſhe wiliingly did, to 
defend her ſelle from further iniurie. Pariſnus comely pꝛopoꝛ⸗ 


tion, made hum ſo well liked of all or them, who ſcemedo them 


to be a man of god account by his apparrell , and in time they 
thought might do them many pleaſures: therefoze they tom⸗ 
maunded this virgin to vſe all her ſ kill and indenours, fo res 
couer him, and heale his wounds: whe within two dayes by 
her diligent indeuour, had bzought him to his ſences, that he 
began to ſpeake to them: which reioyted them to heare: who 
being thus wel recoucred,wondzed into what place hee was 
bꝛought, becauſe it was darke, and in a taue hauing in his pꝛe⸗ 
ſence a company ot rude and ſhag-haired fellowes , and onely 
one woman, could not fully perſwade himſelfe but that he was 
metamo2phoſed : but being ofamanly courage, he boldly des 


maunded ol them, how he came to that plate, and what they 


were that had thus pꝛeſerued his lle: At laſt he that had bzoght 
hun thither told him, that walking into the wod, being dircc- 
ted by a noyle that he heard, he found him couered with molle 
and leaues, almoſt paſt all hope of life, and pitying his diſtreſſe, 
he had bꝛought hun vnto that place, being all the habifatiog 
they had, foꝛ that they were ſuch as wanted wealth and were 
dꝛiuen to take that courſe ol life, to maintaine themſelues withs 

all: and that hee was by the dilligent paines of that virgin, 


bꝛought vnto the god eſtate he was in, and that their purps

them, he beganne to meditate how foztunately God had 02- 
dained hun to be pꝛeſerued by them, (that had deſtroyed mas 
ny) to liue in hope to be reuenged on Sicarus, that had id diſ⸗ 
honourably pꝛetended his ruine: that ſceing himlſcife in gon 
efate of recouery , he vſed all kinde meanes he could to pur⸗ 
chaſe the god apiuon of all thoſe Oatlawes whom heedwf” 
not truſt, becauſe their mindes were addicted to villainy, but 
molt of all, hs maruailed why ſo bewwotifull a Danicſell Gould 
frequent then company: On a time when Pariſnms ſawe all 
the Dutlawes gone out of the Caue, and hee left alone with 
Dina , he enquired of her of whence ſhe was, and why the li⸗ 
ued there, hauing alſo marked her behamour towardes them, 
he did wonder at her vertues, wherewith ſhe refelled the wic- 
ked behauiour of thoſe rude people, She told him that ſhe was 
daughter vnto a Knight of the pzouince of Salmatia, whome 
one of thoſe Datlawes had violently taken fw2th of her fathers 
D:chard, inrenenge ofa w2ong he ſaid her bzother had dons 
him: withall, ſhe tolde him tr whole manner ol her comming 
thither. Mhereby Patilmus vnderſtod, that ſhe was the veris 
ſume in whoſe reſcue Oſiris was hurt. 

By this time the Outlawes were tome in, whereby the 
virgins left oll her ſpeech , bzinging in wich them gad ſtoze of 
money, which they had taken from honeſt pallengers. Pariſ- 
mus lying very wealie, pet marked wel their behauiour, which 
made him maruell that men could be ſo inhumane, as by their 
owne repo:ts they ſeemed to be. wiſhing himſelfe with Laura 
na, who he thought would accuſe him of dillopaltie, oꝛ that he 
had made choyſe of ſome other: if ſhe did not ſo miſdoubt him, 
then the o;rowe hee thought thee * foz has loſle, which 


might 
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might lame way come to her knowledge , ſo galled him to the = 
heart, that his inward paſſions, woulp not ſuffer his outward 
pyilick: to do hun any gen, and the contunall care he was in, 
did much hinder his health : being likewiſe as much toꝛmented 
with remiembzance of the graunt that Dioniſius had made tg 


Sicanus, concerning the marriage twirt hin and Laurana; 
whoinhe thought night now bs enfozced to pald her conſent, 


when che was out or hope cfreconeri:igg him: this griefe farrs 


ercteded all the ret, that ail the whole company began to nete 
bis ſozrow , fo he was ſcarce able tocontaine hunſelſe within 
the bounds of reaſon. In theſe perplexities he continued by tho 
ſpace of thꝛe —_ in all which tune, he could nat fully res 
touer his health.Where we will le aue him to ſpeake of Dioni-

Che king ol Hungaria, and Pzinte of Spalts, 7 mach 
aſhamed of Sicanus behatuour, in whoſe eempanie ame, 
deſired Dioniſms not to impute his impiefie ra | 
diſhonour, fo2 that they woulde foz euer abhezre him foz t 
wonftrous act, and teſt readie to defende him, if tuer hes 
ſhoulde ſtande in neede of their ayte, to reuenge this i; iurie : 
who determined fo ſtay ſtul with Dioniſius if they — ta 
datue out of his minde, the remembzance of this miſchaunce.. 
Dioniſtus beeing moſt ertreamely cuercome with rage, and: 
grefe, beganne to take the murther of Pariſmus with ſuch 
ſoꝛrowe, that hes determined to ſpende e xeſt of his daycs 
outof the companic of all men, aud the nert mozning (yung 
delay no ſcope to hinder his purpoſe ) haning dilguiſed him- 
ſeife that hee coulde not bee krowne , in Palmers wcedes, 
hee departed ſecretlie from ths Court: and firſt tooke his 
courſe to trauaile into Bohemia, to heare whether Pariſmus 
father had knowledge ol the death of his ſonne, oꝛ no. Din⸗ 
ner time bering cenie. Dioniſ us was wanting, which made 


the Qutene maruaile, fo2 that hee was not wont to ve abs 


ſent, but thinking he was gone alone by hiniſclfe , to medi⸗ 
tate, made no great inquiris: bat after Dinner, going her 
leite ta ſeeke him, coulde by no meanes finde him, which 
made her maks open inquirie , pet none coulde heart el hun, 
chat vppon the ſuddaine there be ganne ſach an vpꝛoze (when

Theke we $ of Sicanus departure, and ofDioniſ us wank, 
happened tw dapes, vet neither of them was come to the 
knowledge of Laurana, who abſcuted her ſelſe ſrom all ccem⸗ 
panir, by reaſon of the extreame care ſhe crdured(o2 Pari 
nus: : Sicanus treaſon, and Pari{nws murther was concealed 
from yer by Leda, whtoucd her deaxcly, aud therewze weeds 
not ſuffer it to come to her hearing: but centraite to Laur. naes 
thought, and Le daes txpedation, Oliuiathe Quere teme to 
her lodging, wzinging her handes, and making great lamen⸗ 
tation, and eſpying her layd, O daughter, what ſhall b:tive 
bs, that villatne S:icanus, hauing muthered Pariſmus, hath 
likewoiſe deſtroped thy father. Lau ana hearing her mothers 
luck: hes, ſtod as one amazed, not once ſtirring , ipeaking , 92 
mqauing her tie: at laſt thinking it was lraunge newes tobe 
true, ſaid, detre mother, I truſt theſe vnwelcom niwes cannot 
be true, nz that your grace ſpeaketh ot᷑ pʒꝛofe: whert vpon the 
Qurene told her all that had hepned to Pariſmus, by: Sicanns 
procurement, wherewith Laurava (not boang able to 
peare the reſt that her mother woulde haue vitered) im⸗ 
mediatetie fell dcwne am ongft the ladies dead, who fo inde ua⸗ 
red{o recouer her, but w ere not able to bzing her to life W, 
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by th2 ſpace of halte an houre, Which began anew ſozrowe i a. 


-monalt them, the ſarming to bs paſt all hope ofrecouerie : all 


being tired with extreame grerle, gaus their mindes no reſpito 
to cofiver ofthe aduerfitic they wert in, but ſtill continued mas 
king ſach lamentations , as the place ſeemed a defolate habi⸗ 
tation of ſozrow. Laurana at length comming fo herſelfe,conly 
not yet vtter a woozde , fo2 the extremitis of care had ſuch full 
polleſſon in her heart, that ſhee could neither eaſe it by lamen⸗ 
tation,noz teares, that all the whole companie were conſtrai⸗ 
ned to enmplop their beſt endendurs to remedie this pzefent 
enill, the laſt of their hops: fo2 if ſhe had periſhed, the heire 
of Theſſalie had bene loft. Koze Remus being a man of 
great wiſedome and gouermnent, beg an to weigh the fickle 
eſtate of the peo ple and Countrey , who hauing biene a long 


lime fubiect vnto peace, therefoze were not able to indure the 


bzuntof warre, and that it was likely Sicanus would ſceke 
to reuenge himlelfe agatnft them, and take ik he could out of 
their hands the Pzinceſſe Laurana „ hare apparant fo the 
Crowne , and thereby get the kingdome into his poſt; ſſon, 
Which the Theſſalians coulde not endure: reuolning theſe 
thoughts in his mind, he came to the Nucene, e the reſf ofthg 
Nobles, and requeſted her and them togither, to haue ſome re. 
gard of their Countrey, and not to ſhew themſelues vnpꝛoti⸗ 
dent to defend themſelues from further miſchiefe: whole coun⸗ 
ſell all liked well, eſpecialla Olivia, who (with theconſentor 
che reſt ofthe peeres) made him Loꝛd Regent of the Country. 
Upon which charge committed to him, hee pꝛeſently gaue oz⸗ 
der foz muſtring of men, and koꝛtifping of Caſlles, and places 


- ofdefence , appoynting Captames and gonernonrs, vnder 


whole charge he committed thoſe places of defence, and with⸗ 

in a ſhoꝛt ſpace bzonght all things to fuch perfection, that the 

Conntrcy was well fo2tifyed , and able to refilk a great 
cnenne,

el downe, hee was deſirous to heare ſeme 
e newes from Dioniſius Court, but could 
N 1 how to bꝛing the ſame to cert: 
but thus ſoꝛtunateip it fell out, thoſe cut⸗ 
os were ſo larre in lone with him, that 

— with one conſent intreated him, that 
he would vouchſafe to continue amongeti them, and bee their 
captaine, fo2 that they were without a guide and therght ſo 


well of him, as that aboue all men they were de ſirous he would 


bee the man, which her deganne to refuſe , alledging, thet 
hee baing a ſtraunger in that Countrep, and vnacquauited 
with iHicr cullomes, was altogether vnfit , vſing manis 
reaſons, as excuſes: but conſidering with him himſelſe, that 
it might much auaile him to his purpoſe , at Werz intrea⸗ 
lies was contented, and fo behaued him(cife that with- 
in a verie ſhoꝛt tune, his wcozde and counſaile was an 
Oꝛacle amongeſt thein , and by his Wwiſcdeme hee kept 
them from dwing nuich harme, and vet ſermed in thcyy 
fancie to further them grcatlie. 
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The famous Hiſtorie 


Df:entimes he was in mind to go and make himſelle knowne 


at the court, and ſo enioy his miſtreſſe ſight, which grecucd him 


to want, but being dincrfly minded, at lat this was his reſolu⸗ 
tion: he ſitted humſelte on a day in Palmers wirdes, and viſe 
guuſed himſelke fo artificrallp,that (by his diſguiſe and long ſick» 
ue ich had fomewhat altered his complerton) none cculd 


any wiykiow hun: telling the Datlawes that he was deter⸗ 


mind to ſe the Court, which he had heard was lo anus, end 
th it he would returne at nigh'. 

W321 he was ſomewhat ncars the Ciltie, he might * 
byen a plaine hard by, great pꝛeparation of war re, Winch made 
ham much iu ruaue, at laſt comming to the Buigs Pallace, he 
got hünielfe vnto the place Where Lau ana cuerie mozning 
Peay at her comming irom Chappell gaue her almes, and 
put himſel e amana% the reſt oꝭ the Palmers, and veing taller 
then any of them, he was much noted of manp, when the pains 
ceſſe came to gi ie her almes, (being in meurning attire) ſhe 
called tin all vito her, and beganae to demaund of whence 
they were , wh it Countries ty :p had travatlcd , and whether 
they had heard any newes of Diomliu. the Ing „who was 
ming: oꝛ whether they heard anp in cheir traue, ſpeake of 
(323220 bodie ot the Dante, which by chance might ve found, 
bemzmurth. res by Sicanus of Perſia: which wozds ſhe vtte⸗ 
red wind luch ſoꝛrow, that the teaͤres ranye abundantlp towre 
her chnes. 

Parilams being rauiched with the fight of his pꝛecious Je⸗ 
Woll, and ſeeing her wee ung ſoꝛhis loſte. and withall hearing

Laurana hearing the Palncrs wo2ds , Uuſhed crecdings 
ty, and with ul, intreated him to tell out his newes, foz that if 
miggt be, ſe was the partie Loꝛd Pa uſmus meant, fo J ain 
Lu ara quoth ſhe , whom Pariſmus did thuike well of, with 
that thee wept agatne, 

Pariſmus kneeling Bowne ſaid, then fo your highnelle J 
wül ds my meſſag?, ſoz viito you J was lrnt, Lozè Panimus, 
growing unto fone god liking of me, and hawng receitcy my 
cath to be his faith full meſſenger: wůled me to giue your highs 
neſſe this Jewell, wherby ycu ſhuld be aſſured he was liiung, 
but conſtramed to ablent hunſeiſe, ſoꝛ caules that hereafter he 
wl let pou vnderſtand, he delireth you to let hinz thor'gh vn⸗ 
wo2'h'e) eniep but the {caſte of your vertudus pꝛomiſes, 
and hee ſhall euer hcreaftcr account hunlciic to haue recetucd 
his lile and libertie frem you. 

Lau ana ſcœeing the Fcwell which Chee well Ent we to be 
the ſame (hee had beſoze giuen hun, and h x the Pal⸗ 
mer credibly repo;t , that hee was in perken IX th, and 
becing fully alſured of the truth of that mc(Mſage , by the 
tertame and firme pꝛoteſtations of the molle Hable Pariſ- 
mu hunſelfe, in the diſguiſe of a Palner : ſhe was (o 
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The famous Hiſtorie 


ſurpꝛiled with ip, that ſhe could not refrain: from kiſſing the 
JIcwell , ſaying : welcome ſweete token ficm a faythfull 
friend 3 and calling Leda vnto her, tolde her the ncwes 
the Palmer had bought, rciopcing with ſuch verfuons kind⸗ 
nefſe, that Dariſmus thought himſcite the happicſt man li⸗ 
uing, to tntoy the lone of fo vertnons aLade, Laurana cem - 
ming to him, tolde him, that ſh& was ſo much bound vnto 
him ſoz bzinging her thoſe happie r.cwes , thatſho&did not 
knovwe which wap ſüfficientlie to recompence him fo2 his 
p unes:and were it not (quoth ſhe) but that J ſtande in ſome 
doubt hereo des being to god to be true) I ſheuld reſt in ſuch 


h ppie content by thy newes, that no aduerſitie whatſocuer 


ſhould cauſe my ſozrow but cncly his abſence, though my fa- 
thers loſſe Toth neerly concerne my happineſſe. The Palmer 
vled ſuch pꝛottſtations, that I aurana could not chuſe but be⸗ 
lene hun, as alſo by reaſon ot the Jewell which Che knew the 
had giuen Patiſmu. Os faking a Jewell from fo2th her boſom, 
ſhe gane the ſame to him, which he willingly recciued, and ifs 
ſing her hand departed, When he was out of fight,he began to 
m-ditate of the vertucs of Lau ana, and thert in toke ſuch ke⸗ 
Icitie, that befoꝛe he was aware he met with Oriſlus, who 
h id beene walking ſelttarüie abꝛoade, in ſuch heauinelſe, that 
it wo ald haue cauſed any to pittie dim. Pariſmus ſceing him 
was in minde to haue reuealcd hiniſ-ife vnto him enclp: 
but becing paſſed by him , hee caulde not chuſe but turne 
and looke after him , his minde was touched with ſuch 
k:mncſe 2 but the remembꝛaunce of Doniſius leſſe did 


lo much graue hun, that waſting the time with thoſe 


thoughts, vogwares in a heauie dumpe, hee was ſuddainlie 
arriued at Taue, where hee was bindlie welcomed of 
ok the Dutlawes , who vſed fuch tommendation ofthe Court, 
as it liked them to heare, and told vnto them how the king was 
miſſing, and no man could tell what was beteme efhin?, and 
th t as he thought there was ſome pꝛeparatlon foꝛ warrts, vy 
che muſtring of ſouldiers that he (awe beloze the Citie.

Mhen he was alone, he beganne to condemne himſelle of 
hard. heartednelſe, that ſeeing the moſt vertnous Ladie liuing 
to mourne foz his loſſe, pet he being ſafe and in her ſight,would 
not make himſelfe knowne to her, thereby to rid her from her 
griefe, but pet his comfozt was great on the other ſide, that he 
ſawe her loue ſo firme , being paſt all hope of euer ſeeing him 
againe, that he accounted hunſelfe karre vnwozthie the fanour 
ſhc ſhewed him, growing lo farre in admiration of her conſtan⸗ 
ſtancie, that no thought was pleaſant but the remembzance of 
Dioniſius as befoꝛe ts ſaid, hauing met with many ol his 
Lnightcs that went in ſearch of him, was almoſt thzough re- 
membzance ofthe ſozrow he knew would ariſe by his abſcnce, 
altered from his fozmer determination, pet remcnibzing Pariſ- 


nus murther, which he knew could not chuſe but come to the 


knowledge dt his old friend the King of Bohemia, whereby his 
honour might be called in queſtion (of which he was iealous) 
hc therfoze reſolutely determined to traucllthither,and hautig 
iournied many daies, he arriued in Bohemia, where lightmg 
into company with an aunctent Palmar of that Ccuntrey , he 
enquired ol him what were the newes at the Bohemian court? 
who taking Dioniſiu to be but a Palmer, tolde him that the 
newes was chicflic of the Pꝛinte Pariſmus, who being in the 
Court of Dioniſius king of Theſlalie, was there murthered, 
oꝛ by ſome other treaſon deſtroped, buc by whom, oz howe it 
it was not knowne : by meanes whercof there was ſuch hea⸗ 


ine lamentation in that Countrey,and eſpccially in the Ccurt, 


that hz thought the like had neuer bene heard ol in any place, 
Which repozt, cauſed Dioniſius to grecue exceedingly , and 
was ſo much toꝛmented in minde, that he reſolugd there to as 
bide vnknowne to any , vntili he ſawe hew the Ring of Bohe- 
mia would diſgeſt this gy fe, and alſo to heare the general re⸗ 
poꝛt would be giucn oi, ſo2 that het did not reuenge the 
death of the Pzince M/Fecamn;, when he had himin T heflaly; 
as alſo to ſ& the cuentof theſe firatagems: hauing good floze 6f 
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The famous Hiſtorie 
mom and Jewels, he gate him a lodging in an arneicent Brir- 
gom aiſters houſe , where ſoz his money he was kindly vſed. 
Vis wonted cuſlome was, cuery day to go to the Rings houſe, 
where he heard nothing to comſozt hun withall , but ſawe the 
Ning his old friend in mot heauie plight foꝛ his ſennes death, 
t the top he had, was that he heard allmen notwithſtanding 
the death ok their P2ince , repozt verie her.ourabiy of him, that 
he continued as he thought) ſecure, being rot kne wne, oꝛ of 
any (aſpeced, to be the man he was, but at the laſt, thus cons 
trariſy it hapned. The Burgomaiſter having diligentip mars 
ked the behauiour of his gueſt, found han farre differing from 
all other Palmers, in perſon and qualities, and bc ſides, ſceing 
the daily charge he was at, began to ſuſpeu him, haning ſuch 
ſtoze of copne to matntaine that charge, that when Dior iſus 
went to his lodging, he would liſten at his Chamber doꝛe, to 
heare his ſpeeches, and marke his behauiour, where he cftrn- 
times heard Dioniſius bewaphng his eſtate in moſte heauis 
plaints, naming himſelfe, and ottentimes naming Painſmu-, 
and on a time declared the ſame to a Noble nian of the Rings 
Court: who comming \-cretly to the Burgomaiſters houſe, 
and hauing marked the Palmers behauiour, did ſuſpea him to 
be ſome ſpie, appꝛeh ended him, and cauſed him to be caſt in 
puſon without any cramination: which made Dioniſius to 
wonder, fearing left He chuld be known, but pet he thought that 
could not be, therefoze with patience he endured this inpaſciue 
ment: where he continued in the moſt vildeſt place amongſt 
roagues and raſkalls, being exempt from the cleare light ofthe 
Dunne to comſoꝛt him withal!, by the ſpace of ſoms ſire dates, 
by reaſon that the noble man which laide him there, was gone 
about affaires of his owne, bat at his returne, he certified the 
King ol ſuch a ſuſpitious perſon that he had found, Wherefoze 
Dioniſſus was ſent foꝛ, who being gained told the king, that

hearing his ſpeeches » tommaunded all to depart, g 
Dioniſius diſcloſed himſelfe. The King of Bohemia knowing 
him, being amazed at his ſtraunge diſguiſe, ſuddainly caught 
him in his armes and imbꝛated him withgreat kindnefle, Dio- 
miſius recounted vnto hum the heanic lofſe of Pa iſmus, and his 
owne ſuddain departure out of I hellalic, requeſting him that

[y vtelded vnto:ſo with many other ſperches that paſſed betwixt 
them, let vs leaue Dioni[:us to be entertained by the King of

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Tye uing of Perſia by his countenance bewꝛayed the inward 


fire ol his heart, that without giuing any conſideration fo the 


truth ol his ſonnes repoꝛt, he p2cſently vowed to redꝛeſſe thoſe 
wzongs , oz elſe bzing perpetuall infame to his poſtcritie: and 
to that effect, commanded a mightie armie to be made in a rea⸗ 
dineiſe, which was ſo innumcrable (hauing called all his con- 
tributozies togither) that it was the mightieſt holte chat cucr 
went out ol leiſia, and alſo pꝛouided a mightie natie of ſhips: 
which being ſone in areadmeſſe, they with all the haſte that 
might be, hauing winde and weather at will, hopſed ſaple, and 
made ſoz the Conntrey of Theſlaly. A poꝛe Fiſherman of 
Theflaly, that was abꝛoad at ſea, hauing eſpied ſuch a mightie 
naup oc hips, with all (peed bꝛought woꝛd to the Court to Oli 
uunthe Queene, who deſired Loꝛd Remus to defend the Coun⸗ 
teep by his vttermoſt indeuours, becauſe the truit thereof was 
wholly committed to his charge: who hauing ſome doubt (as 
beſoꝛe is rehcarſed of ſuch a milchiefe) of a ſuddaine had gathc- 
red togither 60000, fotemen, and twentie thonſand hoꝛſe⸗ 
men, being all expert ſouldicrs, and got them to the Bauen ſes 
cretſy, where he knew the Perſtans would land, who thinking 
to finde no repulſe , whereby they might land without contra- 
diction, had ſet on ſhoꝛe ſome twenty thouland Perſians which 
020 Remus and Oriſtus perteiuing; ſuddainly iſſued ont vp- 
on them, and ſiue the greateſt part of them, being diſc2dcred, 
aud thereby vnable to reſiſt the foꝛce of the The ſſalians com⸗ 
nung vnawares: which when the King of Perſia ſawe, being 
full oc rage and furie, violently theuiſt all his c ips into the har⸗ 
bour, and with all ſpeed landed the whole arnne, in which time 
ol landung, the Thellalians had deſtroyed of the Perſians to 
the number of thirtie thouſand: that the colour of the waters 
were turned into purple, Which fo vered the King of erſia, and 
his ſonne Sicanus, that cauſing q ſtench to be made fo2 the fozs 
fi ng the place co their landing, Auithout any further great 
imp ach „they "mn their whole armie: which was fo huge, 
th tee ed Nenn: tgough be were a man okfuuuncible cen 


rage, 
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rage and the Theſſalians being but a handfultm reſpec᷑ effo 
nightie an holte) began ſemewhat to diſcomfezt themſchtes, 
and therefoze returned to the Citie of Thebes, to defend that 
fromthe fo2cc of thoſe — that were (ufficictitly pꝛeuo⸗ 
ked to anger, by the Al.uwcghter the Thellalians had alrradie 

made L them, and fo2tificd the ſame with all kinde of 
pꝛiotuſion, being innincible, vnleſle it were dettroxed with fas 
famine. 

The Quiene ſxing her ſelle thus diſtreſſed, yet h wed ſuch 
magnmimious courage, that the like hath not bene ſerne in a 
woman, which pꝛoucked the hearts of all her (ubii&s, to ſuch 
reſelution, that they reſolued ntuer to p celd to the laꝛte of the 
Perſians, 

The Ning ok Perſia hauing landed his armie, beganne fo 
march into the Countrey, where they coild ſcarce finde victu- 
alls to ſuffite ſuch a multitude: the Countrep beuig large and 
full of deſarts, foꝛreſts, and wilderneilcs, but at laſt, they came 
fo the plaines of Pharſaly, where in times paſt were the thun⸗ 
dꝛing warres of Czar Pompey, being of ſuch a huge length 

and bzeadth , that they are thought to excerde all plames in the 
woꝛld foꝛ largeneſte and bignelle: on the one five wherof, run⸗ 
neth the Niuer Peneus, which running dewne frem the fate 
of Olimpus, by meancs of thehiltes bowing gently on both 
des with weddic bottoms, maketh the Theſſaltans Jempe: 
where the Perſians incamped themſelues, towards the farther 
end therof, being diſtant not aboue (w-lue myles frem the Ci⸗ 
tic of Thebes, whether they night ealily march , and ſ@ne re⸗ 
turne, ind therefozc foꝛtified that place fo ther carriage, Im⸗ 
mediatelp Sicanus, with a hundꝛeth thouland Perfians, made 
towards the Cutie, which the watchmen perceiuing, fired their 
Beatons, but Lozde Remus and Oriſtus, gaue pꝛeſent cem⸗ 
maimdement, that there ſhould be no ſigne oz ewe made in 
the Citie, whereby the enemy might know that they had a1'v 
knowledge or their cemming. Wiheregve willeane them with⸗ 
in the c all the pe :paration that might be, to with 
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Rar) the enenzy, and Sicanus at the walls begirting the ſame, 
"to ſpeate of Pariſinus , who all this while being in the Caue 
amonaſt the Dutlawes , ſtill deinſed how he might haue furs 
ther kriall of Lauranaes tonſtancie, and therefoze determined 
till fo conceale Hiniſciſe, vntul he might heare newes of Die- 
niſius teiurne, and allo to knew whereioge there was ſuch pꝛe⸗ 
pat ation o: warres. 

And on a dip he could endure no longer from vcholding 
kis millreT?, but diſguiling hi nlclf: mhis Palmers werds, be 
wd ed from the Cite towards tge citie, with intent to haue 
ſane her giuing her won*ed almes, whether he was no ſoncr 
come, but he eſpied the band of S canus ſotildiers, whuh ſuroke 
fuch an amaʒement into his mind, th at he tad like one without 
ſente: being mraged with fury to ſee the Citie begirt wherein 
his deare L1dp was, Which ſtroke him ſo nearc vnto the hart, 
th at uͤtting downe vpon a moſſp banke, he vtterev theſe heaup 
plaints. i. ih ape witch 5 J un, vnto what a diſtreſſed cſtate 
am I bꝛogb, thut by my miidsubtful mind, haue ſo much whe 
ged the count antelt virgin luung, and thervy haue depꝛiued my 
ſelte ol har light, wich I might haue enioyed, but now by my 
swat fol, ani ſhut from it by a multitude of enemies that ſacks 
tee deſtt union of mp belcued: what ſufficient recompence way 
Imke her oz this my monſtrous ungratitude? o; ew map J 
withou? ſh un: call her ip belcued, when Jhauc ſhiwen my 
ſrife io ſtra ge being in het ect fiat, and hearing the plaints 
de inge foo my abſent e. yet would not make my (cif manifeſt 
vnto her? er: by to deine away ſuch pal. ous, as Jkrew ſhee 
endiweth {01 np lane: Will, ſuice my unluckie ſtarres haue al- 
loltca me ihrs hacd: foatine, J will eicher recompence this 
Wrong 1haue daneher, and purchaſc her uber tie, by chafing 
aw. thei enennes which beficge my belcurd, oz loſe my 
Woꝛthleſte life in her delence. In this ſozt he cemplamed,vntill 
33t He Was wearied with vttring ſuch heauy palliens: at laſt 

ang vp as one new xaiſed from a traunce, he ranne with all 
5 towarvs the Caue, purpoſing to get ſome armo and wea⸗ 
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pon, whwrewith to defend himlclfe , and by the way, he mer a 


knight all in black armoz, being maunted vpon a gallant black 
Courſer, being a godliy pꝛopotioned man, with all furniture 
radu appointed foz warre, making ſped tewards the Ci ie 

whom Patumus ſuppoſed to be one of their company that be- 
ſieged Ihebes, and therefoze beldiy tam ming to hun he ſab; 
Stay I p2ay pcu fir knight, and let a Palmer demand one gue- 
ſtion ot ther. J may chuſe iaid the knight, and ſo ſcoꝛnfullp rods 
on. Mherwith Pariſmus was ſo inraged with furie, that cat- 
ching vp a great ſtone, with all his might he flung it at this dif 


turteous night, and hit him with luch violence en the backe, 


that it made the blo2 tart out at his noſe: the knight turning 
about, came backe towards Pa iſmus, and alightu:g frem bis 
ted, pulled fozth of his pocket a co2v,whcrewith he thꝛeatned 
to binde him, and (@ dꝛagge him at his hoꝛſe heeles: and laing 
hands en Pariſmus, (thinking caſtly to haue bound hun, fog 
that he toke him to be a Palmer) who contraxy to the Peri 
ans expectation, ſtroke the knight ſuch a ble w on the face with 
his fiſt, that he laggered as one amazed, and therwith catching 
bold on his ſwoꝛd, told him, that vnleſſe he would declare vnto 

him of whence he was, and what armie that was that befies 
ged the Citi of Thebes, he ſhould their die by his owne wea⸗ 
pon: which woꝛds the Perfian toke fo diſdainfullp, being a⸗ 
ſhamed to be ſo oucrmatched by a Pilgrim, tyat with his fots 
he Croke Pariſmus ſuch a violent blow on the belly , that bas 
with mnich pain? could ſcarce ſtand, which cauſcd him to ftriks 
the knight ſo veh:mently with the pommell of his vezd , that 
he fell downe halle dead, and ſeeing himſcltc in that eſtate, difis 
red Pariſmus to be contented, and he would declare the whole 
truth vnto him. J am qucth he of Perſia, my name is Lygledo, 
belonging to p king ol Perſia, 4 am now come in this ccuntry 
with my Low the Perſian king, and his ſon Sicanus , and his 
tõtributary kings, who are come hither to revenge themſelues 


on king Dioniſt jus, Who falfty accuſed Sicanus fo murdering 


Pa mus pzince of Bohemia, who J think is run ei ey fro his

Court fo2 ſome notgzions fas he hath committed, and iner 
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thep haue accuſed my Lo2de fs2 his death: as alſo he ts come 
to fetch from hence, the Kings daughter by foꝛce of armes: and 
therefs22 mp Loꝛd is himſeite now befoze the walles ofthe Ci⸗ 
tie with a hundꝛeth thouſand armed Perflans , and the rcft of 


bis fozces haue incamped themſelues hecre hard by on the 


plaincs of Phai (alia. 

Paulinus being moued info extreame choller, could not 
contain himſcifc,but his minde beuig cuercharged with furie, 
burſt fwꝛth into theſe ſperthes: Traytoꝛ that thou art ( quoth 
he) though vnknowne to any but thy ſelte, behold Parimus, 
whom thou haſt ſo falſly belyed, and whom that Traptoꝛ Si- 
canus did intend to murther, though J was reſerued by the 


aumightie, to be the death of twentic thouſand Perſtans: and 


ſince I ſe thy graceleſſe minde ſo ſarre from pietie, that in this 
extreame peril ol thy death, thou wilt ſcandaliſe that honcuras 
ble king, of whome thy baſe tongue is not woꝛthie to ſpeake: 
thou art the firſt that ſhalt die by the hand of Paritinns , wheres 
with dꝛawing out the ſw@ozd, he ſone ended his life. And pul⸗ 
ling the armour trom his dead coꝛpes, armed himſcifc there⸗ 


with, aud mounting his Yozſe, ſet his ſpcare in his ret, and 
made towards the Cittc.

Ven Pariſmus came to Sicanus Campe, 
be waued his ſpcare atouc his head, ther⸗ 
\ | by challenging the Bnightes in Sicanus 
7 | company , wh:rcwith one ſingung hum⸗ 
n (elfc from the armp, came with his ſpeare 
A | readle coucht againſt Parilmus, who (ct- 
ting ſpurres to his Hoꝛſe, ranne at him 
with ſuch fo2ce , that his ſpcare paſſed 
quite thꝛough the Knights body, wher with he fell downe dead: 
and catching with ſuch nimbleneſſe (as it made the whole ar⸗ 
mic adnure at him) the vanquiſhed knights ſpeare, he waued 
the ſame the ſecond time aboue his head, at the ſight whereof, 
an other Pcrſtan night ranne at hun , whom Pa: iſmus like⸗ 
wiſe ſo valiantly int ountred, that he eucrthzew both hoꝛſe and 
man to the ground, in which fall, the knight burſt his legge, 
whercofhe dicd. _ 

Sicanus ſœing two cfhis knights thus ſopled, tommaun⸗ 
ded one Bruſter a mightie huge pꝛopoꝛtioned man, and eſtec- 
med to be one ofthe beſt knights in Perſia / except his two bꝛe⸗ 
thꝛen) to encounter that knight, who comming fozth on a 
mightie hoꝛſe, met Pariſmus with (ach violence, that ſhiuering 
the ſpelles of their Launces into the aire , Pari mus left ane of 
his ſlirrepes, and Bruſler late ſencclcfNle backward vppen his 
hoꝛſe rumpe, but with the ſpꝛinging of the hoꝛſe, Was raiſed in⸗ 
to his ſaddle, and by that time he came to hunſelfc,he (ale Pa- 
uiſmus flouriſhing his ſwoꝛd, which made him dꝛawe alſo, and 
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becwixt them, beganne ſo bzaue a cembatte, that their Armour 
began to fit? in peeccs, and the blond by reaſon et their wermds 
iſued eut at many place: eſpecially from the Perſian knight, 
whom? Patiſmus fo fierct ly afſapled , that he dzauc him onely 
fo warde ſach tlowes as Pariſmus lent hun: which Pariſmus 
eſpying, taking the aduauntage, ſtroke a fozcible blowe at 

p13 atme, and parted the ſune quite from his bodie. 
The Perſian ſeeing hunſelte bought to that le wie eſtate, 


turned his Bozle and fledde towardes Sicanus Campe, which 


fo am ned Sicanus, that he thought the blacke Knight (foz 
ſo they called him) to bee ſome monſter in the ſhape ota man, 
ſent to toꝛment them, who notwithſtanding theſe their com⸗ 
baftes, ſme to be as freſh as he was in the beginning, ein 
attending i? Kane durſt make any further combat. 
The Qutene of Thetlaly,Laurana,the poung Quzne of 
Hungaria, Lozd Remus, Oaltus ,and Oſt is, haning know⸗ 
ledget of the comming ok theſe Perſtans to the Cetie , were got⸗ 


ten to the toppe of a Tower to bzhold their Camp, and at their 


firſt comming they beheld the arrinall of Pariſmus in the black 


armour, and the thꝛer noble combattes he had fought with the 


„ knights, which made them maruell greatly who thaf 

knight might be, that had ſo 'valiantly flaine the of their ene- 
mies. While they were in this meditation, Lau ana hauing 
well markt the black knight, began to ſuppoſe that it might be 


Pa: iſmus, but againe,fhe thought that was impoſſible, at laſt 


thee ſawe a great troupe of Knights alſaple him all at once, 
which mads her call and crie, helpe, helpe, her ſences being 
fo farre dzawne with feare and remembzance of Pariſinus, 
that ſhe neyther thought of the place where ſhe was, nc; 
in whoſe company, Lo2ve Remus and Oriſtus, ſcring this 


hꝛaue and woꝛthie knight in ſuch diftrefſe , iffued foo2th of the 


Cittie with twentie thouſande hozſemen, and commaundey 
foztie thouſande of his beſt ſonldiers to come out an other 
way on the backe of the Perſians, vnder the conduc of 
mother bzane Noble man: but all this while the — 
mg 
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ans, and made ſuch flaughter amongeſt them, that cher

Kinght fo bzauely and couragiorſlie defended hunſelfe , that 
befco:c the I he ſlalians were come to his reſcue, he had flaine a⸗ 
boue fortie I' erſians: but bug vnable to ſtrive with ſo ma⸗ 
nie, he was conſtrayncd to looſe his weapen, Contralily⸗ 
Lozde Remus ſuddaine luing out, ſo amazed the Perf, 


quickely (ct the blacke knight at libertie: who haning reco- 


- wired his hozſe, beeing cheared with the comifoztable fight 


of Lozde Remus, and his truſtie knight O1iſtus , with his 
Swozde, made ſuch hanocke amengeſt the Perflans , that 
none durſt abide his cenuning, but where ſoener he went, he 
made a large lane foz the reſt to followe. him. The Perfls 
ans by this time hauing iopned all their ſozces together, 
thzonged by ſuch multitudes vpon the Lheflakans , that 
they wert conflrayned (cmmewhat to retire, but in their retreat, 
the blacke knight ſent the ghoſts c manx Perſians to hell, and 
behaued himlelfe with ſuch magnanimitie , that all the whols 
arinie were amazed at his valcur. By this tune the Thefſa- 
lian fetmen aſſaulted the Perſians on the other ide , which 
dꝛaue them ints ſuch a feare, that thouſands of them were des 
termined to flie: but ſeing no hope of ſafctie by flight, were (a 
amazed, that their f6zccwas quite turned into cowardiſe, which 
the Thellalians perceiuing.a ſſailto them with ſuch furie, that 
they had deſtroied in a ſhoꝛt ſpate, a great number of them that 
all the earth was ſtained with their bid. The blacke knight 
ſtill tolle wed his ene mies with ſuch furie, that (by the death of 


manp Perſians he was gotten into the middeſt ef the whole 


at mie, where he found Sicanus inccuraging his Bouldiours, 
and knowing him by the richne ſle of his di meur, ran at hun 
with ſuch ſ62ce,that with amightie ble we hee brate him quite 
from his hoꝛſe, and had not it bin ſez the two bzetharn of Bru» 
ſlor, who attended on him, he had bene treven to death. The 
black knight l ill ruthing amongll the thicke ſt ofthe Perſians, 
tame, where Oriſtu was vnhoꝛſed, 4 aſſailid grit ic uſiy, who 
leeing him in p dil relle daid on his biews with ſuch * 
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furie hat happie was he that could get him fartheſt from him: 
by which meanes Oriſtus reconered his hozſe, Thus all the 
day the battell continued, to the terrour ofthe Perſians, com⸗ 

ſoꝛt of the Thefſalians,and honour of the blacke night: who 
behaned hunſclfe with ſuch magnanunitie, that both the Pers 
ſians and Theſſalians, adnured his valare.Likewiſe the queen 


and Laurana, (who all this while beheld the battell) could not 
otherwiſe iudge, but the blacke Knight to be the moft valiant 


night in the world. 


Thus the day bring ſpent, the Thellalians ſormded re⸗ 
treat, which thePerſians were glad of, onely the black knight 


went away diſcentent, fo: that he thonght he had not pet (ufft- 


tiently retonpenſed his kinde loues kauours: but ſecretly cons 


ueped himſeife vnſeene of any) vnto the wood wherein was his 


Cane. here we leaue him to be entertained of ß Outlawes, 


and to be cured of the wounos by the virgine that J ſpake of 
b:faze, 


Low Remus; and Oriſtus (having retired their men inte 
tho Cite) fought ſoꝛ the blacke lanight, but could not find him, 
which made them maruell what ſhould become or him, whoſe 
behamour had bene ſuch, as it made him knowne to all the 
whole armie: bat ſeeing th:mlelues fruſtrated of ſeeing him, 
they g uit oꝛder loz ſuch as were mapmed, and hauing viewed 


their whole troupes, founde but a thouſande Theſſahtans mils 


ling, and with great top went fo the Pallace: where they wers 
toytullp received by the QAutene and Laurana and relating the 
whole cirtumſtantce of their exployt, their chiefeſt talke was of 
the wozthie foztttude of the blacke night. 
Sicanus on the other ſide , ſreing him ſelfe ſs butzed with the 
fe he receiued, nd alto his Perſians ſo weakcned,and ſuch a 
multitude of them dane, departed towards the Campe, on the 
plamcs of Pharſulia, being not able to lodge befoze the Cittit 
wwalles , by reaſon the ground was ſo wet with the blood of his 
Perdans, who tt? vpon ſuch heapes: that had not the Thel 
iat ns te nect day conueped their bodies into a depe pitte,

And u hat afterwards befell to Pariſens 
called the blacke Knight,and the battell ſought betwixt 
the Perſians and Thellalians, |

King of Perſia himſelfe late vpon a hill hard by the Cittie, in a 

Cent moſt richly and rarely tontriued: and all the Tentes of 
his contributoꝛies round about him: which made ſuch aſhew, 

as though a whole multitude of nations had bene gathered toy 
gither to defiroy the whole earth: which when the Zheſſalt- 

ans beheld, they tonic dured, that vnle le God ſhould raiſe ſome 

trtrasꝛdinarp ſuccour to aide them, it were impoſſible fo2 them 

long to withſtand this mightie foꝛte: but yet ſome hope they 

had in the Ring of Hungaria, and Pꝛince ol S parta, who were 

gone into their countries to pꝛepare ſouldiers to aid the Queen 
and Laurana, and the time of their pzomiſcd return was aimott 
come, 


The Ring of Bohemia likewiſe hauing knowledge ok the 


Perũans being in Theſlaly, being vꝛged with hope to re-

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nenge h. (ons death, muſtred vp all his ſo2ces , ⁊ gathered out 
of them , amightie bande of expert ſould: ers: who were moſt 
beftroing to doalc with tl * Pay fans „ 9y6c:ile of all nations, 
bey hated them moſt ; th one halte marched vnder the ton⸗ 
delia e Dioniſius: and Ka other tutie thouſand ,. hee led huns 
ſeiſe; and hauing all things in areavincfle, , within a ſho:t 
ſpate, ther arriued on the coaſte of Thellate. Dioniſius by 
his ſpies , hauing knewledge where the Perſian Campe lave, 
tonuꝛped his men ſecretip unto the woode , where Pariſmus 
Cane was: and the King or Bohciva ; With his fiftie thous 
ſand, morched ouer the Planes of Pharfolia; and incamped 
themſelnes noere vnte the Cittie, and hard by the Perſians: 
but ſwne the Bing or Pecrtia hadde knowledge of the King ol 
Bohemia. The ſane day the Pꝛuic of Sparta hadde landed 
thee ſcwꝛe thouſand men at armes, all vnder his owne cons 
duct , and encamped on the other ſide or the Perſians. The 
King of Hungaria likewiſe , with fiitie thouſand ſeuldiours, 
had pitched dis Cape on the backe of the Perſians: ſs 
that they were inuironed rounde with Bohemians, Humgari⸗ 
ans, and Spartans, and beloze them, the Cittie. Which 
much amazed the Perſians, but vet by reaſon of thevꝛ multi⸗ 
tudes, they thought themſelues ſecure. 

Oliua, Laurana and the Thellalian Loꝛdes, ſceing ſuch 
a multitude of Donldiers encamped fo neere to the Perſian, 
thought them likewiſe, to bee enemies: and beeing much 
diſquieted, ſent out ameffenger to enquire the truth thereof; 


who returning with ioye certified them, that onely the biewe 


Tents were Perfians , the red Tents, the Bohemians, the 
white Tents the Spartans , and the greene Tents the Buns 
garians fozces: Which newes ſo comforted the Qucene, that 
lhe could not tell How to containe her ſeile from exceeding re⸗ 
iopcing, had not Dioniſius beene wanting. Lanrana efpectal- 
ly hearing that Pariſi Father Vas tome to defend her, and 
reuenge his ſonnes wꝛong, (whone all men thought to haue 


bee dead , contuually pꝛap cd God and pꝛayed foꝛ the pꝛe⸗

of Pariſmus. 
ſeruation of that woꝛthy King , and oftentimes , her petitions 
p20cceded from ſuch kinde vertue, that togither with the re⸗ 
membꝛante of his kindeneſſe,her Fathers loſſe, and Pariſmus 
abſence , the Chꝛiſtall teares ran with aboundance vowne 
her Crimſon chxkes,like dꝛoppes ol Pearle: at laſt ths Quan 
called one of her Gentlemen, to go with amefſage of thankes, 
vnto the Campes of her ſreendes, but Oriſtus deſired that her 
might be the mellenger , whome the Queene wcll liked ock: 
who departed out ofthe Cittie vnto the Ring of Bohemia, beey 
ing his Loꝛd, and kneeling downe did his meſlage from the 
Nueene: thc King knowing him, and withall remenibang 


that he was the onely man „ whome Pariſmus moſt eſter⸗ 


med , moſt kindely welcommed him „ the teares fo2 greefe 
trickling downe his white bearde, and not able to ſpeake ons 
woꝛd with extreame care foꝛ the death ol his ſonne. | 

Oriſtus likewiſe was ſo moutd to ſir his Ring ſc awe , 
that he could vle no woes but ſozrowfuliſabnefſe , and ha⸗ 
ung ſaluted the Ling of Hungaria, and the Pꝛince of Spar- 
ta, returned vuto the Nucene, 

Dioniſius had ſo ſecretly lodged his troupes in the woods, 
that the Perſians had no knowledge of his beeing there , but 
would oftentimes diſguiſe himſelfe into his Palmers wares, 
and lo beholde the Cittie, how it was incompatſed with loul- 
diers, Which firake ſuch ſoꝛrowe to his heart , to (x his 
Countrey ready to bee waſted , his ſubicas in dittrelle , his 
Queen? and dauahter readie to bee ſuxpꝛiſed by the Enemies 
and ſuch amuititude of bloodie minded Perftars, vnto whom 
hee neuer did w2ong , ready to deſiroy ail things, that 
hee cculde not refraine from cxclayming againſt fo2- 
tuns and his owne deſtenies, that hadde allotted hum 
fuch miſchaunce , and hauing diligentive viewed the 
Campe. , hee eſpied the Tents of the Yunganan King, 
and ofthe Printe of Sparta, who had giuen hun their faiths. 
ſull pzomiſe to apde him againſt the Perſtzns : there- 
loze her was ſomewhat comfozted with they? on 
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At laſt he eſpied Oſiris comming towards the Citie , who had 


pꝛepared in a readineſſe twelue thouſand Thetlahan hoꝛſmen, 


and had lodtzed them (ome twelue miles frem the cittie, and 


unowing hin to be aman of moſt care curteſie, he (aide vnto 
him, UWozthic night, might à be ſo bold as at ke this one que⸗ 
ſtion, whereloze ſuch a multitade of ſouldiers haue begirt this 
citie: 

Oſiris moſt curteoufly anſwered , f2ther , thoſe with the 
bl:we Cents are the Perans, who without anp iuſt quarrell 


are come to deſtroy this Country. Thoſe with the red Tents 


are vnder the Ring of B hema, tome in teuenge ot his ſonnes 
death againſt the Perſians. The greiic and white Tents ars 


the King of Hungaria and Punce of Spa! ta, who are come to 


aide the Thel dians. Jndeed we are but a handfull in reſped ot᷑ 
the Perũans, but the greateſt hope wor haue, is in Cod, and we 
are alſo much comfoꝛted by the aide of a black knight (ez ſo we 
call him, fv that he is vnkne we) whole valour is able to diſs 
comfozt a multitude of P. rſiuans, who haue alreadie taſted ok 
his inuincible foꝛce: foꝛ firſt he lle we thaæ of the ſtouteſt Perſts 
ans in th: ſingle combattes, and at laſt , he dzfended hunſclfe 
againſt a multitude ot them, that like cowards came runmng 
vpon him, but at laſt he was ayded by Loꝛd Remus and Or1- 
{lus, who {ing his perſon indaungered by fo vnc quall a com⸗ 
pany, iſſued out ot the citie with their power (but befo2e they 
could come to him, he had ſlaine foztie Perfians) at which time 
by the all ſtance of that woꝛthie knight, there died of Perſians 
almolt fiitic thouſand : amongſt the reſt, this blacke knight in⸗ 
countred Sicanus of Perſia, and at ene blowe , ouerthzew both 
hoꝛſe and man, that had he not bene taken vp, he had then bent 
troden to death: but this is our care, that we know not what 
is become of him, foꝛ he pzuily got himlelfe from foꝛth of the 
field. Uhileſt Oſir1; was telling this newes vnto the Pabliner, 
diuers were gath red about hin to heare his talke , by which 
meanes the repoꝛt of che blacke knight came to the knowledge 
ofthe king of Bohemua, the lung of Hungaria, and the N 


of Pariſmus. 

gf Sparta, ſo that all the whale multitude were defirous to (> 
that valtant knight, Dioniſius hearing this newes, was le 
conifoꝛted therewith, that he went vnto his ſouldiers, and ſeut 
a meſſenger vnto the Bohemtan king, that hee woulde haue 
con:erence with the king of Hungaria, and the Peince of 
Sparta to giue a ſuddaine onfct on the Perſians (who were 
migh up uu aged, when they heard that the king of Hungaria, 
and Punce of Spaita, were tome agaynſt them.) The Pel⸗ 
ſenger returned aun were, that they were determined fo gius 
the onſet the nert moꝛmug. Pariſmus by this time had fullig 
retouered his hoalth ; there ſoꝛe being till deurous to reuenge 
henſeife on Sicanu, as allo to be aſſnred in what (tate his be⸗ 
toucd Laurana was, thinking himſclfe to llacke in perſoz ming 
his pꝛomiſed vowe, armed hunſelfe in the blacke armour, and 
baſtcd towardes the Citic: where He was no ſoner ceme, but 
ſxeing ſuch an alt:ration,he was ſo per plexed to ſee ſuch a mul⸗ 
titude ot enemies, incomaſluig the perlſon of his beloucd, that 
without any kurther aduiſe, he determined to aſſauit the whole 
multitude, and lo die amongſt his enemies. At laſt calling to 
minde the foꝛmer paſſed loue betwirt him and Leurana, hes 
thought it an vndutifull part to deſlrey himſelfe whome (ee 
ſo tenderly loued: and taking to himſcife a moꝛc ſtaide reſolu⸗ 
tion, he came into the Perſians campe, and viewed the ſame, 
next, he eſpied the greene Tents, ard thether he went: and 

comaung to one ot the ſouldiers, demaunded whole Tent thet 
was, who tolde him , that it was the kings of Hungirna, 
and from thence he went vato the white Wents, and aſt licd of 
a ſouldier whole that was, who anſwered that it was the pan- 
ces of Sparta: at laſt he eſpied the red Tents, which hee well 
knewe to be his fathers which cauſcd an cxtreame feare in 
hun, leaft his father ſhould be alſo come agapnſt the Thella⸗ 
lians, and comming thither, he met with one of his fathers 
kmahts,of whom he demaunded the cauſe ofthe comming of 
the Bohemien king into Thcfſalle 2 The kntcht pꝛeſentlie 
thought that he was thc blacke knight, of whom luch gencrall

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temmendationhwbeene ginen, and ſtherefoꝛe toide hun the 


hole court: of their comming and wuhall, that the Vunga⸗

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the entlalves wondered at this ſodain alteration, hauing neuer 
beloꝛe in al the tune oſhis being among then, ſeen him merie. 
Gore early then ext moꝛning, the Bohemians, Hungarians, x 
partans, by the ſourde ora dumme which they heard Withs 
in the Cite, had knowled ze that al were in a resdines therſoze 
they marched all at once to the Perſlans, becing halle a mulr a⸗ 
ſunder, vpd a godly plain, Where they were no ſoncr met with 
their arnues, but there began the cruelic(t üght hat cuer was 
{=n0e , but all their foꝛce did nothing pꝛeugile again the Per⸗ 
ſians (though they allailed them in thx ſeucrallplaces) who 
kept themſelues ſo ſtrongly together (being fiuc to one, that 
the Bohemians, Spartans, and Inngarians, had the wort, 
5p this tune the Theſſalians were ikied out ofthe Citie, 
and fo furiouſip inuaded the Perane, that theulanvs ot 
ghoſts were ſent to Fliſeum; the fight centinurd for the ſpace 
of two houres, in all Which tune neyther partic had aduan⸗ 
tage ol other, but ſtil the Perſtans kept ſuch a head, that the ads 
HY ere partie could not bꝛeake their ranks, Alſo by this tune Di- 
omſius was couie nearc the battell, which when the Perſians 
ſabo, they could not tell what to think:klic wiſe the Theſſalians 
Wödered at the Hungarians 4 @Dpartas,allo fearing lea they 
had bin Pcrfrans ; at laſt Dioniſius (being in his youth a mot 
V2auc $ gallant ſouldier ſetting ſpurs to his hozſe, ran ſuxiouſ⸗ 
ly againſt a Perſian knight, and with his Launce Croke him 
th:eugh the body, wherwich his (ces ioyned with the Wehe- 


vans, which ſomewhat dilcomloꝛted the Perfiſins, when bes 


gan ſuch ſhiuering ok laimces, clatte ring of Armour, lcunding 
of Trumpets, noyſe o[ Dꝛums, neighuig ol hozſes, that all 
the Titie was killed with the novſe thereof: Where with Q- 

hui, Laucana , the reſt of the Thellallan Ladies, were ceme 


to the toy of a tower to behold them at which very im ſtant they 


tipied the biacke knight comming with all ſpade lewarde the 
cchzipe, Who hearing the noyle ofthe battell, was teme to 
ſaciate himſelfe with the bloud of the Perſtans, ruſhing 
vi amongelt the thickeſl. The Kt that har nictte , hee 
Fame 


all ſtained with the blood that ifued from them. Tn this cruclt 
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ran quite thaough the bodie, anothers head he tut off, that the 
Perſians began to thꝛong about hun by multitudes, Whole ins 
uincible fozce they were not able to withſtande x fe2 hee layde 
ſuch blowes vpon them that her that was next hun, oz With⸗ 
in compaſle of his ſwoꝛde, died. The newes of his comming 
was ſone knowne, which ſo encouraged thoſe en 4 Whcſſa- 
liaus partie. that tucrie one was reſolutely determined to die, 
02 conquer. The blacke knight hauing continued an houre 
and moe in this crucu fight, hauing ſlaughtered many of ths 
Perſi ius, waued his ſworde abour his head zz which the Thel⸗ 
lau m 902{rmen perctpuing, made a $2adaiter him and by his 
vucu diſrankt the Jacrftans , and was gotten into the mlt 
oiithe3-rfinn battaile, and with him the Bing of Hungaria. 
O.1it 15, 200 the Punce of Sparta, whond he verie well knewe, 
where houſands ofthe Perſians died, by the viiconquerable 
fo2ce o thſe wort ie knights. At laſt they foure enconntred 
with kane of the contributaries, two of them being the bzes 
chien ok Bruſter, two ofthe valianteſt knights that cuer were 
in Perſia, exrceeding the oꝛdinarie ſtature ok men, the one na⸗ 
med Brandor, the other named Ramon. The blacke knight 
encountred Brandor, the king of Hungaria encountred Ra- 
mon, and the ance of Sparta, and Onitus, the other two: 
betworne whom began ſuch acruc! battell, that the earth wag 


maner they continued by the ſpace of halfe an hourc , wheres 
with the vlacke knight was fo mraged, ſa ing himſelfe reſiſted 
bp one P:rraan, that all his ſenſes were turned into furie, that 
talting his were in both his handes, he treke ſuch a blewe af 
Brandor,that with the foꝛce thereof his ſwozd bꝛaſt, and the 
leder ende chereot in the rebound, ſtrake his hoſe that hee fell 
downe vader him, and Brandor fell downe from hig hozſe as 
one dead: which the blacke knight eſpying, ſnatched his woꝛd 
fron him, and mounted Bandors hoꝛſe, and girding his ſpurs 
into his lides, ran at Ramon with ſuch furie, that had her not 
aud o⁊d his blow ye had ſplit hun in paces, and lo he left him. 


The 
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Che Pance of Spa ta, the king of Hungaria, and Oriſtue, (tit 
keeping togither. Thꝛiſe afteewardes did the blacke knight 
reſcue Dionfus fromthe Perſians: and th2iſe did he mount 
his father, hauing his hozſe flaine vnder him: ſuch noble acs, 
and valiant exploits did hee thers perfozme , that my dulled 
penne is not able to expꝛeſle the ſame, that the Perſians lay 
flaughtered vpon hepes, and the earth was died into red with 
their blod, UWhenit grewe towardes night, Ofiris came in 
with his twentie thouſand hoꝛſes, which freſh ſupplie made 
ſich a laughter amongeſt the Perſians , that they were con⸗ 
trained to vie all their (kill howe to dekende, and not fo ofs 


fend, which gaue luch encouragement to the Thellalian pars 


tie, that they ſeemed no moꝛe diſtomfoꝛted, then at the begin. 
ning. The blacke knigyt all this while raunged vppe and 
downe amongeſt the Perſians, being duuen hither and tht- 
ther with the thong ofthe ſouldiers : at laſt he came vnto the 
place where the Perſian king was, whoranne at the blacke 
knight with his @pcare , and burſt the ſame, but the blacke 
knight would not ſtrike at hum, but bowed his bodie in rcucs 
rence of hun which made him wonder: alſo he met with $1- 
canus, with whom he could not mecte beſoze, and bang glad 
he had gotten a ſight ofhim , hee determined nowe either to 
ende his lite, oꝛ die himſelle in purſute ihercof: ftherefoze bꝛan⸗ 
dilhing his Swoꝛde, her ſtreke at Sicanus with ſuch kurie, 
tl) it hee made the fire (tart out of his cyes. Sicanus likewiſe 
gane luch a violent thꝛuſt at the blacke kmght , that lighting 
neare the buckle of his Armour, it pearced into his fide, 
wherewith the blacke knight beeing cloſed with Sicanus, 
cauaht holde of his Beucr with his left hande, and with the 
punumell of his Swozde ftroke him fo violently, that the 
buckles bꝛaſt, and his Beuer and Yelnet tell from his head, 
and the blowe hauing pailage by the weaknefſe of his armoz, 
buſcd ts face, that he lell from his hoꝛſe, and had not Yrar- 


do 3nd Ramon bene by, with other of the contributozies, 


he had che lecoide tim: dyed by the blacke knights handes, 
| 1 which 


vblacke knight concealedhunſclfc:; which made Lau ana ſo de⸗ 
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which fo inraged the blacke knight, that like a madde man hee 
—_ flong vppe and downe, flanghtering infinite num ⸗ 

bers of Perſians, deſtroying all that hee met, that his hozſe 
and armour Wag all to be ſtapned with the Perſians blood, 


and would haue continued longer to the terrour of the Perſi⸗ 


ane, but that the day was ended, whercefthe Perſians were 
glad, and ſounded retreate, hauing loft ſo many of ther men, 
that all the earth was touered with dead bodies, Lhe Perſians 
hauing retouered their tents , in heauineſſe began to curſe the 
blacke knight, who had made ſuch llaughfer, that all the armis 
was almoſt diſcomſozted with the remembzance of hun. Dio- 
niſius becauſe it was night, conueped his ſouldiours vnto the 
wed againe. The Bohemians, Vungartans, and Spartains, 
being gone to their tents, the Theſtalians to the Citte ,4 O fins 
backe to the place from whence he came: where J will leaue 
them, ſo ſpeake of the Qucene, and Laurona, who all this while 
had vicwed the whole campe, being amazed to ſes the flaugh⸗ 
ter that was made amongſt the Perſians, but eſpecially by the 
blacke knight: they alſo maruelled what foꝛce that ſhoulde be, 
that tame tro the wood, but moſt of alithey wondered that the 


ſii otus to knowe , that ſhee ſcent out a Page to marke his 


- going from be campe, to tell hun that her cntreated him to 


lodge within the Cittie, that the QAucene and ſhee might 
pot lde hin ſonte part of amendes fo2 his kindnelle, ſoꝛ com⸗ 
ming to gyde them. 

The Page diligently attending his buſineſſe , eſpied the 
blacke knight, hafting from the flelde, and calling vnto him, 
tolde hun that the Pinces Laurana had ſent vnto hun, to re⸗ 

aue ſi hun to lodge within the Citie, that they might ſhew ſome 
thankialneffc vnto hun, foz the paines he had taken to dekende 
tho, Thee blacke knight willed him to render all dutifull 
thanks vnto his iſtres, whoſe requeſt he wold neſt willinga⸗ 
ic kult l, but that tg was bound to the contrarie by a ſolemne 
vowe, bit within a ſhozt tune hee weulde moſt diligentlie 
attend 
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attend her pleaſure:foʒ that he had dedicated his life to be ſpent 
in her defence, which he would not deſiſt to hazard, whileſt the 
had an enemie ltuing : wherewith rewarding the Page ve⸗ 
rie bountifully,he departed ; and by the way he began to conſt 
der, that if he ſhould now mamfeſt himſelfe , all men woulde 
thinke that Sicanus had bene w2ongfully accuſcd , and his 
owne honsur called in queſtion: therefoze he once moze reſol- 
ned not to manifeſt hunfelfe , vntill S canus had confeſt the 
fact that was layde to his charge, and with this reſolution 
went to the Cans, Laurana expected the returne of her Page, 
with ſuch deſtre, that (hee could not bee quiet vntill hee was 
tome, who deliuered his meſſage accozding , as Pariſinus 
had willed him, which dzaue her into a thonſand (undae ima⸗ 


ginations: one while ſhee thought that it was ſome flraunge 


Unight that ſought her loue by his valour , an other while 
he thought it was Pa!iſmus , but that comtation was ſwne 
extinguiſhed by a thouſand doubts, that with cxtrenntie of 
paſſton ſhe burſt feo2th into theſe laments. UWhat terrour is 
this that IJ endure by want of my deere Pariſmus, who Jcan 
not ſuppoſe is lining , becauſe he is thus long abſent, who, J 
knowe woulde not bee out of my companie, if hee might 
eniop the ſame : but my deſtenies by his want doo intende 


to woozke my ouerthzowe , were J but aſſured he were li⸗ 


ting, then ſhould my heart bee at quiet, fo 4 know he would 
pꝛelerue his life fo2 my ſake : 02 were J but aſſured that hee 
were deade, then woulde A fone reſolve to followe him, 
that wy fainting Gholt might eniop his eompanine : knewe 


hee but howe Bearcly J loued him, then J ame ſure that hee 


woulde ſoone returne, but hee hath hcretoſoze mette with 
ſome falle Creſled, and therckoꝛe hee abſenteth h:mſclfe , to 
wake triall of my trueth, were A but ſure that this were the 


onelie cauſc of his abſence, then would A reſt inquuet, but my 


In:kiede ſtars boade me no ſich god foꝛtune. Aud to my griefe 
feare mee , hee pco2e ſouls is deſtroped by the trecherie 
of that wicked homicide Sicanus, who 13 not contented

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with his tragidie , but aiſo leeketh my deſtrugion. WAY, 
with what patience J may, ⁊ will ine w hope once agayne, to 
 feemy Loꝛd, fo2 J do not doubt but the Palmers newes werz 
true, oz elſe how (ſhould he come to poſſeſſe that Jewell, which 
my deere Pariſingsfrntmee 2 In theſe, and luch ke com? 
plaints thee ſpent all that night, refuſing to be comfoꝛted, that 
the pure Chailtall tearcs ranne from her eyes aboundantly, 


that it would haue fozccd a tonic heart to relent at her dolc⸗ 
full lamentation. | 


CHAP, XII. 
Howe Dionſuu diſcouered lumlſelte to the Queene , and 
of the ioy was made in the Cr tie, howe Pariſinus de- 
termining to ſee Laa in lus Palmers dilguiſe, hohtcd 
vpon a prettie adnenture, at tlie tir{t daun eious, but in 


the ende pleaſant: and what battules hee aſtetwardes 
fought with the Perſians. 


Loniſius verie earlie the next day after the 
battell fought againſt th: Perüans came 
marching with his troupes (of whom ves 
rie few were unſling) towards the Citie, 
from whence he found the Perſians re⸗ 
| 1Roued further by halfe a mile:foꝛ they ha⸗ 
uing viewed their ſozces, tound them ſo 
much weakned,by the laſt dapes infinite 

taughter, that they thought themſelues ſcarce ableto reſiſt ſuch 
an other aſſault, and therloꝛe began to intrench themſelues, bp 
which means thoſe of the Theſſalian partie had free acceſſe to 
the Citie, and by the appointment of Diomſius, al the ſouldiers 
were conueied into the ſaine , cucry band lodged {cucraly by 
themſelues, all things being oꝛdered foꝛ a ſudden aſſault if yd 
lhould require.) The Bohemian king, rcquiſted the king of 
Hun 2aria,and pꝛince of Sparta, to ge with hun to the pallace, 
to vilite the Quoc, amonget whome was Dioruſ us, not

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pet knobone to an but the Bohemian King, they marched in 
their armou with Dummes and Trumpets. The Autene 
barung knowledge ol their tomming, came to merte them in 
mourn attire, aud with her Lavrana, and the Thellalian 
Ladies, the faire young Queenc of Hungaria, and the Ladie 
Iiubeila (Who had all this while remained with Ouuia ) and all 
the Thell.chan Loꝛds, ſhewing by their outward habit, their 
unmward ſoꝛrow, foꝛ want ol him that was amongſt them: by 
this tune they were met, and moſt kindly ſaluted each other, 
the Queene guung them moſt hartie thankes fo2 their friend⸗ 
(hip, and they pꝛotelling neuer to fozlake her in tune ok nerde. 
O mia maruailed whs that might be that concealed hunſelſe, 
which both Laurana and all the reſt, diligently marked, and bes 
ing dꝛawne by that meanes into heame cogitations of her loſt 
.020,ſhe vttered theſe ſpeeches : Moſt woꝛthie King of Buhe- 
ma, I am ſoꝛie that the king of T heſlaly ts wanting, to gine 
honour to your ſimple entertainment , whoſe abſence is moſt 
creuous vnto vs, being our onely defence + comfozt, by which 
meanes we cannot giue vou ſuch a topfull welcome, as we 
ſhould if our ſunne were not darkened, but are compelled by 
our plaints, to make pou partakers of our woc: as allo y death 
fthat noble Pꝛince pour valiant ſonne (being vnfoztunately 
acted in our Court) hath ſo ouerwheimed vs with care, that 
you cannot expect ought from vs but ſighs and mournmg, that 
all the entertainment we can gine , ts to bid you welcome to a 
fcaſt of ſozrow : wherwith ſhe and the vertuous Laurana, ſhe- 
wing a countenance full ol mild pitie,ftod weeping and lamen⸗ 
ting, that all the whole company were greeued to ſee their ſoꝛ⸗ 
row, which ſtroke ſuch a deepe impꝛeſſion of pitie into Dioni- 
{1u5 heart, that with the teares ſtanding in his cyes, he vnbꝛa⸗ 
ced his helmet, and comming ſuddainly to Olwna,ſaid, Deare 
Quene, bchold one ſalue to cure pour ſoꝛrow: the Queene and 
Lauſ ana were ſo amazed, that they could not tell whether they 
might giue credit lo their epes oꝛ no , but at laſt with ſuch vn⸗ 
(pcakabie top, Oliua imbꝛated him, that it delighted all to be- 
. „ hold 
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1 ber gone , began to repꝛoue bunſelfe of follie, that by his raſh⸗ 
| b nefſe had dep2ined himſelfe of her ſight, By that tune he had 
watked there a ſhoꝛt ſpace , Oriſtus came to tell him that the 
11 Ring expected his comming into the great Chamber, which 
1 tauſes him depart, giuing a ſadde loke to the window, as veris 
unwilling to leaue the fight therof,recounting to Oriſtus hew 

foztunately he had beheld Le urana. By this tine they were 
tome to the Bing, who ſalnting Pariſmus de ſired his cempany 
to go viſit 0 ſis, at their tonuming they found him very chars 
full, which reioyced Dioniſius to ſee, aud comming to him, told 


+ him, that he with the young Pꝛince of Bohemia, was come te 
1 viũt him, and to be ellured of the occalion ot his hurt. J yelbe 
[ -"_- my humble thankes ſaid O(:ris, to your Highneſle, and to that 
[ } noble Pꝛinte, fo2 the care you haue of my welfare, being ſoꝛie 
"Wi that by my miladuenture pou haue bene at all diſquieted. But 
1 to ſatiſũe your Highneſſe herein, thus it was. The ſamc day 


that your exccliencte found me ſo wounded , J being vp ſome⸗ 
what early, Walking at the nether ende of my Orchard, eſpied 
an armed knight haling and pulling abewtiful young mayden, 
in mcftrude andviſcurteous maner, and notwithſtanding the 
manifold intreaties ſhe vſed, would not leaue his trueltie, but 
vſed theſe ſpeeches vnto her: tontent thy ſelft to be thus vſed at 
myh ms, and take it ſoꝛ a faudur that A vſe (ha not w oꝛſe: fog 
the in ur chy bꝛother hath done me, wil JIrcuenge on thee; 
Why ſaide ſhee, it was not my offence 5 noꝛ pꝛotured by my 
knowledge, he is a Rnight and beareth armes, revenge your 
ſelke on him, and do not attenipt to diſhonoꝛ me that am a map⸗ 
den, but rather take my lite, chat thereby J may be rid from the 
lhame vou intend to my heno2. Nay pꝛoud darm ſell quot he, it᷑ 
thou thinkeſt the viage 3 intend a ſhame, T will the rather do 
it to ver? thee, ⁊ litned ſo long as J could to heare their talke, 
and marking which way tacy twke, JF went in, and with all 
ſperd J could, armed my leit and followed after them, but ce uld 
not ouertake them befoʒe they were gotten into d wod, where

Whercwith the 
mapden deſired me, I would pittie her eſtate, telling me p the * 
was daughter vnto a knight, belonging tothe Uing of Salma- 
tia, and was by this knight violently taken fozth of her fathers 
garden, none being by to alde her, and bzought vnto that paze 
Eſtate, bythe crueltie of that wickedhomycide , who ment to 
diſho1o2 her, dellring me if J were a knight and not bent to be 
inhumane, that J would releaſe her from his tyzannie, Nihere⸗ 
roithalli his mind being puft with villainy he ran vpon me, and 
defended my ſelf, we had not continued long, but there iſſued 
fo:th ol the wod two other in armoz, being as it lanicd, ok the 
firſts acquaintance, and violently running vpon me, not ſpea⸗ 
king one wozd, leſt me in that ella te you ſound me, but when 
the two laſt tame foozth, the mayden fled away, and whether 
they found her againe oꝛ no J know nat. This my ſcueraigne 
is the true octaſion ot ni miſchance, Pariſmus all this while 
tod very ſadly mu ſing, as having his mind moꝛe buſied on his 
laue, then to liſten to Oliris ſpeech , being far int hzalled tothe 
b:wtic of Laurana , on whom he placed all his felicilie, till that 
Don wakened him from his dumps with this ſperch. My 
Loꝛd ſaid he, hv was it peſſible that theſe men ſhould eſcape 
dur hands we committing fo ncare, and beſcttiiig the wod pꝛe⸗ 
ently vpon the noyſe, awd J maruell howe the danicſcileonty 
eſcape vnſeen, we hauing ſo nearly ſearched the wed thꝛcugh⸗ 
out. My K02d (quoth he, cither they haue ſome pꝛiuie Caue 
whcrem they conuey themſelues, oꝛ 3 cam ot thinke he w they 
ſyould io ſecre tip depart, not kncwing that there was any at 
heumd to reſcue Oſiris. Thus hauing confer red, and cuery ones 
cenfure dꝛuerſſy giuen, Dioniſius ſaid: My heart earn itip bes 
fircth to Knew aw this ts come to paſſe, and to And that poꝛe 
dilkrctſev mard. n.

P/ Outs, and returned to the Court, they 
heard tie found of moſt ſwerte recoꝛding 

/ | Bulicke , which made Dioniſius won ⸗ 
der, but it was (@ne certiſted him, that 
2 | there was come to his Court diuerſe Lae 
dies of great account, from foꝛth of Hun- 
garia, and Spa ta in great nurth and roy⸗ 
altie, hom the Qucene had entertained, not k. wing what 
they were, becauſe they concealed themſelues, and that there 
were diuerſe knights hunting in the Foꝛreſt, okred Drere, and 
intended that night to come ta the Pallace, which made Do- 
niſius, both admire what theſe newe come gueſts ſhoulde bee, 
and ſtudie how to entertaine them on ſuch a ſodaine, Therc⸗ 
foʒe leaumg Patiſmus to bee accompanied with others of his 
nobles , hee gaue oꝛder foz the intertaining that companie of 
ſtraungers. When Pariſmus Was alone, he got himſelfe to his 


Chamber, and began to thiak that now there was ſuch a cam⸗ 


pome 97 ſtates that conccaled themſelues coming to the court, 
he being ſo inkoꝛtunate, as not pet hauing made knowen his 
loue fo Laurana, ſome of them might become his riuall, and 
make firlt ſute vnto her. and ſo be firſt accepted, and he diſap- 
poynted ot his chieſell felicitie: therefoze hee determined that 


eucning to vie all poſſible meanes he might, to make knowns 


his affection , hauing ſpent molt part of the afternone in theſe

and ſuch like meditations, hee was certified by Oriſtus, the 
ſtraunge knights were tome to the Court, and that he knews 
them to bee Antenor , the young king ol Hungaria, and the 
pong Querne, the kings ſonne of Sparta named Turnus, and 
one pong knight thut concealed himſelfe , who ſeemed to bee 
the greateſt perſonage in the companie , and that the Ladies 
that came befoꝛe, were the Queene ol Hunger ia, Ladie la- 
bella, ſiſter to the Pziuce of Spa: ta, and with them diuerſe Las 
dies of account , which made Pariſmus muſe what that vn⸗ 
knowne knight ſhould be, and began to bee iealous of that, 
which as pet he had no likckhod humſelfe to obtaine , Being 
thus troubled in minde, hee reſolaed that night by a maſke to 
honour Dioniſius his gueſts, thereby to winne occaſion il if 
mightpoſſivle be, to court his Þiltrefſe, Therefoze hee willed 
Oriſtus to make ſome of the pong Nobles of the Court ac⸗ 
quainted with his intent, and ſo to certiſie Dioniſius that hes 
was ſcarce well, and deſired to keepe his Chamber, which 
when Diomſius heard, he deſired O huia to (ce that he wan⸗ 
ted nothing, foꝛ hee was the onely gueſt hee eſteemed . The 
Mueenc comming to Pariſmus Chamber tu viſit him, ſounde 
him verie bufle with the other knights about their maſke;,who 
eſpying her,beganne to be ſomewhatgabaſhed , ſaying: Polt 
noble Queene, J deſire your pardon, hauing taken mee thus 
on a ſudden. I did certiſie his highneſle that J was not well, to 
the intent to bung our maſke vnloked foz . Noble pꝛince re⸗ 
plied the Qutene, J am glad that you are in this god eſtate of 
health, and thus readie to honour vs with pour vertuous cxs 
erciſes pꝛomiſing vou to keep your intent ſecret to my ſelf, And 
if you want any furtherance, that J can pleaſure yon withall, 
it ſhallbe readie at your commarnd, wherewrth the departed 
to Laurana, telling that ſhee intended to make the newe comes 
ſtates a banquet, and therefozc willed her to giue oꝛder to haut 
the ſame perloꝛmed, which newes reiopced Lauanato heare, 
foz that ſhe hoped there to ſer the Pzince of Bohemia, to whom 
che bareaninwardloue and deſire ol acquaintance, ſo that has 
C 3 ftng 
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linz al things to a readineſſe, and adoming her ſclfe inmoſt 
-comely omaments, the expected the wifhhd tune 6f their coms 


ming. When ſupper was ended, the Queene cõmended a gens 
tieman to muite Dioniſius, the king of Hungaria, the unte 
= arta,and all the relt vato a banket, in au ext teding {fately 

Gallerie, where they were by the Queene moſt ropally cuter⸗ 
tawied, all in generall admiring the excerding beautie, and 
tome ly ſtatelineſſe of the Pzinceſſe Laurana, that almoſt they 
fed the ſelues as much with her ſurpaſſing beantie, as with the 
dainties that were there pꝛepared. Laurana on the other ſide, 
maruailed,that amongſt all thoſe knights ſhe could not behold 
the punceof Bohemia which dꝛaue her into manifold thoghts, 
only reſting in hope to bs afterwards aſſured of the truth. By 
that time the banket was ended, and all readie to depart, they 


were ſtaied by the ſound or moſt werte muſicke, which vaexs 


peded noiſe, made Dioniſus wonder: but to dziue him fr thoſs 
thoughts, the mal ters entred in this ſoꝛt:ſirſt entred two toꝛch⸗ 
bearers,apparelled in white ſatten,veſct with ſpangles ol gold, 
after whom followed two Eunuches apparelled all in greene, 
playing on two inſtruments, then came P ariſmis attired all 
in Carnation ſatten, moſt richly befet with pzecicus tones, 
that the glittering reflection thereof, with the light ofthe can» 
dies did dazell the eies of p beholders: next followed two other 
toꝛch-bearers, Cunches apparelled as the fozmer, and plays 
ing on ſeuerall inſtruments, when came two knights apparel⸗ 
led in tawnie, moſt richly ado med: next them followed two oz 
ther toꝛch · bearers and eunuches, apparelled as the firft: after 
whom follswed two other knights apparelled in tawnie as 
the other: and laſt came two toꝛch⸗bearers, and two eunuches, 
apparelled, and plaping on ſeuerall inftrements: after whome 
folowed Loꝛd Remus, apparciled in Carnation like Pariſmus, 
but not in ſuch go: geous maner, altogither marching thꝛiſe a⸗ 
bout the Gallery, whiles thetr muſick ſounded, al the aſſemnbly 
weil liked this maſ de, eſpecially, Dioniſius wondzed of whente 
they were, fo; that he was oz ant, not hung ſuſpet⸗ 
ting

fingchatcheywereal his owne Court, ſaying tothe Painee of 
Sparta, there is a pong Paincein my Court, that is now ficke,

comely perſons, and their ears delighted with the (weete ſound 
of their muſicke. L aurana aduiſchly beheldtheſe knights, thins 
king verily that Variſauis was ont in the comparye: fo2 thes 
knew not ofthe meſſage he had ſent the king her father. Whils 
ſhe was inthe midſt ofthis meditation, Pariſmus came with 
creat reuerente to take her by the hand todaunce , which ſhes 
courteoully accepted:Lo2d Remus twke the Pꝛinceſſe of Spar- 
tacs ſiſter, Lozd Oriſtus another ladie of Sparta, and likewiſs | 
the reſt, The firſt meaſure being ended, Par iſmus reuerentiy 
laluted Laurana with thee ſperthes. Moſt vertuous Pʒinteſſe, 
pardon me fo2 pꝛeſuming to trouble your ſacred cares with my 
ſpeeches, ſoꝛ the vertue of your beantte hath ouermaiſtred my 
affections,and my pwze life is deuoted to pour ſeruice, deſiring 
pou to act᷑ept me foz your poꝛe ſexuant, though altogether vn⸗ 
woꝛthy. And though the ſmall triall you haue of my truth may 
diſcourage you to credit me: pet notwithſtanding my Lnwozs 
thineſſe, J delire you to unploy me any way,therby to trie how 
willing J will be to merite your fauoz. Sir, qugth Laurana,Y 
thank you foz your kindnes, neither c& à blame vc ſpocches, 
if pour meaning be god. But as J am dnwozthy to entertains 
ſuch a ſeruant, ſo would not willingly truſt him J know not, 
but h:reafter when pour diſgriſe is vaniſhed, as 7 ſhall ſe god 
J will entertaine you. Roble Lady,faid Pariſmus, I haue tai 
this habit only, thereby to be ſo happy, as to make mani. ſt my 
affection to deſerue your fauoꝛ, that i vou wu vouchſaſe to con 
teiue aright ort my god meaning yu would lay ,he that pꝛole⸗ 
reth his ſeruice , woulde refuſe to do it to any but te your moſt 
\rozthie ſelſe Dir (ad. che) as J know you not, ſo J am ignozant 
ol pour meauin J, and thereto2e count mee not vimannerip 
to mae no moze eſtimation of your pꝛoferred turteſie. Patiſ- 
tus being readie to ſpeake, the ſecond meaſure launded which 


being 
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being ended, Lew Remn: began to parlte with Ladie Ifabells; 
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luder to the Pzinceof Sparta, Courteous Ladic,J being vns 
knowne, p2ofer inp humble ſcruice vno pour ſelfe vnts whoſe 
perfections Jam G wholy bound, that vnleſſe it pleaſeth yon 
to accept of my lopaltie, J ſhall conſume my weariſome dapes 
in ſoꝛrow. Dir, quoth Iſabella, your vndeſerued kindneſſe A 
know not how to requite, and J would be ſozie that by niy ccs 
taſion you ſhould be grieued, and J pꝛomiſe you as occaſion 
ſerueth,hercafter J will intertaine rou. All this while Pari 
mus was talking with Laurana vſing theſe ſperches:moſt wo 
thie P2mceſſe , becauſe J am diſguiſed, pou map count me 
woozpes to pꝛocede, rather of courſe , then of true affec» 
tion, but aſſure you,ncuer did any with ?ruer zeale vtter his 
fanting wozdes , no; moꝛe abhozre vnfaithfvineſſe , then my 
ſclfe doth: being alſo vnknowne to you, yon may thnike my 
holdneſſe to pꝛoctede of hope uot to be knowne, but to acquainf 
vou with my name, it is Pariſmus, who haue fogiakenmy 
Countrey, and friends,onely to ſerue your vertuous ſelfe, and 
do you ſeruice. But ſince my comming into your fathers 
Court, q could neuer be ſo happie vntill this happie houre, as 
to imtoy pour pꝛeſente, which is the onely comfozt wheron my 
happineſle degendeth , therefoze vertuous Pꝛinceſſe, weigh 
my intent in the ballance of cquitie, and let mee by pour tom⸗ 
foztable ſpeech bee reuiued. My noble Loze, replied Laurana, 
AJ heartily thanke vou foz taking ſo much paines fo2 my ſake, 
being buwoo2thie thereof, and alſo vnable to bee ſufficicnfly 
tchankfull vnto you fo2 the ſame, and foz that you ſay your haps 
pineſſe reſteth in my power, if N can any way wozk your con⸗ 
tent, to the vttermoſt of my endenour, I will do it. Pariſmus 

was ſo rauiſhed with the heauenly voyce of Laurana, that hee 
tould haue wiſht no other happmeſſe , then to inioy her pꝛe⸗ 
ſence,and was by her kinde and modeſt anſwer ſo much tom⸗ 
fozted , that he reſolued no nnſerte oꝛ calamitie whatſocuer, 
ſhouly alter his affection, Laurana en the cther ſide , whoſe 
minde as neuer befoʒe in thzaldome, began nowe to ber fo 

farre 


that the was altogither vnwiſling to 
time hereltof the maſkers ung lpeech! 
which being ended, Pariſmur kiſſing e 
aheauie ſiqh, let her in the Je l he found her, and ber⸗ 
ing ready to depart, Dion ws comming vnto them,faid:Folt 
tourteous knights, I knowe not what intertainment to gius 
vou, ſoʒ that you are to me vnknowne, but re queſt this at peur 
handes, that you take a ban daughter hath pꝛonided, 
which woꝛdes cauſed PariſmnsÞ bee willing vnto, becauſe 
it was the Pꝛincelle doing whole p zoſente was $ ſworts pꝛe⸗ 
Ternatine ok his lie. Pour Pateltic ( aunſwered Pariſmus) 
maketh vs ſo kinde a pzoffer, that we cannot being bonnd at 
your commaund,)dente your requeſt : fo vumaſkinghiniſelfe, 
he came with great renerence to. Dionifrus , who knowing 
him, imbꝛating him,ſapd, he was glad he had no wozſe ſick, 
nelle then that, and that hee was much indebted vnto him fog 
honourtng his Courts with his paſtime . Do ſaluting all the 
companie, the Knight that concealed himſclfc,ſudvenly depars 
ted the pzeſence, vpon occaſion as ſhallhereafter bee declared. 
All the aſſembly greatly commended Par iſmus, beeing much 
delighted to beholde his vertuous behamour , being mdeeds 
woꝛthie to be accounted the Pzince ofcourteſie, The Antens 
then tolde him, che had berne his ſecret counſel keeper, and he 
h:mbly killing her hand,thanked her, and being come to the 
place where the banket was pꝛouided, Dioniſius told them, he 
would leaue them to be welcommed by thy Mueene and Lau- 
rana, whileſt he went ta accompame his other guelkes, Which 
Pariſmus was very glad of, Laurana both, ws all this while 
had ſo ſurfetted with beholding his comly perſon. that the deep 
impꝛeſlion of lone was now fully ſealed in her heart. But Pa» 
riſmus not ſoꝛgetting ta ſalute y ſaint he ſerued, with reuerentce 
kiſt her, thanking her that ſhe vouchſafed to take ſuch paines, 
to pzepare entertainment foz ſuch ——— gucſtes, vling 
many 
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many other ſpcechcs which delighted der to heare, and him to 


vtter, that they were fo karre delighted one in anothers coun 


panie,that it was death to them to part, ſha not knewing that 


1 2 loue was grounded bpon fach firme refolue, no; hee thinp 


king ſh2 would fo kindly accept his pzoffered ſeruice. During 
the time of the banket , a imple iudging eye might diſccrne 
their loue by their lokes, that all the compame began fo deems 
that which afterward pwued true. Euerie onc with kinde ſas 
lutations being parted to their ſeuerall lodgings, Paiiſnws 
told Oriſtus, what kinde ans vndeſerued fattour hee had re⸗ 
teiued at Lauranzesh andes, which Oriſtus was verie glad of, 


the vente recitall whereof, affe ded the Pꝛinces heart with an 


exceeding toy, 

Laurana making all the haſte ſhe could to be rid from the 
companie of I ſabe lla, and other Ladies that accompanied her, 
becauſe her heart was deſirous ta meditate of her loue , went 
into her chamber, where beeing alone much troubled fx her 
thoughts, ſhe vttered theſe ſpeeches. Vol vnhappie em 3 to bs 


thus diſquicted with the fight ol Pa ilmus, not knowing whe- 


ther his woꝛdes pzoceede of cnſtome oꝛ affection , J that was 
earſt at libertie, am now became captine to mine owne- affec- 
tions and inthzalled to a ranger, What ot tha : eraduenturt 
he is iu p ſame nund J am, neither haue J any cauſe to doubt, 
but that his wods pzocced from Þ god will he deareth me, and 
that the intent of his comming to wy fathers court, was onely 
fo2iny ſalte as he ſaith night J be hspptly aſſured of the truth 
of theſe doubts, then would my diſquiet minde reſt highly cons 
tentedꝛ and vatulthat tune I ſhall bat ſpende my tune in end⸗ 
leffe care,and heanin:ſe:ifhis wozds pꝛocteded from the depth 
ot true meaning, then will he ſtill pꝛoſecute the ſuite hee hath 
beg meneither haue J any cauſe to ſuſpect his honozable mea⸗ 
ning. TUell, J will content my ſelke fo well as I can, and ſakes 
fome meanes whercby to be afſured,and rid my penſiue heart 
of theſe doubts. Carly the next moꝛning, ſhe called Leda vnto

loniſius was early vp as his cuſtom was, 
Ito viſit his gueſtes, and buſte in entertay⸗ 
ning them with all royaltie that might be, 
24 1\ Pariſnns being as buſy in his mind moꝛe 
x Ilthen anie knewe) got himſelfe into the 
dx: 2 Garden, vnder the windowe of Laura- 
nes lodging, being kruſtrated of all o⸗ 
ther hope to ſer his beloued, where he had 

not ung walked, but was ſoone eſpied of Laurana, oho be⸗ 
ing delighted with his light, called Leda, and willed her to 
make ſome extuſe into the Garden, Where bee was walking, 
to ſee iſhis comming into that place were (oz her ſake , oz 
no. Leda therefoze taking a faire cloath in her hande , went 
into the Garden, as if ſher intended to gather ſee hecrbes, 
and had not ſcene him. When ſher came niere the place 
where he was ſitting vnder an open Arbour, in deepe llu⸗ 
die, hauing a ſight of her, hee ſuddainelp Cartcd , and 
kuowing her to bee the fernaunt to Laurana , kindle 
ſaluted her, ſaying; Fapze Damoſell, quoth he, if A bee not 
deceyued , you are attendaunt on the Pꝛincelſe Lauranat 
rz, aunſwcred Leca, J am. IV pꝛay yen(laxth her ay 
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The famous Hiſtorie 
farcth your Miſtreſle, foꝛ J am in doubt our laſt nights exerciſs 
vſquieted her, Which if 1 knew, J wold not hereafter attempt 
ſuch boldnelle. Inderd quoth Leda) a know not, but J heard 
my Ly much commend the Pꝛince of Bohenna, to be a gal 
lant Faigyt, and that he was much beholding vufo hun , and 


vſed many gracious woꝛds in his conuncendation.Do you not 


(auoth he Rnow Pariſmus if you ſaw him? no ſir, ſaid Leda: 
am the man, ſatdhe, t thou beingeſt me that comfv2t,by repoꝛ⸗ 
ting that thy miſtreſſe thinketh well of me, as if thou hadft ſa⸗ 
ued my lite, and J am to entreate a lauour at thy hands, which 
ik thou grant, I ſhall reſt bound vnto thee ſoꝛ the lame. Hy loꝛd 
(ſaid Led) I humbly deſire you to commaund me, and J will 
bath faithfully and ſecretly accompliſh pour requeſt. Then this 
is my requeſt,quoth he, that thou wouldeſt commend me vnto 
thy Ladie, and deliner vnto her this paper, certifying her, that 
J haue thus boldly pꝛeſumed to trouble her, being therto tom⸗ 


pelled by her commanding tourteſie, on which hope J fully res

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When Laurana had read this Letter, ſhe began to medi- 


tate with her ſelle how ſhe ſhould accompliſh his requeſt, in 
ſuch loꝛt, that it might no way blemiſh her honour, noꝛ gius 


him cauſe to ſuſpect that ſhe were light, to be ſo eaſily perſwa⸗ 


ded, ſoz ſhe eſtermed her credit moze then her like, and his lotu 
moze then both: At laſt ſhee relolued to anſwere his Letter, 
and giue directions to Leda how he ſhould come to talke with 
her, and no man panie thereto but themſelues: and calling 
Leda, tolde her that ſhe ſhould deliuer the anſwer to the P2in- 
ces Letter, and withall this meſſage, that if he would take the 
paines the next night, he ſhould fandc her in the Aibour at the 
farther end ofthe Gardein, that was vnder her window, about 


munight, vpon condition that her mayd Leda might be with 


her, and that he ſhould bing no man with him , foz that hee 
might eaſily come thither without daunger. Leda being vp 
early, hyed her with all ſperde to Pariſmus Chamber, where 
beung come, ſhe delivered the meſlage Laurana gaue her in 
charge, which reioyced Pariſmus to heare, and withall the an⸗ 
ſ\ycre to his Letter, which when he had receiued, at the firſt he 
was bnwilling to teare the ſcale that her werte hand had inw 
pꝛeſted: oft viewing the ſuperſcriptid,but hoping the contents 
within would bzing moze caſe to his heart, then the outward

I was unwilling 
to anſwer your Letter, yet the credit I repeſe in jour ver- 
tues, males me thus much dig reſſe from my former reſoluti- 
en, that 1 could not chuſe but congratulate your kindneſſe, 1 
yeeldto your requeſt to ſprake with me,preſaming that your 
princely min Icannot harbox any il meaning, and the rat her, 
for that 1 find my heart yeelding without my conſentet her- 
fore I commit my ſelfe vnts pour curteſie, my honour being 
_ wnblemuſkt, which 1truſt you will not any way violate, ſe 

relying vpon your vertuous diſpoſition, and good opinion 
of my raſh attempt, I ceaſe,

Pariſmus was ſo rauiſht with this curteous replie, that he 
eſteemed himſelt the toztunateſt man lunng, a thouſand times 
killing and reading thoſe (wert lines, that in his fancie he neuer 
felft any ioy comparable ta this his ſwert meditation, chewing 
Oriſtus the ſacred lines a ſ wirt meſlage Laurans had ſent, wil 
ling him to be readie to go with hum to the place appointed, but 
vnſcene, leſt that the Pzinceſſe ſhould blame him ſoꝛ not ſulfil- 
ling her conmaund, Thus ſpending the day which he thought 
to be longer then the daies he again returned to his chamber, 
eſteeming the time to long, and a thouſand times wiſhing the 
appꝛoach ot the appointed houre, Laurana in the meane time, 
being not vnmindful of her pꝛomiſe, otit ly with Leda was gon 
douun into p garden, hy a dene that opened out ot her lodgings, 
where being come, Scinth a was pꝛoud fo giue linht vnto her 
maieſticall pzeſence, and by the clear neſſe ot her ſplendoꝛ, had 
any beheld her, ſhe might haue bene eſtermed lo ſurpaſſe the 
camelinefle of Diana, walking in her chaſte e 1

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Pariſmus ſomewhat befoze the houre, was likewiſe gone fo2th 
in his night gowne, with his (wozd vnder his arme, and tom⸗ 
ming to the gate he was wont to goe in at into the Gardeme, 
found it hut , and hauing no other meanes, he gotte duer the 
wall, and was gotten into a ſecret place to entertam loue with 
aſarſctting delight: but when he behelde his diuine Goddeſſe 
enter into the Arbour, his heart was ſs ſurpꝛiſed with ioy, with 
her pzeſence, that at his connning to her, de could not vtter a 
woꝛd, but with great renerence taking her tendcrly by the (off 
hand,which he was afraide to touch without her leaue, at laſt 
be ſam, Poſt vertuous Ladie, ſince it hath pleaſcd you to grant 
me this exceeding fauour, J here vowe, that J will not ſpeake 
wo2d,no; do any thing that ſhall not acco2d with your minde. 
Pp Lo2d,ſatd Laurana, had J not pꝛeſumed vpon your vertue, 
J would not thus haue come hither. Which kinde ſpeech, ſo 
much imboldned Pariſmus, that he umb2aced her in his armes 
and kiſt her, and fitting downe togither, folded cache in the 
others armes. Pariſmus began to recount vnto her his loue, 
and how that his comming to I heſlaly , Was enly to do her 
ſeruite, vowing neuer to depart if ſhe would not accept him foz 
her pœꝛe ſeruant: with many other kind p2otcſtations pzocees 
ding from his vnfamed affecton;that Laurana being weunded 
with his intreaties, could not chuſe but accept ofhis lone, vtte- 
ring thelc ſpeeches, 

My Loꝛd, fo; that Jam perlwaded ofthe tonſtancie ol pour 
loue and ſoꝛ that you vouchſafe to p2ofer ſuch kindnelle to me, 
that haue not deſerued the ſame, J will manifeſt that which 
rather F ſhould conceale,fo2 that vou may ſuppoſe my peelding 
lo ſane, might pꝛocted of light bzed affection : but my Lo2d, A 
allure you, that at ſuch time as J ſawe you comming firſt into 
this Court, my heart was then ſurpꝛiſed, pꝛocured as I think 
by the Deſtmies, that cuer ſince J haue vowed to reſt yours, 
alluredtocommannd, ſo that you no way pꝛetend my wꝛong: 
and therefoze committing all that is mine to giue into pour 
hands, J here giue you aſſurance of truth, and true 3 —

lone. Thus they ſpent the night in kinde ſalutations and cur⸗ 
tcous imbꝛatings, to the vnſpeakable ioy and comſozt of them 
both. Leda all this while walking about the gardein, and cares 
fully loking about her, eſpicd a light in Oliuias Chamber, 
whereof ſhe gaue thoſe two Loucrs intelligence, Pariſmus 
thought that newes vnwelcome, whereby being compelled to 
depart, which was done with much heauinefſe, Pariſmus des 
ſired to knew when ſhe would vouchſafe him her pzeſence a⸗ 
gaine, which ſhe told him ſhould be at his appointment, ſoꝛ that 
ſhe now was his to diſpoſe ol, ſo with many alwert imbzacing, 
they parted, Laurans going into her Chamber ſad, in that ſhe 
had ſo ſone loft his company , and could not tell what miſſoꝛ⸗ 
tune might bcfall him, and glad in heart torecormt and thinke 
al his paſſed pzomiſe, Pariſinus quickly get ouer the wall, and 
was (one ſafely come to his Chamber, where he recounted to 
Oniſtus his happie ſucceſſe in lone , aſking his counſell how he 
might pꝛocure Dio niſius god liking, to cect the marriage bes 
twixt them, which firſt he thought to motion himſelfe, then he 
thought that Dioniſiu. would not like therof, without the con- 
ſent of his father firſt had, and alſo might blame T.aurana cf 
vndutifulneſſe,if he knew it were with her pꝛiuitie. Againe,he 
though: it beſt to fend Oniſtus into Bohemia, fo gine his Fas 
ther knowledge thereof, and to intreate him to ſend Cmbaſſa- 
dours to that effect. Contrarũp, he thought that in the meane 
time, ſonie other or greater bir:h then hiniſelle, might demaund 
her in marriage of the Ning, and fo haue the firſt grant, though 
he were (uffictently aſſured that Lau ana Would neuer yelbe 
her conſent. Being in this perplexitie he could not reſolue vpen 
any thing, but walking into the gardein to caſe his heart with 
ſon? recreation, he mel the Bing, with him were the Bing ok 
Hungaria, the P:tnce ol Sparta, and Sicapus, ſonne to the king 
PDerſia, though vnknowne. The ling fo2 the mere honcurable 
entertainment of his gucfts, made one moſt roy all banquct {02 
all in generall, the Qucene, and gallant traine of bcwtifullLas 
vieg, were there lilicwife, which was not accuſtomed amnonoſt 
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fhe reſt: it fell ſo cut, that Pariſmus was ſcated right oppoſits 


to the Pꝛinceſte Laurana, Which agreed to his hearts deſire, 


uhtreby he had meants to latiſſte himſelle with beholding that 
ineſtumable Jewell, which as farre excelled all the reſt of the 
Ladies, as the Sunne doth; the $3@nc, oz White his contrary: 
who with ach comely modeſlie behaued her felfe that her loks 
did rightly reſemble a corntenance fi)! of milde vertrons pitie, 
able to rauiſh a multitude, being alfo net alitle glad, that ſhe 
had occaſion to beſtow a kinde loke on her Pariſmusꝭ. Sicanus 
moꝛe narrowly marked Lauranaes bchaticur then any ether, 
becanſz his comming was onelp to requeſt her in marriage ol 
her father, and though both the young Painces were verie cirs 

cumſper, vet S1canus curious eye, found, oꝛ at leaſt ſuſpected, 
that there was ſome loue betwixt them, Which they ſull little 
thought of, hauing their hearts buſicd with moꝛe pleaſant mes 
ditatic no: and tuer aftcr that, Sicanust in wardly maliced L- 
rilmus in his heart. 

Dinner being ended, th: Knights ſpent ſeme part of the 
uternone in dumcing, which being ended, cuerp man betoks 
himſelle to what exerciſe liked him beſt, Pariſmus and Loꝛe 
Remus, accompanied the Painteſle Laurana, and the Ladis 
li.>cl}a,to their lodgings, which made Sicanus to fret inward⸗ 
Io, to thinke that Pariſmus his onely enemy as he thought, had 


gdiotten ſuch pole ſſion in Lauranaes leue, Which might debarre 


hun of his wiſhed hope, 


Pariſinus ſcing Lozd Remus talking to Iſabella, ſaluted 
Laurana with theſe ſperches: My deare Ladie, although A 
confclle my ſelfe farre vnwoꝛthie that kindnefle feu haue als 
readie graunted me, pet J humbip requcſt one further ſaveur 
at your hands Which is, that ron Would vouchſafc to merte me 
to moʒrow night , in that happie place where I receiued the 
firſt aCurance oc pour ene bote ble kindneſte, {c2 my paſlions 
are ſo cxtreame, that wy ic weuld periſh, were it not onely 
maintained by enioping pour love, where J would umpart a ſe⸗ 
erect to ou, that row haue no time no vtter.

ofPariſmus: 

My Lo2d ſaid Laurana,youn not vie ſuch infreafies to 
her that is not vnwilung, neither hath the power to deny your 
requeſt. The Queen conuning into the place where they were, 
cauſed Pariſmus with a heauie ſigh to depart, and Lozd Remus 
with him, betwixt whom, there began a firme league of friend⸗ 
Gip. Now Lo2d Remus bare great aſfection to the Labte Iſa- 
bella, and had oftcntimcs ſollicited his ſute vuto her, Which ſhe 
in a manner peelded vnto, Which made Parilmus the rather 
thuſe him foz his companion, by keeping hun companp, co haue 
the oftner accclſe vnto Laurana. The King of Hungaria, the 
Pꝛinte of Spart, and Sicanus, were walked into the Gardein, 
where they were encountred by the king, vnto whom the king 
of Hungaria began to declare, how that the Pꝛince of Sparta 
and himſelke had a matter to treate with his $Þaiclite, if hs 
would vouchſale them audience, from the mighlie king ol Per- 
fia, who hauing a great deſire to be allied to hum, and having 
heard manifoide repoztes ofthe vertuous Laurana, had ſent 
them to intreats a marriage betwixt her and Sicanus his ſonne 
and heire of Perſia, vhs was there pꝛeſent with them, though 
vntil this time vnwilling to make himſcife knowne. Dioniſius 
moſt kindly imbꝛaced him, telling him, that he thought himſelf 
highly honozed with his company , and that nceit pleaſed his 
father to treat of alliance betwixt thein, he would gine his con⸗ 
ſent willingly, fo that he be old firſt get his daughters god wil, 
whom hee would not willingly match contrary to her liking, 
pꝛemiung to vſe his tommandeinent vnto her foz perfo:mance 
thereof. oꝛ which Sicanus thanked him. Thus hauing ſpent

to make knowne to Harſmus, and how the gaue him aſ- 
ſu ance of her loue. | 


loniſ us early in the momning ſent a meſ⸗ 
lenger, to will Lau ana to come to him, 
y Laurana maruellung at her Fathers ſud⸗ 
dame erding to2 her, ſuſpedcd that he 
had heard ſome newes of her loue to Pa- 
A {mus , ctherwiſe ſhe could not tell what 
the cauſe might be, but making her ſclfe 
readie, pꝛeſently came to him: hauing res 
uerently done her dutie, he vſed theſe ſy eeches vnto her, 
Laurana, my cheefeſt care is, to ſee thee married accozding 
to thy ſtate, which hath made me ſend ſoꝛ thee , to know whe⸗ 
ther thou haſt alreadie placed thy affcaion oz no: otherwiſe 
there is come into this Country, a night of great eſtate and 
honourable parts, ſonne and heire to the Ring of Perſia, who 


concealed himſelfe vntill peſternight in whole behalfe the King 
ol Hungaria, and the Pꝛince of Sparta, are tome from his Fe- 


ther to crave ther in marriage. Now ik thou canſt fancic him, 
thou ſhalt highly honour thy ſelle, haue an honozable huſband, 
and reioyce my heart to ſee thee fo well matched beloꝛe my 
death, which will come verie ſho2tly:T haue giuen my tonſent, 
ſo it be with thy liking: fo2 ſo dearly Clone thee, that I would 
as Well haue thy fancie picaled , as nip owne nunde fatilficd, 
thercfo2e let mie linow thy minde. 

Laurana anſwered, y dꝛead Loꝛd and Father, Jhtmbly 
thanke you foꝛ the manifold benefits receiued by rour faucur, 
being pet at libertie frem all, knowing it my dutie to have 
pour confent betoze J weuld pꝛeſume to match my lelſe, trits 
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ing that J ſhall ſo place my affection, as ſhall bee agreecble fo 
your pleaſure, V ell, do ſo, then ſaid her father, and this was 
the cauſe J ſent ſoꝛ vou. Lau:ana departed with a heauie 
heart, wiſhing that the time of Pariſmus comming were af 
hand, that ſhe might impart this newes vnto hum, which grie⸗ 
ued her, and ſhe knewe would not pleaſe hun, reſolinng with 
her ſelfe neuer to giue her conſent , After dinner, Laurana by 
the comaundement of Oliuia the Queene , accompanied the 
Ladie I{abella , by meanes Whercof, Sicanus had occaſion 
to court her, whom ye found ol ſo milde behauiour, and yet ſo 
farre diffcring from his minde, that he lawe no likekhote o 
attaining her loue. His unpoztunate demaunds ( which he brul⸗ 
ded vpon her fathers pꝛomiſe, and his owne hape ofaflurance) 
ſh: anſwered ſo wiſcly and curteoufly, that his loue therby ens 
creaſed,but his hope was no Whit augn: ted, that ſeeing ſuch a 
vertuous reiolution, oꝛ in a maner abſolute deniall to his ſute, 
he was perſwaded Pariſmus was the onely man that hinde⸗ 
red his loue, which the rather vexed him, becauſc hee ſawe his 
vertnes of euerie man tommended, and himſelle by the beauty 
of his excellẽt gifts diſgraced , euer alter he ſought all means 
he could to wozke his harme, And fearing that he ſhoulde bee 
fruſtrated of his expedation, began verie narrowly to pꝛie into 
the behauiour of Laurana towards Pariſmus, that they toulde 
at no time talke, ii he were in tompanie, but he would ſtill bee 
attentiue to their ſpeeches , noꝛ ſeldeme were they at any time 
togither , but he would bee in their compame , diſſembhnga 
countenance of great friendſhip to Pariſmus, hatung the grea- 
ter occaſion to crolſe their loues, becauſe of the motion hee had 
made to Di-n1{:us, and ofthe kings ſpach to Laurana. In this 
ſoꝛt he continued his tealous behautcur,yct farre from the leaſt 
hope of pꝛocuring Laucanzes faucur , The wiſhed time of 
theſe two Jdzinces appoynted meeting being teme, Pariſmug 
ſecrctiyleaping the wall which parted him frem his delight, 
found Leda all alone attending his comming, and aſking her 
Where her Piſtreſ was, he * hun che ſtayed in her tham ; 
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ber fo; him which ſhe thought to be the fittcff place fo2 their pꝛi⸗ 
nate confrence, fo: that ſhe was now fulip aſſured of his hos 


pourable mean, ſo directing him the wap, he quickely found 


Laucang, Wha was come to the Ctaires-head to mete hun, 
whinh? kindly laluted, and ſhe as leuingly welcomed hun, 
ſpending their tune in werte greetings , but karre from anigs 
though' of vachaltnclſe, their unbꝛacings being grounded bps 
on the moſt vertuous conditions that might bee: and fif- 
ting toguher vpon the beds ſide, Laurana taking Pariſmus 
by the hand, the teares ſanding in her eyes, toldc him all the 
ſpeches her father had vſcy vnto her, and ok Sicanus lone, res 


peating ta him all that had paſſed betwirt the, which extream⸗ 


Ip grtued Pariſmus to heare, not that he doubted her change, 
but ſoꝛ that hee was thereby viſappoynted of the firſt graunt 
from Dioniſius, whom he was fully perlwaded would haue 
giuen his conſent, Deare l adie (ſaid Pariſmu;)ſince theſe miſs 
chances are vnſoꝛtnnatelp happened, J know not howe to res 
medie them: but it reftcth onely in pour power, either by gran⸗ 
ting him loue, 4 fo to deſtrop me, 02 till continue pour faucus 
rable kindnes towards me, and therby purchaſe diſpleaſure of 
your parents, which would bee moze greeuous vnto mee then 
death. My Lozd, replied Laurana, vou need not vle theſe ſpee⸗ 


ches, oꝛ any way trouble your mind, foz I pꝛomiſe and pꝛoteſt, 


that the loſſe oꝛ diſpleaſure of my friends, noꝛ any other miſeris 
2 foxment whatſocucr, hall make me any way infringe that 


pꝛomiſe I haue made to pon, fo; pour lone is moze dearcr vn⸗ 


to me then my like: but J defire pou to tell me how J may any 
way woazke pour content, and J will do it? Moꝛe ſhee weuld 
haue ſpoken, but the Chꝛiſtall teares that fell from her eyes, 
and extreame hearts (ozrow , fo ſee Pariſmus ſo ſad, ſtopt her 
ſpxch,who likewiſe was dꝛawne into ſuch admiration to think 
ok her kindnelle, chat he could vſe no woꝛds to comfoꝛt her, but 
with his chxkes wiped away the wet teares that bedeweꝛ her 
face,and beſtowed ſweete kiſſes on her coꝛrall coloured lips. At 
laſt he ſaid, derre Laurana, dere Laurana, A Would deſire you), 
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net ts thinke, that J any way call your loyaltic in queſtion, but 
vſcd thoſe ſpeeches only to aſſure you, that whatſoeuer pleaſeth 
vou, A count my greateſt bliſſe: but ſince pon vouchſafe te 
graunt me that fauour, to bee content to endure pour parents 
diſpleaſure ſo my lake, that am vnwoꝛthie of that kindneſſe, Y 
will here after ſo fully reſt at your commaund, to do whatics 
euer lieth in my (mall power, that youſhall ſay Pariſmus is 
not vnwilling, though vnable to be ſufficientiy thankfull. Thus 
thinking to much of their Colne tune, ſpent about thoſe vnplea ⸗ 
ſant newes, they began to vſe woꝛdes of moze comſozt, Which 
were ſuch as pꝛoceꝛded krom the kindeſt friendſhip that might 
be. Foz fo pleaſantly ſwecte were their lonely toyes , and trus 
hearted meanings, th it it far (ſurpaſſed the admrable kindneſſs 
of Louers, but might be tearmed the true ſubſtance cf perfect 
pleaſure ; wherein theſe two harmleſle ſonles continued ths 
greateſt part ofthe night, with ſuch ioy, that had Sicanus, wha 
moſt enuied Pariſmus, ſeene and behelde them, he would neuer 
haue attempted to part ſuch kind friendſhip, Rowe the viſmall 
houre ok their parting being appꝛoachted, by reaſon ofthe light 
that the Sunne began to giue into the Chamber, Pariſmus tas 
king Laurana in his armes, dzawing ſwerte bꝛeath from her 
lippes, told her, that now (to his greefe)he muſt leaus her to bs 
courted by his enemie Sicanus , relating vnto her the long 
wars that had palled betwirt their fathers, and the late peace 
that was concluded and how that he knew Sicanus at his firſh 
comming into Theſſalie, defiringher to let hum vnderſtande 
ſuch newes from her as did concerns their loue, which the pꝛo⸗ 
miſed him ſhe would, and withal, that the would neuer peeld to 
loue him that was an enemie fo Pariſmus, but would hate her 
owne heart, if it ſhoulde but thinke a thought to wꝛong him. 
Thus a thouſand times imbzacing each other, they parted, hs 
to his lodging, and ſhe to her ref, 
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CHAP, VI. 
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Howe Sicauus hired three Tartarians to murther Pariſmmy, 
and how hee was taken vp by ce:raine gutlawes, and had 
hi: life prelerued . What forrow Laurana made for his 
loſſe, and what befcll at Don Cowr. 


He next mozning, Sicanus ſought all the 
means he could to ſolicite his lone againe, 
but Laurana vſed the matter in ſuch ſoꝛt, 
that ſhee kept her chamber thꝛer oz foure 
i dapes, to the ende hee (ſhould haue no oc⸗ 
caſion to ſpcake to her 5 which made him 
l almoſt mad, that ſceing hunſelke fruſtra⸗ 

ted of his deſire that wap, his minde bes 
ing apt fo2 any impꝛeſſion, beganne fo deniſe how he might cts 
ther finde out the cauſe of Lauranaes ſtraungeneſſe, oꝛ reuenge 
himſelfc on P ariſmus, whom hec thought was the onely man 
that hindered him in his loue. And ſtudying how to bing that 
about,he began to weigh how greatly Paritimuzwas cſtæmed 
of Dioniſius, and that his vertues made him fo wel beloued of 
all, that to offer him abuſe openly, cuery one would condemne 
hun, and thereby his honour ſhould the moze encreale, and hee 
himſelte be cull thought ol by Dioniſius, and contemned by 
Laurana, t pet nothing p nearer his purpoled determination. 


At length giuing his munde cucr vato all wickedneſſe, and cru⸗ 


eltie, he thought the bed c eurſe he had, was to muther him; bsß 
ſome treach erte: therekoze calling vnto hun thꝛee of his ſer⸗ 

nants being Tartamans, he vſed a long circumſtance of kinde 
ſpeches biito them, pꝛomiſing that if they would deviſe ſome 
meanes howe to rcuenge him on an enemie that had done him 


great inun ie, he would pꝛeferre them to great dignitie, when 


he returned into his owne Countrp, and in the meame time, 
he would gire them athouland poundes amougelt them , fo? 
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their maintenance. Theſe villaines being greedie of gains and 


2eferment,being poꝛe and niedie, ware that they would per⸗ 
foꝛme whatiocuer he cõmanded them, fo they might know the 
man. Sicanus thercfoze giuing them the mony , told them that 
it was Pariſmus, who had lately done him a monſtrous miu⸗ 
rie: (at whoſe name the villaincs began to are one tpon an 
other, as though they had reper ted them oftheir pꝛomiſe and 
that when as his cuſtome was, he rode loꝛth on hawhking, they 
might waite opoztunitic vntill he was ale ne, and then accem⸗ 


pliſh their intended murther, without (uſpition, Thele vil⸗ 


laines beeing fullie bent vpon their intended miſchiele, beeing 
heathens, therfoꝛe the moꝛe caſily dzawne with the hope ol re⸗ 
ward to any trecherie, awaited their couuenient time, with vn⸗ 
moueable reſolution. Par iſmus being all that day in tompanie 
ofthe Ring and other nobles, hauing giuen his minde to quiet⸗ 
neſle , ſoz that he was fully aſſured of Lauranaes fauour , no- 
thing doubting the treaſon of Sicanus,. tolde Dioniſtus that he 


intended to go on hawking, defiringhim to vouchlafe to ſee his 


falcon flie, which Dioniſius pzomiled to do, fos that his hawke 
was eſtermed the beſt of all other. Likewiſe Sicanus, the 
King of Hungaria, and the Pzince of S paita, would beare him 
compante, The next mozning vcrie earlie, king Dioniſms, 
Pariſmus, and the reſt of the companie, adv2cfled them- 
ſclics to that paſtime, and hauing ſpent molt part of the day, 
towardes the Cuening, Pariſmus loſt his Yawke , which her 
loued excedinglie well, beeing pꝛocured by a tempeſt that 
ſuddainlie aroſe, and thereby beeing wandered from thfreſt 
of the companie, chaunced to heare the noyſe of her Belles, as 
hee thought, in the wod hard by, where he could not ride, and 
therefoꝛe alighted lrom his hozſe,and got in on ſoite, where hee 
was not entered karre, but thoſe villaines that Sicanus had 
hired, hauing followed him all that day, and now thinking 
and finding this the fitteſt opoꝛtunitie to execute their purpoſe, 
were come into the wad, and hard at Pariſmus herles, who 
elpymng them,loking with gaſiful coutcnances as he mum 
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and with their weapons about them, (the villaines indeed bes 
ing amazed with his very countenace) to tall to remem⸗ 
bzance the late miſchance that Oſiris had receiued in the ſams 
plate: but that thought was ſone extinct , fo2 that hee knewe 
them to bee Sicanus ſeruans : at laſt he aſked them if they hay 
not ſaen his hawke,thep anſwered not a wozd:but aue of them 
ſtared about, as it he had heard her niere hand, which cauſed 
Pariſmus to loke diligently the ſame way. And in the means 
time one of them dzawing his \wozde, fireok Pariſmus ſo vio⸗ 
lcutly vpen the head, that he being bare headed, by reaſon ofthe 


heate, the blow hauing nothing to mittigate the foꝛce thcrof, (a 


grieuouſly wounded him, that he fell to the earth: and befozc he 
could recouer himſelfe , and withall being diſfurniſhed ok his 
weapon{foz otherwiſe thoſe thꝛer could not haue withltode his 
fo:ce) they had giuen him two oz thee moztall wounds:and ſee- 
ing that he was now not able fo reſiſt them,they began to can- 
ſult what they ſhould do with his bodite . 3xnthe meane time, 
Pariſmus hauing gotten bzeath,began to intreat them to fpare 
his life(foz thzeates in ſuch a caſe would not auaile) pzomiſing 
to reward them with great kindneſſe, ik they would not mur⸗ 
ther him: perlwading them withall, that thus their deed would 
be knowne, fo2 that ſuch wickedneſſe is commonle reuealed, 
and alwayes grououfly puniſhed, and he that had ſet them as 
bout that villainie, would alwayes hate them in his heart, als 
though outwardly he might pꝛetend a ſhew of friendſhip , tel- 
— — that he was a Pꝛince, and able to pzeferre x pleaſure 
them, pꝛomiling them that they chould not nerde to feare Sica- 
nus diſpleaſure it they would ſaue his life, and all men woulde 
hate them foz deftroping him, on the other ſide all men would 
commend them, fo being fo pitiful as to ſpare his lite, that had 


neuer offended the. Al thele perſwaſions could nothing pꝛeuail, 


but without making hin any anſwer, thꝛuſt their woꝛds into 
bis body in diuers places, chat now thinking him dead, they co- 


ucred him with molle, leaues, thinking that ſome wild beaſt 


would come and deuour hun: his hozſe they found tied without 
. the 
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che wwd,but him they vnbzidlad,and let go, to augid ſuſpitton t 
their owne weapons they ſunke in the bottom ol a deep pale of 
water, that was by the wods ſide, and fo departed. While they 
were ſtriuing with Pariſmus in this ſoꝛt, it chãced y there wag 
a knight, as he ſemed, in armoz, that heard the noiſe a haſling 
pr gelle ſo well as he could to the place, at laſt he came ts the 
plate where Pariſmus lay couered, and loking about, he could 
[x no body, but might perceiue the earth trode,x all to be {meas 
red with blood, aud the molle toꝛne vp, and remwued from his 
naturall place, that loking attentiucly , he ſawe the lumpe of 
molſ? eleaues, wherevnder Pariſmus lay couered which was 
the only pzeſcruation ofhis life:fo2 the mcſſe lying cloſe about 
hin, kept the aire from fozth his wounds, ctherwiſe he had yes 

riſhed. The knight remouing the leaues,found the body ol the 
godlieſt man that euer he behelde, molt greeuouliy wounted, 
and gaſping fo2th his lateſt bꝛeath or life, which ſo molified the 
unights heart, that he vſ:dail y means he could to recouer him, 
but lavozing in vaine to bzing him to his ſenſes, yet he might 
perceiue the bzeath to ſteal fozth by litle x litle out of his month, 
that he was peiſwaded he was not paſt helpe,therefoze talung 
Pariſmus in his armes, he conueied him vnto the plate of his a⸗ 
bode, which was within thoſe wods: now you mult bnderfian 
that this knight was one ofthe cõpanie ofthoſe outlawes that 
kept in that wod, being dꝛiuen to liue in ſuch obſcure ſozt fo; 
feare of puniſhment, foꝛ dinerſe outrages that they had comit- 
ted: and taking telicitie in that kind of life, cõtinued a great fra⸗ 
ternitie amongſt them, being the very lame that had wounded 
Oſiris one ef Dioniſius knights (as is befoʒe reheaxſed)amõgꝗſt 
whom we wil leaue Pariſmus, to declare what hapned to Dio- 
niſius: who greatly maruelled that when the day was ended, 
Pariſmus was not returned, which made him a the relk (Sica- 
nu; excepted) diuerfly coniecure ; molt thinking that hee was 
gone aſtray i being vnacquaintev,ight be gone to the palace 
not knowing which way to return to y place where he left the, 
Sicanus likewiſe ſeemed as carefall as the reſt. Atlaſtby the 
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nights appꝛoach, they all departed towardes the Cittie:where 


when they were arriued, Dioniſiuz enquiring verie earncltty 


fo2 Pariſmus returne, could heare no newes therof. That ha⸗ 
ning no other thought to be paciſied withal,he was perſwaded 


that he might be gone lo farre in ſearch ol his Hawke, that hee 


could not attaine to the Cittie that night, and therefoze might 
lodge by the wap, and ſo come home the next moꝛning. Thus 


with this hopefu!l perſwaſion , being perſwaded fo2 the time, 


they b:toke thẽſelues to their reſt. Sicanus being gladded with 
the nzwes of Pariſmus Want, called thoſe thꝛer acto2s of his 
molt deſperate and wicked confederacie, vnto him, and inqui⸗ 
red what they had done, who certified him ol al their villainous 
cxployt, being no way ſuſpected of any ſuch fact , to whom hee 
palded many diſhonourable thankes, foz ſo impious a deede, 
Thus all continued in god hope, vntill the next moꝛning, 


which being come, and moſt of the day ſpent, there was no ſut⸗ 


teſfull newes of Pariſnws returne, but all his men were come, 
and no man but himſelſe alone miſſing that Dioniſius beeing 
therewith wonderfully greeued, and vered in his minde, ſpee⸗ 
dily cauſed a hundꝛed knights to make all diligent (earch and 
inquirie that might bee, to heare of him, who were all moſt 
Willing, bearing an in ward loue to the pong paince aboue al the 
knights that euer arriued in Theſlaly. The Bohemian knights 
likewiſe made ſuch lamentation feꝛ their loꝛd, that it was ſone 
blaz2d to the hearing ok all the Court, and Ci ic, fHat Pariſmuis 
was not returned from hawking, which at la came to the 
hearing of Lau ana. who at the firſt news therof, was fo toꝛ⸗ 
mented in her thoughts, that cher could not containe. her ſclfe 
from beboꝛaping her lot by cxivcame complaints, as alſo by 
the mumtolde queſtions and enquiries ſyee made, with 
whome ha went, howe long they myſt hun, and where, when 
and yowe they loft his compente : chewing an cxtraozdinarie 
care of hi: welfare, that being dꝛiuen into a thouſand ſundzie 


doubts of his welfare, as alis to thinks what ſhculd become of | 


hun e could uno no guirt roꝛ cõtent: Lut her arcatcft cofozt 
| Was, 
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was, that ſhe till haped ſhe ſhould heare ſome newes of his 
return, vy ſuch Knights as were gon in ſearch ol him: amengil 
whom were his owne Knights; whole care ſhe thought would 
be greater then any others fb2 his pꝛeſeruation. | 

Oriſtus likewiſe tone his want in ſuch heauineſſe, thathe 
ſeemed to be ont ol his wittes by extreame ſoꝛrow. Sicanus has 
uing now accompliſhed the thing he purpoſed, vſed oftentimes 
to viſite Laurana, and earneſtly pzoſecuted his fo:mer ſute, 
wherewith Laurana was ſomuch greeued (to remember any 
other lone then Pariſmus, oʒ to thinke that any other ſhould ofs 
fer Pariſmus that w2ong ) that ſhe ſhewed her ſelfe ſo vertu⸗ 
ouſly diſdainfull to the Perfians ſute , and ſeemed ſo litle to re⸗ 
gard his woꝛds and pꝛoteſtations, that he began to diſpaire of 
obtaining her god will: vet he was ſtill comfozted in this, that 
he had her parents conſent, which might be a mean to pzocure 
her liking : beſides, he thought the greatneſſe of his birth might 
be à great helpe to his furtherance, 

Dioniſius, Oliuia, and the reſt, were dincrfly greeued fo 
thinke of Pariſmus loſſe, whom they all deemed to be fallen ins 


to ſome miſaduentnre,othcrwiſe they could not imagine what 


might be the occaſion of his ſtate, that the whole Court in ge- 
nerall was dziuen into ſuch ſadneſſe, that it ſeemed not like the 
ſame it was wont to be: eſpecially the Ring and Qutene towke 
it ſo heauilp, that their ioy was Wholly turned to fozrew , and 
their pleaſant countenances into ſad lokes : but pct all conti⸗ 
nued in god hope to heare ſome newes of him by the return of 
ſuch as were gone in ſearch of him, who moſt of them returned 
within fonte thꝛer 02 foure daies, Oriſtus being yct behinde, at 
laſt returned, hauing by diligent inquiry, feund the ſterd wher⸗ 
on Pariſmus rode, who was taken vp ſome twentie miles dt- 
ſtant fromthe place where theſe vilkames had leſt him: this 
augmented their ariefe,when they ſe we all that went in ſcarch 
of him returned wilh no god newes, and Oriſtus the laſt ok 


their hope, in (feed of ioyfull tydings, bꝛinging further cauſe cf 


ſoꝛrow, in that they were fully aſſured by finding the Hole 
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uous acclamations,they made ſuch an outcrie, that the bznits 
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Wyereon he rode, and he vy no meanes tobe heard of, that he 
was fallen into the hands offuch as had murthercd hum, oz by 
forte miſaduenture might be deudured by ſome wilde 'bealt, 
that had ſeiſed on hum vaawares;that in general, all made ſuch 
ſoꝛrow ſoʒ the loſle of ſo vertuous aPzince , that it was to be 


wondꝛed at, that a man in ſo ſhozt time of acquaintance, could 


7 bhunlelfe ſo vertuouſty, as to be ſo well beloned ok all: 
urana exempting her ſelf from all quiet, and baniſhing from 
ber mind all mirth and ioy, withall, hearing the newes Oriſtus 
had bꝛought, fell wto ſuch an extreame paſſion ofgriefe,that foz 
a god (ſpace, (he continued as one wholly depꝛiued of life, and 
notwithſtanding Leda and the reſt of her maides , vſed all the 
ſkill they had, yet could by no meanes bꝛing her againe , that 
with wzinging their hands, tearing their haire, and with gree- 


thereof came to the hearing of the King and Qutene, and all 
the reſt, by which occaſlon, a new ſoꝛrow began farre abous 
compare: by that tune the king and Qutene were come into 
her Chamber, the Pꝛinceſſe beganne ſomewhat to ccme to 
her ſelfe,when heauwly lifting vp her eyes, with agreenous ſigh 
loking vpon her father and mother, With ſuch a pittifull comms 


tenance (that they could net refraine from teares,) ſtill loking 


earneftly about her, to ſe il Pariſmus were pet returned:at laſt 
being fully recouered, Dioniſius aſked her what might be the 
tauſe of this hep ſuddaine ſickneſſe, and if it laye in his power 
to comfo2t her, ſhe might be fully aſſured he wold not deny her 
any thing. Laurana knecling downe, thinking to haue ſpoken 
ſoinewhat , was ſo ouertome with the remembꝛaunce of her 
deare friends want, and extreame ſoʒrow ſo fully poſſeſt her 
heart, that her ſpech was turned into teares, which abundants 
ly fell from her eyes, Which dꝛaue the King and Qutene into 
ſuch ſoꝛrow, that their hearts could not indure to ſes her hea⸗ 
uineſle, and therefoze left her with her maides. When all 


were departed and che alone with Leda, ſhe began to lament 
mtyisinanmr, 


Unhappie 
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of Pariſmus: 
Unhappie w2etch that J am, to what a miſerable ſtaieamY 
b:ought,that haue loſt my greateſt comfozt,and the only main- 
tainer of my blille, without whoſe comfoztable pzeſence, Jnets 
ther cannoz will enioy my vnfoztunate life, Noble and mot 
bertuous Pzince,what is become of pou ? what miſaduenture 
hath befallen you 2 what Cyꝛant could be fo barbarous as to 
do yon initirie 2 what creature ſo inhumane, as to wiſh your 
harme e 03 what minde ſo malicious, as not to wiſh your god : 
Wo is me foz the loſſe of my Pariſmus, heauineſſe is my des 
light, care and ſozrow ſhall be welcome tome, till my Pariſ- 
mus returne: O no, my heart giues me, he will neuer return, 
de is ſurely dead by ſome vntimely accident, oz he would not 
thus long haue beene abſent from me. My deare Pariſmus, 
would J were with you, whereſoeuer you are, then would my 
heart be at quiet, then ſhould J be happie, then ſhould 3 be rid 
from feare,from griefe,care,ſozrow, and paine,fo2 in you ones 
ly is my comfozt,top,pleaſure, quiet, and delight. Jn theſe and 
ſuch like plaints, ſhe would haue continued Kill, but that Leda 
comfozted her with all the pcrſwaſions that ſhe deniſe, 
telling her that ſh& ought not to greꝛue ſo much, fo2 that hee 
might ſafely returne againe , and that hee might abſent him 
ſelfe fo; ſundzie and ſpeciall cauſes, not pet knowne to her: 
bling many other deuiſes, to dꝛawe her from that extremi⸗ 
tie of ſoꝛrow, in which eſtate ſha continually remained; but 
yet ſomewhat comfkozted with hope ol his returne, being theres 
to perſwaded by the ſpeeches of Leda, who vſed the ſame one⸗ 
ly to aſſwage her miſtreſſe ſoʒrow, though her ſelle had no hope 
at all euer to ſ& him agame. 
Pariſmus being all this while amongſt the Dut-lawes; 
(who kept themſelues in a Cane, that they had ſecretly and ar⸗ 
tificially made, vnder the ſide of a hill in the middeſt ofthe 


| Lherefoze there they thought themfelues very ſeture:) which 
were the ſame pag wounded the knight Oſiris, 2

wood, where they ceuld hardly bee founde by anre, an 
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with them Dina the virgin, in whoſe reſcue Oſiris was hurt: 
vet by Oſiris meanes ſhe was pꝛeſerued from the outrage that 


— 


was intended to her: fo thole Outlawes were without a tap⸗ 


taine, and thereloꝛe thought themſelues equalls, which happe⸗ 
ned well fo2 the virgin, foz one ol them that came foꝛth with the 
noiſe of Oſiris and the others fight, twke ſuch liking ol her, that 
he repꝛoued the others crueltie, telling him, that it were a vil⸗ 
lainous act to defloure a virgine that had not offended him, by 
whoſe perſwaſions he deſiſted from further trueltie, and carri⸗ 
ed the maiden to their caue, where ſhe was appointed to dꝛeſle 
ſuch pꝛouiſion as they bꝛought in, which ſhe wilingly did, to 


delend her ſelfe from further iniurie. Pariſnws comely pꝛopoꝛ⸗ 


tion, made him ſo well liked of all of them, who ſeemed to them 
to be a man at god account by his apparrell, and in time they 
thought might do them many pleaſures: therefoze they tom⸗ 
maunded this virgin to vſe all her (kill and indeuours, fo res 
coucr him, and heale his wounds: whe within two dayes by 
her diligent indcuour , had bꝛought him to his ſences, that he 
began to ſpeake to them: which reioyted them to heare: who 
being thus wel recoucred,wondzed into what place hee was 
bꝛought, becauſe it was darke, and in a taue, hauing in his pꝛe⸗ 
ſence acompany oł rude and ſhag-haired fellowes , and onely 
one woman, could not fully perſwade himſelfe but that he was 
metamoꝛphoſed: but being ofamanly courage, he boldly des 
inaunded of them, how he came to that plate, and what they 
were that had thus pꝛeſerued his Are laſt he that had bꝛoght 
hun thither told him, that walking into the wond, being direc⸗ 
ted by a noyſe that he heard, he found him couered with molle 
and leaues, almoſt paſt all hope of life, and pitying his diſtreſſe, 
he had bꝛought hun vnto that place, being all the habifatioy 


they had, fo2 that they were ſuch as wanted wealth and were 


daiuen to take that courſe of life, to maintaine themſelnes with» 
all: and that hee was by the dilligent paines of that vir ging; 


b:ought vnto the god eſtate he was in, and that their purp6ls 
was, to clec hun fo their Captatwe,fo; that they thought very 
we

well ol him. 
Panſmus thanked him, telling them withall, that he was 

a Trauailer and had loft his way in thoſe wods , and mating 
with ſome of their company (as he thought) was by them left 
iu the caſe they ſound hun, without any canſe of offence that 
he had don them, Thus ceaſing to coomnume any farther with 
them, he beganne to meditate how foztunately God had oꝛ⸗ 
dained hun to be pzeſcrued by them, (that had deſtroyed mas 
ny) to line in hope to be reuenged on Sicatun, that had id dif; 
honourably pꝛetended his ruine: that ſeeirng himſeile in god 
eſtate of reconery , he vſed all kinde meanes he could to pur⸗ 
chaſe the god apinion of all thoſe Outlawes whom hee durſek 
not truſt, becauſe their mindes were addicted to villain, but 
molt of all, he maruailed why fo bewtifull a Danicſell chould 
frequent thein companp: On a time when Pariſnms ſawe all 
the Dutlawes gone out of the Caue, and hee left alone with 
Dina , he enquired of her of whence ſhe was, and why che li⸗ 
ued there, hauing alſo marked her behamour towardes them, 
he did wonder at her vertues, wherewith ſhe refelled the wic- 
ked behauiour of thoſe rude people, he told him that ſhe was 
daughter vnto a Knight of the pzouince of Salmatia, wheme 
one of thoſe Datlawes han violently taken fo2th of her fathers 
D;chard, inrenenge ofa w2ong he laid her bzother had dons 
him: withall, ſhe tolde him tyre whole manner ol her comming 
thither. Whereby Pariſmus vuderitod, that ſhe was the veris 
ſume in whoſe reſcue Oſiris was hurt. 

By this time the Outlawes were tome in, whereby the 
virgine left offher ſperch , bꝛinging in with them gad ſtoꝛe of 
money, which they had taken from honeſt pallengers. Pari(- 
mus lying very wealie, yet marked wel their behauiaur, which 
made him maruell that men could be ſo inhumane, as by their 
owne repoꝛts they ſeemed to be, wiſhing hunſelfe with Laura 
na, who he thought would accuſe him of dilloyaltie, oꝛ that he 
bad made choyſe of ſome other: if ſhe did not ſo miſdoult him, 
then . thought ſhes _— foz has lofle , which 


might 
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might ſome way come to her knowledge, fe galled him to the 
heart, that his inward pallions, would not ſuffer his outward 
phiſicke to do hun any gd, and the confunal! care he was in, 
did much hinder his health : being likewiſe as much toꝛmented 
with remembꝛance of che graunt that Dioniſius had made to 
Sicanus, concerning the marriage twirt hun and Laurano, 
who nhe thought might now be enfozced to palb her conlent, 
when chr was out ot hope of recouering him: this griete farrs 
ercteded all the reſt, that ail the whole company began to nets 
bis ſozrow , fo: he was ſcarce able to tontaine hunſelle within 
the bounds of reaſon. In theſe perplexities he continued by tho 
ſpace of thꝛeæ moneths, in all which tune, he could not fully res 


couer his health. Ahere we will le aue him to ſpeake of Dioni- 


ſius, ho by tract eftune, bacmng ſome that mittigatid the res 
membꝛante of i2ariſmnu- Want, (moſt of his inights beiug de⸗ 
parte d home into Bohenna (Oriſtus one! ly extepted who by 
no means could be vzawne to leaue I heſlaly, becauſe there he 
had laſt his Lozd) begannc ta conterre about the marriage of 
Laurana, being oiten bnpoꝛtuned by Sicanus, who cauied the 
Ning of Hungaria,and tc Ponce of Sparta, tu bs earneſt ſol⸗ 
licite ra in in his behalft, at whole inſtannce , Dionilius pꝛo- 
uuſed to g ne them aaltwere the next dap: therefoze ſending loz 
Laurana, he demaundced other . fancied Loꝛd Sicanus, 
Ty Was amet hanourab! cleman, and one cucry way 
wozthiets by beloued, teilung h. r, th Ahe had giuen his kull 
Cotent, e tdi ſoꝛe it ſi not with her vertuc te ſeem llrange, o⸗ 
Gew her ſelfe vridatifyl, Lav ana hraring hir fathers ſperthes, 
being much amazed leon Ai and ue no anlwera god ſpace, 
at lait, un downe, ſhe bogau in this loot; I met humbly 
intreale pour Maieſlie, lo dauchſaft to heare my woꝛds with 
9. itience, and not to x: init de e any lt; TH 4 J {t} ail verire at our 
bighneſce hands, to vz.vutifulneflc! x camct as vet kancie the

Dioniſius wondzing to heart her unſwere, began fo wart 
ſomewhat angrie with her, and tolde her, that it was his pleas 
furc ſhe ſhonld marrie with him, and he would haue it ſo. My 
deare Lo2d and Father, quoth the ( becauſe q am yeurs who 
le to diſpoſe of) I humbly crane, that Jmay haue a moncthes 
reſpit to-aduile my ſelfe, and then J will accenpiith your de⸗ 
maund: which he graunted, and ſo left her. Laurana being a⸗ 
lone, began to wey in What estate ſhe was , and hew to auo psd 
this iniurie ſhe ſhould do to her ſelke, foz her honezable pꝛemiſt 
paſt to Pariſmuc, and to him fo; his loue, that ſhe determined 
rather to deſtroy her ſelfe,then peelde to marrx him, whem ſhe 


accoumted her deare loues enciny : and with this reſolution, 


went to her lodging, 
Sicanas the next mezning attended Dioniſius anſwere, 
who told him, that his daughter had had giuen her conſent, vp ⸗ 
on condition he would graunt her a moneths re ſyit to confiber 
ol her dutie therein: where withall hee was highly centented, 
being nol fully aſſured (as he thonghi ol his di lire, and began

7 Vileſt thefe things bor re acting, it happe⸗ 
ned(cor.trary to Sicanus expettation, who 
now thought all thmges fo bimied in f62- 
getfulneſle, that his trecherie torld by no 
C9 x meanes ve rtuealed) that the Tartarians 
(| which murthered Paniſmus , beganne te 
contend aborit the money Sicanus Had 
_ ginent them, in lo much, that one of them 
ſtroke the other ſuch a blow on the head, that he had welneare 
Aaine him, and would haue iroke hun agame, but that be 
thaunce Oriſſlus connning by, rep;oncd the other that had 
ro de his fellow, and defended him that was alrradie woun⸗ 
ded, from kurther ha me: aud diners other of Dioniſms knights 
comming togither, they conueped him that was hurt into a 
Chamber, and the other was carted befoze the Bing, o be exe 
mined vppon what cccaften he did ſtrike him : who anfwered 
Diomſius, that he would not be examined ot any but his owne 
Þ2inge, Which made Dioniſius the moze earneſt to know the 
cMTtherfos willed Lozd Remy; to intrtat Sicanus to tome 


vnto him, to end a doubt, which none but he could decide. Si- 


canus maruelling what the cauſe ſhould be, immcy:atly come, 
but ſcing one of the Tartat ians that he had Hired to murther 


Pariſmus,

of Pariſmus: * 
Dariſmus ſtanding befoze the king, began to frareſ( ateo ain 
fo the gulltineſle of his conlcience) that his treaſon was bee 
w2ay2v:notwithſtauvding;he demaunded why he had ſo weun⸗ 
did his fellow, the villaine being amazed ts fee his maifter ſo 
readie to examine him, and not rather to excuſe him, ceuld nat 
readtiie tell what to ſap,but in that litle ceſpit ot᷑ deliberation, he 
anſwerod,that he had done him w2ong,and that was the'cauls 
he had ſtroke him: which woꝛdes he vttered with great feare, 
ſtaring on Sicanus, as if he ſhould hane inftruged him what to 
ſay.) Dioniſius noting Sicanus countenance, andthe villaines 
anſwere, whom S icanus would examine no further , began to 
miſdoubt ſome fozmermilſchiefe had bzed this contention,com- 
manded the other T artarian that was weunded to be bzonght 
befoze hum who fecling hunſeife almoſt paſt eſtate of ife., ton; 
keſt the cauſe why they fell out, and how that they had rhe mo ⸗ 
ney ol Sicanus, (02 mur thering Pariſmus, whaſe want was 
pzocured by their meanes. Sicanus ſtanding by, ard hearing 
bis ſpech,ſuddenty dzew his dagger and ſtabbed him, veſcer he 
could vtter any moze of huis treacherie. Which fo amazed all 
the companie, that a god ſpace they knew not what to ſay: af 
laſt Onitv« (beingfilled with furie)boltly Ctept ts Sicanus, and 
thalenged him as a villaine and traito2,foz tonſpiring hit mai⸗ 


ſters death, who being likewiſe moued wüh rage, ftroke at 


Ouiſtus, to haue ſtebbed him likt wiſe: but hee eaſily auoyded 
the blow, and with his fift iroke him With ſuch violence, that 
the blend ran abemdantly from his movth , which bis knigyts 
perceiuing, began te dzaw vpon Oriſtus, wha hadbane there 
ſaine, but that many of Diomſius knights (drevily lening Pa- 
n{nmws,and hearing the villaines confr lien likewiſe dat w, and 
allailed the Peiſian knights, ſo ficreely , that many of them 
were wounded, and Sicanuwhim\eilfe had there died, had her 
not fied , And notwithſtanding Dionißiu: labeured all that he 
could ta pacific this vpz92e , yct tefoze he ccvld do it, thee of 
dicanus knights were ſlaine, and the reit fied with there mals 
ter. Acker the tumult was rn began to ——

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mine tt matter mozenarrowly, and found by all circtnnftani 
res the Tartarian had ſaide true, Sicanus with great hazards 
of his life, haring eſcaped out of the Court, with ſome foztis 


in his companie, bering achamed (as knowing hunlclfe guil⸗ 
tis the a.) wih al che hafte that hee coulde , gotte to the 
harbour where his @hippe lay, and with all ſperde heyſcu 
ſavle , not once taking his leane of the King, which was 
a ſarfticient perſwaſicn to all, that Pariſinus by his meanes 
was mirthcred, the remenL;anmes whcreofbegan their (02s 
row afreth, | 
The king ol Hungaria, and Paince of Sparta, being mach 
aſhamed of Sicamu behauiour, in whoſe tempanie they came, 
deſired Dioniſms not to impute his impietie any wa "ay 
diſhonour, fo; that thcy woulde foz euer abhezre him fo2 th 
wonſtrous act, and reſt readie to defende him, ik cucr hes 
ſhoulde ſtande inneede of their ayde, to renenge this i; aurie: 
who determined fo tay ſill with Dioniſius if they coul, ta 
duue out of his minde, the remembꝛance of this miſchaunce, 
Dioniſtus beetng moſt extreamely cuerceme with rage, and 
greefe, beganne to take the murther of Pariſmus with ſuch 
ſoꝛrowe, that hee determined to ſpende . e xeſt of his daycs 
out of the compantc of all men, aud the next mozning (giuing 
delay no ſcope to hinder his purpoſe ) hauing dilguuſed him- 
ſelfe that he coulde not bee krewne , in Palmers weedes, 
hee departed ſetretlie from ths Court: and firſt tooke his 
courſe to trauaile into Bohemia, to heare whether Pariſmus 
father had knowledge ofthe death of his ſonne, 02 no. Dins 
ner time betng cenie. Dioniſ:us was wanting, which made 
the Quene maruaile , fo2 that hoe was not wont to be abs 
ſent, but thinking he was gone alone by biniſcife , to medis 
kate, made no great inquirte : but after Dinner, going her 
leite to ſeeke him, coulde by no meanes finde him, which 
made her maks open inquirte , pet none coulde heareofhim, 
chat vppon the {udvaine there beganne ſuch an vpꝛoze (when 
cher had ſearched all the Pallace , Gardens „ ©:chardes , 
walkes, 
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watkes, and euerie place) ſuch acclanations, fuch laments 
tions, and ſuch ottcries, that all emed e, ren, ra- 
ter maddt and lunatike: ſornt running this way, ſome that 
way, cuerie ons carefull to do his beſt, yet all to no effect, 
which both made the Nueene, the King of Hungaria the 
Pace of Sparta, and all theceſt , in that miſer able eſtate of 
miſdoubt, that they neither cauld tell what to do, noz what to 


- coniccture of his abſence, fearing leaſt Sicanus had kt wiſt 


by ſome villainie, pꝛocured his death. Diuerſe knights went in 
fearch of him, but could rot find him, and yet ſawe him, but 
knew him not: foz they often met with hun in Palmers dil⸗ 
guiſe and aſked him ſoz hunſelfe, Which made him oftentimes 
in minde to returne, but vet his fozmer determination cantly 
nued firme.

knowledge of Laurana, who abſcuted her ſelle ſrom all cemy 
panir, by reaſon of the extreame care ſh cndured{oz Pari 
mus : Sicanus treaſon, and Pariſnuis murther was concealed 


from her Ly Leda who toucd her deaxcly, aud thert tze Weed 


not ſuffer it to come to her hearing: but centratie to Laux. uaes 
thought, and Ledaes cxpedation, Oliuia the Qua teme to 
her lodging, wzinging her handes, and making great lamen⸗ 
tation, and eſpying her lapd, O daughter, what shall b:tive 
v3, that villaine S1canus, hauing murthered Parilmus, hath 
Iewife deſlroped thy father. Lau ana hearing her mothers

Autene told her all that had hapne to Paiiſmus , by Sicanus 
pꝛocurrment „ Wherewith Lauraua (not being able to 
peare the reſt that her mother woulde haue vitcred) un⸗ 
mediatelie fell downe am ongft the ladies dead, who ſo indt uo⸗ 


rid to reconer her but bo crc nat able to being her ts lie agams,

polleſſon in her heart, that ſhee could neither eaſe it by lamen⸗

mongtt them, the ſerming to bs paſt all hope of recsuerie: all 


being tired with extreame greefe, gaus their mindes no reſpito 
to cũõſider ofthe aduerſitic they were in, but ftill continued mas 
king ſach lamentations , as the place ſeemed a defolate habi⸗ 
tation of ſozrow.

J Perſia, he fully-reſolued cither to obtaine 
Laurana in marriage, oz waſte IJheſlalie 
2 | with continuall warre,whcrfoze he came 
=2J| unto his father and told him, that being 
in Diomſiu Cctat, hs was accuſed by 
two pcriurcd villaincs, fo the death of 
Pariſmus,ſontle to the Bing of Bohemia: 
Wherenpon Dioniſius hauing befo2c pꝛoimiſed him his daughs 
ter, both denied her vnto him, and alſo had he not eſcapcd Ly 
flight, he had bent llaine in the pꝛeſente ol Dioniſius, with thee 
ol his ianightes that werg ſlaine in his reſcue: and ku erling 
downe , moe humbl atcd his fathcr to graunt him a 
bande of Perſians, t c the diſgrace and weng he had 
receiued. 
_ The 
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ye Ning ot Perſia by his countenance bewzayed the inward 
fire ol his heart, that without giuing any conſideration to the 
truth of his ſonnes repoꝛt, he p2cſently vowed to redzclle thoſe 
wꝛongs, oz elſe bzing perpetuall infamie to his poſtcritie; and 
to that effec, commanded a mightie armie to be made in areas 
dineſſc, which was fo innumcrable (hauing called all his con⸗ 
tributoꝛies togither) that it was the mightieſt hoſte that euer 
went out of Perſia , and alſo pꝛouided a mightie nauie of ſhips: 
which being ſone in a readmeſſe, they with all the haſte that 
might be, hauing winde and weather at will, hoyſed ſayle, and 
made fo2 the Conntrey of Theſlaly. A poꝛe Fiſherman ol 
Theſlaly,that was abꝛoad at ſea, hauing eſpied ſuch a mightie 
naup ot ſhips, with all ſpeed bꝛought woꝛd to the Court to Oli- 
ya the Qucenc, who deſired Loꝛd Renms to defend the Coun⸗ 
teep by his vttermoſt indeuours, becauſe the truit thereof was 
whally committed to his charge: who haning ſome doubt (as 
befo2c is rehcarſed ot᷑ ſuch a milchiefe) of a ſuddaine had gathc- 
red togither 60000, fotemen, and kwentie thouſand hoꝛſe⸗ 
men, being all expert ſouldiers, and got them to the Bauen ſe⸗ 
cretly, where he knew the Perſtans would land, who thinking 
to finde no repulſe, whereby they might land without contra⸗ 
diction had ſet on ſhoꝛe ſome twenty thouſand Perſi ans which 
Noꝛd Remus and Oriſtus perteiuing; ſuddainly iſſued ont vps 
on them, and flue the greateſt part of them, being diſc2dered, 
and thereby vnable to reſiſt the foꝛce of the The ſſalians com⸗ 
ming vnawwares: which when the Bing of Perſia ſawe, being 
full of rage and furie, violently thꝛuſt all his ſ nps into the har⸗ 
bour, and with all ſpced landed the whole arnue, in which time 
of landing, the Theſlalians had deſtroyed of the Perſians to 
Je number of thirtie thouſand ; that the colour of the waters 
were turned into purple, Which ſo vercd the Ring of erſia, and 
his ſonne Sicanus, that cauſing 2 to be made fo2 the fozs 
ticping Ithe place ct their landing; without any further great 
mp! *ach , they landed their whole arme: which was fo huge, 
t.it ok Lod Remu though he were u man ofunincible con⸗ 
rage,

rage and the Theſſalians being but a handfult in reſpect of ſo 
mightie an holte) began ſomewhat to diſcomfozt themſchkics, 
and therefoze returned to the Citie of Thebes , to deſend that 
fromthe fo2cc of thoſe Perſians that were (ufficictitly pꝛtuo⸗ 
ked to anger, by the fluughter the Thellalians had alrradie 
made amongſt them, and fo2tificd the ſame with all kinde of 
pꝛouiſion, being inuinctble, vnleſle it were deftroped with la⸗ 
famine, | 
The Nuene teing her telle thus diſtreſſed, yet ew ed ſuch 
magnanimious courage, that the like hath not bent ſ@ne in a 
woman, which pꝛoucked the hearts of all her ſubic&s, to ſixch 
reſolution , that they reſoluedneucr to x celd tothe.fazce, of the 
Perſians, 
The Ning ok Perſia having landed his armie, beganne fo 
march into the Countrey, where they could ſcarcs finde victus 
alls to ſuffice ſuch a multitude : the Countrey beui large and 
full of deſarts,fozreſts, and wildernelles, but at laſt, they tame 
fo the plaines of Pharſaly, where in times paſt were the thun⸗ 
ding warres of Cæſar i Pompey, being of ſuch a huge length 
and bzeadth , that they are thought to cxceede all plames in the 
world fo; largeneſte and bignetle: on the one five wherdf, run⸗ 
neth the Riner Pencus, which running dewne ſiom the fate 
of Olimpus, by meanes of thehilles bowing gently on both 
ſidcs with woddie bottoms, maketh the Theſſalitans Tempe? 
where the Perſians incamped themſelues, towarda the farther 
end therof, being diſtant not aboue (w-lue myles frem the Ci⸗ 
tie of Thebes, whether they might ealily marth, and ſ@ne re- 
turne, and therefoze foztified that place fo2 their carriage, Tm- 
medtately Sicanus, with a hundꝛeth thouſand Petfians, made 
towards the Citie, which the watchmen perceimng, fired their 
Beatons, but Loꝛde Remus and Oriſtus, gaue preſent cem- 
mammement, that there chould be no ſigne oz ſhowe made in 
the Citie, whereby the enemy might know that they had aux 
knowledge or their cemming, Wheregve wil leaue them withs 
in bez Citie, making all the pz that might be, to with⸗ 
tan? 
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lad the enemy, and Sicatms at the walls begirting the ſame, 
to ſpeake of Pariſinus , who all this while being in the Caue 
amonqſt the Dutlawes , ſtill deuiſed how he might haue furs 

ther kriall of Lauranaes conſtancie, and therefo2e determined 

ſtill to conceale Hiniſeife, vntill he might heare newes of Dio- 

niſius returie, and alſo to kncw whereiaze there was fixch P20 

paration fo; wares, 

And on a de he could endure no longer from bchotding 
his milkre(T? , but diſguiüng hinſclf: in his Palmers wads,he 
wawz2cd from the Cine towards the titie, with intent to haue 
ſane her giuing her won! ed almes, whether he was no ſamer 

come, but he eſpied the band of S canus ſouldiers, which ſtroke 
fucd an amazement into his mind, ch at he tad like one without 
ſente: deing marage? with fury to ſee th? Citie begirt wherein 
his deare L1dy was, which ſtroke him lo neare vato the hart, 
that fitting downe vpon a moſſp banke, he vttertd theſe heauy 
plaints. A ih ap ie waztch 5 J un, vnto what a diſtreſſed eſtate 
am I bꝛogbꝭ, that by my miidsubtful mind, haue ſo much wꝛõ⸗ 
ged the coiiſt inteſt virgin lining, and therby haue depꝛiued my 
ſelfe ol h-r light, wich J might haue enioyed, but now by my 
own? ſollp, am ſhut from it by a multitude of enemies that ſecke 
th: deſtruction ol my belcued: what ſufnicient recompence may 
J inake her oz this my monſtrous ingratituds? oz hew may J 
 withou? ſham? call her nip beloned , when Jhane ſhewen my 
cite fo ſtrauge being in het l.veet fight, and hearing the plaints

knight all in black armoz,boing mounted vpon a gallant black 
Courſer, bcing a godly p2opoztioned man, with all furniture 
r: mu appointed foz warrs, making ſped towards the Cie, 
whom Patiſmus ſuppoſed to be one of their company that be- 
ſieged Thebes, and therefoze b<lbly commung to hun he ſaid: 
Stay J pz pou fir knight, and let a Palmer demand one ques 
ion ol ther. A may chuſe tad the bright, and ſo ſcozufully rods 
on. Mherwith Pariſmus was ſo mraged with furie, that cat⸗ 
ching vp a great ſtone, with all his might he flung it at this diſs 
turteous knight, and dit him with ſuch violence en the backe, 
that it made the blind ſtart ont at his noſe: the knight turnug 
about, came backe towards Pa iſmus, and alightu:g frem his 
ted, pulled fozth ol his pocket acozd,whcrewith he thꝛeatned 
to binde him, and io dꝛagge him at his hozſe herles: and laxing 
hands en Pariſmus, (thinking eaffly to haue bound han, fog 
that he toke him to be a Palmer) who contrary to the Peri 
ans expectation, ſtroke the knight ſuch a ble w on the face with 
bis fiſt, that he Caggered as one amazed,and therwith catching 
bold on his ſwoꝛd, told him, that vnleſſe he would detlare vnto 
him of whence he was, and what armie that was that beffes 
ged the Citi: of Thebes, he ſhould their dic by his owne wea⸗ 
pon: which woꝛds the Perſian tooke ſo diſdainfully , being a⸗ 
ſhamed to be ſo suermatched by a Pilgrim, that with his fots 
he ſtroke Pariſmus ſuch a violent blow on the belly, that bes 
with much pain? could ſcarce ſtand, which cauſcd him to ftriks 
the knight ſo vehemently with the pommell of his ſ\vozd , that 
he fell owne halle dead, and ſeeing himſclte in that eſtate, deli 
red Pariſmus to be contented, and he would declare the whole 
truth vnto him. J am qucth he of Perſia, my name is Lpledo, 
belonging to p king ol Perſia, 4 am now come in this country 
with my Lo the Perſian king, and his ſon Sicanus , and his 
tõtributary kings, who are come hither to revenge themlclues 
on king Dioniſius, who falfty accuſed Sicanus fo2 murdering 
Pariſmus pꝛinte of Bohemia * I think is run awer ary 
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Caurt fo: ſome notazious fac he hath committed, and inen 
they haue accuſed my Loꝛde fo2 his death: as alſo he is cone 
to fetch from hence, the Rings daughter by foꝛce ol armes: and 
therefo22 my Lo2d is himſelte now befoze the wallcs ofthe Ci⸗ 
tie with a hundꝛeth thouſand armed Perſians , and the reſt of 
bis fozces haue incamped themſelues hecre hard by on the 
plaincs of Phai (alia, 

Paulmus being moued info extreame choller, could not 
containe himſcife,vut his minde being euercharged with furie, 
burſt fweth into theſe ſpacches: Traytoz that thou art (quoth 
he) though vnknowne to any but thy ſelte, behold Pariſmus, 
whom thou haſt ſo falſly belyed, and whom that Traytoz Ip 
canus did intend to murther , though J was reſerued by the 
aimightie , to be the death ol twentie thouſand Perſians: and 
ſince I ſe thy graceleſſe minde ſo ſarre from pietie, that in this 
extreame perill of thy death, thou wilt ſcandalife that honeura- 
ble kung, of whome thy baſe tongue is not woꝛthie to ſpeake: 
thou art the firſt that (halt die by the hand of Pariſmus, wheres 


with dꝛawing out the ſw@zd, he ſone ended his life. And pul⸗ 


ling the armour from his dead coꝛpes, armed himſcite theres 


with, aud mounting his Yozſe, ſet his ſpcare in his reſt , and

Den Pariſmus came to Sicanus Campe, 
be waued his ſpeare abouc his head, ther⸗ 
\ | by challenging the Enightes in Sicanus 
1 J | company, wherewith one ſingling him⸗ 
© ſelfe from the armp, came with his ſpears 
24 | readie coucht againſt Parilmus, who ſct⸗ 
ting ſpurres to his Yo2ſe , ranne at him 
with ſuch fozce, that his ſpcare paſſed 
quite thzough the Knights body,wherwith he fell downe dead: 
and catching with ſuch ntmblenclle (as it made the whole ar- 
mie admire at him) the vanquiſhed knights ſpeare , he waued 
the lame the ſecond time aboue his head, at the ſight whereof, 
an other Pcrſian mght ranne at him, whom Pariſmus like⸗ 
wiſe ſo valiantly incountred, that he euerth;ew both hoꝛſe and 
man to the ground, in which fall , the knight burſt his legge, 
whercofhe dicd. f 
Sicanus [ging (wo of his knights thus ſoxyled, commaun⸗ 
ded one Bruſter a mightie huge pꝛopoꝛtioned man, and eſte⸗ 
med to be one ofthe beſt knights in Perſia / except his two bꝛe⸗ 
thꝛen) to encounter that knight, who comming fozthon a 
mightie hoꝛſe, met Pariſmus with ſuch violence, chat ſhiuering 
the ſpelles of their Launces into the aire , Pariſmus leſt ane of 
his ſlirropes, and Bruſter laie ſencelcNle backward vppon his 
hoꝛſe rumpe, but with the (paging of the hoꝛſe, was xajled in⸗ 
to his ſaddle, and by that time he came to himſelſe, he (alne Pa- 
nſmu, flouriſhing his woꝛd, which made him dꝛawe alſo,and 
I 3 betwirt 
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be cwixt them,beganne fo b2aue a combatte,that their Armour 
began fo fit? in peeccs, and the bid by reaſon et their wounds 
iſtued out at many place: eſpecially from the Perſtan knight, 
whom? Pariſmus fo fiercely aſſapled , that he dzauc him onely 


to wards lach blowes as Pariſmuz lent him: which Pariſmus 
eſpeing, taking the aduauntage , ftrwke a foꝛcible blowe at 


þ15 arme, and parted the {anc quite from his bodie. 

The Perſian ſeing himſclfe bzought to that lee eſtate, 
turned his Bozſe and fledde towardes Licanus Campe, which 
fo am ned Sicanus, that hee thought the blacke Knight (fo; 
ſo they called him) to bee ſome monſter in the ſhape ofa man, 


ſent to toꝛment them, who notwithſtanding thele their com⸗ 


baftes, ſzmed to be as freſh as he was in the beginning, ill 


attending it any durſt make any further combat. 


The Qutene of Th-tlaly,Laurana,the poung Quzne of 
Hungaria, Lozv Remus, Ort und Oſt: 1s, haning know⸗ 
[dae t of the comming of theſe Perſians fo the Crtie , were gots 
ten to the toppe of a Tower to behold their Camp, and at their 
firſt — arts they beheld the arrinall of Pariſmus in the black 
armour, and the thꝛer noble combattes he had fought with the 
Perſian knights, which made them maruell greatly who thaf 
knight might be, that had ſo valiantly flaine thze of their ene- 
mies. While they were in this meditation, Lau ana hauing 
well markt the black knight, began to ſuppoſe that it might be 
Pa: iſmus, but againe, ſhe thought that was impoſſible, at laſt 
thee ſawe a great troupe of Knights aſſaple him all at once, 
which mads her call and crie, helpe, helpe, her ſences being 
fo farre dzawne with feare and remembzance of Pariſmus, 


that ſhe neyther thought of the place where ſhe was, nc; 


in whoſe company, TLoꝛde Remus and Oriſtus, ſceing this 
bꝛaue and wozthie knight in ſuch diftrefſe , iffued foo2th of the 
Cittie with twentie thouſande hozſemen , and commaunded 
foztie thouſande of his beſt ſouldiers fo come out an other 
way on the backe of the Perſians, vnder the conduc of 
another bꝛaue Noble man: but all this while the blacke

nie, ha was conffrayned to looſe his weapen, Contralily⸗

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uight fo bzauely and couragiorſlie defended hunſelfe , that

Lozde Remus ſuddaine fluing out, ſo amazed the Perf, 
ans, and made ſuch flaughter amongeſt them, that chen 
quickely (et ihe blacke knight at libertie: who haning reco- 
ucred his hozſe, beeing cheared with the conifoztable ſight. 


of Lozde Remus, and his truſtie knight O1iſtus , with his 


Swoꝛzde, made ſuch hanocke amongeſt the Perflans , that 
none durſt abide his cemming, but whereloengr he went, he 
made a large lane foz the reſt to followe him. The Perfls 
ans by this time hauing iopned all their ſozces together, 
thzonged by ſuch multitudes vpon the Thellahans, that 
they wert conflrayned ſeme what to retire, but in their retreat, 
the blacke knight ſent the ghoſts o manx Perſlans to hell, and 


behaued himlelfe with ſuch magnanimitie , that all the whole 


armie were amazed at his valcur. By this tune the Thefſa- 
lian fetmen aſſaulted the Perſians on the other ſide , Which 
dane them ints ſuch a feare, that thouſands of them mere dey 
termined to flie : but ſeing no hope of (afctie by flight, were (@ 
amazed, that their fozccwas quite turned into cowardiſe,which 
the Mheflalians perceiuing.aſſailed them with ſuch furie, that 
they had deftroted in a ſhoꝛt ſpate, a great number of them hat 
all the earth was ſtained with their blood. The blacke knight 
ftill kolle wed his ent mie s with ſuch furie, that (by the death of 
many Perfians he was gotten into the middeſt ef the whole 
at mie, where he found Sicanus inccuraging his Douldiours, 
and knowing him by the richne ſle of his ei meur, ran at him 
with ſuch ſoꝛce, that with a mightie ble we hee brate him quite 
from his hoꝛſt, and had not it bin ſoʒ (he two bzetharn of Bru» 


lor, who attended on him, he had bene troden to death. The 


black knight illruſhing amongll the thicke lt ofthe Perſians, 
tme, where Or:flus was trnhozſcd, q aſſailed grierenſly, who

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furie, hat happie was he that could get him fartheſt from him: 
by which meanes Oriſtus reconered his hoꝛſe. Thus all the 
day the battell continued, to the terrour ofthe Perſians, com 
lot of the Theſſalians,and hononr of the blacke Knight: who 
behaned hunſelfe with ſuch magnanumitie, that both the Pers 
fans and Theſſalians, adnured his valure. ikewiſe the queen 


and Laurana, (who all this while beheld the battell) could not 


otherwiſe invge, but the blacke Knight to be the moſt valiant 
night in the world. 


Thus the day being ſpent, the Theſſalians ſormded re⸗ 
treat, which thePerſians were glad of, onely the black knight 
went away diſcokfest, foꝛ that he thought he had not yet (ufft- 
tiently retontpenſed his kinde loves lauours: but ſecretly con⸗ 
ueyed himſetfe vnſeene of any) vnto the wond wherein was his 
Cane.Where we leaue him to be entertained of b Outlawes, 


and to be cured of the wounds by the virgine that J ſpake of 
b:faze, | 


Low Remus and Oriſtus (hawing retired their men inte 
tho Citꝛe) fought ſoꝛ the blacke lanight, but could not find him, 


which made them maruell what ſhould become or him, whoſe 


vehauiout had bene ſuch, as it made him knowne to all the 
whole armie: bat ſeeing th:mſelues fruſtrated of ſeeing him, 
they gauc oder fo ſuch as were maymed, and hauing viewed 
their whole troupes, founde but a thouſande Theſlaltans miſs 
ling, and with great toy went fo the Pallace: where they wers 
toytullp rece:ued by the Qneene and Lautana, and relating the 
whole cirtumſance oc their exployt, their chiefeſt talke was of 
the wozthie foztifude of the blacke knight, 
Sicanus on the other ſide,feinghimſcife ſs b2113ed with the 
foil he recerued,and alſo his Perſians fo weakcned,and ſuch a

King of Perſia himſelfe laie vpon a hill hard by the Cittie, in a 
Tent moſt richly and rarely contriued : and all the Tentes of 
his tontributoꝛies round about him: which made ſuch aſhew, 
as though a whole multitude ot nations hav bene gathered to⸗ 
gither to deffroy the whole earth: which when the Theſlali⸗ 
ans beheld, they tonic dured, that vnle ſſe God ſhould raiſe ſome 
extravzdinary ſuccour to aide them, it were impoſſible fo2 them 
long to withſtand this mightie foꝛte: but yet ſome hope they 
had in the King of Hungaria, and Paince of Sparta, who were 
gone into their countries to pꝛepare ſouldiers to aid the Nucen 
and Laurana,and the tune of their pꝛomiſed return was almoſt 
tome. 
The King of Bohemia like wiſe hauing knowledge of the 
Perſians being in Theſlaly, being vꝛged with hope to re⸗ 
R uenge 
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uenge h. (ons death, muſtred vp all his fy2ces , + gathered dut 
ofthem , amightie bande of expert ſouldiers: who were moff 
deurous to deale with the Perſtans, decguſe of all nations, 
thephated them moſt: the one halte marched vader the con- 
da of Dioniſius: and the other iftic thouſand ,; hee led hun⸗ 


ſelſe: aud hauung all things in areavinclſe , within a ſhoꝛt 


ſpace, they arriued on the coafte of Theſlalle. Dioniſius by | 


his ſpies, hauing knawledge where the Perſian Campe lave, 


tonuꝛped his men ſecretip into the woode , where Pariſmus 
Caie was: and the King or Boheuna q with his fiftie thous 
ſand, myrched ouer the Playrgs of Pharfalia; and incamped 
themſelues n2cre vnte the Cittie, and hard by the Perſians 2 
but ſone the Bing of Perla hadbe knowledge of the King ol 
Bohemia. The (ame day the Pꝛuic of Sparta hadde landed 
th: ſcoꝛe thouſand men at armes, all vnder his owne cons 


uct , and encamped on the other ſive gf the Perſians The 


Kingof Hungaria likewiſe , with tie thouſand ſeuldiours, 
had pitched his Campe on the backe of the Perſians ; ſs 
that they were muironed rounde with Bohemians, Hungari⸗ 
ans, and @partans , and beloze then , the Cittie. Which 
much amazed the Perſians , but yet by reaſon of theyꝛ multi⸗ 
ludes, they thought themſelues ſecure. 
O liuia, Laurana and the Theſlalian Lozdes, ſceing ſuch 
a multuude of @onldiers encamped ſo neere to the Perſian, 
thought them likewiſe , to bee enemies: and beeing much 
diſquieted, ſent out amefſenger to enquire the truth thereof; 
who returning with ioye certified them, that onely the bie we 
Tents , were Perfians , the red Tents, the Bohemians, the 
white Tents the Spartans , and the greene Tents the Hun⸗ 
garians fo2ces: Which newes ſo comfotted the Queene, that 
the could not tell how to containe her lelle from exceeding re⸗ 
iopcing, had not Dionitius-beene wanting. Laurana tſpetial⸗ 
ly hearing that Pariſimus Father Vas tome to dekend her, and 
reu2nge his ſonnes wꝛong, (whome all men thought to haue 
bene dead , continually pꝛaꝝ ed God and pꝛayed foz the pꝛe⸗ 
ſeruatiou 


r to. A 
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ſeruation of that wozthyKing , andoftentimes , herpetifions 


pꝛoceded from ſuch kinde vertue , that togither with the re- 


membꝛante ofhis kindeneſſe,her Fathers loſle, and Pariſmus 
abſence , the Chꝛiſtall teares ran with aboundance downe 
her Crimſon cherkes. like dꝛoppes ol Pearle: at laſt the Quien 
called one of her Gentlemen, to go with a mellage of thankes, 
vnto the Campes of her ſreendes, but Oriſtus deſired that he 


might be the mellenger , whome the Queene well liked off; 


who departed out ofthe Cittie vnto the Ring of Bohemia, bees 
ing his Lo2d , and knerling downe did his meſlage from the 


Qutene: the King knowing him, and withall remenbang 


that he was the onely man „ whome Pariſmus moſt eſterc⸗ 
med, moſt kindely welcommed him , the teares fo2 greelt 
trickling downe his white bearde, and not able to ſpeake ons 
woꝛd with extreame care foꝛ the death ol his ſonne. : 

Oriſtus likewiſe was ſo moutd to fix his Bing fo ue, 
that he could vle no wazpes but ſozrowfultſabnefſe , and hay 
ung ſaluted the ling of Hungaria , and the Pzinco ol Spar- 
ta, returned vuto the Qucene. 

Dioniſius had ſo ſecretly lodged his troupes in the wods, 
that the Perſians had no knowledge of his beeing there, but 
would oltentunes dilguiſe himſelfe into his Paumers werdes, 
and lo beholde the Cittie, how it was incompalled with ſaul⸗ 
diers, Which irake ſuch ſoꝛrowe to his hesrt, to ſa his 
Countrey ready to bee waſted, his ſubic as in dvitirelle , hts 
Queen? and dauahter readie to be ſurpuled by the Enemies 


and ſuch a multitude of bloodie minded Perſians, vnto whom 


hee neuer did w2ong , ready to deſtroy all things , that 
hee coulde not refraine from cxclayming againft foz⸗ 


tune and his owne deſtenies, that hadde allotted hun 


ſuch miſchaunce , and hauing diligentipe viewed the 
Campe, , hee eſpied the Tents of the Hungarian King, 
and ofthe Printe of Sparta „who had giuen . their faiths 
ſull pꝛomiſe to apde him againſt the Perſiens : there⸗ 
loze her was ſomewhat comfozted with they? preſerce. 
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At laſt he eſpied Oſiris comming towards the Citie, who had 
p2epared in a readineſſe twelue thoulſand Thellalian hoꝛſmen, 
and had lodtzed them (ome twelue nules frem the cittie, and 
knowing him tobe a man ofmoſt care curteſie, he ſaide vnto 
him, TWozthic lanight, might I be ſo bold as aſ ke this one que⸗ 
fon, whereloze ſuch a multitade ol ſouldiers haue begirt this 


Oſiris maſt turteduũy anſwered , father , thoſe with the 
blewe Tents are the Perſtans, who without any iuſt quarrell 
are come to deſtrop this Countrep. Thoſe with the red Tents 
are vnder the Ring of B henna, tome in reuenge ot his ſonnes 
death againſt the Perſians. Tye greene and white Tents ars 
the King of Hungaria and Paince of Sparta, who are come to 
aide the Thel tans. Inderd we are but a handfull in reſpec of 
the Perũans, but the greateſt hope we haue, is in Cod, and we 
are alſo much comfozted by the aide of a black knight (oz ſo we 
call him, fuz that he is vnkne we) whole valour is able to viſe 
comfozt a multitude of P. rſians, who haue alreadie taſted of 
his inuincible foꝛce: foꝛ firſt he ewe thꝛæ of the ſtouteſt Petſi⸗ 
ans in thꝛer ſingle combattes, and at laſt , he defended hunſelſe 
againſt a multitude ot them, that like cowards came running 
vpon him, but at laſt he was ayded by Loꝛd Remus and Or1- 


lus, who ſxing his perſon indaungered by ſo vnc quall a com⸗ 


pany, iſſued out ot the citie with their power (but befoꝛe they 
could come to him, he had ſlaine foztie Perſians) at which time 
by the all ſtance of that woꝛthie knight, there died of Perſians 
almoſt fiftic thauſand: amongſt the reſt, this blacke knight in⸗ 
countred Sicanus of Perſia, and at one blowe , ouerthzew both 
hoꝛſe and man, that had he not bene taken vp, he had then bent 
troden to death: but this is our care, that we know not what 
is become of him, foz he puuilp got himſelfe from fozth of the 
field. UWhileſt Oſiris was telling this newes vnto the Palner, 
diuers were gath red about him to heare his talke , by which 
meanes the repoꝛt of the blacke knight came to the knowledge 
ofthe king of Bohemua, the king of Hungaria, and the m_ 


of Pariſmus. 
gf Sparta, fo that all the whole multitude were defirous to (> 
that valiant knight, Dioniſius hearing this newes, was ſo 
comfozted there with, that he went vnto his ſouldiers, and ſent 
a meſſenger vuto the Bohemian king, that hee woulde haue 
concerence with the king of Hungaiia , and the Peince of 
Sparta, fo giue a ſuddaine onſet on the Perſians (who were 
mighyly uraged,when they heard that the king of Hungaria, 
and Pance of Spaita, were come agaynſt them.) The Mel⸗ 
ſenger returned aunſwere, that they were determined fo gius 
the onſet the nert moꝛmug. Pariſmus by this time had ſullit 
recouered his health: there ſoꝛe being lll deſirous fo reuenge 
himſelfe on Sicanu, as alſo to be aſſnred in what ſtate his bes 
loued Laurana was, thinking hunſelfe to llacke in perloꝛming 
his pꝛomiſed vowe, armed hunſelfe in the blacke armour, and 
haſted towardes the Citic: where he was no ſoner come, buf 
ſxeing ſuch an alte ration, he was ſo per plexed to ſee ſuch a mul⸗ 
titude or enemies, incompaſluig the perlon of his beloued, that 
without any further aduiſe, he determined to afſavitths whole 
multitude, and fo die amonglt his enemies. At laſt calling to 
minde the foꝛmer paſſed loue betwixt him and Laurana , hes 
thought it an vadutifull part to deſtrey himſelfe whome (hee 
ſo tenderly laued: and taking to himſcife a moꝛe ſtaide reſolu⸗ 
tion, he came into the Perſians campe, and viewed the ſame, 
next, he eſpied the greene Tents, and thether he went: and 
comaung to one cf the ſculdiers, demaunded whoſe Tent that 
Was, who tolde him, that it was the kings of Hungina, 
and from thence he went vnto the white Tents, and aſlicd of 
a ſouldier whole that was, who anſwered that it was the pꝛin⸗ 
ces of Sparta: at laſt he eſpied the red Tents, which hec well 
knewe to be his fathers which cauſcd an cxtreame feare in 
hun, leaft his father ould be allo come agapnſt the Thella⸗ 
lians, and comming thither, he met with one of his fathers 
unights, of whom he demaunded the cauſe ofthe comming of 
the Bohemian king into Theſlalie? The knight pꝛeſentlie 
thought that he was the blacke knight, of whom ſuch generell 
A 3 comumens 
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tem endatio i had beene giuen, and theref foze tolde hun the 
whole court; of their comming, end wrthail, that the Yunga-

while viewed the behauiour of the blackc knight, and likcunſe 


the kaowledge ofhis comming, was come to the hearing ofthe 
whilc field, which cauſed many thouſads to ſoꝛſake their tents 
to vehold hun, which he no ſwner beheld, but getting hin lelkin⸗ 
to the raid; tit of tie plain, vahich was betwirt the comps, and 


w ing his eare aboue his creſt, challenged the Perfiays, 


who beholding their terroꝛ come again fo tounent the, ſteod ſta⸗ 
ring on one ancther, it loſt one Brant annahtie ſtrong biugght, 
belonging to the Boſphoꝛe of 1 h-ace,on? ofthe cötributorics, 
bucklcd on his Armoꝛ, and mounting hin (cife came out fo 
met the black knight, who no ſoncr cſpied him, but letting his 
ſyurs to his hozſe, entountred che Ger rlian with ſuch kurie that 
with the blow of his ſpeare which het hun full in the light or his 


. ier, h uering into malt preces, ſtrohe into his bꝛain, wher⸗ 


with he tumbled fro his Hot. - es which the Perſtans ſœing, 
none of chem would come fecetth at that time, that the e. 
LW Tt departed greatlp diſcontented, that hee cculd make 
further pꝛor of his valour, leauig thouſands pꝛay ling hi "og 
ſome tommending his perſen , ſome his conmncfte, ſeme his 
tüurteſie, 1 all his voewes:and as he was geit. wards p caue, 
he rſyi:d the troupe of ſouldiers that lay hidden in thoſe wods, 
which made hun wonder greatly but wold not er quire of aup, 
becauſe he knew the to be his ſubiecis by the ir flags: lo pꝛunly 
getting into the taue he declared to the ontlewes whit a mul⸗ 
titude ↄt ſoulbd ers were cone into tho tountrey. Wihiilt he was 


im tius dilccurſe, one of the outlawes came in, and beganne 


to tell that thert was an hot of men in tho wod, and wthall, 
afiming that Dunn the Bing was amongſt them, which 
he pꝛoued vp ſo many ihelpheodg, that Pariſmus teuld not 
chaſe but bel ue hun, be ing noh trol: en with ſuch en inward 
wy, that he th; mee himſeclte fo pieatant and mertie, that 
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the ontlalves wondered at this ſodain alteration, hauing ncuer 
beldꝛe in al the time oſhis being amongll thein, ſern him merie. 
Torts early the next moꝛning, the Bohemians, Hungarians, : 
= vartans, by the ſornde of a dꝛumme which they heard With» 
in the Citie, had knowled;.e that al were in a readies therſoze 
they march:d all at once to the Perſtans,beeing haife ane a⸗ 
ſunder, vp a godly plain, where they were no ſoncr met with 
their arnucs,but there began the cruelleſt fightthatcucer was 
tene, but all their fozce did nothing pꝛeuaile againſt the Per⸗ 
ſians though they allailed them in thꝛer ſeucrallplaces) who 
kept themſelues ſo ſtrongly together (bong fiuc to one, that 
th: Bohemians, Spartans,and Yungarians, had the wont. 
\3p this tune the Zheflakans were iſſued out ofthe Cifte, 
and fo furiouſipy inuaded the Perſiane, that theuſands of 
ghoſts were ſent to Fliſcum: the fight centiruied fo the ſpace 
of two houres, in all which tune neyther partie had aduan⸗ 
tage of other, but ſtil the Perſians kept ſuch a head, that the ads 
verſe partic could not bꝛeake their ranks. Alſo by this tune Di- 
oniſius Was come neare the battell, which when the Perſians 
(aw,they could not tell what to think:kkcwiſe the Zheſſaltars 
wodared at the Hungarians 2 @partas,allo fearing lea they 
had bin Perſians: at laſt Dioniſius (being in his yeuth a moll 
bꝛaue 8 gallant ſouldier ſetting ſpurs to his hoꝛſe, ran fur icuſ⸗ 
ly againſt a Perſian knight, and with his Launce Uroke hint 


th:6ugh the body,wherwtth his tozces topned with the Vehe- 


mans, which ſometvhat diſcemloꝛted the Per ſiſins, when bes 
gan ſuch ſhiuering ol laumces, clatte ring of Armour, ſounding 
of Trumpets, noyſe ol Dꝛums, neighing ol hozſeg, that all 
the Citie was filled with the nopſe thereof: whert with O- 
huia, Laurana; ꝶ the reſt of the Thellalian Ladies were ceme 
to the top of a tower to behold them at which very ir ſtant they 
tſpied the backe knight comming with all ſpade te wards the 
(ape, who hearing the noyſe of the battell, was come to 
lactate himſelife with the bloud of the Perllaus ruſhing 
Ul "RO the thickeſt; The Kt that her mictte , he 
ranne 
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ran quite thꝛough the bodie, anothers head he tut off, that the 


Perſians began to thzong about him by multitudes, Whole in 
uintible foꝛce they were not able to wühſtande: fo2 Hee layde 


ſuch blowes vpon them that her that was next hum, oꝛ with⸗ 


in compaſle of his ſwozde, died. The newes of his comming 
was ſone knowne, which ſo encouraged thoſe en the Thella⸗ 
liaus partie, that tucrie one was reſolufclp determined to die, 
oz conquer. The blacke knight hauing continucd an houre 
an moꝛe in this cruckl fight, hauing ſlaughtered many of ths 
Berli ins, waued his ſwoꝛde abouc his hcad:which the Zhel- 
ſalan hoꝛſemen percepuing , made a J2adafter him, and by his 
valou diſrankt the Jacrftans , and was gotten into the nitvll 
ol the Merlin battaile , and with him the King of Hungaria. 
O.1{t 15,3 the PÞBzince of Sparta,whom he verie well knewe, 
where houſands ofthe Perſians died, by the vnconqucrable 
foꝛce o thſe woꝛt hie knights. At laſt they foure encountred 
with faarg of the contributaries, two of them being the bze- 
chien ot Bruſter, two ofthe valianteſt knights that cuer were 
in Perſia, erceeding the oꝛdinarie Rature of men , the one na⸗ 


med Brandor, the other named Ramon. Thc blacke knight 


encountred Bi andor, the king of Hungaria encountred Ra- 
mon, and the Pzince of Sparta, and Oriſtus, the other two: 
etwerne whom began ſuch a crue! battell, that the earth wag 
all ſtained with the blood that iſlued from them. In this cruclt 
maner they contuued by the ſpace of halfe an hourc , wheres 
with the blacke knight was fo inraged, ſe ing himſelfe reſiſted 
bp one Perſian, that all his ſenſes were turned into furie, that 
taking his ſwoꝛde in both his handes, he ſtroke ſuch a blewe af 
Brandor, chat with the fo2ce thereof his (wozd bꝛaſt, and the 
leder ende chereot᷑ in the rebound, ſtroke his hoꝛſe that hee fell 


dowone vader hin, and Brandor fell downe from his hoꝛſe as 


one dead: which the blacke knight eſpying, ſnatthed his woꝛd 
from him, and mounted Brandors hoꝛſe, and girding his ſpurs 
imd his ſides, ran at Ramon with ſuch furie, that had hee not 


auoided his blow, ye had ſpat him in paces, and fo he left him. 
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Che Pꝛince of Spa! ea, the king of Hungaria, and Oriſtus, ſtil] 
kerping togither, Zhaiſe afteewardes did the blacke knight 
reſcue Dioniſius from the Perſians: and thꝛiſe did he mount 
his father, hauing his hozſe flame vnder him: ſuch noble ac, 
and valiant exploits did hee thers perſozme, that my dulled 
penne is not able to expꝛeſſe the ſame, that the Perſians lay 
flaughtered vpon hepes, and the earth was died into red with 
their blod, Then it grewe towardes night, Oſiris came in 
with his twentie thouſand hoꝛſes, which freſh ſupplie made 
ſuch a laughter amongeſt the Perſians , that they were cons 
ftrained fo vie all their ſkill howe to defcnde, and not to of 
fend, which gaue ſuch encouragement to the Theſſalian pars 
tie, that they ſeemed no moꝛe diſcomfo2ted, then at the begin. 
ning. The blacke knigyt all this while raunged vppe and 
downe amongeſt the Perſians, being dꝛiuen hither and thi⸗ 
ther with the thꝛong ofthe ſouldiers: at laſt he came vnto the 
place where the Perſian king was, who ranne at the blacks 
knight with his Speare, and burſt the ſame, but the blacke 
knight would not ſtrike at him, but bowed his bodie in reue⸗ 
rence of hun which made him wonder: alſo he met with Si- 
canus, with whom he could not mecte befoze, and beeing glad 
he had gotten a ſight of him, hee determined nowe either to 
ende his life, oꝛ die himſelte in purſute thercof: thereſoze bꝛan⸗ 
diching his Swoꝛde, hc ſtreke at Sicanus with ſuch kurie, 
th it hee made the fire (tart out of his eyes. Sicanus likewiſe 
gaue ſuch a violent thꝛuſt at the blacke kmght , that lighting 
neare the buckle of his Armour, it pearced into his fide, 
wherewith the blacke knight being cloſed with Sicanus, 
caught holde of his Beuer with his left hande, and with the 
pummell of his Swozde ftroke him fo violently , that the 
buckles b2att, and his Beuer and Yelmct tell from his head, 
and the blowe hauing paiTace by the weakneſſe of his armoz, 
b:uſcd his face, that he fell from his hoꝛſe, and had not Brar- 
do 3nd Ramon bene by, with other of the contributozies, 
he had the ſecorde time dyed by the blacke knights handes, 
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The famous Hiſtorie 


which lo inraged the blacke knight, that like a madde man hee 
furiouftic flong vppe and downe, flanghtering infinite num⸗ 
bers of Perſians, deſtroying all that hee met, that his hoꝛle 
and arinour was all to be ftayned with the Perſians blood, 
and would haue confinued longer tothe terrour of the Perſi- 
ane, but that the dap was ended, wheceofthe Perſians were 
glad, and ſounded retreate, hauing loſt ſo many ol their men, 
that all the earth was touered with dead bodies, The Perſians 
hauing recoucred their tents , in heauineſle began to curſe the 
blacke knight, who had made ſuch llaughter, that all the armis 
was almoſt diſcomfozted with the remembzance of hun. Dio- 
niſius becauſe it was night, conueyed his ſouldiours vnto the 
wed againe. The Bohemians, Yungarians, and Spartains, 
being gone to their tents, the Theſlalians to the Citie, 1 Ofit ig 
backe to the place from whence he came: where J will leaue 
them, to ſpeake ofthe Queene, and Laurana, who all this while 
had vicwed the Whole campe, being amazed to ſex the flaugh⸗ 
ter that was made amongſt the Perſians, but eſpecially by the 
vlacke knight: they alſo maruelled what foꝛce that ſhoulde be, 
that came fro the wood, but moſt of alithey wondered that the 
blacke knight concealed himſelfe: which made Law ana ſo de⸗ 
ſirous to knowe , that ſhee ſent out a Page to marke his 
going from he campe , to tell him that ſher entreated him to 
lodge within the Cittie , that the Qucene and ſhee might 
p:clde him ſonre part of amendes fo2 his kindneſſe, fo2 com- 
ming to ayde them. 

The Page diligently attending his buſinelſe , eſpied the 
blacke knight, haſtuig from the flelde, and calling vnto him, 
tolde hun that the Pʒinces Laurana had (cnt vnto him, to re- 
que ſt him to lodge within the Citie, that they might ſhew ſome 
thanktulneile vnto hun, foz the paines he had taken to defende 
them. The blacke knight willed him to render all dutifull 

thanks vnto his iſtres, whoſe requeſt he wold meſt willing⸗ 
lie fultul, but that te was bound to the contrarie by a ſolemne 
vowe , bit within a ſhozt tune hee woulde moſt diligentlie 

attend 
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attend her pleaſure:fo2 that he had dedicated his life to be ſpent 
in her defence, which he would not deſiſt to hazard, whileſt che 
had an enemie liuing: wherewith rewarding the Page ve⸗ 
rie bountifully,he departed ; and by the way he began to conſi⸗ 
der, that if he ſhould now manileſt himſelfe , all men woulde 
thinke that Sicanus had bene w2ongfully accuſed , and his 
owne honeur called in queſtion: therefoze he once moze reſol- 
ned not to manifeſt hunfelfe , vntill S canus had confeſt the 
fac that was lapde to his charge, and with this reſolution 
went to the Cans, Laurana expected the returne of her Page, 
with ſuch deſtre, that hee could not bee quiet vntill hee was 
come, who deliuered his meſſage accozding , as Pariſmus 
had willed him, which dzane her into a thonſand ſandae ima⸗ 
ginations: one while ſhee thought that it was ſome firaunge 
night that ſought her loue by his valour , an other while 
ſhe thought it was Pariſmus , but that cogitation wasſone 
extinguiſhed by a thouſand doubts, that with extremitie of 
paſſion ſhe burſt feo2th into thefe laments. What terrour is 
this that J endure by want of my deere Pariſmus, who J can 
not ſuppoſe is liuing, becauſe he is thus long abſent, who, I 
knowe woulde not bee out of my companie, if hee might 
eniop the ſame : but my deſtemes by his want doo intende 
to woozke my ouerthzowe , were J but aſſured he were li⸗ 
ning, then ſhould my heart bee at quiet, fo2 I know he would 
p2eſerue his life fozmy ſake : 02 were J but aſſuredthat hee 
were deade, then woulde A ſone reſolue to followe him, 
that my fainting Ghoſt might enioy his eompanine :knewe 


hee but howe dearely J loued him, then J ame ſure that hee 


woulde ſoone returne:, but hee hath heretofaze mette with 
ſome falſe Creſſed, and therefo2e hee abſenteth himſelfe , to 
wake triall of my trueth, were J but ſure that this were the 
onelie cauſe of his abſence, then would J reſt inquiet, but my 
lackleTe ſtars boade me no ſuch god foꝛtune. Aud to my ariefe 
A feare mee, hee pcoze ſoule is deſtroyed by the trecherie 
of that wicked homicide Sicanus, who is not contented 
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with his tragivie , but aiſo ſorketh my deftrucion  UWerVl, 
with what patience J may, ⁊ will line in hope once agaync, to 
ſee my Lo2d, fo2 3 do not doubt but the Palmcrs newes were 
true, oz elſe how ſhould he come to poſleſſe that Jewell, which 
mp deere Pariſmus ſent mee? In theſe, and ſuch like com? 
plaints her ſpent all that night, refuſing to be comfozted, that 
the pure Chziltall tearcs ranne from her eycs aboundantly, 


that it would haue fozccd a ſtonic heart to relent at her dole⸗ 
fulllamentation, 


CHAP, XII. 

Howe Dion ſus diſcoucred himſelf to the Queene , and 
of the ioy was made in the Ci tie, howe Pariſinu de- 
termining to ſee Laurana in hy Palmers dilguiſe, lighted 
vpon a prettie adnenture, at the firſi daungerous, but in 
the ende pleaſant: and what battales hee atterwardes 


fought with the Perſians. 


e Toniſtus verie earlie the next day after the 
1 l battell fought againſt the Perſtans.came 
J marching with his troup:s (of whom ves 
0 rie few were milling) towards the Citie,

moued further by halle a mile:foꝛ they ha- 
A ung viewed their fozces. tound them lo 
3 8 much weakned, by the laſt dapes infinite 
laughter, that they thought themſelues ſcarce ableto reſiſt ſuch 
an other aſſault,and thertoze began to intrench themſelues, by 
which means thoſe of the Cheſſallan partie had free acteſſe to 
the Citie,and by the appointment of Dioniſius, al the ſouldiers 
wereconueiedinto the ſame , euery band lodged ſeueraly by 
themſelues, all things being oꝛdered fo2 a ſudden aſſault if need 


Hungaria, and pꝛince of Sparta, to go with hun to the pallace, 


to vilite the Quome, amongen whome was Diomuſ u., not

ſhould require.) The Bohemian king, requeſted the king of 
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petknowne to any but the Bohemian Ring, dere n: * 
their armour with Dꝛummes and Trumpets. The — 
bauing knowledge of their comming, came to merte them in 
mournuz attire, and with her Lavrana, and the Thellaſtan 
Ladies, the faire young Qutene of Hungaria, andtheLadie 
1{abella (who had all this while remained with Olwia)and all 
the Thefſlilan Loꝛds, ſhewing by their outward habit, their 
iuward ſozrow , foꝛ want of him that was amongſt them: vy 
this fime they were met , and moſt kindly ſaluted each other, 
the Qucene giuing them moſt hartie thankes fo2 their friend⸗ 
ſhip, and they pꝛotelling neuer to fozſake her in time ol neede. 2 
O ua maruailed whs that might be that concealed humſelſe, t 
which both Laurana and all the reſt, diligentiꝑ marked, and be⸗ . 
ing dꝛawne by that meanes into heame cogitations ofher loſt 
Lo2d,ſhe vttered theſe ſpeeches : Molt woꝛthie Ning of Bohe- 
mia, I àm ſoꝛie that the king ol T heſſaly is wanting, to giue 
honour to your ſimple entertainment, whoſe abſence is moſt 
greeuvous vnto vs, being our onely defence à comfozt, by which 
meanes we cannot giue pou ſuch a topfull welcome, as we 
ſhould ifour ſunne were not darkened, but are c by 
our plaints, to make pou partakers of our woe: as allo þ death 
ofthat noble Pzince your valiant ſonne (being vnfoztunately 
acted in our Court) hath @ ouerwheimed vs with care, that 
vou cannot expect ought from vs but ſighs and mourning,that 
all the entertainment we can gine , ts to bid you welcome to a 
feaſt of ſozrow ; wherwith ſhe and the vertuous Laurana, ſhes 
wing acountenance full ot mild pitie, cod weeping and lamen⸗ 
ting, that all the whole company were greened to ſee their ſoz- 
row, which ſtroke ſuch a deepe impzeſſion of pitie into Dioni- 
ſius heart, that with the teares ſtanding in his eyes, hevnbaa- 
ced his helmet, and comming ſaddamly to Olwia,ſaid, Deare 
Quene, behold one ſalue to cure pour fozrow: the Queene and 
Laurana Were ſo amazed, that they could not tell whether they 
might gue credit to their eyes 02 no, but at laſt with ſuch vn⸗ 
ſpcakable ioy, Oliuia imbzaced him, that it delighted all to =

hold their kinde reioytings. 

Laurana kneeling downe did her humble dutie, and Dion 
ſius ſering her kneeling, and with blubꝛed cheeks as he thought 
bewailing his abſence, moſt loumgly toke her vp and killed 
her, Which he had neuer befoze done, ſince ſhe was a childe: 
Which ſo rauiſhed Lauranzes paſſionate heart, that her toy foʒ 
his returne, and griefe foz Pariſmus want, might be compared 
to two mightie foꝛces ſtriuing to ouermaiſter each other. The 
Loꝛds of Theſſaly, were ſo reutued with the pzeſence of the 
King, that twentie thouſand hoſtes of Perſians could not dant 
their vadanted hearts, ſuch mirth auid reioycing was thzough- 
out the whole Cittie, that fo2 euer after they continually kept 
that as a holy and feſliuall dap: ſo exceeding was the Citizens 
toy, that the belles rung, the Daunmes and Trum pets ſoun⸗ 
ded, and they made bone fires and tryumphes thꝛoughout the 
whole Citie: the noyſe whercof, made the Perſians wonder, 
and aſtoniſhed, to ſæ them in ſuch mirth, and fo litle to regarde 
their foxes, which doubts were ſone ended by the newes cf 
Dioniſius returne, whom we lcaue now in his owne Court 
in great iop, Welconnning the ſtraunge rs, and hunſelfe wel 
conuncd by his ſubicus. 

Pariſmu; the ſame day was come out of his Caue in Pal⸗ 
mers werdes, becauſe he knew he ſhould not haue occaſi on to 
vſe his armes, and comming to the Citie, he founde the Perft- 
ſians diſlodged, and all the reſt within the walles, and hearing 
the top that was made, he maruailed what ſhould be the cauſe, 
and eafily got into the Citie (becauſe vnder that habit he was 
not miſtruſtad) and ſone had knowledge of Dioniſius his re- 
rcturne , which he had heard of befoze. Ye beganne then to 
_ thinke with hunſelfe: how vnkinde am JF that will not mani⸗ 

feſt my ſelle vnto my deare and vertuous Laurana, who A 
know endureth much ſoꝛrow faz my ſake ? ſhe will keepe my 
being aline, ſecret from all men, and why then may { not com- 
fozt her and my ſelfe by hauing ſome pzinatc conference with 
os 2 and with this refolution he went vnto the Patlace, and

chere walked vp and downe,ndt hauing a ſight of Laurana,noz 
Leda her maide,allthe dap, noꝛ poſſibly knowing how to comes 
to giue her knowledge of his being there without ſuſpition. 
Thus he ſkated vntill it beganne to be darke, and hauing no 
other meanes, he lept oucr a mightie high ſtone wall into 
the Gardeine, where diverſe times her had enioped the werte 
pꝛelente of his beloued: and there hid hunſelle in a little groue 
that was by Art made ſoꝛ pleaſure, whereunto ſildome ame 
tame, in which groue he was conſtramed to ſtaie moſt part 
of the night, by reaſon that the Ning of Bohemia and the reſt, 
lodged in the Pallace, it was verie late befoze all were at reſt. 
Pet neuertheleſſe, when there was none to hinder him, he was 
without any hope to (& his Miſtreſſe, and all things being 
ſilent, he eſpied a light burning in her window, vnder which 
be got hunſelfe ſo neare as hee could , and to his comſozt heard 
Laurana ſing this ſong to her Lute,

Pariſmus hearing the contents of this heauenly harmony, 
and knowing the voice to be the vertuous Lauranacs, was ſa 
tontentediy pleaſed with the ſame, that his ſpirits were dzawn 
into a diuinc contemplation ofher perfecions, wherein he con⸗ 
tinued a great ſpace ,at length, when he heard that ſweets de- 
lighting harmony to ceaſe,he taſt vp his eye to the windowe to 
ſe il hee coulde hauꝛ a ſight of his beloued though the Glaſſe, 
whereofhe was diſappointed , by reaſonthe caidle was ſud» 
dainly extinct , which d2aue him into into ſund ie cogitations, 
how hee might gine any inſtance vnto her of his being there, 
but ſawe no poſſible meanes, being athouſand times in minds 
to knocke at the ſtaire doze that came into that garden, from 
_ bee was diſcouraged by as many contrarte doub tes, 
leaſt he ſhoulde put her in ſome ſuddaine feare , by ſuch vn- 
wanted noyſe: Againe her knews not who might bee in her 
companie , which might bee a meanes to bꝛing her name in

thꝛer peeres : by which ſpeeches ſhe perevtued that another had 
onerheardtheir appointment, and by thatmeanes decetued 
her, wich made her grew ſo much in loathing of her pꝛelent 
ſuter, that euer aſter ſhe ſhunned his companie, and vent her 
minde wholie to meditate how to knowe him that had reapt 
her loue, vowing neuer to lone arp but hun, and reſoluing nes 
uer to inioꝝ any quiet, vntil ſhe had knowledge what he war. 
Pariſmus was no ſwner come foozth of the Warchants dozes, 
reiopcing at his laft pleaſant banquet: but p2eſently hee haſted 
to his Cane, where he found the Dutlawes ſadly expecting his 
returne,of whom beeing kindly welcomed, he beta bunlſelfe 
to his reſt, and cõtented meditations ofthe marchants daugh⸗ 
ter, that had the remembꝛant of Lauanacs vertues, ſome what 
reſtrained his affection , hee had falne to a loſe and vifſolute 
tonteite. But calling to mind her perfections , and his vncon- 
ſtant act, hee toꝛmented himſelfe with greefe that he had done 
her that wꝛong : but yet it troubled his minde the lefſe , be⸗ 
cauſe hee knewe it was not reuealeʒ to any but to himſelfe, 

and like wiſe ſomewhat it vꝛged his minde of vngratitude, il he

ſia fo moꝛe fo2ces,as alſo to recueff dinerſe of his alliaunce , to 
«yd him, in reuenge of ſnch iniurieus w2ongs, as he allcdged. 

be and his aum dic anus had ſuſtained at Dioniſius handes 
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This mellage being ſo ſecretly diſpatched,that the Theſlalians 
had no knowledge thereof, by which meanes they continued 
in great ſecuritie and 1oy fo2 the great victozte, they with the 


upde ol the blacke knight, had made againſt the Perſians :yea 


ſo ſecure would they haue beene{ had not the remembzance of 
Paiilnws death ſomewhat calmed their exceeding top) that the 
might many times haue ſurpziſed them, but the 
blacke knight was ill fiich a lette vnto them, that their enc⸗ 
mies could attempt nothing but he would diſcouer it, by which 
meanes the Lhefſanians hadde knowledge thereof. Manie 
dayes continued the Perſians befoze the walles of T hzbes, 
neuer giuing any aſſault, nozonce comming foozth of they; 
trenches, which cauſed the Theſſalans to count them halle 
banquifhzd, During which time Pariſmus (knowne by the 
nane of the blacke knight) did fight many bꝛaue combats with 
the Perſians, by which meanes the Court of Dioniſius was 
Mled w.th the reſounding ecchos of erceeding pꝛaiſes made in 
commendation ofhis pꝛowes and vnconquered chiualrie, but 
molt of all they wondered at his ſtrangeneſſe to be knowne, 
and the rather, fo2 that none could learne where her made 
his abode, knowing that it could not bee farre from the Citie. 
The Perllan meſſonger made ſuch expedition in perfo2ming 
his meſſage, that in ſhoꝛt ſpace there were gathered together 
of ſundꝛie nations another anghtie Armie:ürſt came the king 
of Natolia beeing nearely allied to the Perſian, with a great 
armie of Ratolians, the king of Libia, with thirtie thoufud 

Libians, and the King Licia with foztic thouſande men at 
armes, and of Phrigia twentie thouſand, and to repaire the 
decayed campe of the king of Perſia, came fiftie theuſand. 


This laſt armie ſ@nelanded in Thellaly, andpitched they; 


tents on the plaine of Pharſalia , of whoſe aypꝛoach both 
the Perflans — The ſlalians hadde . to the com; 
kot of the one, and to the diſcomfozt and terroz ofthe other, 
by meanes whercof the Theſſalians being befozein mirth, 
beganne to ware carcfull of they; * and therefoꝛs ſent 


twentie 
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twentie thouſand hozſemen out of the Cittie , to theende, 
that at al times they might ſuccour them with a fr6ſh ſupplie, 
fo; that they knew they ſhonld neede all the helpe they could 
poſſibly male, who beeing abzoave , ſoone toke ſuch ozder, 
that the Perſians in theyarades could ſcarcely finde any cat- 
tell oz other victuals, 4 

Theſe newe fozces beeing all teyned together wich the 
Perſians, beſet the Citie anelv with trenches and foztifiea- 


tions, that there could none paſſe in noz out, which cau⸗ 


ſed Dioniſius and the Bohemian king, to conſider: that 
there was not pzouiſlon inough within the Cittie foz ſuch 
a number of ſouldiours fo2 one meneth , making account 


that it was the onely courſe , cyther valiantly todziue backs 


the enemie, 92ignominiouſly to abrve theyz mercie ,. and 
therefoze determined the next day to iſſue out vppon them, 
which they in pollicie did, net with hope to vanquiſh ſuch 
an Armie, but ta lette the Perſians knowe, that they wers 
not diſcouraged with theyz huge multitudes , which pur⸗ 
pole of they2s was thus furthered by the blacke knight, 
who earlie in the next mozning hadde buckled on his Ar- 
mour , and was come befoze the Tentes of the Perſians, 
and eſpying ſuch a multitude of ncwe-come Souldiours, 
that hadde vnited theyz fozces to the Perſians , by en- 
qurie, he ſane learned who they were, and therefoze re⸗ 
ſolued to viſe his woonted manner of challenge, which 
when the Perfian King behelde, hee related vnto the 
KkingofNa:oha, what valiant acts the blacke knight havds 
doone, entering ſo farre in commendatzon of him, that the 
Hung of Licia ſtanding be, beeing of a haughtis and pꝛoude 
diſpoſitan, began to diſdaine to heare him ſo highly commen⸗ 
ded, thinking himſelfe able to conquer and overcome any, 
fo; hee was eſteemed one ol the beſt kuightes in the woꝛlde. 
Which made him replis vnto the king of Perſia, that hee 
would ſoone pꝛooue that there was no knight in Theſſalie, 
able to combatte the king of Licia, therefoze arming himſelfe

he went fozth to meete the blacke knight, who no ſoner ſaws 
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hum, but he ſet ſourres to his hozſe , and ran at hun with ſuch 
fo:ce,that he duerthew both hozſe and man to the ground: the 
Bing of Licia ſaing himſelfe thus fopled , lone got vp and 
d;ewe his \wozde , but the blacke knight did aining fo cope as 
ny further with him, whom he had alreadie conqucred, turned 
his hozſe,and rode from him, which ſo vered the king of Licia, 
being enraged to ſe his owne ſhame, and with anguiſh of ths 
b2mſe he recepued in the fall, that would haue murthered hin 
ſcife,vut that his knights hindered him, 0 


CHAP, XIII. 


Howe Pariſmus met with Polipma of Pbrygia, and knowing 
the deuiſe in his armour, refuſed to combate with him: 
and how a peace with certaine conditions as concluded, 
bet wixt the king of Pera and Tbeſſalle. 


KAtiſmus beemg readie fo2 the next en⸗ 
V counter, there was in the Cents at Phrci- 
= g1a two knights, eſtecmed the oncly men 
un the wozld ſoz valour, one whereofhad 
] befoze tune ſerued the Perſian king, in 
| his warres agaynft Bohemia, whoſe 
name was Polipus , the other named 
Zoylus, whoſe match oz equall in armes 
he had neuer met withall , being withall ſo vumerciftill and 
traannous, that by his trecherie in fight, he had ſubdued many 
thouſand knights in his trauels. This Polipus was dcſirous 
to trie his ſozce agaynũi the blacke knight, and ſwne mounted 
bimſelfe, being a mott gallant pzopoztioned , & cemcly knight, 
The blacke knight bein, eil ready ſoz any incoumter,mct Po- 
lipus with ſuch fozce , that both ther ſtaues were ſhiucred in 
pertes, the blackt knight not once mouingin his Saddle, but 
Polpus with the fozce of his blow loſt ons of his ſtirrops. The

ther Pariſmus hin ſelf, oꝛ ſome knight who Pariſmus had boud 
by the like oath. The occaſion of Which vow palſed betont Pa- 
riſwus x Po! ipus, Was 01 'oWone thꝛough the exceeding loue and 
tendnes that had p. Ned betwirt then from their youth, being 
b2onghtrp together in the rninerirae, Wherioze Polpus tus 
dying what he might be and retoyeing that he had lo woꝛthie a 
knight to his friend, rode back to the Perſizrs tent, who ſtod 
gazing to ſee the euent of his combatte, but maruailed that 
they parted ſo friendip. Pohpus bring returned, tolbe 
the tings. of Perſia and Natolia, that hee ref:ifcd tho coms 
bat, the reaſon was as hie thought, the blacke Krughtknewe 
hun, othcrwiſe he knewe not what might bee the cauſe, 
D:onifins, the Bing of Bollemia, Olivia , Laurana , and 
lie reff,, all this while wondered at the blacke Unights 
behauioir, bit welt of all to fic him parte fo friendly with 
he Phrigian Knight.

with ſhame and ſinie, hee was almoſt madde. 

Thele Combattants were no ſoner parted, but ths 
Chellalian hoꝛſemen by a panic watch woꝛd ſrom out the 
Cittie, ruched vppon the Perſians, who expected no ſuch 
matter, and had their mindes otherwiſe bifted, that bew2s 
they could dciende themſetucs, the D Thefalians had made a 
great laughter ancinalt them, Which the blacke Knight 
perceiuing, though her were greenouſly wounded, made ſuch 
hauocke amongſt the derſians, that all men deemed him ra⸗ 
ther tobe a diucll then a moꝛtall creature , with whom Poli- 
pus met, but would not once offer to offend hun. 

Dioniſius, the Bohemian Bing, the Uing of Hungaria, 
the Pꝛince ok Sparta, Lozd Nemus, Oui. and Oriſtus, like- 
wiſe iſſued out vpon the Perſian Fo2ces, in ſcucrall troupes, 
which fo amazed the Patolians, Phꝛigians, and the reſt, 
Cat they maruailed whence the Theſſaltans could haue ſuch 
aide, but their comming amongſt them on ſuch a ſuddaine, 
made ſuch a mightie laughter, that by that time the daye 
Was ended, they had Caine of the Perfians fiftie thouſand, 
— cauſcd them euer after to bee moze tiucumſpect ard 

warp. All the ſouddiers being retired into their places, the black 
Unight likewiſe withozew himlelfe towardes the wood, Po- 
lipus hauing all this dap verie diligently fellowed him, be⸗ 
ing almoſt come vnto the wods fide, (et ſpurres to his hoꝛſe 
and cucrtoke the blacke Knight, who eſpying him, ftaicd his 
coming, and knowing. him to be the knight with whom he had

tze hand, led hun alive , 4 chen made hunſclfe knrwne vita 
Hin, whereat Po ius wondered, & with excecding iop, nuit 
loningly embꝛ ced him, x after {upper was enden vohich was 
pꝛoinded by th: outlawes and cizanicy dꝛeſꝭ hy the damſell) 
Par iſius declared viifo hun the whole circinnſtance of his 
kragedie, Wyerewith Dolipus Ws fo inwerdlp vered, 
to heare of Sicauus falſhood, that hee vowed foꝛ euer to res 
mame his pꝛoleſſed Cneme, they continurd in the caue all 
that night, the one recounung vnto the other their foꝛepaſſed 
friendchip, at laſt it was concluded vetwirt them, that Polipus 
ſhauld dul contiuue there, amd chertoꝛe pꝛouided him other 
Armour, that thereby hes might not be known?, At was ſome 
tha waues pace bee Paiilnus could recouer his wounds,

during which time the Thellalians bad retetued much -damy- 
mage by their eniniies , growing into feare offanin,fo2 that 
they? victualls began to wax ſcant , their courage being hikes 
wiſe ſomewhat abated, fozthat they ſaw not the black Bright 
in all that tune , tome into the ſielde, as his wontcd manner 
was:therefoze they concluded by a gener all conſent, to Parley 
with the King of Perſia, aud appointed Loꝛd Remus to be the 
meſſenger: who comming to the Perfian Ning, tolde him, that 
Dioniſiu, Ring of Theſſalie, did deſire to parly with his high⸗ 
neſſe, whome he knew not » he had any way offended, Whoſe 
meſſage, the Perſian Bing kindely accepted, and vppon his 
Uinglie pꝛomiſe pꝛoteſted tocontuue a truce ſoʒ j dap, appoin⸗ 
ting the place of meeting , to bee on the grerne befoze the welt 
gate ol the Citie: whether hee came with the ings that were 
with him, and Sicanus his ſorn:whither alſo Dioniſius, and 
the King of Bohemia, and the reſt ofthe potentates, on the 
Cheſlalian partie, like wiſe came. Many things, boring alleas 
ged on both lides, the one in accuſation af Sicanus, the other 
in delente ol his innocencie, at laſt by conſent ol all, a peace 
was concluded foz twentie daies, and on the twentieth daye it 
was cencluded, (hat this cotrouerſit ſhe uld be decided by bats 
tails , the conditions were thels, That if Dioniſius cculde not 
bing thace Bnights,to combat with th;ee ofthe Perſians, that 
then hee ſhoulde acknopldge hunlcite ſubie a to the Perſian 
Ving, and aiſo ſhould bcliuer vnto Sicanus, his daughter 
Laurana to be at his diſpcſition , and Sicanus fo cenioye the 
Crowne alter his death, and if the Theſſallan: ſhculde ten 
quer the Perũan knights „then inuncdiatelpe the Perſia 
ſheuld remoue his foꝛces, and Sicanus ſhculd acknowledge 
the truth or th fact, vpon which conditions the peace was com 
cluded,and firmely ratitied, vy the gencrall cthes , of kings 
of Perfia, and Theſſalia. During which time of peace;P ariſe 
mu; and Polipus would vſually come ab;vade , beth armed in 
white armour , with plumcs of white feathers , and white

The famous Hiſtorie 
ans continnallp, euery day combatting,fe; try all ot᷑ their man⸗ 
dood but ſtul the Ph ꝛigian Zoylu , « the two Pariſians, Bran- 
dor did Ramon, boꝛe away the vidtoꝛie, that the Mhcfiztans 
would no moꝛe encounter them: which dꝛoue Dioniſius into 
ſuch a der ſtudie, what knights to pꝛouide againſt the appein⸗ 
ted day ol combat, all together diſpairing of the blacke knight, 
fo; that hee hadde not beene ſcene a long time amongſt them, 
and alſo foꝛ that Oriſtus and Ofiris were ſo grecuouſip hurt, 
th eit it was impoſſible foꝛ them to recoucr their health by the 
time appoynted. Pariſmus hearing of this concltifion, told Po- 
lipu-,that ik he would accompanie hum to be one of [_auranaes 
Champions, he Gould be foz euer bormde to requite that cur⸗ 
teũe, which gentle requeſt Polipuskindly accepted, The third, 
that Parilmus hadde appoynted,was one ofthe autlawcs that 
pꝛeſerued his life, whoſe valour exceeded moſt ofthe knights in 
Theſlaly, though he endured ſome ſecret dilgraces. 

Laurana matuailed that during the time oftheſe warres(be- 
ing lo famoua, as they could not choſe but dee ſpꝛead th2ough 
mold part of the wozld) ſhe could heare no newes of Pari mus, 
iudging him nowe fo2 a truth to be dead, foz otherwiſe ſhee 
thought it could not be, ſoꝛ ſhe knew if the leaft repoꝛt of thoſe 
19.:xs were but come to his hearing, hee would returne to 
ad her from S:canus, who ſhe ſo much abhozred, that it was a 
greke to her to heare him named: with all,remembzing in what 
perill, both her father, her countrey,x her lelfe, were bzought by 
his tirannp, ⁊ that this milerie exceeding all the reſt, was now 
fallen vpon her, that ſhe muftfinde champions to defend her, 
oz elſe ſhe muſt be thꝛali to him, which was moze areeuous vn⸗ 
to her then tenne thouſand deaths, the remembzance ol which 
extrennties, cauſed her to burſt foꝛoth into theſe exclamati⸗ 
ons. Poſt vnhappic and accurſed wꝛetch that J am, howe 
can J ſufficiently exclanme agamſt my hard delkinies, 
chat haue bꝛought mee in daunger of him J moztally hate, 
whole verie name is odious in my hearing, who by his 
Fechene hath robbed mee of my hearts delight, and _— 
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of Pariſmus. - 
nuallly wozkes my cndlefſe tozment,had my vbriuckie farres 
allotted me to ſame viittmelie death, oz otherwiſe wengheme 


miſerie, then could J haue indured this marterdome withpa- 
tience, and guictly haue ſuffered the cxireameſt calamitre , but 


my euill deſtenie farre exce@deth all miſcrie , and hath Hut n:& 


from all hope of comfozt in this my aff.iction , by the death of 
my vertudus Load , and deere friende Pariſmus , whoſe ghoft 
is bufied with diuine contemplatios , and not tozmented as 
Jam with tempozall verations. 3 would willingly follow him 
to Elzium, there to attaine the fruition ot his heaucnly com 
tompanie, but my deſtinies likewiſe haue allotted mee a cc⸗ 


wards heart, not daring to execute my will vppon my ſellt: 


my frovward minde hkewiſe dill wadeth me by many impolli⸗ 

le perſwaſions, that in this extremitie , J knowe not whoſe 
ade to umploze ; my Pariſmuꝭ is deade , my Fathers Linights 
mangled fo2 my lake , and all things fo tontrarie to god ſut⸗ 
teſſe, that vnleſſe Jbe dcliucred from this tyzant Sicanus , by 
ſeme admirable and ſtrange meanes , J muſt ofneceſſitie fall 
iuto his loathſome power, whoſe ſerpentine bzeath doth infect 
my heart with deadly fear, With theſe and ſuchlike exclamatis 
ons, Laurana tozmented her ſelfe continually : At laſt the aps 
pointed day of Combat was come, againſt which time (by the 
appointment of Dioniſius) there were ſtatelie ſcaffolds eret⸗ 
ted foz the beholders , one foꝛ the Ning of Perſia, at the one 
ende, and the other tos Dioniſius and the Theſſalian Peres.

ta, andthe Lady 1!abella his ſiſter, with a number oksther 
Lomes, and gallant Ladies.

tomelp, kayꝛe, ſo vertnous and chaſte , ſo courteous and cons 
Knf, ſo milde and merciſull , as ſoee was no way to bes 

'D equalled, 
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The famous Hiſtorie 
equalled, and yet bearing a minde fo farre from paide, chat 
chee diſdaincd not the meaneſt perſen in Theilaly , whoſe 
ropall perſonage ſcemcd an oꝛnament to all the whole aſs 
ſemblie. The king of Pcrſia, the Ratolian King, the king 
of Licia and Libia were ſeated on one ſcaffold, and next vn⸗ 
der them the Perſian contributozies, which when the Thel- 
ſalians behelde, they ſuppoſed one part of the woꝛlde was 
come to deſtroy them. The Perſian knights came into 
the liſts, the firſt beeing the valiant Zoy!us, attyꝛed all in 
redde, with moſt rich capariſons of beatcn golde, with 
a plume of redde feathers beſpangled with Golde, nert 
came the valiant Brandor,andRamon, attiredin molt rich 
colours ofblewe , nothing differing, becauſe they were Bꝛe⸗ 
thzen, who gallantly mannaged they? ſteedes with ſuch 
feature, that one would haue iudged, the comlier knights 
could not haue bene kounde, and raunging th2ee oz foure 
tunes about the liſtes, but ſeemg no enemie apzoching, 
they ſtared and gazed as if they thought ſcozne to tape the 
Theſſalians comming, but ſtare, gaze, and ſtay they might, 
fo2 the Theſſalian Champions came not an houre after 
that, which dꝛaue Dioniſius into ſuch an agonie, that 
hee could haue tozne his haire from his head, fearing leaſt 
the meſſage the damſell bꝛought, might bee deuiſed by the 
Perſtans to delude hum withall, that hee and all the reſt were 
dziuen into ſuch an extaſie, that they ſate like men amazed, 
not knowuig howe o2 which way to laue themſelucs from 
diſhonour.

red all ouer, they2 apparrell, plumes, and ſteeves, all white, 
they2 ſtaues , capariſons , and furniture all alike , nothing 
differing in all they} omaments, but that Pariſmus woze on 
his right arme, the ſcarfe Laurana had ſent him, and Polli- 
pus in his creft a freſh bꝛanch ol bloomed Palme; and hauing 
in molt gallant manner marched twile oꝛ thꝛiſe about the liſts, 
they came back to their races end, and there attended to know 


Domſius pleaſure. 


Pariſmus ſtill hauing his eyes ſeated on the vertuous 
Laurana, at laſt Dioniſius came downe from his ſeats of 
State, and kindly (alutedhim, telling them ſince it was 
they2 pleaſure ſo much to honour hum, as to become 
his Combattants, hee would (ik it pleaſed God to graunt 


them the vicoꝛie) not bee vnmindlull ol they2 courteſie, noʒ vn 


gratcfull foz their paines. 

No ſoner was Dioniſius ſeated againe, but the trum⸗ 
pet beganne to ſummon theſe Champions to the battell, Pa- 
riſmus, loking backe vppen Laurana (as if from thence he 
had fetcht his beeing) waucd his launce aboue his head, and 
the Champions mette with ſuch furie, that ſhiuering theyz 
Launces into a thouſande peeccs, they pafſco by without 
any harme at all, then dꝛawing theyr Swozdes , }\Pariſmus 
encountred Zoylus, Polipuz Brandor , and the Dutlawe 
Ramon, betweene whome beganne a moſt terrible and cruell 
battcil, that in ſhozt ſpace their armour fiewin peeces, and the 
bloud ran downe aboundantly, on either partie, in which moll 
truell fight they continued by the ſpace of two houres, neither 
partie ſeaning lo yelde. At laſt Pariſmus beeing inra⸗ 
zed at the valour ol his 9 knowing that it was now 
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no time of dalliance, betauſe hce ſawe the outwlawe beginne 
to faint, aſayled the valiant Zoylus fo fiercely, that he tould 
ſcarcely withſtand his finic , and ſone had dyed by the vn⸗ 
conquered arme of Parifnmus, but that the Outlaw had re- 
cepaed ſuch a wound by the hand ef Ramon, that he ſel downe 
dead vnder his hoꝛſe, which ſomewhat refreſhed Zoylus, foz 
that Ramon taking the aduauntage, alſo aſſailed Pariſmus, 
which dꝛaue him to his vttcrmolt ſhifts. At laſt he eſpied a 
pete of armour bꝛoken from Ramons arme, in which place 
hee gaue him ſuch a wound, that hee let his hozle reynes fail, 
and his ſteede beeing at libertie, beganne to wander diloꝛder⸗ 
ty about the liſts. Zoylus in the meane time, beeing well 


refreſhed with this apde of Ramon, Urwke ſuch a foꝛcible 


blowe at Pariſmus, that it pearced his armour , on his left 
arme, and lighted ſo full on "his Thigh, that hee was gree⸗ 
nouſlic wounded, which blow, turned Pariſwus fences into 
that extreame furie, that with all his fozce, ſtriking with 
both his handes at Zoylus , hee ſmote him on the head with 
ſuch furic, that he fell downe from his hozſe : at which biew, 
all the whole flelde ſhowted, and Pariſmusſwozde burſt, 
During which time, the other two Champions conti⸗ 
nued their coinbatte moſt bꝛauelp, but areatlic to the dil⸗ 
aduauntage of Brandor, Who was a mightie, rong, and 
bigge boned knight, and ſtroke his biowes with ſuch force, 


that had not Polipus nimblie auopded then, hee could not 


haue indured his fight, At laſt Polpus hauing eſpped ad⸗ 
tauntage, thzuſt at Brandor with ſuch might, that the (word 
lighting full on a bꝛoken place in his armcur, ranne quate tho⸗ 
row his bodie, and he fell downe dead: by which time, Ramon 
had reccucred his ſences, and ſecing Pa iſmus to haus 
— Zoy lus, aſſayled hun (weaponlelſe as he was an 
e him in two oz thx places, but ſone Pa iſnws got 
within him, t claſþcd him in his arms z with main loꝛce wen 
pine th of hie ſaddlo, e nd in the fall, vurſt bis ſhoulder,wwh:

that the earth ſeemed to ſhake with theyꝛ voices: pꝛeſentliy the 
whole ſtates on the The/alan partie, conduced the combabs

but Dio: uſtus moſt louingiy embꝛaced them in his armes, and 
with inkinit courteſies, thanked them fo2 their paines, deſiring 


them to vaarme themlelues, that his Phiſitions might ſearch 


their wounds, which they rekuled to do, vntil the conditions and 
coucnants ofthe combat were perkoꝛmed by the King of Per- 
{1::who hearing their tuft requeſt could not in that honourabls 
alle mbly, ſo much dichonour himſelke, as to bꝛeake his wozd) 
p2clently gaue oꝛder that all his foꝛces ſhoulde ber diſmiſt. 
And allo calling Sicanus vnto him, commaunded him vppon 
the dutie and rcuerence he bare to him, to confeſſe indeed whe- 
ther he, oz any by is pꝛoturement, had flaine Pariſmus. My 
Loꝛd, and Father (quoth he) by the reuerence J owe to pour 
Maieſtie and the reſt of the Ringe in this Aſemblic , J am 


tonſtrained to refraine from vttering what J would , but 


vnder pour honourable cozrections „ J denounce hum foz a 


villaine, and a Traytoz,thataccuſeth me fo2 Pariſmus murder. 


In the like reuerence, to this moſt honourable aſſemblie (quoth 
Pariſmus) Freturne that villaine and Tratoz to thy ſelte, 

Sicanus, fo; that thou lieſt, fo2 thou hyꝛedſt thꝛer of thy Wars 
tarians with pꝛonuſes of great pꝛeferment, who the ſame day 
that Parilimus Was miffing , murdered him treachcroufipe in 
the wodde hereby , my ſelle founde his bodie , and heere J 
ſtand to pꝛoue againſt the, that like a villame and a Traytoz 
thou didſt this dere: in whoſe behalfe, I dare thee to the comes 
bat, and fo2 that thou thinkeſt Pariimus Hath no freendes fo 
maintaine his quarrell, I charge the as thou art a Knight, and 
honoureſt armes, not to refuſe this combat: which challenge 
Sicanus in a great rage cxcepted , and pꝛeſentip went to arme 
himlelfe, thinking that he might e. ſily be oucreen 24102 that hee 
was already greevouſly wounded. Did what Dromims , ow 

che king of Bohemia could, Parrſmm Mill demaunded the come 
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bat, whole conſtancie and reſolution, they marnailed at, and 
the whole aſſembly were ſo deſirc us ol his conqucſt, that with 
applandes and commendations, tyey extolled his henourable 
reſolution, And Lzurana ſeeing her Champion readie to vn⸗ 


dertanke a freth battell, came to him, and with hartie thankes 


fo; his honourable paines taken in her behalfe, delired hum to 
deſiſt from that Combat, foʒ that it might much endaunger his 
perſon. Pariſmus lighting from his hoꝛſe, reverently killed her 
band, the verie touch whereof, reuiued his ſpirits with toy, 
and tolde her, that if it were her plealure Pariſmus w2onges 
chould go varcuenged, he would ſone deſiſt, otherwiſe being 
vowed her poze night, he would either at that inſtant make 
Sicanus confeſſe his treaſon , 0; ſpend his lateſt bꝛeath in pur- 
ſute of that quarrell: and thereloꝛe he moſt humbly craued her 
pardon. | =. | 
Laurana with a curious eye marked him whilcſt that hee 

falked with her, and though he were much altered, and chan⸗ 
ged his voyce as cunningly as might be, pct ſhe deemed it lilie 
the voyce of her deare Pa iſmus, which (hee was the rather 
induced vnto, fo2 that ſhe ſawe a Ring on his finger that ſhe 
had bcfoze giuen to Pariſmus , which dꝛaue her into ſuch an 
agonie betweene hope and diſpaire , that had not her father 
and many others bene by, her had there reſolued her lelfe

was pꝛeſently knowne to be the blacke knight,that had fought 
ſo valiantly in the behalfe of Theſſaly , and had ſlaine in ſe- 
verall Combats an incredible number of Perſians , * 
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him, but he was diſſwaded by Polipus.

The blacke knight at the firſt encounter, burft two of the 
Combattants ribbes, and in ſhoꝛt time, with fozcible blowes, 
beate him from his Yozſe, and allighted to haue parted his 


head from his ſhoulders, but the King of Perſia ſeing his 


ſonne in that per ill, ranne to the place, and deſired the blacke 
night to (pare his life, which hee obtained, and vnlacing 
his Velmet to giue him breath , founde that it was not Sica- 
nus, but another knight that he had hyꝛed in his teede, lo 
that hunſelie durſt not merte ſo valiant a knight hand to hand: 
which Pariſmus ſeeing, in a great rage, woulde haue flaine

Jeſt was ſo odious, that euer after — was accounten 
the moſt recreant knight lining , but being of aſhameleſle dls 
ſpoſition,he nothing regarded the (ame.

— De blacke knight FRY ended this com⸗ 
l bat to his vnſpeakeable commendation, 
was with Pollipus in moſte bzaue aud 

AS 9 tryumphant e tonduded vnto the 
: 2 Pallace , with the noyſc ol Dꝛummes, 
& 49) Trumpcttes, and ringing of Belles, by 
| the Kings of Theſlabc and Bohemia, 
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and by the Perſian kings, who fo weil liked the black knights 
bebautour,that they reſclutd to tay fenic dayes there, as well 
to be acquainted with this valle nt knight, as allo to do him all 
the honour they could, theugh by his valeur they had lell the 
vidone. The Uretes where they paſſed, were by the Ciitz® 1s 
ſtrowed with flowers, the windows, t doꝛeg, am d houle tops, 
were filled with aboundence ol pesple, (that they lecmed like 
ſtages that came to behold theſe tonqucronrs. Some pꝛeſen⸗ 
ted them with garlands of Bayes, in token or victozte, ſome 
with roſes, ſome with arfts, ſome with commendation, cucrie 
one with excerding pꝛayſes ol their valcur, that it were a tedi⸗ 
_ ons tople to rehearſe tye manifolde honours that were done 
then as they paſſed along the flrertes: and as they palled by 
the Parchants houſe, where Parifinus had lately eſcaped the 
danger ol the dogs, he cipted Violetta ſtanding in her fathers 
doe, attended by thꝛer 02 fourc maides, verie neatelp appars 
relied, who pꝛeſented Paiiſmus with a moſt rich cmb2oivered 
ſcarte, ſo artificially waought, that it creclled all the moſt cu⸗ 
rious wozkes 1 in T heſlaly ; whertin ſhee had meſt exquiſitely 
dzawre out the whole manner of Pariſmus aducnture with 
her in her fathers houſe, which gift hee mcK kindly accepted, 
being by that tune hee had vewed the ſame, come to the Pals 
lace, where they were welcommcd by the Qucene and her 
Daughter Lau ana, with ſounts of muſicke and exceeding 
toy : after the Queenc had vſed ſc me ſpeeches, 1 auranamicit 
heartily thanked, him that hc vouchſaled to be her Champion. 


but her countenance bewꝛaied her in ward care, and her ſadde 


behamour, her mournekull thoughts, her minde being dzawne 


to the cxtremeſt {mits of reſpit, hadde giuen ouer it ſeife to the 


molt bitter pangs of ſozrowfall rievitations, that Pariſmus 
maruailed to {ce her conſtant reſelution, that could be altered 
vy no meanes ot iop, noꝛ once fo:gette him that had beene ſo 
long milling. Di niſius likewiſe weltemmed thither the king 
ef Ver ſia, and the reſt ofthe kings in his companie, whoſe rop⸗ 
el entertainment Was maruatlouſly liked aud commended

ef all. The Champions (atcoꝛding as the cuſten uns) were 
ſeated at a table o2dained foz the ſame purpoſe, with great tate, 
and Dioniſius and the kingof Bohemia came vnto them (as 
the manner was with them) to diſarme them fo2 their moꝛe 
honourable entertainment. But Pariſmus ſeeing his Fa:her 
comming to do an office of dutie to him , roſe from his ſeate, 
and kneeling downe requeſted a bone at his hands, the King 
of Bohemia , ſeeing himknele , will ed him to aſke what ha 
would, my lozd (aid he, my ſute is, that you wold foꝛgiue Pariſ. 
mus enemies, the king of Bohemia (little thinking that would 
haue beene his requeſt) wondzed what reaſon he had to aſ ke 
pardon fo2his ſonnes enemies, and ſaid vnto him, Sy; knight 
J would gladly knowe why vou aſke pardon foz them that 
haue murdered my ſonne. Py Loꝛd aunſwercdhee , becanſe 
Pacilmusisliuing , wherewith he pulled of his Helmet and 
the King his father knew hun, and caught him in his armes 
with ſuch exceeding toye , that the teares ran downe his white 
bearde in a boundance, 

Dioniſius and Oliwalikewiſe eſpying him: embzaced him, 


with a thouland heartie welcomes, and the whole Court was 


filled with exceeding top fo2 his returne. Che king of Perſia and 
all the reſt ofhis partie ikewiſe , came vnto him, and defired 
him to remit all diſcontent, that had paſſed betwirt them, fog 
that now they did repent them ofthe iniurie they had done to 
bim, the like honour was donc to the Phagian Polipu;, all ads 
miring the wonderfull vertues of Pariſmus: and recounting 
thefamous acts he had done, ſremedto be rauiſhed in minds 
with ioy that it was he, that had ſo honourablie defended hims 
ſelfe againſt all knights that did combat with htm. Pzeſently, 
they were all ſeated at a moſt royall feaſt : Where Paiiſmus 
befoʒe the king of Perſi1 , and all the kings pꝛe ent rehearſed 
the whole truth of Sicanus tonſpirac: againſt hun, and how he 
was pꝛeſerued, and how that he had liued euer ſince the caue 
amongſt the outlawes, and how he came by the blacke armoz, 


which diſcourſe did ſo _ diſgrace Sicanus, and extoll his 
Þ owne

own2 commendations , that euery one rcioyced at his god 
E2tune , and contemned Sicanus falſyhod. Pariſmus hamng 
ended his diſcourſe , maruailed that hee could not ſe Laurana 
to welcomehim , but thee being nothing delighted with any 
ntwes, but ofhts returne, and nothing at all thinking hee had 
beene her Champion all that while, abſented her felffram their 
companp, lo that her facizs were otherwiſe buſiod, a had with⸗ 
bzawne her ſelt᷑ to her chamber, onely accompanied with Leda 
her maide, Dioniſius ſiting that Laurana was not there, wi!s 
led one ol his gentlemen in the hearing of Pariſmus to ligniſie 
vnto her, p her champion ſtaied foz her welcome, Pariſmus hea 
ring his ſpeeches, deſired him the fauo2 that he might go e viſit 
her himſclfe, wherwith Dioniſius was wel contented, z he and 
Polipus with him being vnarmed , went to Lauranacs lodging, 
which they fe und fat ſhut, but Pariſmus longing to behold her 
perfcctions, whereby his life was maintained, knockt at 5 doꝛe, 
and Leda came 4 opened the ſame, who ſeeing hun, was ſo ſur⸗ 
pꝛiſed with ioy, that the ran in again without ſpeaking a wozd, 
and told her Piſtretĩe that Pariſmus was at the doze. At which 
wozd,Laurana ſtarted, ſaying: J pꝛap the do not toꝛment me, 
with theſe newes of ioye, fo2 J knowe they cannot be true, fo; 
full often vou haſt kindelp decetued my expectation , Deere 
millreũte ſatd ſhe, beleeve me it is melt true a againe ran to the 
doze, telling Pariſmus that her miſtreſſe would be very glad ta 
fee him. N 
Paiilmus entred the Chamber, and with ſuch lernencie de⸗ 
lighted hiniſelfe to behold her pꝛeſence, that his wits were ras 
uihcd with a heauen of tope , and Laurana haning efpicd him, 
was ſo lurpaled with vertuous amazement to behold his per⸗ 
ſon, that the teares ran from her cyes, and her heart lept in her 
bzealt. Who being met, moſt louingly kiſt each other, ſo much 
ſurketting with delight each ok others pꝛeſence, that theyz 
ſperche Was turned uito a dalightlull cnibzacing ofheartie con 
tent: not to be expꝛeſſed: UWhich being ended: Laurana came 
to Pollipus a welcommed hun, with ſo werte a kiſſe, that 
had

had ſhe not beene the beloued of Pariſmu<,he would haue vows 
ed himſelfe her continnall ſeruant. At laſt Laurana being raui⸗ 


ſhed with beholding her deere Pariſmus , taking him by the 


b ud: vttered theſe woꝛds. Moſt vertuous P2mce,your pꝛe⸗ 
ſence and pꝛeſeruation, hath bꝛought vnto me, that content, 
that J am not able to expꝛeſĩ:pour welcome, is à maidens hum- 
ble and heartie thankes loz your paines taken in my bchalfe, 


which is all the reward that J can make yon : J acknowledge 


my ſelte ſo karre bounde vnto your vertucs , as I ſhall ende⸗ 
uour during my life , to requite your kindeneſſe to my power, 
J account my ſelte to haue receiued my life at your hands, the 
pꝛeſeruation ot my Parents, and well fare ofmy Countrep, 
that all that may be aſcribed vnto happineſle , is mine onely by 
pour vertuous power, that I pꝛoteſt, wherein ſo euer I map be 
in any degree, chankekull vnto you , Jheere offer to be readie 
at your diſpoſition. I had entertained ſoꝛrowe but you haue bas 
niſhed the ſame from my heart, 4 bꝛought me that happie cons 
tent, that J account my ſelte ſo farre indebted vnto you foz the 
ſame, as I chal neuer be able to requite, which wozds the ſcaled 
vpon his lips, with a many kiſſes. 

Pariſmus anlwered, m deere Lady, whatſoeuer I haue done 
J account as nothing, in reſpect of that my willing heart would 
haue attempted foꝛ your ſake , and my deſerts nothing was 
thy the thankes vou render to me fo2the ſame , being ſo farre 
bounde to pou in the bonds of perfect dutie , as J account mp 
lite and all that J haue, vnwethy to be ſpent , in recompencs 
of the leaft of your fauoꝛs, humblie thanking you ſoz retaining 
ſo god opinion ofmy vnwoꝛthineſſe. Lavrona knowing that 
her father aud the Ring of Bohemia, ſtaied fo2 Pariſmus re- 
turne „ with a topfull countenauuce accompanyed 
them downe into the Yall , and beeing come to the 
King: By Lez and father quoth ſhee , I deſire yrur Paie⸗ 
ſic, that theſe wazthic knights maye bee committed to my 
charge to haue theyꝛ woundes cured, which they haue receiurd 
in my behalle. 
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The famous Hiſtorie 
Daughter ſaid Dio niſius, I commend the regarde thou haſt of 
th:y2 health , and commit them into thy handes , being a 
charge of high account , pꝛaping thee to vie them m the 
kindeſt ſozt , fo2 they haue wezthily deſerued to bee well 
eſteemed , and my Lozde Pariſmu; (queth hee) fince it is 
my Daughters requeſt , J hope yon are contented to bee 
her gueſt , my Lo2de laid Pariſmus „ clſe J ſhoulde ſhewe 
my ſelte much ingrate full. 

Laurana pzcſently coducted then vnto two molt rich adozs 
ned chambers, which ſhe had moſt (umptuouſly bewtified with 
iewels,xcoftly furnitures,w2ought ol the moſt richeſt wozkein 
che wozld, all of greene and crimſon ſattur,bo2dzed with Gold, 
ano azure , his bed was framed moſt curiouſly , ſtanding in 
manner of a Pauillien , the pcſtes that bare it, were 
of Juozie beſet with rubtcs , the cazdes of greene ſilke , the 
couer of the rich Arabian ſi ke, beſct with Pearle , the cur- 
tames of the ſame , the Chambers adozned with molt beuti- 
full Pictures to delight the eye , the Catclincſſe of this 
lodging ſeemed in richneſſe nothing infericur to the monu⸗ 
ment of Manſolus , being one of the Wozldes wonders, 
they hadde not there remained long , admpꝛing the beutie of 
the place, but there eares were delighted with the ſaunde of 
molt pleaſant muſicke , vnto which hauing a while liſtened, 
Laurana deſired Pariſmus fo accept ofthis fo2 his lodging, tel⸗ 
ling him, that Polipus lodging was like wiſe adiopning vntg 


bis, that at they; — they might e nioye eache o⸗ 


thers companie, whether Polipus was honourable direc⸗ 
ted. 


Pariſmus moſt kindelp thanked her, whoſe heart was ex ce 
dingly delighted, with veholding her beautie, the kings phiſit- 
ons were by this time come , which cauſed Laurana with a 
kind tarewel,to bid Þ ariſmus adieu, foꝛ that night, whoſe heart 
bega to wax ſad at her departure, 8 phiſitians had ſon dꝛeſt his 
wounds, which were many, but none moztall,4 being wearied 
with this daies nne to wozthy knights wülingly gaue

themſelues to reſt, where fo2 that night weleanc them, On- 
{tus hearing that Pariſmus his Loꝛde was returned, beeing 
then in the extreemeſt danger ol his like, by reaſon his wounds 
were frech, coulde by no meanes bee perſwaded but that bee 
would go to ſce hun, aud therefoze the nextmozning verie cars 
ly, without the knowledge of any, ffole downe, to go to his 
maiſters lodging, being weake and feeble but he recctued a fail 
which made a rupture of his woundes in ſuch extreame (ozt, 
that they fell againe to freſh bleeding, but hauing a ſtrong 
heart, he againe retoucred his fette, and with much aden got 
to Pariſmus lodging, by which tune the Phyſician that at- 
tended him myſt him, and ſuſpecting the truth, fbllowedhim 
by ty: trac of blood, to the P2zmces Chamber, where mau⸗ 
gre the ſkill ofallthe Kings Phyſicians, his blood could not 
be ſtaunched, that there he died in his Loꝛdes armes, whole 
death Croke ſuch a paſſionate ſadneſſe to Pariſmus heart, 
that in manie dapes he could not bamſh the remembzauncs 
thereof ont of his minde . This newes was (one come fo 
the knowledge of the king of Bohemia, and all the reſt, who 
generally lamented his death, foz that he was a kuight ol god 
and honourable qualities. Pariſmus continucd many dapes in 
this heauenly Paradice, where he wanfed nothing that might 
bing comfozt to his diſquiet heart, becing ſo diligenty tended . 
by the vertuous Laurana,. that hee had fullie recoucred his 
health: During which time hs often imoyed.the Pzinceſſe 
pꝛeſence, and recounted vnto her the whole truth of that 
hee had paſſed ſince his departure from the court, (onelye 
leauing out the Parchants Daughter ) which reiopced 
kinde Laurana tohcare : with kinde kiſles , blaminghun foz 
that he would not make hunſelfe knowne to her in his Pal- 
mers werdes, with many other kinde.conferences,

content: Pariſmus moſt reuerently taking her by the hande, 
ſavde: Molt vertuous Ladie, J acknowledge my ſelfe ſo 
farre bounde vnto you foz manie wonthie fauours vndeler⸗ 
uedlie beſtowed vppon mee, that J knowe not which way 
to veelde you lufficient thankes foz the leaſt of them, much 
lelle to requite them, and if J ſhoulde denie to fulfill your 
requeſt herein, vnto whome J am perpetuallye bounde , J 
ſhoulde ſhewe my lelfe altogither voyde of manners: theres 
fozz knowe molte vertuous Ladie , that my (uppoſcd dif 
contentment , was a pleaſaunt and delightfull mevita- 
tion. And calling to remembzaunce your marifelve vers 
tues, and vndeſerued fauourable aſſuraunce you haue gi⸗ 
uen mee of pour affection, that J was nowe determining to 
ſpeake to the King my father to requeſt, a conſummation of 
dur happinkſſe at the lang your fathers handes, ſo it ſtande 
with your god liking. My Lo2de (ſayde Laurana) J wholte 
commit the matter to your wildome, whame J am bounde 
to obep, by the choiſe Jhaue made of you to bee my Toꝛde and 
huſband, thercfoze J deſire you to vſe that pꝛerogatiue ouer - 
me, that by right belongeth vntopou. In theſe and ſuch like 
kinde conferences they continued talking in the Garden, to 
both thepz vnſpeakeable iopes, being ſo vnited in the bonds 
ok perfect amitie , tgat it was impoſſible fo remecue theyg 
ſetled friendchippe. But Dinner tune becing come, they 
departed to they2 ſeucrall wayes , being both highlie con- 
tentes with the others faithfull pzomils; 17.30 
Pariſmus no ſoner found opoꝛtunitie, but he made his lou 
fo Laurana knowne to his father, who was glad oſ his ſonnes 
vertuous choiſe, ab pꝛenuſed hum to metion the ſame to 
Dioniſius, Which he pꝛelently did by this occaſion. As hee 
was walking alone, ge was incountred by Dioniſius , and 
Olivia the Queene , nct accompanied by anie: and ha- 
uing kindelie ſalutcd cache other „ Diomfius beganne to 
talke of the woozthincſſe ot Panſmus, and telling him 


that 
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that he cft&med him the moſt fozttmate man lining, to be the 
father of ſo vertnous a child, entering ſo karre into commenda- 
tion of him, that the ing of Bohenua thought hee could haue 
no fitter tune to motion the marriage then that, and therefsze 
anſwered. By Lozd , I thanke you foz entring into ſuch god 
uking of my ſonne, whom J cannot diſcommend, fo2 that hee 
bath well deſerued honoz, but J haue an hunible ſute vnto you 
and the Queene here pꝛeſent, in his behalle, which ik you will 
vouchſafe to graunt, both he and J ſhall be bound vnto pou fo; 
the ſame. Doniſius and Ola earneſtly requeſted him to 
manifclt the lame , my ſonne (ſaith hee) intreated me to re⸗ 
queſt your honourable faucur, to contract a marriage betwixt 
hun and pour molt vertuous daughter, vnto whom hee hath 
wholly dedicated his affecios,that Jam now become an hum⸗ 
ble ſutoꝛ in this behalfe. Dioniſius and the Queene hearing 
his requeſt, were ſo exceeding gladde thereof beeing the onclie 
thing they deſtred) that taking the Ling of Bohemia by the 
hand, they told him they were highly contented it ſhould be ſo. 
Chus all things fatling out to their contentments, they parted 
fo: that tune, Dioniſius the next day aſſembled all his counſcll 
and noble men together,and there motioned this contract vnto 
them,who moſt willingly conſented thereto, vy meanes wher⸗ 
of the news ofthis marriage was ſone publiſhed, that it came 
_ tothehearing of Sicanus, who being mraged with greefe and 

Thame , abandoned the companie of all knights, and in ſhozt 
tune grew to ſuch a deſperate concert of his umpaired honour, 
that with arefe thereof he dyed , which bzought ſome heaui⸗ 
neſſe to the king of Perfia and the reſt: but his death was ſone 
fo2 gotten , fo2 that his father cſteemed him not woꝛthie the 
name and eſtumation of a king, and had lately growne into 
great diſltke of him , and altogether fanourcd his nert ſonne 
Lennilus who farre excelled his b2other Sicanus in vertuous 
qualities. The ſolemniſation of Pariſmu marriage was ap⸗ 
poynted to beginne within foztic dayes, to the vnſprakcable 
cop of . » but eſpecially ofthe two roung Pꝛinces in

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which time Dioniſius ſent meſtengers fo inuite thithcr nany 
Kings ad Potenttaes, by meanes whereof, the ſame of theſe 
nuptialls was ſyꝛedde in moſt places ofthe woꝛlde, and many 
hundꝛeth knightes determined to merte there to do hindi o 
Diouiſius, whoſe vertues by repoꝛt, had bene made know1:e 
vnto them.

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tunningiy made , by expert woꝛkemen, and pzoclaimed a try» 
umphe to be helde there fo2 ſeauen dates, againſt all commers, 
The flit dayes tryumph, the Pzince of Sparta and his knights 
helden, as chiete challengers „ who appeared belb2e the 
whole allemblie of ſtates , who were ſeated vppon the @caf- 
ſolds, in ſuch royall manner, that the gloꝛy of them ſeemed to 
exccli the ſtately pompe of the mightie monarch Allex ander. 
Amonalt the reſt , Laurana was ſeated in a Chayze of ſtate, 
crowned with an emperiall Diademe : as Ladie of the Re- 
uels, who had pꝛepared ſeucrall giftes fo the conquerours, 
ſhining like golden Phacbus, and her epes twinkling like 
two bꝛight ſhining ſtarres „ that her beautie made the whole 
aſſemblic of ſtraunge Ruights azure her excellentie.

labella. The third day the wozthy knight Pollipus was chief 
challenger,who had his tent richly pitcht ouer againſt p Kage, 
being of the colour ofblad, on the top whereof, ſtode a Lyon, 
Rainpant his ſteve furniſhed with coſtly abilaments of bea- 
ten Golde, his armour after the Phzigian manner whoſe 
matchleſle chiualrie vnhoꝛſed that days an hundꝛed Knights, 
and won the pꝛiſe from all the knights that encountred him. 
The fourth day, Loꝛd Oſiris of T hetlaly , was chic fe challen⸗ 
ger,whoſe tent ws pitcht in manner ofa hollowe tres, from 
whence he iſſued, ſo ariificially auer ſpzead with Poſſe , that 
ha ſcemed to bee nothing but a lump thereof , running vppe = 
and downe zhe Fielde , but ſs honourablic her behaned him⸗ 
ſelfe, that hee was allofted that vayes conqueſt. 
The fiſt day Pꝛince Lemulus ſenne to the Bing ol Perſia,

Whoſe con mand Pollipus pꝛeſentiy obe ved, being a knight of 
exceeding curteſie, whereby he wan moze honour then Guido 
could atchiue by the conqueſt, Thereſt of that day, Caro 
enhozſ.d many knightes, and was lyke to carrie away 
the hour of the trytumpy , maugre all the knightes that 
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of Pariſmus. 
aft:rwards encountredhim, which greeucd Pariſmus fo bes 
helde. Mithall noting his pꝛide, he ſecretly ſtole from the ſtage, 
ald pꝛeſently armed himſelle in armoz which he had cauſed to 
be made of purpoſe, ſernung to be old, toꝛne and ruſtie, but pet 
as god pꝛole as might bee, becing made ofthe pureſt Lidian 
ix!,his abiliments and furmture,ſcemed to be ſuch as had lien 
vp vnuſed ſeuen winters, and all to bee eaten with Poathes, 
his ſteede he made to trot like a countrey Cart-hoꝛſe, and his 
plume was of rullet feathers: accompanied with ſome thirtie 
ol his kmghts,attired like rude Country fellowes, with bats- 
and ſtaues on their necks, and in a maner in the midſt of the 
Lhzacians victoztes , hee entreth ſuddainlie and rudelp int 
the liſts, ſeeming indeed to be a very naturall Country peaſant, 
electted by a companie of rude fellowes to make pallime, and 
being eſpied of the pcople , hee was welcomed with erterding 
ſhowts and laughters, that new the epes of all the beholders 


were bent vpon him:being come to the liſts, he offred:to run, 


but Guido diſdained to cope with one ſo baſc $0 whom Pani 
mus knights came and told him, that their maiſter came to 
runne with none but hunſelfe, and therefoꝛe hee ſhoulde cithcr 
bꝛeake a Launce , 02 clſe they woulde beate him cut ef. the 
field, Wherewith Guido (with a ſcoꝛneſull laughter) tooke a 
Raffe and ranne at this ruſticke knight, who notwithanding 
his outwards ſhow, encduntred Guido ſo valiantly , that had 
he not beene an appꝛoued god knight, hee hadmeaſared his 
length on the ground, Which ſo vexed the Thꝛatian, that he 
ranne the ſcconde time, thinking then verilie to euerthzewe 
him: but it fell out contrarie to his erpectation, fo2 hee toulde 
not with all his power moue this Cemitrey champion in his 
ſaddle: but at the third courſe, he was himſelfe vnhoꝛſed, with 
ſuch violence, that both hoꝛſe and man lay tumbling on the 
Mound, Guido hauing recciued this eregving fople, in a 


Atrcat rage departed the field, and none of the tontarie partie 


encountred this knight, but they were fopled and ouer⸗

The 
Damoſell likewiſe came amongſt them, whom Pariſmus cat 
ſed to bee wozthily vſed,repozting verie honourably ol her ver⸗ 
tues. The Emperours and Kings of Perſia and Natolia, 
being pzeſent at the comnung of theſe outlawes, greatly pzay- 
ieb Pariſmus foꝛ the honourable care hee hadde of theſe pose 
people. Amongſt the number of nights there afſembled, the 
Father ofthe Damoſcll chaunced to bee pꝛeſent, who verie 
diligently beheld his daughter, but knew her not, fo; that ſhee⸗

King and Quten, the King of Bohemia, the two new married 
Pꝛinces, the Pzince of S parta, and the King of Hungaria, and 
his Queen, the Lady Iſabella, Load Remus, Pobhpus many 
other knights, vnto a ſolempne feaſt which they pꝛcpared in

come,beca to take ſuch ſozrow at their departure, that it would 
haue melted a heart of ſtecle into tearcs,to heare his coplaints, 
that the meſſengers pittying the ſozrowes , olde Andrugio 
mado, returned withont her: which dꝛaue Pollip us to ſuch an 
extaſie ofdeſperate ſoxrowe, that her ſeemed altogither impati⸗ 
ent to endure her want, but ſeeing no other furtheraunce to his 
loue, he often repaired to old Andrugios houſe, and maniſeſted 
his ſute vnto her, who vſed him moſt kindly, but ſl delaied his 
ſute with ſuch excuſcs,Þ he was therby fin ther intrappedin the 
ſnares of loue, and pet nothing the nearer or ebteining his ſute. 
At laſt, it was concluded betwirt Pariimus and hin, that 
Pariſmus ſhould accompante him in ſome diſguiſe, and make 
hunſcife knowne to none but Violetta, thereby the loner to 
R pꝛocure 
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The famous Hiſtorie 
pꝛocure her god liking to Pollipus , which he was the moze 
willing to do, foz that he thought vppon manifciting hunſelfe 
vnto her, hee would not denie Pollipus requeſt , and there- 
koꝛe finding a conueuient time, they went to olde Andru 
gioes houſe, where they were kindly vied of Andrugio 
and his Daughter Violetta, who weltommed theſe moze 
kindly, then cuer ſhe had doone Pollipus comming alone, be- 
ing thereunto dzawne by an inward tozwardneſle which ſhee 
felt,contrary to her foꝛmer diſpoſition, Where they had not long 
continued but Pariſmus found oppoztunity to grate Violetta 
in this ſozt: Faire damoſell quoth hee, J am come vnto you 
as an humble petitioner in the brhalfe of my friend Polipus, 
whole loue is ſuch and ſo feruent towardes your ſelfe, that vn⸗ 
leſle pou pittie him, and yeeld ſome tomtoꝛt to his care, vou will 
bee the death of the woozchieſt knight lung, thereſoze J 
deſire you that J may bee the happie Oꝛacle, to declare vnto 
hum his happy foꝛtunc, pꝛenounced from your ſacred lips. Vio- 
letta all this while ſtood as one amazed, feeling ſuch an cxcee- 
ding thꝛobbing at her heart, that Chee could not well tell vhat 
to aunſwere, at laſt, beeing touched with remembeing of 
his loue that had reapt the fruits of her virgmitie, ſhe replyed 
in this ſoꝛt: Gentle knight quoth Cee, J would not willings 
ly bee atiy mans death if J could otherwiſe cheoſe , but to 
graunt to this ſute J cannot, without doomg another as 
great w2ong as might bee: ſoꝛ ſo it is, J haue alreadie plas 
ted my affections, ⁊ haue already vowed neucr to alter them, 
whulſt life doth laſt in me, which ſodain x reſolute reply ofhers 
Vafiſmus much commẽded, pct vſed many periwaſtons in the 
behalle of Po'ipus,x began to demand ofher to whom ſhe had 
vowed her loue, vſing many intreatics, pat laſt (he ſaid it was 
but a folly to aſ he y queſtion,fo2 that ſhe was reſolutely deter⸗ 
mined not to declare who it was. Said Pariſmus, what would 
you ſay if I name the man wherewith Violetta bluſſhjed cxcce⸗ 


dingly: 4 Doriſmus puld aut of his boſcme the ſcarfc which ſhe 


had befoze giuen hun. Zuoth he, behold in this ſcarfe your ſelfe

haue ſet downe a deſcription of your loues fir comming vnte 
rou, which was the Paince of Bolienia himſelfe, vnto whom 
you pꝛeſented this, who leaping downe the Pallace wall, ew 
your fathers dogs, what tundneſle he receiued at your hands 
pour ſelf know beit, ſince it is unpoſlible to obtain any recom 


pence at his hands being wedded to the Pꝛinceſſe Laurana)let 


Polipus, who in Chiualrie is inferiour to none, be the man that 


. hall *offeſſs the ſecondroome in your god liking. Violetta 


hearing him make ſo true a rehearſall of her aduenture,and to 
affirme by many reaſons pit was Pariſmus, was ſtrokt with 
ſuch a ſodaine feare qſhame to heare her ſecrets diſcloſed, that 
ſhe was ready to wound with greefe,q kneeling down with the 
teares ſtanding in hir eics,began to intreate him not to reucale 
the ſame to any, fo2 the was fully reſolued not to loue any but 
him, although it were Pariſmus: and although it were impolli⸗ 
ble to attain any kauoꝛ oꝛ recompentce at his hands. J will not 
(quoth he) reueale it to any, fo2 none but Pariſmus knoweth 
thereok, who is here pꝛeſent with thee, wherewith hee 
molt louingly tooke her in his armes and kiſt her, (hee pet 
being in ſome doubt that it was not hee, at laſt Panſnus 
made himſelte knowne vnto her, and by ſuch pzune tokens, 
as (hx alluredly knew it was hee, which ſo reioyced her heart, 
that thee humbly vppon her knees intreated him to pardon her 
boldneſſe, and vowed neuer to loue any but himſelfe: which 
pꝛoteſtauon ſo greened him, that he beganne to perſwade her 
not ta wꝛong her (cife ſo much „ foꝛ that hee was ro wap to 
becak his wedlock vowes to pleaſure hir. My deare Loꝛd quoth 
ſhe, ik J had a thouſand lines, and cyerie iſe tenne thouſande 
tines degrer thin this imp life, 1 wou'd moſt willmgly 
Hende them in meditating on the firſt kruites of your ki d⸗ 
nelle vnto niee: her facing her firme reſolue, could not 
tell what other perſwaſions to vie, to elter her reſolutis 
on, but paſſing fame tune with her in piiuate talke 
tui hee ſawe Holipus expected with heauie lighs, his happie 0 
Uh appie newes: IT departed and came vnto him, 
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te ling him, that there was ſome hope of obtaining her loue, 
vpon which comfo2table ſpeech Polipus ſtill carnefily p2oſe- 
cuted his ſute vnto Violetta, Who hearing that Pariſmus 
was departing towards his owne countrep, determined to 
vent er her life and credit to go with him, and thorefoꝛe fitted 
her ſellt in Pages apparrell, which fo well became her, that 


the ſeemed to be the artificialleſt woꝛkmanſhippe that euer nas 


ture had framed, her ſute being greene @atten, her bulkins of 
the fincſt Spanili lether, faſtned to her damtie legge with 
Chuſtall buttons, her haire wzeathed with a carnatian 
Ribbin, and all things elſe ſo neate and ſo comelie vppon 
her delacate body, that (hee was moſt comelp to beholde, 
and in this ſozt apparelled, (hee ſecretly ſtole from her Fa⸗ 
thers houſe, and ſoone gat to the Pallace, where although 
there was generall ſearch made by Andtugios meanes, 
who ſone miſt her, and the repozte of her lofſe tame to Pa- 
n{mus hearing) pet (hee was not in that habite any way 
ſulpected, Where (hee continued many dayes together, in 
which time ſhe laboured by all meanes to bee entertapned 
by Pariſmu. And on a time eſpping him with Laurana, 
walking pꝛiuatelp in the Garden, on a ſodaine ſhee came 
towardes them, who behelding her comelp ſhape and de⸗ 
licate completion, deemed her to be rather a diuine then a 
moztall creature, who beemg come neare them, Pariſmus 
demaunded whole Page he was, My Lo2ds ſapde Violetta, 
as yet haue no maiſter , but J would gladly bee entertay⸗ 
ned :quoth hee then, would you attende on Laurana and my 
elfe, il it pleaſe her to like vou: am (quoth ſhce) in all humble 
* readie at your command. 
Dany queſtions Laurana aſked the Bop as ſhee ſupyo- 
ro) demaunding his name, his Countrep, and paren⸗ 
tage. Violetta annſwered, my name is Adonius, my couns 
trey G2eece, and my parents all dead, and the fame of the 
nobleneſle of this Court, made me trauaue into this Coun- 
trey * the . With determination to gette my

hs (till growing into greater fauour (ik 
greater might bee) in the Theſſalians 
hearts, that when the day of his depar⸗ 


hearts, and watrie eyes, bewailed the ſame, all bering ſad and 
heauie, no inſtrument of muſick, noꝛ ſigne of iope, no2 lound of 
reiopcing beeing heard , as though they2 departure were a 
ligne of ſome eminons cuent to inlue. 

Laurana with many aſalt teare , bad her countrey men 
Adieu, and poꝛe Violetta, ſeeing her Father ſtand at his daze 
as it were comfoztleſſe , uttered ſuch paſſionate tamentations, 
that were beyond compare, | 

The two Panices being conducted by Dioniſi ius and Olivia 
the king and Queene ol Hungaria, the Punce ol Sparta, and 
the Lady lilabella, and moſt ofthe The lalian peeres, vnto the 
Vaucn where they ſhould take ſhipping, * parting, being 
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in ſuch heauie loꝛt, and with ſuch aboimdance of tearcs , that 
Parumus vttered theſe ſpeeches. Moſt noule Pꝛinces, theſe 
ſad teares which vou ſhed at our departure , ſheweth pour vn⸗ 
willingneſſe to leaue vs,whoſe company you thal not long wat 
fo: your daughter Laucana and my ſelfe will very ſhoztly re. 
turne againe, that che may be a comfozt vnto your aged peares 
therefoze Jhumblie dcfire youto ceaſe your greefe . Dioniſius 
ſaid; Poſt noble yongP2ince,our greefemulſt nedes be great, 
to loſe the company of ſuch aſſured freendes as pour noble fa⸗ 
ther and pour ſelfe , haue ſhowne your ſelues to be, there- 
foꝛe foz our laſt farewell wee p2ay , that the gods woulde p20» 
ſper you in this your tourney. 
Laurana hauing rec: iuedtheirblt lings with moſt heauie harts 
they committed theſe two Pances vnto the ſeas , who hoyſing 
ſayle with ſpeede, launched into the mayne , where they were 
ſone out ol ſight, and Dioniſius and the Qucene , ſadly retur⸗ 
ned vnto the Cittie of Thxbes. 

The Bing of Bohemia had not ſailed aboue two daics ſpace 
in great hope, ſone to recouer the coaſt of Bohemia , but the 
windes began to blowe , and the (cas to rage and (well, and 
ſuch an excerding tempeſt aroſe , as though the heauens and 
earth. had conſpired their vtter onerth2owe, that theyꝛ ſhippes 
were diſſeuered , and the marriners expected nothing but pꝛe⸗ 
ſent death: that Pariſmus, Laurana, and Polſipus were difle« 


uered from the reſt ofthe tompanie, and they all in diſpaire , e ⸗ 


ur to ſe them againe, The crueltie ofthis tempeſt, continui d 
fo2 the ſpace ofth2ce daies , in ſuch raging and extreame fozt, 
that the marriners were compelled to cut their ſailes 4 heauo 
their aſtes ouerboꝛd, and by the violence of the winde were 
dziuen paſt their knowledge, but when the ſloꝛme ceaſed , the 
marriners kenned a farre ot, an Jland, and with ſuch p: ,ouiſion 
as they had ſtered thither amaine. 

Pariſmus being glad that thy had ſo well eſcaped the furie 
of th* ſeas,wnth moſt comfoztable ſpeeches reiuued the feareſull 
ſpiru the Painceſſe Laurana , from her lavnefle 1 in this (ozt. 


Dert 
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Dre Laurana , ſince the deſtenies haue allotted vs this mil⸗ 

chaunce to be thus diſalterly ſeuered from our companie, and 
vauen into an vnknowne place, comfozt pour ſelſe in theſe ex⸗ 

t remities with hope of better ſucceſſe, ſoꝛ I do not doubt but we 
{hall well recouer the compame of my Loꝛd and Father, who 
by theſe bitter miſfoꝛtunes, is ſeuered from vs but J trult the 
ſcaſe will not be ſo vnmercifall , as to dꝛench his aged peares 
in theyꝛ ſpacious gulies,my deere Laurana wers you ſafelie on 


choare, then would my heart bie at reſt. Þany other ſpeeches 


hee vled to tomtoꝛt her in her ladneſſe , who was the moze 
comfo2table foꝛ that the was in his companie : they had not 
long continued in this god hope ol recouering land, but they 
tſpied a ſhip making towards them with all ſperde, who beeing 
tome nere to them, they knew him to ber a Pyzate , who 

zelently began to bioꝛde the hip wherein Parilmus was, but 
the marriners reſiſted them, wherewith began a fearekull bat⸗ 
tell. Variſmu; being vnder hatches , ſone armed himſelfe, 
81d made ſuch a llaughter among the Pyp2ates [moſt ol his 
owne men being flaine)that he with the helpe of Pollipus, had 
fone dellroped the greateſtmultitude ol them, and the rell yeels 
ded vnto their mercie. 

Afterward they bozded the Py2ates (who were belonging 
to Andramart of T artar1a the pthi m Pyrate, that had filled 
the whole woꝛld, with the repoꝛt of his tyzanme)and beleemng 
them vypon ſuch pꝛoteſtations and oathes , as the villaines 
made, hey tonueied ſuch rich: s, i:weis , and pꝛouiſions as 
theyhid, abode the Pyꝛates ſhip , fo2 that thy2 owne was 
\ſh20wly wether beaten, And itkewiſc hauing ſhifted Laurana, 


Leda, and Adonis, into the ſame, ſuncke their owne, andpla- 


ted {ach ſewe mariners as they had left aliue, (2 gouernoꝛs o⸗ 
uer the Pyꝛats, they made towards the Jland which they law 
befoꝛe them, and {one landed, deter mining there to rekrech thẽ⸗ 
ſelues. Where they founde the countrey walle and deſolate, 
without any inhabitant, pet well repleniſhed with wild Deere, 
and igwl?,of which they got good ſloze. 

| P aiifmus 
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Pariſmus demaunded of the Pyꝛates if they knew that Amd, 
who tolde hun, that they gaue it the name of the Deſclate 
land, foz that they neuer ſawe any liuing creature there: but 
they told him that there was a bewtifull Caſtle that ſiwd vpon 
the toppe ol a mightie Rock, in the middeſt of the Jland,inha/ 
bited as they thought by ſome Diuels, koꝛ that many cf their 
felowes had oftentimes gone thuher, but none of them euer 
returned, but they neuer ſawe any creature in any place ofthe 


Jland beſides : though there were many godly Townes not * | 


inhabited. Which ſtraunge newes made them wonder: ſome 
two dayes they cotmued vpon the coaſt of this deſolate Jland. 
And on a time, Pan{mus and Polipus, ouly attended by Ado. 
mus, {trated from their Chip to kill Neniſon, leauing Laurana 
abe2d , little miſtruſting any trecherie, and truſting te much 
to his owne men. But the Pirattes hauing awayted ſuch a 
tonuenient time, by pollicie conueyed moſt ofthe Bohemian 
Parriners vnder Patches , lauing ſome two 62 thzee whome 
they eaſily ouercame, and faſt bolted downe the ſame , and be- 
foze the Knights were returned from killing their Ueniſon, 
they had hoyſed ſayle, and were launched quite out of ſight: 
they vnder bod not yet knowing that they were lo betrays 
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CHAD: XIX. 


How Parifmmns, Pollipur,and Adonins the Pap e,voing edn 
in the Deſolate Iland, were betraied by the Pirates, And 


how Lawanre was conueyed tothe Caſtle of Rockes, vn- 
der the cuſtodie of the Tyrant Andromarr, | 


d ſone as Pariſmus and Pollipus had at, 
BY A, ently ſtozed themſelues with freche vicualls, 
. they recurned towards the ſhippe, which ther 
founde launched and gone, which Pariſmus 
ſeeing, and miſling his beloued Laurana (now 
to late (luſpecting the Pirates trecherie) fell in 
to ſuch an ertreame rage or ſoꝛrowe and vexation againſt his 
owne careleſneſſe, that he tare his haire, ſtamped on the earth, 
curſed the dap and houre of his birth, and was ſo karre ouers 
maiſtred with the extremitie ol vexation, that he fared like x 
man extreamely madde 92 frantick,oftentimes being in minds 
to leape into the Dea and d2owne himlelfe , and oftentimes 
attempting to deſtroy himſelfe, that all theſe vnſuppoztable 
paſſ;o:1s concurring togither, ſo ouercam? his ſences, that 
he kell into a dead traunce, 

Poꝛe Adonius ſreing his Lozd in this extreame caſe, vſed 
all the chill that was pollible, to retouer him to his ſences, that 
ſceing nothing to auaile, hee beg anne to make ſuch wofull 
lamentation, as would haue made the ſtonie Rockes relent 
at his pitti dull ertl nation, where Violetta continued rub⸗ 
bing his pe cheeltes with her foft hande, a thouſand times 
ilfe ng his tolde lippꝰs, and waching the ſame with ſalt teares, 
th n Pol! ſceing his kriend in that ſozt raging againſt Foz- 
tune, and hearing the gretuous lamentations the pee Page 
mwe, (full little ſuſpecing who it was) by viewing their in⸗ 
fcrniti: 'Ss, moſt pꝛuden dy gouerned 1 „and did * 
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he coutd with poze A donius to recouer him, but their labour 
was in vaine ; then hee beganne to meditate on this afflt⸗ 
tion, thinking that if he ſhould rage ſo exceſſiuelp as Pariſ. 
mus did, he (h2uld be no whit the nearer any hope of re⸗ 
medie , but ſhould thereby gue incouragement and exams 
ple to him to continue in that ſozrow, which was beyond th 
compaſle of compare, | 
But ſering Pariſmus come to himſelle, loking like one oner- 
maiſtred with care, and ſtaring vppon him like a madde man, 


to be thus croſſed in pour happineſſe, J beſecch you beare the 
Came patiently , and remit this extreame care which ſo ouer⸗ 
maiſtreth your vertues , that their ſplendo2 cannot ſhine in 
ſuch perfect ſo2t as wontedly they haue don: what can helpleſſe 
grizfe auaile you 2 what can care herein pleaſure you? oz what 


can this diſtemperature ſozrow heipe you in the recouerie of 


ponr loſt friend 2 then do not ſhew your ſelfe ſo inconſiderate, 
to deſtrop your ſences in this ſozt,but let vs conſult which wap 
to recouer them, fo2 theſe ſoꝛrowes, and tenne thouſand times 
as many,cannot any way pleaſure you. It ill beſeems pour ho- 
nour in this (02t to caſt your ſeife downe, but rather with qui⸗ 
etneſſe beare your afflidions, and with wiſedome deuiſe how 
to eaſe you of this griefe, Pol!;pus ſpake theſe wozds with ſuch 
feruencie,that it made Pariſmus ſomewhat remember himſelf, 


that riſing fromthe earth (beholding his poꝛe Page kneeling 


by him with blubbzed cherkes, ſozrowing to ſee his ſozrow)he 
vttered theſe ſpeeches, Pow can Ycontainemy ſelfe within the 
compaſle oſ reaſon, when my lolle excedeth the bounds of rea⸗ 
ſon 2 how can J with patience beare this affliction, when my 


lolle is ſuch as ail the wozldes wealth cannot countcruaile ? 


Yow ſhould wiſedome beare (way in me, when ſhe was mp 
ancly wiſedome,and with her pzectous ſelfe,all that was mine 
is parted from me? Why ſhould J not tozment my ſelſe, when 
thzough my lelfe ſhe is periſhed : Why ſhould J not rage, ſoz⸗ 


fearing that this ſuddaine griefe had altered his wittes, vttertd 
theſe ſpeeches, Moſt noble Pꝛince, ſinte it is allotted vnto pou 
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row,and lament her lolle, pzocured by my negligence : Accur⸗ 
ſed Lraytoz that J was, that leftmy deare Laurana , pea the 
moſt vertuous Ladie liuing vpon the earth, ſo lightly in the cu⸗ 
ſtodie of barbarous people. What will ſhe ſay ol me, but that 


I regarded her not? how may ſhe condemne me ol inhumani⸗ 


tie, that haue ſuffered her thus to be taken from mc? Can there 
be any lunits giuen to this my ſozrow?Can J cuer recompence 
this extreame wꝛong J haue done her? Js there any hope that 
I hall euer ſee her again? No Polipus, no. What know J how 
theſe villaines will vſe her? what can J tell-whither they will 
tonuey her:? D; what knowe I the griefe ſhes will endure⸗ 
This, this, tozments my heart, that I am paſt all hope euer 
to ſe her againe. How then can J allwage my griefe,but ra⸗ 


vppon my cankred careleſſe heart, that left her in their cu⸗ 
ſtodie, and by that meanes haue loſt the fruition ofher dining 


- p2eſence , whercby my life was maintained ? 


No, no,Poll1pus,my ſozrowes are ſuch as can no way be 
ſalued , therefoze it were but in vaine to perſwade my ſelfe 
that there is any hope left to redeem this mp loſſe 4 loft friend: 
Bere you ſe we are left in an vafrequented place, inuironed 
rounde with the ea, and no meanes to eſcape a miſerabla 
death by famiſhment, vpon this accurſed land, that was oz- 
dained to be my graue, then Pollipus, what counſaile hane 
vou left to comfozt vs withall 2 Dz how can pou thinke well of 
him, by whoſe meanes vou are bꝛought to this hazard of your 
life : My Loꝛd anſwered Pollipus, let vs do the beſt we can 
to get fw2th of this ſolitarie plate, which once attained, there 
is no doubt we might in contmuance of trauaile, mate with 
ſeine that can gine vs knowledge of whence thoſe Pirattes 
were, the which if wer can finde out, then ſhall we (one 
heare what is become of Laurana, in the meane tune, with 
patience let vs endure the ſearch foz her duligently, fo2 A 
vowe, that if che be any where to be found, J will neuer 


deſiſt trauaile , vntill J can come to dean ſome har pie 
D 2 tidings

tydings of her abode : which ſpeeches of this wozthte Knight, 
fo reuiued Pariſmus, that he altogither abandoned that cffes- 
minate kinde ofgriefe and lamentation , but with a mind pult 
fall ofurward (ozrow, he kindiy thanked Polunpus, and with 
this reſolute determmation, theie two Woꝛthie Knights vnar⸗ 
med ſauing onelp their fwozds, hauing no company but oncliy 
their Page, beganne to trauaile along the toaſt ſide, to ſeæ it᷑ 
happily they conld finde any ſhipping that might lye vppon 
thoſe coaſtes. Jn which trauaule we will icaue them 2 aſpace 
to ſpeake of the king of Bohemia. 

Aſone as the ſtoʒme was ended, the Bing of Bohemia 
miſſing the ſhip wherein Pariſmus was, beganne to take the 
ſame molt greeuoully, fully alluring hunſellr that they were 
periſhed, but himſelf was dꝛiuen vato the confines of hrigia, 
where he pcaceably ſoiournied, vntill he had fraughted his 
ch ppes with all things nerdlull, and within thozt ſpace landed 
in Bohemia: where he gaue hümlelle ta à ſolitarie and auſtere 
life ; and ſuch ſoꝛrow and lamentation was generally made fo: 
che loſſe of their P ꝛince, as is not to be deſcribed. Likewiſe ths 
newes thereot was ſane tonueped to Dioniſius Court, where 
the foxow they made, was ſuch as the like was neuer heard 
ol in any age. 

The Tartarians ioyſull of their vaatie, made all the haſte 
they could towards their Countrep,not any vnder hatches foz 
a god ſpace , nnſdoubting their captuutio, the Pꝛinceſſe her 
foife being fallen into aſweote and ſilent la&pe. Leda being 
with her, maruelled why Pariſmus ſtated ſo long, and ſ&ing 
her miſtreſle faſt a leepe , ſtole out ofthe Cabin, and found the 
arriners all careleſly quaffing: and leatung them,ſhe would 
haue gone vp abouc hatches, fo2 that her heart could not be at 
nuct, but finding them taft ſhutte 3 cher called aloud to the 
Parriners to come open the ſame : but they likewiſe fins 
ding the (ame faſt bolted , ſane percciued the Shippe was 
vnderſaple and th. yp vetraped, that being deſperate , what 
wr: ſhame and ariefe, there beganne a very great mutinte 
amongſt 
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of Pariſmus. 4 
amongſt them, that moſt ol them were flaine in this rage, net 
knowing almoſt what they did, and the reſt that ſuruiued del⸗ 

perately murthered themſelues: which Leda beholding, allu⸗ 
redhy perſwaded herſelfe they were betrayed, and with abun / 
dauce of tcares went to her miſtreſle agame, who ftillwas a⸗ 


lleæpe, but at laſt awaked, and ſeeing Leda weping, her heart 


beganne to fuile her, and demaunding the cauſe of Leda, ſhe 
could not anſwere a woꝛde, wherewith Laurana was dziuen 


into ſuch an extreame paſſion of feare; that all here ioynts be⸗ 


gan to trenible and ſhake, her colour went and tame: but at 
laſt, what with intreaties, and thzeatnings, ſhee cauſed Leda 
to declare the cirtumſtaunce of their woe. Laurana noſoner 
heard Leda ſay that they were betraied to the I artarians and 
that the mariners had in a mutinie laine one another”, but 
there ſhe fell downe dead, that do What Leda could; ſhee was 
not able to recouer her to her ſences in a god ſpace: but at laſt 
her bꝛeath began to make paſſage th2engh the werte cunduit 
of her thzote, and ſhee lifted vp her eyes, loking with ſich a 
ghaſtly und pitifull countenaunce vpon Leda, that the was al⸗ 
moſt atraide to beholde her. Then L aurana began to teareany 
ſpoile her golden treſles, and diſheuꝛ led her pꝛetious haire, and 
rent her coltly garments from her pzecions bodie , wainging 
her handes, beating her bꝛealts, anvknockingherpzeciens 


head agaynſt the boꝛds, that had not Leda with all her might 


hindered her, ſhe had there destroyed her ſelſe. In this fox odw⸗ 
full ſozt, ſhe on the ont ſide continued her lamentations, and 
Leda on the other fide wept her ll, that the conduits of their 
ces were dꝛied vp, aud net able to ſhed another teare, and her 
heart was ſoze with thꝛobbing, and ſhe deſperately, and with a 
conZant refolution , attended the comming or thole villaines 
that had betrayed her, who knowing themſelues to be paſt ths 
reach ofthe two knights, began to lift vy thehatches, and cal⸗ 
led to thoſe that were beicw,but nene made anſwere , which 
cauſ:done of them to godowne, and ſound all the Bohemians 
lie 4;urthered , and with that top tull tidings came vp to his 
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The famous Hiſtorie 
fellowes. One that was the chiefe,and captaine ouer the reit, 
allotting euerie one his ſeuerall office,went down to ſe where 
Laurana was, whom he found as is ſaid) making ſuch mone, 
that hunſelte (notwithſtanding his barbarous diſpoſition)couls 
not refraine from pitying her griefe : and in that caſe without 
ſpeaking a wozde he left her, and returned againe within two 
houres, thinking by that time ſhe would haue ceaſed her com- 


plaints : but ſhe not gining her thoughts any reſpite ol conlide⸗ 


ration, but onelyto thinke on Pariſmus , Till continued her 


_ Corowes, altogether refuſing to be comfozted by any perſwas 
lions, and foz two dayes ſpace, vtterly abſtained from all kun 
ak ſuſtenance, by meanes wherofſhe was bzought to extreame 


hagarde and perill of her life, which cauſed Leda fo vttcr theſe 
perſwaſions.Dere Miſteſſe quoth ſhe, it you would vouchlafe 
to heare me ſpeake, then J would not doubt bnt to eaſe your 


heart of ſome of the care you ſo impatiently endure.You know 
that my Loꝛd Pariſmus, Polipus,and Adonius,are pet liuing, 


and no doubt in gad eſtate; but only foꝛ þ loſſe of pon, ſoꝛ whoſe 
lake my Lo Pariſmus will pꝛeſerue his life: why ſhoulde you 


then deltroy your lelf that he ſo much tendereth, and not rather 
bſe all poſſible meanes to pzeſerue your ſelfe, vntill you can by 
ſome meanes heare of him 2 fo2 there is no doubt that hs will 
(earch molt part 07p woꝛld but he wil find pou, e by his va lour 
make the place where he cõmeth, ſpeak of his woꝛthineſſe, that 
I doo not doubt but it will by ſome accident oꝛ other come to 
pour hearing: then were it vain foꝛ pou by deſtroying pour ſelf, 
to deſtrop him likewiſe, whereas otherwiſe pou map happilie 
meet, to both your exceeding comfozts : your vertues haue the 
the power to rule ſtranngers affections,let them then reſtrain 
you from doing your ſelfe harme. hat will Pariſmus think? 
and what thinke you will be his greefe , when he hath trauai⸗ 
len marie Countreys, aud indured many thouſande perils in 
ſearch ol vou, and in the end findeth that you haue fullie made 
away pour lelfe, and were the onely tauſe of his ſozrows 7 I 


beſeech you deare Piltrefſe, confider of theſe things anight, 
and

and weigh the eſtate that we are in, and then J do not doubt 

but your wiſedome will conſider , that it is better foz you to 
pꝛeſerue pour (elfe fo2 his lake, then by deſtroying your ſelfe, ve 
guiltie voth ol pour one death, and his to. With theſe fozs, 
civle perſwaſions, Laurana beganne ſomewhat to paciſit her 
re, and with a ſetled reſolution, determined to indure what | 
miſcrie ſoeuer lhe ſhould light vpen:and therfoze began to con / 
ſerre with Leda about their hard hap, miſerable eſtate, which 
dzaue her to her very wits end to thinke ol. But in the midſt of 
chi thoughts came in the captain, who beholding Lauranaes 
maieſticall coimtenante, and exceeding beautie, was ſo amazed 
thcrwith, as he codemned hunlelfe of villanie to haue pzocured 
ſo diuine a creatures diſcdtent. L aurana ſeing himſtand gazing 
vpõ her, began bolvly to demand of him what he wold haue, he 
huͤbly knteling, told her that he had pꝛouided her dinner, if che 
pleaſed to taft therot, which ſhe willingly conſented vnto, e be⸗ 
gan conſiderafly to recall her fozmer ſences, but pet ſo inwardly 
ſozrowfull, as it was a rare vertue in her, ſo ſuddenly to oner- 
maiſter her infemperate griefe, q pet ſtill remain ſo ful ofgrief, 
that the very ſubſtice ol her ſences was perfect ſozow. By this 
tune the pirats had ſafely landed their ſhip in the Aland, where 
their maiſter Andramart was, which was incompaſſed with 
ſuch mightie rocks ol tone, that it was unpaſſible,but only one 
wap, in which way a few were of power ſufficient to keepeout 
a whole army of men, ſone they conueyd Laurana, and Leda 
to the caſtel, where they pꝛeſented her ( with luch iewels as they 
had with her to Andramare,who(being ama of a maſt po 
and hautie diſpolition, and maieſticallp (cated in an imperial 
ſcat) was ſo rauiſhed at the firſt view ol Lauranaes bewty,that 
ght ſtod aduiſedl beholding her: at laſt he came to her to haue 
imbzaſt her tender body in his rough arms, but ſhe abhozring 
him, thꝛuſt him frõ her with a diſdajnfull ſcomme,wherewith he 
began to fawn vpo her, like as a dog wil do on his maſter,wh# 
he hath bin newly beaten, e began to make ſhewes to them of 
great welcome, and kindly bzought them to ſtalelp  gozgrous 
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The famous Hiſtorie 
chambers moſtrichly ſurniched, and lone all things r:cedefult 
Were there pz2ſented vnto her, by ſuch wemen as were in the 
Caſtell. Laurana ſœing her ſelfe thus kindly vled, and not cuill 
intreated was therewith ſomewhat recomfozted, and vſcd her 
feife acto ding to the condition ofthe time and place, and kinds 
Ip accepted all their courteſies: but the lone Which Andramart 
made vnto her ſeemed ſo hatefull in her cies, that it was wozſe 
vnto her then a thouſand deaths, to indure his ſight The night 
\cing tome, and after they had ſupped (beeing ſerued in moſt 
ſtately maner, and with molt coſtly and delicate cates ſhe with 
Leda her maide(whs lodged with her) betoke themſelues to 
their reſt, where ſhe could by no meanes giue one minutes re- 
ſpit to her ſoꝛrowes by ſleepe, but vttered moſt heauie plaints 
und lamentations bewailing thc loſſe of her deere Loꝛd, that the 
verie walles ſeemcd to grone foꝛth the Ecchocs of her com ⸗ 
plainta, in which ſoꝛt ſhe continued mot part ofthe night. Car⸗ 
i the next moꝛning ſhe was ſaluted by Andtamart, who could 
giue his minde no reſt noꝛ quiet, but in her companie, and his 
loue was ſo erceding towardes her, that he could not do anis 
thing that was offenſiue vnto her. In this miſerable kinde of 
happie tſtate Laurana tontinued by the ſpace of a moneth, in 
which time ſhee had knowledge of a number of pzifoncrs that 
this tyꝛant kept within the caſtell, by the grieuous cries they 
made, ſome fo2 want of ſod, ſome with paine oftoztures, that 
hee inflicted vpon them, beeing himſelfe Hitcvofallm-n,av 
chereſdꝛe he hated all mankind , but ſuch whoſe minds accoz- 
ded to his wickedneſſe. Laurana in this time vſcd herſelfe ſo, 
that che ſtill deferred his impoztunate ſute, and had him ſo tied 
in tde ſnares ofloue, that what ſhe commanded, he would pꝛe⸗ 
ſenly erecute: but ſo odious was his loue vnto her heauie bart, 
that ſhe w is oftentimos readie to ſwound, with the remem⸗ 
b2ancethercof : but fill by the tounſell ve Le da, the held it the 
beſt courſe to kœpe themſelues in his faudur, vntill they coulde 
by lome meanes eſcape ont ot his cruell handes, where we will 
leauꝛ paye Laurana in this comioztictfe place, amongcil rude

and vnciuill people by night, and by day, her muficke being che 
diſmal noiſe of pittiful cries ol pe paſoners, ⁊ clogd with the 
lothſome lone of Andramar:,without hope how to eſcape from 
that miſerable place of bondage, where you may tudge the ſo 
row ſhe indured was ſuch as no tongue is able to expʒeſſe.

The raiſcrable trauaile Pæriſmus indured in the deſolate I- 
land, and how he was ſuccoured by Anteches, and after- 
wards how they were inpriſoned in the inchanted caſtell 


by the Inchamreſle Zeloxe,

52 &" coaſts ofthe doſolate Aland, their fod be- 
1 | BT) ingwud fruit that grewe vpon Tres, 
ao their dzinke the cleare fountainewas 
f ter, their lodging the hard and cold earth: 
52 in which trauaile they ouerpaſt manie 
e godly auncient townes , but a ltogither 
vnpeopled, the houſes being fo2 the moſt 
part ſtoꝛed with many rich and coſtly oꝛnaments, which caus 
ſed theſe two knights greatly to maruaile, and dcfire to know 
the cauſe thereof, and remembzing what the Pirats had tolde 
them, chat in a ately caſtell, ſcituate in the midſt of the coun⸗ 
try, it was likely thcre were ſome that inhabited, they determi⸗ 
ned next to trauell th:ther : ſoꝛ they ſaw no hope howe to get 
from that Jland, being growne very weake by reaſon of their 
faint fed, and hard lodging, which tranell pwze Adonius moſt 
willin aly endured,thinking all paine a pleaſure in his mailters , 
compante , vnto whom he bchaued himſelle with ſuch tender 
care that Pariſmus would oftentimcs extol and commend him 
to Pohpvs. F922 when Parumus at any time flept,hs would co- 
uer his face with his thinneſt garment, e made a pillow of the 
reſt foꝛ his head. oftentimes dꝛiue from his nund many heaup 
T thoughts 


Anſows travelled manie dayes along the 
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| thoughts by his werte ſongs , that Pariſmus thought he could 
neuer haue indured that tedious tourney with patience , if 
Adonius had bin abſent. Theſe wozthy knights hauing conty 
nucd a long while in this their ſoutary walk ,tok their tourney 
by geſls towards the midſt cf the country, in Which trauel they 
continued ſome thꝛer weekes, in which time they were often in 
danger of dzowning by reaſon ofmany deceitful quickſands,x 
often like to be famiſht foz want of ſuſtenance,x often in danger 
to be deuoured by wild beaſts,» were abundantly in this coun⸗ 
try g vet neuertheles they were nothing p neer er, their wiſhed 
expedation. At laſt Pariſmus 4 Polipus bega vtterly to deſpaire 
of tuer accdpliſhing the means of — fro that vnfrequeted 
place they trauelled all a whole day t a night, ouer a mightie 
plaine, where there was neither water to ſtaunch their thürt, 
noꝛ fruit to aſſwage their hunger. Early in the mozning, they 
eſpied a mighty wod,where they thought although there were 
no other cofozt)yet there they ſhould find fruit: but being come 


thither, their cxpectation was fruſtrated,foz there was nothing 


but thoꝛnes and bꝛiers, a ſo thicke, that they could by no means 
enter þ ſame, that there they ſurely expected nought but famiſh⸗ 
ment. And Pariſimus, What with extemitie of hunger, grieke fo; 
the lolſe of Laurana, and laſtly fe; Pollipus 6 Adonis ſake, ſat 
hun Towne vnder a mightie oake,4 with a heauy heart vttered 
theſe plants. Dew vnſoztunate am J aboue all mien to be dziuẽ 
to this cxegent of miſerable calamitic, Þ by wy ill fozfune haue 


betraid the maſt cha, vertuous, g beautiful lady liuing, into the = 


hands of t irauts, to her endleſſe griefe, and by my means haue 
bought theſe my friends in danger of a lemt̃ table death by fa⸗ 
miſhmet, ad all theſe bin p2oper to my ſell, then wold J in de⸗ 


ſpite of my troked deſtnies haut indurcd the , then ſhould not 


they complaine, then ſhould mp vertuons Laurana haue bin in 
the pleaſant court of Dioniſius, whoſe tcares at my departure, 
did p;onnoſhicate mp vnluckie ſucceſſe in this extremitie what 
hope is left ſoꝛ my comfoztzhow may Laurana curſe m vnfc2 
tunate deſtines : how may Dionihus accuſe me of diſhonoꝛ, fo: 


l ſing 
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ale vou, and ſuch ſimple vittailes as the fame peeldes, refreſh 
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loſing his daughter? how may Phrygia condemne me fo2 the 
loſſe ofthe wozthy Pollipuszand how may J ſufficiently retõ · 
pence al the wzongs:Diſpair ſhal attend my ſteps, q ſoz0w ſhal 
be my fod:affuction ſhal be my copamion,x care my reſt:the day 
will J ſpend in teares, and the night in grones: let the heauens 
poure down their vengeancs on my head, x the earth wszkmp 
ſorow:foz I the molt vafoztunate of al men, haue deſerued the 
greateſt punihment that euer was inflicted vpon man. In that 
veration of minde continued Pariſmus, and pooze Adonius lap 
weeping at his ferte, almoſt dead foꝛ want of fad, Polipus he 
went vp and downe,raging inwardly in his minde , his heart 
becing ſo full fraught with griefe, that his eyes were ſwolne 
with extreame veration , All the while that theſe woozthie 
knights had continued in this flmpathie of ſozrow, there was 
an aged Hermit had beheld their complaints, and vnderſtan⸗ 
ding by their behauiour, that they were lome diltrꝛſſed ſtran⸗ 
gers, pitied their paſſions,and cams towards tht᷑, being al tha 
laid vnder the oake togither lamenting, and ſaluted them with 
theſe kind ſpeeches. Wozthie knights ſaid the Permit) ſoz that 
I ſa you are ſtrãgers, i diſtreſſed, i imp poze Celmay an way 


pou, oꝛ my lelfe,o2 councel may any way pleaſure you, J deũire 
you to go with me thither, and you ſhall be welcom.,Pariſmus 
beholding this aged man vtter ſuch kind ſpeeches,as one raui⸗ 
ſhed with ioy, roſe from the ground, and kindly with thankes 
tolo him, that he willingly accepted his pꝛolered curteſis: foz 
turteous old man(qd. he)you could neuer haue tome in a time 
ofmoze nted, foꝛ we are now giuen ouer to deſpair,therfoze we 
may ſay happy olde man, you ſhall do vs a friendly derd, which 
we wil thankfully accept, and willingly re quite, if it lieth in our 
powers:then J pꝛay pou(quoth he) go with me, foz I perceiue 


your bodies arc wearied with traucll,+ your hearts fired with 
grief; ſo they ioyfully went to his Cell, being glad of this com⸗ 
fozt, x in little ſpace attained thither,which was in a large cane 
vnder p earth,moſtTecrctly cotrined:where they were one wel, 
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The famous Hiſtorie 


retreſhed with wine and veniſon, which this olde man had als 


' waies ready After that they had wel ſatiſfied their hunger with 


this god cherre, the olde man requeſted to knowe of whence 
they were, and by what miſchaunce they were arrtued on that 
vnhappie Jland. Pa:iſmus tolde him that he was ſonne to the 
Ring of Bohemia, and that his companion was a knight of 
Phrygia, rehearſing vnto him all their whole miſaduenture, 
and the loſſe of Laur ana, vttering the ſame in ſuch doleſul wiſe, 
that the olde Hermit could not refraine from griefe. By that 
tune Pariſmus had ended his tragicall diſcourſe , it wared 
darke , and therefoze the olde Yermet b2ought them vnto 
their lodging, which was the ſame bed whereon he layd him⸗ 
ſelf{there being no other on which Pariſmus was very vnwi⸗ 


lung to lie, thereby to diſplace this god old man: but by y mani⸗ 


folde intreaties ofthe Hermit, he peelded,x ſone add:elled him⸗ 
ſelfe to go to the ſame, deſiring Pol ipus to be his bedfelow,and 
fo: that Adonius was fomwhat ſickly.they laid him in p midiſtĩ 


betwirt thẽ, foz that he had done them many pleaſures in their 


trauei.DPariſmus being ſo far in loue with him, as he wold haue 
ventered his owne life foz to do him god. Poze Adonius with 
blulhing checks put off his apparell,x ſeemed to be abaſhed whe 
he was in his ſhirt,x tẽ derly lept into the bed betwirt theſe two 
wozthy kmghts,who litle (uſp: ed that it was Violetta, where 
che poꝛe ſoule lay cloſe at Pariſmus back, p very ſwert touch ok 
Whoſe body ſeemed to rauiſh her with ioy: and on the other fide 
not acquainted with ſuch bedfellowes, the ſermed (as it were) 
mectamo2phoſed,with a kind ofdelightfull feare: but had Polli 
— it had bin his deere Voiletta, he would haue moze 
v regarded his bedfellow, who ſeemed to ſtart if Polipus 
did but ſtirre. Thus they all twke their reſt foz that night, the 
two knights only being glad of this quiet repoſe after their lõg 
trauell:x A donius hauing in his heart a thouſand delights of 
top by touching Par iſmus ſwerte bodie , early in the mozning 
Adomus Was vp, beingafrais to vncouer her delicate body, but 
with (peed ſ@ne araid himlelt, t had ſo neatly pꝛouided al —

againft theſe two kmghts ſhould riſe, that both of them avmi- 
red his behamour , haning p2ouided moſt holſome bathes fo: 
their feete , which did them much eaſe, fo2 that they were (028 
b2uiſed with trauaile. The god old Hermit ſing theſe wozthy 
nights readie to take their leaue (fo2 that they were unwil⸗ 
ling to ſtay to trouble hun)requeſted then that they wold tap 
with him ſome daies, and refreſh themſelucs.God father (ſapd 
Pariſinus) if we be not trenbleſome vnto pou then wil we lay, 
and bzing our ſelues further into your debts: not ſo wooꝛthi 
Knights (quoth he) foꝛ I know not how you wil get fromout of 
this countrey,vnleſſe you wil tay ſome time with me, fo2 Jaſ- 
lure you that there is ns meancs but one, which mult be achi- 
ned with much hazard ol your lines,which many haue attemp- 
ted, yet neuer any could effect, I pꝛay vou god father ſaid hee, 
let vs be fo much beholding vnto vou, as toknow the meanes, 
fo were it neuer ſo daungerous, J will moſt willingly vnder⸗ 
take the ſame, ſering there is no other meanes to eſcape , foz J 
greatly defire to know what is become of the vertnous Lau- 
rana:Wherewith the Hermit began in this manner Molt woz- 
thie pꝛince (quoth he) J now begin to rehearſe a Hiſtoʒie of the 
molt vildeſt traytoz liuing on the earth, whoſe name is Dru- 
ball, ſometime a ſubicc of mine, but now my ſuperiour : fo2 
know woo:thie knights, my name is Antiochus , ſometume 
ths vnhappic ruler of this Aland. This Druball ſome time ſer- 
ued me, vnto whom J committed my ſecrets, as the ma J molt 
truſted, who in time grew ſop2oude, that vnder colour of my 
fanour, he would commit many bad actions,that he was mich 
hated amongſt my noble men, t my ſabicas began to accuſe mie 
as acceſlarę vnto his emi facts, fo2 that J was ſo blinded with 
his flatteries,they began flatly to rebell,and bt ing repꝛoued fo; 
his miſdemeanour be my eldeſt ſonne, hee offered in my pꝛe⸗ 
lence to haue lan him, which made him ſo evious, that by the 
unp92tunitics of my nobles J baniſht him my court x country, 
which he tok in ſuch diſdarnful ſozt,Þ tuer after he deuiſed to do 
me miſchiefe, ioyned himſelf to __ my greateſt — 
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The famous Hiſtorie 
which dwelt in an neighboꝛing Jland, the moſt wickedeſt hag 
ling vpon the face ofthe whole earth, vſing witchcraſts, ſoz- 
ceries.4 inchauntments, to further their purpoſe againſt mee; 
and came into this my country, hauing many fries, firſt won 
many of my ſubiecs hearts, and afterwards made open wars 
againſt me. by their Grength put me to fight. When hauing 
gotten my Crowne, they unpziſoned my Queen, and two ſong 
and a daughter which J had luung, but notwithltanding,they 

could neuer quietly emoy the gouernment, but were oltens 
tunes diſturbed by my ſubtects, who vtterly refuſed to liuc vn⸗ 
der his tyꝛannp, ſoꝛ that hee daily grew moze odious mongſt 
chem, chat by continuall warre his countrey was almoſt was 
Red, and by the Counſell ol that wicked hagge Bellona, hee 
with his confederates betoke themſelues vnto a mountaine 
here hard by, and there toztified themſelues, and by witch⸗ 

craft framed an inuincible caſtle, from whence they continu⸗ 
_ lyiſſned fozth and vanquiſhed and ie w moſt of mp noble men, 

the reſt remaining now in their cuſtodie, in moſt miſerable 
ſexuitude. But not contented with this crueltie, they were 
ſo much giuen to dinelliſh furie, that they deſtroyed all this 
whole countrep, not ſuſfering man, woman, noꝛ childe to liue, 
neither can any creature land heere, but by their ſo2ceries they 
will deſtroy them. In which kind of crueltie they haue con⸗ 
tinued many yeares: my ſelle haue ſecretly beene hidden in 
this plate, from whole hands J haue bin pꝛeſerued al this tims 
by diuime operations, and by the vertue ofa Jewell that was 
giuen me by an olde artſman of Tartaria, The Caſtle where⸗ 
in they remayne is diſtant from hence ſome th2& miles, ber⸗ 
ing the godlieſt thing to the cutwarde ſhewe that cuer eye 
in great mirth, continually tozmenting my Qucene and 
pwze Childzen with extreame toꝛments. Nowe meſt wo2- 
thie Knights (quoth he) vnleſſe you can by ſome meanes cuer⸗ 
come theſe furics, there is no other hope to eſcape from 
hence, foz long you cannot remaine, but they will knowe of

your beeing heere, foꝛ all paſſegers vo vtterly ſhun this place 
as a hatetull and ominous coaſt. Lhey haning heard this hers 
mits ſtrange diſcourſe , wondzed at the crueltie af Bellona, 
and were confounded in their thoughts with the daunger they 
chould endure ts conquer their inchauntments, that ſuddainly 
they could not tell what to determine eff: but trauing 
of Antiochus foz their rude behamo2 towards him, whom be- 
foꝛe they knew not, moſt louingly ſaluting him, Pariſmus ſaid 
that he woulde the next moꝛning without velaye trauaile thi⸗ 
therwards: Py Loꝛd (quoth Pollipus) were I ſure to abide a 
thouſand deaths, J would beare you companie, foz J wold not 
now loſe pour fight , noz abſtaine any hazarde foz pour 
lake. 

Lhenextmozning they were earlie vp: determining to 
leaue Adonius With Antiochus in his Caue , but notiwithſtã⸗ 
ding all their perlwaſtons, hee would not ſtaie, dut what with 


teares and humble intreaties, he obtepned Pariſmus conſent; 


who was vnwilling to haue hun goe , leaſt he might be hurt 
in this attempt, Antiochus conducted them vntill they were 


within fight of che Calle, vut then left them, returning to his 


2 Inuocating and pꝛaying after his manner oz their god 
Wenn,, 

When they had well viewed the Callle, which was beau⸗ 
tifullp ſeated on aſtrong Nocke, incompaſſed with a mightie 
huge deepe lake, they ſought round about the ſame, but coulde 
finde no paſſage thercto;hauing neither bꝛidge noꝛ other way 
to goe on fte. At laſt they heard a little Bell ring within 
the caſtle, which was by the watch , by the lounde thereof, 
giuing warning to thoſe that were appointed to keepe the 
ſame:vpd which noiſe, they law a boat with ſix armed knights 
in it, cõming towards them, allwue as they were landed Parif 
mus demanded of the who was loꝛd of p caftle,one of h knights 
anſwered, tome w vs guoth he,x thou ſhalt ſone ſe: wherwith 
they began to lay hold on them. Stay ſaid Pariſinus , lette — 
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The famous Hiſtorie 
aſks you one queſtion : ſay on, ſaid ene af them. Js the Lo2d of 
this callle among you,ſaid he? no ſary the other, J would hee 
were(quoth Pariſmus)foz J vow were he here, J weuld haue 
his traitours head,befsze he returned : wherwith Polipus and 
he dꝛew they2 (wo2vs(veing otherwiſe vnarmed) and ſo val 
antly afſayled thoſe lire Bnights, that they were all ſlain with⸗ 
in a ſhozt ſpace, they themlclues hauing verie little dam⸗ 
mage 02 hurt. The ferrie men ſeeing theyꝛ ſixe Champi- 
ons lie weltring in they; purple gaze , ranne towardes they; 
boate , but Adonius ſ&ing his Maiſter and Polipus had 
flaine theyz enemies, was befoze gotten downe into the 
ſame, and ſeeing the Rulers comming towardes him, and 
Pariſmus and Pelipus purſuing them, th2ult the ſame paſt 
they; reach, by which meanes they hadde ſoone taken theſe 
flaues, and putte them to death, who by no meanes would 
manifeft any thing ofthe ſecrets of the Caſtle, 

But Paiiſmus comming to Adonius , moſt kindly ems 
b;aced him, and with exceeding pꝛapſes extolled his wiſe⸗ 
dome in perfozming this erployt, to Polipus, who admired 
toſee ſo great wiſedome in ſo young yearcs, but his wit and 
wiledome was ſuch,that hadde they knowne the partie, they 
would haue moꝛe adnured his vertue, | 

By meanes ofthis Boate, they had paſſage vnto the other 
fide of the riuer, where they were no ſooner landed, but 
they heard ſuch a hideous nopſe within the Caſtle , ſuch 
thundering and rattling in the ſkyes, that it woulde 
baue amazed the louteſt Champions in the woalde: 
but they were nothing abaſhed thereat , ſauing Ado- 
nius ſtoode quaking and ſhaking with crtreame krare, 
when ifſued out of the Caſtle two mightie huge pꝛopoz⸗ 
tioned monſters , leeming rather to bee Diuclles then 
naturall men, who allayled theſe two wooꝛthie Knights 
with ſuch furie , that hadde they not nimbly auopded they; 
owes, they haBde at that very inſtaut periſhed, who 


pꝛolecuted 
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of Pariſmus. 
pꝛoletuted their ſtroakes with ſuch fierrencfle , that the verie 
earth ſeemed to ſhake therewith , and what with labour and 
rage, that they could not offend thoſe knights, they were ſo 
hotte(the Sunne being then at the highct)that their eyes were 
dazeled with ſweate that fell from their bzowes, which aduan · 
tage theſe Champions ſone eſpied, and with their wo des 
(having gotten within compaſſe df their mightie aces) 
ſone ended their wꝛetched lines , who gane ſuch groanes, 
that all the Caſtle rung with the noyſe therecf : which crie, 
ſo amazed Druball and Bellona, (being then at their plea* 
ſure ) that they came haſhly running fo beholde theſe two 
woꝛthie Knight's, who were then entering the Cattle, 
and no ſoner teme into the inner Court, but they beheld 
the moſt excellent bewtie of the Caſtle , being the moſt go 


they had not long ſtaied, but they vehelde Bellona con 
ming towardes them, whome they thought to haue beens 


ſome Queene mcloſed in that Caſtle, foz that her was crow- 


ned with an Jmperiall Diaveme : who with her ſozceries 
fo bewitched their fences , that immediately they fell into a 


dead and ſounde fleepe : pzeſently ſh&@ commannded them 


to bee conueyed into a ſtrong pꝛiſon, and there fettered them 
with Irons. 


At luch time as they awaked, they were cxcecdingly a- 


mazed to ſee themſelues in that manner impꝛiſoned: and Pa- 


riſmus was ſo inraged with extreame ſozrow , that he tars 
bis haire , rent his garments , rayled on his milkoztune, 
curſed his Deſtinies, and vercd his owne heart with ex⸗ 
treame paſſions of ſozrow , that his ſpeech was turned into 
bitter ſighes, and his (ences foꝛgot their fozmer vertues, aid 


he was (odeſparately ſadde , that no $riefe might be compa- 


red to that hee endured, 

Po!lrpus on the other five , confims:d his wonted manner 
of enduring affliction , which was pzeſently to ſtudie howe to 
ridde himſcife and his friende from the (ane , which * 
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The famous Hiſtorie 


be accounted the rareſt vertue that euer was in knight, he only 
ſtudied fo: his releaſe, and neuer raged no2 railed agapnſt hims 
ſelfe, noz otherwayes diſtempered his lences , but ouercame 
his inwarde ſoꝛrowes (which were exceeding) with ſuch pati⸗ 
ence, that Pariſmus woulde highlie extoll hun foꝛ the ſame: 
and pooꝛe Violetta, wondered at his gouerninent , as a 
moſt rare vertue , which thee neuer behelde in any but him⸗ 
felfe : which made her oftentimes accuſe her ſelie of vnkind⸗ 
neſſe , that Chee had ſo vngently refuſed ſo courteous a 
knights loue , which verie thought touched her fo neare the 
guicke, that ſhee was otentuncs in minde to yeeld to loue 
bim, and beganne afterwardes to affect his vertuous qua⸗ 
lities erceedinglie. They continued in that darke Dungeon 
all that night, ſo laden with Chaines, and Jrons , that they 
couldenot one helpe the other, without ſuſtenaunce, noꝛ able 
to take anie reſt , with the care they indured, at the pittifull 
grones and cries of a number of pooze diſtreſſed people, 
which were unpaſoned hard by them, that it ſeemed moze 
| terrible to Violetta, then death it ſelfe. But they were ſtill 
comfozted by Pollipus, who hearing the ſoꝛrowe poꝛe Ado- 
mus made, and ſceing the heauncſſe of Pariſmus, vttered theſe 
comſfo;table ſpoeches, My Lo2d, do not diſcomfozt your ſelfe, 
neither bre diſcouraged , 02 ſo much as diſquicted with theſe 
[roiles, fo I da not doubt but in ſhoꝛt (pace wee ſhall free 
ar ſelues of theſe bandes, and therefoze beare the loſſe cf 
Laurana with moze patience then pou haue done: what 
ough ſher be in the handes of Pirates, and villaines? Aſſure 
ur ſelfe there is none ſo barbarous, oꝛ mhumane , as will 
te offer to iniurte her. And were it not fo; the care ſhe hath 
un fo2 your abſence, J durſt aſſure my (elfe Chee is in 
7 bealth ; and fa your owne ſafetie 0; ours, you 
de four ſclfe ſo extremeclie, as it ſeenioth'io ite pon dq, 
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of Pariſmus. 


therm as il they were not, and you ſhall ſs by thatmeanes, 
wee ſhall ſooner come by freedome then by e 


tation , which will make our enemies reiopce at dur afflice 
tion, and not pittie vs, Deare friend ( quoth Pariſmus) pour 
tomſoꝛtable ſpeeches were of fozce to reuiue a dying heart, 
but ſo great grecfe attainteth my minde fo2 the bolle of Lau- 
rana, that felt yon but the ariefe of ſuch a werte friendes abs 
ſence, and feare neuer to ke her againe, yon would ſay that 
J did not greeue ſirffictentlie , My Lo2de (replied Pollipus) 
I haue often made triall of pour vertues, which maketh mg 
the bolder to trie your patience: J confefle that the loſſe of 
ſuch a friend as Laurana is, can not bee ſufficiently la⸗ 
mented , fo2 my ſelfe doo feele ſuch ſozrowe foz the loſſe of 
my deere Violetta-, that my heart endures that tozment 
my tongue is not able to expꝛeſſe, which maketh me ſilent in 
mygreefes , fo2 that I wonlde not put you in remembzance 
of yours by mine: foꝛ my Violetta is as dere to me as 
tenne thouſand liues, i J had them, and J de not doubt buf 
ene day I ſhall ſee her vertuous beautie, foz whoſe ſake 
wy heart will neuer be at reſt : the remembꝛaunce whereof 
reſtraineth me from manie deſperate attemptes, that other» 
wiſe J woulde infifit vppon my ſelle, that haue net deſerued 
the loue of ſo vertuous a damoſell. 

But why do J btter theſe ſyerches when Chee is not by 
to heare them, and little regerdeth the toꝛments J wbureby 
her vnkindnefſe 2 Brit I beſeech pou comfozt pour ſelte 
in theſe afflictions , foz a conſoztable heart is now neteſſarie: 
wherewith the water appeared in his eyes, andpaze Vio- 
letta hearing his ſpecches, ſo much pittied his ſighes and ſads 
nelle, that lo verie kindneſte ſhee wept (oz companie, and re⸗ 
elued to graunt his ſute, which had well deſerued to bee belos 
ned: but the loue ſhe bare to Pa! iſmus, ſo altered and changed 
r thoughts, that the could not determine what to do: at laſt 
: begants tenſider, that in lung Pariſmus, We did wzong 
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to Laurana in ſome degree, and that ſhe might no whit alter 

her true friendſhip to him, beuig onely vertuous, and yet accept 
Pollipus offer, and yeeld hum laue fo2 god will. In theſe and a 
thouſand ſuch like thoghts, ſhe ſpent the night, and the knights 
tantinued buſie,bethinking themſelues how to wozke their de⸗ 
kuerie 


Carly the next mozning, (faſt bound in Irons) they were 
wougzt by a company ot ragged hunger · tarued fellowes, in⸗ 
to a godly Ball, moſt richly furiuſhed with ſtatelp hangings, 
at the vpper ende whereof, ſatte Di ubal! and Bellona, befoze 
whome they were no ſaner come , but Druball with a tyzan⸗ 
nous loke, demaunded of whence they were, and what was 
the cauſc they had ſo euill intreated and ſlaine his ſeruants. 

Pariſmu ſo much dil dained to bee cxamined by fo baſe a 
villaine, that he could not fozextreame anguiſh of nunde ſpeak, 
no2 could he wauld he) haue anſwered him: but Pollipus Reps 
ping fozwards, anſwered,we are ſlraungers that haue ſuffered 
hipwzacke , and were vnluckily calt vpon this hatefull Jland, 
made ſo, by thy trecheries, where we haue bene often in daun⸗ 
ger of famiſhment, and conuning to this Caſtle, thy ſeruants 
offered vs violence, and we haue rewarded them, and thou 
like a Tyꝛant haſt vniuſtly unpaſoned vs, not vſing vs as all 
knights ſhould be vſed, and not by valour, but by ſosceries, haſl 
bzougyt vs into thy ſubieaion, which il not our ſelues, the hea⸗ 
uens will reueuge. Which wozds he vttered with ſuch a dil⸗ 
daiafull countenance, that the Zyzant was amazed at his re- 
ſolution, and tolde hun, that he would lone abate his haughtis 
minde, conmmaunding them to pꝛiſon againe, 
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CHAD. XXI. 


How Bellona the Inchauntreſſe, fell in love with Pollipay, by 
which meanes, hee releaſed himſelfe and Parifmns out of 
priſon : and finiſhed the Inchauntment. And how aſter- 
ward Antiochns was reltored to his kingdome. And how 
Adonius the Page fell ſicke, and was preſerued by Pollipur, 


Ellona all this while toke ſuch viewe of 
their perſonages, that ſhe thought them 
the godliclt men that euer ſhe beheld,any 
at that inſtant, vowed either to obtaine 
their loues by faire meanes, oz inflict 
tozments vppon them, that they ſhould 
vel by foꝛce to her luſt: wherefoze ſhe ſe⸗ 
tretly commaunded her ſeruants to loade 
them with moze Jrons, which they perfozmed, where theſe 
two wozthie knights laie by the ſpace of a werke in the moſt 
cruclleft toꝛment that might be: their fod being bzead and was 
ter, their bedde the hard and colde earth, in amoſt loathſome 


ftmking paſon.UWhich paine they paticntly endured, but were 


both ſo groeued foꝛ poze Adonius , that their hearts were als 
molt readie to burlt with griefe, who continually (notwith⸗ 
ſtandmghis weakeneſſe ) ſeemed to be of great conifozt. But 
being all his life time tenderly bꝛoght vp, he began to wax very 
lick with il ſauours, and hard fare in this loathſome pꝛiſon, hat 
they thought he would haue at that inſtant ended his life: but 
Pollipus, what with deuiſes and force, wong hunſelf from the 
place where he was laſtened, aid made ſuch meanes notwith⸗ 
ſtanding his heauie Irons that he came to pe A do nius, and 
bnloſed many ofthe boltes and Jrons from his weake hodie, 


and contmually made hun ſit on his lappe being all the means 


he had to comfozt hun withall,) that he poꝛe ſoule being almoſt 


dead with lying on the colde grounde, felt great comfozt by

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Polipu; warms bodie:which kindneſſe pwꝛe M ioletta ſo kind⸗ 
ly atcepted, that tuer after ſhe began to lone hun molt entire⸗ 
ty, and remembaing an impollibilitie of enioyuig Pariſmus, her 
afections were ſetled on the wozthie Pollipus, thinking that 
#:ce he was ſo kinde to her being taken as a Page, hee would 
bi much mozc kinde ik he knewe her to be Violetta. Curry 
da they were ſerued by a rude vnciuill laue , in ſuch ſo2t, that 
it would haue made daintie fare loatyſome to bee ſo handeled, 
which Bellona did vppon pzetence , firſt to vle them hardly, 
- auld then by better vſage to dzawe them to a god cpinion of 
her gentleneſſe, foz on a time ſhe came to viũte theſe pꝛiſo⸗ 
ners, being no waycs d2awne thereto by a vertuous mclinas 
tion, but of a moſt vnchaſte and be -altlike diſpoſition , and cos 
lourably ſ&med to repzwue the Jayloz that he had vſed them 
(5 hardly , commaunding him to reimoue them unto amoze de⸗ 
gh me place, where they had vert (oli bedding , gad aire, 
and karre better dyet , which kinvieCe or hers, they both 
commended, In which place they cei-iamned inany dayes; dus 
ing which tune, Pollipus and Adonius were bed-fellowes,

otunmodeſt loue within her loathſoine bꝛealt) that the burthen 
thcrcof was intollerable to her to endure, and thereloe arining 
her (elie with an vnſhamefaſte countenance , the reſolucd ev 
ther ſpeedily to wozke her owne content, by enioping one oz 
both of their perſons to ſatiſfie her appetite „oz to wozke their 
endleſſe tozment , and her owne death, which diucllith reſolu⸗ 
tion, toke ſuch deepe rote in her unpure heart, that ſhe pꝛe⸗ 
ſently came vnto the place where theſe two knightes were, 
and with a fawning countenance ſaluted them: being attir : d 
as ſhe thought moſt gozctouſly to delight their eyes, but fo v:1- 
ſxmely the became thoſe rich attircs, that it would haue altc- 
red a derpe grounded affection ts extreame dildaine, to be⸗ 
holde rich attire on ſo vnſcemly a carkaſſe.

Polſipus hearing her ſpeeches, thought it the beff courie to 
gloſe with her, and there foze anſwered. Poſt wo:thic Lady, 
this pour requeſt is daungerous fo2 me to perfo2me,fo2 if the 
Ton ofthis Caſtle, ſhould any way heare thereof,then would 
he inflict a miſcrable death vppon mee as he might well dw.) 
and alſo my heart is oppꝛeſled with a heauie paſſion of frare, 
leaft theſe your kinde ſpeeches ſhould p:occede of no god will, 
but 6nely to trie mee withall, and thereby bꝛing me in daun⸗ 
ger, beeing already ſurpꝛiſed with loue ol your vertucs, which 
are ſuch as might content a farre better man then my ſelke. 
Bellona hearing bis kinde ſpeeches and hauing punilp retei⸗ 


ucd 


of Pariſmus. 
ed a ſweet kiſle ol him, neither Pariſmns noꝛ Adonius(&eing 
the lame, was nowe inderde kettered in the ſnares of lone, 
whereas befo2e ſhee intended nothing but luſt, and thereſoꝛe 
reſolusd to obtaine his lone, and to wozke the downefa!l of 

Dru%all,tycreby to poſſeTe the ſame, without any let 02 umpe- 
dun ent, and thereloze with oath:s, pꝛoteſtations, teares, and 
vnfained vowes, ſhee gaue him aſſurance ot her loue, which 
Was fo kindled in her adulterous breſt, that chere would haue 
hazarded a thouſand lines to poſteſſe the ſame, and taking her 
cane of Polipus ſhee went out ol the Pꝛiſon, by a puuate 
Bey which ſhee had alwapes about her, pꝛomiſing hun to re⸗ 
turne thither about midnight, when hee ſhauld haue full aſs 
ſurance of her loue. Pariſams maruailed what communi⸗ 
tation hadde paſſed betwearne Bellona and Polipus, but ſis 
ing him unwillung to vnfolde the ſame , would demaunde 
no further of hum. Violetta likewiſe wondered why hee 
wauld not reueale the ſame, that her heart was oppꝛelſed 
wich luch a ſodaine doubt, that chee could not reframe from 
teares, and getting ito a coꝛner ſecretly by her ſelfe , bes 
ganne to ſludie what might be the cauſe of theyz long talke, 
fearing leaſt Polipus heart might bee dꝛawne by her in- 
chauntments, to ſome inconuenience, oꝛ altered by ſome di⸗ 


tulliſh deniſe which ſhee might vie : like wile ſhee be ganne to 
call his lopaltie in queſtion, which (ee thought was the truth 


indeede, becauſe he would not reueale it, fo2 that ſhee 


thought ſome amarous conference had paſſcd betweene them, 


Which thought could by no meanes paſſe from her minde, 
but continued ſtill in her carefull bzeſt , whcrewith zee was 
much areeued , and fo continued all that night, but when 
ſhe ſawe that Bellona tame about the appoynted time to 
Polipus, ſhee pooꝛe ſoule, lay in her vnquiet bedde, tozmens 


ted betth inflinite cares and greefes, that ſhee all bewet ie 


place where ſhe lay with her ſalt teares. Bellona and Polipus 
departed together out ol the rome, fo2 (hc had made Druball 
lep with a ſomnifcrous ſpel, che had infuled vp6 his body, that

ra in her ſununer weeds was come ie dea, and from thence one 
ta amoſt galant ſunme k ouſe, ſo richlp adozned with pꝛetious 
emaments, that it made Po ipus admire, ⁊ had his paramour 
ſo wel likes him as that delightẽome arboꝛ, he wold haue wiſht 
noother telicitit: where they were no ſoner come, butkindly 
(though far from any god intent) he cmb2aced Bellona in his 
armes, Who was therwith ſo greatly pleaſed, that the vſed mas 
vy thouſand pꝛoteſtations ofthe loue ſhe boꝛe him, x that it was 
ſuch as the had pct neuer p2ofeſſed to any , vowing that in re⸗ 
quital ot᷑ his uindnes ſhe wold do an thing, yea, though it were 
to deftrop Druball 4 thai Caſtle, which conũiſted in her power. 
EWyich u oꝛds of hers weil plealed Polipus, who hearing her 
ſay the power ef that Caſtle whelp conſiſted in her, had that 
he would haue, h auing his ful libertie, ſcanied an embꝛacemet 
of kindnes, and with al his might caught hir by the curſed head, 
and with m un koꝛce wawng atwo hee neck, wherwüh ſhe gaue 
many agrenoas groane, ⁊ there arvle ſuch a mighty ten pelt 
in the garden, as though legions of inkernall ſpirits had arri⸗ 
ued there, * hideous nopſe almeſt amazed the valiant 
DBnight, that wich all the halt he could, gat out ok the garden, 
quid by that * Phebus heganne to beauttfe the earth with 
bis ſpleindoz, hee Was lately come vnto the place where Da- 
rim Was, and by the key Bellona Had ( which he had taken 
vp, as being carc fill thirect)he enlred in and bockt the doe as 
gam, but the noble minded Parumus marking his gaſtiy los, 
being tome) at aſtrighted, Would not qtic ion wich him, and 
podze A doiuus was ſomewhat comſo; ted wich his pꝛeſence, 
but ocherwue wonderfully perplirec in thaught. As ſone 
as he wos in, hee walked vppe and done ſadip a geod ſpace, 
by which lime came the Taploz with theys bacalifaſt , Whome 
| Polipue 
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of Pariſmus. 
Polſipus pzeſently caught hold on, and with manie theatre, 
compelled the villaine to vnlooſe all the fetters from Pariſ⸗ 
mus nd Adonius, Which when hee had done, hetoke vp a 
bolt of Iron, and beate out his bzaines , and locking feaſt the 
doe, came to Pariſmus aud kolde him the whole truth that 
had palled betweene him and Bellona, which when he had de⸗ 
tlared, Pariſiuus with a thouſand kind imbꝛacings, extolled that 
woꝛthie ate, and poꝛe Adonius was ſo inwardly vexed with 
greet, to thiuke or the imurie (hee hadde done him by her iea⸗ 
tous thoughts, that che began to weepe afreſh, and renew her 
fozmcr kind of 2row,which ſhe vſed againſt him in accuſation 
of her (elf, Theſe two knights, thought it not god in this time 
ot neede to vſe delay, but finding the bunch ol Repes the Jap⸗ 
loꝛ tarrried about hun r fitting themſelnes with ſuch weapons 
as the place velded being the longeſt bolts of iren iſcued out of 
chat place into the Court, Where they ſawe no creature irs 
ting, at length they cſpied two 02 thꝛer of Druballes ſcruants, 
Who no ſoner ſaw thele two knights, but with open exclama⸗ 
tions they ranne towardes Druball, and they with all tho 
haſte they could, followed them, and at the very entcrance in 
at a doe, fl, wtwoofthem , and the third peelded himlelfe, 
pꝛomiſing if they would ſaue his like, he would direct them to 
the place where Druball was, and alſo helpe them to Ar- 
mour. Nppon Which condition, her bꝛought them into a migh⸗ 
tie large rome , where they behelde many bꝛaue and rich Ar⸗ 
meurs, being the armour of luch knights as were inmpaiſoney 
and deſtroyed in that caſtle, and befitted themſelucs with the 
beſt they could chaſe , foz they kncwe they fhoulde haue oc⸗ 
caſion to vſe the ſame, and by that tune they were armed, thex 


heard a great noyſs and muttering of people ſoz Druballes 


ſommiferous ſpell was ended, and hee miſſing Bellona, and 
hearing the crpes ol his ſeruants, fearing ſome treaſon, cau⸗ 
ſed his Larum Bell to be rung, and pꝛelently there were gay 
chered to him a hundꝛed ol his ſeruaunts. With which noyſe, 
thele knights wel armed, came gout into the court, who Druball 
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no ſoncr eſpied, but he cauſed his men to aſſault them Hinking 
becaaſe they were but two he ſhuld e aſily evercome the,but the 


ſirſt that offered to lay hãds on Paritmus, had his arme parted 


from his body, i hee ran about the court: anethers leg was by 
Polpu, lopt off, he cumpelled to lie and tumble on the carth, 
{ome loſt their heades, ſome had their bodies pearted quite 
thzouch by þ vnconquerable hands oftheſe woztyp knights, 4 
bappie was hee that came not within compaſſe ok their wea⸗ 
pons, that hy that time the ſuntic was monnted to the highelt 
zodiake, the greateſt part of Diuballe: ſcruants lap weltring 
in they: hioud, and theſe valiant knights ill contiaued they; 
mall icre amongſt them, that the reſt ſeeing chem ſelues al⸗ 
ſo likely to periſh by the machleſſe chinalrie of theſe Chem 
pions , with a gencrall confent caſt away they2 weapons, 
and paved to thepz mercie, which when D:uball (awe, 
being of a tratterous diſpoſition , ranne at Pariſinus with all 
the foꝛt? hoe hadde, thinking either deſperately to kill him, 
oz die himfeife , but Polpus with a quicke eye marking 
his intent, ſtroke him fo unghtie a blowe vppon the head, 
that he ranne ſtaggering vp and downe, and by the tomman⸗ 
dement of Parilmus, his owne men had taken away hie wea⸗ 
pon, whome Parilnmws cauſed to bee lapde in the moſt 
vildeſt priſon in the Caſtie, which fo vered D:uba'l, that 
there hee grewe to ſuch a deſperate rage, that hee would haue 
flapne hunlelfe, but that hee was in the hope ſtill to bee ro⸗ 
lecued by Bellona. Woeit parte of his ſcruaunts thep 
Iikcwile committed to ſafe cuſtodie, and baing moꝛe at 
tulct, demaunded if Antiachus Queecne, and his two lonnes 
and Daughter were lung, who tolde him that they were 
living in wonderfull poꝛe and miſcrable eſtate. Nihere⸗ 
foꝛe by the direction oi one of Drubals ſeruaunts, they were 
bought vnto the pꝛiſon, where they were no ſoner teme, but 
they heard the moſt greeuouſeſt grones,crycs, and lamentati⸗ 
ons, that euer eat e heard, and being entred, they beheld a num⸗ 
ber of pꝛiloners, in the moſt greeuons and pittfulleſt manner, 
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of Pariſmus. 
ring on the earth, that their hearts were wondzoufly gr eeued 
to behold the lame: Among the reſt, they beheld nauncient 
woman fettered and chained vnto apoſte , and right oppoſite 
againſt her, a tomelie yong maiden, chamed in many chames, 
their appar ell being all toꝛne ſrom their bodies ſawing ſome 
little that ſhadowed their middle parts, whome the ſeruaunt 
tald him, was the QAuerne and her daughter, and two that lay 
chained with their backs togither, were Antiochus ſonnes. 
Pariſmus and Pol lipus commanded them to fetch ſome appa = 


rell to couex their bodies. In the mcane time they began to 


ccanmune with the Queene : who was much alhamed at her 
nakedneſle,but ſing ſome comfoꝛt in they; lokes, tolde them 
that ſhee was ſometimes Queene of that countrey , bnt had 
ty continued unpalſoned! in that (ozt by the trecherie of Dru- 


Pariſmus told her, that now the tune of her deliutrie from 


that bondage was come, which fo reioyced the poꝛe QAutene, 


that with a cheerefull countenaunce , (he ſmiled on her daugh⸗ 
ter, the meſſenger being returned, Pariſmus coucred ᷣ queenes 
bodie with rich appar rell, and with his owne hands loſed her 
bands: Pollipus did the like to Freneta her daughter, and all 
the reſt of the paioners were ſect at ubertie; Pariſmus and Pol. 
ſipus led the Qucene and Freneta,vnto conuenicnt lodgings, 
. ſtarce able to ſtand, they were growne ſo fecble, where 
they had all things conurnient miniſtred vnto them, by Ado- 
nus, Who was molt willing to vndertake that office, and there 
left them whileſt they toe oꝛder to releaſe the reit of the Pꝛi⸗ 
ſoners, from their miſerie, which were a great munber, amõglt 
whom, were many knights of range countries, that they ad⸗ 
nured the crueltie of the ty2ant Druball , which excerded the 
compalle ot reaſon. Afterwardes they viewed the whole Cas 
ſtle, where they beheld in ſund e plates, the dead tarkaſles of 
Thouſands of men, women, and childꝛen, conſumed to Aches, 
fo2 aſſone as the tyzants had ſatiſfied their appetites in ſumdꝛx 
awhonunable ſozts with them, they burnt their bodies. At lan 
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The famous Hiſtorie 
khey came bnko the mayne Caffle ( whereinto the ſeruaunts of 
Druball told then, they neuer ſawe any to enter) which they 
foundfaft ſhut, and aſſued by all meanes they could to open 
the ſame, but theyꝛ labour was in vaine , which cauled them 
to maxuaile what might be the caule thercok. Bat fhey were 
no ſoner departed ( determining to goe ſee where Bellona lay 
dead) but ünnꝛediatelie the windes began to blowe with ſuch 
vehemencie , that with much a do they coulde ſtand vpꝛight: 
Wwhercwith fuch thund2ings , and tanpeſts began to ariſe, p al 
the whole rock ſhake wheron pᷣ caſtle ld a the buildings qua 
ked, in ſuch manner, that ſuch as were within compalle of the 
ro ts, ran foꝛth into the open court, and the tower wheremts 
Pariſmus and Pollipus would haue entred, ſœmed to turne ins 
to a mightie lame, frõ whece came ſuch a ſmoake, as darkned 
che whole plate where they ſt@de , Þ they could not ſer one an 
other, In which ſoat, it continued a god (pace, when pꝛeſentlie 
the ſmoake vaniſhed away, and the Tower and buildings of 
che Caſtio were neuer after that any moꝛe ſeenc: which lo ama⸗ 
xd the wozthie Knights, that with the fearcfulneſſe thcreof, 
they Codlite men agaſt: Neither was p body ol Bellona any 
Where to be found , to2 the terme a date of her inchantments, 
then tee end. The riuer ouer which they had paſſed,was not 
to be ſene, no any other godlie thing, that befoꝛe fared molt 
admirable fo: beautie, Wiherefoze Pariſmus comanded a tent 
to be pitcht foʒ their habitation, being no other there to be had. 
Druball being (as befoꝛe J ſaid) in pꝛiſon, hearing this noiſe, 
and ſeeing the darkeneſle that euerſpꝛed the caſtle, ſume kncw, 
(ſoz Bellona had repozted the ſecret thersot᷑ vnto him befoꝛe) 
that Bellona was dead: Ze by that meancs, deſperately with⸗ 
out any hope of aide , beate ont his owne bꝛaines againſt the 
one walles, and his body being found in that ſozt murdꝛed, 
Pariſmus commanded to be caſt as a pꝛay to the beaſtes of ths 
Nolde ſoꝛ that he was not wozthic ol buriall. Alter which, 
che two Kmgyts cane to the Qucene „ who was in the tent, 
act umpanied by her two ſonnes e daughter, who by Adonius 
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god tendance were well ſtrengthned a they no ſoner ſawe chi 
come in, but with a thouſand connnendations, they began to 
applaude their magnaninmovs vertues, that had wzought the 
dounfall of thoſe two wicked tyꝛants, had longtime kept th 
in thꝛaldome, xeelding vnto them ſo many heartie thanks chat 
Pariſmus requeſted the not to vſe ſuch ceremonious thanks to 
them p were altogithcer vnwozthie there ol g began ta demand 
of ß queen, whether the king of » Jlãd, were liuing oz no:wher⸗ 
with the toldhim , that he was ſlain in a battaile by Druball, 
many peares fince , theremembzance ol whole death,cauſed 
the teares to trickle downe her cheekes, in aboundance, Weep 


not deere queene/quoth Pariſmus) foʒ things paſt recoucrie are 


no way to be lamented, but quoth he) this cofozt is pet remai⸗ 
ning, p Antiochus is liuing, ę in god health, fo ſince our tem⸗ 
ming into this tountrey, we haue bin pꝛeſerurd frb famiſhmkt 
by his courteous meanes e tomozrow{ (o pleaſe it you) my 
beerefreend Pollipus a my (elf, will conduct you vnto the plate 
of his abode. At which woꝛds, ð queene, her daughter, and two 
ſonnes, were ſs reuiued Werceeding icy (alſuredip beleruing 
his wozds)that with many thanks a courteſtes, they pꝛollrai⸗ 


ted themſelues befoze theſe woꝛthie knights, that had cucrie 


wap bzought them happie newes: where many other ſperches 
paſſed betwirt tht̃, till by the nights appꝛoach, they all betwke 
themſelues to their reſt within thoſe tents , where all things 


/ 


were oꝛderly pzouided by Druballs ſernants:xthcy quictly re- 


ſtes vntill the next moming, A domus ſtill being Pollipus beds 
fellow, who was nom growne into ſuch admiration of his ſplt⸗ 
dant vertues, p ſhe reſolued rather to die a thouſand deathes, 
thn; to loſe one iot ot his leue which by many infallible tokfs 
che kn2w to be fo lop all. no thought of change weld take rote 
in his conffant heart: and inderde ſo it was. 

Foz Polizpus was ſo feruentip affectoned fo her leur, 
that although hee knewe not what was became of her, 
and at his laſt, bering in her Fathers houſe , had from her ſelle 
recciued a Hatte deniall, yet hee determined (after that 
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Pariſmus had againe recouered Laurana, to ſpend the reſt of 
his daies in ſearch of her, who was moꝛe pꝛune to his actions, 
then he was awarc of, | | 

The next moning Pariſmus earlie came to vilit the 
Queene, where after ſame ſalutations, they departed towards 
the caue, where olde A ntiochus was, who hearing no newes 
of theſe knights, was fullie perſwaded,that they were impꝛiſo⸗ 
ned by D: uball , as many had beene befoꝛe, and thereſoze was 
now out of all hope of hearing any god newes by their res 
turne, and gaue humſelfe to his ſoꝛmer auſtere kinde ot like:and 


being in the midſt of a ſoꝛrowfull meditation, he ſuddainly be⸗ 


held Pariſmus,and Pollipus within his Caue, comming to⸗ 
towards him,whom at p firſt he knew not. By reaſon wheres 
of, he was attainted with ſuch a deadly feare, as if he had beene 
attached by his enemie Druball, but with moze attentiue aſs 
ſpea, beholding theſe knights , he knew them, and with great 
ioy reiopced at their pzoſpcrous returne. My Lo2d(quoth Pa- 
rilmus) we haue by the dinine pzonidence , and p vertue ofthe 
wozthic Pollipus , deſtroyed that wicked Druball , and the 
inchauntreſſe Bellona: whileſt they continued this falke , the 
NQuene aud her Children (being guided by Adonws ) centred 
the Caue who no ſoner ſaw her Loꝛd Antiochus, but pꝛeſent⸗ 
lie ſhe knewe the loꝛme of his countenance, though much alte⸗ 


red by age, and vppon her knee ſaluted him, who kindely twke 


hex vp,requiring to know why the vled ſuch reuerence to him? 
Pariſmus ſeeing that he knew her not, told him that it was his 
gQuenet childꝛen, came to viſit hum. Wihorewith Antiochus 
with a thouſand kiſſes , and emb2acings welcommed them, 
that it delighted the knights to behold their erteeding ioye, fn 
which ſalutations, they continued to their mutuall contro ꝛts a 
god ſdace, and at laſt departed towards their tents. In which 
tourney Pariſmus vnfolded the whole manner of their aduen⸗ 
ture, and how by the wiſedome of Pollipus, they attained the 
conqueſt ot that Heilifh caſtle, where they cõtinued ſome daics, 
ſpending the tune in great ioy. After they; troubles in the In⸗ 
chaunted 


of Pariſmus. 
chaunted Caſtle were ended, Pariſmus began fo renue the re⸗ 
membꝛance of his lot Laurana, (by ſeeing the toy theſe parted 
friends entoyed by their happie meeting ) that he could not be 
quict,but began to conferre with Po!lipus how to get Chipping 
to goe in ſearchofhis beloued Pꝛinceſle. Therefo2e thepcame 
both vnto olde Antiochus, to aſ ke his aduiſe therein, who told 
them, that ſince it was their dcfire to depart, he would vle all 
the meanes he could to purchaſe their content, and thereld ze 
went towards the ſea ſide , where ſtod a nadly Towne, bes 
ing ſometimes the chieleſt of that Countrep, and there deter⸗ 
mined to make his abode, and to ſecke traffique amongſt other 
nations, as in times paſt, where the King dwelt many dayes, 
hauing ſome two hundzed to inhabit the ſame Citie, being ſuch 
as were ſeruants to Druball, and paiſoners in the caſtle, where 


he cauſed his flagges of truce to be hung out, which was a fo- 


ken vnto ſuch as paſſed by, that there they might ſafely arrius 


without daunger, Jn this place Pariſmus and Pollipus re- 


mained in god hope to get paſſage many dayes. Mhere we 
will foz a ſeaſon leaue them, to declare what happened to Lau- 


kana.

8 Aurana all this while remaines in the Js 
2 land of Rockes, kindly intreated as is be⸗ 
ſoꝛe rehearſed) by Andramart, who was 
ſurpꝛuiſed with luch deſire to obtame her 
 )| fanour; that it was a griefe to him at any 
| time fo ſer her ſad, and on a time he came 
vnto her being in her Chamber, acconv 

panied by Leda her maide) and hauing 
obtained her conſent , vitered theſe ſperches. Moſt bewtifull 
Ladie ſaid he) I beſeech vou ſhew ſome fauour vnto pwze An- 
dramart) Who languiſheth with delire of pour lone, vou ſee that 
now you are in my power, and it were but folly fo2 you to ſeem 
ſo ſcoꝛntull, and ſo lightly to regard my pꝛoffered loue, wheras 
I might (if J pleaſed) inflict ome greeuous puniſhment vppon 
vou, thereby to compellyour conſent, but pou likewiſe ſee that 


in mind is not bent to anp ſuch crueltie, but Fhane euer fince 


your arriuali humbly ſued, 4 intreated your friendſhip, which J 
eſteem moꝛe dear then my life, Yere ſhal jou abide in great qui⸗ 
et and pleaſure, not ſubiea vnto any, but ſhall be chiefe Gouer⸗ 
nour of this Caſtle, my ſelf, and all that is nmne.Ditine Lady, 
if pou wil graunt me fone, Ile haue pon clad in toſliꝑ robes and 
daͤmꝛal ke veſtures, in boſt with diamonds, and the richeſt bur⸗ 
niſht gold, perfumed with Camfire Bille, and Sirrian werte 
pereimes, a hundꝛeth virgins clad in purple, ſhall daily attend 
thy perſon, as many ſweete recoꝛding Inſtruments ſhall bang 
thy ſences to their quiet lep e. Thy ſode ſhall be the pꝛetious 

delicates 


ſhall bꝛeath a coleneſſe, farre moze ſworter then Ambergreece, 
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delicates ofthe woꝛld, thy dzinke moze coftly then Nectar and 
Ambꝛoſia: my ſelfe will be obedient at thy call, and all my ſer⸗ 
uants ſhall bo we at thy command. It all this will not purchaſe - 
thy ſwet content? J wil pzepare a ſumptuous Chariot made of 
the pureſt gold, wherein thou ſhalt be dzawne by Kings,aleng | 
the pleaſant fields ofthis Countrey, whereas the euening aire 


bpon thy crimſon cheeks,and make thy ſplendant bewtic ſhine 
like the purple Pallace of Hiperion, whenheleaues Aurora 
bluſhing in her bedde , whereby all creatures ſhall apunre thy 
excellencie. All this, and tenne thouſand times moze,wall J 
fozme, to delight your vertuous ſelle withall, but il all this 
nat ſuffiſe, then hall I ſpend my daies in endlelle ſozrow, and 
. purchaſe thereby your owne diſcontent. Therefozs 
e Lady, let me receiue ſome comfoztable anſwer to mitts 


gate theſe my (ozrowes. Laurana hauing heard his ſpeeches, 
was ſo ſurpꝛiſed with a vertuous diſdain fo hear his flattering, 


that che was reſolued not to anſwere hun at all, but at laſt the 


replied in this ſoꝛt. It is in vaine Lyzant (quoth ſhe)fo2 thee ta 

think to purcyaſe any lone at my hands by thy flatteries,theres 
foze deſiſt thy ſute, which is as odious vnto me as thyſelf,which 
thinkeſt becauſe by trechery J am bꝛoght into thy cruel hands, 
1} wil peeld to thy allurements: no Tyꝛant, no, mflic what pus 
nichment thou canſt vpon me, J wil neuer veeld to — 
ny fauout, that deſcrueſt to be hated ol all men beſides, chou ſee» 
tſt my eſtate vntit to liſten to the allurements ofloue;therefoze 
if thou haſt any vertue in thee, (as thou ſheweſt thy ſelk to haus 
none, ) ſhew that thou loueſt me, vy deliſting to trouble me any 
moꝛe with the harch ſound olthy edious intiſements: wherwith 
ſhe turned from him, and he ina monſtrous rage departed the 
chamber. Afterward comming vnto a ſiſter which he had with 
him, named Adamaſia, he began to vnfold vato her the ſium of 
bis affeciõ to Laurana, and how diſdaintully ſhe had vſed him, 
requeſting her counſel to further him therin: who being an euil 


dupoled creature, and rather readie to intice hun to euil chẽ to 
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dilſwade him from the ſame,the pꝛomiſtd him, that ifſhe might 
haue the cuſtodie of Laurana, (hee would not doubt but ſone 
to being her to conſent vato his defire, which Andr amart was 


in ſome doubt to ſaffer , foꝛ that he was loth any ſhould haue 


the kepmg ol her but hunſe lle. But at laft beuig intifed by hope 
of obtaining her god will, gaue his conſent, and the wicked 
Adamaſia had the charge of the molt vcrtuous Laurana , vn⸗ 
to whom ſhe vnlolded the canſe of her comming, vling many 
perſwaſtons toLaurana , to conſent to loue Ancdramiare, tel- 
ling her that ſhe was vnwiſe to refuſe the cov will of hum that 
was fo nughtte a man. Laurana ſeeing a wozſe plagne then 
euer ſhe befoꝛe endure d, to be now befallen her, by being trou- 
bled with luch an anpudent fslliciter , was fo ouertome with 


 foxrowand griete, that this laſt vexatien ſcemed moze greeuous 


then all that ever ſhe endured: ard would gine no anſwer vn⸗ 
to her unpudent ſollicitings:by which meancs Acranw({ralvas 
fruſtrated of all hope to cbtam her liking, but many dates ſhe v⸗ 
ſed the vertuous Laurana very kindly,4 ſeemed (s loth to offend 
her, that ſhe would not in long time atter motion any thing in 

the behalt ol her bꝛother, which the wicked hag did, oni to feele 
the diſpoſitid ofthe vertuoug Laurana: and alſo perc t iuing that 
ſhe was great with child, told Andramart that it was to no el⸗ 
fe to deale any farther in their fute, vntill he were deliuered. 
Mhereſoze with all diligente they min iſtred all things neceſla⸗ 
rp, and che time olher deliuery being come , dhe was inriched 
wich a gedly boy, whom ſhe named Pariſmenos, whom An- 
drama:t cauſed to be nuxſed, and moſt delicatly bzeught vp ma⸗ 
np dates in that Calle. Aſter a ſewe dares Andramart grew ſo 
impatient ini his love , that with many intreaties, he requeſted 
Adamaſia, either ſpe dil to wozke his content (by obtaining 
Lauranas king) a2 elſe he told her ſhe ſguld ſone ſeæ his death, 
fo without the ſame it was unpoflible to2 him to line. Where 
with Adamaſia began to ſettle her ſelfe to the taſ ke ſhe had vn⸗ 
dertaken, and finding as ſhe thought) a conucnient time when 
Laurana was alone, he began to fœle her minde in this ſozt.

ture of pour diſcontent, & the lone of Andramart in my iudge⸗ 
ment faire Lady, would bzing vou that happie content, that vet 
vou neuer enioped the like, who in all reſpeetts beareth ſuch an 
intire affection to pour f-Ife, that whatloeuer he hath oꝛ can cbs 
mand, retteth wholly at pour diſpoſition. But ik it be fo that you 
haue ſome friend already, vnto whom pou are any way tied in 
the bands ot loue, ⁊ foz him vou indure this penſtuenes, that bp 
ſome miſchance is periſhed, then let the famous Andramarc 
poſſeſſe the ſecond rome in pour gentle heart, and let me de the 
meſlenger to carrie theſe happie tidings, to eaſe his toꝛment. 
Laurana hauing heard this cunning inſinuation of Adamaſia, 
wel vnderſtod her meaning, t therfoze told her that her greefes 
were beft knowne to her ſelfe,which che determined not to re⸗ 
uealeꝛand as fo: Andramart, he fold her ſhe eſteemed his lous 
woꝛſe then his hatred, x that ſhe had rather indure the greateſt 
foꝛce of his malice , then the loathſome p2ofers of his loue, and 
therfoꝛe willed her not to pꝛoletute any further her vnwelcom⸗ 
med ſate,which ſhould make her leſle welcome vnto her com- 
panie. Adamaſia hearing Lauranas refolate anſwere, was ſo 
kindled into anger with the ſame, and being of a pꝛoude dilpo⸗ 
ſttion, could not refrainefrom vttering her inward rancoz,but 
replyen as followeth.Ja;oube Lady (quoth ſhe)know that An- 
dra matt moze fano2ing thee then thou deſerueſt, hath appoin- 
ted me to intreate thy fauo2, but thou dildaintully reiecteſt his 
pꝛofered courteſie, and makeft cone ot my ſpeeches, which A 
cannot indure, fozthon ſhalt well know that J am thy better, 
and I tell thee that thou ſhalt yceld vnto his tult ſute, oz *

coe ti ne that euer thou wert ſo coy,therfoze let me haue thy ans 


ere to mozrow, which is the vttermoſt reſpit that J wil gius 
thee. Auaunt foule hag{quoth Laurana) my anſwere thou ſhalt 
now receiuc: y foz thy deteſted ſake J wil neuer yerid vnto his 
ſute. Which woꝛds fo inraged p rude Adamaſia, that cõming 
to Laurana ſhe ſtroke hir ſuch a blow on the face, chat the bloud 
ran aboundantiꝑ from hir mouth wher wich ſhe departed, z leſt 


Laufana in that ſoꝛt bleeding, with hir bloud nungling her chzi- 


fall teares, which in aboundance ran from her cies, This bag 
was ſo inraged with the ſharp anſwer of Lautana, that pꝛeſẽtiy 
ſhe came to Andramart, & told hin that there was no dealing 
with her in gentle ſoꝛt, rehearſing how diſdaintully ſhe refuſed, 
al the pꝛoffers i ſutes ſhe couldinake, vſing ſuch perſwaſiens, 


that Andramart coſented to be wholly oꝛdered by her, nothing 


regarding what ſhe intended, ſo he might haue his deſire, Ada- 
maſia therefoze purpoſing to bꝛing her bulizclſe to cect, 
firſt cauſed Leda to bee impziſoned, and reflrained from 
her miſtreſſes pꝛeſente, which was an inſuppoztable greefe 
to her. Next ſhee cauſed young Pariſmenos with his nurſe, 
to bee kept from his Mothers knowledge, and ſuch.thinges 
as Laurana had befoze inioyed fo her vſe, were nowe quite 
kept from her, and her diet ſcanted, bering ſerued ol ſuch as ill 
agreed with her ſtomacke. Laurana ſeeing her ſelſe thus vſed, 
began to feare ſome harder meaſure,which very ſhoztly fel out 
true:ſoꝛ Adamaſia longing to execute her cruelty vpon the vers 
tuous Lady, came vnto her, 4 aſked whether as pet ſhee would 
condiſcend to peld hir loue to Andramart:foz(ſaid ſhe)it is now 
no dallping, foꝛ J will epther purchaſe his content by thy con 
ſent, oz elſe wozke thy ſozxrow. Laurana would make her no 

anfwere at all, but with ſilence heard her talke, raile,ſtampe, 
and rage, in ſuch extreame ſoꝛt, that the thought ſhe wold with 
fury at that inſtant haue run mad: fo2 Laurauas ſilence inraged 
her moꝛe, then the ſharpeſt anſwere ſhe could haue giut would 
hane done, that in an extreame rage ſhe lockt the chaber doze, 
t departed pꝛeſentiy, deuiſing how to tozment her. And choſing

vnto her two olde women, fitte toerccute any cuill action, has 
ning infkructed them what they ſhould doo, ſent them to her, 
where they were no ſoner come, but they behelde her ſitting 
vpon the ground, hauing elected the darkeſt place in the cham⸗ 
ber, as fitting to her mournful diſpoſition, with her cheekes be⸗ 


ſmeared with old dꝛyed teares and freſh d2ops, reſembling the 


pureſt chꝛiſtall pearles, ready to fall leaning her arme vpon hir 
knee, and her head vpon her hand, her haire being carclefiy at⸗ 
tired, and al her oꝛnaments ſo de uſedly hanging but pet ſo de⸗ 
lightfull to behold ) that the old hagges could not deuiſe how to 
find any occaſion to execute theyꝛ intent, but were ſo abaſhed at 
her countenance, that they were often times in minde to re⸗ 
turne, without once offering to trouble her. Laurana ſceing th 
ſtand gazing vpon her, roſe from the place where ſhe late, and 
demanded what they would haue, whom they anſwered not: 
but the ſuſpecting that they were ſent by Adamaſia, ſoꝛ noged 
intent, beganne to vtter theſe ſpeeches. Feare not quoth ſhee, 
to exetute the wil ol hir that ſent vou, Who ſecketh fo2 that at mx 
hands ſhe ſhall neuer obtain, it is not al the tozment ſhe can de⸗ 
uiſe, ſhall canſe me alter my vow, fo2 J am reſolutely determi⸗ 
ned to indure them, and death to, if it be her will to giue it me. 
Cruell foztune hath wꝛought my ſoꝛrow a inflicted greater pus 
ntſhment vpon me then ſhe can deuiſe, by the loſle of my deare 
Loꝛd and huſband, whõ J know not what foztune keepcth thus 
long from redeeming his poze Laut ana, noꝛ i tu what place of 
the woꝛld he is, wandꝛed in ſearch or me, that in all this tume 
tan heare no tydings ol his happie arriu al. But why do J wiſh 
his comming hither, when there is no meanes to eſcape 
death, if he once fall into the handes of theſe tyzants2UWozthie 
and vertuous Loꝛd, al happines attend his ropall perſon, and 
ſhield him from harme, and all woe and ſozrow belong to me. 
Come furies,come,cxecute your will, oz returne to the cruell 
beldam that ſeat you tel her that Laurana ſcoʒneih to intreate 
any fauour at her hands. She had ns ſancr ended her ſpecches, 
but they began to vnſtrip her delicate body, a diſrebed her A all

her oznunents ſauing her white (mocke,which they vnſolded 
bowne to her tender waſte, and ſcourged her with whips, vn⸗ 
till the pure purple bid began to trickle downe her pꝛeciaus 
bodit, which tozinent He indured ſo patientlx, as i was ameſt 
rare vertue in her ſo quictly to endure griefe, in defence of her 


'honour.Andhauing executed their crueltie in moſt extreame 


ſozt. lelt her alone, who cou:red her blerding bodie ( which was 
ſuch a lamentable ſpcctacle to beholde, that had Andru matt 


tene her diſtrelled eſtate, he would haue runne mad with ex⸗ 


treame furic) and gauc her ſelle to continuall (ozrow, expesing 
moꝛe hard vſage:fo: ſhe knew, vnleſle che would yeeld her bo⸗ 
die to be unbꝛaced by the hate full Andramatt, ſhe ſhould ens 
dure many ether toꝛmeuts, which ſhes would not in any wile 
yteld vnto, though ſhe endured tenthouſand deathes. The 
next day comes to her againe Acamalia, whole countenance 
bewzayed the guiltineſſe of her conſcience , and demaumded 
whether as yet (he would giue anſwere to her demaund. Lau- 
rana was ſo inwardly tozmented , to heare any moe motions 
that tended the bꝛeach ok her lopaltie,that ſhe would not indure 


che thought thereof, and knowing that this wicked fury would 


continue along circumſtance of odious perſwaſions, he inter⸗ 
rupted her with this anſwer,Wicked woman(quoth ſhe)thin- 
keſt thou by thy crucll vſage to purchaſe my diſhonour: No, 
were J ſo intended, ſoz thy ſake J would reucke my diſpoſi- 
tion, and tell that tyꝛant Andramaꝛit, that he ſhall ſoncr ſee my 
bodie tone into a thoſand peeces by his deteſted crueltie, then 
yeeld to his beallly deſire. Execute thy rage, and pꝛactiſe all 
the diuelich deuiſes thy hatelull heart can inuent, they ſhall no 


whit feare me:ſoʒ thy damnet ſelle, thy hoarſe voyſe, and ab⸗ 


hominvble ſute, are as deadly poyſon to my ſences, and the 
thought of them (o odious, that do what thou canſt, J will ne⸗ 
ner condiſcend to the leaſt thought of graunting thy requeft : 
thcretoze trouble me nomozc with thy ſerpentlike hiſſing foꝛth 
ofhclliſh pꝛoteſtations, foʒ my ſoule hath vowed in deſpite of 
all thy cruelties,and vttermoſt deuiſes of deteſted tyzannie, to

giut thee no other anſwer . Pꝛoude diſdainefull trull (quoth 


4 2 J ſee thou art willing to wozk: thine own ſazrow, 


being ſome ſtragling mate, oz baſe bozne hulwife, that art not 
wozthie the laue of Andramart, and thinkeſt to eſcapt my 
hands, by thy refolute replits, and denialla. Mo: feolith 
contemner ofthine owne god, that nothing ſhal ſatiffie me but 
thy conſent, which thou wilt yeelde I feare me, when pear 
ſhall not appeaſe my furie, but thy conſent to lone Andramart: 
and ſince thou wilt by no intreaties be perſwavep,althis, and 
moze will Jinflicvpouthy pzoune heart that —-— 
eth his requelt, and therefoze eyther ſpeedilie yeelde thy vnwoz 
thic kancie to attend his kking,o2 reſolue to behold the tragedy 
«fthy mfant, 

With which wozdes ſhe departed , and left Laurana fo 
terrified with her ſpeeches, that her ſẽtes were ouercome with 
feare , and ſhe fared like one withont ſence: but reutuing 
ſelfs from that heauie dumpe , with abundance of 
bedewed her Crimſon cherkes, and in nent fozrowe ſpenthes 
time, ſtill expecting the heauie newes of Parifmenos 
which within fewedates, the wicked tyꝛannous Adamaſiagf/ 
fectedin this ſoꝛt. She cauſed thenurſe that kept Pariſmen2s 
to bꝛing him to his mother with this meſſage,that vnleſſe hue 
would in all reſpects fulfill the requeſt that Andramart havye 
made,ſhe mul pꝛeſently deſtroy him befoze her fate: who hea- 
ring the nurſe vtter that viſmalldomeofher ſonne , thee fell 
into a deavlic ſounde, in which ſoꝛt, ſhe continued a god ſpace, - 
in which time the nurſe was departed with pong Pariſmenos 
which when Lautan⸗ perceived,ſhe began to vtter many heg- 
uie plaints , that the very walles ſeemed to pittie her diſtrefſe, 
but being diuerſip toꝛmented with feare , tothinkewhat was 
become of her pong ſonne, ſhe got to the windowe, and there 
b-held A damaſia With the nurfe readie to lx angle the infant 
befo2* her facctbut the nurſe pittying the infant, who lokt with 
ſuch a _ countenance , that the truell tigers TY haue

fparedhis1if:) vppon her knees with a boundance of teares in⸗ 
treated the hard hearted A damaſia toſpare his life, whe was 
uo way guiltie ot his mothers cffente : but all the intreaties 
ſhe could vſe nothing auailed: but ſhe taking the infant from 
the nurſe, addꝛeſſed her ſcife to execute her cruell intent. Which 
Laurana eſpying , bxing therewith terrificd , called alouvg 
from the window vnto her, and deſired her to heare her 
ſpeake, beſoze Hee ſpilt the innocent blond of her pong ſonne, 
Which cauſed Adamaſia to ſtap, but ſtill ſhee continued liks 
u furious K ioneſſe, ſtanding readie to deuour her pꝛapy, and 
Uurana fram fœzth her window vttered theſe ſpeeches, If 
thou wert euer boꝛne of a woman, bee not ſo inhumane as to 
deſtroy that harmeleſſe infant which is of no power to wozks 
thy diſcontent: wherein hath it offended thee , 02 howe hath 
it any way deſerued ſuch an vntimely death? what will it 
p:ofite thee at all, to ſee his deftruction? it is I that haue ob 
fended ther: it is Jthat may appeaſe thy cruell minde: it is 
my bloud that may ſatiſne thy devonring appetite : then in⸗ 
lict thy wꝛath on my head, reuenge thy ſelſe on mee, that 
here oXer my (elf? willingly to deſtrucion , What mercy 
ce creature would bee ſo ty2annous as to deſtrop an harme⸗ 
leſſe tmocent, when they haue in theyꝛ power a fitter ſubieg 
to appeaſe they: we! Cruell Adamaſia, oz lette me call thee 
gentie cruell woman: lette my plaints moue thy heart from 
acung that cruell deede: lette my humble teares, and remem⸗ 
bzance of a mothers loue to her childe, xcuoke thy cruell dome;

to ipill the bloud of that ſillie lambe, that is not pet readie ſoz 
the laughter , Adamaſia hearing the concluſionof Lauranas 
lpeeches, percciuing that they ſhewed ſome likelih@d that ſhce 
would change her inclination (wherein ſhee was decciued)de- 
liuered Patiſmenos againe to his nurſe , with many oathes 


p}otelting, that if Laurana did not the next day graunt her re⸗ 
queſt, hee ſhoulde ſurely die. Laurana was ſomewhat com- 


fo2tcd,by this little truce Chee hadde gotten foz Pariſmenos 
life, but ſtill refed in ſuch care and perplexitis of grerte, that ſhe 


was in the moſt wofulleſt eſtate of miſerie that euer any Lay 


dis was in, her ſences beeing fo ſtuffed with aboundance of 
ſozrow, that ſhe could neyther reſolne what to doo, noz once 
ſtudie how to auopde theſe intollerable miſchiefes. Zhcnurſe 
hauing recetued the pong Parilmenos , with great oy depar⸗ 
ted to her place of aboade, where ſhee was no ſwner come, 
but (hee beganne pꝛeſently to deuiſe, howe to ſaue the ſweets 
babe from death, fe2 although Cee was a ſtraunger to Lau- 
rana, à woman of arude and barbarous nation, and altoge- 
ther voyde of cimilitie , pet by the diuine operation, hes 
was ſo farre in loue with the ſweete countenance of the 
pong infant, and ſhee toke ſuch delight to educate ſo gallant 
a childe, that ſhe determined either to (aus him from Adama=« 
ſias crueliie, o2 thereby wozke her owne veſtrnetion : there.

condiſcend to loue Andrama!r, ſhe ſhould both diſrobe her ſelf 
ol chaſtitie, and do a moſt monſtrous unurie to the noble J- 
riſmus, hee reſolued rather to ſe the deſtruction ot her ſonne, 
and endure death. And therefoꝛe tolde Adamalia , if nothing 
but her diſhonour would content her minde, ſhee nught do all 
as pleaſed her, fo: ſhe was reſolued neuer to yelde to violate 
her chaſtitie, but pet moſt humblie intreated the hard hearted 
hagge, to ſpare her lonnes life, vſing luch mautold reaſons, 

that it would haue pearced þ hart of the cruelleſt ty2ant huing: 

but A damaſia was rather inflamed to fury, then any way mol⸗ 

Iified with her gentle intreates, that in an extreame rage ſheg 

departed, with full intent to execute her vnſaciate reuenge on 
Pai iſmenos: but tommung to the nurſes chamber, and not fin- 
ding him, noꝛ his nurſe, ſhs could not tell what to thinke. And 
making further enquirie being thereby alſured that they were 


not to be found) ſhee was inraged with ſuch madde and dines 


ith frenſie,that ſhee came vnto the two olde hagges, that had 
executed her commanndement befoze on Laurana, ſtamping 
and ſtaring, and diſcourſ?d vnto them all that had happened, 
and how that the Nurſe was fled with the pong infant ; who 


by her wicked commaunde ment, foꝛ manie dayes after, conty 


rually tozmented the vertuous Laurana , with ſuch extreams 
toztures, that it was impoſſible fo2 her long to endure that exs 


treanie miſerie, wherewith thee was bꝛought into a moſt dan 


gerous eſtate ef death, beting vopde of all conifozt, and conti⸗ 


nuallie ſpent her time in bemoning the loſſe of her R od, and 


the vntimelie laughter of Pa menos, Wham the thought al 
ſuredlie to be dead.

Howe Andramart vnderſtanding tow Adanaſ Had vſed 
Laurana, and milling young Pariſmenor , woulde haue 


laine her, but the haſting to auoyde his furie, burſt her 
necke done a paire of ſtaires. 


88 Ndramart all this while continued in god 
hope of Lauranacs fanour,which hee was 
Ain ſome ſoꝛt aſſured of by Adamaſias per- 
ſwaſion, who continually vled all the de- 
A laies ſhe could to hinder him from viſiting 
WW Laurana:fozthe was aſſured, that il he had 
any knowledge how che had miſuſed her, 
it would turn to her great diſpleaſur2. But 
het hauing a long time indured her abſence with an all ic⸗ 


ted mind: and ſering that he could not attaine the felicitic he ex⸗ 


pected , but was ſtill delayed by the faire pꝛomiſes of his ſiſter 
which came to no effect determined himſelle to vifit her, which 
he had not done in many dayes, and therefoze with a pleaſant 
countenance,he entered her chamber , where at his comming 
in, he found ſuch an alteration, as he was aſtomſhed to beholde 
the ſame: foz Laurana ſate by her beds (tde,vp6 the floꝛe, ſhed⸗ 


ding abundance of teares , her oznaments all beto2ne by the 


two cruell haggeg, that vſed dayly to toꝛment her, her golden 
trefſes hanging diſheueled about her ſhoulders , her crunſen 
coloured checkes turned to a pale hue, her face mangled and 
ſcratched with their hellich nailes, and all things ſa diſo2dercd 
contrarte to his expectatio:;(little ſuſpecting the crueltie that the 
cruell Adamaſia had vſed) that in a maruellous perpleritie hee 
ſtode coniecturing what might ber the occaſion thereof. One 
while thinking, that her 6wne impaciencie had cauſed her vie 
that crueltie agaynſt her ſelfe, Againe hee deganne to ſuſpect 
Adamaſia, ſoʒ that hee miſt Leda, Lauranaes Gentlewoman, 
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At laſt Laurana hauing eſpied him, bang abaſhed at his 
ſuddaine comming, fc; that che was ſo diſrobed, aroſe from 
the place where ſhre ſate , fearing leaſt his comming might 
bes to cer her violence. ut Andrawat humbling hun⸗ 
ſcife vpon his knee, vttered thele ſpeeches Lott vertuous 
Ladie,vouchſafe to heare your valſaile ſpeake , whoſe heart 
is oppzefſed with a thouſande griefes, to ſ& the ſoꝛrowe you 
remaine in: I haue accozving fo your tommaund, abſented my 
ſcife from manifeſting my deſire to be acceptable in pour light 
this long time, truſting that your gentle heart would in tune 

pittie the extremitie of my paſſions, and now being oppꝛeſled 
and onerburdenedby a longing deſire to eniop your heauen⸗ 
ly pꝛeſence, haue pꝛeſumed to ſhewe my felfe in your gentle 
aſpea, though contrarie to pour conunaund, truſting to haut 
ſome hope of your gentleneſle, but contraric to my erpcctafion, 
A finde my ſelfe fruſtrated of all coxifozt , and your ſclfe in 
that equnpage, that J knowe not howe to vtter my ſpeeches, 
no2 comecture ofthe cauſe ofthis your ſozrow , which dꝛiueth 
mme into a thouſand doubtfull cogitations, leaſt I am news 
moze vnwelcome into your compante , then J haue deſerucd, 
being altogither ignozaunt of any cauſe of offence that J haue 
giuen you. Moꝛe he would haue laid, but that Lauranatnters 
rupted him in this / It ill beſemeth a man ofthy ſexe fo vſe 
diſſimulation,fo; that the cruell vſage J haue indured cannot 
ba uvnknowne vnto ther, but pꝛocured by thy meanes: and 
nowe further to toʒment mee (that am reſolued to abide thy 
greateſt furie) thou commeſt with diſſembling and counters 
keit flatteries, to excuſe thy tyꝛannie, thinking by thy counters 
feit ignoꝛaunce, to purchaſe that which thy ty2zannie cannot efs 
ts&>, But be aſſured, that q am now ſo far from condiſcending 
to concetue any gov opinion of ther, as it is in vaine faz thee to 
vtter any moze ſpœches:but thinke and ve perlwaded, that by 
thy cruel deuiſes, thou hall giue me ſuch cauſe to hate ther, that 
I will foz cuer ccteme the, the hate ſulleſt tirant liuing, and the 
Tucllelt homicide that is in the world.

thought alſuredly it had bin by his pꝛocurement, but at laſt by

ranne with ſuch (wiftnefſe from his pzeſence , that _—_

her ſteppes ſhe fell downe a hie paire of ſtaires, and dacht out 
her hate full bꝛaines, and in that manner acoꝛding to her cwne 
wicked life, he deſperatelie ended her daies. Andramart thin⸗ 
king her death, not ſufficient to make amends foz the crucll toz- 
ments Laurana had indured,in furious ſoꝛt, ranged vp ⁊ dolun 
the caſtle, vntill he had found the old hagges y had bin A dzma- 
ſias inſtruments of furie, one ol them he immediately lic w, and 
the other fied into the tourt, whom he purſued, and in the ſight 
ol his miſtreſſe, who was beholding the dead body of Adama- 
ſia at one blow he parted her curſed head from her filthie body. 
Thich in ſome ſozt,retoyced Laurana to ſet, but he ſlill ran vp 
and downe, raging in ſuch cruell ſoꝛt, that his ſeruants fled fro 
his pꝛeſence, and hid themſelues foz feare of his furie. At laſt he 
cams to the place where Pariſmenos was nurced, but finding 
him gone, and withall, remembzing Lauranacs ſpeeches, foz - 
very arcefe he tare his hapꝛe and ſtamped on the earth, at laſt 
by derections ot his ſeruants, he came to the place where Leda 
was impꝛiſoned, being vſed in moſt vild ſozt)and vttered theſe 
ſpeeches. Faire damſcll, if vou haue cõceiued any hard opinion 
ol me fo; this your vlage, J beſeeche you emit the ſame, fo2 it 
was altogither without my knowledge, and aſſure pour ſelle 
3 haue ſo handled the vuwozthie pꝛocurer therot that ſhe ſhal - 
neuer hereafter purchaſe your diſcontent, humblie deſiring you 
to pardon my negligence,by meancs whercof, pou are fallen 
into this miſchance , and alſo J pꝛay vou certifie your noble 
miſtreſſe, that Andramart is no wap to be blamed: foz the re⸗ 
membzance of her grief, hath bꝛought ſuch terroꝛ to his heart, 


that he ſhall neuer reſt in quiet ,vntill he hath wꝛought her the 


happie content the deſireth,whichifhe knew what it were, he 


 woldpzefentlie put it in pꝛaciſe.Ar d taking Leda by the hard, 


with all humilitie, her bꝛought her vnto-Lavranacs Chamber, 
who reioycing at her ſight, louingly and with ioy, embzaced 
her, and Andram irt departed,pzeſenthe cõmanding all things 
to be miniſtred vnto Laurana in ſuch diligent ſozt , that (hee 
could not choſc but cenunend his god nature, whom ſhe aſlu⸗

redlie beleencd,was no wap pꝛiup to his ſiſters acions:fo2 that 
he had (uffictentlie ſhowns the contrarie, and fill laboured by 
all the me anes he could to purchaſe her god liking, Leda as J 
ſaid being come to her miſtrelle, ſo reiapecd her heart, that ſhe 
began to leauc ot᷑ her lad and penũue thoughts that ful oppzcl/ 
(ed her nnnde, and declared vnto her, the cruell uſage of Ada- 
malia, withall, the repozt of Pariſmenos , which newes made 
her againe begin her fozmer ſozrow. : but by the. comfoztable 
perſwaſtons of (Leda whoſe counſatle ſhe much eficemed) thee

Barzillus hen uig their repozt, without keare(belecuing thepʒ 
ſptech es went with them vnto the court, which was but ſmal, 
pet there he was moſt kindly welcommed by the king x queen, 
but eſpecially by Par:{tnus and Polipus, who enquired of hum, 
of whence he was. ge certified them he belonged I6to the king 
of Hungaria, his nume Barzillus, and that (eng the flagge of 
truce, he came to ſw what aduenture had happened in that de⸗ 
ſolate Jland. Friend quoth Pariſmu,) pour comming hither 
map greatly pleaſure my ſelf, ind this woꝛthy knight, my kriend 
Polpnsof Pluigiu, by whale pꝛowefle this Jland was redu⸗ 
ced to his foꝛner happie eſtate. Barzillus hearing him name 
rr, ſuſpeaed Wy ſentiy to be the famous Pꝛince Pa- 
rilmu of Bohemia, of whoſe loſſe at ſea he hadde heard mas 
ny repoꝛts, by diuers Mippcs he had met, both of J beilaly and 
Bohzmia, thit were gone in ſearch of them, and thercloze 
with great reverence ho vitered — ele ſpeeches.

Pariſmus kind⸗ 
ly channked hun, aiſuring dim th; if her was the ſame whome 
b:hadnand, and that along time hee Had remained in that 
Jland,fo2 w nt of thipping to go in ſearch ol Laurana, Daugh- 
ter to ne Ag of Thellalie, whom? ther hadde loſt :and

that il hee would ſhewe them that courtcſte as fo leaue his 
further trauaile fo2 Marchandize, and accompanic him in his 
trauailes , hee would make him ſuch ſufficient recompence. 
as he ſhuld neuer after need to trauell to get wealth. Barzillus 
tolde him, that (notwithſtanding his honeurable pꝛoffer) hes 
ould haue all that was his at connnaundement. So guung 
him all the courteous uncrtatruments that might be, they ſo⸗ 
i:urned ill with old Antiochus, vntill they had furmiſhed thẽ⸗ 
dues with al things conuenient, and finding a fit tune ( with al 
courteſte taking their leaue of the king, queen, & Frencta, who 
tok their departure moſt heanilp, foꝛ that theie knights were ſo 
gracious in their cies, as they accounted the one part of they; 
ſoule departed with them, hamng obtained a pꝛomiſe of them, 
ta viſit them, whẽ they found their withed friend hauing wind 
at wil, they launched into the maine, not knowing which way 
to take their courſe , but committed themſelues to the direcs 
tion of their good oz ill loꝛtune. They hadde not trauailey- 
tho dayes, but Barzillus gaue them to vnderſtande, that they 
were neare the Pꝛouince of Tartaria, where hee tolde them 
it was daungerous trauailing: fo2 thoſe Stas were ſlil fres 
quented with Pirates and Robbers, whoſe woꝛds imediatelp 
they foũ d true.

gotten abꝛd the Pyzates ſhip, t there made ſuch hauock, that 
they dip aring ol victozic, hoyſed their ſailes, and befoze Polli 
pu: COULD againe recouer his own chip, were lanched from the 
other a god way, which Pariſmus eſpping, deſired Barzillus to 
make out aiter them. Poll:pus ſeeing humlelt᷑ in that ſoꝛt be trai⸗ 
ed, laid about hun with ſuch furie, none durſt come neere hun: 
at lait, þ general noting his valoꝛ, came vnto him W theſe ſpee- 
ches. night ( quoth he ) veeld thy ſel le 4 do not heape a woꝛſe 
mic hie vpon thy head, by procuring my further diſpleaſure as 
gain the to it thou wilt aſ e mercie at my hads; I wil gius 
it ther, ocherwile, now Þ J am ot ſuffic it cie to abate thy coꝛage 
and bug thee in ſubiettcon, in dc ſpite of the beſt reũüſtance thou 
canit make. ꝛate(quoth Pollipus / ſcoꝛn thy pꝛofered frifd» 
(hip,t dare tha to uſe y beX(kil thou canſt to conquer me, foʒ J 
an reſoiued to try thy valoꝛ. Which woꝛds being ended, they 
allailed each other with luch furie,yit had bin a ſight wozth ths 
beholding(it any had bin by)to ſ@the bꝛauerie of their night: but 
Polhpu alaled his enemie with ſuch valour, that he hee had 
mangled and cut bis body in many places, who being growne 
faint with the effuſion of his blood, fell do wne at his fete dead 2 
which the mariners percetuing , all at once Ane Poles 
who ſo valtantly withſted them, that theÞthuld litt / 02 no⸗ 
thing at all u damage him: One amonglt the reſt, . cred him 
à thʒuſt, which lighted on his lett ſive , at the hartes of his 
Armour „ which greeued him wozſe then all the woundes 
he had reteiued, and lo incaged hum, y he chaſed them vppe and 
downe wich ſuch furious blowes, that many of them m ſhun⸗ 
ning his keene {wozde, tumbled ouer-boꝛde: mon ofthem 
were dilmembꝛed, s the reſt ſong thilelues vnable to withſt ad

alone. Who ſeeing none to trouble him, and being ſoze worn 


kelp to endure, and haue comſozted him in his diſtrelle. Accur⸗

his fozce,cot themſelnes vnder hatches, and Pollipus was leff 
ded and wearie, ſatte him downe, as well to reſt hunſelfe, as to 
conſider of tho eſtate he was in. 
Pariſmus haſted after the Pirateg ſhippe with all ſperde hs 
might,vut ds what Barzillus could, they had loft ſight thereof, 
which dꝛaue Pariſmus into ſuch ſozrow as was ſtraunge, aud 
poze Adonius ſeeing the knight the deerly loued fallen into ſuch 
miſhap, gate her ſelfe into aſecret place in the ſhippe, and thers 
vtlered theſe plants, 
Pow vnhappie am J, chat haue cauſed the loſe of fo weaz- 
thie a knight as my deare Pollipus is,who hath giuen hiniſelfe 
to acarelefle deſperateneſſe fo2 my loſſe, who am not wozihie 
fo; my vnthankfulneſſe to be eſtemed of him. Now is he fallen 
into the hands of ſuch as will ſone abꝛidge his dayes, it is im⸗ 
poſſible foz hun to withſtand the fozce of ſuch a multitude, but 
fall into vtter ruine. O that my vnwoꝛthie ſelfe had bene in his 
company, that J might haue taken part ot the affliaion he is 


led and vncurtuous that was, in ſo man kit occaſions as A 
had, that would neuer manifeit my ſelfe vnto him, who conti⸗ 
nually ſoꝛrowed fo my ablence, neuer moꝛe ſhall J emoy his 
werte company , neuer moꝛe ſhall I ite folded in his manly | 
armes, the touch of whole imbꝛacings, were moꝛe pleaſaunt 
then all the io yes J ſhall cuer hercaftcr endure, What reſteth 
naw foꝛ me, but to ſpend the reſt of my atcurſed dapes in con⸗ 
tinuall ſozrow fe2 his abſcner? 
Vauing ended theſe ſperches, ſhe ſuddainly ſtarted vp, i nd 

mY abundance of teares,came to the place where Parin::« 

was, who ſeeing the ſoꝛrow he made, cxcarvirialy wondered 
whence ſuch kinde loue and akt cin, and ſo many verties as 
he continually beheld in him , ſhould pꝛoc ad. By this tinte the 
night appꝛoached, and they ſtill made lo: wards, til by the coun / 
ſellof Pariſmus they taſt anker, determining to foie there, vn⸗ 
til the next mozmng, Pollpuz like wiſe ſeeing the H'p mw 
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Zillus ſhip, gat a ſight thereof, with which newes, they came tg

dewas, ſaile ſo faſt from the tompanie ol his freendes, with his 
ſwam cut a ſunder, all the tackles and coardes , that the ſailes 
fell ouerbo:de, and he all night lay hulling vpon the Sea, the 
Weather being very caime , determining the nert moꝛning to 
comp:il ſuch as were reiaming vnder hatches , to conduct 
him back to the other chip, whom he knew would not ſtray far 
fromhis companie. The mozmngbeing tome, the hip was 
with the tide bzought backe againe , that the marmers of Bar. 


the Pꝛince, who was accopanied by Adonius his page,which 


neues ſo rcuiued hun, y pꝛeſentlie he came vp, by which time 


they aſſuredlie knew it was p pyꝛates ſhip, and Poll pus ſceing 
the , ſtod waning his ſwo2d aboue his head, in ſigne of victoꝛy 
and being both , met Pariſmus with great iop imbꝛaced him, 
comending his valo2,tpaze Adonius ſtod by, beeing affected 
with ſuch inward toy, as J altogither want tze ſkil to expꝛelle: 

Whe Pollipns declared vnto the the maner of his victoꝛie, and 
called vz ſuch as were in the ſhip, Who expecting nothing but 
death, were vnwilling to ſhew themſelues,but at laſt came like 
men agaſt, being many of the ſo græuouſip woũded y it pittied 
Pariſinus to ſerpeſtate they were in. hedemãded of the of whẽce 
they were, who told him Þ they had ſworne not to reneale the 


truth therofto any, But ſince it was ſo, v they muſt needes, 
they began in this (ot. We are ſeruants vnto Olwalde , the 
_ Generallofour company,whs this wozthie knight hath lain, 


hunſelfe likewiſe a ſeruant vnto the mightie Andramart, Go⸗ 
uerno; of the Ile of rocks, ſo termed,fo2 pthe ſame is not to be 
entred, bit one way, by reaſon ofp mightie Rocks p incõpaſſe 
the Jand Pp maſter cotinually bzought vnto him ſuch riches 
as he could get vpon pᷣ ſea, had you falne into his hands, thi⸗ 
ther would he haue conneied you as pꝛiſoners, frõ whence pon 
ſhould neuer haue eſcaped, x we being ſubiects were compelled 
to take this kinde ok life. In which we haue cotmucd a lg tune 
bart being fallen into your hands, we intreate pouto ſaue our 
liucs whole ws will nochug at all pzofit you , The Pancs

hearing this repozt,was wonderfully troubled m mind, began 
to comecture p the ſame pirats that had betraied them in the des 
ſolate Jland,# fled with his eſpouſed Laurana,were like wiſe of 
Andramarts ſeruants. Which cauſcd him to confer with Poli- 
pus, who was troubled with the very ſame thought,x greun⸗ 
ding their hopes theron, tbey determined to make trial thercof, 
but firſt they queſtioned with Ol:y»aldes ſeruants , to ſx if 
they could gather any comfoztable repozt from them, who 
told them that it was a great while ſince they were in the J⸗ 
land, and thereſoze they couldno way infoꝛme them theres 
of, But theſe noble Knights hearts were ſo reuiued with this 
repozt of Andramart , that they aſſiiredly pexrſwaded them 
ſelues that they ſhould heare ſome news of Laurana,and with 
that determination they choſe ſuch ofthe pirates as were ſitteſt 
fo; their guides, g with al haſt they could,haſted thetherwards, 
once agame committing theyꝛ fozttme to the mercie ofthe ſeas, 
Hot many dates after, they by happie ſucceſſe in trauell, were 
come ntere the Jlaiid ofRocks(the wiſhed place ol their expec⸗ 
tation) then Paiiſmus and Polipus began to conſult betwire 
themſclues foz their beſt landing, ſoꝛ that it was allured them, 
that it was impollible to enter by foꝛce: fo the paſſage was 
contitually ſtrongly guarded, and all things ſo artificially con⸗ 
triued, fo2 the diſaduantage ol ſuch as ſhuld attempt any thing, 
that it was altogether vaine to thinke that way to enter. Theſe 
diſcomfozts, dꝛaue them to the triall of their vttermoſt wits, 
fo2 by the p:rſwaſton they hadde to finde Laurana there, 

thep determunced(thogh the attempt were neuer ſo dangerous 
to make trpall therof,fo2 Pariſmus determined rather to be de⸗ 
tained there as a pꝛilone r. iht to leaue any thing vnperiozmed, 
wherby he was put in any comfozt of his long x wiſhed erpec⸗ 
tation. Werfo2 calling vnto th fuch as were the ſcervats of O- 
ſwald, they told the that the cõqueſt of that place wholly reſted 
in their powers :therloꝛe Pariſmus ſaid, if pou wil coudiſcend to 
follow mp dircetion herein, J do not doubt but caſu to accem⸗ 
pliſh d lame z foz your truth reward you ſo kind as r ou ſhal 
no 
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The famous Hiſtorie 
no way nerd tofcare the furie of Andtamort, who make th ng 
other account of pou, uut to keep vou as his vallals and daues, 
in bondage, and crucll ſeruitude, whereas if you will be faiths 
full and true vnto me, J will ſet vou at liber de, and reward you 
to your hearts content. Fo2 J my ſel am Gouernoꝛ of a Coun⸗ 
trey farre exca ding this place, whither J wil conduct you with 
me, if J happily atchicue my deſire herem, oz ik my determina⸗ 
tion faileth herein, vou ſhall ſafely retire into eur ſhips, and be 
atquited from all feare of hisreuenge. 
The Pirates hearing the curtcous ſpeeches of Pariſn mus, 
Having allo in the tune they had bene in his commpanp, noted hu 
Mꝛincelp bchamour, and on the other ſide, weighing the eſtate 
they remained in, being his pꝛiloners, on whom he nugght in⸗ 
flict a truell puniſyment, if they ſhould refuſe to aide him in the 
requeſt he made, and alſo conſidering the litle account Andta- 
mart had alwayes made of them, and the crueltie he vſed tg 
them: All the le conſiderations, w2eught ſuch a chaunge in the, 


hearts of theſe poꝛe llaues, that they fraly condiſcended to fols 


tw his directions, in any thing he ſhould demaund. 

Par iſmus was glad of their conſent, but fearing fo truſt 
them, he vttered theſe ſpeeches, Sus, I thanke you foz your 
willingneſſe to plealure me, but pardon me, though J make 


ſome queſlion of pour lopaltie, fo that I haue bene already dey 


ceincd by men of pour pꝛofeſſion: and as J ſuppoſe, of Andra- 
marts ſeruants, by whoſe vnfaithfulncſe, theſe miſerics that 
we are fallen into haue happened. Wherevpen he toke occaſts 
on to rtpoꝛt vnta them, the trecherie ofthe Pirates in the delo⸗ 
_ Jand,therby to make vnſaithfuilncfe ſeme cdieus in their 
Idts. | 
The Pirates Lowed with ſuch conftdente lo be true vnto 

hem, that they were fullp aſſured of their faith, ard being now 
neare the plate ol ther landing, adnuring p wenderfulſtrength 
or the lame, thus they tontrined their ſtratageme. Pariſmus, 
pus, and Barzillus (who would nerdts accempany them) 
armed

armed themlelues with the beſt armour they had, and putting 
on ſea gownes (whereunder they had conueyed their \wozds 


folecretly , that none could diſcerne the ſame) wete conducted 


as conquered by the Pirates, vnto the paſſage into the Jland, 
and Aclomus in their company(who by no means would leaue 
them.)TWWhich the gardians perceiuing, and knowing Oſwalds 
ſeruants, and thinking the reſt to be pꝛiſoners, careleſly laid a- 
fide their weapons, nothing ſuſpecting their intent, kindly wel- 
comed their fellowgs, and conducted them with toy, paſt their 
places of reſiſtance, which the knights percetuing, ſuddainly 
ſeuered themſelues, and with their weapons dzawne , ſo vall⸗ 
antly laid about them, that they ſone had latne ſuch as reſiſted 
them. The Pirates ſing this happie ſucceſſe, went on with 
Pariſmus and Pollapus , towards Andramarts Caſtle, which. 
when they had ſhowne them, they deſired (being terrified with 
fear of Andramarts crueltie) to returne vnto their ſhips, Who 
laughing at their timoꝛouſnes, gaue them leaue to depart with 
Batzillus, who vndertoke to keepe the paſſage, that none might 
enter to indammage them.

Itter this conqueſt obtained, and all things

1} tended by poꝛe Adonius, made towards 
che Caſtlo, where by reaſon that it was 
N > late, they could not enter, but ſecretly cons

tell wall, fulficient to hide them in, + there determined to take 
their nights repoſe. This exployt was ſo ſuddainly perfozmed, 
that thoſe within the Caſtle had no knowledge thereof, which 
fel ont well fo2 þ two knights, who TY refted in that Ry 
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The famous Hiſtorie 


being no way maleſted that night, but were exceedingly gre 
urd to heare the grones, cries, and greetions complaints, ofſuch 
as remained in palon, which continued in ſuch miſerie, as it 
were to heauic torcpozt, Carly the next moꝛeung, theſe Noble 
minded knights, hauing with wile conſid ratid weyed p greas 
teſt perill of this th ir attempt, attended their fiftctoppoztunis 
tie, which thus fell out. Fitting in their ſectct ſhꝛcwde, they 
eſpied ſome of the ſcruan's paſle in and out at the Caſtle gate, 
whither they pꝛeſently went, and came to the poztcr with thely 
ſpeeches. Pozter(queth Dariſmu) open the gate and let vs in. 
Lhe Pozter ſeeing them, was ſo amazed, that he llod ke one 
that were ſenceleſle: but calling his better remcmboances togi⸗ 
ther: Sir knight quoth he) it is perulcus to _ hrrc,fo2 be af 
ſured, if you once come within the gates it is unpoſiible fo2 you 
to return. Ga to quoth Pariſmu , open me the gate. Mith that, 
the Pozter began to ring a Bell, with all his foꝛte, but was ſon 
hindzed from pzoceeding by oll ipus who gaue him ſo der pe a 
won on the arme, that he was mfozced to let go:but that litls 
time ol ringing, was aſuffictent warning to thoſe within, who 
by multitudes came docking to the gute, and opened the ſame, 
Where pzclently Pariſinus offred to enter, but they being flrons 
ger by reaſon of their number,ſhut to the lame againe, und ran 
unto Andramart, Who hearing their repoꝛt, pꝛeſentip ctemman⸗ 
ded 20. of his hardieft knights to arm themſelues, himſelf liko⸗ 
wife armed himſelf, and went down to the gate, which he tom⸗ 


manded to be opened, andſceing noni but only to knights, 


hunlelf not vouchſa ning to ſpeak to them) commanded his ſer⸗ 
nants to tai ty them to pꝛiſon, hy which meanes they had occa⸗ 


ſion to enter within the gates, whe dꝛawing their \wo2ds they 


tod vp6 their defence, which Andramuts int began to laugh 
at,thinking them foliſh to reſiſt them, but it keil out to their ſoz 
row. Fo! Pari mus began to late about hun, and Poli us to des 
ſend him{elf, that im met iatiy they had flatn 2. of Andramarts 
ſerxuanta, Which the reſt perceiving, all at once began to aſſaile 
Hele champios:who placed themſelues in ſuch oꝛder, that they

teſlly withſf@d their ſoꝛte, and by cxquiſit (kil,furthered them- 
clues, that (ll the aſſailants periſhed, and in ſhozt ſpace they 
had llaine the one halfe of them, and the reſt ſoeing their partie 
ſtill decreaſe, began to dꝛawe backe, which turned to their de⸗ 
ſtruction : foz theſe knights perceiuing them to guaile, ſo furi⸗ 
oully allaulted them, that tycy all there ended ther liues, which 
others that ſod by perceiuing, fledde into an other Court, and 
ſhut a ſtrong gate againſt the knights that purſued them, and 
in the meane time, vy the cammandement of A 
were incloſcd within that court, by ſuch, as while they were in 
this fight, went out at a poſterne gate, z faſtned p gate at which 
they entred, ſo ſurcly,that it was impoſſible foꝛ them to get aui: 
by which means they were incloſed in that court. Which whe 
they beheld, they perceiued it to be no other the a ſtrong pꝛiſom 
fozit was incompallcd within a mightie ſtone wall, and no paſ⸗ 
ſages but the two gates, by which meanes they were betraten 
into the hands of Adramart, vnleſſe byſme ſtrange meaues 
they ſhould be delinered. This dꝛaue theſe knights into ſuch 
vexation, that they could not tell what to do, noꝛ how to behaue 
themſelues.Andramart ſeeing his me thus llaughtred by onely 
two knights, greatly admired their valoz, and alſo maruelling 
what the occaſion of their quarrel might be, which he deſired to 
know, fearing the trechery ofhis ſeruants that kept þ pallage, 
by me mes wh:rof,befoze that tune, he euer thought himſell in 
lecuritie:he ſpake vnto them (loking from ouer the wall in this 
ſoꝛt. nights (quoth he) what ſceke you in this place, that hath 
moncd you to offer ſuch outrage againſt my ſeruants 2 It any 
that belongeth vnto me. hath offred pou diſcurteſie,J amready 
to ſ him make pou ſufficient ſatiſfaction:ifnone hath done you 
off nce, J wold wiſh pou depart, without bzinging your ſelues 
in further daunger: fo2 ſa much J regard your god ( be holding 
your valour) that 3 would be loth to ſceke reuenge oftheſe my 
ſeruants deaths, but ſet you at libertie, ſo you will pzomule ts 
depart, with offrung me no further ümurie. 

Parilmuz thus replied. It thou art the owner, and * of 
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The famous Hiſtoric 
this Caſtell (as ſuppoſe then know that we are ſuch as go in 
ſearch of aloft friend, whom we afſuredly thinke thou vnuſily 
detaineſt,fo2 none but thy ſelfe wouldſt do ſuch a diſcuortcous 
derd: as allo hearing of the trechery thou vſe ſt to trauellers,and 
che continuall outrages then attempteſt by ſea , whereof wee 
haue had ſufficient frial we defermmately came, as well to find 
aut loſt friend, as alſo to requite the diſcourteſie we haue feund 
by thy ſeruaunts: ſince which our comming, thou knoweſt 
what we haue begunne , and dur determination is to go fo 
wards, vnleſſe thou wilt vouchlafe of courtcle to let vs (ee the 

ziloners thou detaineft, which if thou denieſt, allure thy ſelle 
wee are fully bent to purchaſe the thing wee came fo2 , oꝛ in 
purſute thereof, hazarve our deareſt blod: therefoze reſolue 
vs what thou wilt doo, fo; wee challenge thee , if thou haſt 
emte ſparke ofhonourable knighthode , to ſhewe the ſame, in 
bonourable,and nat in treachcrous ſozt, which will make our 
revenge moze ſharpe. Andramart hearing the ſpeeches of 
the valtant Pariſus, tould not well tell in what ſozt to aun⸗ 
{were him, one while purpoſing to detaine them in that place: 
but not confidently truſting the ſtrength thereof, that thought 
was fone vaniſhed. Then he began to coniecture that! aurana 
was the Ladie in whoſe ſearch they came:withall remembaing 
that ſhe ſhould be taken from hun, which was moze greenons 
then a thouſand deaths, he reſolued to offer them the ſight ol 
the pꝛiloners, fear ing that they would otherwiſe do him ſome 
miſchiefe. At laſt a multitude offund2te cogitations fo oppꝛeſſed 
bis minde , that he determined to triethe vttermoſt of they; 
power, and to put them in the moſt extremitie that might ber: 
a m; therfoʒe returned them this anſwer. Pꝛeud knights (quoth 
he whoſe malice J nothing feare:Enow y Iwill not in any re⸗ 
ſpect peeld your requeſt, and therfoze content your ſelues with 
this anſwer that N am deterimmed (fince you refuſe my gentls 
offer to detaint you here, vntill peur pꝛide be ſomwhat abatert, 
and by that dime, 3 hope, you wil with yeu had accepted my 
offt ria with thoſe wozds departed, which vered þ two knights

a thauſãd cagitatios , ofhis beloued Lautana, whõ he thought

che rather fo2 that they were void ol meanes, to ſ&ke reuenge: 
being incloſed in ſuch ſoꝛt, that there was no way ſoꝛ them fo 
elcape faniſhment ; UWhere they continued all that night in 
moſt heauie caſe, not being able to take one minntes reſt. In 
which tune, Pollipus actcoꝛding to his wanted manner, tyꝛed 
his wits with deuiſuig how to vnkaſten the gates , oz cſc 
their ummment daunger. ) 

Pariſmu; onthe other ſide , had his minde troubled with 


aſſuredly to be ther impꝛiloned, which dzane him into ſuch gad 
hope, that notwithſtanding the extremitie. of Andramart, hes 
ſhewed a countenance of greater ioy,thenbefoze hee had vſed, 
which reioyced ollipusandpeze Adonus,whoſe heart was 
much greeued to ſa the perill his dere freendes were like to 
endure. 4 

Andramart began to tonieture, chat if Laurana were the 


them as paſoners ſtill in that place, and not to deſtroy them bp 
famiſhment: as befoze he had determined, but to rid hunſellt 
of that doubt, he pꝛiuily called Leda vnto him, and bzonght her 
vnto a ſecret place, where ſhe might behold the two Bmights 
with theſe ſpeeches, Damſell ( quoth he) there are newhe arri⸗ 
ved at my Caſtle two Knights, whome J ſuppoſe are tome in 
ſearch ol thy miſtreſſe Laurana:therfo2e 1 deſire you to reſolue 
me. Foꝛ if ou knowe them, J will not vſe ſuch rigoꝛ towards 
them, as J am determined: But fo2 her ſake ( in whoſe ſight J - 
ſtill deüre to be gratious) will remit the offence J haue taken 
againſt them, foz the ſtaughter ol m ſeruants, whom vou lee 
le dead at their feete. | | 

Leda all this while had diligentlie beheld theſe Knights, 
but knewe them not, by reaſon ol their range Armour: but at 
laſt ſhe eſpied A donius, whom (he very well knew thereby af- 
luring her ſelle, that it was Pariſmus and Pollipus that were 
in Armour, and fearing that the ſpeeches Andramart vſed , xa⸗ 


ther did pzoceede from a pollicie to ſift her minde, then other- 
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- wiſe to intend their god, fo2 that he was fall of trecherie,ſheg 


made hun this aunſwere. yz, Jknowe not whence theſe 
kinghts are, ntither did J euer lee them befoze : but J wende 
that A might be ſo happie, as to carrie ame ſuch gov newes to 
my Lie, 02 were he ſo happie as to arriue in this plate, that 
hee might bee at your courtcous dilpoſition, who, J am ſure, 
ſoz my Sidreſle lake, would wtreate hun well. But had An- 


 dramart well marked her countenaunce , it woulde haue be- 
wꝛaxed that which ſhee conccaled, and her deſired: foz ches 


thought the time verie leng, vntul the were tome to her Ladie 


with thelc1opinil newes: and he being ſatiſſted with her amy 


ſwere, let her depart vnto her Millrelle chamber, where thee 
was no ſoncrentred, but ſyee declared vnto her the cauſe why 
Andramart had called her fo2th, and that ſhe was aſſured 
Pariſmus and Pollipus were arriued: rehearüng howe that 
they had ſlaine aboue twentieof Andramarts ſeruants, and 
- incloſed in a yard,where they remained in verpe good 
ate, | 
Lautana was reuiued with ſuch top, to heare her deere Lo 
named, that her heart leapt withm her, aud a thouſand times 
emb2aced Leda,fozbzinging that happiemewes,The ſhz began 
to cõſider ot᷑ the eſtate they remanedin, being incloſed thatth ;: x 
could not get out, which thought was moſt greuous vnto her: 
but by the comfoztable ſpeeches of Leda, ſhee was in great aſs 
ſuraunce ot their happie eſcape out of all daunger , in which 
god hope thee remained, with a moſt longing deſire to heare 
ſome moze newes of them. Andramart determining not to 
vſe ſuch rage as to famiſh them foꝛ that her had in him ſome 
ſparkes of humanitie) cauſed ſuffictent meate to bee mini⸗ 
ſtred vnto them, fo:tifping his Caſtell ſo ftronglie as he could 
poſſiblie deniſe , Ye was hkewiſe giuen to vnderſtand, that 
the pallage towardes the ſca was ſtrongly foztified , ano de⸗ 
fended , that none coulde paſſe that wap, m— b;ought 1 
great terrour to his minde. 
The impaſoned Knights continued in a care , eare 


ne y 
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neſfly ſtudying fo ride themſelues from that chꝛaldome. At 
tat they concluded in the Glent of the might, to ſet Adonins 
on the wall, who Could get downe,and go to Barzillus, to wiil 
him ſend them ſome coardes, wherewnh they would make a 
Ladder, which was the readieſt meanes to further theyz in⸗ 
tent: which Violetta vndertoke moſt willinglie, nothing re⸗ 
gardung the daunger the ſhould put her ſeife into thereby; and 
ſo with much ado they got her to the toppe ofthe wall, whoſe 
heart began to faile, when ſhee ſawe the height the ſhonlde 


leape done, being vnaccuſtomed to ſuch perils. But remem⸗ 


being the parties ſoz whole ſake ſhe ſhould vndertake that has 
zurde, arming herſelſe with an vnwonted courage, not agrees 
able to her lexe atid weake nature, ſher leapt downe, and (hs 
earth refulſng to harme ſo ſweete a creature) ſafely eſcaped 
the danger ofthe fall, and with a ioyfull heart went towardes 
the place where Barzillus remained, which (he could ſcartelie 
linde, by reaſon thatit was darke: and rememb: ing the daun⸗ 
ger of the plate, thee thought eucrie buſh that enteuntered 
her view, hadbeene her enemie , Wut with moze then atcu⸗ 
ſtomed boldneſſe in her ſexe, ſhe ſwnearvritedat the paſſage, 
where Barzi lus was: not leeping , bat carcfullie attending 
his charge: who elpying Adomus, requeſted how his Lo2ds 
and Pollipus fared, who declared vnto him the cltate they 
remained in, and the cauſe of his comming, which Barzalius 
pꝛeſenthe perſourmed, hainng good ſtoze of ſuch pzonts 
ſion in his Þhippe : and l-auing the cuſtodie of the. pal⸗ 
lage, to fach of his men as hee knewe to bee both conras 
gicus and faythfull , hee went with Adonius vnts the 
Caltcil wall, and with their Ladder mounted the toppe of 
the ſame , fo that both or them went over vnto the Unightes, 
who moſt iopfullpe welcomed, Barzillus. Who hauing ſalu⸗ 
ted them, and conferred abont theyz exploptes, at they 
intreatie he departed agame vnto his charge, whercon de⸗ 
pended the chiefcſt ſtay of they2 ſaſctie , foz that ther 
ewe dinerfe of Andramarts (crvants were a" 
N artiua 
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arriuall waht much indamage them. To pꝛeuent Which it ve⸗ 
boued them to haue an cſpectall regarde: beeing gladde that 
they had gotten this deuice, they pzelcnthie put the ſame in txe⸗ 
tution, and got over ito the next Court ; the ſtatelmeſſe of 
which place in their opinion, excelled foz (umptuouincMle , all 
the buildings that euer they beheld, In the nudſt ofthe court 
ode a moſt ſtatelie tredcd fountaine , whereon were placed 
manie beautifull images, of moſt curious mgraucd wozke,the 

pleaſantneſſe of which place , much delighted they2 troubled 
lences to behold : vader which fountame they ſtated,to behold 
the gallant biuldings,ſtatche Currets, and ſumptuous walles, 
that outwardly adozned the place,crpecting the cheerefull light 
ol the ſunne to comfozt them in that diſtrefſe, which pꝛelentlpe 
began to ſhewe his ſplendant beames , which gliſtered vppon 
the glaſſe windo b, that the place ſermed another paradice, and 
there they attended the concluſion ol their attẽpt, either to their 
comfozt,oz conkuſions. 

The firſt that entred the Court,they laide hands on, and 
by compulſion, vꝛged hun to declare what fozce was in the cas 
ſtle, Who (vppon pꝛomiſe that they would not offer him vio⸗ 
lence told them, that latelie there arriued at the Caſtle two of 
Ancramatts Bꝛethzen, being eſteemed men ol great courage, 
which inhabited the further parts ol that Jland, who were de⸗ 
termined to make triall of their ſtrength that day: the eldeſt, 
named Gmlmor,the other Brawon, And that Andramart des 
termined, ik that his Bꝛothers failed, himſelle would make tri⸗ 
all oſhis ſoꝛtune, but it all of them failed, hs had a hundzed ſer⸗ 
uants readic in Armour to aide him. 

Pariſmus hearing his ſy ches began grtatlie to diſpairt 
of vicozic, conſidering that ſuch a number were in readinele 
onely againſt them two , but ſuch was the conſtant reſolution 
of thcle two nights, that chaſing the fitteſt , place foz they? 
furthcrance in fight, they determined to tric the vttermoſt of 
theu foꝛtunc. Andtamart bring earlie vp , and diſcourſing 
with his Bꝛethen about their &ffatres,by chance lokt out at a 
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window , and eſpied, where the Anights (that he thought had 
bene ſare enough were walking ar lbertie, which ſtrwe ſach 
a terro2 to his minde, that at the verie ſight thereof, his heart 
fuled hun, which fo altered his fozmerpurpoſes ol crueitie, that 
he thought it his beſt courſe to vle himſele towards them, as 
agreed with an honoꝛ able minde. Foz notwithſtandingzzoſten 
tunes in tyꝛannicall manner, he perſecuted ſuch as neuer offen ⸗ 
ded him, yet he often ſhewed many tokens ok a courteous and 
vertuous minde, though altogtther darkened by his trueltie: 
which togither with the teare he had ol theſe Knights valour? 
and ſeeing their reſolution |, cauſed him to come to his Bꝛe⸗ 
thzen with thele ſpeeches. "Bchoid? (quoth her) pender are 
th: nights that haue elcaped out of the place J had incloſed 
them in, and are come to wozke my karther daunger, has 
uing alreadie by their valour ſatne twentir ol my deſt ſer⸗ 


maketh me pittie the «ſtate thzy are in, veeing likelie nowto 
ſuer death by pour Jnuinſible firength , and were it not 
that I hadſent loꝛ you fo aide meharcin , and that it might 
in ſome meaſure touch mee with thenamieofa CTowarde, F 
would vſe them in the kindelt ſozt J could deuiſe, and remitts 
all further cauſe of ſtrife. Foz J ſuppole they are come 
in ſearch? ok a Ladye that remaineth in this'CaWe, 
whoſe p2:fence is the onelye pꝛeleruer al my life „ which 
beeing taken from mee will foone ende my dapes: 
Lherfo:e god bꝛethꝛen reſolue me ol the belt tourle to be vled 


herein. 


Guilmor being of a pꝛoude and haughtie difyoſition;any 
(coming at the lenitie of Andramart ( whoſe heart was tous 
ched with an inſtippoztable feare ) woulde make hun no aun» 
ſwer, but pꝛeſentty went and armed hiniſelk, which they behol⸗ 
ding , did the like , and OE went downs into the 
Court. 

And withont amp ſp vhs , the two bꝛethꝛen being - 
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of ſcometull pʒide, fullie aſſuring themſclues of the victozie,al; 


ſaileb Parifmus and Pollipus. 


Who leeing no greater oddes , but one to one, entred 
the Cambat lo chearefullie, as it had berne a ſpoꝛt oʒ paſtime, 
which continued a god while betwirt thom, without anye 
great diſaduauntage, on epther partie: the noyſe of Whoſe 
weapons, claihing on theyz Armour , came to Lautanaes 
hearing, who coulde by no meancs take any reſt that night 
fo2 feare to thinke , leaſt Andramait ſhoulde woꝛke the 
death of her dere Lode and freende, that on a ſuddaine, 
Karting to: a windowe that lookt into the Courte , ſhee 
eſpied the foure Kmghtes Combatting , aſſuring her 
(clfe , that her kreendes were two of them: whome ſhe 
knewe not;:, but as ſhee was infozmed by. Leda to beg 


affugned heart of Laurana : bot on the contrarye parte 
the daunger ſhevtaboe them in as my tozmentedher with 
bear. Dee 

Angranart Gaming by, to bchoive the illue o this 
Conwot+ hatung an eys to the windowe where Laurana' 
was) ynſgztnatckeripicd her loking out: Whereuppon 
unmedistelie hee ſent foure of his Seruants to remwuc her 
into a frau und cleſe Pꝛiſen, farrefrom theyꝛ ſiaht: which 
o toꝝnented the munde of Laurana ( fogither with the feare 
cher concc pued to Pariſuus , having no frande but Polli. 
pus , muironed wu a number ol encmies that had not 


Leda laboured the contrarie, Hee hadde there cucreome 


her vitail ſences nh ertremitit of ſoꝛrsw. Still commit» 
ed the Combat betunrt tho, Champions but Pollipus 
laung hinzſelfe ſoꝛe wounded by ramon, Vas fo inraged 
with furic;that with all his ſoꝛce and (kill, her laboured with 
ſuch puilſuunce againſt his allapking cucnue, that her had 
(@1ic laide hun at his forte dende. Tlhich Andramarepers 
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ceiuing , came to Pollipus with theſe ſperches nicht 
(quoth he) thy taſke is not yet ended, foz here am J to re» 
uenge the death ol him thou haſt now cotiquered , wheres 
with he began to afſayle Polſipus with all his koste : who 
aunſwered his blowes with the like courage „ by which 
tune Parilmus had left his enemie bꝛeathleſſe, who laye 


wallowing at his feete , ſtrangled with his one 


blod, 

Andramatt ſe&ing the (ame , woulde haue fledde, 
(fearing his owne downckall) but Pollipus ſeeing his in⸗ 
tent, thought nowe 02 neuer to ſhewe pute ok his valour: 
thitefaze to ridde themſetues from further daunger, with 
both his handes firoke with ſuch violence vppon his creſt, 
that the weakeneſſe of his Armour, veelding to the ſharpneCWCe 
of his {wade , and fozce of his blowe , ſo aſtoniſht him, 
that hoe ſtaggered: Mherewith Pollipus cloſing with hun, 
oucrthzewe him on the grounde , and d thzuſt his [wozpe 
though his bodie in diners places. 

By which time Andramarrs ſeruants ſeing the diſtreſſt 
their Maiſter was in, all at once aſſailed Pariſmus and Polli- 
pus , who coulde not well tell how to indure any further al⸗ 
ſault, but dꝛawing backe to the cozner ofthe Court, placed 
themlelues in ſuch ſozt , that their enennes could nat greatly 
indanimage them „ but fill recepued the woozſte, 
moſt of chem beeing in (mall cantinuaunce of fight, 
ſoze wounded , and many of them were flaine , ſo that 
they ſeemed therewith like men that were deſperate , One 
amongſt the reſt, that Andramart hadde befcze taken 
P ſoner, but fo2 his god qualities hadde againe releaſed, 
, whoſe name was Tellamor, 
felng Andramat flaine , and marking the bꝛaue and 
valiant courage of thele two Unights, vſed all the perſwafions 
he could, te withdꝛawe his fellowes from their madneſſe, who 
[il followed their reuenge eagerlie, without any conſideration 
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ofthe little god top teuld reape thereby, at laſt ſome of them 
beganne to liſten to him, by which meanes Pollipus haddꝛ 
reſpit to bath hinil: fe, and Pariſius perttiuing them to 
ſtande dalcktfullp, debating matters bcetweene themſclues, 
veg nne to ſpcane to them in this ſozt. Maiſters quoth her, 
me thinks men that are indued with reaſon (as you ſhcnld be) 
ſhuld net ow theinſclues ſo incenſiderate, as to ſecke reuenge 
againſt thoſe that neuer harmed you? what caulcth you thug 
wilfully to endanger your ſelues by cffering vs violence? you 
will ſay the death of your Maiſter: why what was hee but a 
CTyꝛant: what account did he make of any of pou-but to keepe 
you as his valſailes and fiaues intendage and extreame ſer⸗ 


uitude: how was her eſtecmned of any; but as a cruell homicide, 


a robber and ſpoyler of pe perſonages, whereby himſelfe and 
ſuch as were his ſeruants were hated and deſpiſed of all god 
people. Did he not continueally tyzanniſe ouer you in moſt cru⸗ 
ell ſoꝛt, that many of you were put to (hamefull offices, and foz 
eucrie diſpleaſure in danger ol death and umpziſorment,by his 
furic: what doo pou thinke was the cauſe of eur arruall here: 
not (as you ſuppoſt)to make you captiues,no2 to get wealth, oꝛ 
the ſpey1: that therues and robbers ſerke after,no2 pet to offer 
violence to Andramatt, 02 any of vou, but to redeeme a leſt 
friend that your maiſter hath w2ongfully detained, Then lette 
that wiſedom rule your minds, that ſhuld be in men, and ſhew 
what you require at our hands, and we will in any reaſonable 
reſpect latiſſie pon. Me are not determined to ſtax among you 
to beare rule ouer vou, thereby to ſpople pov of pour wealth, 
but will leave this Caſtle and the riches thereof, as poures 
to diſpoſe of, which vou may quietly enioy, nowe pour cruell 
maiſter is dead, whoſe life would haue beene cauſe of pour fare 
ther ſeruitude, but by his death you are freed from the cracll 
bondage and lauerie wherein pen liued, ars haue by the ſame 
octeſion, the choyſe of eltding, oꝛ refuſing of quiet content, and 
peaceable wealth. Pariſmus had no ſoner ended theſe ſpeeches, 
but by a gencrall conſent (being perſwaded thereto by Tella- 
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mor, Whoſe counſell thy highly eſfkemed) they caſt dobme 
their weapons, and perlded themlelucs: which greatly chared 


thc hearts of both tzo&-ughts,being befo22 that, in great pern, 
and hazard oftheir liues hatung tak ente faithUull oath ol their 
lopaltie. Po lipus pulling off his Heunct, beg in greatly to ex⸗ 
toll and commend their wilt dome, in that they has that good 
tonſideration, to conceiue aright of Pariſmus ſpeeches: pꝛomi⸗ 
ſing them that by his conſent , Pariſmuz ſhould ſo highly ton⸗ 
tent them befoꝛe their departure, that they ſhould foz euer ac- 
coimt themſelues happis by their arriuall. And hauing taken 


oꝛder fo2 their ſeturitie (net truſting them, notwithunnding 


their oathes, betauſe they knewe them to be vnaccuftomed to 

vertuous humanitie) they were conducted to verte fapze and 
ſumptuous chambers by Tellamor, awd chere had their 
wounds carefully dꝛeſt by A donius, whoſe tender Heart bled 
dꝛops of warme blend, to ſee the purple goze that iſſued from 
their angled bodies, whoſe care and diligent tendance, was 
a great comfozt vnto them at all times: by meanes whereof, 
they made ſuch account or him, that they would not haue par⸗ 
ted from him ſoꝛ any god in the word. Tellamor hauing been 
bertuoufly bz3nght vp{being alls a knight of god attount, and 
honourable parts) care ſullp pꝛouided all things neceſlarie, and 
with ſuch affection tendered their ſaletie , that there couſd no 
milchiefe bes attempted by Andramart; ſeruaunts , ( whoſe 
heades ſtillruminated on treacherie) but he would ſtill ſeeke to 
appeaſe and pzeuent the ſame, whole diligence was well mars 
ked of the two knights, whereby they grew into god liking, 
* him, and much commended = curtefte, 
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CHAP. XXVII. 


How Pauiſmus be eing paſt all hops to [inde Laarara, at laſt 
found her to his exceeding ioy. And howafterwarc's lea- 
ning the cuſtodie oi the Caſtle to foure of Andramarti 
ſeruants, he departed towards Theſſalie: and by the Way 
viſited olde Amiecchrsinthe delolate land. 


D Ariſmus allthis while could by no means 
be quiet fo2 thinking on Laurana, theres 
menbꝛaunce of whoſe abſence was cons 
J finually in his mind, moꝛe then was won⸗ 
ted, where by, dis perſwaſion of ſommc hap⸗ 
Il pie newes or her abede in that piace, fill 
increaſed: which cauſed him the next dap 
to relolue himſelfe by ſearching('o2 others 
wiſe he could not learne, fo2 that Andramait weulde not ſuf- 
ker any of his ſeruaunts but oncly foure, to ſee 02 haue anie 
knowletge of Lavrana,who were ali ũaine with their maſter) 
that comming to Po hipus they went to ſearch the Caſlle, 
And firſt of all bering directed by I el'amor, they came to the 
pꝛiſons, where were manie ſtraungers of ſundꝛie Nations, 
lying in the moll wofull and lameutable miſerie that cuer eye 
behelde : theu ioynts and fleſh beeing woꝛne with the waight 
of the Jrons wherewith they were kettered: who then be⸗ 
ganne to feare they2 vtter deſtruction, which they had long 
expected: but contrarie to their thought and cxpe dation, they 
were ſet at ubertie, which greatlie comſczted theyz dying 


From thence they went vato the Dungeons ofthe Caſtle, 
whercin were marie diſtrelled wights remainng , that of 


long tumc had not ſcene the pure light. noꝛ felt the comfoztable 


heate of the dunne, and nowe to the= top were let at liberbie, 
who highlye applauded the valour and bountie of theſe 


two 
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two 
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two molt noble and courteous knights. Par iſnms hating 
not yet founde the ioy hoe erpected, could not harbour in his 
minde any reſt, vntill that hee hadde ſearched all ouer the 
Caſtle, ſauing the place wherein Laurana Was, which 
was fo lecretlp conueped amongſt the other buildings, 
that the way thereto tould hardly be found, wher by Pariſmus 
was dceewed, And thinking verily that there was no place 
but hee hadde alreavie ſearched , entred into moſt heaute and 
ſ(o;rowtull cogutations ; and being wonderfully diſcouraged of 
all comio2t, wanzered from Pollipus (who was eareffly 
in talke with Tellamor) and by chance happened on a darke 
entrie, which place ſeemed to agree with his heauie diſpoſitt- 
on: into which hauung entred, and a while watked vppe and 
dobon, he found a dove at the further end therof, kaſt ſhut, which 
cauſed him to ceaſe his moning, and ſtudy how to open the 
ſame, which he had ſone effeded: ? entring further he found a 
molt ſtately chamber, wherem were diners ſignes that it was 
not vnkrequented, but being vnarmed, he would not to raſhly 
go further „ leaſt hee might vnawares runne into daun- 
ger. There koꝛe ſoftlie hee liſted vppe the hangings, behinde 
which was a dooꝛe into another Chamber, where hee beheld 


a Ladie ſadly ſifting vppon the carth, with her backe to- 


wards him, leaning her head vppan the beds ſide, At which 
light his heart began to thꝛob and pant erccedinly, but loking 
n192cnarrowly, he eſpied a damoſell with blubvered cheekes, 
Weeping to heare the reftleffe plaints her miſtreſle had made: 

who hauing with extreame ſe now bewailed her vnſo2tunate 
tſtate, being likewiſ? terrifted with remembzing the 
daunger Pariimus was in, and grecketo bee abztdged his 
light, was fallen into a ſilent lumber: wherein ſhee had 
not long continued, but (at the verie inftant when Panſmus 


entred the chunber che decaned he ſtodd behind her, wherwith 


ſh: awaled, and carneſtly loking about her, Me cſpied him, 
whercwith ch. was crtreamely amazed, fearing leaſt ſhe had 


Aull beene in adzeame, that che ſtode kearekulip trembung

vetwxne an earneſt hope, and acomfoztleſſe diſpaire. But Pa. 


mus aCone as he beheld her face kne w her, and toke her in 
his armes, with ſuch cxcoeding toy to them both, as that the 
teares p2occeding from kinde affectton,ranne downe beth their 
theres in abundance, And Leda, ſeemg her Lo2d, hucled at 
his fete. with that excocding ioy, as is not to be expzeſt, ho had 
no leyſure to ſpeake to her, his heart was fo replenihed with 


exceduig content , by the ſwate and delcnable preſence of his 


vertnous and lowing Laurana: whom a thouſand times he fol 
ded in his armes, and as many tunes greeted her ruddie lippes 
with (wate kiſſes, in which lowing unbꝛacings, they continued 
a god ſpace , being vnable to thuike of any thing elſe, But at 
the laſt, hauing ſomwhat recreated themſclues with that kind- 
neſſe, Dariſmus vttered theſe ſpeeches. Moſt kinde and louing 


Puinceſſe, ſince we are thus happily met, and that we haue 


now no further cauſe of ſoꝛrow, it would be greeucus to make 
rehearſall ot our ſad miſhaps ſince our parting , therefoze let 
pour hcart be at quict,and now fo2get all fozmcr griefcs,which 
were vnfoztunately occaſioned by my negligence , and accept 
my acknowledgement of offence , fo2 a ſufficient ſatiſfacton, 
and let your vertuous bountre , fill b2ing me farther in admi⸗ 
ration of pour vertue, vnto whom J am molt infinitely bound 
in al the bonds ok true and lopall friendſhip. To recount my no⸗ 
ble friend Pollipus kindneſſe (by whoſe valour haue cſcaped 
many imminent daungers and the kinde tendance J haue had 
of poze Adonws,craucth a longer circumſtance, and therefoze 
at this tune J will omit the lame, oncly deſiring pou te make 
ſuch eſtunation of them, as of np meſt deareſt friends, but by 
whoſe meanes J had ncuer enioped the friütien of yonr hea⸗ 
uenly company. now acccunt all paine pleaſure, and the re⸗ 
ward of my trauaues ſo bountiſull, as all the wondes dianitie 
cannot counteruaile: Bauing at laft attained the height of my 

deſtres, and fulne lle ot all fclicitie, by t nic ping your vertuous 

pꝛeſence, whole abſence was moze bitter vnto me, then a thou⸗ 
ſand deaths. Panp other molt louing and kinde ſpucches paſt 

thode 
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tyeir lippes, being often interrupted with (wert kiſſes, and har⸗ 
tie embꝛacinqs , that in this delight, they would haue continued 

a long time, but that the deſire Pariſmus had to acquaint Polli 
pus with his happie newes, and Laurana to ſet her friend, cau⸗ 
ſ:d them to bꝛeake ett, and walke out ta him, who had quicklie 
miſt Parilmus, t began earneſtly to inquuxe ſoꝛ him: in which 
tune of his ablence, he had ſeught in mot places ol the Caſtle, 
but (till miſt the darke pallage wherein he was entred, which 
dꝛaue him into acarefull wonder, what ſhould be become of 
hun. TWherewith he began greathe to feare that hee was bp 
ſoine treacheric indangered, but ſuddainly in the midſt of this 
perplexitp, he eſpied him with Laurana , coming towards him: 
which light exceedinglie reioiced his heart, with an vnerplica⸗ 
ble toy, Whe comming to Laurana, he reucrencedher with all 
humilitie, and ſhe molt kindlie (aluted him, yerlding hun many 
heactic thanks fo2 his honourable loue and kindenefle ſhowne, 
in th? manifold paines, he had taken fozher behwfe. Likewiſe 
ſpeaking to Adonius he greatlie commended , and kindelpe 
thankt him foꝛ his diligent ſeruice to Pariſmus, pꝛomiſing to 
reward him with all kindeneſſe. Do with exceeding top on all 
ſides they ſpent the reſt ol that day, in pleaſant communicati- 
ons, hauing all things neccKarie, readily pꝛorided by Tella- 
nor, and diligently miniſtred by ſuch pꝛiſoners as had receiued 
cheir libertie: who had now lo well rekrecht themſelues with 
wholſome meatcs , that they were of ſufficient flrength both 
fo2 their owne defence, and the ſatetie ofthoſe that had ſet them 
at libertie whom they exceedingly tend2cd. 

Pariſmu: pꝛeſently ſent a meſſenger to Barzillus, focers 
tifiz him of their happie ſucceſſe, ſuho leauing the cuſtodre of the 
paſſage to his ſeruants, came to be partakers with them they} 
reiopciigs. 

But notwithFanding „ when all thought there was ro 
moꝛe cauſe of ſadenſſe, their quiet and picaſures were dariiicd 
by the heauie countenance of Laurana , who cam net fo:get 


the death of her vong ſonne P anſimenos but lll was purpeſedo 
Dd | to

to conceale the ſame from Pariſmus, Which cauſed them great⸗ 
he to maruaile. And vppon a day when Poll;pus by the intrea⸗ 
tie of Pariſmus , had rehearſed the diſcourſe of all their aduen⸗ 
tures in the deſolate Jland „ and the occaſion of they; 
arrinallin that place „L aurana with theſe ſad remembzances, 
was put in minde, deepely to compare her owne miſeries with 
theires, and found them to be greater, foꝛ that they were all in 
ſafctie , but (hee miſt her pong ſonne , who was vntimelie 
loſt, which firoke ſuch a ſadnefſe into all Her ſences , that ſud, 
dainelie ſhe burſt into aboundance of teares. Uhich dꝛaue 


them all into an aymiration,that Adonius and Leda ſeing het 


teares, could not refraine from partaking with her in that ſads 
nelle, but (as the cuſtome of women is) wept foz companie. 
Pariſmus maruailing what was the cauſe of her ſozrewe, and 
defirous to knowe the ſame , fo; that his heart therewith 
was erceedingly tozmented , moſt earneſtly intreated her 
to vnfolde the cauſe of her greefe , that he naught ik it were pob 
lible\comfozt her therein, 

Laurana beeing vnwilling in the leaſt degree to chewe 
her ſelte vndutifull to his will, began to declare the manner of 
her benguꝛg to that place by the Ppzates , after they had be⸗ 
trayed hun on the t oaſt of the delolate Jland: as alſo the kinde⸗ 
nefle the had founde at Andramarrs hand, and how that from 
time, to tune, he had ved her in moſt honozabic ſoꝛt. 

But my Lo2de (quoth ſhee) Andramart had a ſiſter na⸗ 
med Adamaſia, who tnany times vꝛged me to pelde to lous 
her Bꝛother: wich when the could cffec by no parſwa⸗ 
ſions ,firft, thee impaſoncd myſcruant Leda, next, ſyer with = 
heide from me ( the cauſe of this my ladneſſe) my yeung 
ſonne chat was bone in this vnluckie place, whome I 
cauſed to be nanied Paiiſmenos , and with crucll tozmer; 
alfiictzd my body, and dailpe cauled two olde Women h 
whippe mee in moſt cruell ſozt ; which J was conten⸗ 
ted to indure. But when ſhee lawe that all this woulde 

not pꝛeuale, the cauſed the nurſe that kept Parilmenos 
fo

to come vnto mee with a meſſage , that vnleſſe J woulde 
in cuene reſpect ſuifill her demaunde, ſhee woulde befoze 
my face ſtrangle that tender babe. And beeing about that 
crucil deeds , A intreated her to referre his puruſhment and 
vnnaturall dome, vntill the next day, fince which tune J-ne- 
wer ſawe my tender Babe, noz is hee, oz his Nurſe anie 
where to bee founde : aud aftcrwardes agame, (hee conti- 
nued her fozmer manner of crueltie , owe Andramarr 
all this while by perſwaſions of his ſiſter , ablented himlſelfe 
frommee, (fo2 that hee had pzomiled hun to obtame my cons 
ſent to his requeſt) nothing miſdoubting the crueltie ſhee v⸗ 
ſed to mee, But at length, ſeeing his (ute ſtul fruſtrated , and 
finding (as well by my owne repoꝛt, as by other manife 
p:oofes ) hex trecherie, and my miſerie, hee woulde with 
his Swoꝛde haue amine her ; but theo running away to 
auoyde his rigour , burſte her necke downe a payze of 
ſtapꝛes. 

The two olde women hee likewiſe flue with his owne 
handes: my ſeruant he ſent vato mee , and euer after againe, 
bſed me in moſt kinde and god (ozt,And the verie dap when 
you entered in fight in this Court, he cauſed me tobe lodged = 
in the place where you founde mee. The greateſt cauſe of 
this my ſadnclle, is the loſſe of my young ſonne, whoſe death 
was vntunely, and whoſe pꝛeſence woulde haue expelled ſuch 
ſad thoughts as haue poſleſſed my minde, and diſquieted the 
happie content J ſhe uld receiue by your henourable pꝛelence. 
Pariſmus hauing heard the ſum of her tragicall repozt, coulde 
not chuſe but greeue, eſpecially to thinke of the miſerie ſhe had 
indured, and the death of his pong ſonne, whom he had neuer 
ſeene, that what with his, and Lauranaes ſavinſſe, all the whole 


compaine were growne into heauinelle. But with the tomfoz⸗ 


table perſwaſions of Pollipus , the remembzaunce of thele 
ariefs were ſomwhat mittigated, Many dapes aſter, they (ta 
in this caſte!! in god and quiet eſtate, vntill the longung de ſire 
Paim had to returne into T hell: ae cauled hun to make 
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pouiſion fo2 his departure. Tellamor haning knowledge 
— de ſired that hee woulde vouchſafe hee might at- 


tende him in his trauatles, fo2 that humſclſe was of Salma- 
tia, Who trauailing in ſearch of a Siſter that hee had loft; 


was talen by thoſe Pirates, rehearſing the whole truth, 


whereby Pariſnus knewe hin to bee bꝛother vnto the Das 
moſcll, in whöſe reſcue Oſiris was hurt, as hath beene be- 
foꝛe declared: which cauſed hun make greater account of 
him, then befoze he had done, and enter into a deepe inſight of 
his foꝛmer courtcous behamour, and with all the kindneſſe he 
could , vtelded him thankes fo2 the friendſchip hee had ſhe wen 
hun, and his friend Pollipus ſinte their arriuall: telling him 
that he needed not make any further ſearch fs2 his ſiſter, fo 
that ſhe was in the Court ol Theſlalic, in god health, tepea⸗ 
ting the whole circumſtante of the kauours het had lo unde ak 


her handes, and the manner how ſhee was taken by the out- 


lawes. Ahich newes much gladded 1 ellamors heart , as allo 
that he had lined to be ſo happie, as to bee eſteemed of ſo woz- 
this a knight as Pa iſinus was: that hauing aſſurance of his 
ſiſters ſaftie, and his owne happie foztune, to haue ſo fit an oc- 
cafion to rid himlſelfe from bondage, he cuer after indeuoured 
by all dutifull meanes, to grow further into his fanour, Pariſ- 
mus and Lanrana remaming in happie and peaceable con- 
tentedneſſe by meanes of their gaad ſuccefſe, hauing reſpit to 
vicwe others griefes) beganne te note the ſad tountenaunce 
of Pollipus, which befoze they did not marke: which cau⸗ 
ſed Patiſmus ſuſpect that his olde ſoꝛe was not curcd, which 
was his love to Violetta, herein hee apmed aright foꝛ Pol- 
ſipus ſeeing his tranailes fo2 Laurana. were at an ende, be ⸗ 
ganne to deſire to heare ſome newes of Violetta. And though 
there was no lkelchoode foꝛ Him to attaint her loue, pet the 
erfremitie oł his affections were ſuch, that hee thought hee 


toulde no wap content hunſelfe better then to ſpende the 


reſt of his lyfe in her ſeriice, ſtul purpeſing (ac:o2ding to a 
moſt noble and conſtaumt reſclution neuer to deſiſt frem 
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Of Pariſmus. 
ewing the true zeale he bare to purchaſe her ausur. Otten 


tunes he would ſperde manie houres in ſecrete complaintes 
and pꝛoteſtations of his lopall louc , wherein attezding to 


the humourx of loyeſicke people) hee thought hee did in fome | 


mealure caſe his heart. Which behanivur of his Violetta 
well noting, (as beinginfeced with the ſelte ſame diſeaſe ) 
would oftentunes interrupt him in his ſadde {amentations, 
with ſuch conceytes, that Polhpus to ſee ſuch 
wiledome ina Bop: but bp reaſon that hee was talien to bee 
no other then a Boy, hee entered into no deeper conſideration 
ol her actions . Jn the night time Violetta did with ſuch 
kindneſle affect his plants, that when hee fight, thee likewiſe 
ſight ; and if he at ante time complained of his harde fo2- 
tune, Violetta woulvs as oſten bleſſethe happie time, and 
hower whenfirft ſhee ſawe him, and that ſher was ſd happi⸗ 
to bee beloued of ſo honourable a knight. The differente of 
whole ioyes were contrarie : fo Pollipus (little thinking his 
Violetta had beene fo neare him) tontinuallie ſpent his tume 
in heauineſſe, not beeing any wap able to comſozt himſelke 
with arte hope of attayning his withed defire , beeing ekt 
ones terrified with remembꝛaunte of her laſt dome, and 
deniall to his fate , as alſo the manie miſchaunccs that migdt 
befall her, oz thatſhe had wilfiillie thouſt her ſelfe into, with a 
thouſand other diſpleaſant thoughts ſufficient to diſcourage a⸗ 
nie, from pꝛeſuming vppon enie god ſucteſſe. By meaties 
whercof, he contmualip remapned in moſt heauie and ſadde 
eſtate, ill denifing howe to eale his heart of the care it en⸗ 
dured, wherein he greatlie ercelled in conſtantie, the fickle 
and wandering thoughts of diuerſe, which are diſcouraged 
from perſilling in their firſt reſvintions ,foz tuerie all diſ- 
comfiture, | 

Viole ttaes iopes were as exceeding, as his forowes were 
extreame, fo2 che continuallie behelde the conffancie that 


reigned in his heart to her wardes, the noble gits wherewith 


his minde was indued, the wee of his goodlie pꝛopoz⸗ 
Dd 3 tion, 
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tion, which might well pleaſe a curious Ladies eve, his 
vnconquered valour and pꝛoweſſe, whereby hee atchicucd in; 
credibie vidones with great lame, the friendſhip and courteoiug 
behauiaʒ that aboundantiy lowed from his genttc heart, wher⸗ 


by it was apparant that hee did not diſdame the meaneſt per⸗ 


ſons: beſides, heat ung the continuall complaints he made of 
her hard ſentence, and the conſtancie of his reſolution, fog 
that hee determined to ſpende his life in her ſeruice, and al⸗ 
ſo the plealure (hx tone in his companie, beeing neuer from 
hum m the day tune, and his bedfellow in the night, that 
ſhee was puuie to all his adions, vſing many kindneſles, 
which her full little thought pꝛocerded from luch affection, 
And nothing derming Violetta hadde beene ſo pꝛiuie to all 
bis cogitations, though ſhee poze ſgule, neuer touched his 
body, but with a trembling keare, remembaing her owne 
nakednefle , till vſing ſuch baſhfulncfle in her acttons, as 

if many eyes had bene pꝛiuie to her diſguiſe, and watch⸗ 
fully noted her behamour , wherewith her iopes contmu⸗ 
ed in ſuch a ſecret content, as is not to bee erpzeſſed, And 
one night when ſhee hadde (ſh2owded her lclfe within the 


vedde, as Pollipus lay toſſing and tumbling by reaſon cf 


the reſtleſſe thoughts hee endured, in the middeft of his 
heaumeſſe, Violetta pittying his ſozrowes, and to dꝛawe 
him from remembzing them, vttered theſe ſperches. Dir light 
(quoth che) J maruaile what pafion that is which fo diſtempe⸗ 
reth your quiet leepes, and if my talke be not offenſiue vnto 
you, 3 beſeech vou make me acquainted with the ſame , fo 
in all my life time J neuer behelde the like in any man, 
Pane boy (quoth Poll:;pns) it were but follie fo2 mee to ers 
pꝛeſſe that to thee — 5 — not iudge, fo2 that thy 
peaxes are not ot ſuſticiencie to entertaine ſuch dunne cogitati⸗ 
ons. Dunne quoth ſhee) can diuine cogitations fo diſtemper 
mens wits? yea quoth Pollpfis) fozloue is a diuine and hea- 
uenly gift, and loue it is that ſotozmenteth mee, not that J 
loue, but that A am not beloued ase. Foz1 in Theſlahe J 


loued 
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loned u damoſeli named Violetta;whoſe excellent beautie, and 
vertuous gifts haue ſo mthzalled my ſenſes, that Ffeare 
me boy, it will bee to mee a cauſe ol perpetuall heauineſſe. 
Thoſe abſcnce is cauſe of my greefe , and not onely that ſhee 
is abſent, but that J knowe not where to beholde her ats 
tractine beautie, foz euen at my comming rom Thoelſahe 
ſyee was (J knowe not dy what nuſaduenture) nifſing, 
to my great ſoꝛrow, in whole ſcarch J am determintd to 
ſpende the reſt ol my weariſome dapes, It is verie much 
mee thinkes (quoth ſyee) that vou will ſo much regarde 
her god, that hath ſhowen hcr'ſelfe'ſo diſcourteous , and 
ſurely vou are not of my minde, in that you will take ſuch 
paies to finde her out, and in the ende peraduenture reape 
nothing but diſdaine fo2 your god will: fo2 it is likelp ſhes 


hath made choyſe of ſome other knight, not ſo wonthie to bes 


beloued as pour ſelfe, with whome ſhee is departed: then 
why will you hazard pour perſon in the daungers incident to 
trauaile, and ſpend yonr tune in purchaſing nothing, but pour 
owne diſcontent?

companie, the other ſhips laden with exceeding riches x frea- 


lure , fuch as Andramarrs Pyꝛates had taken at ſea , and 
made towards the deſolate Jland , attoꝛding to the pꝛomiſe 
paſt to Antiochus : where within fewe dayes (the winde and 
weather, lauduring them, they ſafclie arrined ) where they 
were moſt honourablie and louinglie welcommed, by the king 
and Dareene , and eſpeciallie by the Rings two ſonnes and 
Daughter, who admired the wonder full beantit of Laurana,

ned with the vertuous knight Pol/1pus,andthe remembꝛance 
ol her parents light, which ſhe much deſired to emoy. that their 
ioyes on all tes were ſo t xcecding, that there was no perſon 
whatſoeucr,but had his heart finlir replemſhrd with gladneſſe 
cuerie way. duhen they were landed, Parumus determined 
to ſende a mellenger tothe Crtie of Ihæbes, with repoꝛt of 
their health and happie arriuall, which Polſipus deſired to 
execute: and arming hunſclfe in an Azure armour, beſet with 
ſtarres of golyc, and gallantly mounted with his ſpeare in his 
reſt, hee haſted towardes the Cittie, as hee rode along the 
ſtrectes, multitiides of people fozſwoke their heuſes, and buff 
nelle, to beholde him, and noting his gallant pꝛopoztion, there- 
by temembꝛed the want ol the vauant Patiſmus , that they: 
hearts were affcaed with a wonderful perſwaſion, that tithei 
it was hunſelfe, oꝛ ſome happie Meſſenger that bꝛought god 
tydings of his ſal tie, that by unmite miultitudes the» lol⸗ 
lowed after him to the Court , being deſirous: to knowe 
from whence hee was.

at, when all elſe indured great pleaſure, being tome to the Pals 
late, they were on all ſides wolcõmed with vnſpeakeable kinds 
neſſe. Dioniſius canſed molt coſtly meate to be pꝛouided, fog 
their repaſt, and in the meane tune tanſed Pa iſmus to ſette 
bowne by him, and Laurana by her mother, actompanied bp 
Clarianat labeila, thi of the fatreſt creatures that euer eie 
beheld. Then ban nus at the requeſt of the King repeated 
the whole manner of their miſaduenture, rom the beginning 
ok their ſhipw2acke , vati!l their returne, with ſuch exteeding 
commendations of the noble valour, and perfect kindnellc yes 
had ſoũd in Dollipus, that al admired and applanded his victos 
rics,) he vttered thele aches, Bolt noble father,by d _

of my krernde Pollipus, haue we eſcaped the great dangers wa 
fell into: therekoꝛe I beſcech pour highnelle, eſtxme of hum, as 
the onelie pꝛeſeruer of ydur childzens liues „ whole noble wif 
tome hath itil pꝛeſcrued vs, and his pꝛowes mightily defended 
vs, without wheꝛne, we had neuer mioyed this happie hower 
to ſor yeur honoꝛable pꝛeſence. Dioniſius hearing his ſpeeches, 
roſe from his ſeate, and embzaced Pollipus with great kinde⸗ 
nelle, yeelding him many thanks. Thus repleat with exceeding 
iop, on all ſides, they ſpcut the reſt ofthe day, in kinde ſalutati · 
ons, and pleaſant communication cach freend with other, Ex⸗ 
cept Pollipus whoſe heart longed till he had viſited old Andrus 
10, he wund hun ſitting in a chaire, be wailing his owne mil⸗ 
— which ſtroke ſuch exceeding ſadneſſe to Pol lipus hart, 
that he could indure no companie, noꝛ inioy no nit. 7 dans. 
there found his ſiſter, in whoſe ſearch,he had indured ſo many 
miſerios. Barzillus was honourablie welcommed by Dioniſi- 
u and richlie rewarded by Pariſmus , beſides all the trealure 
that he had taken at the Jland of rocks, Leda was kindlie wel⸗ 
comined by her kellowes. Pariſmus ſpent his time in pleaſant 
diſcourſes, with the king his father in lawe, the King of Hun- 
garia,And Pꝛinte ot Spacta. Lautana in companie of Clariana 
and Ilabella, and many other gallant Ladies, related her haps 
pie eſcape trom miſfoꝛtuns. Polſipus onely gaue his mu de, to 
all ſoꝛrobo x pt̃ſiueneſle, induring the abſence ot Vio le:ta, with 
wonderkull gi eefe: And ſeeing that he could heare no newes 
ol her abode, determined the next day N laile to depart in 
learch ol her.

Adonm<(quoth he) it it be to plcaſurc thee any 
way, J woll gladly do it, ſoꝛ the friendſhip J hauc found in the: 
then J pꝛay thx as thou lou. ſt me, tendereſt the ſoꝛrewes A 
indure, do not delay me with thy ſpeeches fo; J know they p20- 
c&d from kindnes, to make me foꝛget my ſadnes,+ not to do me 
any benefit in the thing thou ſpeakeſt ol, oꝛ J ſhall ncuer be ſo 
happie as to be beloued of her, who J frare me, left her fathers 
houſe to ſhun my companie.

Jam pour vnwoꝛthie friend Violetta, that haue in this dil⸗ 
ginſe, made trial of my fe2tume,4 pour friendſhip, Pollipusthen 
toke her moſt louingly in his arms, not offering other then his 
fozmer pꝛomiſe did permit. Pet he was in a donbt ſkill, 4 could 
not bee quiet, vntill he had vſed ſuch kind meanes yet far from 
diſhonour) as thereby hefound thee was a virgine, and no 
Page, and therfo2e aſſured himſcifc it was Viol etta:and foul⸗ 
ding her delicate and tender body in his manlike armes ( which

©hus theſe two kind friends ſpent the time, Violetta actoun 
ting her ſelle moſt happie to entoy fo conſtant a ſricnde, 
as ſhee hadde founde him by certainftics in they? trauell, 
aud hee eſteemed him lelfe as happie, that he was beleucd 
of Violetta, that had not refuſed to hazard her ſelfe in manie 
dangers fo; his ſake. At laſt, theow mindes being both at qui⸗ 
ef, and ſatiſficed with bliſſuil content, theſe two faythfull 
louers fell faſt a ſlecpe. Pariſmus enduring much heaui⸗ 
neſſe foꝛ his friendes departure, could ſcarcelp cntertame 
ammnutcs reſt to his troubled head, thcreioze he was early 
vppe, withintent to perſwade Pollipus (ithee coulde) from 
vndertaking that iournep: and p2clenitly after theſe lcuers 
were allecpe, hee centred his Chamber, where contrarie 
to his pꝛemeditated crpectation, hee founde him faſt a ſleepe: 
and Adonus in moſt louing ſozt, laying one hande vnder 
Pollipushead, and the other imbꝛacing his manly bꝛeaſt: ſcee 
ming in his conceit, the delightkulleſt fight that euer hee be⸗ 
held: the ſuppoſed page being ſo beautifull, that had hee not 
knowne him, hee would hauc judged Venus her ſclfe hadde 
beene there, to conifozt Po hpus with heriwate unbzacings, 
But ſeeing his deare friend in ſuch quiet and \werte reſt, hee 
withdzew hunſelfe,to meditate how to wozke his friends com⸗ 
fozt, and (tay his iourny. By which time, the fun had lightned al 
the Chamber with his golden bꝛightneſſe, the clearencſſe of 
Whoſe ſplendoꝛ, ſhining ful vpon theſe louers, awaked Polipus, 
but Violetta ſtill lay ſweetely lumbering, and Pollipus thay 
dowing her with the curtains, aroſe, and (one found Pariſmus 
walking at his chamber dwzc, who ſceing him, ſaid. Py deare 
friend Pollipus, I had thought to hane found you ready armed 
to depart ,acco2ding to pour rcfolufib yeſterday but Jhope you 
are rather determined to alter that purpoſe, and ſtay with vs, 
who deſire nothing moꝛe the your com panie 34 were not Ado- 
nius well knowne to nie 3 ſhuld thiik you had imbzaccd ſomes 
diuine goddeſſe in that kinde ſozt: but notwithſtanding , lette 
me intreat your ſtay ſome longer time with vs, which was 9

J am to ſluggiſh to be founde leeping at this inſtant, while 
ny minde ſhoulde bee buſted with moze weight ie matters, 
Indeede, accozding to your ſaying (my Lo2de ) A thinke J 
haue either unbzaced ſome goddeſſe, oz a moze diuine creature:

all the time of durtrauels, 4 Adoniu is now changed to Vio- 
l-tta,and hath diſcoucred her ſelfe vnto me, which Was moꝛe 
ſtrange to mee then it may ſeeme to yon. Pariſmus hearing his 
ſpxches,called her fauoꝛ to remembzance,t perfectly knew thaf 
it was Violetta, wondering that in ſo long tune as ſhe was in 
the diſguiſe of Adonis, he coulo neuer perteiue the ſame, noz 
once ſuſped it, which affected his heart with exteeding ioy: and 
taking Pollipus by the hand, they walked together to Laura- 
na, Who greatly reioyced at this happie news, e pꝛeſentiy com⸗ 
manded Leda to tarrie apparrell vnto her, and all things that 
were neceſſarie, which ſhee pꝛeſently executed , and at her 
comming kounde Violetta newlp awaked, and tolde her 
that Laurana had ſent her that apparrell, which Violetta was 
wel contented with, Pariſmus, Pollipus, and Laurana, by this 
tune were come where ſhe was, who ſtod with a bluſhing coũ⸗ 
tenance like Venus, intrapt in Vulcans net, but Pariſmus tok 
hir by the hand, ſaid: Bluſh not vertuous damoſel,fo2 it reioi⸗ 
teth my hart to ſee you here, could pou be ſo vnkind as in all the 
time of pour trauell, neuer to make your ſcife knowne till 
| Gg now? 
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now: Mel, I ſe you haue wildome in making your choyſe,and 
well haue vou deſerued to be beloued of Pollipus, who Jam 
ſure will perfozme no leſſe, neither nerde you any moze triall 
ol his loue, fo2 that you haue beene pꝛiuie to manie infallible 
pꝛwfes thereof, Violetta kneeling vttered theſe ſpeeches. J 
thanke your honour, that vouchlafe mee this cxtraozdinarie 
fauour, as to viſit me, that haue ſhewed my ſelfe vnwoꝛthie 
thereok: but A truſt A neede not now ſtand vpon nice tearmes 
to this wozthie knight , foz that J may be fullic aſſured of his 
fidclitie : neither can J ſame ſtraunge, hauing beene ſo long 
time acquainted with his loue. But if my boldnes hath not cau 
ſed his miſconceyte of mer, A here offer my ſelfe fo euer to be 
at his diſpoſition; deſiring you (moſt wozthie knight) to pardon 
whatſouer vou haue found amiſſe in me, 92 diſagreeing to a 
maidens chaſte behauiour, and wich a fauourable opinion,cens 
ſure ol my rachnes, both to trie your vertues,as alſo to dilguiſe 
my ſelfe, wherein J haue done (o neere as J could) nothing that 
might awp way dilgrace my chaſtitie, oz diſhonour my name. 
Pollipus taking her in his armes, [aide : werte and kinde

Lawrana taking 
her by the hande, led her downe into the great Yall, where 
(hee was welcommed by the King and Qucene , and all 
the reſt of the ſtates, with maruailous kindneſle: who has 
uing knowledge of her, exceedingly commended her ver⸗ 
tues, and beeing infozmed ofthe truth of all that had paſſed 
betweene her and Pol!ipus (by his owne repozt),grewe into 
ſuch god liking ofher,and ſo much eſteemed her wiſedom that 
they accounted him the molt foztunateſt knight liuing,to make

(hamng with Laurana, Pollipus, Violetta, Tellamur, Barzil- 

Tus, and two hundzeth Knights, being honourabiy accempa⸗ 
nicd onward of their iourney by Dioniſius and Oliuia, the 
Ling of Hungarie, the Pzince of Sparta, and his bcloued 
Clariana, Loꝛd Remus and Lady Iſabella, with thouſands of 
the citizens of Thæbes,) left the bounds ol T he flahe, tothe 
exceeding greefe of all, eſpetially ofthe Bing and Quan, whole 
farewelles were expzeſt with exceeding ſozrowes , and hearts 

repleniſhed with ſadnes, whole care foz their wellare, and ps

ers fo; their pꝛoſperous ſutceſſe, were vttered with abfindance 
of teares. They on the other fide, with like heauie diſcontent, 
ment and ſad ſighes, left their delightful company, with whem 


they could euer laſtingly haue remamed if waightie occaſions 
had not withd2awn the'n. To recount their trauailes, and the 


countries they oucrpaſt, would be tedious, the rather toz that 


they were neither croſt by miſfoꝛtune, noꝛ any way indaunge⸗ 
red, but atchieued the tediouſnelle thereof, with pꝛoſperous ſuc⸗ 
teſſe and within few daies, they arrined in the wifhed country 
of Bohemia, whither Pariſmus welcommed Laurana, with 
theſe ſpeeches, Now molt deare Ladp, vou ſet fote on the Bo- 
hemian ſoile, whither J haue long tune wiſhed to covuct you, 
deſiring you to account both it and all therein, as pours to dil 
poſe of, and though by pour departure, vou left pour parents in 
heauinelle, your friends in care, and pour ſubtects diſcontẽted: 
pet heere ſhall peu finde parents , whom you ſhall raiſe from 
hcamuneſſe,fricnds whom pou ſhal comfozt,and ſubiccts whoſe 
penſiue hearts will be reuiued with pour pꝛeſence. Then J be⸗ 
ſeech pou, let no diſquiet thought trouble your kinde harts con- 
tent, but eſteeme pour ſelfe both welcome and beloued in Bo- 
hemia, foꝛ thouſãds ot my ſubie ts haue already denoted their 
lines to your command. And deare friends quoth he, as my (cif 
Jeſteeme pou, and as my ſelfe, eſteeme pour ſelues welcome 
hither , foꝛ your kindneſſe hath deſcrued that eſtunation and 
recompfce, that J am not able to make. And deare friend Pol- 
pus, my faithful partner in woe, make pou account of all mine 
as your owne, foꝛ well haue you deſerued all kinde eſtimation 
and friendſhip ol me, whom you haue infinitly bound to vou in 
all league of affection, The Bohemians ſone had knowledge 
of their arriuall, and by infmit troupes came to meete them. 
Amongſt the reſt, Aureſtes an ancient noble man, deſired Pa- 
riſmus to vouchſafe him ſuch honoꝛ, as to grace his poꝛe mans 
ſion with his pꝛeſence, 4 to except ot his vnwozthy entertain⸗ 
ment, to refreſh himſelfaftcr hisetcdious trauailes:whoſe kind 
offer Pariſmus curtiouſly accepted: where he and the pꝛincelle 
Laurana were ſa honozably aud lomnaly entertained, as that

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che x the relt that were ſtrangers,crceedingly maruailed there 
at. The aged king and Queen, hauing intelligente that Pariſ 


mus was arriued in ſafetie, caſt off their fozmer habit of ſad⸗ 


nelle, and baniſhed care, which long had toꝛmented them, and 
with exceeding ioy, vnwonted ſtate, and inexplicable maieſtie, 
went fozth to meete him ropallp, accompanied with gallant 
troupes of eſtates. Pariſmus ſeeing his aged parents, with all 
rcuerence humbled himſelf to them, who could haue ſpent mas 
ny houres onelp in embꝛacing him, but ſeeing Laurana; they 
both came vnto her, moſt loumgly welchming her, expzeſſing 
the ſame with teares, pꝛocteding from the depth of kindneſſe; 
with all, vttering theſe woꝛds. Moſt vertuous, kind, and hono⸗ 
rable Painceſle, our woꝛds cannot expꝛeſſe your welcome,noz 
our deedes, ſhewe our god will, our toy foꝛ your pꝛeſence is 
not to be deſcribed ,And our enfertainment to ſimple to enters 
tain you accoꝛding to our deſires, Which ſaid, the aged queen, 
alter alouing embzace, to her by the hand, and all the Ladies 
of high eſtate, ſaluted her with moſt reuerent behauiours. The 
god Uing knowing Pollipus, embꝛaced and weltommed hun 
with great kindnefſe,Likewiſe,the Queen welcommed Vio- 
letta, and on cuery ſide, all expꝛeſt their toy, foz their happy 
arriuall. Bonfires were made in the Citie, the belles rong in 
the countrey, and triumphes in the Court, ſome welcomed the 
with gifts, ſome with my2th, ſome with pzayſcs, and all with 


oy and exceeding retoycings, which my dulled pen is altogi⸗ 


ther vnd kilfull to deſcribe the: king and queene , exceedingly res 
ioyced in their ſonnes vertuous choiſe: and in Lau anaes pꝛe⸗ 
tte. Laurann was affected with great delight to ſex their kind⸗ 
neſſe, Pariſmus had his fill of content , and altogither greatly 
admired Lauranaes beautie, and did their beſt to welcome and 
entertain the whole company that came with Pariſmus, with 
all curteſie: that the Bohemian court which lately was darks 
ned with the miſts of ſoꝛrowe, was now beautified with the 
pleaſant aſſemblies of knights and Ladies, that repaired thts 
ther to welcome home Pariſmus and behold the pꝛinceſſe Lau- 
rana. In which plate, they continued many dayes alter. But

Pollipus and Violetta vpon a day walkt fœꝛth fo2 recrea. 
tion ſome halle myle trom the Court, into a moſt pleaſant ſha⸗ 
die greene wod, which by meanes of the coleneſſe and aboun⸗ 
dance of werte ſimelluig flowers, wherewith it was adozned, 
and by naturall l:1ght was ſo pauiſed, with the aſſiſtance of 
little twigges and ſpꝛaies, that neither the heate of the ſunne, 
noꝛ vehemencie of winde could moleſt it, that the place ſeemed 
to ad increaſe to their delight, where they louingly ſat downe, 
recreating themſelues with great pleaſure, and at laſt fel both 
a lepe, in middeſt of which lumber, a rauenous wilde beare 
that haunted thoſe wodes, whom extreame hunger had foꝛced 
to wander ſo ncare the Court, winded them, and guided by 
vnluckie fate, came to the place where they lap, readie to ſctze 
vpon the tender bodie of kinde Violetta, who at the dery in⸗ 


ſtant (by the diuine pꝛouidence) awaked, and eſpying the vg ⸗ 


lie beare, ſuddainly ſhꝛiked. Pollipus amazed with her crie, 
ſtarted vp and dzewe out his \wozd, and reſcued her from the 
beaſtes violence, purſuing hun with ſuch vigoꝛ and dexteritie, 

that the beare beeing arenouſly wounded, hund his blowes, 
and made haſte to get from him, but he intending to winne 
honour by his conqueſt, regardlellp purſued the beare, vntill 
he was quite out of Violettas fight. Who like wiſe fearing his 
harme, and pꝛicked foꝛward with a tender care of his welfare, 
followed after him, but not knowing which way he was gone, 
toke a quito contrarie wap, and with eger ſteppes laboured to 
ouertake him. De hauing with much traueil ſtaine the beare, 
ſmote off his head, and intending to pꝛeſent that ſpoyle to his 
loue, came backe to the plate where hee had left her, and mil⸗ 
ling her, he could not well tell what to thinke,beeing verſwa⸗ 
ded (hee was gone to ſecke him, where with hee was w2apt in⸗ 
to an extreame perplexitie and doubt : fearing that if he ſhould 
go to the Court to ſecke her, ſhe might in the mean time wan⸗ 
der out of the way, and runne into danger. C Contrarilp, hee 


Court, 
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thought if hoe ſhould ſceke her in the wod, and ſhee bee in the 
Court, his long tariance might bꝛing her in ſome feare of his 


welfare, that in theſe extremities he could not determine of a⸗ 
ny thing: at laſt calling her with a loude voyce by name, and 
not hearing her anſwere, with all haſte hee ran to the Court 
with his ſpoyle vpon his {wo2ds poynt, and running haſtily, 
hee enquired ik any ſawe Violetta returne, but ſhe was not 
there heard of, which made him caſt downe the Beares head, 
and without ſpeaking a woꝛd, returned towards the wod as 
gaine. Uhich ſtrange behauiour of his, dꝛaue the Covrtiers 
(but eſpecially Pariſmus into a wonderfull doubt, Pariſnws 
ſeing the Beares head, and hearing (ome ſperch of Wiclettas 
abſence,p2eſcntly mounted a godly ſterde, and with haſte rode 
that way he was directed Pollipus went. Tellamar, Barzil- 
lus, and many other Knights, followed after him, neither of 
them knowing wherefoze they made ſuch haſte, 
Pariſmus hauing onertaken him, demaunded if any mil 
chance had befallen Violetta? My Loꝛd quoth hee) as ſhe and 
I lay ſlumbꝛing in this wod, the beare whoſe head J bꝛought 
to the Court, was readie to ſeize vppon her, but ſhee with a 
G21ke awaked me, and J purſucd him vntil J had latne him: 
and returning to the place wher Jlekt Violetta, ſhe was gone: 
neither tan J \uppoſe whither, vnlefſe ſhee bee wandzed to 
leke me: the haſte J made, was to come backe to ſecke her, 


Do ſo quoth Pariſmus, and my ſelfe and theſe nights will 
ſearch the wad thꝛoughout, ſo cucry one toke a ſeueral i way. 


Violetta in the mtane tune, ſtill wandꝛꝛd on without res 
gard whither ſhe went, her feare perlwading her, that ſhee 
heard Pollipus blowes and the bearc gone right befoze her, 
that with as much ſpeerde as ſhe could ſhe ranne quite ont of 
the wad, but not pet ſetting eye on him , (the night appꝛoa⸗ 
thing) ſhee was dzawne into an exceeding feare of his welfare, 
and her owne daunger: foz to go backe by the wad ſhe durſt 
not, fearing leaſt ſhe might againe merte the furious beaſte: 
and to go further ſhe thought it vaine, koꝛ (he lawe no likcly- 
had he was come out of the wod , and there, what with 
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get efe and wearineſle, he ſate downe vpon a banque, encoms 
bꝛed «tid ouetwhruned with a thouſand cares, and giuing her 
mind ſome reſpit to ponder on her miſerable c ſtate, foꝛ feare of 
her moſt deare Auights danger, ſhe entered into ſuch heauie 
plaints and lamentations, that cuen the very wods and mes 
dowes wherinto ſhe was wandꝛed, ſeemed to unpart her (oz 
rowecs,z yelv pitie to her cries x ſcoꝛching ſighes At which ve⸗ 
ry inſtant (IJ know not by what vnluckie deſtinie) Archas the 
Cruel(fo called foz his cruell tyzannie)came toy hearing of her 
lamentations, and dzawing mgh to her, demaunded her caule 
ol ſoꝛrow. Su knight ( quoth ſhe) Jam a ſtranger, that lately 
came fro Thellalie, with the Pꝛince ol this country, and this 
day, cdming into theſe wods with my Loꝛd 4huſband Polli- 
pus, a mightie beare encoutred vs, whom he purſuing, J haue 
lt, t am wandꝛed hither , not knowing which way to retire, 
Archas allthis while, well noting her exceeding beautte, and 
ſwate deliuerp of ſpeech,p gracious mouing and diſpoſition of 
her eyes, which had power to pearce millions of harts, felt ſuch 
an inward effect of tranſitoꝛy confuſton in himſelte, that he re⸗ 
ſolued, hauing ſo fit opoꝛtunitie offered him, to trie his wits to 
win her loue, oꝛ exerciſe by that meanes, ſome reuenge againft 
Pariſmu; whom he moꝛtally hated, vttering theſe ſpeeches. 
Molt ſ werte Lady, my heart is much toꝛmented to ſee the ſoz⸗ 
row vou nerdleſip make, foꝛ no doubt pour knight is in ſafetie: 
pleaſeth vou to accept of my ſeruice. m ſeruãts ſhal guard vou 
to the Bohemian court, where you ſhall find him: and my (elf 
wil ſearch the wodde to giue Hun knowledge of your re- 
turnc. 

Violetta kindly thanked him fo2 his curteſie: who pꝛeſently 
mounted her behinde one of his ſeruants , giuing them ſccrct 
warming to conuey her to his owne caſtle, which was ſcituate 
in the mountaincs : himſelfe toke her ſcarffe, which he ſaid, he 
wold deliuer vnto Pollipus, as a token that (he was in ſafetic;

At which verp inſtant, came T ella- 
mor, bꝛinging the tozne ſcarffe which Archas hadde lrewed, 
which when Pollipus beheld a chill colde diſpearſt thꝛough all 
his vaines, and his vitall bꝛeath began to leaue his troubled 
bꝛeſt, and all his ſences foꝛgat their wonted vſe, Which when 
Pariſmus beheld, he caught hum in his armes, ſaying: Molt 
noblc knight, where is now pour patiece, wherwith you won- 
tedly indured extremities 2 no doubt foꝛ all this, Violetta is 
in health, onely wãdꝛzed out of the way, 4 gotten to ſome houſe 
where we ſhal heare ol her to mozrow: then comfozt pour (cif, 
and be not thus onercome with grief: foꝛ foꝛ be vou aſĩured no 
harme hath betide her.

ſoule could not eate one bit, but all things ſeemed to bee hafefull: their 
ſwete muſicke harthe: their curteous entertainment , rude and bar- 
barous: and that well adozned place, mozcloathſoine then a pꝛiſon: 
nothing but care and greefe could take place in her vnquiet-bzeft. After 


upper, they bꝛought her to a moſt pleaſant chamber, where all things 


were molt neatelx pꝛouided, comtozting her with many perſwallons, 
that Archas was at the Bohemian court to expect her comming, and 
by reaſon ofthe mghts appꝛoach, could not come backe that night, but 
would carly in the moꝛning bang her newes, intreating her tobetaks 
her ſelfe to her reſt: which ſhe did, the rather to bee rid frem their com⸗ 
panp, that being alone, ſhe might enter into conſideration ol her eſtate: 
and being by her ſelfe, ſhe began to reuolue in her minde, her miſerable 
condition, Pollipus petill, and Archas intent : foz her ſelfe he cared 
not, if Polhpus were in ſafetie:neither fearcd ſhee what Archas entens 
ded,iſher night were in health: that ſo many cares concurring togts 
ther, ſo many doubts clogged her mind, and ſuch feare pollc ſt her hart, 
that her woꝛds, burſt into a floud of teares, and the warme bloud ſecs 
med to illue from eucry vaine of her body, that with their abundance, 
ſhe bedeawed the bed where ſhe late, 

When ſhe had wept her lountaines dꝛie, ſhe then began to accuſe 
her ſelfe of follie, that would not ſtay in the place where he left her:then 
acertaine perſwaſion entred her heart, that he was dead, which toke 
luchdeepe rote, that ofa long tune no other thought would take place, 
which made her thinke the Tapers which gaue her light, vurnt blew $ 
which likewiſe added a further ſetled reſolue in her fancie, that it was 
o inderde. In this carefull eſtate, ſhe lay tumblung and tolling her ſclfe, 
guung no quiet to her minde:norett to her cares: no eaſc to her penſiue 
heart:no reſpit to her ſcnces,no2 ſleepe to her head: but being duertome 
. ſoꝛrowe, ſhee continually rather augmented then dunuuthed the 

me. | 
In this ſad and heauit eſtate, ſhe ſpent that night, not ſuffring her cyes 
ance to llumber. In the moꝛning, the two gentlewomen came to her as 
gain, offring her al dutiful ſertuce, which thc kindly accepted. And ſhozt⸗ 
y after came Archas, tounterfaiting a ſad countenance, with his eyes 
caſt downe to the earth: whom when Violetta beheld, a ſuddaine frare 


| infuſed it ſelfe into euery part of her bodie, and ſhe lod ſhaiing and 


mating like one tranſſoꝛmed, to heare the news he had bought, which 
he thought to bee but bad by his loke 4 who with a (pens 
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and impudent viſſimulation , tolde her that Pollipus was not pet re, 
turned to the Court, nozheard of, but all ſuppoſed him to bee dead, 
Which woꝛds, ſtroke (uch greefe to her heart, that there thee fel 
downe at his feete in a traunce: but when by their induſtrie,ſhe came 
to her lelle againe, her amazed countenance, and lamentable grones, 
made the teares trickle downe her cheekes , and ſceing her in that 
daungerous eſtate , conn: ped her to her bedde , Whole vitall ſenceg 
were ſo abated and extinguiſhed that foz along tune,notwithtanding 
their vttermoſt indeuours, ſhee ſeemed no otherwile, then as one quite 
bereft of ſence , and in that lamentable eltate , che continued many 
Pollipus all that night, raunged vp and downe the wodde in 
euerp concr , (carching each thicket and vnfrequented place, cals 
ling Violetta by name, and tearing both his fleſh and apparell, 
with the buſhes and bꝛambles, that encountred his madde ſteppes; 
ſometimes making haſte this waye , then returning backe with per- 
fwakon that he heard her ſhake behinde him, being fo fullie poſſeff 


with feare and deſire to finde her, that enery fancie that roſe in his wo 
bꝛame, allered his ſoꝛmer thoughts: that whereas in other mens al⸗ la 
flictions he ſermed moſt patient and pꝛouide nt, by his owne, hee was | V 


quite bereft of reaſon. In this vnqumet lozt, hee ſpent the molt part of not 
the night, vntill towards moꝛning, what with wearineſſe and care JV 
that opp2cft his heart, he laid him downe, leaning vppon his elbowe, pr 
neither vitering wozd no2 tcare , but inwardly ſtvft with extreame her 
veration, ſecnung no other then the fozme and picture of diſcon⸗ 
tent. But when he ſaw Phoebus diſplay his bꝛightneſſe he againe be⸗ the: 
twke hinielfc to his earneſt ſearch , vttering ſuch inward grones , as her 
would haue melted a Rockie heart into kquid tearcs, to p 
Parilmus being early vp that moꝛmng, gauc commaundement per 
to all the Bohennan nights, to arme themiclues, and to poſte the 
th:ouzhon! ail Bohemia in her ſearch, and to make p2oclamations; wh 
with great p2omiſes ot reward, ta them that could bung any newes bel. 
ef Violetta: that by time the ſunne was vp, there were a great num⸗ dur 
ber of Knights departed, vowing to ſearch all places to unde her, that elk 


all the whole countrey was filled with repoꝛt ot her lofſe, par 

Dariſmus, Tellamor and Barzillus, pꝛeſently rode to the wd io | 51? 
Dollipus, whom thep found in ſuch heauie plight, as it made ther le 
WL Yearts to melt with * . Bat Polhpus eſpring them, . 


would 
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would haue fled from their ſight, that loued him molt dearely , vntint. 


Pariſmus ouertwke hum, and ſaid : Poſt deare friend, how canyon; 
bee ſo vnkinde, as to ſhun my company , whole care isnoleſle then 
pours ? and who tendeth your welfare as much as mine owne 2 
haue you loꝛgotten manhod, knighthod and cutteſie 2 where is that 
verine now become, that was wont to rule your affections 2 god Pol- 
kpus , fo2 my ſake , fo2 allthe friendſhip by all he curtclies, pzomiles, 
and god will, that euer paſt betwixt vs, leaue cff this deſperate Collie, 
and liſten to my counſaile ; if not foz all this, pet foz Violetitaes ſake 
pittie your lelle, and recall your fozmer ſences , and let vs determine 
how to recouer her, that is but ſtrayed out of the wap: many hundzed 
kmghts are already poſted into moſt places ofthis countrep, and will 
coaſt all Germaine thꝛoughout, but they will finde her: then do net 
pou increaſe aur further care, by this deſperate lorowe , but acco2- 
ding to your wonted wiſedome, wherewith you haue cotmſailed mee 
Ump afflicions, let vs ſtudie how to recouer this wiſerie. 

Dh my Lozd (quoth Pollipus) my Violetta is dead: at which 
woꝛd, extreame hearts ſozrowe , and inward griefe , ſtopt the pal⸗ 
lage of his ſpeech , and was reſtrained with heart-fwelltag ſighes, 
which being a litle aſſwaged,he againe ſaid: If J were ſure ſhee were 
not dead, then would J willin gl imnutate pour direction: oz were 
J but ſure dealh had ſeized vpou her tender heart, then would J neuer 
part from this place, though millons ol diucls ſhould {xc to dane me 
hence. 

Why quoth Par Gans )how can you thinke ſhee is dead, when 
chere is no liken hood, ſigne noꝛ mention to bee ſeene thercof: neither 
her apparcil, noꝛ any part ot her body tozne: 02 any other circumſtance 
to perſwade vs to any ſuch concert 2 then why will vou ſuffer any ſuch 
periwaſions to poſſeſſe your fancic? Quoth Po llipus, how then came 
the ſcarffe ſo toꝛne 2 it may be the wilde beaſts haue ſome ſecret dens, 
whercinto they haue d2awne her bodie, and many other miſchaunces 
befallen her, that ſhee was ſubiect vnto, and pet Clill bee hidden from 
dur knowledge: neither let that trouble you {quoth Pariſmus) Lut 
teſt contented , and your care that way ſhall (one bee caſed; but dey 
part with me to the court, to comfozt pour ſelfe with ſome kde, 
and J will pzcſentlie giue ozder to haue this wodde ſo th2oughs 


le (earcht , that you Mall plainelp finde Chee hath not milcari⸗ 
dd.

Pollipus with his perlwalions, though vnwillingly, went backe with 
them, mounting on Tellamors hozſe,fo2 that he was ſoꝛe trauailed and 
woarie ok that diſquiet nights trouble. 

Thus fo a time we will leaue Pollipus returned to the Court 
with Pariſmus, Violetta very ſicke and weake in Archas Caſtle, and 
many of the Bohemian and Zheſſalian knights in her ſcarch , to 
turne my ſences to waite of an other @ubicc , long time buried 
in foꝛgetlulneſle , the chafelt lubiect whercon this Viſtozic __

How Pariſmenot was brought vp in the Ilad of Rocks in Tartaria, 
How his nurſe was flaine by a Lyon. How he liued many yeares 
luke a wilde man, and afteru ards art wed at eAzdramarts Caſtle. 


Tſuch tune as Laurana was impꝛiloned i in the J⸗ 
* a] land of Rocks, vnder the gouernment of A dama- 
JF} tia Andramarcs ſiſter (as is declared in the firſt 
AY iQ part of this Hiſtoꝛie) the nurſe vnto whoſe cuſtody 
SZ7/AFRY the young child Pariſmenos was committed, fea- 
| Ang his vntimely death, which A damaſia thzeat⸗ 
noed becaulſe his mother would not conſent to An- 
dramarts luſt, ſecretly (to ſaue the childe ftom her 
trueltie fl: d by night into a deſolate wod, where ſhe carefully educated 


him acco2ving to the condition ofthe place, which was with ſuch wilde 
fruite as ſhe gathered, making many a hard ſhilt to ſtanch her hunger, 


and defend the ſwerte babe from famme, vntill at length, hearing ok 


Andramart« death, ſhe determined to returne to the Caſtle, and there 
pꝛeſent him to his mother: and to that intent, foꝛſaking her poꝛe has 
bitatton,ſhe went as ſhe thought, thitherwards, but moſt vnfoztunate- 
p, Wandꝛed into a deſolate and vnfrequented TWWilderncfſe: where ſhe 
had not long ſtayed , but met a ficrco and cruell Lyon, who flcw her: 


winch when Pariſmenos beheld not doithſtanding his infancic, hee la 


boured with his wealte reſiſtance to poelerue her: but the Lyon refu⸗ 
ling to hurt him, withdꝛew himſelfe to his denne, whither Pariſmenos 
botblp purſued him: and being entred therein, the Lyon began to wag 
his taile and fawne bppon him gently, which made him maruaile why 
he n Uune his nurle 5 and would not hurt him; and made him ths

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of Pariſmus. 


mo2e bolde , that beeing wearie with trauell, he laide himſelfe downe 
to loepe, and when he awoke,being very hungrie, he gathered wilde 
frmte, whercof there was plentie, which was his fwode, and the cleare 
water his dunke, This was his habitation along time, taking great 
plealure to hunt and chaſe the wilde beaſts, from whoſe furie hee was 
ſull pꝛelerued by the Lyon. Afterwards when he was growen to riper 
age, in his lleepe he dꝛempt, that his nurſe appeared vnto hum, willing 
him to foꝛſake that vnfrequented place, and to ſeeke out Andramarts 
Caſtle, where he ſhould finde people, in whoſe company he ſhould bee 
bꝛought vp. 

hen he awaked, he could not tell what ko thinke ol his dꝛeame, no: 
what ſhe ment by Andramaits Caſtle, noz which wap to go thither, 
being therewith dꝛawne into a deepe ſtudie, but ſuddainly hee eſpied a 
young Beare, whole ſight made him quite foꝛget his dzeame, and tas 
king exceeding delight to chaſe ſuch beaſtes, he caught vp his ſtaffe and 


followed her, and purſued her ſo fiercely, that at length hee llewe her: 


wherewith he was wandꝛed fo karre, that getting to the top ofa moun- 
taine, and looking round about him, he eſpied the Caſtle, thinking that 
was the place his nurſe had tolde him of in his dꝛeame, that hee went 


thitherwards. It chanced, one of the knights that Pariſmus had left 


to keepe the Caſtle, eſpied hum: and beeing ol a ſadde diſpoſition, ſeeing 
— umenes begin to withdꝛaw himſelke, ranne to him, and offered to 
ay hands on him. But Patiſmenos being afraid of his behauioꝛ ſtrok 
2 hum with his ſtaffe ſo fiercely, that had he not quickly auoyded his 
lowe, he had beaten out his bꝛaines. The Tartarian beeing angrie, 
dꝛewe his ſwozd, and therewith wounded Pariſmcnos in the thigh, 
the (mart whcreofſo inraged him, that notwithſtanding all his reſi⸗ 
Uance, he left hun ſoz dead. 

Afterwards entring the Taſile, his minde was d2zawne into an — 
teding delight, to behold the godly buildings and beautie thereof. 
Tartarians beholding one in ſuch ſtraunge diſguiſe, (foz he was — 
in the ſkinnes ol ſuch beaſtes as he had ſlaine, and his hayze growne to 
a great length) much marurlled how hee came into that countrie:withs 
all, noting his comelp perſonage and ſtately countenance, were lud⸗ 
dainlp dzawn into a great affection towards him, that they ſaluted him 
molt kindly, demaunding the cauſe ot his arriuall in that place, and ef 
Whence he was: who leeung their vehauiour to be moꝛe gentle then the 
others with whom he had encountred befoze, made anſwers ſo well —

he could he knew not: which blunt anſwere of his, made them muſe, 
Witthall, noting his attire, they toke him either to be a mad man, oz 
that he had bene Þanagely bzought vp: which they were the rather 
perſwaded vnto,foz that he was very young. Notwnthllanding, they 
entertained hum, and vled him moſt kindly. By his countenance,cal- 
lng to remembꝛance, the noble Knight Pariſmus , Whome hee ſy 
much reſembled , that they were halle per\waded he was his lonne, 
that the nurſe fled withall. One amongſt the reft named T 'yrelus,vſed 
bun moſtkindly,apparelled him decentlis, 4 inftructed hun in all points 


whereunto he was fo apt, and toke therein ſuch delight, that in ſhezt 
ſpace, he grew to ſuch perfection, that hee crcelled his inſtrucoꝛ, in al 
warlike behauiours. And was fo generally beloucd, that nothing they 
had 02 could deuiſe, was to deare fo2 him. 

Many dayes remained Pariſmenos amongſt the Tartarians, increas 
fing mmany excellent qualities, not finding occaſions 1110ugh amongſt 
them to make triall of his manhod.Upan a time, certaine Py2ates re⸗ 
turning from ſea, in his hearing, made repoꝛt of their battaucs x ſkits 
miſhes, and the huge llaughters they had made: repozting how tra⸗ 
gically they murdꝛed ſome ofthe reſiſtants, and how valiantlp ſome 


particular rehearſall of one Captaiae amongſt the reſt, vu ho ſo valiant⸗ 
ly withſtod them, that befoze they could vanguiſh hun, hee had Name 
abone twentie of them: but in the ende, (eng that byreaſon of their 
multitude, he muſt needes eyther be taken puloner, oꝛ die, he rather 
choſe an honourable death, then to become their captiue, and indured 
the fight, vntil! with faintnelle he fell downe dead, euen as hee was ads 
uancing his ſwoꝛd to refit them. Which repoꝛt of theirs, kindled ſuch 
honourable ſparks in Pariſmer os bꝛeſt, that hee extreamelp thurſted 
to ſee thoſe bzaue ſkirmiſhes , accounting it diſhonourable fo2 him 
to ſpend his dates in that obſcure place: his thoughts ſtill ayming at 
higher matters, and his fancie perſwading him, that he ſhould rather 
ſpend his tune in heroicall exerciſes in kings courts, then in that vn 
Irequented place, where no pleaſing attempt of martiall deedes was 


dearely) he tolde hun his whole intent, al kung his aduiſe therein. 
Ty teſus ſeing ſuch relolued valour in n han;tolds hum, that he was both

belonging to ciuilitie: teaching hun to manage a hozſc,and vſe armoz; 


withltod them, and with what trauell they indured the fight, Making 


exerciſed: which thoughts ton ſuch effect, that he pzelentiy determined 
to ſœne aduentures abꝛoad: and comming to T yrclus who loued him 


ready 
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ready and willing to do any thing that might agre to his fancie , oz 
purchaſe his content: that if he deſired to tranatie and hazard humſelfe 
c ſea he was ready to go with hum: oꝛ ifhe were determined to ſeeke 
ſtrange aduentures by land, he would likewiſe trauaile with hun, and 
fozſake no pexill fo2 his ſake, 
Pariſmenos hearing his curtcous reply, tould not chuſe but em⸗ 
bꝛate him, veelding him many thankes . Ty reſius effected all things 
with ſuch ſpeede, and ſo well oꝛdered his affaires fo further his intent, 
that within fewe dayes they departed into a ſhippe well manned and 
viaualled, hoiling their lailes, with a mery gale, committed themſclues 
to the mercies ofthe ſeas, They layled many dapes without any ad- 
uenture, which inwardlie fretted Pariſmenos, fo2 his minde longed to 
pcrfo;me ſome exployt. Atlaſt,they kenned a ſayle a far off, and tos 
wards it they ſtyzred amaine : and comming nigh the ſhip,!aide her as 
bo2de,which was of Barbaria, well manned with tout Mozes: who 
ſxmng the Pyꝛates, and knowing, that eythcrthey muſt reſolutely fight 
it out,02 become captiucs,valiantiy roſiſted them: bekweene whom,bes 
gan a moſt fierce ⁊ cruel fight ; where Pariſmenos had means inough 
to exerciſe his valour, who behaued himſelfe with ſuch courage, that 
many oꝛes that day loſt their liues by his infant blowes. 
Eorada:n,Captainofthe Moꝛes, being a man of excæding courage, 
fzing the cruell laughter Pariimcnos made, came to him, and vttered 
theſe ſpeeches, Pꝛoude Pyꝛate, thou ſhalt dearely buye theſe Poies 
kues, fo J am determined to bꝛing thy curſed life to an ende, that thins 
keit vy robbery to inrich thy lelfe. UWhercwith hee aſſapled hun ſo 
fiercely,that he wounded him in many places: notwithſtanding, ſuch 
was his valour, that with great fozce, he line wiſe ſo valtanty defended 
him Ike, and offe nding Egrad am, that it was doubtfall which ol them 
wold haue the congueſt. In middeſt ofthis cruel fight, n mightie ſtoꝛme 
began ſuddainly to ariſe, and the windes began to blow with violence, 
that their Cables burſt, and both light of dap and ſurme was ſhadow⸗ 
ed by thicke Cloudes, the ſeas began to rage and well, that they were 
rato2ced to giue cucr their fiat, the thunders roꝛed, and the lightnuimgs 
flatht about their cares, and their ſhip with violence ol the ſurging ſcas 
was fo toſt, that there was none but expected pꝛeſent death. The Nos 
therne LV lalt, rent their ſapics, one way goeth the Velme, an other 
way ſwin uneth their mal, with violencc tozne fromthetr ſhip e warie 
vpou wane rift in, ready to gucrturne the ſhip , who now teig 
vos.

+> vpon the ſeas at hibertie, was dꝛiuen vppon a flintie rocke and ſplit in 


ſunder. Then beganae a hideous crie amongſt the ſouldiers,fome cuts 
ſing Pariimenos the cauſer of that tourney, ſore extlauming on T yre. 
ſus, and ſome banning their owne deſtinies. Some whtlmed vnder 
the gaping water, yeeld vp their ghoſtes: here thꝛe at once are caſt vp⸗ 
von th:roties, and againe deuoured by the waues: there others ſunke 
inthe quicke ſands, and downe fals the Maiſter heavlong:then might 
pou behold men ſwim in their armour: here and there ſtriuing to make 
their death tedious; there might you ſee one ſeated vpon a planke, ouer⸗ 


th:own with a wane: here another tumbling with his heeles vpward, 
Pariſmenos(by god fozttme)was gotten vp to the maſte, whole length 


had ſome power to indure the waucs, with his wand fill dꝛawne in 
his hand. T vreſus he was gotten on to cheſt, wherewith a vahile ha 
applied himſelf frõ dꝛowning, but in the end, the raging waues dzeched 
hun dey in their ſpatious gulfes, Within a while the raging ſeas beg 
to ceaſe and ware calme, the ſunne beganne to ſhine,and the cloudes to 
vaniſh that darkened the ſkies, and the maſte whereon Pariſmenos 


ſate, beganme to ſlide along with the cal ne fide: When hee loked abont 


him, and cſpicd all his fellowes dꝛowned, an exceeding ſoꝛrow ouer⸗ 
whelmed his heart, eſpecially fo2 his louing friend 1 yreſus, that had 
not the feare he was in reuiued his fences, hee would haue Wart care- 
leſſe of his owne life. But the remembꝛance ot his perill made hun re- 
call his better ſences to their fozmer ve, and to ſtudie fo2 his owne ſafe⸗ 
tie, to whom the ſeas were ſo mercikull, that with a gentle and calme 
tide he was dꝛiuen to ſhoꝛe, where getting to a ſunnie bancke, he late 
him dowae to refreſh his wearied lunmes, and ponder his happie e⸗ 
ſcape from dꝛowning, dꝛying his gaping wounds with ſuch lumen as 
ba had about him, who with the ſalt water ſmarted exceedingly.

& Pariſmenos was fi itting vpon the banke after his ſhipw2ack, 
in heauie eſtate foꝛ the lofſe of his deare friend Tyreſus, it haps 
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was come info a ſoꝛreſt adioyning to the ſea to humt, accompanied by 


agallant troupe of Knights, who ſheltring dimſelle from the ſtoꝛme 
bnder the craggie cliffes, beheld the miſerable ſhipwzacke, and (awe 


Pariſmenos ſwim toſhoze, and ſo ſtraungely pzcſerued from d2ows- 


ning, vato whom he came as hee was ſitting vppon a ſunnie bancke, 


tent age, and the troupe ol knights that attended him, roſe from the 
ground, and with great humilitie bowed his bodie, making this aun⸗ 
(were, J am a miſerable man, by craeltie of the ſeas caſt on this 
ſhoze,hauing loft my faithfull friend, dꝛenched in the ſpacious guifes, 
being my lelfe reſerued to further miſeries, my name is hidden from 
my ſelfe, neither know J certainly 1 in what countrie I was bozne, noz 


where my Parents remaine, and now am caſt into an vnknowne 


place, and miſerably left to the wide wozld,to indure ſuch hard foztune 
as my vnluckte ſtarres haue alotted me. | 
Amaſenus hearing his anſwere, and withall, noting his tall any 
comely pzopoztion and beautifull countenance, thought by his ſpeech 
that his ſences were altered with feare ofthe tempeſt , and care foz the 
lofſe ofhis friends, that he thus replyed. I perceine feare ofdzowning 
hath made you fo2get both your ſelfe, your name, and tountrie, which 
feare now ſhake off, ſince all the perill is paſt, and leaue to greue (oz 
their loſſe that are irrecouerable, and go with me to my Caſtle, and to 
ſuch entertainment as the ſame yeeldeth,you ſhall be welcome, Imoſt 
humbly thanke pou (quoth he) fo2 this kindneſſe, but whereas pou 
thinke, that fearc hath made me fo2get my ſclfe, you altogither ayme 
amiſſe, fo2 F haue repoꝛted of my ſelfe nothing but trueth. Then ſtept 
fw2th Corus (a ſuſpitious and enuious Knight) my Loꝛd quoth hee) 
t is ſome Pirate that liueth by ſpoyle ol pallengers, and hath herreto⸗ 
— e don vou ſome miſchief, which makethhun chus cunnngly diſſems 
ke, 

Pariſmenos hearing his ſpeches, could not containe himſelfe , buf 
made this anſwere, Moſt diſcourteous Knight, neither thy ſcife, noz 
any in this countrie whatſoeuer, ſhal make me difſfble, oz once falluſie 
my wozd, and were it not that the ſtrangers of this place, and the res 
nerente I beare to this courteous Loꝛd, withholdeth me, J would enen 
preſently make thee eate that wo, a furne it backe into thy diſhono⸗ 
table thzoat, Corus bieing a Knight ol a pzoude toutage was ſo vexed 
with that reply, 6 leaue to xe-

nenge thoſe iniuridus woꝛds. Stay quoth A maſenus, and leave off 
this diſcourteous behautour to ſtrangers, hare is neither place noz 
tune, fo2 you ſee he is wearied with ſhipw2acke, and faint with effu⸗ 
ſion of blood: thy pꝛide and dilcourtcous behautiour will one day bee thy 
death: had he done me wꝛong, vet he hathnot offended thu. Then he 
ſaid to Paniſmenos; Six lamabt, I pzay ceaſe this diſcontent, and gos i 
to my Caſtle, fo ſo well vo I eſteeme of yon, and fo farre am J from 

the leaſt ſuppoſe of any ſuch thought, as my ſelfe will vndertake his acs 

cuſation is ſalſe, So they departed togither, Pariſmenos by the way,fa 

well as he could declared his birth, which made A maſenus make grea⸗ 

ter eſtumation of him, fo; by all tokens he thought he ſhould be ſpꝛung 
ol kingly race, that Amaſenns entertained him moſt honourably and 
kindely, and welcommed him in the belt {o2t hee could deuife, which 
made him dildained amongſt many of the knights that attended the 
Dune, and ſceing him ſo highly eſteemed, beganne to ſuſpect by that 
meanes, that they were but lightly accounted ofby Amaſenus, that 
euer after that, they beganne to enuie him, and to conſult which way 
to do them a miſchiefe: thinking Corus guarrel alreadie begun, a fit oc⸗ 
caſion to further their intent, they vꝛged him to p2oſecute the ſame; 
who beeing readie ol himſelle, and the rather by their witiggation,ſent 
him this challenge. Weald ono 
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Knight ( for ſo I muſt call thee thou rememſ teſtu hat paſt berwixt 

vs at out ſirſt meeting, which thou thinkeſt I haue forgot, but fo far 
is it from my thought, as courage is from thee to performe that 
which thou threatnedſſ: thy feare of drowuing is now, and thy deep 
wounds I am ſure well cured, therefore if thou dareſt maintaine the 
words thou haſte ſpoken in my diſgrace, ſend me word where Iihal 
mecte thee, and there we will end the controuerſie, So farewell.

Corus hauing receiued this reply, pzeſenfly went and armed him» 
ſeife, and came to the appoynted place, where hee found the knight of 
Fame gallantly mounted,ſtaying foz him, whom he little eſtemed, as 
that he aſſured himſelfe the conqueſt befoze he begunne: foz Pariſme- 
nos was young and of tender peares, and nothing comparable to him 
in growth noꝛ (kill, notwithſtanding, of ſuch vndaunted reſolue, that 


he would not haue refuſed to cope with him, had he been another Her 


cules. Corus {ering hum in that readinefle, came to him, vttering theſe 

ſpeeches. night, J like well thy fozwardneſſle, and commend thy re⸗ 

_— but by that time thou departeſt hence, thou wilt repent thy 
p. 

Pariſmenos thus anſwered, if Irepent me, the waz will beg 
mine, but if I ayme not amiſſe, thy folly wil be the greatcſt:foz know, 
that J (o lightly eſteeme thy ſpeeches, that J account them ridiculons, 
and this tume ſpent in pzate to tedious, With that Corus went backe, 
and Patiſmenos retired himſelfe to take their careir, which was pers 
fozmed ſo gallantly as that they ſhiuered their lances, pallung by with⸗ 
out any other harme: pꝛeſently dzawing their keene woꝛds, beginning 
fight with gallant bꝛauerie, ſometimes offending, and ſeme tunes des 
fending, which continued ſo long, vntill their armour begatmeto yeeld 
to their fierce blowes, and the blod to iſſue out at many places. In 
which cruell rage they continued fo2 an houres ſpace, without any diſ⸗ 
aduantage on either partie, ſometunes taking bzeath, and then againe 
redoubling their blowes with freſh courage that Corus fretting at his 
enemies valour, and calling to minde his fozmer ſpeeches, Croke (g 
mightie a blow at him, that with the fo2ce thereof, he made him ſtags 
ger, which turned Pariſmenos fences into ſuch furie, that aduancing 
hunſelfe in his ſtirropes, he ſtroke Corus ſo full and ſo valiantiy on the 
Creſt, that he was aſtoniſh therewith: pet notwithllanding, with quick 
courage ſon retouered his memoꝛie again, pꝛolecuting his blows with 
great foztitude, vntill that both their armoz and ſteedes beganne to bee 
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The ſecond part 
tol dured with the purple blod that iCued from their wounds : both of 
them waring faint, yet neither willing to veeld. Sometimes the one 
dꝛiuing his enemie to retire, and he againe returning with new cor- 
rage, Bur Pariſmenos being the nimbler of bodie, warded many of 
Corus blowes, and in the end wounded him lo ſoꝛe, that hee beganne 
tio ſtagger to and fro, to ſane humelle from his furie, who Till purſued 
him with ſuch violence, that Corus with lain nelle fel on his hoꝛſeneck: 
which he eſpying, was lifting his woꝛd to fetch a freſh blowe to ende 
his life, but that he heard one tall to him to ſtaye, and loking back, ſaw 
that it was A malenus: who miſſing hun, being tolde that he departed 
from the Caſtle in armour, followed him to the place, and had all that 
while ſtayed concrtly and beh eld the combat, and ſ&ing the daunger 
Corus was in, deſired Pariſmenos to ſpare his life, who accozding to 
his requeſt deſiſted. A maſenus then cauſed his knights to take bp Co- 


rus fallen from his ho2le in a trance, who receiuing freſh apꝛe, came to 


bimſelfe againe : but when he ſaw the Duke pꝛelent, and his encmie 


ſtill mounted and in god cſtate, his heart was readie to burſt with in⸗ 
ward greef?, which malicious rancour fiiled vp all his fences, that 


curſing hunſelfe and his ill fo:tune, he yeelved vp his fainting ghoſt. 

Farewell quoth Amaſenus) the moſt pꝛoude and diſcourtepus knight 
that euer liued in 1 hrace, thy infolcncie and malicious diſcontented 
enuie, hath wzought thine owne downfall, And meſt noble Bnight 
(quoth hee) to Pariſme nos, J both honour your valcvr, er d cpplaude 


pour victozic, wherein you haue behaued pour (cife fo valtantip, as 1 


(hall fozeucr loue pou: and ſince pou remaine victo2, J pzaye rc turne 
with me to haue your wounds cured, Pariſmenos humbly thanking 
him departed: and the reſt of Amaſenus kmghts toke vp Corus boy 
die, which afterwards they buried with great ſolcmmnitte. After Corus 
death, the knights that enuied Par iſmenos, new beganne to imagine 
alſuredlp, that this night would darken all their glozies, and the moꝛt 
account they ſaw the D. make of him, the moꝛe their malicious enuie 
increaled, that they deuiſed all the meanes they coulde fo contriue his 
death, vhatſotuer enſued thercon, waiting all oppoztunitics. But het 


hauing his wounds fully cured, foꝛſoke his chamber, and betoke hun⸗ 
ſelle again to his wonted exertiſes, which was, ſometimes to mannage 
the ſturdie ſteede , and ſomtimes to (pozte himſelfe ( in com- 


pany of his vnknowne enemies) amonaſt the Ladics and Gentle 


women, who liked his behauiour and courteſie ſo well, beſide: } 
his comely pꝛopoztion, the [werte youthe ſo greatly pleaſed their 
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of Paniſmus: . 
fanctes , that they arcounted the Thꝛatian Knights rude in reſpect of 
hun, all boch liking, loving, and commending him, and that ſo openly, 
that his enemies unght heare their ſpteches, which wꝛought ſuch a vio⸗ 
lent effect of rantoꝛ, that no thought could harbour in their bʒeſts, but 


* tragicall dcinſes to wozke his downfall, One amongſt the reft, nears 


kinſman to Corus, named Argalus , was lo wardeſt in this exployt, 
who to further his intent with one Themides, dillembling a friendly 
cotmtenance, infinuated'themlſelues into his familtaritie „ vſing ſuch 


kind behautour towards him, and entertaining his company with ſuch 


curteſie, that (he hauingnoinſight into their vilimulation) begarne to 
make account of their friendſhip,and to take delight in their company, 
oftentimes imparting his ſecretes vnto them, and without ſuſpition, 
making them pꝛiuie to moſt of his actions. 
Argalus vpon a time came to Pariſmenos, telling him that a ſquire 
of his had found a mightie wild Boe, and cauld bzing them to his den, 
deſiring his company to go with chem to hunt hum. Pariſmenos hea⸗ 
ring that, was as foꝛward as any of them, and the next mozmag aps 
pointed to meete them in the midſt ol the Fozreſt , at the Pales ſide. 
And early the next mozning he got vp, acco2ding to his appointment, 
being readie to depart his Chamber, ſome fine 02 ſixedzoppes ofblod 
luddenlpkell from his noſe, with which he ſtarten, and ſlaying, felt a 
ſuddaine dꝛowſie heauineſſe and th2obbing, polleſſe his heart, which 
dꝛaue him into a deepe ſtudie what ſhould be the cauſe of that vnwon⸗ 
ted paſſion: at laſt he began to think with himſelfe, May not theſe fewe 
dꝛops of bled deuine ſome bad ſucceſſe to my enterpaſe this day? J am 
here in a ſtraunge Country, amongſt ſuch as J knownet how to truſt, 
fo2 J ſe apparantly many ot them do enup me, which they marafeſt by 
their low2ing countenances , and Corus behautour may be a patterne 
ol their diſpoſitions: therefoze J were beſt not to go at all. Then again 
he began to thinke, Argalus and Themides are my friends, then what 
neede J feare any miſhap ? All which doubts would not ſtaie him, bat 
arming himſelfe, and reſoluing to endure all milchaunces, he departed 
towards the Pole. By the way as he rode, he met a vanifell poſting fo- 
wards him with great ſpeede, wzinging her hands, and making great 
lamentation. Pariſmenos maruelling at her ſoꝛrom, aſ ked the canſe of 
her complaint. Sir knight (quoth ſhe) J was going to Duke Awaſlenus 
court,carrying a pꝛeſent, and a letter from my iſtreſle, vnto aftrangs 
Knight that lately arriued there:but by * Imet n.

in grerne Armonr, who viſpoyled me thereof, and moſt dillopally offes 

red to abuſe me, had not fled, Damſell (quoth he bing me if vou can 

where they are, and J will do my beſt to cauſe them make you reſtitu⸗ 

tion, Whcrewith the Damſell tur ned her hozſe, and rode back againe, 

Dir night quoth (he)they toke downe this narrow Lane. Pariſme - 
nos ſet ſpurs to his hozſe, and with great ſpeed rode that way. Ve wag 
not farre entred, vut he eſpied the two knights in greene Armoꝛ, readit 
mounted, ſtaping in a pleaſant valley, incompafCed round with wods, 
vnto whom he thus ſaide : Js it the maner of you Thzactians , to offer 
kiolence to ſilly Damſels? Render me thoſe things you haue taken frõ 
her, 02 J pꝛoteſt I will not leaus vou, vntil J haue compeld pou to do it 
by foꝛce. Ants whom one ot them rephed: If typ ſelle art no Thꝛacian, 
what doeſt thou here: 02 what intereſt haſt thou in that Damſels quar⸗ 
rell, that maketh ther ſo bold to tantrowle gur doings 2 That intcreſt J 
haue (quoth he) as all knights ſhould haue, which is to ſuccoz diſtreſſed 
Damſeis: wherewith turning back ta take ſcope ſoꝛ his race, he ran at 
one of them, and at the encounter, ouerthꝛcw him backwards, who by 
miſchance in the fall, burſt one of his armes. The other ſering his fel- 
lowes miſchance, aſſailed Pariſmenos with his (wo2d dꝛawne: whom 
Panſmenos fa cucriaid with fierce blows,and wounded ſo gretuoulip, 


readie to yeeld, Euen at that inſtant anocher knight came, who ſeeing 
one of them dead, and the other in great danger, xanne at Pariſmenos, 
with intent vnawares to pearce his ſpears thꝛough his bodie: But he 
hearing the noyſe of his hozſe feete behinde him, ntmibly ſpurd his hole 


fozwards,by which meanes the knight loſt his courſe, paſſing by with · 


out doing hun any harme. Pariſmenos laking about hun, and eſpying 
two enemies moꝛe, and nuſſing the Damſell that had bꝛought him thi⸗ 
ther, began to ſuſpcu ſome trechery: which thoughts, and the remem⸗ 
bꝛance ofthe dꝛops of blod Þ fel from him that moꝛning, added new cou⸗ 
rage to his valoꝛ, that reaching a furiciis blow at the wounded knight, 
the ſwoꝛd lighting on a bꝛoken place in the armoꝛ, ruſht into his bodie, 
and ended his life.

his valour, and calling to mind Corus death, fozſake knighilp chivalry, 


and vſed all villanous 4 cowardly fight, the one ſometumes behind hum 


offrmg him a thꝛuſt, and when he turned to reuenge y inturious derde, 
the other did the line, that he perteiued they intended to murther hun, 
which ſo inraged this gallat knight, that daſhing his ſpurs into his tru⸗ 
ſe ſtzeds fides,he ruſht with ſuch violence againſt one ol them, that he 
bare him quite out of his ſaddle, whoſe foteflilthung in his ſlirrop, and 
his hoꝛſe dꝛagd him with violence vp and down the field, vntil p ſtirrop 
burſt, and he lay dead x dilmoumted. The other knight leeing his friends 
milfoꝛtune, wold haue fled, but Pariſmenos ſtroke luch a violent blow 
vpon his head, that heloſt his (ences; but ſome tetouering humſelſe as 
gaine, ⁊ thinking it better to die by his enemies ſwoꝛd, then to yteld to 
his mercy, turned to Pariſmenos, vttring theſe ſpeeches anightaifthou 
art well giue ouer, otherwiſe know, that notwithſtanding my foziner: | 
ſhew of flight, it is Hleaſt part of my thought,but Jintend to try it out 
with tha to the vtttrmoſt. Quoth he again, nv diſembling Thꝛacian, 
acconntnot me ſo baſe nimded to leave ſuch a villain to bzrath any lons 
ger, that art not woꝛthy ofkmghthov,much leſle to be eſteemed amons 
geſt men: was it thy pollicie by ſubtiltie to betray my life : If I be 
nat deteiued, J knowe thee by thy voyce, and thy name is Arg; — 
my count erfaited friend. Am J the Boꝛe thou intendeſt to 
No Tramm Thꝛatian, do not thinke meſo ſimple bot perceing 
thy trecherie, and well vnderſtand thy d2ifts, no2 de thou thinke to 
tſcape mp hands. This night indeed was Argalus , who hearing 
his wozds;was ſo oucrcome with rage, that marking Where his Ars 
mour wesmoſt chen, he gaue him ſuch a violent thauſt, that the pur⸗ 
ple blod fullowed his n ſwod: which wounde was moze dead 
then all that he had befoze receiued, that bending all his foꝛces to res 
uenge the ſame, de ſmote ſo fiercely andnimbly at Argalus; that in 
the ende with many greeuous wounds, he beate him from his boaſe, 
and lighting, puld off his helmet and knew him: with that he laid, "a 
galus,what offence haue J done ther, Hat thou ſhouldeſt ſack my veath? 
92 wherem did J euer merit other then friendſhip at thy hands e moff 


vnkind diſſembler, thou ſhalt receive a fit reward fozthy vilany,wher- 


with,felingthe ſmart ofthe wound he had lately giuen him oppꝛeſſe his 
heart, he thꝛuſt his ſwozd into his bodie, which ended his life, and fate 
dbwne wearp with traucil, and ſo faint witheffufion of bled, that his

Amaſenus all that day mifſing the knight of Fame, began lo ſu⸗ 
ſpect that ſome other challenge had cauſed hun to depart fo ſecretly, but 
hearing that Argalus and Ihemudes were in his company, whom he 
thought loued hun dearly, his care was ſomewhat dunimiſhed,but whe 
it grew towards night, and none of them yet returned, he then began 
vehemently to feare the woꝛſt, that calling foz his ſteede, he pꝛeſentiy 
rode fozth well accompanied, commaunding one to poſte this way, and 
anothcr that way about the Foꝛreſt, to ſece the night of Fam him 
ſelfe rode which way his fancie beſt perſwaded him vnto, and by chance 
(directed by god foztune) he toke directly towards the place where the

greeuoufly mangled and wounded, that the teares with griefe guſht 
from his eyes in abundante. Next he came to Argalus,whoſe face was 


vncouered, whom he ſone knew, And laſt of all, he came to Paritme« 


nos, who laie groueling with his face to the earth, ' fill graſping bis 
blodie ſwoꝛd in his hand, whom he percetued to gaſpe foꝛ bzeath , that 
in all haſte lifting vp his Beuer to giue him freth aire, he knew him to 
be the knight of Fame, and perteiuing ſome lite pet ta remaine in him,

leauing no place vnſought, no means vnattempted, no; labcur vnper⸗ 
foꝛmed to finde her: pet notwithſtanding all their faithfull diligencte, 
atlaſt , returned without any newes of her at all: which rencwed 
Pollipns ſozrowes atreſh, that but cuenthen had entertained a little 
quiet by Pariſmus perſwaſions. But when he ſaw Violetta was by 
no meanes to be heard ok, noꝛ any likelihod oꝛ comloꝛt left foz him euer 
to ſz her againe: neither knowing noꝛ any wap ſuppoſing, what ſhuld 
be become of her, his heart was ſo inwardlie ouercome with troubles 
ſome cogitations, and donbtfal! cares, that he could neither reſolue to 
eke her, noꝛ take any courſe to eaſe his minde: but reſted like one vᷣt⸗ 
terly giuen ouer, to foꝛloꝛne and careleſſe miſerie, daylie ſrequenting 
thoſe ſoilitary walkes where he left her, and hourelp renewing his ſoꝛ⸗ 


towes, by the (ad remembꝛance of her abſence, vitcring ſuch mourns 


fullplamts and ſad lamentations, that the birds that haunted thoſe vn⸗ 
frequented places, ſeemed to mourn and lament with hun. Sometimes 
accuſing hunielfe of negligence, to leaue her to purſue the Beare, bla⸗ 
ming her, that would not ſtay his returne, and then agamne,fretting his 
heart fo2 accuſing her. Sometimes thinking ſhe was dead, and then 
againe,p:rſiwading himſelfe ſhe was aliue, then muſing why ſhee did 
not returne to hun, if ſhe were aliue: that by contraricties ofdoubts,he 
could adde no eaſe to his cares, noꝛ reſt to his heart, at laſt, hee deter⸗ 
mined to ſearch thꝛoughout all Ge manie and Greece, but hee would 
find her: fo2 he aſſuredly thought ſhe was not dead, being therto indu⸗ 
ted, foz that he could not finde no likelchod thercol, be ing perſwaded by 
Pariimus , that ſome diſcourteous might had met with her, and lo 
withheld her returne: that within fewe daycs arming hunſelfeina 
greene armour , which hee made of purpoſe , bearing this deuice, 
A knight purſuing a wild Bearc) hee left the Bohemian Court, mas 
king none pꝛiuie to his departure, but Pariſmus , (who deter⸗ 
mine d not to ſtay long behinde him) whom we will leaue onwards of 
. 'ourney , and ſpeake of Violeita, whom we lelt weake in Archas 
altle . | 

Aline as the two gentlewomen had conveyed her to her bed, with 
the comfo2table means they vſed, che began to be ſomewhat reujued,

ſomewh t calmed che began to deſire, that Archas would conaey her 
to the Bohemim Court: it not to finde Pollipus, pet to eniop the comp 
foꝛtaule pꝛeſence of Pariſwus and Laurana : but notwithſtanding her 
manifold intreaties, they vled ſome excuſes oꝛ other, to fruſtrate her 
expectation telling her; that it was dangerous fo2 her fo trauell pet, by 
reaſon of her late ſickneſſe, and that fincert was certaine Pollipug 
wis no moze to be cnioyed,ſhe might ſtap with them ſome febe daes, 
bntill ſhe were better able to indure ſo long a iourney: fo2 that the 
Bohemian Court was not ſo neare as ſhe thought. TAhich excuſes, ra⸗ 
ther increaſed her delire , and the moꝛe (he ſemed deſirous to go this 
ther, the moꝛe they defranded her by excuſes many dapes, In Which 
time, ſhe being indyed with an extraoꝛdinary wiſedome, hauing well 
waiched each circumſtance ok her bꝛinging thither, and their friuoleus 


excuſes, to deteine her there: and withall, noting their behatnours and 


ſpeeches, began to ſuſpect Archas diſſimulation: to finde out the truth 
thereof, (he began ( contrary to her inward thoughts) to frame a 
cheerefuller countenance , and comſogztabler diſpoſition , thereby 
to fle their intents , which w2ought fuch effect, that within a 
while, Archas would often frequent Her company , and in the 
end, pꝛolered lone to her, vſing her moſt kindly,carefully and tenderly, 
ſcoeming abone all things, to regarde her quiet andcontent,whoſe ſpe 
ches ſhj e indured qui tip, and tok in god part(as he thought) that vp- 
on a time, amonaſt many ſpœches, taking her by the hand, hee 
(aid; Poſt b2antifull Lady, J haue euer ſince the firſt viewe of thoſe 
excellent bewies, beene toꝛmented with the paſſions of entire loue, 
that J could take no quiet, but in the werte romembꝛance of your 
p2rfections , which haue bound iy deuotions to peur ſeruice 3M 
ſuch firme and conttant leagues, that my reſdlutution is, to ſpend my 
life (ik it were a thouſand times dearer to mee then it is) onelp to 


p2ocure pour content: therefoze , thus boldlie J p2clume to reueale 


my affections , truſting your clemencie will adde ſame eaſe tomy

ſoꝛt as any other place can peelde: then I beſeech you graunt ſome 
eaſe to my troubled heart, and by your clemencie releaſe mee of thoſe 
cares that poſſeſſe my bzeſt , onelye pꝛocured by the piercing dart 
of your ſacred beautie.

Hob tan J(quoth ſhe in conſcience, and without euerlaſting faine 
lo my honour, when J haue neither perkoꝛmed his ſuncrall, no; ſhews 
ed any token of dutie to his dead coꝛps, who loued me moſt dearelp in 
his life time. But ſhew me this ſauour,as to let me but returne to the 
Court lo bewaile his death , and a while enioy my deare fricnves 
company , and J pꝛomiſe and pꝛoleſt next Pollipus, to leue none but

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. Nay ſtudie not lo fo2 that (quoth Violetta) but aunſwere me an other 
time. Which ſaid,fhe withd2ew her ſelle vnto her chamber, where ſhe 
began to meditate of his ſpeeches, and how he was aſtoniſhed, when 
ſhe requeſted him to conuey her to the court, which dꝛaue her into ma⸗ 
ny cogitations, when pꝛeſently one of the gentlewomen came to her, 
whom ſhe vſed molt kindlie, and of purpoſe to feele her minde,grewins 
to familiar conference with her:x amonaſt many other ſpeeches (quoth 
ſhe I pꝛap tell me what Archas hath repoꝛted vnto you, concerning 
Pollipus, foꝛ he ſæmeth vnwilling to vtter his minde vnto me; He told

And when Sorana tame, ſhe likcwite 
felt her minde, of whom ſhe gathered ſome pꝛobabilitie: and likewiſe, 
when ſhe next came into Archas company , (he aſ ked him ſo many 
queſtions, that the found many contrarieties in his ſpeeches , which 
ſetled ſuch a perſwaſiue opinion in her minde , that Archas repoztof 
Po'hpus was vntrue,that ſhe reſted greatly comfozted that wap, but 
yet in great care, cogitating what he ſhuld ſuppoſe was become of her, 
how ſhe ſhuld get out ofthat place, oꝛ giue him knowledge of her being 
there, and auoyd Archas odious lone , which ſemed as deadly to het 
heart, as mfectious venome. 

Archas ſtill pꝛoſetuted his ſute with great earneſtneſlſe, making ma⸗ 
ny kriuolous excuſes to withhoid her from the Bohemian court, grow⸗ 
ing into ſuch bolbneſſe , that oftentimes when ſhe refuſed his offered 
embꝛacings and unpudent vehauiours, he would by fozce kiffc her, and 
fold her in his armes, which rudeneſſe, he ſo often vſed, that ſhe began 
fo extreamely to abhoꝛre him, that his ſight was molt odious vnto her. 

Oſtentimes Violetta did walke into a pleaſant Oꝛchard adiopning

Archas had all that while diſſembled with her, and that Pollipus conv |

toꝛment. Now ſwerte Ladp, ſœing with what deuotions J haue atten⸗ 
ded your pleaſure, defer me no longer, but let me obtaine that fawour, 
which with luch care J haue expected, and you ſo vnkindlp withheld: 
which wold both caſe my comftoztleſſe heart, and adde no ſmall content 
to the remedileſſe ſozrowes pou ſo umpatiently indure. 

Violetta hearing his ſpeeches, made this replie. Sir, J haue long 
ſince told pou mp reſolutiõ, which might be a ſufficient anſwer to any 
reaſonable creature:beſides, my vows paſſed to my deare knight Pol- 
lipus,B haue bound me from peelding my ſpotleſſe honour to be ſtained 
with the blot ol inkamie.

c119cd his ſpeeches, heltricktly caught her tender body in his arms im⸗ 
pꝛinting acompeltedkiſevps her tender lips, twining her curled locks 
about his grolle fingers, and boldly fingring her tender bꝛells, offering 
other fozced behamour: whileſt ſhe ſtriued to vntwine her body ofthig 
armes, which when ſhe had obtained, calting adiſdainfull counte/ 
nance v»>onhun like as Diana calt vpon the wofull Acteon with her 
chakes asred as ſcarlet, ſye vitered thele ſperches. 


Moll diſcourtcous villame, hath my lemtte infozccd thee to offer | 


me this abuſe ; oꝛ is thy minde lo far from pietie, as not to deſiſt from 
pꝛolecuting thy deteſted luſt 2 know this, that rather then J wil 
ycelde mp honour to bee blemiſhed by thy appetite , A will teare thele 
cyes from foꝛth mp head, and ende my woful life, which thou ſoughteſt 
to ſpill.

Voletta hearing the circumſtance of her talke pꝛomiſed to do all 
things accozdingto her counſaile, ir ſhe her (cif ment faithfullie. Which 
Sotana aſſured her of, by many pꝛoteſtations, and ſo left her in ſome 
comſozt, hoping Ly this meanes 5 to bee ridde krom her unpudent 
louer. 

Allone as Sorana was departcd,ſhe pꝛeſently goeth to Archa(paics 
ked fozwards with as great a ſting of ſoule luſt, as raigned in hun and 
told him, that ſhe had talked with Violetta about his ſute, which ſhe 

was perſwaded the would yeld vnto, but that ſhe was baſhfu!:4 by his 


lpechcs,rathcr hardned,then any wap mollified. but(quoth ſhe)try her 


cuen now, and whatlocuer the bindeth vou vnto by condition, y pꝛo⸗ 


nile you to perſo2me:and when you know her minde;tell me what ſhe 


ſayes,and I may peraduenture counſaile vou what to do fo2 your (urs 
therance: (03 ſhe is woꝛthie to be beloucd aud kindlie vled: and in my 
iudgement, you did amille to vſe her lo rudely as you did in the Oꝛ⸗ 
chard : fo2 foꝛced kindneſſe is not woꝛth eſtunation, but conſent in loue 
bꝛedes the ſwerteſt delight , Archas pꝛeſently put her counſaile in 
pꝛadiſe, and came to Violettaes chamber (who was then ſtudying 


how to rid her ſelle from his cuſtodie and very kindly ſaluted her, cra⸗ 


ung pardon to2 his lalt offence , excuſing hunſclfe by many reaſons, 
and alleaging as many perſwaſions, that ſhe could not in reaſon deny 
his requeſt, his loue beuig grounded vpon the trueſt formvation of pers 
fect conſtancie, of vowes, oathes, and pꝛoteſtatious, to dedicate himiſelf,

Mhenſhe concluded with him as Sorana hab 
counſeled her to do, which liked him exceedingly well, and quoth ſhee, 
fo; a pledge hereof, giue me that ring which you ſo much efteem, which 
he gaue vnto her, and at his departure receiued from her a gentle kiſle, 
which ſhe wiſht might p2zone as deadly poyſon to his heart, beeing 
greatly diſcantented with her ſelle foz ſhewing him that fauour, 
Archas pzeſently with a topfull heart went to Sorana, and tolde 


in any wiſe to perfozme: and ſeeing ſhe hath bound you from talke, 
what nerde you care foz ſpeaking, ſith you may enioy what otherwils 
pou deſire : ⁊ the finding you ſo willing to condiſcend fo her requeſtes, 
will bee the caſiter dzawne to yeclde you any courteſie. Sorana being 
parted from him, innnediately tame to Violetta, and folde her all that 
he had made her pꝛiuie vnto, and withall ſatd, that foz her ſake onely 
ſhe vndertoke that taſke, (Which was nothing ſo, but ofa moſt inoz⸗ 
dinate deſire fo beaſtly luſt, which Violetta well noted: and thus they 
ſpent the day in much pdle talke, vntill euening dꝛawing nigh , ſhes 
left Violetta in her chamb:r, and went vnto that ſwerte bedde, which 
ſhe had neatly dꝛeſt foz Archas, perfuming her (elſe with many odozi⸗ 
terous waters, deuiſing all meanes ſhe could to kep her lelle vnknolwon 
from him, being affected with great deſire fo2 his appꝛoach. Aſſwne as 
the appoynted tune was come, Archas ſecretly conueped himlſelfe in 
the darke, into Violettas chamber, without ſpeaking a wozd, whom 
when Sorana heard ruſling vppon the ruſhes, her heart leapt foz toy; 1 
and ſhe pꝛepared her ſclfe to entertaine him in the kindeſt ſoꝛt „ who 
appꝛoaching the beds ſide, ſoftly lifting vp the clothes, laide himſelfe 
downe by her ſide, who ſeemed to ſh2inke thereat, and with ſuch cun⸗ 
ning behaued her lelle, that he no whit ſuppoſed he cmbꝛaced his wons 
ted Sorana, 

Violetta being ſure of Archas, with all haſte attired her ſelſe in 
Soranas apparrell, which ſo well became her, that had Archas hums 
ſelle ſeen her, he would not have diſcerned her viſcuuſe, 4 faking with 
her the ring he had ginen her,ſhe came to the Gardiants,fclling the ſhe 
muſt go out about a little buſineſſe fo2 Archas , ard gaue them the 
ring as her warrant lo palle by, The Gardiants maruelled whither 
ſhe went ſo late, yet taking her lo no other then Sorana, accepting her 
warrant, let her depart, Violetta being paſt the entrance, W to 
udie 
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ſtudie which way to take, but knowing that the time now peelded ng 
rcſpite to delape, toke any way came into her fancie, fitteſt as ſhee 
thought fo2 her cſcape,and with all haſt, arming her ſclfe with as much 
courage as could poſſib'y be ma woman, fozſaking the mountaines, 
which ſhe thought daungerous foz wilde beaſtes, ſhe trauelled all that 
night, ſometimes running, and ſometunes going, as if Archas had bin 
hard at hand purſuing her, and by that time Phoebus beganne to illu⸗ 
minate the earth with his bꝛightnelle, ſhe was gotten a great way from 
Archas Caſtle, towards Greece, reioycing at her happie eſcape, not ca 
ring which way ſhe went, ſo ſhe might get from him: and applauding

Fter that Pollipus was departed from Pariſmus, 
ge came to the place where he left Violetta, and 
there vttered thele ſpeeches. This is that bleſled

gifts of other Lavics, as farre as god doth bad, 
02 _ — his tcontrarie: which way ſhould I take to recouer that 
 mneſtimable icwel of my delight here icft 2 02 whither ſhculd J traucll 
to funde her, confidering J knew not u hether ſhe bee dead oꝛ aliue? 


Dead J am petſwaded che is not, but by ſome dilcourtcous Unight 
withheld from returming. oz conueped far hence vnto ſome unnewne 


place, d whence ſhe cannot ſend me woꝛd, oꝛ any way giue me knows 
ledge in what eſtate ſhe reniaineth: then what reſteth foꝛ me to do, hin 
to ſearch the woꝛdd theougheut to find her, and either to receuer her to 
my comic2t, oꝛ ſpend my lite in that purſuite: and fince J undertake a 
trauell, withont knowledge which way to lake, 02 Whither to couuey 
iy Lopp: „wat F oꝛtune bo i kauourable, as to guide me in my tra⸗ 
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of Pariſmus. 
nels, that by thy ayde J may come to the plate of her abode, aud afs 
taine the fruition ol her heauenly pꝛeſence, who by thy appopntment, 
hath fallen into theſe miſchances: and J will fe2eucr dedicato my in⸗ 
deuours to thy leruice, and continually adoꝛe thy name, Which wozds 
being erded, he mounted himſclic on his ſteede, and rode the way his 
fancie firſt choſe, trauelling towards the mountaines that incompaſle 
Bohemia, but not finding her, being vnacquainted in thole countrics, 
wandꝛed towards Grecia, & trauelled without any moze hope to finds 
her, then at the beginning, continuing his trauels without mtermull⸗ 
on, palſing many places without any miſaduenture. At laſt he came to 
the great Foꝛreſt of Ardea, wherein ſtode the Caſtle of the mightie 
Gyant Brandamor, the place being inuincible, by reaſon of the ſcitua⸗ 
tion and ſtrength, whole cruelties committed by him and his bzother 
Argalctus » made him much feared, and his walkes eſchued or all 
men. 

Nuhich Foꝛreſt Pollipus was no ſoner entred, but he eſpied the 
bodie of a godly Knight, that had lately giuen vp his gholt, lie weltred 
in his blood, which when he had well viewed, and perceiued to be quite 
paſt recouerie, he maruelled what (ad aduenture had been caule of his 
death, perſwading hunſelk, thoſe that had done the ſame were not far 
off that he withd2cw humſelfe into a thicket of buſhes, where he could 


not be diſcerned, to Cay vntill he might delcrie thoſe that had done thal 
derde. 


He had not been long ſhꝛowoded there, but he faw a damzell and 
aſquire,comming to the dead Unight, with great lanentations, vewai⸗ 
ling his vntunelp death, leemiag by their behauiour, to be quite ouers 
tome with extreame milerie. 

Alter their lamentations ended, they haſtcd to take vppe the dead 
night, to whom Pollipus came and demaunded what Knight that 
was, and what miſaduenture had bꝛought him to that vntimclp death.

ſhe had not long ſtayed, but ſhe was ſuppuſed by a Gyant, who with

Pollipus ſceing her ſo vnwilling, left her, and rode towardes the 


Caſtle, which he tound faſt (hut, whereto was one paſſing by a baidge, 


duer a mightic huge deepe lake, the Caltte it ſelſe being ſcituated vpon 
a loftie rocke, ſo well fenced by nature, and ſtrengthened by the art of 


man, that it was vnconquerable, and not to be ſubdued by ſoꝛce: and 


comming to the badge, he lound the ſame d2awn vp, by means wheres 
vl, he thought it-vaine to account ofany thing that niaht, but contented 
himlclfe to take the cold earth fo2 his bed, and the large Fozrt ſt foz his 
chamber, where hec could take no teſl, beeing troubled with wary 
thoughts, having lkewiſe ſome hope to finde Violetta tnthat place, 
which added though it were verie vnltkelie) great courage to his reſo⸗ 
lution, That viewino the inu incible ſtrength ofthe Caſtle, and well 
tonſideruig how he might diſaduantage th: Gpant, if he could get him 
ta ſingle fight, in theſe and ſuch like thoughts hee ſpent moſt part of 


the night, vntillat laſt he laid hun downe, and gaue a little number to

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ſtd, ſh2o0wded himſelfe vnder che ſhavow of an oake, not farre from 
the Callle, where he might caſilie ſe who went out and in thereat. 
Che firſt that came ont that moꝛning, was Argalte, mounted vppon 
a godly Courſer, and armed in very rich armour, whom Pollipus 
thought had beene the Gyant that the Damzell had folde him ol, whom 
he thus greeted, Traitoz, art thou the Gyant of this Caſtle, which haſt 
ſtolne the Ladie Venola? Argalt hearing his peremptozie demaund, 
made this anſwcre. J haue the Ladie Venola in my cuſtodie, whom Þ 
eſtæme aboue all the woꝛld, but no traitoꝛ as thou termeſt me. Pes 
(quoth Pollipus) thou art a traitoʒ, and wozſe then a villaine, that diſ⸗ 
lopallp offerelt outrage to reſiſtleſſe Ladies, that haſte not ſo much vas 
lour, as to ſhewe thy ſelfe befo2e an armed night: but fince my delli⸗ 
nies haue alotted me to meete thee thus connentently, J will abate thy 
pude, and cozrect thy tyꝛannie, and make thee repent the outrages thou 
haſte committed. 

Arealt hearing his ſpeeches, was ſo inraged, that ſuddainly hee 
dew fwzth his mightie Fawchion, and as ſuddainelp ſtroke a violent 
blowe therewith at Pollipus, which by the vnexpected app2oach;,being 
vnreſiſted, glaunced on to his thigh, and pierced the armour ,that the 
blod appeared, 

Pollipus ſeeing how freacherouſly hee had (mitten him, dzewe his 
ſwoꝛd and reuenged that blowe, beginning a bꝛaue and faire combat, 
which continued foꝛ a god ſpace, vntill they had giuen each other ma⸗ 
ny derpe wounds. A realtc maruclling at his enemies valour, beeing 
neuer beſoze ſo roughly handled,laid on his blowes with mightie fo2ce, 
but Pollipus ſometune nimbly anopding one, and cunningly warding 
another, kept himſelfe from any greatharme, and in the end tired Ar- 
galt, Who ſeeing that all his ſtrength litle auailed fo his encmics diſads 

uantage, and withall, feeling himlelfe almoſt wearted, beganne fo as 
bate his biowes, which Pollipus percetumg. gaue him ſo many blews, 
and withall, ſuch derpe wounds, that he was in great datinger ef his 
iſe: and turnuig his backe, fled towards the Caſtle, whem Polhpus 
purſuing, gaue ſo many wounds, that he beganne to roꝛe and crie cx- 
ecedingly , pelling fozth ſuch a hibeous noyſe, that all the Caſile 
rung therewith, 
 Brandamor hearing the fame, pꝛeſently haſted to his reſcue , and 
lifting vp his mightie mace, vnawars ſtroke lo {ozciviy therewith vp⸗ 
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The ſecond part 
pon Pollipus Crelt, that it made yunſtagger, withall laing: Why 
oftereſt thou this outrage to mybzather 2 Pollipus ſæing his mightie 

ꝛopoꝛtion, beeing ſomewhat dazeled with the blowe, retired a little 
backe, awd beeing recouered, made this aunſwere. J neede not tell 
He wheretoze, foʒ that thy guiltie conſcience replete With vice, can 
bear witnelle of thy degenerate crueltie, offered to al that come within 
thy power, but eſpeciallp to the (aire Ladie Venoſa, whum thou (03 
thy bꝛother/ halte bzought to this Caſtic, en J am come to re⸗ 
dame. 

Brandamor hearing his ſperches, mall cowardly aſſapled hun, being 
- beioze almoſt wearied, and greenoufly wounded ; who notwithſtan⸗ 
diag reliſted him ſo valtantily, that Brancdam.r in ſhozt time had recejs 
ued many greeuous woundes, pet ſtaying himleife, ſaid. J pittie thy e⸗ 
ſtate, and ther eſoze J with thee to peelde thy ſelle, befoze J chaſtile thy 
boldneſſe any further, foz I ſee thou art aireadie wounded, and vnable 
to withltand my ſtrength: beſides, J ſcozne to cope with one alrcadie 
banquiuyed : then take my offer ol mercie, oz elle J will (one giue that 
wake bodie ofthine to be deuoured of wilde beaſts, Uaine boaſting 
monſter ;quoth/Pollpns) know, that I diſdaine thy friendlhip 1, and 
biſclaune thy p2offer, di ſiring rather to die by thy curſed hand „ then 
ald to thy courteſie, thcretoze do thy woꝛſt. 

Brandamor hearuig this reloluts reply, being inraged with colloz, 
ſtroke at him moſt violently, but Po hpus auopding his blowe, thꝛuſt 
at hun, aud wounded hun fo depe, that the bod ranzic dewne vppon 
his white teede. Argalt ling this Unight lo valtantly withltand his 
bꝛother, called toꝛth a great (02: or icruants in armour, u ho ruſhing 
all at once vppon hun, with their thꝛong beate him from {$18 hoꝛſe, and 
carried hun into the Caltle, Where hee was vnarmed, and koz that 
night put into a cloſe pꝛilon, hauuig an olde wenan to dꝛelle his 
wounds. 


Carly the next moꝛning, hee was bꝛought into the Hall befoꝛe 


Brandamot, who had Paicſtically ſcated himiſelfe in a chaire, with 
firie redde eyes lwolne with rage, vttering theſe ſperches. Pꝛeſump⸗ 
tuous and oucrdaring night, what frenzie hath cauſed thee to commit 
this vnaduiled folly, whereby thou haſt incenſt my w2ath againſt thee, 
and b2ought thy (elfem daunger? UWherem haue J wzonged ther, that 
thou ſhouldeſt offer to moleſt ine? 

Po!lipus diſdauung to be (0 peremptoziiy cxamined, made this re⸗ 
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of Pariſmus: 
ply. J lift not tell my name, becanſc thou knoweſt me not, the cauſe of 
my comming hither, is in ſearch ota Ladie that J ſuppoſe thou vniuſt⸗ 
ly detaine{,naking thy infamous name ſo ignominious by thy outra⸗ 
ges. that both heauen and earth will ſheztly hate there. Doeſt thou 
ſeke a Ladie quoth he) come with me; ano thou thalt ſe all the Ladies

Then hee bꝛought him into a godly Hall, hung with aunctenk 
tlothes of T ipiſteie, out of which he went into a molt pleaſant Galles 
tie, ſurni hed with al ſoꝛts or mod veautifal pictures of erceitcnt wozks 
man{htp: from thence he came into a chamber of great largeneſſe, ſo 
rarely farmed, as Pollipus maruelled at the richnefle thereof: at 
the end whereok, ſate the mot beautifull and faire Ladie Wenola, with 
her golden hapꝛe hanging about her ſhoulders, her rich and coſtly 02- 
naments all betoꝛne, her crimſon ches beſpynckled with olde duced 
teares, and kreſh dꝛoppes flowing from her pure epes: heauily leaning 
her careful head vpon a cuſh'on, with her hands hanging downe fols 
did one in another, ſæming ſo ladde and heauie a ſpectacie of a diſireſſed 
Ladie, as neuer eye beheld: who ſeeing Brandamor and Pol ipus coms 
ming toward her, lifted vp her head from the place where the reſted it, 
and carcleſly let the ſame fall on the heauie pillow againe.

vp, and arraying her ſelfe, came downe into the court, where Pariſmus

bꝛances: and within ſhozttime after that, to his fozmer health , which 
greatly reioyced the god old Duke, who toke great felicitie in his com = 
pany,fo2 the many honourable parts he ſaw to abound in him. And vp⸗ 
| on atime , in the pꝛelence of all his Court, demanded the cauſe of the 
| combat between hun and Argalus, which he requeſted as well to know 
| the truth thereof humſelfe, as to ſatiſfie the ſuſpitious mindes of many

Whilcſt the knight of Fame remained in A maſenuscourt,the King 
u, of 1 hrace appointed a generall triumph, to beheld foz certaine dapes,

lu⸗ Ve had one onelie daughter, namrd Phy lena, whoſe bewtie was wy 
ng ferio2 to none: and her giſts of nature were ſuch, as made her much 
od ſpoken ol in many countries:inſomuch, that many knights came as lus 
toꝛs to obtaine her loue: but ſhe had ſecretly betrothed her ſelfe to Re- 
mulus, one of the knights ok her fathers court, without her parets con⸗ 
lent: by meanes of whoſe be wie, the tourt of Thrace was ſo ful of gals 
rof lant knights that ſought her loue, that the king was much trouble d in 
ing minde how to beſtow her: and ſeeing that ſhe did not fancie one moze 
on, then another, he appointed a generall triumph to be held foz ſeuẽ dates, 
and whoſoener bare away the pꝛize þ laſt day, ſhuld marrie his daughs 
ter.

There was Trudamor of Candie, 
who thought none to equall hun in ſtrength , and therefoze none moze 
fozward againſt the appointed Tryumph. There was Drio of Cicil, 
who had ſailed from his owne Country thither , who likewiſe by his 
ſtrength, at ſcuerall times, llew thꝛee Lyons, who came with reſoluti⸗ 
tion to winne Phylena foz his wife, And many other knights ol high 
account, 
| The repoꝛt ot this Tryumph came to the knowledge ofthe knight 
of Fame, whoſe minde was kindled with a grrat deſire to goe thither, 
that he requeſted Amaſcnus conſent, who being deſirous any way to 
pleaſure him, gaue him ſufficient coyne to furnich hunſeife of all things 
fit foz ſuch an attempt. Who cauſed a moſt rich Armoꝛ of greene to be 
made,ſhadowed with trees of gold, repꝛelenting a Foꝛreſt. In his ſhield 
he bare this deuice: A naked man leading a Lyon, with this motto vn⸗ 
derncath, Ouergrowne with diſcontent. NAherin the expert Artſman 
had ſo cunningly immitated his Fancie, that a man by his Armoꝛ and 
ſhield, might eaſily vnderſtand his meaning. The appointed time of 
Trpumph dꝛawing nigh, Amalenus with a gallant troupe of knights, 
amonaſt whom the knight of Fame was chicke, came to the Thꝛacian 
Court, whom the king honourably receiued. Amaſenu hauing done 
his homage to the king , pitched his Tent without the Court Gates, 
vpon a litle hill hard by the appointed place fo2 Tryumph, where like⸗ 
wile hard by him were the Tents of Guido, Trudamor, Drio, and the 
thꝛer valiant knights of Cana : Triſtamus, Tennulus, and Babulus, 
in whoſe company were a number of valtant knights, that came this 
ther, ſome to make triall of their valour, and ſome of purpoſe to winne 
the faire Phylena. Likewiſe there were the Tents sf the young King 


of Aragon: who came acc companied with a number ol valiant knights, 


hoping to beare away the pꝛize, that all the planes were filled with 
Wents, There might you ſe knights bꝛeaking ſtaues, pꝛactiſing them⸗ 


ſelues againſt the dap of Tryumph. Here might you ice other recrea / 
tung themſelues in martiall exerciſes: there nnght you heare the neigh⸗ 


ing othoꝛſes, clattering ot Armour, cratking of ſtaues, and ſuch compa⸗ 


mes of kmahts adlembled, as ik the wren pꝛize in the woꝛld had bene 


Jypoiuned fo2 reward. L. 
Witt thele things were ating , Phylena was in great care fo 


Remul us3 


to cnioy, 
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Romulus, whom ſhe loued ſo dearelp, that rather then Chee would 
part with hun, ſhe would indure any miſcrte whatſoeucr: who likes 
wiſe add2efled himſelfe to trie his loꝛtune amongſt the reſt. And the 
day befoze the truumph, Phy lena ſecretly getting oppoꝛtunitie to ſpeak 
with hun, gaue him this aſſurance of her conſtancie, 

My deare louc quoth lhe, ſince my father hath decreed this publicke - 
triumph, ſoꝛ the beſtowing ol mee in marriage, becauſe amongſt (o 
many Unights as haue ſought my loue, J haue affianced my ſelfe to 
none ol them, but haue choſen pou, as the ehicfeſt loadſtarre ol my life 
and loue: be you pet aſſured, that though foꝛtune map alot me to bee 
anothers by congueſt, vet none but pour ſclfe ſhall enioy my loue: and 
though another may challenge me by right of my fathers decree, pet 
none but your ſelfe hall haue true intereſt in me: and rather then J 
will yeelde to like of any Knights loue but yours, J will indure cither 
death, oz any other toꝛment ſhall be infiicted vpon me, fo2 pou are the 
Kinght that ſhatl conquer my loue: vou haue by courteſie wonne my 
loue, and you ſhall weare it. Noꝛ Ling noꝛ Knight ſhall robbe mee of 
that which J haue giuen to pou: then be not you diſcomfozted, o2 any - 
way diſquieted, but trie pour foꝛtune amengl the reſt, and fate may 
happily allot you the conqueſt as well as any other, 

Re mulus hearing his Ladies conſtant reſolution, was oucrcome 
with exceeding toy, reſoluing to venture as much as any, to attaine the 
tonqueſt, and ſolacing himſclfe ſo long as their ſtolne time would 
permit in her company, being by necellitie compelled, they pars 
ted. 

The next moꝛning, the Ning of Thrace accompamed by a num⸗ 
ber of perſonages ok eſtate, bꝛought twzth the beautifull and faire Phy» 
lena, molt richly adoꝛned with coſtly oꝛnaments, wearing vppon her 
head a crowne of golde, attended by a hundꝛeth Dam zels clad in white, 
and leated her on a ſcaffold, in the open view of all the knights there 
allembled, whole hearts were inamoured with the ſweete attaint of 
her ſhining beautie, and their courages reuiued with the hope of ſo 
rich and pꝛetious a pꝛiʒze. Amongſt the reſt, there was Remulus, 
whoſe heart was oppꝛeſt with diſtruſtfull care, to ſer the Ladie hee 


Melt eſteemed; and his ſecret pꝛoteſted loue, ſet as a pꝛize, to wing 


him fro his poſſeſſion : pet comfozted by her faithfull pꝛomiſe, hee towke 
great felicitie to ſæ that beautie made famous, which he made account 
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The ſecond part 

The knights of Thrace beganne the triumph, and the firſt that 
entred the liſtes was Andreas, who was at two courſes vnhoꝛſed by 
Cleauthes, who continued conquerour by the guerthzowe of many 
Unights, vntill Bubulu+, one of the thee bꝛethzen of Candie, with 
violence dꝛaue him from his hozle, and burſt one of his ribbes. Buby. 
jus vnhozſed many Knights afterwards, both of I hrace and other 
ſtraunge countries, and in the end, was vnhozſed himſelf by Remulug, 
who behaued hunſelfe ſo valtantly in the fight ofthe Painces, that by 
the loyle of many nights, hee ended that dates triumph, to his exca⸗ 
ding honour, reſting conquerour vntili the next moꝛning. hen the 
night was cnerpalt, the ing conducting Phylena in the like manner 
he had done the day befoze, ſeated her againe vpon the ſcaffold. When 
Remulus came into the liſtes, bzanely mannaging his pꝛauncing ſted, 
whom Phy lena beheld with a carefull eye, zeathing foꝛth many a de⸗ 
uouted pꝛayer fo2 his go lucceſſe, who hauing conquered ſome twen⸗ 
tie umghts, in the end was foyled by T emulus, and ſo with a heauie 
heart left the field. Jemulus continued conquerour by the diſgrace of 
many knights, almoſt all that day, but in the ende, was vnhezſedby 
the kingof Aragon, | 

The king of Aragon ended that dates triumph, and continu 
ed chicke conquerour the next day, and on the fourth day was vn⸗ 
hozſed by Triſtramus, and ſo loft the conqueſt hee fo muchdeſis 
red, 

Afterwards T riftramus continued that daies triumph with great 
b:auerie , and the fift day was vnhozſed by Annulus, a knight of 
Libia, who vnhozſed that day foztic knights, to his excæding ho⸗ 
nour, 

The knight of Fame all this while kept himſelfe out of ſight, and 
lodged at a village ſome two myles diſtant from the Thꝛacian Court, 
and actoꝛding to Amaſenus appoyntment, came toward the liſtes gab 
lantly mounted all alone, and by the vnerp:ned manner of his ſi ddain 
app2oach,and by the ſtraunge faſhion of his armour, as foꝛtune would, 
was not generallp noted, and in that ſoꝛt hee entered the liſtes, rents 
rencing hunlelfe towards (he ſcaflold whereon the king was ſeated, 
and ſetting ſpurres to his hozſe, incountred Annulus, (and foztune in 
tending at the firſt to do hun ſome dilgrace miſt his courſe, and Annw 
lus bzake his ſtaffe moſt bzauely, wherewith the whole aſſembly gaue 

| | N 
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an erceeding ſhout, and the knight of Fame beeing inraged with his o⸗ 
uerſight, charged another courſe at Annulus with great violence, and 
duerthꝛewe him with his heeles vpward, whereat the whole company 
gaue an exceeding ſhout againe, euerp one thinking hee had purpoſely 
loſt his firſt courſe, by which meanes all were deſirous to ſ& him run 
againe, which the diſcontented knight perfozmed ſo gallantly, that be 
vnhoꝛled another knight of Libia, that thought to renenge Anuulus 
ouerth2ow, 


Guido diſdaining thereat, and ſeeing how the bcholders wers 


_ affected, noted him moꝛe ſpecially, thinking by his foyle to winne ſome 


ſpeciall honour, and with the moꝛe bꝛauerie to continue thereft of the 
triumph, and attaine the pꝛize, taking a ſtrong ſtaffe, pꝛepared to meets 
the knight of Fame, who by that tune had diſmonnted thꝛer oz fonre os 
ther knights. 

The people ſceing khe valiant Guido come to the liſtes, who was 
well knowne to all, thought then ſurely to ſee the diſcontented knights 
honour at an end, fo; on him and Drio, the chic keſt ſuppoſe of conqueſt 
depended. 

f Guido incountred the knight of Fame the firſt time, without ol⸗ 
fering 02 ſuſtaining diladuantage, which inwardly vered him to the 
heart, that charging him againe the ſecond time, notwithſtanding all 


his fozce, he could not once maue him in his ſaddle, The diſcontented 


knight likewiſe feeling the puiſſance of his enemie, was exceedingly ins 
raged, that taking another courſe, they met with ſuch furie, that the 
earth ſhoke with the fo2ce of their incounter, and their launces ſhines 
red into a thouſand perces, paſſing by without any ſhew oz ligne of 
oddes. | | 
The king of Thrace ſeeing the day ſo farre ſpent, ſent a meſſenger 
to intreat them to leaue the further triall of their voubtfull conqueſt ons 
fill the next day, which they both conſented vnto, 32 
The next moꝛning theſe two Champions came againe, with de⸗ 
firous mindes to bee reuenged each of the other, and met two courſes 
with ſuch bꝛauerie, that the people with great ſhouts applauded their 
chiualrie, the knight ol Fame chuſing the ſtrongeſt ſtaffe that he could 
linde, ment now oꝛ neuer to giue oꝛ take the foyle, and ruſhing foꝛti⸗ 
bly to incounter Guido, he met him ſo violently, that Guidos hoſe 


peldedto the fozce of their incounter, and falling downe burſt his 


leg:

leg the peorde ſcing Guido downe, were dꝛawue into a wonderfull 
amazement what this might ould be. 

Plhylena likewiſe was much toꝛmented in minde, in her fancie al- 
lotting hun the cekeſt hondur. and ſccinghe was ſome night of a 
eee fearing leaſt he obtainung her by conqu-lt , thould 

arrie hor karre from her kathers Court, and ſo quite from the light and 
4 nyany ot her deare iriend Remulus, that he was dꝛawen into ſuch 
a [adde conceit, that her heart ſer ned to melt thercat. Tru ſamor ſeeing 
Gand {o fopled, with great bꝛauerie entred the liſtes, and encountred 
the Umnaht of Fame, wo kswiſe charged hum with many brauc cours 
ſes, that inthe ende, the conqueſt remained in great dogot vetwirt 
them, [Fill continuing their encounters with erxceeding courage, that 
Iaudimor with all his ſtrength could not any whit diladuantage the 
Umght of Fame, nor he by his koꝛce get any oddes of I rudamor: that 


in the end, [cw amor thirſting koꝛ the honour of the title, and longing 


to eniop hy ena fo? his Bude, tracing loftly to his races ende, went 
towards the knight of Fame, who with the like behamour met hun to 
whom Tru damos ſavd as kolloboeth. 

Umght, {foe we haue no aduantage againlt each other by this 
crerciſe, let vs then finiſh the donbtfulneſſe ot this trie with our 
[\wo2ds, which is the readꝛeſt meane tomake one of vs co:igueronys, 
WUuith all my heart | anſwered he againe your pꝛofler fo well agrath 
to my fancte, as I neither can noꝛ will deny the lame: wherewith toey 
dꝛew their ſwoꝛds and charged each other with furious bluwes,w ole 
courage each beholder greatly commended, 

The king of Thrace beholding the noble valour of the Knight of 
Fainc, was ercecdinaly well affected towards hun: in fo much, that he 
de ſired none might emoy his daughter but hee: betweene whem and 
I rudamor continued a moſt bꝛaue combat, till in the end, the knight 
ot ame had ſo gricuouſly wounded him, and in ſo many placcs, that 
all the bcholders accounted Trudamor as halfe vanquiched: and what 


wich cffuſton of blod, and oucrmaiſtred by the bmaht of Fames 


Urength, his armour giuing way to cuery blowe, was reavie to fall 
trom his hoꝛſe: which the knight of Fame perteiuung ſtaped: vttcring 
theſe woꝛds. Moſt noble knight quoth he J ſee the daunger you are 
in, therefoꝛe F with you to yeeld pour ſelfe, foꝛ it is not your death thal 
I lecke: and rather then J will be gulltie thereof, J will yecld vp the

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of Pariſmus. 

Tru lamor hearing his ſpeeches, exceedingly admired his courteſie, 
and being readie to ſpeake, his (ences by weak nelle beganne to faple, 
and he was taken com his hozſe to haue his gaping wounds ſtenched. 
The whole multitude ok beholders noting the ſingular valcur of the 
knight of Fame, and how courteouſlp he had abſtained from killing 
1rudamor,whoſe life was in his power, were ſo wel affected towards 
hun, that they ſhouted and reioyced exceedingly at his victoute, 

The king leeing the dap growne to an end, came from the ſcaffolde, 
and with great intreaties got the knight ol Fame to go with him to the 
Court, where hee was matt honourablp entertamced, and had his 
wounds caretully (2archt by the Phiſitiaus, who found none of them 
daungerous. Amaſenus ſœing the knight of Fame had won the chie⸗ 


feſt honour ofthe triumph fo that day, came to the king, and repozted | 


to hun how long he had beene wth hun, and the manner of his firlt ar⸗ 


tiluall in that countrie, ſeeking to increaſe the kings affection towardes 


him, by entrung into many exceding commendations of his valoz, ver⸗ 
tue, and courteſie: that the king did hum all the honour that might bee 
fo: that night, intending after the triumph ended, to cxpꝛelle his lou 
toward hum by all meanes he could deuiſe. 
Carly the next mozning, being the laſt dap of the triumph , 
the king was lommoned to the ficlde, by |the ſhaill ſounde of the 
kalght of Fames trumpet, who was gallantip mounted, attended 


by an 1nfinit number of people, that came to glut their cyes with be⸗ 


holding hun: there was nov no talke but of the knight of Fame, his 


lame had kedde the cares of all, in ſo much, that ſuch anumber of pco- 


ple thꝛonged to ſee the laſt dates triumph, that the place could not con⸗ 
tune their multitude. The knights of | hrace marucllcd what hee 
ſhouls be, and koꝛ that he was vnknowne, the ſtraunge knights ſome⸗ 
what rctoyced, that the pꝛize ſhould be carried from J hrace, Amongſt 
the reſt, Remulus notuig his exceeding courteſie, and pꝛying moze nar⸗ 
rowiy then any ofthe reſt, into his behauiour, rciopced in his mind, that 
lo honorable, valiant, and courteous a llnight, ſhould pollelle his deare 
Dh lena, and aboue all the knights of the Court, he was moſt readie 
lo entertaine the knight of Fame with all tourteſie, and wicht that none 
but he might beare away the chief:ft honour of the triumph. 

Che king hamng againe in moſt ſumptucus and ropall ſoꝛt, ſcated 
his daughter vpon the ſcaffold, attended the firſt cncountrr that ſhould 
be giuen to the knight ol Fame, which was perlozmed by * * 
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uniaht of Cicill, with great bꝛauerie, but the ſccond courſe hee mea⸗ 
ſured his length on the earth, as others had done beloꝛe him. N ext him 
tame a knight of Libia, who had like foꝛtune to Þ arrus: Guido being 
not (atiſfied with deflre of victoz1e, but in putting the canſc ok his loſt o⸗ 
uerth:ow to his hoꝛſe, not hunſelfe, changed his armour, and came in, 
to the liſtes againe, intending to reuenge his fople: but befoze he came, 
Drio of Cicill had bꝛoken two ſtaues with the knight of Fame, and 
befoꝛe he could take the third courſe, Guido inſtigated by rage, ranng 
againſt the knight of Fame, and intercepted hun. Drio diſdaining 
thereat,ſtroke Guido ſuch a fozctbly biowe on the head, with the trun, | 
chion of a ſtaffe, that he made him ſtagger. Ultherewith Guido d2rws | 
his ſword, and allayled Drio with great furie, betwane whom began | 
a moſt bꝛaue combat, vntill the kraght of Fame ficpt betwirk them, 
and parted them, vttering thele (porches, KLmghts quoth he) what 
meaneth this outrage:why contend pou vetwart pour ſelues, and leaue 
me, with whom pou (ſhould puncipallp deale, vuaſtaped 7 thinke you | 
J am not of (ufkicrencic to deale with you both: but that you muſt thug 
diſhonourably, ſees with pꝛiuate quarrels to diſturbe our triall? But | 
notunthſtan ding his l. tethes, they began to aTayle cach other againe, ˖ 
which ſo inraged him, that dꝛawing his ſwoꝛd, he firft ſtroke at Gui 0 
do, and then at Drio, offering to combat with them both, that the iſſue 1 
of this combat ſeemed to be nioſt intricate, Dometinies the kmaht of 
Fame aſſapled Guido, and he reſiſting, when D rio lent his blowes to :

Guido attending the 
nert triall, had readily couched his ſlaſte, but the knight of Fame bring 


erireamly inraged, not well knowing, noꝛ caruig whathe did (Hanng 
ſecret intelligence befoze giuen hun, that it was Guido, the luught that 
he had alreadie variquuſhed, ſet ſpurs to his hozfe, and ran at hun wilh 
his l woꝛd poynt, that had he not auopded him, he had pearſed the lame 
quite thzongh his bodic: who turning hunlelie with his lwozd dzawn, 
allapled the right of Fame, betwerne whom continued a molt bꝛaue 
coinbat à long ſpace, untill Guido by his vareſifiable biowes, Was 
greeuouſip wounded: who intending to reuenge humſclfe, Urche amoſt 
violent blowe, Which lighting croſte his helmet, bꝛabe his (wozd: Which 
the knight of Fame ſeeing, caſt down his owne, diſdaining to haue any 
oddes of weapon, and ioyning himlſcife cloſe to Guido, with long firt 


uing and maine foꝛce zn the end flung him down from his hozſe:wher⸗ 


with the people gaue ſuch a ſhoot, that the carth ſeemed to ſhake with 
the Cccho of their vopces: by Which tune, the nighis blacke mantel bes 
gan to duerſpꝛedithe whole carth, and there appeared no moze coms 
battants againlt the knight ol Fame, but to his uvnſpeakable honoꝛ he 
remained victo2, Then pꝛeſently he was in trunnphant manner (ac 
coꝛding to their cuſtome with the noyſe of trumpets conducted to the 


kings Pallace: where the king and all the vanquiſhed Brights recei⸗ 


ued him with great honour. Amongſt the rift, was the King of Ara- 
gon, a moſt gallant and bꝛaue Knight at arnics, who greatly dcfired 
to be acquainted with this bꝛaue Champion, vſing hun, with the reſt 
Of thc knights, with all tourteſie and kindnelle. Akter niany ſolemne 
welcomes were paſt on enery ſide, and hee vnarmed , the king ſpea⸗ 
king to him, vttered theſc ſpeeches, Molt noble kraght, whoſe pzowelſe 
hath delerued euerlaſting tommendationg, accoꝛding to my lozmer des 
tra, and the pꝛomiſt reward to the conquer our, J yeeld to pour hands 
my daughter, the onelp heire ofmypkinngdome. Zhen taking Phylena 
by the hand, he deliuered her to him. The knight of Fame with great 
reuerence killing her hand, vttered theſe ſperches. Molt ſacred Pzins 
telle, how can J ſufficiently retopce, that am this day extolled to ths 
bizhcſt type of heauenly felicitie, by beeing vuwozthily pzeferred to 
haue your tuſtodic. Yet I beſcech you veuchſafe me though a llranger)

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Which words being ended, (he that neuer befoze kiſt Ladies lippes) 
with great reucrence toke of her a (weete kiſſe: and ſhe with a heanie 
heart and müde behamour, peelding her ſelfe as his to diſpoſe of, which 
ſhe was conſtrained to do by her fathers pzonnſe,and the Knights wozs 

thic deſerts: though mwardly in her heart ſhee deuoted all kinde loue 
and affection to Remulus: on whom being by, ſhee caſt many a milde 
and modeſt lone, inwardly wiſhing he were the man might claime 
her by right of conquelt, a as well as by the true affedion thee bare 
hun. | 
That niaht the knight of Fame was honourably feaſted by the 


king, and afterwards conducted to a moſt Paincely lodging. And bee⸗ 


ing now alone, he began to meditate of his eſtate, and to ponder how 
happily he had eſcaped ſhipwꝛacke, and was preferred to ſuch high 
dignitie, as to marry the daughter and onelp heire of a king: withall, he

ta inderd At the firſt ſhe made a ſhew of ſtraungenelle, but afterwards 
indured whatlocuer he p2offred, with whom hee ſpent that might, gi⸗

ung no reſpite to fleepe, but greedily ſatiſfping both their defies, vntill 


he mozning appzoaching, Archas acco2ding to his miſtreſſe commad, 
departcd,and left his Paramour in his bedde, his fancie perſwading 
him, that ſh& was the moſt ſweteſt Ladie in the wozld, which ſo res 
byced his heart, that he ſpent that foꝛenone in much mirth,but miſſing 
Sorana, foꝛ that hc had not ſeene her all that day, he went to her cham 
ber, where being entred, he ſawſoine of Violettas attircs and oꝛna⸗ 
ments confuſedly caſt about, and all things in (uch diſoꝛder, that her 
could not tell what to thinke, at laſt he enquired of eucry one foꝛ her but 
none could tell what was become ok her, vntill comming to the Gars 
diants, they told hum that So ana went out of the Taſtle the laſt night, 
and that ſhe had left with them his ring, Archas (&ing the ring, knows 
ing that he had giuen it to none but Violetta, was ſo amazed 4 aſtom-s 
ſhed with doubt, that he pꝛeſently ſuſpected Violetta was cſcapt: and 
tonuning to the chamber where ſhe ſhould haue beene, ſoftly dzawing 
the bed curtaines, found that Sorana had bene his bedfellow in ſteede 
Violetta, Who after her paſtune was fallen afleepe.

This vnkre, 
quented place is ſo full ok vncertame wales „ that J know not almoſt 
which of them to counſaile pou to follow: onely this: keep the Sunne at 
his ſetting, right befo2e you: foʒ that way lpeth the Lohman Court, 
and ſoſwete Lady, I commit vou to all god foztume { fo2 A le the date

aged bodie. And ſo agame, wilh you all happie iclicitie , with a Licficy 
and ioylull ende of your cares: which woꝛds being ended, he gatic bp

Violetta ſeeing the good olde man dead, was oticreeme with ſuch 
Infinit multitudes of cares, that ſhee had much ado to kerpe her lelfe 
trom following him, that the late there ſheaduig abundance of teares, 
and what with the remembꝛance of the deſolateneſſe of the place , x the 
dead bodie ofthe olde man, which was a fearefull coarſe to loke vpon: 
her ſences were d2awne into ſuch amazed terro2 , that ſhce was haife 
bcſide her telfe therewith: and beeing ghaͤſted with the fight ol the olde 
man, haſted with all the ſpecde the coulde, onwards her isurnep, tut 
darke night appzoachug, her wide was then rackt with ſuch con⸗

to: that ſaid , he ſhut the gate, and bꝛought her into the Caſtle , where 
were a kewe ſeruants in mourning attire ; ſeeming by their habit and 
lad countenances, to be quite ouergrowne with diſcontent: and in a 
tome ſeucrall by it lelfe, ſate a bewtifull Damzel, with her eyes ſwolen 
with griete: to whom the poꝛter bꝛought Violetta, and ſaid, Madame 
Chu ina, this diſtrelled woman craueth ſome ſuctour, being wandꝛed 
far from her way, whom { will leaue with pon, becauſe J muſt return e 
tomy charge, Clarma riſuig vp, toke Violetta by the hand, and deſired 
her to ſit downe by her, to whom ſhe laid. 1 

This place by rcalon s our miſfoztune , may rather adde care to

Who vppon atime, chaticed to arriue at this Ca⸗ 
ſtle, and by euill foztune, elpied me walking ab2oad, in company of 


my parents , my bꝛother Panuamus, and two of my fathers ſer⸗ 


uants, And (J know not by what deſire thereto d2awne , his minde 


beuig apt to any miſcheefe he viewing me. lined my beautie, ſuch adifs 
oꝛdinate defire ſtirred in his bꝛeſt ta obtaine the fame, that he ſhꝛowoded 


himlelfe in ſecret, vntill he eſpꝛed his fitteſt opoꝛtunitie, and ſuddenly 


let vppon my father, offering to take me away by violence : wy father 
denping him, vntill the Gyant beeing inraged , dzcw his lwoꝛde and 


allailed him, whom in ſhozt time he llew: which mp mother and 1

Paruamus tontinued fight againſt him a god 3 „ but beeing vna⸗ 
ble to cope with ſo mighty an enemie, was by reaſon of many greeuous 
wounds, in the ende left by him fo dead: which done, Brandamor ſes 
ing our flight, haſted after vs: but betoze ye could come at vs, we ats 
tained the Caltle , and reſcued our (clues from his poſſeſſion: But 
when he law himiclfe diſappointed , he made as though he had depar⸗ 
ted from hence, and contrarie to our thoughts, he his hunlelfe ſecretly as 
mongſt the buſhes. My mother beuig ouercome with cxtreame ſoꝛrow 
fo; my fathcrs death, neither regarding doubt, noꝛ daunger, went back 
with hope to retouer him, whom Brandamor ſurpzeſſed and carried as 
away with hun, hoping by her umpaſonment, to win her conſent to 
pceld me into his hands, My bꝛother Panuamus, within a while, reco⸗

his armour; ſuddainlp ruſht in amongſt them, reaching ſo violent a 
blowe at Brandamor, that his armour en his left arme burſt, and the 

od iſſued out at the entrance his ſwoꝛd had made: and redoubling 


another blow? befoze Brandamor tould lift vp his mightie mate, hee 


hit him ſo right vppen the Creſt, that with the blow he made the fire 
to ſtart out of his cpes, 

Tellamor and Barzil!u; preſentiy knewe the Prince by 
his armotir , which ſo remued their diſmayed ſences, that 
with great valour and recfolation they renewed the fight ay 

gainſt Brandamors other th: knights , whileſt Pariſinus dealt 

ith the Gpant himſelke: who kelt his pꝛowelle to bee ſuch, 
as was cuery way able to cope with his great and mightte 
ſtrength. 

Pollipus ſtill ſtanding at the windowe , (awe when Pa» 
riſmus came , whom by all likelphode hee thought he knewe 
to bee the Pꝛince of Pohemia, Which llirred ſuch reſolued courage 
in his heart, that with maine kozce he wong a barre of y2zan 
from the windowe, wherewith he ewe his keper, and ſo raun⸗ 
ged from chamber to chamber , vntill hee came to the plate 
where Venola was, being contiuma Ap attended and guarded by 
tenne knights: whom Polhpus nothing regarding his nakeb- 
neſſe, deſperatcly aſlapled with his barre of y2zon , continwing 
ſo long fight, and with ſuch courage, that hee had ſone ſlaine 
the one halfe of them : and the other beeing terrified with his 
feare , fledd. com him, and faſt boulted and barred the deze, 
with ſuch ſtrong deuiſes „ that it was impcſible fo2 hun to 
get out that wap. Jn Which time the Gardyants made ſuch 
an cutcrys , that Argalte and all that remained in the Caſtle, 
pztlently armed themſelues: and lome illued out to Brandamor, 

ann 
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and immediately ſet vppon Pariſmus and the reſt, thinking by fozce 
to take them pꝛiſoners: but contrary to their thought, they withſtode 
them with great courage, eſpecially Pariſmus layde about him with 
ſuch violence, that many ok them loſt the ir lines by his ſtrokes ; but 
Brandamor ſtill continued ſuch cgar purſuit againſt hun, that he wag 
moſt greenouſlp wounded: which ſo inraged him, that he dꝛaue his e⸗ 
nemie to his vttermoſt ſhifts, Argalte being likewiſe iſſued out, wih 
others in his company, with their r multitude had Qaine Barz1llus, and 
bꝛought Pariſmus to molt cſtreame daunger ok his life, who notwith- 
ſtanding ſering T cllamor fallen downe, and vnder his enemies mer⸗ 
tie, gathering courage a freſh, beſtured him, and with his valtant and 
 bzane courage ſaued his life from a great number that aſtailed him. 

In the meane time, Brandamor had reſpite to take new breath, but 
ſreung now one of his knights, and then ancther dꝛop downe dead by 
Pariſmus blowes, comming behinde the Pzince, moſt like a cdwardly 
traitoꝛ, he aduanted his mace to haue ſttoken hun, but cre the Gpants 
blow was deſcended, there came a kmaht 2 nig his ſpeart againſt 
hun, and moſt violcntly oucrthzewe Him backctuamde: bhich vone, 
dꝛawing his ſwow,and diſinounting himſelte weh oreat x: bie nelle 
and foꝛce, ſet his tate iu Brand mots necke, no had not Argalt pe- 
ueiſted hun, he had parted his head from his ſhoulders: and likc wiſe 
turning to Arg t, followed him with ſuch violent purſuite, and dꝛaue 
= hun with ſuch wilt aud egar Liowcs, that he made him ſtagger and 

tele backwards, 

Now beganne the fight afreſh, continuing with ſuch fury, that 
my vnſkilfull penne wantcth abilitie to deſcribe. Pariſmus brholding 
ſo valiant a Champion come in his reſcue, reuiued his courage, thegh 
he were moſt grecuoullp wounded , andneucr betoze in his lite time 
bought to that extreame danger, vet his noble tourage gathered luch 
a new ſpirit, that bzandiſhing his ſwoꝛd, and ſtepping from Jellamot 
(who by his ſuccour was well refreſht) pꝛeſentlp (ent the ghoſt of one 
pf Brandamors ſeruants to hell, and after hun another. In the meane 
time, moſt cruell fight continued between Brandamor and Argalt, as 
gainſt the new come knight, who both at once aſſapled him, till in the 
end Argalt vnable to indure any longer, by reaion of the grectious 
wounds he had receiued, with hide ous grones gaue vp his ghoſt: the 
fkraunge knight likewiſe perceiuing the daunger Pariſmus and the o⸗ 
ther twokwghts were in, and how greuouſty they were m—_— 
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of Pariſmus. 
with all his foꝛce, and adding courage to his ſtrength, ran with ſuch 
violence at Brandamor with the poynt of his keene ſwoꝛd, that light- 
ting on a bꝛoken place in his armour, it pearted him into the ſhoulder- 
bone, where it ſtucke ſo hard, that he was compelled with a mach o 
d;aw out the ſaine, wherewith Brandamor let fall his mate, and this 


valiant Knight with a carefulleye loking backe on Pariſmus, ſaw him 


fallcn downe in a traunce, pꝛocured by the exceeding aboundance of 
blod that iſſued from his wounds, and Brandamors ſcruants ready to 
make a finall end of his pzectous life: amongſt whom hee ruſhed with 
ſuch violence, that hee ſone made them flie from their intent to ſaue 
themſelues, in ſo much that none of them durſt come within compaſſe 
of his l woꝛd, but betoke themſelues to flight, ſome one way, ſome an 
other: in which time Brandamorwas gotten in to the bꝛidge, thinking 
to haue attained the Caſtle, which this Knight perceiuing, haſted af- 
ter him, and onertoke him on the middeſt thereof, and with his \wozd 
gaue him foure 92 fiue mozfall wounds, The Opant perceining him⸗ 
ſelfe ſo hard beffed, and now fearing his cuerlaſting downfall, ran vp⸗ 


pon this Knight, and with great foꝛce grapled him in his huge & bop⸗ 


ſtrous armes, who being ol an vndoubted courage, and fearieg no 
fozce, got vnder the Opant, and with long ſlriuing and ſtrugling, at 
laſt ouerthꝛew him againſt the railes of the bꝛidge, which being rotten, 
and not able to vphold his waightie carkaſſe, falling with ſuch fozce, 
burſt, and he fell downe into the chanell. That done, this noble knight 
nimbly catching vp his \wozd,purſucd other ofBrandamors ſeruants, 
who fledde into the Caſtle, intending to ſhut them out, but hee being 
warie to pꝛeuent ſuch a miſchiefo,lcw the hindermoſt euen as he was 
entring the gate, that his dead bodie fell ſo right therein, that the oWer 
were thereby diſappoynted, and he by that meanes get in, which they 
perceiuing, were ſo terriſed with feare ol him, thar eucrp ene ofthem 
fiedde, and hid themſelues from his fight. In which time Madera and 
her two maids ſeeing Brandamors ouerthꝛow, and all his ſcruaunts 
fledde, came to her ſonne, who of all the thꝛee was neareſt death , to 
whom ſhe gaue bꝛeath by pulling off his helmet. Her damzels likewiſe 
came to Pariſmus, whoſe bener they lift vp, and withall gaue him freſh 
apꝛe, afterwards pulling off his helmet, hee came to humfelfe againe, 
being fallen into that trance by extreame heate, want ol bꝛeath, and el⸗ 
fuſionofblod, but by the da mzels indeuours was pꝛettily recouered: 
and remembzing himſelfe, lokt tarneſtip about fog the knight that

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tame in ſuch pꝛoſperous time to his reſcue, and neither ſeeing him 


no2 the Gyant, he maruclted what was become of him, that raiſing 
himſelfe vp, he went with T ellamor towards the Caſtle gate, where 


he found that moſt valiant knight bzeathing himſelf whom Pariſimus 
embꝛaced in his armes, laying, Poſt noble and ccuragious knight, 


whoſe pꝛoweſſe hath redeemed our liues, and deſtroyed our enemies, 
what pꝛaiſes may J giue to pour victozic? with what thankes may J 
gratulate your courteſic towards vs, that onely by your happy arri⸗ 
nall andhixh chiualrie, haue bene ſhielded from the tyzanny of that 
cruell homicide, and cut him off from executing any moe of his trea⸗ 
cherie? If euer it may lie in my power, you ſhall both commaund me 
to requite pour kindneſle, and bind me to you mn all the vndiſſoluable 
bonds ok true friendſhip. 


This knight thus teplyed. J count my vndeſerving valour vn⸗ 


woꝛtyie the leaſt eſtumation, much lefſe to deſerue ſuch thankes af 


pour hands, who beſoze my comming had ſo weaknedmp enemies, 


that it was an eaſie taſke foꝛ me to atcompliſh his oucrth:owe:but if 
it were in my power to perfoꝛme any ſuch deed as you aſcribe to me, 


J would molt willingly do my beſt to pleaſure you, who attribute 


that commendation to mee, that by alt right belongeth to your ſelfe, 
A thank» pou moſt hartily (quoth Parilmus) hereafter truſting to be 
both better acquainted with you, and of better abilitie to requite pour 
kindneſſe: by this time, Madera had bꝛought Panuamus to his ſen⸗ 
tes, who was entred the Calle, being ſuppoꝛted by his mothers (ins 
dainzels, fo2 of himſelte he was not able to ſtand, 


a: ariſmus demaunded of Tellamorifhe knev him? My Lo2d're- 


d Tellamor) this knight is ſonne to this auncient Lady, whom 
tame hither with me and the valtant Barzillus, to redeme her that 
this day was pꝛiſoner in this Caltle, and by vs relcaſed, as J will des 
tlare to your honour hereatter. In whoſe Caſtle (ſcituate not farre 
hence remaines Violetta in god eſtate, and kindly vſed. And may 
it be(quoth Pariſmus that Violetta is pct liuing, and in ſafctie, What 
toy will that be to Pollpus, it he might come to knowledge thercof, 
who no doubt is trauelled farre hence in her ſearch: Not ſo my Load 
(replved Lellamor) Po] pus hath knowledge ol her being there,who 
is pꝛiſoner within this Caſtile, and to day was in god health. Then 
quoth Pariſmu) what further cauſe haue we of ſadne ſſe, but onely 


foz the death ol Barzillus, whom J was cucry way beholding vnde: 
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of Pariſmus. 
which wee muſt ouerpaſſe with fo2ced patience, and let vs ſ&ke out 
Pollipu*, who J know will reioyce tomete vs here: then turning to | 
Panuamus, he moſt louingly embꝛaced him, the like hee did to Ma- 

dera: and taking the knight (whom vnknowne)by the hand, he des 

ſired his company to ſearch foz Pollipus andthe Lady Venola, 

whole impꝛiſonment was the cauſe of both their arriuals there) who 

willingly went with hum, befoze their departure making faſte the 
gate, that none could enter 02 go out. 

As they entred into the Hall, there were diuers ofthe Opants ſer⸗ 
uants, who willingly ſubmitted themſelues to their merties. Pariſ- 
mus told them, ir they ment faithfully, he would no way offend them: 
which they aſſured hun ol by many pꝛoteſtations. Then (quoth he) 
one of pou direct vs to the place where the Lady Venolaremaineth: 
but they made anſwere. We dare not come thither, fo2 there is with 
her a knight, that hath ſlaine flue ol our fellowes, who likcwiſe will 
ble vs no better, it we come within his reach. Well(quoth Pariſmus) 
tome, J will be pour warrant,

Hen Brandamors ſeruaunts conducted the m to

I I | he could by no meanes get ont, came to Veno- 
la, deſiring her not to be diſmayed to ſee his rude⸗ 
neſſe. Fo2 (quoth he) there are diuers knights in fight with the Gy⸗ 
ant, amonaſt whom is the moſt valtant P2ince of Bohemia, vnto-. 
whom J would witlinaly haue gotten downe, fo: J greatly feare 
his death, being befet with the Gyant and a number of his ſer⸗ 
nants. Sir(quoth Venola)do not thinke me one whit diſnayed with . 
your pꝛeſence, but wiſh you all happy ſucceſle, and the ouerthzow ol 
pour enemies: and foztunate had that wozthic Pzince bern, if he han 
not arrived heere, foz Brandamor by his treachcrit,no doubt will bes 
(ra his lifs and libertie, P 3 Then 
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Then both togither ſtepping fo the window, ſaw the combattants, and 
beheld the daunger Pariſmus was in, and the comming ofthe ſlraunge 
Unight to his reſcue, and withall, how valiantly hee ouerthꝛewe the 
Gpant, which when he had ſcene, he thought in his fancic that hee had 
neuer befoze beheld lo valiant and comely a knight. And alſo noting 
tie carefull regard he had of Pariſmus, he exceedingly wondꝛed what he 
might be, that his minde was dꝛawne to a great affection towardeg 
him, entring into thele ſpeeches.

55 Pollipus had no ſoner ended his woꝛds, and Venola readie to 
make anſwere, but they heard ſome vnbolting the doꝛe, which made 
hun again betakehimſelfc to his bar, but when he beheld Pariſmus and 
the reſt entring, he ranne to him, embꝛacing him with ſuch kindneſle, 
as true and lopall friends might pꝛoffer: he did the like to the ſtraunge

mots ſeruants, And when they were readie to take their repaſt, Pa-

be ſome Lanight that knew him. Venola likewiſc ſuppoſed him to bee 
ſome Knight that ſought her lone but both were deteiued.)

Venola made this reply. Courteous Lnight, J reclv to you and this 
D 3 noble 
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noble Pꝛinte, all humble thankes foz your kindneſſe, being all the 

reward my maiden effate can affw2d: and foz the newes pou bꝛing of 
my fathers appꝛoach, that can yeelde no ſuch quiet to my heart, ag 
your happy vicoꝛie hath done: which hath expeld thoſe inſinit trou⸗ 
bles, wherewith J was on cuery fide compalled: and in ſteed of care, 
repleniſht my heart with comfozt. Theſe ceremonious (alutations 
paſt, they went to dinner. Po!lipus diligently noted the knight of 
Fame, his countenance, pꝛopoꝛtion, and geſture,thinking in his fans 


tie he neuer ſawe a knight moze like Pariſmus 3; that his minde was 


inwardly ſtirred with a great deſire to knowe his name and birth. 
After dinner was ended, Pariſmus with Pollipus and Tellamor, 
grew into conference about Violetta: determining the next moz⸗ 

ning eyther to go to the place where ſhe was, oꝛ to fetch her thither. 
Venola ſhee continued in conference with the olde Lady Madera, 
entring into many excceding commendations of the valour of thoſe 
thꝛe knights, Parilmu:, Pollipus, and the knight of Fame.

neuer ſo doubtfull, to purchaſe her god liking, Well, J will pacifis 


mp ſelfe with conſtrained countenante, and patiently indure the hars 


deſt extrenutic, Jn thele and ſuch like complaints he ſpent ſome time, 

and afterwards came and accompanied Pariſmus and the reſt, who 

ſpent that night in quict, reſoluing vpon other matters the next moz- 

ning. | CHAP.

ded his heire, by which meanes afterwards, hee might haue come to 
the highell type of dignitie, and to the high honour to bee king and 
Queen of ſo mightie a nation: wondꝛed what might moue him to res 
fuſe thoſe offers: ſomt times thinking it pꝛoteeded from want of wile- 
dome: then againe he ſuppoſcd, a knight induced with ſuch bounttfull 
and rare gifts of pzoweſle, could not chuſe but likewiſe enioy luffict- 
ent wiſedome, to conſider the valiew ofſuch gifts -Andentring into a 
further cofideratio therof he bega to contecture that he was ſpꝛung of 
ſome great parentage, which might be the cauſe therof,and foz that he 


was vnknown, he thoght that to be the very truth. Thẽ again he tald 


to remembꝛance what A maſenus had told him, about his comming 
into that tountrie, that he was by theſe thoghts grown into ſuch a de⸗ 
ſire to be ſatiſſied therin, that he ſent foz the knight of Fame, and in the 
pꝛelente ofthe Queen, Amalenus, Remulus, 4 Phy lena, tall the al- 
ſembly of gallant knights that came to the triumph, he ſaid as follow⸗ 
eth.

The Unight of Fame made this reply, Boſt high and mightie king, 
A will vnfold the truth of all, to ſatiſſie your demaund: J confcſle your 


Maieſtie did ſo much honour me, as my life ſhall be alwaies ready at 


your command, in requitallofthe ſame: and pour Pancely gifts are of 
ſuch eſtimation, as J confelſe my ſelfe far vnwoꝛthie to poſſelle them: 
but that they might haue beene beſtowed of the greateſt Potentate in 
the woꝛld, which J neither refuſed, no2 lightly eſteemed, but alwates 


regarded, as of pꝛecious and ineſtunable valicw : not dzawne thereto 


vy any want ol conſideration of their wozthinclle, but foz the honou⸗ 
rable reſpect J beare to lopaltie. Fo2 ſhould I haue pꝛeſumed to haue 
wed pour Pꝛincely daughter, J ſhould haue done her great iniury, and 
thereby parted the vnited hearts of true and lopall friends. Foꝛ plealeth 


pour Maieſtie, at the firſt J intended with a toyfull heart to haue clays 


med my intereſt in that werte Pꝛinceſſe loue: but J was commaunded 
the contrary by an vnwonted meane, (which if it ſo pleaſe you, J wil 
in p2uate vntolde) as alſo perceiuing the true friendſhip betwirt her 
and that noble knight Remulus, paſt with conſent of both their hearts: 
I ſhould haue eſteemed it eyther in my ſelle, oz in any other, an act of 
great diſhonour and unpietie, to part thoſc firmed bands of fricndſhip, 
which if J had deſolued, might haue turned their [werte intent, into 
diſcontented miſerie: neither could J ſo rudely pꝛeſume to challenge i 
tereſt in ſo werte a Ladies loue without deiert, which is not attay 
ned by armes, but by lopaltie:which was the cauſc that J veelded my in⸗ 
texeſt to him, that had taken poſſellion in her gentle heart, bekoꝛe my 
comming. And foꝛ my birth, J know not my Parents, but the trueth 
of all that is manifeſted to me, the noble Duke Amatenus hath made 
vou p2unc vnto. 5 
The king hearing his anſwcre, greatlp commended his honouras 
ble minde, ſaying: Thou woꝛthie knight, if there be any meanes left 
wherein I may pleaſure you, do unt aſke, and you ſhall auredly ob 
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of Pariſmus? | 
faine whatſoencr it bee, foz which kinde and kingly pzoffer -, the 
knight of Fame with all humilitie gaue him thankes. 

they were in this communication, there ſuddainly entred in do the 
pall foure knights in mourning attire, carrying on their ſhdul⸗ 
ders acoffin conered with blacke, by their countenances pꝛeten⸗ 
ding the dilcouerie ol ſome tragicall euent. The king ol Thrace ſos 
ing this ſadde ſpectacle, greatly maruelled oł whence they ſhould 
be, and what heame newes they bzought: and they beeing coma 
neare to the place where the king was ſetting downe their hearſe, 


ſpake as followeth, - + = 
MPoſt high and mightie king ol Thrace, wee are knights be⸗ 
longing to the king ol Libia, who kindly greeteth your Maieſtie by 
bs, requeſti q pou to take no offence at dur rude meſſage, the oc⸗ 
caſion whereofis this. It is not vnknowne that the king our Lo 
hath but one onely daughter, named Venola, who on a dap riding 
ſoꝛth on hunting, beeing by a tempeſt ſeuered from her traine (bes 
ing accompanied by many knights, amongſt whom was Tyrides, 
aknight of Thrace, vnto whole cuſtodie the king — 
and was vnawaresſurpziſed by the Gpant Brandamor , (that 
dwclicth in a Caſtle in the Foꝛreſt of Arde) and by hun by violence 
carryed away, whom the noble knight T yrides purſued, but the 
Gyant (to mightie a foe ſoꝛ him to cope withall) flew him, and (o 
tonueyed the Pꝛinceſle into his Caſtle: whoſe coꝛpes we haue (ac 
toꝛding to our kings commannd) bꝛought hither. by 
Amaſenus hearing this repoꝛt, ranne vnto the dead body ol his 
ſonne, bꝛeathing loꝛth ſuch lamentations, that it would haue made 
the very rockes to haue rent at his ſozrowes: whom the king com» 
foted by all pollible meanes he could, but greefe fo2 his ſonnes vn 
tuncly death, onerwhclmed and oppꝛeſt his heart with ſuch paſſts 
ons of deſperate care, thathefellinto an extreame ſickneſſe which 
(his olde age not being able to outweare) within fewe dates ended

Amaſcnus death ( who was generally beleued) turned 
into ſozrow, and their toy into ſad p2epataraticn foꝛ monnfullfu- 
nerals, foꝛ the two dead knights, which was afterwardes perfoz- 
med in moſt ſtately manner.

The ſecond part 
Tyrides death on the Gpant: beſides his minde was affected with 
ſuch a deſire to ſee the Lady Venola, that giuing no reſpite to de- 
lap, he pꝛeſentlp after the rights of A rmaſenus funeralles was pers 

fozm2d, made his intent knowne to the king, and with all reue⸗ 
rence toke his leaue of him, Likewiſe diners Knights that came to 
the triumph, and ſtil remained in the kings Court, being growng 
into great fanuliaritie with the night of Fame, and deſirous to 
make triall of their valour again the Opant, departed likewiſe to⸗ 
ward Libia, with the kznghts that bꝛought the dead body of Ty- 
rides, amonglt whom was the king of Aragon, named Archila« 
cus, Guido of Thrace, Trudamor of Candice, Drio of Cicill, and 

Triſtramus, one of the thzee bꝛethꝛen, and within fewe dates arri⸗ 

uedin Libia, where the bing hearing ol their intent and cauſe of 

their comming, entertained them moſt ropally. 

The Unight ot Fame remained in the Court ofthe Bing of 

Libia ſome two dates, where his entertainment was moſt cours 

tcous and honourable, which might haue dzawne a reſolute deter⸗ 

mination to haue taken delight therein, but hee thought all time, 
though ent ertained with all varitie of pleaſure, tedious: all delicate 
klare and coltly banquetting, ſuperſluous: and all company wearis 
ſome: hauing his cogitations oppꝛeſt with care, his minde filled 
meditating on his Ladies ſwerte beautis, and his heart thirſting 
fo; reuenge ot I yrides death, reſpect no pleaſure, no2 affecting 
no delight, but to finde ſome knowledge of his vnkind Diſtrelle, 
wherewith to comfozthis heart, ſceing the King of Libia buſie in 
making pꝛeparation to beſicge Brandamor, and thirſting fo2 hos 
nour, ſecretly departed towards the Foꝛreſt of Arde,where he ar⸗ 
riued moſt foztunately to pꝛeſerue his Pꝛncely fathers life,(fhogh 
to hun vnknown) as is declared in the fozmer Chapter.

and with Sem the zmigbt of Fame to guard Venola, Pollipus um 
Tellamor, ſhould depart towards Panuamus Caſtle, who taking 
kind farewels of Pariſmus,  theKnightof Fame, betoke thems 
ſeluis to their iourney towards the place that harbozed their chie⸗ 
keſt delights, Pollipus being dzawne with an exceeding deſire to ſes 
his conſtantL ady Violetta, from whence he had brene long time 


ſenered,and to recreate his ſences, ouerduld with cate, in the wert 


folace of her pleaſant company:the remembꝛante of which delight, 
filled his heart with exceeding affectionate content; Tellamor likes 
wiſe had taken ſuch a ſurfet with beholding Clatinas Werte beau 
tie, that nophiſicke but her beautie could cure the lame: neyther 
could a thouſand perils detaine him from thence: which hopefull 
tonceit fed his heart with inward delight, that in theſe moditati⸗ 
ons , entermingled with diuers pleaſant communications, then 
ſpent the time vntill they were near the Caſtle, where within ſhozt 
time they arriued: and diſmenntiag themſelues, came to thePozs 
ter, who knowing Tellamor, admitted their entrance, being cons 
ducted in by ſome of the ſrruants into the hall, and aſking foz the 
Lady Clarina, the wayting maide tolde them that ſhe was in tha 
Garden, accompanied by Violetta, offermg to conduct them to 
the place. Nay (quoth Tellamor) faire damzels, I pꝛap let vs go 
alone: with that Pollipus and he entred into the Garden, ard elpt, 
ed where they were ſeated vpon a greene bancke in communicati⸗ 
on, 4 pacing ſoftly towards the place, the ſheited theinſelues (ro 
their light, by a roſebuth that was cloſe by them, + heard their con⸗ 
ferences which was this, Violetta leaning ſadly vpon her elbow, 
her countenance bearing ſhew that a multitude ofcares poſſeſt her 
heart, and Clarina was ſeated a litle diſtance off, tearing and diſ⸗ 
membꝛing the ſweet flowers that ſhehad caretcflely croptfrb thee 
ſtaltes, Violetta anſwering to ſom ſpcech that Clarina had beloze 


vttered, ſaid. Vea, my miſfoztunes haue bin tocxtream, xluch as A 


thinke no creature euer bid the like, but my moſt bnhappy (cife; 
which now being ouerpaſt, would ſon be baniſht fcom my reme⸗ 
bꝛante, might J once enioie the light ol my dear knight Polhpus: 
which hope hath been the only pꝛeleruer ol my life.Dh (quoth Cla- 
tiana) happy, and ten times moze then happy in my fancie are Las 
dies that are wedded to ſuch conſtat knights: but J feare me, there 
are to many ofthe contrary part: but J wiſh wy bo! her and 


pole two other courtecus knights, ſuch god ſuccefle, as to (eb 
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him at libertie, that J might but behold him, Whom you fo highly 
commend, 

Pea (quoth Violetta) that would be a happie day to me, but A - 
greatly miſdoubt, that will not ſuddainly come to palle, and J haue 
been ſo often croſt in my deſire, that my doubtfull heart will not ſuf, 
fer me to entertaine the leaſt conceit of ſuch felicitie: which ſaid the 

teares with aboundance fell from her eyes: which cauſed Clarin 
to do the like, and wept foz company, Pollipus hearing Violetta 

ſpeeches, and (ering her teares, could no — withholde hirtiſelfe, 
but intreated Tellamor to diſcoucr himſelfe, '« comming towards 
them, both of them eſpying them, at the firſt maruelled what they 
ſhould be, but Violetta knowing Tellamor, thought the other had 
bene Barzillus, Tellamor tomming to Clarina, ara&ted her ruds 
die lippes with aſweete kiſſe, ſaying.

Violetta well noting the other knights ſhield, had a mightie 
pcrſwaſion, that by his dcuiſe he ſhould be Pollipus, withall,mars 
king his pꝛopoꝛtion, het heart ſomctunes fainted, and ſometimes 
reuiued, and her colour went and came wonderfully: ſometimes a 
pale colour appeared, which fkraight was ouerſp2edde with a roll⸗ 
ate bluſh, and ſuch perplexities, one while of ioy, and againe ano 
ther while of ſoꝛrow ouerwhelmed her hrart, that the ſalt teares o⸗ 
uertlowed her eyes, and ſhe turned backe to wipe them off, thin 
king lo haue concealed the ſame, In which time, Pollipus had vn⸗ 
buckled his helme, and diſcouered himſelfe, Violetta hauing wi⸗ 
ped off the deawe of her ſalt teares, lifting vp her head eſpied him, 
which ſuddaine iop filled vp her ſences, that ſhe fell into his armes, 
not beeing able to vtter a woꝛd, whileſt he louingly cmbzaced her, 
reuiuing her ſences with many ſweet kiſles: which done, he ſaide:

My deare night (quoth Violetta) my trauels are now conner- 
ted to caſctull reſt, and the concluſion of my miſeries lo ſwerte; as 
all the woꝛlds iopes cannot be compared therewith, Since J haue 
my Loue folded within the cirtrite of mp embꝛace, ſince J enioy 
pour company, which J haue long time wanted: ſince after my 
Nacles, J am polſeſt with ſuch delightful lelicitie, whole pleaſurs 
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may be compared to mine? what delight may equall my rontents 


My care is baniſht to comfozt: woe with weale is controlde: paine 
conquered by pleaſure; toy vnited with toy: and pleaſure with de- 


light,poſſeſſe my heart. 


Which wozds being ended, ſhe& entertained himwith ſuch a 
(wete labozinth ofkinde welcomes, that it would haue rauiſht a 


diſconted heart, with ſurfeting content to behold the ſame: which 


ended, Polhpus with great kindneſſe ſaluted Clarina, and having 
not yet latilfied his fancie with ioy of Violettas welcome,ſight,and 
werte pzelence, he ledde her a ſide by the hand, delightng in each 
others company with merplicable content. pF 

Which ſoꝛted to Tellamors deſire, whoſe heart was inflamed 
with loues burning fire, that comming to Clarina with a ſubmiſſe 
geſture , tone her by the pꝛecious hande, ſaying; Moſt vertu⸗ 
dus Lady, how happy are thoſe that eniop ſuch tontent as theſe 
two louers embꝛace, which maketh me eſlerme my ſelfe vnloꝛtu⸗ 
nate, that haue not pet taſted thoſe delights, but haue beene toꝛmen⸗ 
ted with loues reſtleſſe deſire, neither could J cuer ſettle my fancie 


to entertaine that diuine deitie, vntill J beheld pour beautie, which 


hath tyed my heart in the ſtrickt bands ol loues obſeruante, which 
hath ſetzed my heart with vnwonted paſſions, pꝛocured by the in⸗ 


tire affections of my earneſt denotion to pour perfections, that J 


humbly ſue to your courteſie fo2 pittie to my cares, beſeeching you 
to conceiue aright of my meaning, & to moderate my greefes with 
the werte ſalue of your clemencie. J pꝛeſume thus boldly to coms 
mit my paſſions to your remembꝛance, pꝛocured by my reſtlefle de⸗ 


lire, to be acceptable in your ſight. J cannot boaſt oflopaltie, be⸗ 


cauſe hitherto you haue had no triall of my trueth, noꝛ any cauſe to 
tommend my deſert, becauſe the want of meanes to be unployed, 
hath kept me from perloꝛming any ſuch duties: but J pꝛoteſt and 
pꝛomiſe as much as any true heart dare affirme, oꝛ the tonſtanteſt 
friend may perfo2me : thereſoze J beſtech vou werte iſtrelle, 
graunt your ſeruant ſome fauour, wherewith to comfozt his pw2e

Clarina hearinghis ſpeeches, hauing befoze growne into ſome 
god liking of them, and hauing ſome ſparkes ofinfant loue kindled 
in her bzeaft, and being ſanewhat willing _— tolones mm

what further tauour do you require, then that which J haue alrea- 


die grauntedafoʒ ſuch palſions as you (peak ot, J know not what 


they art: and withall, I thinke ſuch ſuddaine lou cannot pzoceee 
from ap wu toundation: neither would J wiſh you to make any 
ſuch pzotrftations 02 pzomiſes of dutie to me, that am neither waz 
thic thereof,” noꝛ expect any ſuch, beeing the oꝛdinarie lperches of 
light loucrs; with which J pꝛay trouble not m quiet ſences, fo2 it 
cannot pleaſure vou, to diſturbe ny togitations with ſoues vani⸗ 
ties, when vou pour ſelfe are fartheſt off from the leaſt reſpect of 


lopaltie: thereloꝛe as haue vouchſafed you the fauo2 which with 


modeſtie J can affo2d, I pꝛay reſt contented therewith. 
J but deare Miſtrelle ( quoth he) loue, which pou terme vani⸗ 
tie, is ofſuch power, that it bzingeth the fre mindes ſubtect to her 
obedience, who hath taken ſuch full poſſcfſion in my heart, that 
no miſerie 02 tozment canremoue the ſame : then J veſcech You, 
impute not me to be one of them that cntertame lone of cuſteme, 
but let your clemencie conteiue a better opinion of my ſute, which 
is grounded vpon the firmelt foundation of perfect lopaltie: and 
though J confeſſe the fauour which pou haue alreadie graunted 
me, is moꝛe greater then J haue deſerued, 02 euer ſhall bee able to 
requite, pet extend pour courteſie ſo farro, as to conſider of my al⸗ 
fection, that it may mone pour gentle heart to peeld me lene; fo 
otherwile J aſſure you,mp life without that will be but greeuous: 
and my ſozrowes ſo exceeding, that in the end, you will repen! the 
crueltie you vſed: but J trult your vertues will not contains ſuch 
rigoꝛ, but acco2ding to the tourteous pietie that aboundeth in your 
gentle heart, vou will yeelde my humble requeſt, which ſhall both

Clarina thus anſwered him againe. Well ſeruant, your requeſſs

Tellamor hearing the ſwete contents of thoſe Nector bꝛeathing 
woꝛds, ended the reſt of his ſpeeches vpon her lippes, which Pol- 
bpus and Violctta had no tune to Ann beeung themſelues enery 
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way delighted with as \weete content: and afterwatds conimitig 
all togither, they went into the Caſtle (delightmg each in others 
ſwerte company, eſpcially Clarma began to conceiue ſuch god if 


king ol her ſernant Tellamor, that ſhe toke no other felicitie, but 


onely in his ſight) where Pollipus declared to Clarina their happy 
victo21e,and how that it was Maderas wilt the ſhould depart with 
them to Brandamors Caſlle, which ſhe willingly yeelded vnto, the 
rather thereby to enioy T c)lamors company: and io the might aps 
pꝛoaching, Pollipus and his ſweet Violetta betokethemſclnes to 
their reſt, and Tellamor and Clarina to their ſeuerall lodgings, 
whoſe hearts wiſht themſelues the like happy content, they knew 
the other two ſhuld emoy, if their honoz would haue permitted the, 
Carly the next mozmng they departed towards the 'Fozreſt of 
Ard-, being accompanied by twentie ſeruants belonging to Cla- 
rina, paſſing away the time in many delightful ſpeeches. Two of 
Clarinas ſeruants by occaſion ſtaid behind the reſt of their compas 
ny, and as they were newly entred the Forzeſt, they cſpyed the 
Gyant Brandamor croſſing the way, which dꝛaue them into ſuch 
feare, that like men bellraught ol their wittes, they fled from him, 
Brandamor ſeeing that, purſued them, vntill he oucrtoke one of 
them, and llew him, the other making the moꝛe haſt, ouertoke his 
company, being ſo affrighted, that fo2 a god ſpace he tould not vt⸗ 
tex his mind: which dꝛauc them all into an admiration: afterwards 
breathing, he laid that the Gyant Brandamor was aliue, and had 
flame one of his fellowes, Pollipus hearing his ſpeeches, wondzed 
whence they ſhould pzocede;foz that he and all the reſt thought the 
Gyant had been dꝛowned wherein they were deceiued, fo2 he has 
uug recciued the fall by the knight of Fame, with much ado ſcrams 
led out of the water, which was not deepe ynongh to dzench his 
huge body) but giuing ſome credit to the fellowes ſpeeches, Polli- 
pus and flue oz ſixe of th t ſeruant went backe with him, and pꝛe⸗ 


ently eſpied Brand, bearing in his had a ſtrong vong plant, wich 
he had plukt vp by the rot, ſoꝛ his weapon: who ſceing Pollipus & 


his company, knowing him, would haue fled: but Pollipus oucrs 
taking him, beſet him with ſuch ſtrickt beſie ge, that notwithitan- 
ding he laid about him with his mightie ſtaffe, he ſon bꝛoght hun 
to his ſubiccttb,cauſing his arms to be faſt baũd with cozds, And in 
that ſozt they dꝛaue him befg2e the,vntill they arriued at his callle, 
whither they were kindly welcommed byPariſmus, wha reioited ta 
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The dend! part 


And ſeeing Brandamor, they all both maruelled how hee had eſca⸗ 
ped drath, and were glad they had him againe, to bee reuenged in 
moꝛe ſeuere manner, fo2 the outrages he had done them. 

The knight of Fame noting the exceeding top ol Pariſmus and 
Pollipus foz Violettas ſafetie, and of Panuamus with his mother 
and ſiſter Clatina. And noting Tellamors merrie tountenance pꝛo⸗ 
cured by a great hope to attaine Clarinas loue) was dꝛawne to a 
{ad remembzance of his owne nuſfoztunes, that was intopned to a 
faſke to findhis Parents, and the Lady to whoſe ſcrince hee was 
dedicated, vnto whoſe beautie he was become ſo thꝛalled, that his 
heart could harbour no conceit of iop, but onelyin meditating of 
her perfedions, which by abſence bꝛedde thouſands of cares in his 
head. And withall, he noted the Pꝛinceſſe Venolas penſineneſſe, 
whoſe affections he thought ſhuld belt agree with his ſadnelle, that 
he accompanied her in manp communications. 

Moꝛd was bꝛought them that the Caſtle was round begirt with 
ſouldiers, which the knight ol Fame hearing, deſired that he might 
go out to parlep with them, to know whether they were frends oz 
tocs, which they all gaue conſent vnto, who arming himſelfe, went 
loꝛth gallantly mounted, and found that it was the king of Libia, 
who befo2c hauing ſome knowledge of the knight of Fame, knew 
him againe by his armour, maruclling to ſeœ him (contrary to his 
expectation) to iſſue out ofhis Caſtle, 

Lhe knight of Fame comming towards him,Caid. Moſt mtghtte

The king hearing his ſperches, moſt louinglp embꝛaced him, 
ſaying. Noble Unight, the repozt J haue heard ol your knightly 
p20welle, are verified in this noble attempt, that haue ſubducd that 
hatefull contemner of honoꝛ, which none but your ſelfe could haue 
ſo valtantly perfozmed. 

Noble king quoth hee) there is within the Caſtle the moſt 
famous Pꝛince of Bohemia, whoſe valoꝛ befoze my appꝛoath had 
ſo much weakned the Tyꝛants power, that my taſke was eaſie to 
ſubdue him, The Ring hearing that, wondꝛed what occaſion had 


d2awne Pari/mus into thoſe parts, of whom he yad knowledge in 
Theſlalie.

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| 90 knight ol N and Violetta, likewiſe departed ; Panuamus 
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of Pariſmus. 


Che king of Libia accompamed by Archillachus, with diucrs of 
his knights was conducted by the knight of Fame into the caſtle, 
to the exceeding top of V enola, who with humble reucrence fell 
p;oltrate at his fete: he comnring to Pariſmus, ſaluted hun with 
great courteſie, who likewiſe returned him the ſalutation, and to 
the young Archilachus, and after that euery one in moſt kind and 


courteous manner ſaluted each other, ſpending the reſt of the vay 
in luch content as the place peelded.

Tellamor ſcing all things fall out contrary to his liking, tould

was Darin and the kn'ghtof Fam. | applan:dcd ther viccones 
with great pꝛuſes, and deuiled all the wmeancs thiy ceuld to ins 
creaſe thar honourable entertainment. Likewiſe the Nueene vled 
many courteſies towards them, mrcquitall ot their kindnelle: 
where were feaſtings, banquettings,malkcs, and triumphe, pers 
foꝛmed by the knights there allem led, with exceeding pompe and 
pleaſure : the chtefcit honour whereoi, redowuded to the knight of 
Fame, whereby his fame is ſpꝛedde into molt places of the wozld, 
V enola noting his exceeding valour and beautie, and withall,how 
much his ſplendant fame was extolde in cuery mans mouth, in 
recompence ofthe trauels he had indured to ſet her at libertie, vs 
ſed ſuch ertrao:dinarir kindn le towards him, as hee might well 
haue pertein: d to pꝛoteedt from au vnuſuail ktiing: and beholding 
the nifts or nature that abounded in hun, ihee beganne to bee ww 
tangled in loues bands, offering exceeving kundnelle to demon⸗ 
ſtrate her affections to hun, to the intent hee ſhould percciue the

teaue of the R. and Q. hauing in his company Pollipus 4 Violetra, 
with ſome 40. lanights of L1bia, he departcd towards Bohemia, 
Tellamorall this while remained in the foꝛeſt of Arde, in compas 
ny ofhis deare M. Clarina, ſo cunmngly handling his buſinclle, 
that none could perceiue but that he was very lick indeed in which 
ume Clarma,was his Phiſitian, carefully tending him, 4 vſing a 
molt cxtraozdmary diligence, whoſe copany was moꝛe pleaſant to 
him then any thing elſe: that therwith, x other [wert ſauoꝛs he res 
ceiued frd her kindneſle, he fo2got his ſicknes, p;oſecyted his loue;

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frenquenting each others company, in that kind ſozt taſting their 
ſtolne pleaſure with great delight,vntil the newes of Pariſmus re, 
turne came to their knowledge, and T cllamor bound thereto by 
vath, maſt needes depart) which ſtroke an extreame ſadneſſe tg 
roth their hearts. But eſpecially Clarina toke the ſame ſo heanb 
ly, that no perſwaſion could adde comfozt to her heart, The re 
memb2ance of whoſe doparture, ouercame her with ſuch paſſions 
ok greef, that being in her chamber alone,ſhe vttered many mourn⸗ 
full plaints, and withall, ſuch aboundance of teares, that a heart 
of the hardeſt Adamant, would haue reſolued at her lamentations: 
to eaſe which greefe, che deuiſed how to eniop his company, if it 
were poſſible, to the laſt houre of his departure, and by the coun- 
ſell ol one ol her damzels named Anci la, ſhe wꝛoght ſuch means 
that ſhe cmioped his company that night. 

Tellamor being a knight ot honourable conditions, labozed 
all that he could to leaue her contented, and perfoꝛme his faithfull 
pꝛomiſe to Pariſmus : then befoze his departure, taking his leave 
of Madera and Panuamus, who ſo well liked his company , thay 
they were vnwilling to leaue the ſame, Alter which hee went to 
bedde, thinking to take his farewell of Clarina betimes in the mo 
ning, when none but them ſelues ſhould be pꝛiuie thereto: but ſhe 
pwꝛe Lady beeing faſt fettered in the ſnares of loue, hauing contri⸗ 
ued tuerp thing foꝛ her ſecuritie: when he was in his dead lcepe, 
appꝛoched to his bed ſide, with a cleare burning taper in her hand, 
where ſhe ſtod a great while, being vnwilling to interrupt his 
quiet llcepe, reuoluing many thoughts in her troubled head.

length hauing remued his ſences by rubbing his epes, he toke her 
by the hand, and wanne her conſent tocome into the bed , where 
he entertained her with many ſwete emb2acings and pleaſant 
conference: who toke no (mall delight in his company, after much 
time which they thought tw ſho2t) ſpent in kindneſſe. Clarina de⸗ 
maund ed when he would returne, fo: (quoth Chee) my life is no⸗ 
thing without your pzeſence: neither ſhall J attaine the leaſt quiet 
in your abſence ; therefoze J beſeech you, haue regard of my ho⸗

which J haue yalded into your handes, and When you are amongſt 
pour friendes in Bohemia, be not vumntindfull-ofpaze Clarinasfoue,

them, entring into many cogitations what ſhould be the cauſe of hig 
lleepineſſe, which hee perceiued was the potion which hee had taſted, 
that he was ercedingly mraged with himſelf, that he therel v was di 
appoynted of Pariſmus company, whom hee cſtcemed aboue all the 
knights that euer he had met withall, and making a vertue ofneceſſ 
tie, blaming himlelfe loꝛ his fleepineſſe, he went downe into the comy 
pany of other knights, making the belt excuſe he could thereof.

lui that place, and allo of obtaining Ange licas loue. Then againe con⸗ 
ſidering how ſtraunge it was, that hee ſhould ſtay in the very place 
where his Lady ſhould ſee hun: and how luckily hee had left the Court 
ofthe Uing ol Libia, and thereby he was rid from Venolas raſh lone, 
which might both haue indaungered his honour and perſon: that wich 
the remembzance of all theſe happy concurrences, his minde was ex⸗ 
tedingly contented, x he ſeemed to haue attained moze happy ſucceſſe 
then he would haue wiſht: that in that ſun-path ol [werte delight, acs 
tompanied with quiet llerpe, he ſpent that night. Angelica was likes 
wiſe no whit inferiour to him in contrarietie of paſſions, but hauing 
lk ewile ſpent the day in company of her mother, when the tune ol ret 
dz:wiugh, the ſone gat from out of all company which (hee thought 
troubleſome, being much diſquicted in her thoughts, feeling a kinde al⸗ 
teration to her fozmer libertie of mind, being deſirous to be alone, ſhes 
gat to her chamber: where was none but her damzell Anna, that was 
her bed. lellow, to whom che ſaid, J pzay ther god Anna leaue me as. 
lone foz a while, foꝛ my thoughts are poſſeſt with ſuch diſquiet, that Y 
deſire by lolitarineſle to caſe my paſſionate heart, 

Anna hearing her ſpeeches, maruclling what might be the cauſe 
thereof, and being in allreſpects dutifull, departed, She was no ſoner 
gone, but Angelica fitting downe vpon the ruſhes, leaning her head 
vpon the beddes ſide, beganne to ſtudie whence the occaſion of that 
ſuddaine alfcration ſhe felt in her ſelfe ſhould pzoccede : ſometimes dec- | 
ming this, and then that, but ſtill ſhe could not certainly know what to 
indge thereof: that her minde was dꝛawne t: an extreame tozment, 
which ſo oppꝛeſt her lences, that pꝛeſently ſhe called Anna again: who 
maruelling at her range behauidur, x grœuing at her ladneſſe, xner⸗ 
ling downe by her, vtttered theſe ſpeeches, My deare Piſtrelle, J be⸗ 
ſxch you conceals not from me the octation ot pour diſquict, to whole 
ſecretie you neede not feare to commit the ſane; foz J hope you are ſul⸗ 
ficicntly perdwaded of my trueth,that do eſterme my dutie to you moze 
dearer then my ſelfe, which J would moſt willingly ſpend foz your 
lake: oʒ it you will vouchſafe to imploy me any way, oꝛ in in what ſozt 
ſo euer ſoit pleaſe you to commannd, J will be meft willing to vie mx 
vitermoſt indcuours, as faithfully as euer did leruant, to purchaſe 
Your content. Ay me wietched creature quoth Angelica) it is not

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nuillcuſt of thy ſecrecic, no2 doubt ol thy ayde,noz ought elſe fhat 7 
mildoubt in thee, that maketh me withholde any part ol my counſel 

- from thee: fo2 if { would ſhewe it the, J cannot, fo2 this paſſion is ſo 
uewlp begunne, that J cannot rightly coniccture what the cauſe there, 
of ſhould be, oꝛ why my thoughts ſhould be thus ſuddainly diſquicted: 
and ſuch a(ſursd tonfideuce do J retaine in thy fidclitie, that would 
conceale no part ofmy thoughts from ther. 

Anna hearing her Miſtreſſe ſpeeches, beganne pꝛeſently to ſuſpect 
that ſhe had entertained ſome god conceit ol ſome ofthe knghts that 
were arriucd that day, whom ſhe thought to be the young Pzince Ca- 
millu;: which cauſed her make this anſwere. Deare Miſtreſſe quoth 
ſhe) J beleene the appꝛoach of ſome of the gallant knights that came 
with the king, is the cauſe of your alteration. Why,(quoth Angelica) 
doeſt thou thinke their appꝛoach ſhould diſquiet me 2 Marry "quot 
Anna) bccauſe many Ladies haue ban ſuddainly ouertaken with 
bue: wherewith Ange ica bluſht, ſaping.

Tel (quoth Angelica) ſuppoſe thou haſte iumpt vpon the right, which 
of thoſe knights docſt thou ſuppoſe it ss: Mil you pardon me ſaid An- 
na) if & giue my opinion: I will (ſaid ſhe.) A thinke (quoth Anna) it is 
the bꝛaue Pꝛince Can illus. Camillus (quoth ſhe) it is rather the ſtran- 
ger. Indeed ( quoth Anna) that ſtrange knight farre ſurn:cunteth all 
the kntghts that euer J beheld, fo: comelineſſe, courteſie, and pzowelle, 
J am allured ſaid Angelica (bzeathing fw2th a ſadde ſigh) thou ſpea⸗ 
keſt this rather to flattcr me, then accozding to that thou thinkeft; foz 
otherwiſe why didſt thou ſpcake of Camillus? Faith Miltreſſe quoth 
ſhe) Jnamed Camillus, not foz any thing J ſ& in him comparable 
with the trange knight, but ko that J would thercby knowe your 
minde: which now that J underſtand, if you would follow my coun- 
ſell, vou ſhould not onelp like him, but alſo lone hun: foz there is no 
doubt, but the cauſe of his comming hither, was encly fo2 your ſake: 
who in my raſh opinion, will pꝛoue both conſtant and lopall: fo2 his 
very countenance bew2ayeth the vnited eſſence of true Hobilitie and 
vertue to be placed in bim. 
D Anna (quoth ſhe) thon woundeſt me to the heart: befoze I 
had but a ſuſpition of loue, but by thy ſperches J begin to be inthꝛalle d 
therein. 
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therein. Do not J pꝛap the ſerke to augment that, which is impoſſible 


to tome to perfection: which ik J ſhould entertaine (as J ſhall J fears 


me againſt my will thou knoweſt how many impolſibilities do thzeas 


ten my enerlaſtingtozment thereby: thereloze J pꝛay thee do not 


once name him to mee againe, foz if thou docft, J ſhall bee moꝛe 

inth2alled to that very name, then to all the humble ſutes of the 

moſt nobleſt knights in the wozld, 

Didſt thou not heare my bꝛother "FARE" repozt , how pꝛodi⸗ 
gally hee gaue away the kings daughter of Thrace? and what paines 

he twke to redeeme Venola , that beautifull Ladp, from Andra- 

marts Caſtle: 

J know thou didſt:but likewiſe I know thou didſt not heare what 
he laid to me to refell theſe doubtes, that he was long ſince inioyned to

Carlp the next mozmng the knight of Fame was bppe, to whong di 
Marcellus was fone gotten, who toke no other delight, but onely in h, 
his coinpany, vling him ſo kindly and ſo honourablp, that the knight hi 
of Fame maruclled thereat, wondung whence fuch kindnefle ſhoula by 
grow: that he likewiſe beganne greatly to affea his company, and be- th 
ing both come into the kings pꝛelence, who was accompanied by Ca. fi 
nullus, they ſpent the fozenwne in ſenerall diſcourſes:likewiſe Ange- co 
lica ſpent her time amouglt the Ladies ot great account, in ſuch ſozt as ul 
agreed in their fancie. fa 
Dinner time being come, amoſt coſtly and ſumptudus feaſt wag to 
pꝛepared: wherevnto Maximus inuited all his Nobles,and Camillu; lu 
and the night of Fame amongſt the reſt as his chiefeſt, where they v 


were moſt honourably entertained, ſumptuoully feaſtcd, and kindly 1

Camillus ſ&ing that the Quene and Angelica wert wanting, was fic

had withdzawn himelfe into a garden, and ſecking the ſolitarieſt place 
he could finde , began to recall the werte remembꝛance of Angelica: 
bewtis into dis minde „where vnto hee was moze firmelp inthzalled, 
then he was befoꝛe he had ſcene her, though euen then his loue was 
firme, hauing but (nc her in a Uiſton,, that he was now not onely 
contented with that fauour ſhe had already ſhcwen him , but alſo de- 
uiled and ſtudied how to become moze gracious in her fight , and at- 
taine ſome better hope or her loue, which as yct hee had not likelihob 
to attaine. Wihilcſt he was in the depth of theſe cogitations, Marcel- 
lus miſſing him, and ſeeing him befoze enter into the garden, neuer lelt 

vntill he had found him out, to whom he ſaid. Syꝛ Unight, Jam ſomes 
what bolde to interrupt your quiet meditations by my app2each, 
bering deſirous of pour company : therefoze if J map without intrus 
fion accompany pou, A will ſlay, otherwile J would be loth to baer de 
pour diſquiet. 

Hoſt noble Marcellus (quoth the Knight of Fame) 3 am not 
troubled with your pꝛelente, but thinke my lelle moſt happie to cnioy 
the (ame ,as farre vnWozthie ſuch kindnelle: being a ſtranger here, 
thinke my (clfe ſo highly honoured by your fauour, that {ſhall account 
my ſelſe ſoʒ euer bound vnto por! ſoꝛ the ſame: thinking my ſelke moze 
happie thereby then J could hane wiſht, being befoze lubiect to all cuill 
foztune, account my (clfe exceedingly foztunate Ly your kindnefſe and 
friendlhip, 

J would it were in my power (quoth Marcellus) to deferue ſo 
well of you : beetng moꝛe willinger then able fo pleaſure pou, ſoꝛ the 
repoꝛt of your honourable gifts, hath made me long ſince deſircus of 
our acquaintance , that if you plcaſe to lay with me in my fathers 
Court „ J will labour to ſhewe my god will towards yoti;andif you 
will actept of my plaine meaning, without further tryall , J will heres 
ter p2one pour faithful friend.

do in belt, as u my power conſiſteth. With that they einbꝛated each 


other: betwirt whom, ſuch god will — to growe, as was both conv 
ſtant and udilſoluable,

Ho Angelica was impriſone'!: and how Maximus rebuked his ſon, 
for ſuffering the ki. hr of Fame to ſpeake to eAngelica. 


Afcellus having a while walked with himinthe 
garden, deſired him to acton panp him into the 
Court to viſit the Ladies, who ( quoth he) arc this 
day feaſting by themſelues. The Umght of Fame 
{| glad thereof willingly gaue his conſent, being the 
oncly thing that contented his minde: and being 
come uo the pzcſence where the Nucene was, 

7 and hang done his reucrence,ſhee moſt kindly 
welcommed the night of Fame, telling Marcellus that his comming 
was to lie the young Ladies: whereat Marcellus ſmiling, departed wy 
to a gallery, where were a multitude of wert bewties, exerciſing them⸗ 


ſelues at ſcuerall paſtunes, ſome at Cheſſe, ſame at Cardes, and ſome 


in pleaſant communication, whom Marcellus kindly unbꝛaced: but 
the knight of Fame by reaſon he was a ſtraunger, was not ſo bolde, 
but hamag his mind? dedicated to lerue no other Saint but An- 
gelica, loked foz her, whom he clpicd at the further end of the Gallcry 
in a heauie dumpe leaning vpon her elbowe: who hearing Marcellus 
voyce , loked backe, and call her eye firſt on the knight of Fame, on 
whom ſhe kaſtaed a ſtedfaſt eye a god ſpace: but remembꝛing her ſelle, 
with an cxcerving bluſh, ſhe withdꝛew the ſane, becauſe ſhe ſawe his 
eye ſetled on her. 

Marcellus by this time came towards Angelica, and perteining 


her bluſhing countenance , cauſcd him to note how mclancholly I 


thce was alone, ſaying: how now ſiſter , what ſollitarie ftudis 
ws that which pat withdzawne you from onder pleaſant conv 
pany: 
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pure: My mmd(quoth ſhe) is better anten abet As 


lane, then in their company : but ſince pour pꝛeſente hath bꝛoken my 


meditation , I can be well content to fozſake the ſame to eniop your 
company,whch me thinkes is very rare. 

I thanke pou god ſiſter (quoth he) aſſuring vou, that J take it 
wondꝛous kindelp, that you thinke ſo well of me, which hereafter you 
(hall at pour commaund emoy:withall, I vefire you foz my ſake to bid 
this night welcome, whom A eſterme as dearely as mp ſelfſe: with 
that Angelica turned towards him, hee with humble reverence, kil⸗ 
ſed her hand, to whoin Angelica ſaid: Oy, by my bꝛothers command 
J bid you welcome: the Unight of Fame moſt humbly thankedher, 
being ſo exceedingly rauiſhed in his minds with i oy , that no ioy might 


be compared to that he endured, 


Angelica on the other fide was curry way affected with as wert 
tontent bythat oppoꝛtunitie to take a moꝛe pꝛeciſe view of his comelt» 
nelle, entertaining the lame with ſuch ſurffctting delight, that ſhee not 
onely augmented the heate of her fozmer affection, but alſo was now 
fettercd inthe indiſſolucable bands of lone, 

Marcellus and ſhe coatinued ſornc tune in conference fogither, in 
which tune Angelica caſt many a ſwerte loke towards the knight of 
Fame, which hee well perceiued, by reaſon his cye was neuer 

off her , which hee lkewile noting, rived not to ſycwe the like 
kindacfſe againe, but notwithſtanding, contrary to her purpoſe, her 
hearts inward affccaton,conſtrainecd her to behold him, uhich made her 
colour go and come exceedingly : oftentimes bꝛeaking eff her ſpeeches 
with ſuch palſionate ſtudies, 1 ſometunes bꝛeathing afitent ſigh which 
Marcellus noted, but pet ſcuid net to marke. In the meane time, in 
comes the Zucene, who calling Marcellus vnto her, entred into cön u⸗ 
nication with him, which when A ne elicabcheld, her heart began to 
thzob 4 pant with a kind of delight: y knight of Fame lit wiſc was toz⸗ 
mented with luch dincrſitie of paſſion, vi ing deſirous to fpeate to An- 
gelica yet not daring to attempt ſuch bol dnelle in pꝛelence ol Queen, 
hamiig befozc heard of Marnnus decree UNhiicft he was in this con i⸗ 
fatid, Anna ſæing her i. alone, e the knight (he fo deariy ſeued hard 
by her, came & vſed ſome ſpeeches vnto her on him, which he well no⸗ 
led, al lat the Queene departed again, and Marcellos inert to ſpo t as 
wong(t the reſt of the Ladieg.hamng befoze noted his fiſters palllons, 
which he was in (vine ſuſpicion, was by reaſon ol ad þames 
being there, R 2 Che 
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The Knight of Fame ſxing the Quene departed, and Marce!luy 
amonglt the Lavics, not rathly attempting ſuch boldneſle, but with a 
molt ſubmiſſe and comelie bchamour,v:cw towards Angelica (being 
ſurpꝛiſed with ſuch a feare to offend) and care what to ſay, that his hart 
(hvke therewith)and humblie killing her hand, with a trembling feare 

he ſtill held the ſame in his palm, and laid: My diuine Lady.patdon my 
pꝛeſumptiõ, that ouerboldly x contrary to my deſert, pꝛeſume to trouble 
pour ſacred eares with my ſpeeches: which if J did ſuppoſe would bee 
offenſiue, ⁊ would burie ſtill in the cloſet of my troubled heart, from 
whence they pꝛoceeded: but if J may be ſo gracious in pour ſight, as to 
gain the [wot oppoztunitie by pour faupurable licenſe, as to declare the 
depth of my dcuotion,+ how and in what ſoꝛt, 4 how long ſince J was 
eniopned to become pour veuoted ſeruant, ſhall reſt ſo much moꝛe in⸗ 
thꝛalled to pour vertues, as my poꝛe heart (hall fo2 cucr be vnable to 

peelde ſufficient thankes fo2: which J dare not pꝛeſume to do without 
pour fauourable conſent, which J deſire pou to grant. Angelica all this 
while io? as one tranſtoꝛmed into baſhfulneſſe,being polleſt with de⸗ 
light, yet vnwilling to make anyſhew therok, which cauſed an cxcerding 
bluſh beautifie her cheeks, which added ſome ſplendure to perfect bews 
tie it (clfe, which at all times appeared molt ltucly in her ſweets counte- 
nance:at laſt withdzawmg hor hand, which now began to \weate with 
his ſtriclit cembzace,winch he was vnwilling to let goe, yet fearefull to 
hold without her cõſent, to whom ſhe made this anſwer: Sir, where no 
harme is ment, there needeth no ſuch intreatance foꝛ pardon, foꝛ the at⸗ 
tuall offence I ſe none, but it any be intended, it rs moze then J know, 
and therefoze without my power to ſoꝛgiue: neither doth pour ſpeech 


neither plcale noꝛ offend me, but if ſpoken with god meaning, J cannot 


blame, no: will denp to heure an other tume:withall, wiſhing you not to 
thinke me tracable to cuery perſwaſion, but haue peelded pou that fa- 
nour,nctrer pet any had at my hands: which peraduenture imboldneth 
pou to uſe pour accuſtomed maner offlatterics,wherunto moſt me are 
addicted, wherein you ſhall do greatly amiſſe: foz though J condiſcend 
to heare you, pet do not thinke my minde eafily dzawne to beleeue eue⸗ 
ry pꝛateſtation. Moſt vertuous Lady (quoth he) neither do my woꝛds 


pꝛoced irs cuſtomce, but my ſpeeches pꝛocerd from the depth of my true 
and humble heart, that hath vowed neuer to art from the coniſtant ve 


ritie, which hath long murted many bittet toꝛmonts, pꝛoteeded by deũrt 


to ſind pour vcrtuous le(e; which hath bin the cauſe of my long — 
en 


. 
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Then Jmolt humbly beſcech von, eſterme ol me as one that can bꝛeath 
no longer then he is in your fanour, Fo2 ſoner ſhall all things be diſſol⸗ 


ned, then J faile in dutie to pour ſcruice, and conſtancie to continue des 
noted to your commaund: which if J map bee in any hope to attaine, 
though it be with the cxtreame hazard that cuer knight indured, hal 
account my lcife the molt happicſt man liuing. Thercfoze J beſecch 
you, let no ſulpeded conceit of m truth, withdzawe your vertues from 
pittying mee: fo2 without the fruition of pour ſwerte fauour, it is im⸗ 
poſſible fo2 me to liue. Beſceching your excellencie like wiſe, not to ſup⸗ 
poſe my woꝛds to p2oceede from fained affection, but from a heart that 
hath vowed to be perpetually conſtant, and will neuer ſtart fro tr 
whatſocucr miſeries oꝛ croſſes may happen to trie my conſtancie. An- 


gelica hearing his ſpeeches, withall, noting with what motions and 


alterations his heart was oppꝛeſſed, by the oft chaunge cf his counte⸗ 
nance, and withall, being her ſclfe cucry wap as much inthzalled to 
loue as himſelfe, hoping that his heart, ik it harboured true lopaltie, 
would not deeme amiſſe of his courteſie,(fo2 the nobleſt minds are ſ@s 
neſt dꝛawne to pittie) gaue him this kinde reply, 

Dir knight, your earneſt ſpeeches hath ſo much pꝛeuailed with mee, 
that gladly J would ſhewe yon what kindneſſe re ſteth in me, but that 


J hill feare to bee deceiued: therefoꝛe if Heercaftcr J ſee you conſtant, 


make no doubt but J will bee ſo kinde as you can wiſh, and yeeld you 
what recompence J can, in requitall of pour god will: withall, wiſhing 
you to thinke that my heart hath yelded pou tat fauour,which vet ne⸗ 
uer any had from me. 

Angelica had not ended thoſe wo2ds, but in comes Maximus puf- 
fing with vr ration, to whom Collimus had declared, that the night 
of Fame was ſome diſguiſed counterfeit, that came to ſake Augelicas 
loue, whereon his life depended and comming to him, ſeeing him in 
talke with his daughter, ſaid, Knight (quoth hee) what maketh thee 
thus bolde, ſo farre to pꝛeſume aboue thy veſcrt, to infrude thy ſelle 
into mp daughters company, which thou knowelt is contrary to my 
decree. Then taking Angelica by the arme, her thzuſt her from him, 
tommaunding C ollimus | who was readie at hand) to commit her to 
ſafe tuſtodie: and vpon paine of death, not to ſuffer any, not ſo much 
as his lonne Marcellus to come to her ſpech:by whoſe meanes Colſi- 


ny, 
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mus had tolde um, the knight of Fame was bzought into her compas 
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Collimus hauing this charge, which was his owne ſeeking, immedl⸗ 
ately conueped Angelica from ther pꝛeſence, who notwithſtanding 
her fathers p2cſence and diſplraſure: turned backe and gaue the knight 


of Fame a kinde loke at her departure, which he well noted, and theres 
with conceiued moꝛe top, then he tok grote at Maximus vnkindneſſe. 


By this time Marcellus was come to his father, who call ſuch a du ⸗ 


plc aſant countenance vpon hun, as that hee well percemeb hee wag 
foineway incenſt againſt him: wherewith the King in a great rage des 
parted, not ſpeaking a woꝛd to him. After hee was gone, Marcellus 
comming to the knight of Fame whole heart was nipt with greef and 
noting his lad countenance, departed with hun down into the garden; 
Where being tome, Vl acellus ſaid as followeth. Deare friend (quoth 
he) koꝛ by other name J will neuer call pou, be not dilquueted with my 
fatiers diſpleaſure, Who giueth to much credite to vntrue rcpozts;and 
that cauſeth him both to be offended with any that lpeaketh to my ſis 
ter, and alſo ſulſpitious of all that come into his cwne company, wher⸗ 
by he diihonourcth his owne name, liueth a troubleſome life, and allo 
kerpeth her as it were in puſon, which J am ſire can bzeed no litle care 
in her bꝛeſt. whole hard hap J much pittie, and would anp way cale if 
it lay in my power. 

Holt honoucavle knight (quoth he) J am molt hartily ſozrie, that 
my oucrboida-(l: hath cauſcd your fathers diſpleaſure, that dinine La 
dies diſquiet, winch is moꝛe græuous vnto me then death: Which it 
was mp accurſed miſto2tune to pꝛocure, being d2awn to that pꝛeſump⸗ 
tion by attractiue beaulic: wiſhing that 4 had lomcway ended this my 
accurſed life, beſoꝛe my appꝛoach in this place, that therbp J might not 
haue beene ſo vafoztanate, as to be a meanes of her care, and your dils 
quiet: fo2 that J ſee the Ring is likewiſe diſplealed with vou. As fo2 that 
take no caxe (quoth Marcellus) noꝛ be (6 niuch greeued ic my liter, 
fo2 theſe troubles will be (wne calmed: which to cterct, let me alone. In 
the mean tune, (Whatſocucr inward thoughts you concetue). pet ſmo⸗ 
ther pour diſcontent, and ſhew your ſelke chcarcfull as hecretoioze you 
haue bin: fo2 I perceiue that ſome of enuic hath mceiiſed my father,the 
truth whereof J willſone find out. Ma-cel'u hauing ended thele {pics 
ches, left the Unight of Fame walking in the garden, and pelently 

without any ſhew oz ſigae of diſcontent, went into the pꝛeſence, whers 
'be found the Uung in company of Camillus, atcoꝛding to his wonted 
1 doing his reuerencc, quid _—_ his vluall place, The king 
maruelling 
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maruc ſling how he durft ſo boldly pꝛeſume into his pzefence, withont 
xc mme that either want ol dutie had p:ocured the ſame, 


62 !ſe he did not perteiue he was diſplcaſed with hun: to caſe hmileltc 
ofwhech doubt, he (aid as followeth. | 
Marcellus, J had thought your care would haue biene greater fo res 
ga:d my god, then any mans elle, confiocring ycu kne m the depth of 
my ſecrets: as concerning Ai gelica, on whoſe brautie my life doth 
depend, and not ſo negligently and diſobediently, not onelp to ſi ffer 
that ſtraunge night to p2offer lone to her, but alſo to bee a mcancs to 
bꝛing hum into her ſight, and helpe him to her ſperch,wherein you haue 
ſhewen pour ſelfe vndutifull, which maketh me ratherto ſuſpect you as 
one readie to ſecke my life, then carefull to pꝛeſer ue the ſame. My 
Loꝛd and father (replyed Marcellus) J truſt your Maio ſl ie do tontcius 
no ſuch thoght of me, which haue in no degree delerued the lame: much 
lefſe euer in thought diſagreed in the leaſt poynt ol dutie to pour decree? 
beſides my Loꝛd, J do aſſiiredlp beteene, pon are miſinfoꝛmed of the 
ſtraunge kmghts meaning, whole intent is both honourable, and from 
the leaſt thought of loue to my ſiſter; but there arc ſcme in credit with 
pour Higynelle, who diſquuet pou to much with their flatteries, and 
will rather reiopce to ſee all things fall out accoꝛding to their repozts, 
then be any way ſoꝛrie to ſee the ſame; whoſe ſperches and falſe infoꝛ⸗ 
mations, J truſt ſhall not alter your god opinion of my lopaltie: whoſe 
conſtant loue, dutie, and obedience, ſhall continue firme. when their 
freacherics (hall be rcuealed, and they found traitoꝛs: therefoꝛe Jbes 
lech pour Pighnelle, both alter pour cõceiued diſpleaſure againſt me, 
and the night of Fame, of whom ſo hononrable repo2t hath bin ſpꝛed 
in moſt places, foz it will be accountcd an act of great diſcourte ie, to 
bſe him vnkindly. | 

| Maximus hearing his ſonnes fpeeches, in accuſation of them he 
moſt fauoured, and in defence of the Bnight of Fame, againſt whom 
he was mightily incenſt, was turned into ſuch colloꝛ, that he gaue him 
this rebuke. Dar eſt thou both enuieullp accuſe my friends, and difs 
lopally plead foz my enemie, hencefw2th pꝛeſume no moꝛe into my 
light, without my licence, ſoꝛ J will rather eſterme thee as a pꝛiuie ene⸗ 
mie, then as my natur all ſonne. Which when he had ſaid, turning a 
ſide, Marcel u departed, maruclling who it thould bee that had in⸗ 
tenſed the King againſt him, being lo war diy greued in his min de, 
that he th n to leaue no means vnaſſated to carne ae truth therof,

The King hearing Flauias ſpeece s, was cxceedingly inraged with 
furie, ccmmaunding his nights to poſt cucry way, to learne where 
he made his abode. This newes being ſpꝛedde, at laſt came to a knight 
of Natolia, who by occaſion was then in the Libian Court, who pꝛe⸗ 
ſcntly came to the king, and tolde him that hee needed not to make ins 
quirie fo2 the Knight of Fame, fo2 that he was at the Golden Tower. 
Zheng hearing that newes, was exceedingly glad thercof, com⸗ 
maunding his knights to ſtay their tourney,wating a letter to Maxie 
mus, to this effect - | 5 


Oſt mightie Kine, I ſalute you: requeſting you to worke res 
uenge in my behalfe vpon a traitor, ho no remainerh with 
you, who hath d:ſhonoured my daughter: he is called the knight of 
Tame: aſſuming that name to colour his wicked practiſes, who no 


doubt will ſoone dewſe ſome miſchiefe againſt your perſon: let 


him not eſcape your hands, but rather ſend him to me, that I may 
revenge that monſtrous iniurie he hath done me, by his life : which 
onely ſhall ſatiſſie me. Thus remembring my loue to you, and deſi- 


ring your ſecrece, I cealc,

Hauing waitten this letter, and ſealed it with his ſignet, hee pꝛe⸗ 
fently (ent the ſame by certaine of his knights to the Golden Tower, 
who as cffectually diſpatched their tourney, as hee had giuen them 
ftraight charge: and arriving at the Golden Tower, deliuered the lets 
ter to Maximus, who hauing redde the ſame, and well conſidered the 
tircuniſtance, which augmented his hatred and ſuſpition alreadie bes 
gunne againſt the knight of Fame, pꝛeſently coming to the place wher 
he was in talke with Marcellus, he tauſed him to be appꝛehended, and 
without any other iudgement, cauſed him pꝛeſentig to bee caſt into a 
denne of Lyons, to be devoured, 

Che knight of Fame was no ſwner put into the denne, but the Lyons 
made an exceding roaring, that thoſe witheut aſſuredly indged him 
deuoured, and himſelfe expected nothing but that terrible and fearefull 
death: but the Lyons, who by nature will not harme thoſe of ropall 
blod, ſpared his life, and not ſo much as offered to touch him, bul were 
rather terrified with his pzeſence, He being glad ol this happy cſcape, 
bcganne to aſſure himſelte, that he was ſpꝛung ol kingly race, which 
greatly comfo2ted his heart, and added a perſwaſtue hope to comſozt 
himſelfe withall, that by that occaſion hee ſhould attaine Angelicas 
loue, if he could wozke meanes foꝛ his releaſcment out of that — 
moſt of all, he wondꝛed why Maximus had offered him that outr 
In theſe and ſuchlike togitations he ſpent the reſt of the dap. 

Nlurcellu ſceing the kmaht whom he moſt dearely loued deſtroys 
ed, without mdgement, equitie, oꝛ cauſe, was fo inwardly ihraged, 
that he was in minde oftentimes to wozke hinſelfe ininrie, and ſerke 
meanes of reuenge, if he knewe who had berne the cauſer thercof: and 
not knowing what to do, no; in whole company to ſpend his time, 
he pꝛeſentiy thought to go to Angelica, whom he thought bare ſome 
god Will to the knight of Fame, with her to bemone his vntimely 
death: but comming to the place where ſhe was, hee would haue en» 
tred therein, but Collimus accoꝛding o Maxamus tommaund denied

Nlatcellus being befoꝛe (uffictently inraged, was new ſo much 
moꝛe vexed, that hee dzewe his dagger, and with a violent blowe 
ſtabbed the ſame to Collimus heart: and withal, going to Angelica, he

that rage, which ſhe ſonc perteiued by his behauiour, ſhee came vnto 
him, hauing ſeated hunlelle downe in a chaire) and dcſired ta knowe 
the cauſe of his wꝛath. 

D ſiſter (quoth he) this place is the harbour of crueltie,tyzanny,and 
diſhonour, which in tunes paſt bath bene famous,and a receipt of hoy 
nour, but ſhoꝛtly wil be Hated and ſhunned,as odious x omnimimous, 
and all pꝛocured by the ſoliſh diuining ol a wicked Yarlot, that hath 
filled my fathers head with ſuch fanſics, that hee fozcetteth hunſelfe, 
his honour, and lingly behamour, and gtucth credit to none but flat- 


terers and parifides,unpaſoning his childzen, murthering his frends, 


and ſ&king the ſubuerſtonofhonour and honourable knights Oh An- 
ge lica, what ſhould J ſay, oz to whom ſhould J complaine? hee hath 
ſlaine vertue, he hath deflroyed honour, he hath murthered my deare 
fiend, that kinde and courteous knight: hee hath caft the vnknowne, 
moſt honoꝛable thogh vnknown ) night of Fame, into the Lyons de: 
without iudgement, wuſtice, right, offence, oz triall, Augelicahcaring 
his woꝛds, was readie to ſound with greefe, but that feare to diſcoucr 


her loue withheld her: but being not able to refraine from teares, ſhes 


withdzew her ſelfe aſide to conceale the ſame, which Marcellus eſpys 
ing, caught her in his armes, and ſaid, Nap deare ſiſter, do not cons 
ceale peur arecfe foz his death from me, that lone you ſo much the bet⸗ 
ter: anvifyou euer conceiued any god hiking of him, J ſhall honour 
du fo2 the ſame: fo2 he was wozthie to bee beloued of the beſt Lady in 
the woꝛld: fo2 in hun ſhined all partes and poynts of true Anighthod 
and honour, J cannot (quoth Angelica) deny, but that J liked and los 
ucd him to:neither (hall J cucr do otherwiſe whilcft J line, though he 


 knewe not ſo much: foz whoſe death, my heart ſhall neuer harbour 


quiet, noꝛ neuer ſhall thought of other louc ſinke into my bꝛeſt: fo him 


had z vowed to loue, and that vowe will J kepe inuiolable, whilſt 


life doth laſt, 


Oh Angelica (quoth Marcellus) had Jknowne you had loued him 
ſo well, J would haue died with him, but J would haue ſaued his life, 
Which was ſo ſuddainly acted, & ſo vncxpected, that befoze Icould recos 
uer my ſences from amazement, he was paſt my reach. What cauſs 
had my father thinke you; to ſecke his deſtruction, but becauſe he ſaws 
hun in ſpeech wuh vou: Ay me (quoth Angelica) was J the cauſe of 
his death, J will then go to him: with that, ſuch greelc oppꝛeſt her 
heart, that ſhe fell downe in his armes.

cellus, Oz tan you tell Marccllus/quoth ſhe) foꝛ you were by? I know 
not quoth he but $ am luxe we haue all little cauſe of iop. when wer 
that are the kings childꝛen, ſhall be unpꝛiſoned vpon the flatteringre- 
poꝛt of euer diſſembling Sicophant. Why (quoth che) Who hath aba⸗ 
{cd you? That did Collimu:(qd he) 4 hun J haue rcwarded Beſides, 
my Loꝛd and father hath deſtroyed that honourable ſtraunge knight, 


becauſe I loued hun, who neuer dcſerucd the leaſt cauſe of ſuch truel⸗ 


tie, but was alwaies honourably eſteemed in cuery Bings Court, vn- 
till it was his il happe to arriue in this vnfoztumate place, to ende his 

life by tyꝛannie, not by uitftce, Take heed Marcellus, ſchandalize not 
pour fathers honour,which may bang you in daunger:fo2 that he hath 
done nothing but right, and with god conſideration, fo2 beholde that 
letter, and thou ſhalt lone ſ& what a counterfeit that night of Fame 
was, 


NMarcellus hauing redde the letter, was at the firſt ſuddainly a⸗ 


mazed thereat, but yet notwithitanding,he ſaid: vpon my lite this accu | 


lation is molt falſe and vntrue. Angelica taking the letter, and reading 
the ſame, was cxceevinaly aſtoraſhed thcreat, to whom Nlarcellus 
ſaid. Angelica beleue it not, fo2 if you do, you ſhall to much w2ong 


that honouravic kmght, that is to much abuſed alreadie, who if hee 


were lluing, would lone p2ouc theſe accuſations falſe : but hee god 
night is now dead, and paſt recalling, whole death will bꝛing moze 
dichonour to the Natolians, then euer will be recoucred. Why (quoth 
the Qucene what maketh ther Narcellus ſo inconſiderate, by taking

The Queene ſteing Angelica ſomewhat well retouered, depar⸗

But the Queen vpon her knees intreated him to pardon him,alleaging

Marceilus hauing ſomewhat comfozted Angelica, in a heauie 
and ſad eſtate, departed to his chamber, and left her with her Damo⸗ 
zell Anna, rather ready to peelde vp the Ghoaſt , then otherwiſe 
ukelie to ſuruiue: and night being come, ſhe refuſing meat, went to her 
— » not to ucepe, but to bewailc the knight of Fames vntimelp 
deat 

The Bnight of Fame all this time remained in the Lyons den, 
carefully deuiſing which way to get out of that place, ty2zing his ſens 
tes, but finding no meanes of releaſe. One while accuſing his hard fo2- 


tune, and then Maximus ſoꝛhis crueltic. Some tunes fearing to be fa⸗ 


miſhed in that place: and then comfozting himſelfe with perſwaſions 
of impolſible deliueries. Now diſpairing to be vtterly exempt from the 
werte ſight of Angelica, whole abſence and reſtraint of libertie pꝛocu⸗ 
red as hee thought by his boldneſſe) pinched his heart with extreame 
toꝛture. 

In this ſoꝛt he tontinued ſo long, vntil that he was ready to be ſtar⸗ 
ued, and conſtrained to cate ſuch vnſauerie fade as was dayhe caſt to 


the Lyons, Angelica likewiſe no whit mittigated her greefe, but rather 


augineted the ſame being much comfozted by Marcellus, whoſe mind 
was not yet ſatiſfied with ſufficient conſideration of theſe miſchanc es, 
but both hee and Angelica continued as it were in a further hope in 


their fancies, of the knight of Fames ſaletie: though when they began 
to comfoꝛt themſelues with any perſwaſions , they were quite paſt 
hope, Maximus likewiſe hauing conſidered with what ſeucritie he had 


vſed the knight, z that he had condemned hun without any triall ofthe

Camillus all this time likewiſe noted what ie alous ſuſpition the 
king heard of him, and hauing heard the repoꝛt why he kept his daugh⸗ 
ter ſo ſtronglie guarded, and of (cf purpoſe withheld her from his ſigbt, 


and noting how ſuddainly the night of Fame was made away, wuh⸗ 


out any cauſe of offence ginen, he beg m to feare himlelfe, and by that

Fame was,who ſuddainly caught hold on him, hauing befoze ſecretly 
2owded himſclfe from his ſight) and being carefull to pzomde fo? his 
owne ſafctie,ſnatcht from his ſlide a hanging ſwoꝛd: the keeper knows 
ing hun,maruailng toſee him a liue , and exceedingly aſtoniſhed at his 
ſight,held vp his hands foz mercie, to whom the knight of Fame laid. 
My friend, J ſecke not thy life, but mine owne laketie, being as thou ſ&- 
eſt pꝛeſerued by diuine pꝛouidence, from the kings crucltie, by him 
vniullly caſt into this place, without any cauſe of offence: but Wong⸗ 
fully, as thou mayeſt perceme by my pꝛeſeruation: foz if my fact had 
deſerued puniſhment , no doubt J could not haue eſcaped the crueltie 
of theſe execuſioners , hauing endured great danger of famiſhment. 
Now mp requeſt vnto the is, that thou wouldeſt but ſuffer me to de⸗ 
part from hence, without diſcrying mee, oz J haue no reaſon to truſt 
to Maxunus curteſie, hauing alreadie endured this nuſcrie by his cru⸗ 
eltie: which thou mapeſt well do, without endaungering thy lelle 


dead. 

The keeper hearing his ſperches, and withall ſccing how admi⸗ 
rably he was p2cſerued, and alſo tearing his owne death, afſured hun

thou canſt not goe from me, and then call downe thy bope and ſend 


him to Marcellus, to requeſt hum to come to thee, but in ſuch ſoꝛt, that 
the boy may not ſee me, and q; ſo to do his meſlage ſecretly : which the 
keeper tolde him, he would moſt willingly perfozme. Then direcing 
the night of Fame how to locke the doe, that he could not eſcape, he 
called downe his bop, who pꝛelentlp came to him, whom he comman⸗ 
ded to ſeeke cut Marcellus ſecretly, and to deſire him, that he would 
bouchſafe to come and ſpeake with hun, about a matter of great im- 


poztance, The bop hauing receiued his meſſage , immediately haſtey 


to execute the lame: and moſt foꝛtunately met him in the outer court, 
to whom he declared the cauſc ofhis comming. Marcellus marnelling 


why the keeper had (ent fo2 him, pꝛeſently began to remeber the knight 


of Fame, with which his heart began to thꝛob: but haſting downe to 


the den, the keeper coinanded his boy to depart:and hinnbling himſelfe 


to Marcellus, told him that the knight of Fame was (ill liiung. Thich 
laid, he ran in vnto him (who had ſhꝛowded himſelfe from his ſight) 
and tolde him Marcellus was come: then pꝛeſently hee came fo2th, 
whom Marcellusefpying , with great reiopcing, caught him in his 
armes, and moſt louingly embꝛaced him, ſeeming to bee remued with 
loy , in reſpect of the care oppꝛeſt his nunde befoꝛe hee hadde knows 
ledge of his ſafetie. Man courteous greetings paſt on either ſide, 
\ larcellus deſired the keeper not to reucale this ſecret to any: foꝛ If it 
ſhould come to my fathers hearing, it were impoſſible then to pꝛeuent 
his rigour: and withall pꝛomiſed him, that if he would let him lodge in 
his houſe but that night he would reward him moſt bountifuily : and 
withal pꝛomiſed him to higher dignitie, and to ſuch place of account, as 
that he ſhould haue god canſe to reiopte, that cucr the utght of Fame 
came within his houſe. The keeper both d2awne by his owne god in- 
clination,and allo by ths hope of reward and pꝛeftrment, beeing but 
poꝛe, pꝛomiſed his vttermoſt ayde and aſſiſtance to pleaſure him, and 


withall, to perfozme his full dtlire, with buch ſeturilie, that none ſoould 


conceiue any ſuſpition thereof : with that they all fogichcr departed 
vp into his lodge, where the Knight of Fame refreſhed himſelfe with 
comfoztable meates, being exceedingly glad (as hee had god cauſe) of 
his ſucceſſe : and rendꝛing many thankes to Marceilus who weil de⸗ 
(cried the lame.)

Hy Loꝛd (quoth the night of Fame)vpon mine honour, my fo2- 
mer oath, and by all other truth and ktdelitte „this accuſation is moſt 
vntuſt, falſe and vntruc: which if J may by your fauoz in whoſe hands 
lic now reſteth haue liber die to app2ouc, J will maintaine the contra- 
ry, euen in the gates of the ing of Libia, and cauſe my accuſers to con⸗ 
feſle the contrary: neither did J euer ſceke lone at that Ladies hands,

Deare friend quoth Marcellus) vou haue ſaid inough, and J reſt

Marcellus perteining his diſcontent, deſired him not to bee greeted? 


but toouerpaſſe the fame, vntill he had meancs to p;oue the contra 


rie. | 
My Lo (replyed he) how can A chuſe but be ſozry, when theres 
by J am diſhonoured ineuery mans opinion, which J account mozo 
dearcr then my life? Besides, with what impatiencie may I ſhew my 
(cife befoze any Knight lining, but rather rid my hated ſelfe out o this 


miſeratle life, which is the next way to ſalue this blemiſh But if you 


will voucſafe toheare the true repozt ofthe nniſerics J haue indured 
eucr ſince my birth, you would ſay that J am the onely mappe of ſoz- 
row, and bozne to perpetuall calamitie. J deſire nothing moze (quoth 
Marcellus) with that he rehearſed to him all that hee could, of his bzins 
ging vp in the Jland of Rockes, his departure from thence, and ſhips 
wꝛacke at ſea : how he was entertained by D A maſenus in Thrace, 


and the treacherie was intended againſt him there, by Corus and 


Argalus: then of his ſucceſſe in the Kings Court of Thrace, and the 
occaſion why he departed from thence to the Foꝛreſt of Arde:and how 
there he met the Pzince ol Bohemia, and releaſed Venola :then how 
Venola ſought his lone, and how ſhe gaue him (by ſubtiltie) a ſomni⸗ 
ferous potion, to withholde his departure with Pariſmus, which hee 
HEY and how afterwards perceiuing her intent, departed from 
thence, 

UWuthall, hee declared the manner of the viſion that appeared vn⸗ 
ta him in Thrace, and how that he wos thereby inioyned to ſeeke 
out the Lady that appeared to him, and ſue foz her loue, which was the 
cauſe that he both refuſed Phylenas marriage, and Venolas pzoffer of 
kindneſle : and alſo he declared how hee firſt arriucd in that conntrie, 
and met Angelica, which was the very ſame Lady that appeared vn⸗ 
to him in the viſion: and alſo tolde him, that he was likewiſe inioyned 
to ſeeke out his Parents, which the viſion told hun were ol great birth.

Marcellus againe embꝛating him in his armes, deſired him like ⸗ 
wiſe, not to thinke that he did any way conceine the leaſt exull opinion 
of him, but that he did eſlerme of * ol the deareſt friend he had ”

the wold, and that he did both loue and hanourhim as humſelfe, and 
would neuer fozſake hun whileſt he lued, but continue his faithful 
friend foꝛ euer. Yauing in this ſozt made a new league of amitie, Mar. 
cellus left the night ol Fame ta his pꝛiuate meditations, pꝛomiſing 
toreturne to hun very thoztly, going directip to Angelica, whom hee 


found continuing her wonted ſadneſſe, fo ſhe could by nomeanes bee 


comfo2ted, but ſrill augmented her loue, by remembaing the knight of 


Fames perſon, to whom the bare ſuch intire affection;that ſhe reſolued 


neuer to lone any other night, but determined to ſpende the whole 
date of her lite in ſingle eſtate. 
Marcellus ſuddaine appzoach bzake of her filentpenſineneſle, by 
is countenance ſhewing a heart replemſht with iop, which he vttered 
in this ſoꝛt. An gelica (quoth he) caſl off this ſadde countenance, fo2 3 
Vkzing vou news of moꝛe comſoꝛt, fo2 the knight of Fame is liuing, and 
pꝛeſerued by admirable meanes. Oh bꝛother (quoth ſhe) this newes 
cannon be true, which will nip my heart with greefe to heare ok, and 
be diſappoynted therein. Siſter (quoth hee) it is ſo, neither maruell 


thereat, fo2 his innocencie in the fact laid to his charge, hath J thinke 


cauſed the Gods to pittie hun: beſides, thereby you may bes aſſured, 
he is bozne ol royal blood, who is now in the keepers houſe in lafefie, 
with whom J haue bene thele two houres ; now caſt off thaſe ſtozmy 

diſcontents and cloudes of care, foz there is no fur! her cauſe ofdiſquet 
foꝛ his ſuppoled death, 

Angelica then verily belæuing his woꝛds, ſaid. God bꝛother, fell 
me how he doth, foꝛ whoſe ſatetie I reiopce? foz of all the knighis that 
euer 3 beheld, I neuer liked noz loued any ſo well, defiring por with⸗ 
all, to keepe my counſcl l. (hauing bewꝛayed my ſecrets to none elſe) 
and not to let bim know lo much as J haue tolde you. Then ſhould 
both yon and J do hun wong ( quoth he) ſoꝛ he hath well deſerued loue, 

and eſ2ccially at your hands, to whom by his owne report, hee hath 
long ago dedicated hunſclfc, and not onely of his owne inclination, but 
of a high command: ſoz the trueth of which, he hath vpon truſt of my 


ſecretie, renealed to me, which you ſhall likewile heare: then hee dil 


conrſed the whole trueth, euen as the night ol Fame had befo2e done: 
which when che heard, ſhe ſaid, That a difconrtcous. Lady is thal 
Ven»la, to ſeke the ourrth2ow of ſo wozthie a Knight? and how may, 


I eſtœme him, that befo2e hee knewe mee, was ſo tonſtant in his loue, 


without hope of my fauour, and refuſed the pzoffered loue of two ſuch 
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Of Pariſmus. 
Ladies foz my fake: beſides the perill he hath indured in my ſearch, and 
peraduenture is ſpꝛung ol greater birth then my ſelſe. And nolw alſa 
by mp Parents dwme, was put in that hazard cf his life. G d bꝛothet 
be you care tull ot his god, and whatſoeuer pou ali caunſell metw, A 
will do: if my father ſhautd know or his ſafctie, then were there no 
meanes foz him to eſcape death: foz ſuch a hard conteit ot ſuſpett doth 
polleſſe his minde, that hee hateth all thoſe that brare mee any ſhewe 
of god wil. TCI ell ſiſter (quothi\tarcellus) reſt you contented, and ſtil 
continue pour idue to hu war ds, to increaſe not diminiſh the ſame, 
who is by deſtune altotted to be pour huſband: the care ot whoſe. wel⸗ 
fare let be my charge: fo J ſo much laue and eſleme hun, beth foz his 
owne and pour ſake that wil leaue no meanes vnaſſaped, whereby 
to do poti god: which (aid; he againe departed to the knight of Fame. 
By this time darke night appꝛoached, and Marcellus and the Knight 
of Fame were deuiſing what meanes to ve fo2 his ſafetie, and to pꝛo⸗ 


cure the deſired content Angelica expected, who befoze had giuen her 


conſent to be ruled by her bꝛother: that by the aſſurance he had of her, 
he put the Rnight ol Fame in aſſured comfozt ot her loue, by relating in 
ſome ſoꝛt, the contents of Angelicas confercnce befoze had with him, 
which affected his heart with greater toy, then euer befoze hee had ins 
duredgrefe; that his eſcape from death did not comfozt his Heart fo 
much as this happy newes. At laſt Marcel lus ſaid: Noble knight,you 
le how ſtrictly my father gardeth An. that ther is no means lett to eaſe 
your arcef oꝛ her care by tarrying here: neither can yon without great 
hazard of pour life, remaine within the circuut ofthis Tower: foz that 
mp father ſuſpecteth cuery one, pea his owne childꝛen, whercby wee 


are fired with thoſe troubles, and would willingly wozke any meanes 
fo caſe our ſelues: eſpecially Angelica hath been mewed vp fo clolely, 
that Chee J am ſure would vndertake any thing to enioy her libertie, 
were it in neuer ſo poꝛe eſtate, wherein in my opinion is many thou, 


ſands ofſwete contents to be found, rather then in this troubleſome 


pompe, which is repleat with infinit cares.

tat he ſhall condiſcend by ſuch meanes as J will wozke fo2 her ſecret 
eſtape, to come to you: by which J hope J ſhall ende the doubts that 
poſſeſſe my fathers mind, xidde their countrie ofthe ſcandall it is like⸗ 
ty to runne into: and wozke both mine owne, pours, and Angelicas 
content: fo2 ſo dearely do J loue her, that had J many liucs to lofe,'J 
would hazard them all, to wozke her relcaſement: fo2 were ſhee once 
married, then ſhould the date of the folifh pꝛophecie haue ende. The 
night of Fame hcaring his ſpeeches, which onely tended to wozke 
the content, hec aboue all things in the wozld fought, could not well

Then Marcellus called vp the kœper, aſuing his counſcll if he knew

2amiſing him a god reward: and wtthall, pulling from his necke a 
chaine of golde, gaue him the fame. The keeper beeing mtiſcd with 
this reward, golde hauing that fozce, to make things unpoſlible come 
to effect pzclently tolde them, hee had a deuiſe that might go foz cur⸗ 
rant, if the Knight would vndertake the ſame.J haue my Lo2d (quoth 
he) a veſſell ofgreat largeneſſe, which ſometimes lozted foz other vles, 
which if we could deuiſe to let downe into the lake, he might cafily in 
that get ouer on to the other ſide : which deuiſe Marcellus and the 
Linight of Fame both liked. And about midnight, when all things 


were at reſt, they put this ſame in p2actiſe, and by a rope let the veſlell 
downe, which ſwam molt currantly, 


Then faſtning a rope about the Knight of Fames middle, 


after that, (with many p2omiſes and pꝛoteſtations of perpetuall 
fcicnd(hip) they had taken their leaues, the keeper and Marcellus let

dccaſion hinder him not. Tabin noting his comely p2opoztion , and 
e, willing to do any thing foz Marcellus ſake, bzought him into his Cell 
all _—_ to the Chappell , and welcommed him ſo kindly as hee 
let could.

ſaile: which oppoꝛtunitie Marcellus toke, and pzeſently conucped An- 


gelica towards Saint Auſtins Chappell : being without the Parke, 
when they thought themſelues farre inough from the king, they were 


vnawares ſet vpon by a company of ſtrange knights, who offered by 
loꝛce tocarrte away Angelica. 


Marcellus being ſomewhat aſtoniſht thercat,dzew his wow and 
being beloꝛe well pꝛouided, withſtod them.

Marcellus being moſt greenouſly wounded, was likewiſe with all care 


tended by the Rings Phiſitians, to whom Angelica xepaired:and ba⸗ 
ing with him alone, che ſaid as followeth. 

Nhat miſerie awaiteth my hard deſtenie, that am thus viſaſterly 
deteined from my wiſhed content 2 my euill pzeſaging minde, did foze⸗ 
tell this miſfoztume,which hath thus fruſtrated our deſire, and which ts 
moꝛe miſerable, bꝛought vou to this daungerous eſtate:but moſt of all 
withheld me from the ſight of my beloued, and cauſcth him both to aug⸗ 
ment his cares, and ſuſpect our lopaltie. What will he thinke when he 
(:eth no perfozmance of that which was p2omiled , but ſtill ſtape th fy 
our comming, and vet be fruſtrated ? foz the knowledge of our miſs 
chance, can by no meanes come to his hearing. Mould to God that 
J had ended my accurſed life, by the hands of thoſe enemies, rather 
then to haue ſuruiued to endure this extreame care. No hard foztung 
can be compared to that J endure, no care comparable to my greefe, 


Firlt to (& you thus greeuouſly wounded:next to bee diſappointed of 


our deſire: and laſtly to fruſtrate the knight ol Fame of his expedati⸗ 
on. What ſhall we now do: how ſhall we recure this miſhap? oz 
what meanes is there left, that may adde the lealt comfozt to our harts 


in this extremitie: In ſtead of the content J expected by entoying his 


pꝛeſente, à amretnrned to my wonted bondage:and ſee my friends al 
molt murdꝛed and inuiꝛoned with foes. Peace peace (quoth Marcel- 


jus god Angelica, ceaſe theſe cõplaints, and in this extremitie , immi- 


tate the old phzaſe: make a vertue of necefſitie , and with patience a- 
waight foz better ſucceſſe: foz now in theſe perplerities, there is (mall 
hope of pꝛeſent amendment: foz that wozthie knight no doubt is of 
ſuch wiledome and pꝛudent gouernment, that he will iudge the beſt of 
our ſtate, and carefully pꝛouide fo2 his owne ſafetie. With that, An- 
gelica burſt foꝛti into abundance of tearts, ſaping. Ay me poœꝛe wꝛetch, 
I chall then neuer ſ& him againe. With that ſhe departed , wzin⸗ 
ging her hands, and making great lamentation , that Marcellus ſee- 
ing her ſozrowe, was readie to woꝛkeh is owne decay by his vexati⸗ 
on. 

Nob thoſe bands of ſonldiers belonging to Camillus , who pzt- 
ſently after his departure from the Golden Tower, enduring ma- 
ny reſltleſſe paſſions „ foz want of Angelica; preſence , with 
whome 05 was greatly in loue : with all ſpede —_— 4 
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of Pariſmus. 
hoſe fo2ces, and bꝛought them by Chipping towards the Mower,with 


intent to beſiege the ſame, and (uddamly to ſurpꝛile Maximus bna- 


wares, and ſo to get the poſſeſſion of Angelica: and comming to⸗ 
wards the Golden Tower with a fewe inhis company, whileſt the 
reſt marched after hun, he met Marcellus and Angeligg, und know⸗ 
ing them, thought without any moze trouble to take her away , but 
was diſappoynted as is declared. 


The Knight of Fame being with olde Iabine, ſpent much part of the 


day in conference with him, maruelling that he heard not from Mar- 


cellus: but when it was darke night, his minde was rackt with ercees 
ding care and vexation, and being without any hope of his comming, 
he was as much greened how to ſatiſfie labine , whom hee thought 
would now (uſpea him of ſalſehod: and might ſuppole hes came not 
from Marcellus. Therefoze he ſaid as followeth. 

Father, I maruell that haue not heard from Marcellus, accogs 
ding to his pꝛomiſe, which maketh me thinke that ſome croſſe miſs 
chance hath hindzed hun, that map bze&eve in you ſome miſtonceit of 
me, that haue in his name come vnto you, which ik you do, you ſhall 
much iniurie me: fo2 it was hee that ſent mee hither, as I could aſſure 
pou by diuers pꝛobable reaſons. 

Dir knight (quuth he) Jpzay be not troubled with any ſuch thoght, 
fo2 you are welcome to me, though Marcellus had not ſent yon,which 
J make no doubt of, but ſo well do J lone hun, as that whoſoever com 
meth in his name, ſhall by the ſtrickt obſeruance J beare to that 
name, commaund me any ſeruice. 


Afterwards they went to their rcpaſf, with ſuch ſparing diet as the 
Pꝛieſt vſed, and after ſupper to bedde:where the knight ol Fame could 


take no reſt at all, but pet lap very quietly, becauſe he wasloth to trons 
ble his Yolt: with which reſtraint ol libertie of ſpeech, and other paſſi- 
ons that oppꝛeſt his ſences, he indured that tedious night in great toꝛ⸗ 
ment, which ſeemed longer then many nights would haue done, if hee 
might haue had libertie to vtter his lamentations, which boyled in his 


bꝛeaſt like the violence ofa mightie flame pend within a ſmall com 


paſſe. 

Early the next mozning,labine went fozth foz topzouide de, and 
left the knight of Fame alone, who then vttered many complaints, but 
at laſt finding fault with himſelle foz vꝛging that effemmnate kind of las

taboured to allwage, the moze they increaſed. 
In this (ot he continued all that day and the next, and nete 
after, ſtill being in god hope of Marcellus appzoach: but when he ſaw 
fo long time paſt, and he could heare no newes from hun, he beganne 
to accuſe him of diſcourteſie and diſlopaltie, fo bꝛeaking his pꝛomiſe: 
and withall, grew into a ſetled perſwaſion, that both hee and Angeli- 
ca had quite fozſaken him: which added greefe to greefe, andmoze cut 
and veration to his minde, not knowing what to do, noz which wap to 
hape his courſe: that arming himſelfe one day, hee mounted himſelf, 

and wandzed in a melancholly ſtudie towards the Golden Tower, 

and by chaunce met with two of Maximus knights, who were ercg- 
dingly aſtonicht at bis ſight, taking him to bee a ghoſt: but hee dꝛawing 
nigh to them, they beganne to tlie, which hee percctuing, thought to 
ſtay the one of them, to haue ſome further ſpeech with him, that chary 
ging his launce at him, and hitting hum full, ouerthꝛewe him to the 
grownd : the other being therewith exceedingly terrified, fledde, The 
Knight of Fame alighting, commung to him that he had ourrthowne, 
thus laid. 


Bght, thou needeſt not to haue ledde from me, fo2 J intended tha 


no harme, but was deſirous to knowe ſome newes of the, which if 


thou wilt tell mee, 3 will let thee depart: otherwiſe, thou (halt neuer e⸗ 
Cape my hands, The knight maruelling to heare him ſpeake, whom 
be thought had bern a ghoſt, made this reply. Pardon me god ſir, fs; 
Itoke you to bee another then I lee you are, but if I may know what 
vou will commaund me, J will do it. (Quoth he) tell me how farcth 


Marcellus: Sir (quoth he) at this inſtant he lyeth very weake, by rea⸗ 

ſon of many greeuous.wounds he receiued not long ſince: where her 

declared the whole trueth of that which had happened by Maximus 

meanes, ſince which time (quoth her) the king hath ſette ſuch ſecre 

watch about the Tower, that none goeth in noz out without his pziuie 
die. 

The Knight of Fame hauing heard his ſpeeches, departed backe to 
Iabine, to whom he declared the trueth of all that he had heard, beeing 
very ſoꝛry fo2 Marcellus hurt, and well waying euery circumſtance 
of that repozt, thought that when Marcellus was gotten with Ange- 
ca out ofthe Parke, ſo ſlightly attended, it was to come to him:which 
added ſome comfozt to his heart, being fully aſſured thereby, on An- 
Sela had not tozſaken hun. 
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of Pariſmus. 


By this time the Natolian that eſcaped from the Knight ol Fame, tuan 
come to the Golden Tower, and comming befoze the King, told him 
that he had met the Knight of Fame: whereat hee beganne to laugh: 
but p2elently came the other, who iuſtiſied the ſame wozds: alleadging 
that it was the night of Fame, und that he had both talked with him, 
and knew him, affirming the ſame moſt conſtantly. Maximus wons 
dung thereat,was almoſt aſtonicht at their wozds, that he determined 
to ſend all his knights to ſearch fo2 him, and the occaſionnow moſt fit- 
ly ſeruod: fo2 the Nobles had accoꝛding to his commaumd, gathered a 
number of fozces togither, which Canultus ſcing, beeing vnpzouided 
to withſtand ſuch fozce, but comming foz an other intent, immediatelp 
returned with his ſouldicrs towards his countrie, and Maximusnow 
ſcing the coaſt cleare of enemies, pzeſently ſent ſwzth knights euecry 
way to.finde the knight of Fame. 

This newes was ſone come to Marcellus and Angelicas heas 
ring, which filled their hearts with exceeding care and feare, leaſt hee 


thould bee appꝛehended: this bꝛedde newe ſozrowes in their troubled 


thoughts, but pꝛincipally in Angelicas, whoſe lone was growne te 
luch perfection, that it was impoſlible foz torcmone the ſame:that gets 
ting to her chaber, ſhe entred into many heauie cõplaints, able to haue 
rent the ſtonieſt harts of the crueleſt tyzants: whom Anna comfozten 
by al means the could deuiſe:to whom Angelica ſaid. Oh Anna(quoth 
ſhe) little doeſt thou know the toꝛments my heart doth tndure,fo2 wert 
thou ſo much inthzalled as J am, and to ſo wozthic a hnight as he is, 
thou mighteſt then haue ſame inſight into my ſoꝛrowes: but being ig⸗ 
noꝛant therein, how canſt thou giue me counſell 2 haue J not cauſe to 
loꝛrow:nay rather to runne mad with ſoꝛrow, to ſee the danger that 
woꝛthie knight is now in, hauing ſo lately eſcaped a moſt miſerable 
death, by my fathers cenſure2and without caule, whs not contented 
therewith, noꝛ ſatiſficd in his mind, hath now ſent ont many knights 
to ſearch foꝛ him: who if they finde him, will bꝛing him back, oꝛ by vio⸗ 
lence deſtroy hun, whole death ſhall bee the end ol my life: foz J haue 
vowed, if my father ſeeke his ruine, he ſhall like wiſe ſ& my death, foz 


Z will not liue one ho ure af ter hum: in which complamts the ſtill con⸗ 


tinued without intermiſſion, 

It foꝛtuned moſt happily, that Iabine was gone funth of S. Auſttives 

Chappell, and left the knight of Fame in his Cell, meeting with man

well as they could the knight ol Fame, whom he anfwered al after one 
fozt,that he had not ſeen any ſuch: but maruelling at their earneſt inqui⸗ 


rie, hee demaunded what that knight might bee? One of them tolde 
him, that he was called the knight of Fame, who lately arrined in that 
countrie, and was kindly entertained by Maximus, but eſpecially of 


Marcellus, and hauing in ſome ſozt offended the King, was by him 


afterwards thzown into the Lyons den, by reaſon ofa letter the king 
of Libia ſent, wherein he accuſed him to haue diſhonoured V cnola his 
onely daughter, whom that day was ſeenc and ſpoken withall. labme 
hearing his ſpeeches,wondzed thereaf, pet notwithſtanding was care- 
fall leaſt the krught of Fame ſhould be found av2oad, whom hee new 
beganne greatly to eſteeme, both that he deemed him to bee ſpꝛung of 
royall blood, and alſo fo2 that Marce!lus made eſtimation of him: who 
he thought knew hun cleare of thoſe accuſations, o2 elſe he would not 
haut fauonred hun ſo much: that with all ſped he haſted to his ' Cell, 
where being entred, he found the kmiaht of Fame very ſadde, and faſt 
bolting the Chappell doꝛe, he came to hun, ſaping Wozthie night, 
JI am glad that I haue found pon heere, foz were pou abzoad , there 
are ſuch a number of knights in ſearch of you, that it were impoſſible 
to eſt ape them. Foꝛ me quoth he I thinke vou are deteiued. Pea 
(quoth he) if you are called the night of Fame, and lately eſcaped cui 


bor the Lyons denne. With that his colour changed. Nay (quoth la- 


bine) feare not, foꝛ you ſhall be here as ſafe as your heart can with; 
fo2 this place is no way ſuſpected therefoꝛe thinke pour ſelfe ſecure:then 
Iabine declared vnto hun all that had happened, and what hee had 
heard, UWhercvpon the night of Fame likewiſc finding him faithful 
and ſecret, declared vnto hun the whole diſcourſe of his trauels, oncly 
leauing out the viſion which appeared to him in Thrace. Aſking his 
counſell what to do, and entring into many ſadde diſcourſes, how hee 
was ſtill croſſed in his expectation; and withall, tolde him that he knew 
not which way totrauetin ſearch of his Parents, which if he could at⸗ 
tame, then he would not doubt but to reuenge thoſe imurious wꝛongs 
done him, Sir Knight quoth labine) 3 thinke it beſt that you trauell 
in ſearch of them, and that pzcſently: in the meane time theſe troubles. 
by fo2getfulneſſe will be well oucrblowne, and then you map haue the 
bettewoppoztunnitte to go foꝛ ward with any intent you ſhal afterwards 
put in pꝛadiſe: fo if you ſtay here, you may vnfo2tunately be defcried,

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of Fame perceining,claſped him in his armes, æ with violence wzwng 
his ſwozd out of his hands , and by fozce made him peelde, hauing no 
weapon to offend himſelfe no2 his aduerſary, 

The Ladp ſing her ſelte thus foztunately deluered, comming to 
the knight of Fame, deſired him to pittie her ellate, and not to foꝛſake 
her vntill the were come to the Bohemian court. With that, theknight 
of Fame was exceedingly glad, ſaping: Lady, J will not foxſake pou, but 
ſ you there in ſafetie , fo2 thither am J bound. But J pꝛay vou (quoth 
he) letme know your name, ſoꝛ that J haue J am ſure ſgne you about 
the Foꝛreſt of Arde? Violetta with that was dzawne into a great ads 
mirat ion What he ſhould be , at laſt ſhe ſaid: my name is Violetta, 
that am oꝛdained to perpetuall niſerie,beeing indeede by the trecherie 
of a dillopall knight named Archas „ dziuen to wander thither⸗ 
wards. 

The knight of Fame then immediately remembꝛing her, but bee⸗ 
ing vnwilling to diſcouer himſelf, queſtioned no moꝛe with her, but on⸗ 
ly aſued her what that knight was? Sir knight quoth ſhe) A know him 
not, no; why he hath offered me this outrage. Which ſaid, the knight 
of Fame foꝛted him to go with them, and ſo they all departed towards 
the court, where very ſone they arriued. Now it hapned , that Pariſ- 
mus at that very inſtant was inthe court, whoeſpying Violetta acs 
companted by two knights, the one of them being greevonſly woüded, 
and as it were by his countenance, and maner of foꝛced comming, ſer⸗ 
ming captiue to the other, and not knowing of any miſaduenture that 
had befallen her, wondꝛed thereat: and comming to her, not wel know⸗ 
ing in what ſoꝛt to ſalute thoſe knights, bee ing ignoꝛant of the tauſe of 
their coming, he demãded where ſhe had bin: Py Lozd quoth ſhe) this 
knight, meaning the knight of Fame, hath pꝛelerued me from the diſho⸗ 
no: of this moſt diſcourteous knight, intended againit me, as I will des 
clare vnto pou pꝛeſently.

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alternone, attended by my damozell,J went foꝛth of che tourt into thy 
groue adiopning to the garden, to recreate my lelfe in the coly ſhave; 
where J had not long ſtaped, but this diſcourteous Uillaine ſurpziſed 
me, and caught hold of my damzel, who made great exclamation, fea⸗ 
ring my harme, whom he bound both hand and fte: thꝛeatrung if ſhe 
made any noyle, to murther her. Which done, he tone me by violence, 

and halling and pulling me moſt rudely and diſcourteonfly,wold haue 
conueyed me IJ know not whither , vntill this valiant night by gap 
fo:tune,hcaring my complaints, redeemed me from his tyzannft, The 
King hearing her ſpceches,conumanded the knight to diſcouer himſclfe, 
but he being exceedingly athamed, and loath to be knowne, refuſed the 
ſame : but at laſt, by ſome ofthe Bohemian Knights was vnarmed, 
when p:eſently Violetta knew him, wherewth the gaue an exceeding 
ftart,as if the had beene affrighted at his ſight, Pariſwus and Poll. 
pus likewiſe knew him, certifying the Bing, that it was Archas, that 
had befoze offered the like villanic to Violctta „Which the King well 
remembꝛed. 

Then he laid: cruell tpꝛant, what' excuſe canſt thou inuent to 
ſhelter this villanie 2 what canſt thou alleage in thy defence, but that 
thou oughteſt to ſuffer the moſt repzoachful death that can be inuented? 
but this cenſure will J giue of thee , not to fauour thee , but fo deale 
tuſtly with that Knight , whoſe pziſoner thou art, and therefoze, 
as hee by right hath conquered ther, lo wee will that he ſhall be thy

The knight of Fame had all this while diligently viewed Laura- 
naes bewtie,her countenance,and euerp part of her behauiour, that he 
toke great delight in viewing her, but hearing the kings ſprech, he vn- 

armed his head, whom Pariſmus (one knew , and moſt louingly cm- 
b2aced:likewife Poll;pus and Violetta knowing hun, ſaluted hun with 
many curteſies: when pꝛeſentlp Pariſmus declared vnto his

Laurana beholding his countenance,felt an exceeding thꝛobbing

pou pleaſe: foꝛ it were great pꝛeſumption foꝛ me, m tis range place 
to conſure of him in your Maieſties pꝛeſence. 

Then the Ring called Archas, commaunding him to declare what 
moued him to commit that outrage to Violetta: but he aſſuring hum⸗ 
ſelfe or no leſle then death, would malte no armſwerc: wherevppon the 
lung commaunding hun to be had to pꝛiſon, appoynted that the next 
day he ſhould loſe his head, winch Was accoꝛdingly perſoꝛmed: who 
might peraduenture haue beene pardoned, but that his own conſcience 
accuſcd hun moze then thole whom he had offended. And lo acco2ding 
to his own ſolly, which had bzought him to commit thole wicked acts, 
euen ſo he was his owne Judge: toz that his guiltie tonſtience would 
not ſuffer hun to alte pardon. Alter this wdgement g gien, cuerp mans 
minde was in quiet, hauing ſufficiently ſcand the circumſtance of Wio- 

lett as iniſfo2tune, 

The Kinght of Fame was royally entertained, and hencurably 
fealted by the king or ohemia, but eſpecially Pa: iinus and Laurana 
vled him with exceeding kindneſfſe, being fo2 that mahi danen to part 


from hun without any conference, But Laurana was ſo cxcedinglp 


ene with his remembzance, that ſhe could ſcarce take any reſt all 
that night foz thinking on him, not linowing what ſhould niwue bir 
to ſuch vnwonted alte ration, that in the mozning when Pariſmus and 


he were in ſome conference about the knight of Fame, ſhe ſaid. My 


L 02d, J knowe not what ſhould moe me to thinke any ſuch ſyought, 
but J am perſwaded, that his arriuall will bzing vs either ſeme vncx- 
peard iop, oꝛ ſuddaine ſozrow: fo2 ſince J firſt ſaw him, wy hearthath 
neuer beene quiet: neither can J, though J ftrine to the contrary, once 
put his remembꝛanre out of my minde, which hath lo ivlly Polleſt me 
lancie, that J could take no reſt this ght. 
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My (elfe (quoth Pariſmus) haue felt the ſelle ſame paſſion, not onely 
now, but alſo at my firſt meeting with him in the Foꝛreſt of Arde: 
which maketh me partly ofthe ſcife lame opinion with pou, and alſo 
deſirous to knowe of whence he is. In this and ſuch ike communicas 
tion they continued ſonic tune, till Pariſmus left her, and went to the 
NAnight oc Fame, who was alreidie in company of Polhipus, whom 
Pariſinus molt kindly vlcd, aud aftcrwardes becing at a moſt ropall 
feaſt, which was pꝛepared on*ly {0211s mo2e honourable welcome: 
alter dinner being requeſted by [arituus (who was defirons to know 
of whence he was) there being the Bing and Queene, Pariſmus, Lau- 
rana,Pollpu;,and Violetta, and diuers others, he beganne to declare 
the whole diſcourle ok his trauels to them in this ſoꝛt. It J ſhould de, 
claremy name and birth quot!) he) {know not how to beginne: fo; 
that Jam my ſelte ignozant thereoß. but ſo much as J can remember, 
A will hide no part from you, { was bꝛought vp in aconntricin Tar- 
taria, called the Aland of Rockes, my Parents fo2 any thing Jknowe, 
being poꝛe, 62 whether they were oꝛ no, J know not, but when J wag 
of ſome remembꝛance, either my mother that bꝛeught me vp, oꝛ rather 
my nurſe fo2 ſhe would not {uffer me to call her mother) departed from 
her habitation, J know not with what intent, but by ch2 wap a L pon 


flew her: whom { puriace to his denne: where beeing come, J could 


not returne backe to my nurle, by which meanes 4 ftayed in that

occaſion J trauelled irit to Libia, and from thence tothe Foꝛreſt gi 
Arde, thinking Venolahad bene the ſame Lady appeared to mce in 


the viſion, where {met with your Highneſle, and with you departed 


to the Court oft?) : king of Libia, aſter Venola was redeemed, as pour 
ſelke remember, who was not the Lady J went in ſearch of, After 
wards when J had thought to haue departed with you towardes this 
countrie, Venola by ſubtiltie cauſing mee to take a flepte potion, 


fruſtrated my deſire, which (he did to ſtay me with her vpon a pꝛetence 


of great loue ſhe bare me, which one afterwards made me acquainted 
withall: which when J heard,bcingimoyned to place my affections on 
another, fearing ſome miſchance might arile by her loue, and finding 


out with what deuiſe they had fruſtrated me oi your company, J de- 
- parted without knowledgeof any from thence: and at laſt after long 


trauel, arriued in Notalia, where lying downe to reſt my ſclfe beeing 
bearte, it happened the Lady Angelica (the moſt faireſ Lady liuing) 
to paſſe by, whom after J had ſrene, J perfealp lincwe to be the Ladie 
that appeared to me in the viſion, hauing after ſuch god ſucce lle, that 
J was entertained by Maximus the Ning, at the golden Tower, and 
there grew into great acquaincance with Marcellus. J had not long 
remained there, but the Bing of Lil ia as J ſuppoſe, perſwaded ther⸗ 
to by V enolas meanes) wꝛote a letter vnto Maximus, that he would 
fo2 his fake either ſend mee to him, oꝛ elſe be rcuenged on mee by my 
death: alleadging that J had diſhonoured his daughter: which accula⸗ 
tion was molt falſe and vntrue. Here vpon the Ling without hearing

_ tending to finde mo Parents, and ſo trauelled hitherwards. This 
(quoth he) is the buete and true rehearſalll of np trauels and bunging 
vp, ſo tar as I Rnow:hauing nothing whereby to be other wiſe known, 
rut a Jewell which my nurſe gaue me great charge tokexpe , whoſe 
mind? Jhaue falfilled. With that he puld out ol his boſome the tewel, 
which he continually woze about his necke, which Lavrana hauing di⸗ 
ligently viewed, pertecip knew to be the lame ſhe had left with Pari. 
menos inthe Jland of Rocks, who ſhe aſſurcdhj both by that z many 
other p2obabilities) knew to be her ſonne, that ſuddainlp b2foze them 
all, the caught him in her armes and cried. Oh my ſonne Parifme- 
nos, thou art my ſonne: many times killing and embꝛacing hun. Yer 
ſtraunge behanour dꝛaue them all m admiration. Then ſuddainly 
the place where they were veganne to ware darke, that thep could 
fcarce ſe one another, and they heard a vopce, which thep knew not 
from whence it ſhould come, which laid. Pariſmus welcome thy fon 
Pariſmenos, long tune abſent from thee:thou nad: (> not doubt oftt, fo; 
none is ſo like thee in Hcroicall quallities: q hich ſaide, the darknclle 
pꝛeſentip vaniſhed. 


Wy this thep all alſur ediy knew that the knight of Fame was ſon 


fo Pariſmu; and Laurana, who kkcwite allured himſelle that hec had 
found his Dare:its: that pꝛeſent'y he ktnected downe, whom Parilmus, 
the king, the Queene, and Laurana, moſt leunaly all at once incom⸗ 
paſſed with there kinde embꝛacings, teiopeing moſt excabingly fo? 
top thun he was found: beeing vnable by woꝛdes, welcomes, embza⸗ 
cings, 02 ctherwile,tc expꝛeſſe their gladneſte. Poriſmus reiopting that 
he had fo valiant and vertuous a ſonne, the king and Quten glad that 
in their olde age they (awe ſo vertuous an impe ſpꝛung koꝛth of their 
iſſue to ſucceede in the kingdome, And Laurana with tearcs of toy ex⸗ 

2effing her content, in that (he had found her fon whom ſhee thought 
had been deſtroyed long ago: that no hart is able to expꝛeſſe the top that 
poſſeſt their harts. Pollipus and Violetta they likewiſe embꝛaced him, 
being as glad as any of the reſt, ot his ſafetie. This ncwes was [one 
ſpꝛed thꝛogh the whole Court. from thence, flying fame ſont bꝛoght 


their 


the knowledge therof to the Citizens, who ol their owne aetoꝛd, rung 
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their bels, made berffere q riumphs, thꝛeghthe whole citie:whereon 


all ſides, was luch extading retoplings, as is umpolſible to be expʒeſt. 
Manp daies afterwards,the Rnight of Fame who now ſhall aſſume 


his right and pzoper name Pariſmenos , continued in the Bohemian 
Court, honourzbliegntertain3d,and highly eſteemed ofthe Bohemian 


ſtates: who grew into exceeding loue towards him, and was kindlp⸗ 
beloued of the King and xNueene, but eſpeciallie of his parents, who 
thought themſelucs moſt happie and bleſſed to haue ſuch a lonne: 
whoſe Fame was ſpꝛead thꝛough molt places ot all the Wozlde, and 
that euery mans cares were filled with the repozt of his moſt honou⸗ 
rable derdes. | 
Now that Pariſmenos had thus happily attained the knowledge 
of his parents, the want whereof had long time filled his n inde with 
care, no other thought but of A ngcelicas lone could take place in his 
heart, Which ( though his tauſe ol ioy otherwiſe was ſufficient filled his 
ſences with ſadnelle, and quite extinguicht thoſe delights, that they ſee⸗ 
med to his troubled minde, rather tedious then comſoztable: adding no 
eaſe to his care, which were augmented to an exterding height, by 
reaſon of Maximus trueltie, Which he (aw was fo much aggrauated 
againſt him, that he knew it a thing impollible toꝛ Him to attaine the 
leaſt fauour at his hands: who lificwiſe kept Angelica guarded (0 
ſlrongly,and fo narrowite pꝛied into all her actions „that it was im⸗ 
poluble any wap, either to come to her ſperch, oz to {end to her: that with 
diuerſ itie ofthe cogitations, his heart was toꝛmented, his tountenancd 
darkened and he ſpent his time moſt common ſadiielſe : being ſel⸗ 
dome dꝛawne to anpmpꝛth, Which was genere noted of all men but 
cſyecia ly of Laurana,Who could neuer be quiet but onely in his com⸗ 
any. 
| And on a day milling him ſhe reſted not vntill ſhe had ford bini 
dut, being gotten into the moll ſollitary place in the gart, leaning him⸗ 
ſcife vpon his eibow : w bo eſpying her, raiſtd himſelle from the mound, 
_— at her pzeſence,to whom the ſaid, 

Uihy how now Pariſmenos, what ſavneſfe is that which pofrel 
ſeth pour minde, that maketh you eſtrange your ſelſe from company,ta 
delight in ſoliitarincffe 2 is there none fo highly in pour fauonr , that 
they may know the truththereof202 is your tauſe of care ſuch agnons 
tan remedie:oꝛ not counſell you foꝛ your caſc? am ſuxe there are mas 
vr would not rełule to vle their enderours to plcaſure you , eſpecially 
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my ſelfe would both willingly do my beſt to comfozt vou, and know the 
cauſe, it it be not to ſecret. 

Pariſmenos with humble reuerence made her this annſwere: J 
beſcech you do not thinke me ſo viadutitull { noꝛ my caule ol care ſo ſe, 
crct , that à would conceale the ſame from von: but were it of much 
moꝛe impoztance , 4 would wiikgly reueale it ta ſatiſſie your mine: 
which J haue omitted, as vnwillng to trouble vou therwith, and foz no 
other reſpett. 

Then I pꝛap (quoth ſhe let me know , is it not loue ? pes moſt 
deare mother ( quoth he it is loue, and to that bewtiful Lady Angelica, 
who bearcth me the like affection : but fo farre am J from emoxying her 
loue, as that it attainteth my heart with care to thinke thereof, which 
is the cauſe of my ſadnelle: which will encreale rather then diminiſh, 
if 4 do not ſhoꝛtly trauell thither, being now allured of all other doubts, 


and hauing finiſhed my trauell in ſearch to finde you out. Thereſoꝛe, 


A moſt humbly beſeech von to pzocure my Loꝛd and fathers conſent to 
my ſpeedie departure, foz without the fruition of her heauenly fight, 
my life will be but weariſome, Laurana hearing his ſpeches, percei- 
ued inderde, that his affection wes great, and thercſoze not to be remas 
ued, and well knowing by her owne foꝛmer experience, that loue was 
incurable, (hs was the moze ready to pittie his paſſions, that ſhe pꝛo⸗ 
miſed to further him in what ſhe could, beeing now aſſured ofthe cauſe 
ok his ſadneſle.

Hoſt noble knight, à wil declare vnto you all that J haue lear⸗ 
ned of the eſtate of Marcellus, ſo neare as J can. After that vou were 
departed from hente, the Notalians hauing continued their diligent 
ſcarch ſome th2o dayes, in the ende returned to the Court fruſcrated of 
their deſire: whereby Maximus gaue no credence to that repozt, but 
ſone loꝛgat the lame, remaining in great quiet. 

Marcellus by this time had recouered his health, letting paſſe no

Pariſmenos beholding him, immediately allighted from bis ed, 
and with a hinde behauiour, ud. Bolt Noble and courteous P;ince, 
A deſire to haue (ome lewe woꝛds in pauate cõſerence with pon, from 
the kmght of Fame. Marcellus hearing him name the knight of Fame, 
deſired hun to lay on: fo2 there were none pzeſent, but ſuch as he tru⸗ 
ſred.

tuous minde, and vn willing ( as ſhee aſterwards tolde mee) to betray

Dulcia . At which wozds J was halte aſtoniſht, and viewing her in⸗ 
deed,perfectly knew her: which without ſhe had bewzaped her ſelle, A 
ſhouldncuer haue done: withall, my fancie began inwardly. to coins 
mend her curteſie , oꝛ rather vertue , that refuſed (though the condiſ⸗ 
cended to my fathers will) to betray mee, knowing the whole depthof 
my lecrets: and wondzing how mine eyes were blinded , that couly - 
befoze dilcrie her, I requeſted her to tell me the occaſion why che ſuppli⸗ 
ed Angelicas rome, the truth whereof (hee declared vnto mee , in 
manner as J haue now tolde you: withall, requeſting mee vppon 
her knees, not to tcucale that which hee hadde of dutie , gad 
will and affection tolde mee: which J pꝛomiſed J Would , and 
meane faithfully to conceale- from all but yourſelfe, Now there 
reſteth nothing but how to wozke meanes that you may come to An-

Pariſmenos bearing how flricktly his Ladie was guarded, 
was ſuddainly fricken with ſilent ſavneſſe , to thinke of the im⸗ 
poſſibilities that hindzed his content, and his minde was fo op⸗ 
pꝛeſt with care, that hee fozgot how to iudie foz his owne as 
uaile, 


Marcellus ſeeing him falne info that heanie dumpe, rtuiued him 
from the ſame with this comfoztable ſpeech: y dcare friend abandon 
this habit of care, ard reuiue your dzouping hart with hopeful comfozt, 
fo2 my ſelle will wozke a meanes how you ſhall haue the cuſtodie of 
Angelica, 2 5 J will effect very ſpeedily , if you will ſtay here but 
25 eh ea ſame about. Pariſmenos becing comfozted with 
ale gauc hm hank in le lpchs "ade 
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Molt noble Knight, how may J erpꝛeſſe ſufficient thankes to yon, fo 
becomming ſo kinde and faithful a friend to me vnwozthie 702 which 
way may Jrecompence the leaſt of your god deeds, that haue in all a 
bundance taſted of your honourable bountie? fo: which J render peu 
thanks, as all the recompence J am able to make: vowing if euer you 
neede my helpe in any thing, neuer to deſiſt to hazard my life foz your 
ſake. And ſince you haue ofpour owne vertuous diſpoſitton voluntar( 


ly (neither dzawne by intreatie no; hope of recompence) pꝛomiſed mg 


pour aſſiſtance, which onely map bee the meane to wozke my euerla⸗ 
ſting felicitte, J beſcech you go fozwards therein, that J may thereby 


bee much moze indebted, as well fo2 that, as fozinfinit other your 


Pzincely courteſies: which though they pafle vnrewarded, yet they 


ſhallneuer reſt vngratified in my dutifull denotions, which by god 


right are eternally bound to requite your god will, 

Wozthie friend (quoth Marcellus) leaue off ſo to bſe ſuch thankes 
to mee, that requeſt nothing at your hands but loue and friendlhippe, 
which am vnable to merit any ſuch recompence as you kindly peelde: 
bat I pꝛay be you merrie yet in my abſence, with this kinde olde Las 
die, whileſt J put my purpoſe in pzactiſe, which ſo ſone as J haut 
bzonght to perfection, q will returne,and not befoze: till when, I take 
mp leane, committing pou to pour owne hearts deſtre, which J with: 
which wozds being ended, with many courteous farewels hee depars 
ted the chamber: and comming to Panora,(who befoze had bene his 
Nurle, and loucd him moſt dearely) whom he requeſted in moſt car⸗ 
neſt {o2t, to vſe his friend as kindly as ſhe would vſe himſelfe, who 
pꝛomiſed ſo to do; and likewiſe perfozmed it in eucry vſing Paiſne- 
nous ſo kindly, that hee could not chuſe out greatly to extoll and com⸗ 
mend her courteſie. 

Now let my mule returne to ſpeake ſomewhat of Angelica, ho 
aſter (hee ſawe that ſhe was fruſtrated of her defire which was to de⸗ 
part with the Ring, accoꝛding as himſelfe had giuen out ſpeeches, and 
rot to be any longer inthꝛalled as ſhe had ol long time befoze been, and 
now perceiuing that her father had both deceiued her in that, taken as 
way all her damzels, chaunged her guard, and appoynted her to bee 
guarded by ſuch icalous flanes, as would neuer ſcarce day noz night 
ſuffer her to be out of their ſight, thought yer ſelfe not onely in as bad 
caſe as befoze, but rather in thouſand times wazſe, being depꝛ iued ol 
many pleaſures which the entoyed; but neuer eſteemed of W 
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now ſhe was reſtrained, miſſing the comfoztable pꝛeſente and ſweets + 

conference the was wont to enio with Marcellus, and eſpecially fea 
ring neuer to ſee the Knight of Fame again, ſhe wholly gaue her mind 
to ſoꝛrowe, ſpending all her time commonly in teares and 
her ſad eſtate, that had not Anna in ſome meaſure comfozted her,the 
would haue ouerwhelmed her tender heart with thoſe tares, and haue 
ſh oztned the date of her pzecious life, thinking euer houre a day, and 
enery day a peare, till ſhe were releaſed from that bondage: in which 
carefull eſtate ſhe continually remained.

Dulcia (quoth he) do not aſke pardon when yon haue not mil⸗ 
done, but beleeue my woꝛds, without any queſtion to pzoceed from the 
depth of my true heart, which entendeth and wiſheth you no leſſe gend 
then J haue vttered: fo2 J haue found ſuch vertue in you, that J am 
inthzalled to that vertue, and deſire to be partaker x polleſle thy bewty, 
which hath made mee your affectionate friende, and intreate your 
loue,then that which J deſire nothing moꝛe. My Lo2d replied Dulcia, 


my loue and dutie is ſuch, chat J will not refuſe any command vou ſhal

{mpoſſibilities, neither ſhall any miſerte alter my conſtant reſolution, 
Wiiththat,he embzaced her in his armes, Who gaue a ſilent conſent in 
termingled with teares, pꝛoceeding from her tender heart: with whom 
Marcellu; (tated ſome time, ſpending the tume in many friendly confe, 
rences,that Duca was conſtramed by his entr-atics, and her owng 
peelding heart, to giue her conſent ; both their intents being grounded 
vpon no other purpoſe,but that which is vertuous and chaſte, 

Pariſmenos being departed from Marcellus, ſone arrined at the 
maiden Tower, where hee alighted, and comming to the gardiants 

that kept the gate, he ſaluted them with a curteous behamour , 4 tolde 
them, that he was ſent by Maximus their Bing, to be one of the gardy 
ants, whom at the firft they denied hum: then he deliuered his Letter, 

which they hauing red, accepted hun * one ok their fellowes Without 
Anp doubt oꝛ miſtruſt. 

TUhen he had obtained his deſire in this, with ſuch pꝛoſperous 
ſuccelle, he began to co:Mfozt himſeclt with hope of further god foztune, 
continuing all that night amongſt the reſt of the gardiants, a not once 
offering any behauiour which might bꝛeed ſuſpition: but behaued him⸗

Pariſmenos thought himſelfe moſt happie to have attained this 
felicitie,where like wiſe he behaned himſclfmoſt carctully, telling them 
that hee had a meſſage of ſccrecie to declare to her from the King, 


which they made no doubt of, not neuer denied. When he ſpied his fit⸗ 


teſt oppoꝛtunitie, which was, when Angelica was walking alone in 
a pꝛiuate garden, being all the libertie ſhe had , andthe Eunuches 
were gone to diſpozt themſelues, and had put him alone in truſt with 
the key that conducted to her chamber, he vnlocked the dw2e,and ſhuts 
ting the ſame againe, he came to her chamber, where he durſt not be fo 
bolde as enter, befoꝛe he had knockt. Anna being alone in the cham⸗ 
ber, hearing one knocke, came to the doꝛe: and eſpying Pariſmenos in 
Armoꝛ, with his woꝛd girt to his ſide !( which he neuer left off, being in 
euery point armed but his head) maruelled what he ſhuld be: to whom 
he laid. Faire Damozel,maruellnot to ſee me in Armo2,which ſhalnes 


uer offend pou, but ſtill be imploped in your defence, J haue knockf, 


2eſuming no further without licence: the cauſe of my comming is, to 
dcliver a meflage vnto the Lady Angelica from Marcellus, All this 
time, Anna had diligently beheld him: perſwading her ſelfe, ſhe had 
ſene him befoꝛe, that che made him this anſwere. Sir knight, il you 
tome from Marcel lus vou ſhall bee welcome tomy Lady: therefoze 1 
p2ay pou come in, and J will conduct youto the place where ſhe is. 
Then ſhe b ought him down a paire of ſfay2es, into the garden where

ted within her: and Pariſmenos humblng humſclfe vpon his knee, ſaid. 


Mule not diuine Lady, to behold the mappe ol ſoꝛrow, created to ens 
dure cuerlaſting miſerie: the moſt wozthie knight Marcellus hath ſent 
me hither, whole faudur hath cauſed me to be thus bold, who hartily ſas 
luteth hi;mſcife to you by me. Angelica all this while diligently beheld 
him,oft changing her countenance, being pꝛocured by the diuerſitie of 
thoughts:fo2 the ſuppoced it ſhould be the janight of Fame, fo2 that hee 
tame from Marcellus; but he was ſo miahtily altered, that ſhe was in 
doubt ther eol.

Alſoone as he had ended thoſe fewe woꝛds, (hee ſaid: Are yon not the 
klmebt of Fame?

ſome, who put his hand betwirt her pꝛecious tem ples, to ktepe it from 
touching his colde and hard Armour, vttering theſe ſpeeches. Oh how 
vnloꝛtunate am J, that by my diſquict haue pꝛocured pou this diſquiet; 
but befoze he could ſay moꝛe, ſhe anſwered: But were vou hence, my 
griefe would be far greater. It is not pour pꝛeſence hath done this, but 
my owne hearts cares that are (till allotted ts be my greateſt comfozt: 
but thinke your ſelfe moſt welcome to me, and pour pꝛeſence moze de⸗ 
ughttull then any others whatſocuer, Poſt vertuous Lady (quoth he) 
your kindneſſe is ſo farre beyond my defert , that J know my ſelfe 
altogither vnable to render ſufficient thankes fo2, which J haue beene 
often made acquainted withall , by the wozthie Marcellus, and now 
finde kindlie ratified by pour owne heauenlie voyce, which ye&lde met 
that vndeſerued fauour as ſhall binde me in all dutrfull bonds of ſeruice 
to your command. Jt{quoth ſhe) I ſhould do otherwile then lone pou, 
you might account me diſcourteous: 021f J ſhould denie my wozds 
paſt to Marcellus (who loucth pou ſo wel, that he wil J know conceale 
nothing from pou ) vou might account me vntrue: but ſceing vou 
haue well deſerued the one, and are by his meanes made pꝛiuie to the 
other, J cannot now {and vpon new termes ok deniall, but peldemy 
ſelf in all honoꝛable ſoꝛt into your cuſtodic Moſt ſweet Lady quoth he) 
if J pꝛoue not thanktull, heauen grant my god deds may bee rewar⸗ 
ded with il: if A remaine not euerlaſhinghe true, let comfozt hate my 
ſaule, the earth denounce my vodie,and terroz affuct my conſcience: if 


euer 
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ever J refuſe perill, hazard oflife, tozment , ozothermiſerie fo2 your 
lake, let all peril,hazard of life,tozment and miſerie be my chiefeſt com- 
fozt:ifmy loue continue not conſtant,my faith firme,and my thoughts 
cleare ofdilloyaltie, let thoſe Jloue hate me: let all men abhozre me: 
and euery creature ſeeke my deſtruction. Gentle linight (quoth ſhe) 
your wo2ds J do conſtantly beleene : therefoze be you aſſured likewiſs 
of my reſolution, which is to reſt my ſelle wholely vpon your vertues: 
with that they parted ſo pure a maiden kilſe betwirt them, beeing the 
firſt that ener the had giuen oꝛ he receiued , that both their hearts ſee- 
med to enterchange the others plate, and to part from their louing 
bꝛeſt with a loft bzeathing ſigh , moze ſwerte then if all the vnited pers 
funes in the woꝛld had bene met betwirt their roſiate iips . By this 
time Anna was returned, hauing ſpent her labour in naine, foz that 
Angelica was ſafe, Then Pariſmenos taking her by the arme, led her 
vp into her lodgings, which when he had dune, Angelica deſired him 
to declare by what meanes he had attained that uibertie to come to her. 
And he ſaid, J am amongſt the reſt, one of your kæ pers: fo2 behold J 
haue the key that alone tondudeth to your lodging: Eunuches haue 
put me in truſt withall, who are now gone about ſome recreation they 
haue in hand: then he declared vnto her the truth of all, and ol Maxi- 
mus pollicie, and how he had cauſed Dulcia to ſupplie her rome at the 
Court , who was ol euery degre taken fo2 her ſelfe.

When Angelica heard that he was ſonne to Parilmus and Lau- 
rana, whole Fame reſounded incuery place, and that he was ſpzong 
dr two ſuch kinglie houſes, her heart was filled with rxceeding ioy: 
which che expꝛeſt by giuing hum many kind welcomes: vttering thele 
ſpeches. My deare knight quoth ſhe) J reioyce to heare that vou haue 
found pour pꝛincelie parents. But vet J would you had kept the lame 
from my knowledge as pet, becauſe that you might haue had tryall of 
my god will in your vnknowne eſtate, in which you were as deare to 
me as you ſhall be it vou were the higheſt Monarch of the woztd. But 
bow happie ſhould J be, if à might in quiet cnioy your pꝛeſente, which 
J know not how pou will effect, Deare Lady (quoth he) there reſteth 
nothing but your conſent ; which ii you vouchlale to grant, then w_

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not doubt but ſ@ne to bzing you out of this place without any hazary 
o7your perſon, Dh ſweate Pariſmenos, the thꝛaldome J haue long en⸗ 
dured, maketh me deſirous of libertie, that am almoſt tired with cons 
ceit of my fathers credalitie,to much adticed to vaine repoꝛts: eſpecis 
ally relying vpon pour vertuous diſpoſition', and deſirous to be ruled 
and gouerned by your wiſedome, whom J haue choſen fo2 my onelp 
delight: J am moſt willing to do whatſoener pou ſhall counſell me to, 
reſting in aſſured confidence, that you will no way impaire my honoz, 
which J reſpect moꝛe then my life: but reſt at my diſpoſition in ſecking 
guy other allurance then my pꝛomiſe. beſeech pou (quoth he) let no e⸗ 
uil conceit ot me take place in pour heart, but be aſſured, that ſo long as 
J bꝛeathe, J will not erre from your command, in the leaſt vndutifull 
reſpect,but reſt ſo fully and wholely obedient to your beheſts, that ſay 
ner then J will do oꝛ thinke a thought that (hall diſagree to your deſire, 
this bꝛeath ſhal leaue my bzeſt,and mp vitill ſpirits giue vp their lateſt 
gaſpe.After theſe ſpeeches ended, and Angelicas minde fully ſatiſfied, 
they ſpent ſome time in familiar conference intermingled with many 
kinde behamours,to the further confoꝛmation of both their loues : till 
at laſt, Pariſmenos enfozced,in regard of their ſatctics,departed to his 
charge,whither he was come befoze they were returned: and at their 


xcturne finding him there, they made no doubt of him, but toke the 


charge vpon them againe, entring into Angelicas chamber, to pꝛouide 
her (ſuch things as were neceſſarie, who becauſe they ſhould not finde 
any alteration, put on her ſoꝛmer manner of ſadneſſe, which befoꝛe pꝛo⸗ 
ceded from the depth ol care, vut now ſhe aſſumed to auoide ſuſpition;

| ding perplexitie offeare,then they bega al togither 

to ſtudie what this might mean going down, they eſpied their fellow 
lis dead befoze them, whom Pariimenos had calt there, that Angelica 
might not ſe hun: which ghaltlie ſight affriahted them with deadlie 
feare: that with an exceeding outcrie they ran downe to the Knights 
that kept the entrance: who maruelling at their ſozꝛrow, enquired the 


cauſe thereof: they declared how they found one of their fcllowes 


flaine,and the knight that Maximus had lately ſent was nuſſing. Ye 
(quoth the knights) hath the keeping of the entrance: but notwiths 
ſtanding , ſome of them fearing the woꝛſt, ranne thither , where 
they found neither him, noꝛ the other knight that was appointed to 
watch with hum, noꝛ the keyes of the Tower gate. Mith which news, 
they returned backe to the reſt o their fellowes,who by this tune came 
all togither. At which newes, one of them ſaid : J ſee no ſuch cauſe of 
ſoꝛrow. Tlith that one or the Eunuches ſaid: you know not what wee 


haue loſt, we are all vndone: we ſhall all be hanged, if Maximus heare 


hercok, we haue loſt Angelica: with the knights burſt into a laugh⸗ 
ter. Oh quoth the Eunuch laugh not at that which will bang vs all 
to ſoꝛrow, we haue loſt Angelica, whole cuſtodie we had, though vn⸗ 
knowne to you : which the Ling commanded vs to kepe from pour 
knowledge, fo2thathe had giuen out repozt , that ſhe was departed 
with him: whom I feare me, the ſtraunge knight that lately arriued 
heere, hath carried away from vs all. The knights hearing his woꝛds,

nos and Angelica were as ſafe in his cuſtodie as could be deuiſed. la- 
bin ſceing ſuch a number of knights abꝛoad, returned with that ne wes. 
to his Cell, which dzane Angelica into ſome feare and diſquiet, but Ja. 
bin by his comfoꝛtable aſſurances, expeld the fame from her heart, hy 
telling her, that if all the woꝛld were in ſearch of them, yet they would

calling foꝛ the reſt of their armour, hauing the one halle on, and the o⸗ 
ther out ol redineſſe: ſome in armo2 , readie mounted, buckling on 
their Helmets, others at cuery point armed, calling foz their ſterdes, 
ſom ready mounting, halte armed, halfe vnarmed: Knights running 


this way, ſeruants that wap, all ſtirring and making vnwonted halt, 


and euerp one in a hurlp burly, By this tune came Maximmns readp 
mounted „ girding dis ſpurs into his ſteeds fide fo2 haſte: who was 


readie to make ſpeede without ſpurring, commaunding his knights o 


follow him: who haſted after him, not knowing why they made ſuch 
ſpeede, the Ladies wondꝛed at this newes, ſome fo2 frarc of thtir huſ⸗ 
bands harme, foꝛ they thought ſome enemies were app2oached which 
might endager their perlons, admiring this range accident: ſome bes 
moning the ablence of their louers: all in a wonderfull extaſie , the 
Kurene ſhee ſate weeping foz the lofle of her daughter Which the Hing 
had told her of. | 

Marcellus heonelyrcioiced,fo2 that he ſuppoſed Pariſmenos had carl 
ed frothece Ange. Maxwnus withat haſte arriucd at the mats tower, 
here

where he heard the truth of all, and ſawe the Eunuch that was flaine, 


and withall was certified in what manner the ftraunge knight came, 
and how that he bzought with hun a Letter ſigned with his pꝛiuie ſig⸗ 
net, When Maximus heard this, he grew pꝛeſently into a perſwaſion 


that it was the vnknowne knight had done that exployt , and carried 


away Angelica, then he called fo2 the Letter which one of thoſe knights 
(by ill foztune moꝛe careiull then the reſt, had demaunded of Pariſme- 
nos, after he had ſhewen the lame to the Eunuches as afozeſaid ) deli⸗ 
tcred vnto hun, which when Maximus ſawe , he pꝛeſentiy knew 
that it was Marcellus hand, which cauſcd his eyes to (wel with rage, 
that fo2 that the night was new come, he reſted in the Tower, cone 
maunding and deliring his Nobles and Knights to poſte thꝛougheut 
all the Country to finde Angelica, commaunting two of the chiefeſk 
or his Noble men early the next moꝛning to poſte to the Court and aps 
p2:hend Marcellus as a Traytoz , fo2 conſpiring with aſtraunger to 
betrap his like. Thus on aſuddaine was all the Countrey ſpzed ouer 
with knights, who left no place of likelihod to harbour them. Onely 
Iabins Cell they ſuſpected not, which was ſo neare the Papden To⸗ 
wer, and withall a place of holineſſe and religion dedicated to Saint 
Auſtin; whom they woꝛſhipped: that of all places none ofthe thought 
of likclthod that they ſhould be there: in which queſt they contuiued 


bcry caxneſt all that night, and the next day. 


Aline as Marcellus ſawe all the knights and Nobles depar⸗ 
fed, and all the Court in an vp2oze, now ſearing that if Maximus 
(hould ſe the Letter hee had giuen Pariſmenos, hee would knowe his 


hand:when all were in an exceeding vpꝛoꝛe, he came to Dulcia in great 


haſt, and tolde her al that had befallen,telling her, that he mult now foz 
a tune leaue her: fo2 that he knew his father would vppon fight ol the 
Letter be ſo much incenſt againſt him, that it were mere fondneſſe in 
him to ſtay and abide his ſurie: with that Dulcias heart panted with 
aricfe, and her eyes melted into teares , deſiring hun moſt owe 
vpon her knees, that he would not leaue her behinde, Whoſe life wo 
be wozſe then death without his pzeſence : koꝛ my Lozd ( quoth ſhee it 
you will vouchſafe me this fauour, I will neuer fozſake you fo2 feare of

Marcellus toe her vp wiih a kinde kiſſe, teling her that hee was 


moſt exceedingiy glad that ſhe would go with hun , being the onely 


thug he molt defired in the wozld.

Then ( quoth Dulcia) tell me what J ſhall do, and J will do if pꝛeſent. 
ly, (Quoth he) whileſt J hold the Ladies in a talke, whoſe wits are 
now troubled, diſguiſe your ſelfe, and flip out amongſt them, and go to 
Madam Panoras houſe, and there ſtay foꝛ me. Dulcia then pꝛeſently 
taſt off her vppermoſt garments and put on ſome of the Ladies , ſuch 
as ſhe next found, and locking faſt her chamber doze, went thꝛough as 
mongſt the thickeſt ol them: who ſeeing her locke the dw2c toke her fo2 
one of their fellowes that had bzought Angelica to bed: and ſo let her 
paſſe without ſuſpition. 

Dulcia was no ſoner downe ſtaires, hut ſhe haſted with all ſped 

vntill ſhe was without the court gate, and from thence came to Pano- 
ras houſe, where ſhe was let in by Panora, whom ſhe tolde, p Marcel- 
lus had ſent her thither, and would himſelfe be there pꝛeſentlie. Panora 
fo2 his ſake gaue her kinde entertainment. Marcellus ſeeing all things 
fall out thus pꝛoſperouſly, and Dulcia paſt by, which he noted, he leſt 
the Ladies, and pꝛeſently went to his chamber, and armed himſelfein 
one of the Getulian knights armoꝛs, hauing none of his own, & wet to 
Panoras houſe, where he found Dulcia, and caught her in his armes 
with a louing emb2ace : and being all th2e togither, he declared to Pa- 
nora all that had hapned, both of himſelfe, Angelica, and Dulcia, and 
that the knight which lodged in her houſe, was the Kmght of Fame. 
Pariſmenos withall, requeſting her ſecrecie and apde, to conteale

wiſe, made great ſoꝛrow fo2 his miſhap . This newes being come to 

the Ladies that attended Du'cia, inſtead of Angelica who thought to 
carrie the repoꝛt of this newes to Angelica , but enquiring foꝛ the key 
other chamber , could not heare ofit ; foz enery one made _—_— 
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they hadde it not, n 
enquiring who it was that tame out laſt, but the truth thereol they 
could not learne, that they began to ſulped each other, and that ſhe that 
had the key had loſt the ſame, and wauld not hee knowne thereafithat 
at laſt they began to knocks firſt ſoftly; and then hard, bat none niade 
anſwere, which dꝛaue them all into an extreame perplexitie, and with 
much ados, ta rid themſclues of that fear, they got open the doe, where

Peace, peate, giue ouer this vaine lamentation, 
fo2 youknow not foz whom you mourne, it was not Angelica you had 
the cuſtodie ol, therefoze ceaſe your laments , and giue me leaue to 
mourne, that baue iuſt cauſe: who am a partie in all theſe woes, that 
at once haue loſt the company ol both my dearc childzen,and all pꝛoen⸗ 
rod by Maximus miſdoubt, who left Angelica in the maiden Tower, 
who is ffolen from thence, and now my ſonne N larcellus with Dulcia 
is likewiſe fled, ; Ap me, what ſozrow is this? whoſe griele may bee 
compared to mine: was cuer any ſo miſcrable as J am made, that at 
one inſtant haue loft my comfozt, my childꝛen, my iopes and delight: 
with that ſuch a paſſion. of grief onerwhelmed her heart, that her ſpeech 
abꝛuptlie bzake off, andmoze ſhe would haue ſaid but could not, that 
the ladies twke her vp, being fallen into a deadlie trance, and conucyed 
her to her bed. 

Thus was the whole Court and Citie repleate with care,cnery 
one vttering their fancies : the vonger ſozt arcuſing Maximus of cru- 
eltie, alleaging that he was cauſe of thoſe cares: the elder condenming 
the two young Pzinces of lewdnelle and lightneſle , that would enter 
into theſe actions without their parents conſent. And two Noblemen 
returned againe to Maximus with theſe newes , which added newe 

cares to his troubled head, 5 Angelicas eſcape did not ſo much greue 
hun, as that Marcellus ſhouldvoth he Autho2 in her eſcape /, and alſo 
would make ſo balea chapſe ol Dulcia, with whom, all were aſſured 
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he Was kledde, neither did an theſd ſd much vere him, as that hee wan 
dilappoynted of all meanes to reuenge theſe Wzorigs, ' © © 

Maximus continued many dates at the maden Tower „calling 
togither all the kights of the land, comma ditig them to inake all dis 
Ugent-ſearch;/ and to appoyrt (oms that Gould ſtay in euerie plate of 
the countrie, and exaauiae euerie paſſenger, (oz that his minde gaus 
hun, Angelica and Magcelkis were within Getulia. This bu ſinefle 
was ſo ſpeedily and fo cracly perfomiev, that it was n fo} 
them to eſcape vnknowne oꝛ viidoſcried. 

Nlarcellus the next night atter all the tumults, hauing by many per⸗ 
{waſions and intreaties wanne Dulcia to frap with Panora s, and 
with pꝛomiſe of his ſpeedie returne, armed himſelfe in the armonr hee 
had gotten and departed from thence, with intent to go to Samt Au- 
{tines Chappell, where hee was ſure hee (ſhould heare of Pariſmenos, 
and by the way met with many ofthe Getulian knights, who kur we 
hum not but vy his armour, toke him to bee a Getulian knight named 
Portellus whoſe armoz Marcellus had put ou: thts Porcelins was a 
knight ofthe kings Court, who not long inte was departed inlo l. 
bia without the knowledge of any but Marcellus, who had ſent him 
to view Venolas beautie, and to learne if he could theopgmall of-that 
accuſation was wc againſt the knight of Fate, in whoſe /arrtiout 
Marcellus paſt without ſuſpition, being taken ol all fo Börtellus. 

Carly the next moꝛning he arriued at S. Auſtines Chappel, where 
he would neither knocke no2 enter, vntiil he was fare there were none 
to deſcrie him. When labin firſt ſawe him, his heart was toꝛmented 
with feare, demanding what he would haue. Feare not labin (quoth 
he) Jam pour keie d Marcellus: with that he e ntred into the Chappel, 
whom labin would not ſuffer to go further, vntill hee had ſerne his 
face, which when he beheld, he embꝛaced him molt loningly , 4 with⸗ 
_ out ſpcabing a woꝛd bꝛought Bim into his Cell, where was Pa iſme- 
nos, Angelica and Anna, Who all af once beholding him, and hee 
them, emb2aced each other with exterding ioy, being ſo glad they had 
met, that Angelica wept fo2 iop, Pariſmenos ſurfetted with delight, 
and Ma: cena; heart was filed with rreceding content: when thele 
ſtoꝛmes of toy were paſt and ſomewhat calmed, Marcel'us declared to 
them alkthat had happened, andho that Maximus had ſet meſt dis 
ligent ſpies in tuerie toꝛner ofthe tomitrie, and withallz declared the 
cauſe uhr pe was icdde, the mancr and with whom, his loue to Dul-

the ſhall be my Qucen: withal, J am glad you haue met your knight,

plauded and reioyced at his ſoztunate ſucceſſe;towhom Angelica ſaid 


with a merrie countenance ; Dulcia hath loſt nothing by aſſuming me 


name and habit, but thereby hath wonne a conftant knights loue, and 
may hereatter by that meanes came io he a Quene, Anderd Marcel- 
us whaffocuer other may lay, J perſwade and allure. my ſeiſe, vou 


haue gotten a vertuous, beautifull, packe, kinde, and loumg Ladies 
laue, whoſe god parts J haue often commended in my ſecret thoghts, 
but now am glad that I haue ſo god oppoʒtunitie to ſpeake of them in 
pour, hearing; what though thee bee not ofkingly rech vertues ara 
ſuch as may beſteme the bell Ladie in the wozſd. 

larcellus was glad to heare Angelica ſo much commend his belo⸗ 
ned Dulcia, that he laid: Fndeed ſiſter J haue choſen Dulcia, J lone 
her, and will heercafter be true to her, foz her beautic, vertue, and god 


of whole companie Jam ſure you arc not a little glad. With that An- 


ge lica bluſht, and hee ſatde : Nay ſiſter bluſh not,toz hee hath better des 


(eru:d pour louc, then Dulcia hath mine. 

In thcſc and ſuch like communications, they ſpe nt the reſt of that 
day, ſtudying and deviſing what might bee their bit courſe to take in 
theſe troubleſome affaires, 

Aſter that larcellus had layed ſome time wilh Pariſi menos and 
Angelica in Saint Auſtines Chappell, he againe departed in Porte!- 
lus armourtowards Du'cia, where hee arriued to her exceeding com- 
fo2t, without luipicion, wilhing that ſhe had beenc with Angelica,that 
he might haue cnioyed both her and their compaiuc tomther. 

After Marcellus was departcd, Pariſmenos and Angelica beganne 
to ſtudie which wap they might eſcape Naximus crucltie, being both 
deſtrous to go into B ohenna, but they knew not how to palle without 
being dilcouered, . foz that che king till continued his diligent ſearch: 
and beſides, | ifthatlcthad be 2 pet th2;ournic was lo long ard 
daungerous, that Pariſmenos was vnwilling to indaunger her per⸗ 
ſon and health thereby, that he was dzawne to an erceeding alloniſh⸗ 


ment what were beſt ts bee dene: that beuig vnckülkull of themſclues 


what ta determine oll, they aſked olde Jabines counſell, who pꝛeſent⸗ 
ly tolde them chat Ether uked Wis limple fare, and that homely — 
were 
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whete Honch they were not daintily ſerved, yet they were quiet, that 
he thought it their beſt courſe to ſtay there (ill vntill Maximus were 
out of hope to finde thein, and had giuen'oner his ſcarch, oz at the leaf 
vntul Marcellus Were returned, whole counſel they both allow cd and 
NI. trug Nil cernaittedin the tnaiden Mower, fretting his al 
with veration und griete, bering put out ol all comfozt by his Bnights 
that daily returned without any newes, that in the ende he was tpꝛed 
with qriefe ; and fared like one in a deſperate eſtate: but by the cormſel 
ol his Nobles, after much trouble and long ſearch, he returned to the 
Contt where the QAuetne was, to comfozt her: who at his comming he 
found very ſicke , und in very weake eſtate , being pzocured by the 
greefe (ſhe had conceiued foꝛ her childꝛens lolſſe. Maximus fainghcr in 
that dangerous eſtate, began to tomfoꝛt her with many perlwaſions: 
but ſhe was fo impatient and fo full of greete , that the vttercd theſe 
ſpeeches. Comfoꝛt my Koꝛd, tommeth now ont of ſeaſon, when dur 
grefes are paſt remedie, which you might haue ſalued when time ſet⸗ 
ued : it is your curioſitie and to fond ſuſpect , that hath bzcd theſe mil⸗ 
chances, vou giue to much credit to that fowle c1.chauntreſle ſpecches, 
which vour ſelf deſue to p2one true, oꝛ elſe you would neuer take thoſe 
tcruell courſes pon haue done with your childzen. Pight pou not often 
haue married Angelica accoꝛding to vour deſire, to many honourable 
and great per lonages: what it che be now married, can that indaun⸗ 
ger your life , vnlelſe you will bee the wilfull acto? thercof your ſelfe: 


but by your ſeueritie you haue done this, which is now tmpollible to be 


recouered. 
Nlaximus heart at theſe ſpeeches began to melt with lenitie ard 


his owne conſcience began to condemne Himſelfe , that now he repen · 


ted the ſeueritie he had vſcd, and accuſed himſelke of follie, to giuc ſuch 
credit to the enchauntreſſe ſpceches, that he pꝛoteſted if he had his chil 
dꝛen againe, he would not reſtraine them ſo much ofthetr libertie, but 
that he would let them make choiſe atcoꝛding to their cwne fancies: 
and in this heauie eſtate we will leaue him: dernſing what meancs to 
Wwozke by geutleneſſe to call them home againe. 

Martceltus all this while continued with Dulcia in Panoras 
boule , and now hearing that Maximus was teturned from the mai⸗ 
den Tower and 2 giuen oucr ſcarch k as bopelelle to ** er 
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of Pariſmus. 


Angelica 02 him: he determined to conucy Dulcia fo Saint Auſting 
Chappcil, koꝛ that Panoras heuſe was to nears the Court, aud there 
they might by ill foztune ſone be deſcried, chat with this reſolution hee

Pariſinenos, and the Jewel which Laurana knew him by, which hee 


deſired Porte l lus to deliuer vuto his mother, as an aſſured token, that 
he cane from him. He haſted withall ſpeede about his buſinclle, and 


lone arriued in Bohemia, and deliuered his Letter and the Jewell ts 
Laurana. The newes of Portellus tcuming, was ſone kauobone inthe 
Court, and the cauſe why he came: which when the Robles and Com 


mons heard, Pari{musneved not muſter vp men, to? cucry one were 
deſirous to be employed,and came voluntarte and offered their ſcrice, 
accounting it a dilhonour to be refuſed; and within a (ho2t ſpace, there 


were gathered toguher of Noblcs, Knights, and Genticmen, a great 
number, and to them Parilmus added lo manp, that there were tem 
tie thouſand hoꝛſemen in a rcadinelle, under the conduc of Polizpus, 


who was molt deürous of that honour, and had cotton Violettas con- 


ſent : who with all haſte marched towards Getulia. Paimus then ga 


thered togither an Armie of fiftie thouſand expert ſouldiers vnder his 
conduct and I cllamors, Who was lately axriued at the Bohemim 
Court with Clarina.

where they walked vp and downe, and at laſt, P ariſmenos taking An- 
gelicn aide, vnto a picaſant banke, bedeckt with many lweet ſummer 
flowers, and M urcellus likewiſe Dulcia, reſted themſclucs not farre 
from them, recreating themſelues with werte embzacings.

into a moſt loathſome, ſtinking, and dacke dungeon. Angelica hee 
cauſed likewiſe to be deſrobed of her oꝛnaments, and caſt into a pꝛiſon 
with Anna and Dulcia, vntill they had mozg lciſure to determine of 
them. Marcellus at the inſtant intreaties of the Quene and Nobles, 
hee did not impaiſon, but with many rebukes and rep20achcs baniſht 
him his pꝛeſence, vowing that if euer he came in his light, hee ſhould 
loſe his head. 

To tehcarſe the ſeucrall complaints Angelica and Dulcia made, 
would be tedious to rchearſe, and greeuous to retite, fo2 thep were 
ſuch as would fo2ce ſalt teares from Tyꝛants eves, pearce the ſtonie 
rockes, and mollifie the hardened hearts of the moſt rude, cruell, 
barbarous, an) inhumane monſters in the whole word, being hards 
ly vled, ſcantly dicted, and badly looged, that Max umus often hearing 
their plaints, pittied their laments, pct thercwith was rather dꝛawne 
to moꝛe ſcueritie, then any wap mollificd. Larinienos niicric likes 
wiſe was nothing inkeriour to theirs, but rather tenne times wo2'e, 
being alone (they hauing the benefit of each others comparite , which 
ts a great comfo2t in miſerie) without light, to2 the Haut 02 dungcon 
whereinto he was th2uſt, had not ſo much as a creuice, where thzough 
any light appeared, being large and wide, far from any company, that 
he could not heare any creatures vopce, having but once a dap ſode, 
which was bꝛead and water, and of that ſo little, that it would ſcarce 
pꝛeſerue life, clogd and guerladen with the burdenous wapt of chaines 
and boltes: in which ſoꝛt he continued many daics, without hope euer 
to eſcape from that plate, where you map ſuppoſe his cares were great,

he made thoſe that beheld him wonder to ſee him ſo altered in geſture,

Pariſmenos hauing continued many daies in the loathſome dun⸗ 


geon, maruelling that he could heare no newes from Angelica, and 


alſo that Marcellus had foꝛgotten to vteld him comfozt in his arcatcſt 
extremitie, thought that either they were unpꝛiſoned, oz elſe that the 
K. in his furie had executed ſome cruell reuenge vpon the, Theſe cares 
on the one fide were ſufficient tozments , and his hard impziſonment 


and cruel vſage on the other five,ynoughto kill the ſtouteſt heart, that 


had he not beene p2ef. rued by adimirable and flraunge operation, he 
could neuer haue indured thoſe calarnitics. Al laſt hee beganne to diſs 

paire of all hope, and ſudvairly to recall his ſences, and with moze

Il he and Pol'1pus marched with their tronpes to 
the Citie of E phe ſus, and begirt the ſame round, 
Maximus ſeeing his Citie begirt with ſoulvicrs, 


lt out a Heralo to know what they were, who bzought him won ; 


out of pꝛilon, and met with Pollipus, gate hi 
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Theſecondparr 
they wete Bohemians, chat were tome to redeem Pariſmenos,ant te 
reuenge the iniuries he had don hun, vpon falſe repozts of the King of 
Libia. Maximus hearing that, p2tſently tuommaunded an Armie of 
twiſe as many Natolian:, as there were Bohemians, to be gatherey 
togither,vnder the conduct of Duke Pridamor , a valiant and reſclute 
Noble man, who accozding to his valour at his firſt appꝛoach, entred 
battcll with the Bohemians, and by great oddes, thought ſone to vii 
comtozt them: but the Bohemians being men of god expcrience,and 
expert ſouldiers, as little eſtemed the Natoltans,as1f they thcmſelncs 
had had the oddes, Pariſmenos now thought it time to befttrre him- 
(elfe,to wozke renenge , and to make p2wfe of his valdur, that being 
gallantlymoited, he ceuched his ſpeare, and ran at a Natoltan knight 
and pearcrd the ſame quite though his body: which done, he dew his 
Cwo2d,and met an other with ſo full a blowe, that he tumbled from his 
Hozſeand was trodento death: an other with niolence he ruſht quite 
though the guts; the lourth, loſt his arme. And in this loꝛt he cntred 
intathe thickeſt of them, ſpending neuer a blow in waſte : but cyther 
a Hatolian loſt his life, oz ſome part of his body thtreby : that ona 
ſuddaine, by his valour, the Bohemians had diſranckt the Natoliaus, 
and the hozſemen made an exceæding laughter amongſt them. By 


this time Pariſmenos was come to the maine battell, where he met 


with Pridamor, mounled vpon a white ſtæd, his capariſons of beaten 


gold , beſct with pearle and p2ccious ſtone: his Armoz ofthe richeſt 


wozkinanſhip with a plane of ſpangled feathers in his creſt, who had 
vowed to ſatiſſie his pꝛoud mind with Bohenvuans blod:at whom Pa- 
riſmenos ran hauing gotten a ſpeate, and contrary to his pꝛoud expec⸗ 
tation, Pari menos fozceabie eucounter, turntd his holes vpward and 
fell backwards oucr his hozſe rump, almoſt ſtifeled with bis furniture; 
at which the Bohemians gaue an exceding ſhonte to fee Pariſmenos 
valoꝛ. All tdis time Poll:pus was not idle, but ſhewed ſuch cxcæding 
tokens oft his valoꝛ, that all that beheld bim and Pariſmenos, thought 
there could not be two moꝛe valtarit knights in the woꝛld. 

After Pydamor had recouered his hoſe, he kept his band of ſouldiers 
togither moꝛe warilp, x ſccing what flaughter the Bohemiãs had made 
unded retrait, whileſt the Bohemians purſucd them cuen vnto their 
Cunpe, and ſie w a great number ot them, that all the carth was fircw/ 


ed with their dead bodies. The Bohemians likew'fe with io yfull harts 
teturned to their tente, grawing into luch adnuredeftunaticn of Pas 
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of Pariſmus. 
Aſmenos Adept not to leaue the leaſt part of his di irt 
vnperfozined, though they atchieued the ſame with ertreame prriland 
_ hazardoftheir uues. 

Maximu andthe Queene all this while ſtod and beheld the bats 
tell, maruelling what two nights they were that made ſuch hauocke 
amongſt his Dabiecns, chat he was exceedingly enraged to ſ& ſo m 

of his countrie bloud ſhed: that departing downe , he aſſembled all hi 

councell togither,aſkingtheir aduice and aide in this extremitie. Who 
at the laſt, won him to condiſcend to theſe conditions, that Marcellut 
baniſhment ſhould be repealed, whoſe abſence appalled the Natolians 
hearts, that they were rather like men confounded then otherwile thers 
by. And that Dalcia ſhould be banniched and ſent fo2th of the Citie in 
baſe attire, with commandement, that vpon paine of death none ſhuld 
ſuccoz her That Angelica ſhould be releaſed from pꝛiſon, and reſtozed 
to his fauoz, That he ſhould ſend into L 1bia,fo2 the kings apde againſt 
the Bohemians, the quarell being partly his. That he ſhuld ſend his 
Embaſſadozs to the R. of Barbaric; to traue his aſſiſtance againſt ths 
Bohemians. Which Articles Maximus agreed vnto, rather then hes 
wold mittigate his tre, and ſend backe Pariſmenos in ſaletie, which his 
Nobles earneſtly required. Then was Marc. banniſhment repealed, 
Ange. was taken out of pziſonaneſſengers ſent into Libia; Embattad. 
into Barbarie. And Dulcia was pzeſently tak? out ofpziſon,diſrobed of 
her attires,and clad in baſs and vnſeemely werds, and fo in an euening 
caſt out of the citie gates, in moſt pe and miſerable eſtate. 

Chen ſhe ſaw her ſelle thus vſed, and knew thecommandement ! 
was giuen, that none vpon paine of death ſhould ſucco2 her, ſhe then 
thought her eſtate moſt miſerable, and moꝛe wꝛetched then when ſhes 
was in pꝛiſon, where vet Marcellus knew ofher being. But now in 
3 — — of all, deſpiſed, xcieded, and fo; want 
of fode fainiſhed: yea and ſozſaken of Marcellus.

uens graunt this wzongfull ſheading of innocent bid „ may not goe 
vnreuenged. All plagues of heauen and earth light vppon their cur⸗ 
ſed heads, that did this cruell derde. Herre lyes true lopaltie and con- 
ſtant vertuc flaine, Here lycs valour and kmightly honour maſſacred. 
Þecrclyes the knight whole ſplendoꝛ didbeautifie the glozies of all the 
knights in the wozld. Mere lyes innocent pietie falfly accuſed,bythg 
dillopall Bing of Libia, whom were he lining , would with his couns 


kenance abate thy courage. In him ſhinde all pꝛoweſſe, and by his 


death whit haue you gainde , but ignominious inkamie, perpetuall 


ſhame and diſhonour, As ſhe was continuing the length of her ſpeech, 


the pcoples voyces ſounded fazth the eccho of another diſmallerie,, 
(02 Maximus hauing knowledge of the execution, being in Panoras 
hauſe, being halfe apparrelled, caught vp his ſwoꝛd, and came running 
towards the place, mur ut h as hindzed his ſpeed; aud with vis

{wozd made way foz his haſtie ſteppes, and lept to Angelica, folding 
her in his one arme, and holding his (wozd luke warme with blode 
in the other, ſaying. Oh ſiſter, what toy do J conceiue at pour lopal 
tie: now do J ſee vou loue Pariſmenos be conſtant veare fiſter, and let 
vs both die with him, foz he would not haue refuſcd a thouſand deaths 
fo; our ſakes, 


Then beganne the people to crie out aut the kings childꝛen: am 
ſich an vpꝛoze z tumult aroſe, that heauen and earth ſeemed to ſhake 


with the nopſe. The Jay!ozs Wife ſtanding by, and ſeeing the two 


poung Pamces readie to ſacrifice themſclues, beeing aſſured that nont 
but her ſelle knewe the ttueth, and that it reed onelp in her to'ſaug 
their ltues, eſpecially being touched with remoꝛſe, ſhee ſubdamily ſtept 
to the two young Pꝛinces and ſaid. Stay, ſtay, gentle young Pzins 
ces, and heare the trueth of all. This dead bodie whom you ſuppoſe to 
be Pariſmenos, is the Jzylo2. though cladde in his apparrell, fo; that 
_ wo:thie might eſcaped out ofthe dungeon: if you behold the coppes, 
vou ſhall perceine it to be the bodie of my huſband. With that Marcel- 
lus ſtarted to the hearſe, and cating off the cleth that couered the ſame, 
knew that it was not Pariſmenos, then caſting away his \wozd , hs 
embꝛaced Angelica in his armes, who ſeeing the trueth of all, and 
that Pariſmenos was eſcaped, (with whem thee came ofpurpoſe tg 
haue died let fall the knife from fozth her hand, and caſting downs 
her eyes tothe carth, was clothed by the Ladies that attended her, 
The king was ſo amazed with this news, that he ſtod like one (ences 
leſſe: the ing of Libia foꝛ ſhame of Angelicas ſpaches, bent his eyes 
vpon the earth with a ſadde countenance, and all the whole aſſcmbly 
ofthe beholders were confounded in their lences, and diode as men 
tranſtoꝛmed into admiration. ü 
Pꝛeſently in the middeſt of this amazement, came a knight po⸗ 
ling with ſperde his countenance bewꝛaying ſome tragicall repoꝛt, 
who vttered theſe ſpeeches, Moſt noble Ain gs, while ſt you ſtand here 
debating matters of mall impoztance, the Bohemians haue deſtroped 
thouſands of your ſouldiers, who now runne vp and downe like men 
agaſt, foz want ot their Captaines, that all the fields are ſtrewed with 
ther dead bodies, the vallepes ſtaind with blood, and the dꝛie ground 


is dꝛunke therewith, our enemies armes are tired with ſlaughter, and 


we compelled to ſue taꝛ feare, with ſperde recurt this cuil, oz elle the 
pude of Natolia is al. 
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Chen beganne a new terroz, Maximus, the Ring of Libia, Santode- 


lodoro, Pridamor, and all the Robles of Natoha haſted to the campe, 
Marcellus ranne to get him armour: the Queene, Angelica, and all 
the Ladies, went to a Tower to behold this battell, moſt to ſee the Boy 
hemians death, but Angelica to behold the valour of Pariſmus, 


whomthe heard was come to redeem his ſon Pariſmenos, and in ſome 


hope to (x hun amongf them, her heart mwardly vttering many des 
noted innocations fo; the Bohemians vidoꝛie. Maximus and the reſt 
by this time were come to the gates, where they met with thouſandes 
of ſouldiers flying to ſane their liues, whom they cauſed to turne back, 
being without the gates, they could hardly paſſe fozthe aughtered 
carkatſes ot Moꝛes, Natolians, and Libians, that lay dead, and in the 
tampe they ſawe (uch contuled laughters, and heard ſuch greenous 
tries, that it amazed their ſences to ſee the ſame: heere lap thouſandes 
ſlaine, there lay multitudes gaſping fo2 life, and bat hing in their luke- 
warme blod, heere others lay mangled with wide gaping woundes, 


there hoꝛſe and man lay beth dead togither, the Natolians fixing, the 


Bohemians purſuing and glutting their (woz2ds in blood. Then Maxi- 
mus cheered vp his ſubiects to new courage, then the Ring of Libia be⸗ 
ganne to gather togither his ſcattered ſoꝛces, and Santodelodoro as 


mongſt his Moꝛes, and thoſe that were befoze almoſt vanquiſhed gas 


thering a new head. Pariſmenos hauing knowledge of Maximus aps 


pꝛoach, neuer left vntill he had met him, which when he had obtained, 


he ſeemed to ſtre teh his armes, purpoſing reuenge, & bꝛandiſhing his 
ſwoꝛd, ſmote at him with fozcible blowes, till hee beate him from his 
hoꝛſe, and being fallen to the ground, hee would haue treden hum fo 
death with his hoꝛſe hmues, but that Pridamor ſeeing the king in that 
diſtreſſe, with thouſands of Natolian Knights reſcued him, which be⸗ 
loꝛe thep could attaine, they loſt many of their lines by Pa iſmenos 
valiant chiualrie. Pariſmus in the meane tune, met the Bing of Libia 


and vnhoꝛſed him, and after him many himdꝛed knights, that none 


came within the compaſſe of his ſwoꝛd but died. Pollipus like wilt 
maintained cruell ficht againſt Santode!odoro, that thouſands of the 
vanquiſhed Moꝛes loſt their liues by his valoz, And ſuch flaughters 
were perfozmed by Pariſmenos, beeing the firſt battell that ener hee 
fought, that both Pariſmus and all that ſawe him, admired to ſe the 
ſame, who had taken Pridamor pꝛiſoner and ſent him to his Tent, . 

The Qutene and Angelica all * beheld the battell, the =” 
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wich keare, the other with ioy, the Queen iecring Maximus death, 
and Angelica in hope that the valiant knight u 3143 arm cur vet 
with Cagles ol geld, that made luch ſlaugbter, was Pariſmeros, Which 
hope was bꝛedde in her by remembzing his comelp pꝛope lien which 
this did not much differ. Wy this tune the night beganne to appꝛoach, 
that the Bohemians wearie of ſhedding their enemics blod, with 
dꝛew them to their tents, appoynting molt diligent watch to ber kept 
thzoughout the whole campe, The Natolian and the reſt ef that par⸗ 
tie glad of ſome reſpite, retired to their tents, and numbzing ther ſoul⸗ 
diers, found the one halte of theun ſlaine, and many greucuſly Woun⸗ 
ed, that t hey could ſcarce burie their dead, Mlaxinnis Was gone into 
the Cittie greeuouſly wounded. The king of Libia and Santodelodo- gf 
ro ſtaied in their tents in the field, Angelica was returned to her J de 
chamber very litkly, by reaſon ofthe oucrinuch deſpcrature vexatiun F 
and greefe (he had indured that day, being pet moze comfe2ted in her 90 
heart with hope of Pariſmenos ſafetie, then he had bene many daies fo: 
befoze. Marcellus was returned to Pano! as houſe, tozrmnenting him⸗ N 
ſcife with exceeding greefe foꝛ Dulcias ablence,fcaringthat ſie was peo he 
riſhed, that he entred into that kinde of lamentation, that Yanora was  &@ 
oftentimes in feare he would deſtroy himſelſe. Du'cia was likewiſe all Y tg; 
this while in the camp? with Pariſmenos, in very (ozrowull cate 0; he! 
Marcellus want. Thus each of theſe krieuds were in laletie, vet uong p. 
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of them n. to ſe the other againe. ba

He next moꝛning Maximus, the king of Libis, 

[7] and Santodeludoro, With the States of Natolia, 
ZN alle bled logither to determine the doubtfall ius 
ot this war, and at laſt by a general conſent, con⸗ 
AA cluded to parlep with their enemies, and to that 
intent ſent out a Herald to Y ariſmus, Who pꝛeſent⸗ 


would parler with him in the flelde betont * 


of Parifmus; 
the campes, hee would there miete him, and conclude a peace fo2 one 
day, which the king of Narolia actepted. When they were met, Maxis 
mus began as felleweth, Pamee of Bohemia, what is it thou traueſt at 
my hands? 02 whercfoze halle thou bzought, contrarie to the lawes of 
kings, a band of ſouldiers into this countrie, where thou art not to ſef 
foie without my licence, Nato!lian Tpꝛant (quoth hee) J tome to res 
dæme my ſonne, whom thou haſte murthered contrarie tolawe , iu⸗ 
ſtice, ad equitie, whoſe blod J require at thy vniuſt and cruell hands, 
alſo ta reuenge the manifold wꝛongs thou haſte done him, by the dil⸗ 
lopzll and falſe accuſation of the king of Libia here pzeſent, Pariſmus 
auoth he) J haus done nothing to thy ſon but accozding to the lawers * 
of this land, which punicheth rape eſpecially of a kings daughter, with 
death, Py ſonne quoth he neuer committed ſuch act, but carried as 


way Angelica with her willing conſent, whereby hee is vniuſtly iud⸗ 


ged: withall, J demaunde her of thee, as by right belonging vnto him, 
fo2 that ſhee is his betrothed wife, whom J will haue befoze J leans 
Natolia, oꝛ ſce the ruine of thee and of thy kingdome: therefoze yeelde 
her into mp cuſtodie, With that Santodelodoro ſept fozth and ſaide: 
Thinkeſt thou Bohemian to commaund vs in this place, thou art ta 
weake, thertoꝛe be gone quickly, o thou ſhalt ſone ſe ſo many Moes 
here, as hall conſound thy fences with amazement, Unowe (quoth 
Primus) that what J haue ſaid J willperfo2me, and lo little do à e⸗ 
teme your fozces, that I will yeelde thoſe pztſoncrs I haue without 
ranſome: then he gaue them Pridamoragaine, Manx other ſpeeches 
paſt befwixt them, whercwith in the ende Maximus was ſo inraged, 
that he ware by heauen and earth; that he would rather ſee his owns 
death, his countries wꝛacke, and Angelica; deſtrudion, beloze the 
Woutid be giuen to his cuſtodie, and ſo departed. 

Pariſmenos was creeedingly (rotbled when hee heard nie 


ſpxches, whõ he knew to be of ſo cruel a diſpc ſition, that hewould ra ⸗ 


ther indeede (ee her death, then be troſt of his will, that he continued in 
great care and tontinuall toꝛment of minde, Aſſone as they wert pars 
ted, Po riſmus. Pollipus, and Pariſmenos, begaune to conſult v hat to 
do, euerie one being deſirous of vicozie, a at laſt Pari menos: ſuid. oſt 
noble father, if J may pꝛeſume to giue te unſecll to you that art ot fatre 
greater wiledom, and better expcrienced in theſe ma tiall affairs tbẽ A 
am, this is my opinion: Maximus is of Þ cruell diſpc ſitic n. that rather 
then hee will bee centradictcd, hee . tye dllrucion of gy 
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and his poſteritie, that it is not valoꝛ, but — , that makefh him 
reſolute; their ſoes likewiſe are lo mach weakened by the laſt laughter 
we made amongſt them, that if we can giue them an other lodainc on 
ſet, they will be vttterly diſmaied: beſides, the Kings eldeſt ſon Marc. 
is my deare friend, on whoſe faith and fidelitie A durft repoſe my life: 
who if he could attaine the Cittie, would be ready to aide vs: therfoze 
ſo pleaſeth vou, let vs giue the onſet when they are in their dead flxepe, 
which will bzing ſuch terroꝛ and amazement to their hearts, that they 
will bee like men amazed. Pariſmus hearing his woꝛds, liked his 
counſell very well: and thus he contriued this buſineſſe,the band ſhuld 
be deuided into th2e parts: the ene to be vnder the conduct of himſelfe, 
the other, vnder Pariſmenos, and the third vnder Pollipus: which 
was ſo ſecretly done, that tye Getulians had not the leaſt knowledge 
thereof, 
About midnight when all things were filent, and the Getulians 
voide of ſuſpition, the Bohemians left their Tents,and Po!lipus with | 
his fozccs gaue the onſet, violently ruſhing into the Getulians Campe, 
on that ſide was nert them. Pariſmenos went betwirt them and the 
Citie. And the Paince ol Bohemia marched about with his ſoꝛces, and 
inuaded them on the backe ſides. The Getulians being then in they; 
dead llerpe, and without the leaſt thought of any ſuch inualion, were ſo 
amazed with this aſſault , that they ran vp and downe , ſome wea⸗ 
ponleſſe, and ſome halle armed, and ſome with their ſwozds onelle: 
and the Bohemians in the middelt of them „ making an exceding 
laughter. 

The Uing ok Libia und Santodetodoro were fo cager , that 
they ran vp and downe calling foꝛ their Armour, and crying out, cous 
rage, courage. And being armed, they began to courage their amazed 
ſouldiers, with many comfoztable ſpeeches, but the Bohemians were 
fo thickeamonaſt them, and had ſo much diſoꝛdered them, that ſome of 
them loſt their liues as they were putting on their armoꝛ: others were 
flaughtered,enen whileſt the lleepe was in their epes: others ſtroken 
dead , as they were likting their armes to ſtrike the firſt blowe: and 
ſome laine befo2c they could recall their ſences from amazement: there 
might one heare the diſmall grones of murdꝛed ſoules: there might 
one perceiue il ughter in her ropaltie, and reuenge filling his thirlfte 
heart with blad : feare ſtod trembling in his right hue, terro2 appea⸗ 
red in the Pes gaſtlie lokes, vicozie on the Bohemians 5 
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Che Pzince behinde them, llaughtering ſome befoze they could lone 
backe. Polſipus befoze them with his furis parting the ſoulcs from 
the bodies. And Pariſmenos with his bloudie (wozd 8 
off their paſſage to the Cittie. The pance met with Santodelodoro, 
and made him flee to ſaue hunſelfe from death. Pol lipus met with Pri» 
damor, and gaue him ſo many wounds, that he durſt no longer abids 
his ſight ; and Pariſmenos turned backe the Bing of Libias ſteps, has 
ting to the citie, and purſued him with ſuch eagar chaſe, and gaue hun 
ſo many greeuous wounds, chat had hee not withdꝛewe and held hims 
felfe amonaſt a thꝛong of Libians , he had dyed by his hands. All the 
Natolians wer amazed, tertiſied diſcouraged and confounded m their 
thoughts, being fo cruelly and valiantly aſſaulted by the Bohemians, 
that they began to flie and fozſake the Campe, euerp one ſhifting to 
laue his life there was (ſuch a trie, that the nopſe thereol was heard 
into the cittie. The cittiʒens, ſuppoſing there had bene ſome mutinie in 
the Campe amongſt the ſouldiers, ran out at the gates, which aduan⸗ 
tage Pariſmenos ſwne eſpied, and got their poſſeſſion. Then began the 
tittizens to cry out, and run with amazed terroꝛ: the beacons were ſet 
on fire, the belles rong out with a confuſed noyſe, and euerp ſigne of 
amazement was made. This noyſe ſone came to Maximus hearing, 
who vered with a chaos of confuſed thoughts, caught vp a ſwoꝛd, and 
in a deſperate furie ran into the citie, the Knights betoke them to their 
Armour: the Ladies fozſwke their beds, weinging their hands, and mas 
king great lamentation, Angelica affrighted with their cries, apparel⸗ 


led her ſelfe, not knowing what this tumult ſhould poztend. Marcellus 


likewiſe was with the noyſe awakened from his leepe , and leauing 
Panoras houſe, with his ſwozd in the one hand, and his doublet in the 
other, ran out into the open ftreetes, to ſe the cauſe of this vpꝛoꝛe. By: 
this time, the ſtreetes were filled with ſouldicrs, and Panſmenos was 
gotten to the court gates. Where he met with Maximus the Uing, but 

would not offer to touch him: who like a furious, mad, and deſperate 

man, ran amongſt the Bohemian ſouldiers, b2andiſhing his (wozy, 

and ſlaughtering ſuch as ſtodnert him, where he met with Marecllus. 

raging about „ ſtarke mad with gricfe „ who deſired him to with⸗ 

dꝛaw himſelfe,leaſt he were deſtroyed by the conumon louldiers : but he 

refuſing his counſell, and ouercome with mad krenzie, ruſhed amongſt 

the thickeſt ol them, without cofideration, wounding ſome, and (laughs 

tering yo that offered not to * him ( becing bekoze W 
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by Pariſm*nos not to laic violent hands on him) but his carclcſe furte 
wꝛought his owne downfall : and his owne folly confi: med the pꝛo⸗ 
pheſie that he had long time feared: fo moſt lamentably in a thꝛong of 
Bohennan hoꝛſmen, he was troden to death. By this time Marcellus 
was come to the Court, fearing leaſt the ſouldiers ſhould enter end al⸗ 
kright the Qutene and Angelica, where he found Par iſmenos, though 
vnknowne, keeping (he entrance, running at him moſt furtenfly, to 
whom Pariſmenos ſud: Marcellus hold thy hands, here is none but 
friends. With that won he laid, who art thou that knoweſt me: 3 
am quoth he a friend to Marcellus, and wiſh vou withdꝛawe pour 
ſelfe into the Court, leaſt you be hurt amongſt my ſouldiers. Marcellus 
hearing his ſpeeches, ſtept within the Court gates. By this tune the 
Pꝛince ot Bohemia and Pollipu ad put the Natolian loꝛces to flight, 
and taken Santodelodoro and Pridamor pꝛiloncra, the Bing of Libia 
was fled, the common ſouldiers had ranſackt the Campe, and began 
to ſacke the Citie, vntil the dap began to appeare and the P2ince ot Bo- 
hema and Pol'ipus hauing attained vigozie, gaue commaundement 


that none vpon paine ol death ſhould offer to enter any ofthe Citizens 


houſes, 

The Nobles ſeeing what ſl ughter the Bohemians had made, hew 
the Poꝛes and Libians were flzdde , andthe Cittie readie to be ſackt, 
came to the Queene 3 certified her the truth of all. Who miſſing Maxis 
mus, careleſip ranne into the Citie to ſake him, xenting her garments, 
and making exceeding mone: and at laſt found him troden to death, and 


not llaughtered with mans foꝛce, but by the bzute beaſts: caſting her 


ſelfe careleſly and deſperately vpon his dead toꝛpes, vitering many las 
mentable ſpeeches, vntil the Nobles withheld her from deing her ſelſe 
violence, which ſhe often intended, and taking vp their dead Kings 
coꝛpes, carried hun to the Court with great lamentation. | 
Marcellus comming fo Pariſmus, with akinde behauiour ſaid ; Peſt 
Noble ꝛince of Bohemia, I beſcech you ſtaie pour incenſed w 2aty, 
and ſeke not the ruine and deſtruction of this Citie and vs, fo2 Nlaxi- 
mus being dead, there is none that w:!l make reſiſtance, but rather ev 
tertaine you with willing hearts, veing alwaics vnwillung to haue mo⸗ 
ued pou to ſeeke this reuenge: but that it was not in vs to contradic 
Max1mu: will: who was rather ledde and ouerruled by rage then ads 
uile: therefoꝛe we yreld our ſelues to pour mercy, Pariſmus beiug cex⸗ 
kificd that it was Marcellus whome loucd Parumenos,' and mags 
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waies his deare friend, ſaid, 
Noble Pꝛince, thinke that I ſought no way to iniurp vou, but fo 

redeeme my ſonne and reuenge his w2ong : which now the iuſt hea ⸗ 
uens haue executed in my behalle: but what reſtitution can bee made 
m2 loz his loſe , whole vatimely death was acted by Maximus cruel⸗ 
ty? Jlzxkenot your harme but his recouery : therefoze be you aſlu⸗ 
red of peace, and that J will at your requeſt ceaſe all further ſtrife, vp⸗ 
on your pzincely pꝛomiſe of ſecuritie. Marcellus then ſaid, J haue al 


wies honoured pour name: much moze do J affcc your pꝛeſente, de⸗ 


liring nothing moꝛe, then to be well eſteemed ol pou: that now Maxi- 
mus is dead, and my ſelle next to ſucceed in the Kingdome,whoſocuer 
(hall offer to iniurie the woꝛll Bohemian ſouldier „ J will hate him 
whileſt J liue: therefoꝛe, J beſeech vou reſt in aſdirance, vpon my pꝛo⸗ 
miſe, and vouchlalfe ſuch entertainment as this court can peeld, to vn⸗ 
wozthy to giue you welcome ; Which wozds Marcellus ſpake in the 
hearing and p2eſence ol all the Nobles and Peares of his Land: who 
likewiſe (notwithſtanding the laughter the Bohemians had made) 
willinglpratified his ſpeeches, with their vnconſtrained conent. 
Pariſmus then alighted and embzaced Marcellus, and Pollipus did the 
like: firſt appointed what the ſouldiers ſhould doo ; and then went into 
the court with Marcellus. 

Che ſcuidiers that were diſpe arced into enery toꝛner of the Citie, 
returnodto the Camp, ſauing a ſufficient guard of Bohemian knights 
that ſtayed to guarde the Pzince, Marcellus ſent out meſſengers to 
gather togither the ſcattered troupes of the Getulian Campe, and 


gaue them great rewards : thoſe that were maimed and wounded, 
hee cauſed to bee bꝛought to a place, where they were very dilli⸗ 
gently loked vnto by (kilfull Phifitians , And every one not⸗ 
withſtanding their fozuner dilcontent , were by Marcellus highly fas 
tiſfied,

A {4} By ofSouldicrs, Thth whom Sich-us Lonne to the 
US == = Cmpcrour of Conſtanſtmople had met, hauing 
__ withhim a mightie band of Orccians. 

Nlarcellus hearing this newes, ſent out Heralds to know the taule of 


their comming, who returned and certified hum, that Caomillus came 


to aide the king of Natolia, and that Sicheus and Remulus had bꝛought 
thoſe foꝛces in the aide ol Par iſinus, but being certified ot the vidone 
the Bohemians had attained, and being allured of the peace was cou 
cluded, and of Maximus death, had ſent backe their bands, but them⸗ 
ſelues with troupes of gallant knights were comming tothe Court: 
Nlatcellus then ſent out his Nobles to giue them entertaumient. 
Angelica being nob at libertie, came downe attended by a gallant 
traine of bewtiful Ladies, by her lad countenance bew2aying her harts 
{ozrow, and with a moſt comelp and kinde ſubmiſſe geſture , weicom⸗ 
med Pariſmus, vttering theſe fewe words. Yonourable Peince, rc gar⸗ 
dung the deuoted dutic wherein J am bounde to your woꝛthinclle, in 
that you are Pariſmenos father, J rcioyte to ſec pour late tie, though 3 
hauc cauſe inough to ſoꝛrow, my ſelfe being the cheefeſt mieanc ot pour 
dilquiet, and by my vnluckie deſtunes hauc bene the greateſt pꝛoͤcuret 
ol theſe griefes. And ſince vour noble ſonne Pariſmenos foz my lake, 
and by my fathers crucitie, hath endured many miſcrics, and death to 


by all ilichthods, J humblp deſire you both, to remit all tauſe of diſco 


tent conceiued againſt vs: and alſo to vouchſafe me that fauour , as if 


vou knowe of his abode oz ſafetic , you would comtozt niy heart wig 
that 
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that knowledge: fo2 an exceeding feare of his death doth ſhill trouble 


my ſences , which if J were alſurcd cf , then would J ſane reſolue 


to followe him,fo2 that without him, N am not, foꝛ in him J liue, and 
in his death my life conſiſteth. Mith that an exceeding ouer flowing of 
teares ſtopt the paſſage of her ſpeech, that fo; inward hearts (ozrow ſhe 
could not vtter a wozd moe. 


Pariſmenos beeing befaze minded not to diſcouer hümſelfe, 


Geing her teares , viewing the oft chaunge of her countenance, 


whereby he ſaw her heart was erceedingly oppꝛeſt with care, now put 
off his diſguiſe, being dzawne with toy foz her pꝛeſente, hoping foz e⸗ 
ner to enioy her without contradiction, and fogced by a reſiſtieſle deſire 
tocomfozt her, and himſelfe with her. When her eyes were full of 
teares , her heart of griete, and all ſad to ſe her ſozrow;hee embꝛaced 
her in his armes. Wuath that Marcellus ran vnto him fo210p, the La⸗ 
dies were glad , and the Nobles were contented with that pleaſing 
ſight: and within fewe dates caſt aſide all ſozrow foꝛ Maximus death, 
becauſe they had lined in diſquiet,vuring the. linie of his raigne: onely 
the Queue reſted ſtill in heamneſſe, 

Angelica hauing found her deareKnight , thought to ſtay no 
longerin that publicke allembly, ut departed with Marcellus and Pa- 
riſmenos vnto her chamber. Pariſmus and Pollipus accompanied the 


Ducene,vſing many perſwaſtons to comfozt her. Marcellus then be⸗ 


ing with Angelica and Paniſmenas , amongſt many other ſpecches, 
could not foꝛget Dulcia , on whom his thoughts were continually 
bent, enduring great care foz her: foz that he could by no meaͤnes tell 
what was become ol her, but feared that Maxinns ecueltie hadde 
ſought her vntuncly death, to whom Pariſmenos declared both where 
ſhe was, and how ſhee came thither. Then Marcellus heart was 


rtuiued with iox, and both her and Angelica reſted in exceeding 
content. 


By this time Sicheus, Camillus and Remulus, were come to the 
| Court, and Marcellus and Pariſmenos hearing thereof, went downe 


to welcome them. Amongſt the reſt, Pariſmenos pelded Sicheus ma⸗ 

ny thankes fo2 his kindnefſe. Marcellus gratulated Camiſ us friend- 

ſhip. And Pariſmenos with Remulus renued their fozmer familtaritie, 

Chat by the appꝛoach of the eſtates and a number ol Knights that at- 

tended them, the Getulian Court _ inroyaltie, and all in yu 
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rall after Maxinws Funerallcs were pertozmed , remained in great 
| FR 

The Bing of Libia after his biſcomfiture, hearing the repoꝛt of 
thele newes, departed towards Libia. Sanrodelodorolikewiſe ſent 
home the remaaut of his diſmaped Moes into Barbaric, hut hunſelte 
ſtayed in the Oetulian Court. 

Manpd mes togither this ropall aſſembly ſtaied in the Oetulian 
Court in great iop, ſpending the time in much mirth and honcurable 
exerciſes, Pariſmenos kkewile attained the tõſent ofthe whole ellates, 
to martie Angelica: aid Nlarce lus had cauſed Duſcia in moſt ſlate- 
ly ſoꝛt, to bee fctcht from the Bohemien Campe, and to be honcurcd 
as his betroathed Quene, and by that meancs all of them enioped 


their hearts content, and delighted themlelues with each others 


ſweete pꝛeſence. The tune foꝛ the (clemmnization ofthe wedding being 
appointed, and much ſumptuous pꝛeparatien made ogamſt the dap: 
the knights making ready their coſtly Armoꝛs and rich furniturcs oz 
the triumph: the Ladies clequig cheiſe of rich attires, auid oanaments 
to ado2* their bewies: Skaffoldes making to be bold the Tylt: and es 
uery ones mind repleat with wp. And in this loꝛt was cuety one buli 
to honoꝛ theſe nuptialls, 

The Gctultans haue a cuſtome, which! is generally obſerued a⸗ 
mongſt them, that the Budes the dap befoze their marriage, offer Has 
crifice in Hy mens Temple, whom the married tolles adoze as a god, 
Mhich ſuperſtitions cuſtome, is in ſuch vic, and ol luch high regard a⸗ 
mongſt than, tgat they account it not law full ioꝛ any to marrie befoze 
they haue perfozmed thole rights, xeputing them foꝛ accurſt, that neg 
led the ſame, and eſteming them mnricht with many blellings that cxcs 
cute thoſe ſuperiuitions, with moſt deuottions The maimer u hercofis 
this: The Bundes are adozned with rich oꝛnaments, and crewned 
with garlands of ficwers, and in that ſoꝛt they goc to the Temple, at- 
tend:d by one damozel, which carrieth their incenle, which is balles of 
Frankenlence. and roſe water, which theniſclues call into the fire that 
burneth vpon tge lter: Which done, Hy mens Paeſt ſayeth certam 
pꝛapers, and v(7th to blefſe them with many inuecations, which like⸗ 
wile done, the 15; Ade contmueth after that,ſaying many pꝛaiers to Hy- 


mt ſuch as the Tlota ies haue framed. Now the tune of Angeſicas and 


Dulcias wedding becing tome, fo p but ons could at once do ſacrifice, 
— »wotnted ta Hymens Temple the firſt bay , 4 Angelica 
the 
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the next: which ſolemnitie Dulcia perfozmed with great pompe, And 


the next day Angelica attiring her ſelfe in the vſuall ſozt,was attended 


to the Temple done by Sicheus, Pariſmus, Camillus, Santodelodoro, 
Remulu;;Pallipus, Pridamor, and many other gallant nights, and 
by a gallant traine of courtiy Damʒels. And entred the Temple onely 
with Anna, whom ſhe moſt dearelp loucd, The doe being faſtned by 
the Pateſt, the knights returned backe to the Court, and the Ladies 
departed vntill the time of her returne , which would be within thzex 
hourcs ', The Paieſt wanting ſomething that belonged to the ſas 
crifice, went into his houſe to fetch the fame, where he was no ſoner 
entred,but he (aw certaine knights, who ſuddainly laid hands on him. 


The Pꝛieſt maruelling at this outrage: demanded what they were, 


and wherfoze they came, to whom one of them ſaid: Ne come fo An- 
gelica, and her we will haue: therefoꝛe ſpeake but a woꝛd moe, and 
thou dieſt. With that one of the cherfeſt of them,commanded 2. of his 
ſeruants to keepe him faſt. Mhich done, he alone with one moe ens 


fred the Temple, where he found her ſtaying foz the Pꝛieſt. Angelica 


ſeeing two kmghts in Armoꝛ enter the Temple, was with that ſight 
ſuddenly agaſt, fearing ſome trecherie, as inderd it fell out. Fozoneof 
thoſe knights came to Angelica, and tolde her, that (he muſt goe with 
him. M hich ſaid: he toke ber by the hand to leade her out ofthe Tem⸗ 
ple:with that Anna began to ſhꝛike and crie out, but the other nights 
ꝛawing loꝛth a dagger, ſwoꝛe that if ſhe did offer to cry he would ſplit 
her heart. Ang. well vnderſlãding, p this vulanous ad was coplotted 
by trecherie, thus ſaid,Wain, what outrage is this thou offereſt whi⸗ 
ther wilt thou conuey me, what treaſon doſt thou intend? Peace Lady 
(quoth he} foz J muſt and will carrie you with me: neither make any 


refiftance.fo2 that which J came ſoz, F will pcrfozm. Then he toke her 


by the arme, and led her with loꝛce out ofthe Temple, into the Paeſts 
houſe, where the (aw the Pacft bound, And from out ol his houſe, they 
conueyed her into a Litter , which was lo cloſe , that though ſhe made 
great lamentations, pet ſhe could not beheard, and cauſing Annato 
mount vp behinde aanigytzthey carried them away with the Pzieſtz 
which they did ſo cloſely and wich luch expedition, that they eſcaped 
away vndeſcried, by reaſon the Temple ade on wes outhhe of the 
SO 
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Now this lanight that carried away _— 
king of Tunis, named Irus,who long time befoze Pariſmenos arriuail 
in Gerulia had bene a ſuter to Angelica. but was denied her by Maxi- 
mus, and 
ſoiournied man bates in Getulia, was well acquainted with their cu⸗ 
ſtomes, and hearing all that had befallen in che Court, and ol Maxi- 
mus death, had many daies awaited this oppoztu:nitie, well knowing 
befo2e that ſhe duould come to Hymens Temple, ti oer the accuſto» 
med ſacrifice: came at the veryinſtant and ſarp2iſed them, and hauing 
paſt without ſuſpition out of the Subburbs of the Citie, haſted with all 
ſped he could towards His countrie And by the way as they went, 
they entred athicke wod, where lrus purpoſed to reſthimſelfe, to de⸗ 
termine which way to tale, fearing to be ſurpꝛiſed, fo2 that he knew 
ſhe would be ſone miſt : he had not ſtayed there long, but he was de- 
ſtried by certaine Knights that liued in thoſe wovdes : the cauſe of 
whole abode in that place ſhalbe declared inthe next Chapter: wh 
hearing many lamentations that Anna made, ſet vpon Irus : whom 
they thought to be a perſonage ol great eſtate , by the richneſſe of his 
Armoꝛ, which was on the (kirts and ſides enamelled and beſctte 
with rich ſtones, all ouer beſet with bleeding hearts of Azure. 
Irus ſeeing himlelfe thus beſet,dzew his (wozd in his defence, with 
that one of the company blew a hozne, wherewith there ſuddenly came 
out tenne in Armour, who with the reſt of their fellowes, equalled the 


number that was with Irus betweene whom began a moſt fierce com- 


bat, which continued ſo long, that there were ſome ſlaine on both pars 
ties. Hymens Pꝛieſt, in this time ſecretly ſtole away. And Angelica 
being in the Litter, loked out thereat, beholding that crucll fight, mar⸗ 


uelling what thoſe ſhould be, that had ſfolen her from the Temple, and 


what thoſe ſhould be that ſought to reſcue her from them: but ſhe was 
ſo exceedingly oppꝛeſt with terroz, that her vitall ſences were readyto 
 peeld vp her lateſt bzeath. 

By this time Irus nights were moſt of them llaine, and ſome 
arenouflp wounded/ſaning Irus,who being a Kmght of reſolned tou⸗ 
rage, continued the combat with great valour againſt his aſſailant, 


who ſeemed to be a Knightof exceeding courage, as he was inderd, and 
by his ſtrength {one mought Lrus within his mercie: who fearing his 


death, deſired the r might to hold his hand, Tellme Ne =? 


veparted from thence in a diſcontented vaine, who hauing ' 
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act (quoth he?) J will not(quoth he) tell there my name, but 3 amot 

Tunis. Angelica hearing that wod, gaue a lndden chune, wherewith 
the Bnight loking backs , beheld her moſt ercerding bewtie, which 
was bewſiftev with her Garland of flowers , thatheſtwve as one a- 


mazed thereat, taking her to be rather a dinine , then a moztall crea» 


ture: that he ſaid. What Lady is this, that is fearefull toheare thy 
name? It is (quoth he) Angelica: with that hee fell downe fo; faint- 
neſle,by cffuſton of bloud , The Knight then ſtepping to Angelica, 
ſaid : Lady younow are mine by conqueſt: therefoze — his 
name, and goe with mee, where pou ſhall not want any thing thatyou 
will defire : with that hee take her out ofthe Litter, and caried her and 
Anna away with him , and left Irus amongſt his Knights almoſt 
wounded to death , but th: of them hauing eſcaped that cruell 
maſlacre, 


CHAP.XXXI1. 


How Marcellus finding Irus knew him. Of Pariſimenos ſorrow, How 
he departed in a diſguiſe from Epheſivr, How Pariſimus departed 
towards Theſſalie. "How Irus and Pariſinenos met in the deſart, 
and what afterwards befell. 


N Y mens Prieſt hauing efcaped , haſted withall 
3 ſpeed vntill he came to the Cittie : the Cittizens 
AI ſeeing him there, running as though he were a- 
J gaſte, whom they thought had bene at the Tem- 
vile, foz chat Angelica was ſuppoſed to bee there 
» | [| cucn then, wondzed thereat: and many of them 
el ra after him, who being come towards the court, 
met the 1Bzidegrome, and all the reſt * ob e⸗ 
ſtates going towards the Temple, who ſeeing him in that caſe, were 
oꝛiuen into admiration: but he caſting himſelſe befoze them , bzeath 
not ſuffering him to vtter any longer ſpeech, cried out, Angelica, An- 
gelica, and after that he had reconered a little moꝛe bꝛeath, hee tried a⸗ 

gaine: Angelica is betrayed, ſtolen and caried away by treaſon, 
lith that Paris menos was fo confounded in his ſences that hee was 
uke ons ſenllelle, and all the reſt were dilmaied with feare ofthis doubt 
Ee z till 
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till the Pꝛieſt to ſatiſfte them, declared 5 of all that happened, 
and how that he had left Angelica in the wid called the deſart. Pa- 
riſmenos heaxing his ſpeches , ſaide. Mhat knight will bing me to 
that place? Whthth:it euery one ranne fo2 their feeds, and Paniſme· 
nos amongſt the firſt, was firſt mounted, and with Marcellus poſting 
towards the deſart.Pariſmus, Sicheus, and all the reſt, with inraged fu⸗ 
ry betoke themſelues to their ſteeds, that on a ludden the whole Toun- 
trey was beſpzed enery way with knights, 

Thisnewes likewiſe came to the Bohemian Cam pe, that the 


hoꝛſemen poſted euery way, the Ladies ranne to the Temple, where 


miſſing Angelica, they filled the hollowe Uautes thereof with theyz 
cries, the courtecus were amazed, the Citie in an vpꝛoze, and the 
Nucene in great ſcare. 

Pariſmenos and Marcellus firſt gate into the deſart, where ac⸗ 
coꝛding to the Pꝛieſtes ſpeeches , with little ſearch they founde Irus as 
mongſt his fewe wounded knights almoſt dead, whoſe head they had 
vncouered to giue hun bꝛeath. Marcellus ſone knew him, and by his 
Armour which Hy mens Pꝛieſt had diſciphered ſo wel as he could, he 
knew it was he that had carried away Angelica. Pariſmenos com 
ming to him, being erceedingly mraged, olered to ſhꝛuſt his ſwoꝛd tho⸗ 
row him. But Marcellus ſtaying his hand laid. This is lus the king 
of Tunis. Miith that like wiſe he (aid to lrus, (who knew Marcellus) 
King of Tunis, Wat diſhonour is this thou haſt done to Angelica? 
That which J haue done (ſaid he) Jrepent not, but {0; that J baue loſt 
her, 

TWth that Pariſmenos (aide ; Where is the, which way went 
the : Then one ofthe wounded knights laid, ſhe wag reſcued from vs 
in this place, and the knights that haue her, departed cut of the wod 
that way, y this time Paciſcus and Sichcus was come, and Pariſ- 
menos 4 Marcellus „ againe haſted that way the knight directed them. 
Vp this time all p pdeſart was beſet i ſearched thꝛoghout with knights, 
and Marcellus & Pariſmenos Were tated from the haſt they made, oz 
that they met with thouſands of knights p had bene in euery place , of 
thoſe parts ofÞ country, but could net once hear of hir, oz oł any knight 
but of their own companp, that Pariſmenos at Marcellus iritreatie, re- 
turned backe to Pariſmus and the reſt, to know ther aduice befoꝛe he 
went frb thẽ, which Marcellus did of a great care he had ol him, ſoz y he 


knew 
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knew his greefe was ſuch, that he wonld neuer returne vnttll hee had 
found her, koꝛ wham likewiſe they ſhould take as much care ſoz him 
being abſent, Pariſmu hearing the repozt ot the knights that had bin 


but firſt, he deſired thaſe thatloued Angelica ts polte cuery wap in her 
ſearch, and ſpeaking to thouſands of his nights, he commanded them 
to depart pꝛelſentiy/voth into the furthermoſt parts ol Natolia, and alſo 
into the neighbouring countries in her ſearch, which hee thonght was 
the beſt meanes to finde her, ſoꝛ he was ſure they could not bee trauel⸗ 
led karre in that ſhoꝛt ſpace. Pꝛomiſing to reward him moſt richly that 


did findt her, oz could heare of ber abode: with that the Knights depar⸗ 


ted euery way. 

Pariſmends Was excædingly toꝛmented with gerte, and thought 
himſelfe negligent to ſtay there, and not to be in her learch: but not 
knowing which way to take , his ſences were dulled with that grer⸗ 
nous conceit. To whom Pariſmus ſaid:be of god comfozt Pariſmenos, 
fo: we ſhall heare of Angelica againe ; therefoze- I pzay do not you 
leaue vs to, leaſt our care be as great fo2 your ebſcnce : fo2 there are ſo 


many knights in her ſearch, that ſhe cannot by any means be ſo ſecret- 


ly conueied hence, no2 ſo ſpedily,but that we ſhall heare thereof, | 
My Lo2d and father quoth he / I beſeech you let me make (ome diligent 
ſearch fo her, otherwiſe my minde will not be ſatiſſied: and I beſtech 
pou to returne tothe Court with theſe Nobles , and leaue me alone in 
her ſearch, that amongſt thereft , J that haue moll cauſe, map actoz⸗ 
ding like a friend, do my beit to finde her. As fo2 my ſafctie take you no 
care , fo2 be vou aſſured J will pꝛeſerue my leife from danger onely fo2 
her lake, which hbertie if you graunt me by leauing me here alone, it 
(hall be a great deale moze pleaſing to my minde , then to be pend in 
the Court in wlencfle. 

It you p2omile me /quoth he) faithfully to returne againe,J will 
giue my conſent, bat yet go with vs to the court this night, and to moz⸗ 
row depart. A will my Loꝛd (quoth he) returne to mozrow- ; ſoʒ this 
night J may ſoner finde her then hereafter, fo2 that notwithſtanding 
dur ſearch,ſhe inay be in this Deſart:which if it be ſo, they will conuey 
her hence this night. Pariſmus and the reft ſeeing his reſolution, and 
truſting to his p2zomile to returne, lett him, and departed backe to the 
Court with 1rus,foz that the night dzew nigh, 

Marcellus 
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Marcellus would haue ſtaied with Pariſmenos, but that hee law hee 
rather deſired to be alone, that he likewiſe hamng as heauie a heart as 
any of the reſt, departed. 

Pariſmenos being alone by himſelle, began to ſtudie what to do, 
ſometuncs thinking ſhe was within the Delart, where ſhe might bee, 
fo; that it was of an excæ ding compaſſe, then he remembꝛed, that one 


of Irus Anights told him that they left the wode, which bzed a contra 


ry parſwaſion in him, that they were departed and gone ſome whither 
elle, that in a multitude or thoughts not knowing what to do, and has 
ning in theſe cogitations ſpent moſt part of the night, without the leaſt 


hape, at laſt tyꝛed with greefe,and filled with care, he alighted from his 


ltced, whom he faltned to a buſh, and ſate himſelfe downe vnder a trie, 
as one that had been quite giuen ouer to carelefſe diſpaire: where wer 
vill leaue him to ſpeake of Angelica. 


The night that had reſcued Angelica from Irus p2eſently con⸗ 


ueied her to thethickeſt ofthe Deſart : in themiddeſt whereof, he had 
à Caue, oz rather Labozinth moſt artificially framed, wherein were di⸗ 
ucrs romes, vautes, and turnings, not made by nature, vut by the art 
and induſtrie of ſkilfull woztemen , and with great coſt. In which 
place in times paſt, the Giant Nalachus kept his ſecret abode, Into 
this place they bꝛoght Angelica, and comfozting her with many faire 
ſpeeches, which were molt harſh to her hearing, refuſing all comfozt, 
denying to taſte any fwode wich they offered her, and ſhunning they; 
company, till at laſt, the chiefeſt of them ſaid. Lady, bee not thus im 
patient, noꝛ vſe me not ſo diſcurtcouſly, as to ſhun my compaiy, that 
haue deſerued no ſach hatred, vnleſſe it were in doing you god, (oz J 
haue releaſed pou from the bondage pon were in, by nieancs of thoſe 
that had pon in their cuſtodie, that had as it ſeemed by Wamozels tum⸗ 
plaints, with violence bzought pon to that place. Fo2my ſelte, J will 
vſe you ſo honourably as your heart can wiſh: neitger ſhall you haue 
any violence offered pou, but reſt in as god lecuritie as pou can wiſhe: 


ſoꝛ this place harboꝛeth no tyꝛants, noꝛ diſcurtcous creatures, but ſuch 


as are of vertuous inclination , although by the troſſe miſchances ol 
hard deſtenie, are dꝛiuen to liue in this piace, And not ſo much by 
deſtinie, as by the crueltie ol Maxinms King ofthis countric,to whom 
neuer any offence was giuen by any ol vs: koꝛ know Lady, that iny 


name is Iconius, ſometimes Duke of Sextos : but now banniſhed vr

neitht 
great 


] 
ſelſe, 
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pour father M aximu; from my Dukedome, by the falſe accuſation 
of Pridamor, and the Kings malice, who accuſed meoftreaſonand 
conipiracie with the Ring of Tunis , who long ſince attempted by 
treaſon to betray his life, and to attaine your poſſeſſion + wherein 
the heaucns know how innocent J was: and not contented with 
my banichment and.confiſcation ol my gods, he alſo ſought my life 
with greatcrueltie,p2omiſing great rewards to thoſe that could find 
me out, oʒ bꝛing him my head. This is the cauſe of mp deſolate life, 
wherein J imde greater quiet then in Courtly pompe. Theretoꝛe 1 
pꝛap you be contented with ſuch homely entertainment as my pe 
habitation peeldeth,whither you are as welcome as rou ſhould be ta 
the place you would deſire to be in. 

Angelica hearing his ſpeeches, was moze gretued then beſoze, 
loꝛ that ſhe feared that he wonld in reuenge ol her fathers cruelty 
ſtill detaine her there, that with the feare ſhe had taken by theſe outs 
rages, ſuch a paſlion oppꝛeſt her heart, that ſhe fel downe dead, and 
Anna ſœing the ſame, cried out moſt lamentably, and did the beit 
ſhe could to recouer her, which when they had done, conius helped 
to conucy her to one ol thoſe romes, very ſicke and in great danger 
of her life, being diligently tended by Anna, who had all things ne⸗ 
teſſary to comfozt her in that extremitie, where there was no want 
of any thing. 

Icop;us hauing left Angelica with Anna, came amongſt the 
reſt of his company, being knights of eſlimatign, ukewiſe by miſe- 
rie dꝛiuen to that ſocietie: hamng lined in that place many yeares, 
where they were as ſecure as in the ſafeſt place in the wozld,where 
they kept themſelues cloſe, not once Cirring abꝛoad, foz that they 
knew the whole Court would be in an vpꝛoꝛe foz Angelicas ab⸗ 
ſence : by which meanes the viligent ſearch that was made „was all 
in vaine: fo2 diuers knights had paſſed oucr the Caue, pet could not 
diſcerne the ſame,the entrances thertto were fo ſecretly contrwed, 
neither was there any direct path to be ſeene , foz Iconius liuung in 
great feare of his life, was carefull thereof, 

Pariſmenos continucd all that night, ſometimes reſting him⸗ 
lelle, and ſometimes traſing vp and Towne the ſollitary Deſart, 
where he met with many afurious beaſt , and heard the notes of 
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many birdes that dle to llie abꝛoade onelp in 5 night, vttering mas 
ny a ſad groningſighe, and manp amourntull ſpech: ſometimes 
lamenting his owne hard hap, and then her milfoztune : not knows 
ing whether himlelfeozA ngelica were moze miſerable, accounting 
bimſelfe moſt vnfoztunate, to be parted from her, but her in much 
moꝛe milerie to be vnder the gouernment of ſtrgiingers. Paruel⸗ 
ling what they ſhould be, that had reſcued her from Irus,but moſt of 
all, io what ſecret place they havſo ſuddenly carried her: finding ſo 
many caules of care, and ſo little hope of confozt, cyther by hope ta 
finde her, oz conſt9cration of theſe fad euents, that his heart was rey 
pleate with fearc; his head full ot troulled thoughts: his ſences dul⸗ 
led with ſoꝛrow, and his fancy ouerburdened with conccit: his bos 
dy wearied, and his eyes ſwolen with griefe : that all the night noz 
the day finding no hope of comf62t, he wandzed towards the Ceurt, 
like one not caring what he did, no2 whitherhee went: letting his 
ſteedcarric his head in careleſſe ſozt,that he ſoemed to mourne with 
his maiſter: and being come to the court, he was kindly vſed and 
comfoztedbyhis father, and his friends. Marcellus and Remulus, 
by all the perſwaſions they could vſe ; gaue no caſe to his reſtleſle 
cares: There was now ſuch an alteration, as if all things had chan» 
ged their hne: the knights that had pꝛepared furniture, attire to a⸗ 
dozne the wedding, had put on wiourning attire: The Ladies that 
befoze retoyced, turned their toy to weeping, and their pleaſure into 
mourning : foxſaking company , and chuſing a darke co2ner toſit 
and wepe in. The cittizens whele hearts were on the height ol de⸗ 
light, were now growne penfiuc:and their countenanees bewzated 
their griefe, 

The great pꝛeparations ſtwd at acarelefſe ſtay: ' neither go⸗ 
ing fozwards noꝛ backwards, and all things in ſuch a tontuſed alte⸗ 
ration, as though all things had beene guite giuen ouer to alteration: 
that euen the vain ſozt of people that had delight to ſer ſhewes, were 
grteued to be fruſtrated of their deſire. 

In this ſoꝛt continued they all many dates, being voide of all 


hope, but onety to heare ſome welcome newes by ſuch knights as 
were gone in ſearch of Angelica * diligence they knew would 
vs great in that . 
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Man daies after tontinned Angelica in the Deſart;very dan» 
gcroufly ſicke, that Anna thought Ge could not by any meanes e⸗ 


Pariſmenos like wife tontinued in the Natolians court, vntill 
all the Knights that went in ſearch of Angelica were returned, 
without any newes at all ol her: which dzaue Parilmenos into new 
thoughts what to db,foz his care foꝛ her abſencezand feare neuer to 
ſehcr againe,made him wearie ol his life, wearie of all company, 
and wearte ofthe court, which ſermed to hun no other then a place 
of diſcontent, and the ſight of ſome of their mirth increaſedhis woe, 
that he determined to leaue the court, and ſpend his life in ſome ſoli⸗ 
tarie place: and at laſt, thought in the Deſart where his loue was 


loſt, to loſe himſelfe,and not to be found of any: which determinati⸗ 


on toke ſuch effect, that very ſhoztip after, arming himſclfein a 
Murrie armour , hee ſecretly in an euening got from the tourt, 
"ug with ſuch ſpeede as his ſterd could make, towards the 
clark, 47 1 N : 

Ve was noſoner gone, but he was aſſone miſt at the Court. 
fo whole abſence, great ſoxrow was made. And the next day many 
of his knights went in ſearch of him, from whom he ſetretly ſhzow- 
ded himſelfe, and ſawe ſome ol them, whom had they ſeene him, they 


could not haue knowne him in that armoꝛ. Thus many daies paſt 


in his ſearch, but being ſtillfruſtrated, they were all out ofcomfozt, 
eſpecially Pariſmus, Pollipus, and Marcellus, were very ſad: but 
pet in hope of his ſafetie, though they knew not where he were, fog 
they were aſſured hee abſented himſclfe of purpoſe, Mithin fewe 
daies there were certaine knights that bzought Letters out of Bo- 
hemia (o Parifmus , Which certiſied that his father the King was 
bery ſicke , and likely not to liue long, and deſued hun to re⸗ 
turne, which cauſcd Pariſnnis fo lcaue the Getulian Court, 
and gaue oꝛder to Pollipus to returne with the Bohemian ſouldi⸗ 
ers, being vn willing to leaue Pariſmenos behinde him „but lo: 
that hee ſawe there was no remedie to recure the leaſt cf theſe 
euills, oꝛ recouer him, foꝛ that he abſented himſelle — and 

ing 
farewell 
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terewel ofthe reft of the accompanied , by Sicheus, firſthanin let 
Irus depart, and foꝛgiuung his offence fo2 his part, he departed, lea⸗ 
uing Marcellus very (ad fo2 his abſence. After his departure, Mar. 
cellus ſent away the king of Tunis, vpon certame conditions be⸗ 
twerne them concluded Remulus (one foʒ Dariſmenos and Ange. 
licas miſfoztune, departcd towards Thrace. And Camillus and 
Santodelodoro fo their countries. 
And within fewe dates after, Marcellus was with great ſotems 
nitie wedded to Dulcia, the pꝛeparations being exceeding, but peta 
darkencd bythe abſence ol Parilmenos and Angelica, & the reſt of 
the ſtates that had bene allembled, that it ſezmed| Uk? toy and mours 
ning intermingled. 
Irus being departed from the Natoltan Court, glad ol his ſafes 
tie,fo2 that befoze he feared his life: but much moꝛe fad, fo2 that hee 
was diſappointed of Angelica, by the way as hee returned to his 
country being vnaccompanied)he entrid the Delart, his minde bes 
ing d2awne pet with dcſirc to ſeethe pace where hee loſt her: neart 
vnto Which place Pariſmenos remained, who eſpying lrus, pꝛeſentip 
knew him, and thinking that hee had elcaped from the Getulian 
Court by ſtelth, thought now to be reuenged of hun, teʒ that he alone 
had by his trecheric oncly croſt his contented happincfſe , rowſed 
hunſelfe from his couert: and pacing towards lrus, who was likes 
wiſe on fote,fo2 that he could not enter the wo? on hoꝛſebacke, and 
dꝛawing his ſwoꝛd, without ſpeaking onc woꝛd, let dꝛiue a foꝛceable 
blowe at hun, which lighted vpon the well tempered ſteele, pct bꝛu⸗ 
ſed the fleſh vpon his arme. [rus being there with inraged, dꝛew 
out his ſwoꝛd, betweene whom began a molt fierce and cruclibats 
tell, which continued a god ſpace, till Itus had recemed ſome gre⸗ 
nous wounds, and maruclling at his enemies v alour, thus ſpake to 


* Knight (quoth he) what art thou that offereſt me this outrage? 
I know theꝛ not, neither haue J offended thee. J am (quoih he) Pa- 
riſmenns, the greateſt enemy thou haſt:and do ſo moztaily hate the, 
that J will haue thy life befoꝛe part: with that he aſſailed hum moll 
gretuouſlp, and gaue him ſo many moꝛtall wounds, that with eff 
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to khis eſkate,efpicd another knight coomnving agtofthewod, which 


made him leaue Irus,andfollow hum, and ouertakhimat the wods- 
looe, to whom he laid: Knight what art thou: The knight.loking 
backe, ſeeing his ſwoꝛd blodie, and his armoz battered, leming to 


haue come from ſome crueli ſkirmiſh, and diſdaining at him to bee 
{o perempto al bene 
me in this plate: | 

Pariſmenos being einig inraged befoze by the {mart of 
ſome wounds he had befoze recciued, ſaid. Lam one that will know 
what thou art befoze leaue ther: and with that wozv,ſlirok at bum, 
Che lamght like wile dzew his ſwo2dto renenge that hlawe,but hee 
wasfarre vnable to-withfta;b.,Pariſmergs;that he was {one byhis 
vnconquered Chiualrie mo greeuoufly wounded,and in ſome part 
diſarmed: Pariſmenos ſtriking a fozceable btowe at him, hit him 
right where the arinoz was bzoken , and with violence the ſwoꝛd 
pierced his heart, and he fell downe dead, without ſpeaking a woꝛd. 


Which done, Pariſmenospuled eee to ſæ il he knew 
dum, but he knew hum not 
Sir Icomus hearing the noiſe ofthe daſhing oftheir armour, 


being then abꝛoad, dꝛew towards the place where Irus lay gaping 
fo2 bꝛeath, whom he pꝛeſentiy new to be the ſame Knight , 
whom he had befoze reſcued Angelica, and pulling off his 1 
prſcentlyknewhum — riod Irus, fgz whole ie her 

was bamſhed. That taking him vp, he coueyed (op Gy pho 


with great diligence labouring to rcuine hun,which by his induſtrx 


he at laſt attained. 

Anna comming to a ſight of this knights comming in, pꝛe⸗ 
ſently knew him by his armoz to be the lame that had with violence 
taken her and Angelica dul of Hymens Temple, and enquiring 
of the nights his name, they anſwered, none of them knew him, 


foz none but Iconius knew hum. Angelcia being now ſome what 


well recouered, Anda tolde her what! ſhe had ſerne, but could not 
learne the nights name, Anna (quoth ſhe)neaer enquire his name 


but view him well, and thou ſhalt ſwne finde him to be ]rus Jang of 
Tunis: foz diddeſt thou not hcare him ſap , that het was of. Tu- 
n-when Iconms reſcued me from him. Being nuch moze mile⸗ 
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rable by his appꝛoati , foz Iconlus and he are ot ſuch fannliaritie, 
that whereas delbze J had almolt wan his conſent toconucy nie to 
the Getulian edurt, I am now out ol of all comfozt of that, foz Irus 
will ſeeke to conuep me rather into Tunis, that now A feare me 3 


ſhall neue ſe my beloued knight Pariſmenos, but muſt be ſubicc to 


his power, whoJ know wil accoꝛding ta his barbaraus diſpoſitien, 
vſe mee badly: that J know not Anna what to do in this ertre⸗ 
mitie ; but rather then J will fabiectmy ſelfe to his will, J will ras 
ther be the erecuttoner ol my owne death, and firſt rip my accurſey 
heart ouf of mykroubledbzelt . Annathen comfozted her by mas 
ny pertwallo in ſome hope, vet in the end to attainea 
ow iſſtiets all theſe virfoztumate euents „ Potiſmenos hauing 
llaine the knight, returned to the place where he left lrus, but found 
him not, which made him maruell what was become of hun, thin⸗ 
king that he was eſcaped and fled. 
And agiane being wearie and ſomewhat wounded, he got him⸗ 
ſelke to his ſecret couett, where he determined to ſpend the reſt of his 


life: where he continued many daies after in which time lrus being 


in the Caue with Icomin, had retouertd his health, and knew Ico⸗ 
nius his olde kriend to bee the man that had befoze endangered his 


life by taking Angelica krom him, and leauing him to Pariſmenos, | 


foz Which hee had now made him amends, by bꝛzinging him to his 
cane that was likely to periſh, that when he came firſt to the knows 
ledge of theſe things, he vttercd theſe ſpeeches, Hob foztunate am 
J god Iconius, to fall into pour kinde hands, that other wiſe contd 
not haue ſuruiued. J haue long ſince heard ol pour bamithment 
from the Getulian tourt and onelp fo2 my ſake, and withall, heard 
hob tricktly Maxi. ſought your life, who being come tomy know ⸗ 
ledge, J ſought diligently to find yon out, with intent fo haue carri⸗ 
ed you with me into Tunis, but ſince J haue now ſo happily found, 
and haue much moꝛe cauſe to lone pou: let me intreate you to leaue 
this Deſart, and depart with me to Tunis, where 3 will pꝛefer you 
to greater dignitie then euer pou had in Gerulia '. IJ thanke you 

{ quoth Tconius ) but J maruell what miſaduenture hath now 


bzought pou into Ty and eſpecially into this place,

but that xour health would nat pernut the ſame, Many other ſpas

growne to a great length, and his complexion ſo much altered by 
care, that he could hardly be knowne of thoſe that were familiarly 
acquamted with himbefoze, Jn which tune ofhis continuance in 
that plate, he had at ſeuerall times met with Iconius conſozts, and 
llaine them, becanſe they refuſed to peeld to him, and denied to de- 
clare what they were, hauing taken an oath and made a firme vow 
with Iconius beſoꝛe, not to reueale, which they religiouſly kept, 


though in other matters they obſerued no ciuilitie, At laſt , Pariſ- 
men-s met with an other of their fellowes,which he ſet vpon, and 


ſone bꝛought in hazard o his life: but he being ofa moze cowardly 
diſpoſition then the reſt,fled, and with much ado eſtaped from Pa- 
riſmenos. And comming to Iconius, told hun what he had ſerne, and 
how he was handled by a ſtrange Knight,oz rather a Sauage man 
that haunted the Deſart: then Iconius willed him to declare what 
Armour he had. Chat can J not do(quoth he)foz the ſame is io vuer⸗ 
wozne, olde, and battered, that neither the colournoz other deuice 
therein can be diſcerned;Afſuredly (quoth Iconius) it is this knight 
that hath flaine ſo many ol our company as we haue forziv dead, 
which maketh me thinke, that he is ſome diſtreſſed knight, oꝛ banks 
ſhed as my lelfeis,which maketh mepittie his tale, and could with 
he were with vs: which peraduenture might giue hum ſome com⸗

Many other ſpeeches they had ol him: being yet of no minde to 


letze him out,which Icons determined to da aſterwatds. And 
thus tontinued Iconius conſulting with lrus, how'towin Angeli 


cas fauour. Angelica like wiſe reſted in hope, that Icomus would 
conuey her to the tourt: and Pariſmenos continuing his ſolitary

-2\\| fections did furioullp boile in his bꝛeſt: by {co, 
nus counſell, would he oftentimes frequent her 
; "ETD company , but in ſuch ſozt, as that he ſcmmid 
1h dio pittie her paſlions, and would oftentimes ens 
ter into diſcourſes ol great penitencie, ſoꝛ his outrage conumiited as 
gainſt her: but in ſuch ſozt, that he craued her god opuus of his gad 
intent towards her. | e 
This behauiaur he vled ſo long, that Angelica began ta 
tonteiue well of him, and to remit ſome part of her conceiurd diſs 
pleaſure, and alſo her feare of his further crueltie: And many 
times Iconius and all the reſt beeing out ol the Caue, leſt Irus 
alone with Angelica, who behnued hinmelke in ſuch decent 
ſozt „and with ſuch kinde behautour towardes her, that An- 
zelica thought he had vtterly abandoned his loꝛzmer rude and vnci⸗ 
will behmꝶ́ our. 167125 . | 
Iconius afterwards,one day being in talks with Trus, e⸗ 
ſpied one ol his aſſociates come in grceeuvouſip wounded , who de⸗ 
clared. that he had met with a ſlraunge Knight. , from whom hes 
had hardly eſcaped with his life. Iconws hearing his.ſpachcs, 
was much troubled in his minde to know what hee ſhould be, that 
within ſome th: dayes after, making Trus pꝛiuie to his intent, 
went out ofthe caue, accompanied by all the reſt ofhis fellowes to 
dim, and left Irus alone in the Taue.Who after Iconius departure, 


ſeated himſelfe downe in a melancholie tudie,thinking _—_ 0

where Angelica was, who expected no other pꝛofer of behamocur, - 
beit that which he had beldꝛe vſed, ſuffered him to fit downe by her, 
andcntredinto communication with hum, as fozmeriy ſhe had done, 
but he hauing his mind meditating how to ſatiſfte his deſire, beheld 


ber ercerding bewtie, with a greedic eye, and deuoured the piercing 
power of her conquering bewtie, with ſach deſire, that it augmen⸗ 
ted his affections, and ſet on fire his new intended purpoſe , to at⸗ 
tame the conqueſt of her loue, and the poſſeſſion ol her pcrſon , that 


he ſeized his hand vpon hers, graſping the ſame ſometimes fkrictly,' 
and then agame plaping with her daintie fingers, ſetling his eyes 


vpon hers, making a ſad figh a Pꝛologue to his ſptech, he ſaid, 


Mot dunne Lady, pardon me it J pꝛeſume bepond the bounds ot 
| yourfauourable licenſe, to touch pour pzecious hand: oz if J enter 
into ſpeeches that may diſagree with your fancie, oz ſhew the inte⸗ 


gritie of my deuotion: but foz that J rely vppon pour benignitie, 
and haue long time by feare tobe oflenſiue , rather indured tnward 
and ſecret toꝛment, then vpon pꝛeſumption la pꝛocure yon any difs 
quaef,hane concealed my loue, dutie and affection, to pour pertecii⸗ 
ons.

he / let not vaine ſuppoſe of Pariſmus ſtrength, oꝛ Pariſmenos re- 


uenge,p:ocraſtinate my deſires: ſoꝛ Jeſteeme them as nothing in 
my countrep, becing of ſufficient ſtrength to beate a mightier foe 
backe. Therfoze (wet Lady grant me pour loue, without the which 
I cannot liue: and armed thercwith, J ſhall be of ſufficient ſtrength 
to refell any foc ; thereloꝛe deny me not. Which ſaid, hauing her had 
ſtill in his, he pulled her to him ſuddenly, r claſping her in his arms, 
he by his ſtrength, toke from her a ſweet kiſle: with which ſhe was 


ſa much vexed, that with a ſuddaine ſtart, (he ſpꝛong from fo2th his 


armes and fearing to be againe ſo ſurpꝛiſed, would haue departed 
out of the rome, which he perceining, hauing armed humleife with 
impudencte,ran after and caught her in his armes,4 by fozce bzoght 
her back,whileſt te ſtrugled to get from him, but he being to ſtrong 
fo2 her, held her ſo faſt v the could not ſtir, but with checks as red as 


ſcarlet, ſaid. If euer pou expect fauour at my hands,leauc cffand do 


not ſeek to attain my lou2 by violence, ſoꝛ if you do, I ſweare by hea⸗ 


uen, I will rather luffcr =_ 2 teare my heart! in perces, then reelde 
vou

rung therewith : and Anna came runting in, befoze-whole come 
ming, he vled her ſo vndetently, that ſhe cried out vnto Anna fo2 
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yon any lauour: therloꝛe, it there be any vertue, humanitie,god na- 
ture, oꝛ curteſie inpou, let me ga. 

Irus was nothing dil waded with her ſpeeches, but now that he 
had begunne, luſt and ummoderate deſire vꝛged him on, that he held 
her the moze ſtrictly ; and by conſtraint bereft her of many kiſſes: 
with that ſhe gaue ſuch ſhakes,that the hollow vawtes of the Caue 


helpe, who vſed her vttermoſt indeitvur to reſcue her miſtreſſe from 
foꝛth his power, and (hzowde her from diſhonour,which with moſt 
violent and vndecent bchamoz he pꝛoffered, and at laſt ſhe gat from 
foꝛth his hands, wearied with reſiſtance, and falling down vpon her 
knees, ſaid. Irus be not ſo inhumane as to diſpople me oł my honoz, 
but deſiſt from this ſhameleſſe impudencie , which will make you 


odious in the.ſight of heauen. Nhat will my life do vou god, which 


with that is loſt 2 what pleaſure tan pou reape by this violence? O 


what benefit can it be to pou to ſpill my blood: Serke not my loue in 


this ſoꝛt, which will turne that god opinion J had ol you to hatred; 
and if you will needs haue the kruition of my loue, let it be in honou- 


rable ſoꝛt, and not with ſuch rudeneſſe: with that a flod of baniſh 


teares ranne downe her checkes : whileſt hee ſtode ouer her like a 


furious Lyon ouer afilty harmeleſle Lambe , readie to detour the 


ſame, Euen ſo Irustod readie to ſeize vpon her againe, his heart 
panting with ſtriuing, and his vaines wolne with deſire, no moze 
mollitied with her lamentations, then the hardeſt Adamant with 
the fall of ſoft mow. And caſting a moſt bitter countenance on An- 


na, Who {ted not far off, and only hindꝛed his luſt, he ſodenly caughe 


his dagger in his hand, and ranne after her to haue ſtabd her,which 
tauſed her with an exceeding outcry to runne out of the rome , and 
he after her, And Angelicacalling after him, tate god Irus ſtate, 
and when he was returned , ſhe as faſt flying from him: And ſeeing 
Annacut of the rome, he caught hold of her and pulled her to him, 


holding his dagger in his hand, whileſt ſhe laie trembling at his fect. 
ſaid, Angelica, my reſolution is togbtaine thy loue, either by lozce 
02 _ meanes :thercfoze gine conſe::t, 02 J vowe J will neuer de⸗ 


ſift though it coſt thy life, Angelica hearing his ſpeeches, ſald. Irus, 
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god Trus, let me alone, and vſc me not thus ſhamcfully and vnde⸗ 
cently, and J will tell ther my minde, fo2 wert it not loꝛ thy bſage, 
and this vncinill rudenelſe, being neuer befoze in my life fo vled, 


thou mighteſt peraduenture haue had a greater faunure with my 


conſent: theretfoze J pꝛa be not ſoinhunuane, and thou (halt (ee J 
will do moze with gentlencfſe,then all thy rudenelſe can compell me 
tw, With that he turned hinaſelfe from her whilett He roſe from the 
ground, ſhe was no ſ&ner vpon her feete nut het ſences failed her, 
and the liuelp redde, kaded out ol her crimſon cheekes: euen Whileſt 
Anna criedð, helpe, heipe, ſhe fell ddwne in her armes dead: then Irus 


with Anna, did the beſt he rould to reeoner her, beginning to ware 


madde with gricfe, fo2 within thozt ſpace che began to dꝛawe in her 
ſwerte bꝛeath againe, and lifting vp her cyes, with a greeuous ſigh, 
ſhe laid. Oh Irus,cruell Irus. Then Anna ſeated her vpon the bed, 
and ſhe ſaid, Irus J had nat thought pou would haue vſed me thus 


cruellp, but haue ſhowone ſome ſigne of vertue in pou: And rather 


then pou ſhall offer me any moze ſuch violence, J pꝛomiſe yon that 
J will depart with pou to Tunis, and J will peeld my ſelle to bet in 
honourable (ozt at your direction, 

Angelica (quoth he) giue me poſſeſſion of your laue, which is 
that 1 deſire, and without that J cannot be ſatiſũed. Why Irus 
gquoth ſhe) will nothing ſatiſie pou but my diſhonour 2 what rage 
ruleth pour minde, What luſt is that poſſeſſeth your heart? Is this 
the honourable minde ſhould be in a king: Ood Jrus be not ſo tru⸗ 
ell. am not cruell, and it is but folly to ſtand vpon termes of deni⸗ 
all. Irus quotij ſhe) then let me requeſt this one fauour , leaue me 
alone ſome ſpace, to tonferre with my maide, and J will ſend her foz 
vou ere it be long. Irus being in ſome hope to attaine his dcfire,fin- 


ding her ſpeech ſo gentle, thought that her maide would perſwade 


her rather to peeld, then to hazard his furie, tolde her he world do

Ye was no ſoner gone, but Angelia with weeping eyes. 
wainging her hands, and making erceeding lamentation, intreated 
Anna to counſell her what to do. Miſtreſſe quoth ſhe) if you coutd

o that you could delaie him off vntil Icomius returne, then —

plealure he ſhouldreapt ;. if he gaue her conſent his deſire being

| — ſight: which done, the returned and tolde Angelica wantihe 
ad done, 
Angelica ſœing her ſelfe thus foꝛtunatelꝑ rid of Irus, whoſe 


furie had bzought her life in danger laid. O Anna what power was 


it that animated and ſtrengthened thee to that boldnefſe 2 and how 
Hall weſatiſfic Iconius at his returne, who loueth Irus ſo well, that 
he will ſone miſſe him! and il he know what we haue done, we ſhal 
be in ſome daunger of his furie. Thus do my miſfoztunes daylie in⸗ 
creaſe, and one miſerie followeth in an others necke , to augment 
my cares, 
lhat thinkeſt thon is become of Patiſmenosꝰ doeſt thou not 
thinkte he taketh my abſence greeuouliy? pes J feare me Anna he 
is fo ready to ſurfet with gricfe , and thereby may much indanger 
his health: and beſides, J perſwade my ſclfe,he is wandzed from 
the Natolian Court info farre countries in my ſearch, If Icomus 
finde how we haue vſed [iv-, then will yefoz euer detame vs hert.

How often haue 3 beene troſt in my loue, being now in wozle tale 
then euer J was, and moze vnlikely to come to enioy my Pariſme- 
nos, then when my father umpaſoned me ſocloſely in the Maiden 
Tower, No time yeelds me any reit to trouble:no place gineth met 
ſecuritie: nothing but ſozow1s allotted to my poztion , and nothing 
but endleſle and perpetuall miſerie awaiteth my ſteps, 
Deare miſtreſſe (queth Anna) J beſeech you adde comfozt fo your 
hart,foz J wil vndertake to ſatiſfie Iconius , and make a currant ex- 
cuſe fo2 Irus abſence : that howſbeucr it falleth ont you ſhall be no 
way troubled therewith, In diners ſuch ſpeeches they continued vn⸗ 


fill the night dzew nigh, and they expected Icons returne: where 
we will leaue her. 


Iconius being gone ont of the Caue, with intent to finde the 


ffrange Knight, ſought vp and downe moſt part of that day befoꝛe 
he could finde him: but at laſt, paſſing by the plate where he had re⸗ 
ſcued Angelica from Irus, Pariſmenos eſpied him, hauing but two 
knights at that time with him, e came out vnto him. Iconius eſpp⸗ 
ing him, comming to him, ſaid. night J haue wandꝛed all this day 
to ſreke ou, but was fruſtrated till now: the cauſe was, ſoꝛ that my 
Knights were ſometimes llaine, and often wound ed by pour valoz, 

that maketh me dt ſirous to know the cauſe ol your diſtontent, being 


willing to do you what pleaſure J can, and allo to be acquainted 


with vou: thereſoꝛe J pꝛap let me know what you are: 
J am (quoth he) a miſerable wꝛetch, oꝛdained to enerlaſting 


fownent baniſhed from iop, exiled from content, wzetched, and vn⸗ 


ſoꝛtunate. Jſ#ke no tompanp, noꝛ deſire acquaintance: J care not 
fo; eaſe,but diſcontent pleaſeth me beſt : this life J leave not by con» 
ſtraint, but that none ſo well agreeth with my fancie:care kepes me 
company, and this Deſart is fitteſt ſoꝛ me to dwell in, Sir, (quoth' 
Iconius ) it ſœmeth ſome great miſchaunce hath dziuen pon 


voluntarily to take this courſe, oz elſe the trueltie of friends hath exi⸗ 


led pou their company Both (quoth he) but what are vou that ſerke 

fo much my acquaintance, and knowledge? 

A Jam({quoth he) a man as miſerable as pour felfe , ſuviect to 

many miſſoʒtunes as your ſelfe,x euery way filled with! diſtontent: 

if (3 ſhould name my ſelle youknow me not: hauing liued many 
p xeares 
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veares in this Deſart,a diſcouſolate and diſquiet life ang habitation 

being but ſimple, whither J came of purpoſe to bꝛing vou: fo2 that 

pour Noble Chiualrie makcth me honour vou, where if you loug 

2 liue in diſcõtent, that place yxideth nothing but ſadne ile, pet with 
curitie. 

Pariſmenos hearing his ſpeeches , began to marnell what heg 
Wuld be, hearing him ſay he had liued many peares mthat Deſart, 
thought to ſ his habit ation, and therefoꝛe, laid. Sir night, though 
I know not whether A may with fecuritie eꝛ no, truſt pour kinds 
neſſe, pet if you will vouchſafe mee ſuch kindneſſe, J will ac⸗ 
cept thereof, and fozatune , contraryto my purpoſe „ take (ome 
eale, 

Sir(quoth Icomus) you ſhall vpon my caithfull pꝛomiſe, reſt 
voide of trechcrie, and be as ſecure as my ſelte: thele ſpeeches palt, 
they departed towards the Caue, contimung the way in ſome con⸗ 
ference, where they arriued euen at ſuch time as Angelica had en⸗ 


ded her lpieches; and being entred, Icomus told Panlmenos, that 1 


was his habitation, whither he was welcome: then ſtepping into 


Angelicas rome, he thought to haue found Irus there: but teeing her 


heauineſſe, and in what ſoꝛt both (hc and Anna by her ſate weeping, 
he came vnto her with kinde behawoz, demanding her cauſe ot ſoz⸗ 
row ; but ſhe caſtingdowne her eyes to the earth, made no anſwere. 
With that he begã to ſuſped | rus had done her ſome wong mar⸗ 
uelling that he could not ſer him with her, noꝛ in the other rome, hee 
preſently ſearched all the Cane thꝛoughout, and not finding him, he 
returned to Anna, and al bed her if thee could tell where hee was?

I know not anfwered Anna, neither do J care. With that, Iconi- 


us perteiuing the trackt of blod that went out ol the chamber, fol- 
lowed the ſame to his bed, which he found all beſtained thercwith:

ſured that [| rus was llain, that in a monſirous tage he ran in againe 


to Anna, ſaping. Irus is murthered and vou haue pee the derd. 


Anna then knowing her ſelſe guiltie, ſtod as one confounded with 
feare: but at laſt, reuiuing herſelfe from her dumpes, ſhe ſaid: If I 
did murther him, Z dio it but to ſaue my owne life, and Angelic aes 


- honour, Mith that he was ſo inraged, that he dacw his \wozd, 
aͤnd in a furie would haue ſlaine her, Vut that ſhe with ſpeede ran out 


ol the rome, and he after her, read tu ſtrike her dead; 2Pariſmenos 
hearing that noiſe, and ſeeing Iconius purſuing the Damozel, being 
of a quicke conceit, euen as the blowe was diſcending, ſtept vnder 
the ſwozd,and caught the biowe , which otherwiſe had parted her 


Iconius being inraged;firoke an other at him, til Dariſmenot 
dꝛawing his ſwoꝛd, ſaid. Holde pour hands, and know whom thou 
ſtrikeſt, oz J will goze my ſwoꝛd in thy heart blood. Pardon me god 
night (quoth he) rage made me fozget my ſelle. What Damozell 
is that (quoth Parilmenos) you would haue flaine 2 It is quoth he) 
one that hath murthered my deare friend. By this time, ſeme of 
the reſt had caught Anna and bꝛought her backe „ whom /comus 
offered againe to haue llaine, but that Pariſmenos hauing ſenc her 
countenance, knew her: and ſtaying /conims againe, ſaid. Be not 
ſo raſh without aduice, to lap ſuch violent hands on a lilly N 
and befoze pou execute reuenge, be aduiſed, and in ſt know the truth 
of tye fact ſhe hath committed, and vpon what occalton ſhe was vas 
ged thercto, 

J will not (quoth /conius) follew ycur teunſell, but ſhee 


hauing confeſt the deed, J will be reuenged by her life, and nas 

thing elſe ſhall make ſatiſfaction lo: hi blood, which chte hath 

ſhead. 

Diſcourteous knight quoth he) art thou void of humanitie, odo 4 

wiſh thee to do any thing that diſagrerth to reaſon?J iwearc by hea⸗ 

den, let but a haire of her head 3 by thy arcurled hand, and =

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death Hallbe the raunſome: here do I ſtand in her defence , and 
_ - thertoze,the pꝛoudeſt of you al touch her, and if you dare. Mith that 
Iconius ſaid: Doeſt thou requite my friendſhip in this ſoꝛt, to take 
part with my enemies: oz tell me, doeſt thou know that Damzel, 
that thou ſtandeſt ſo peremptoaly in her defence ? J do nothing but 
that which enery knight is bound vnto: which is, to defend Ladies 
wrong: neither do J know this Damozel, but will defend her, ſoz 
that ſhe is a Ladp, vntill F mayknow , whether vou offer this out- 
rage againſt her wꝛongfullp, oꝛ by god deſert: which once tried, do 
chen what you will with her. Then Iconius ſaid. Damoʒell, tell me 
why thou ſleweſt hun? Anna made this anfwere : he offered vio⸗ 
lence to Angehca, and with his poniard attempted to flay her: who 
will tell pou the truth olf all. With that they altogither went in⸗ 
to the rome where Angelica was. 

Pariſmenos behalding her, han much ado to withhold him 
ſelte from bewꝛaping what he was: but pet with conſtrained foz- 
bearance, heftod and heard her declare [rus wicked behaniour, 
and in what manner ſhe had wꝛought reuenge againſt him. Tith 
that Ico nius ſaid: wicked woman, couldeſt thou not haue w2ought 
fome other meanes to diſappoint his intent, which J can hardly be⸗ 
lene, but that thou muſt murther hum? heauen noz earth ſhall not 
ſhꝛowde ther from my furie, fo2 being the vntimely death of that lo⸗ 
uing, kinde, and couragious Ring: neither ſhall any thing but thy 

— appcaſe my wꝛath foz the loſſe of my deare friende 
R 
Pariſmenos hearing him name Irus ſaid: Was it that treche⸗ 
rous and diflopall villaine Irus, that ſlaue? damozel thou haſt well re⸗ 
uenged the w2ongs he hath done me, vpon his owne accur ed head: 
and therefoze 3 will be thy defence, and ſheelde thee from har me: foz 
bad J met him my ſelfe, would haue done no leſſe then thou haſt: 
fo: he was the moſt diſhonourable Knight that cuer dꝛew breath. 
But tell me (quoth he to Icomus, what art thou that offexeſt ſuch 
© cowardly violence to reſtleſſe Ladies, and impꝛiſoneſt them in this 
ſo2t , and alſo beareſt ſo diſloyall a minde , as to vphold him in his 
wilante? 
Icons was ſo inraged with his wozds, that ay" Bale

billaine, did J but lately take ther vp as a runaway ,-and bzought 


thx to my Cell, of pittie to (11cconr thy diſtreſſed eſtate, and doeft 
thou thus requite my kind nelle, to become my examiner: Pariſme- 
nos hearing his ſpæches, ſo much diſdained them, that he let dziue 
at him with irefull violent blowes: and with ſuch furie,that he dzaue 
Iconius backwards out of the rome, and withall, gaue him ſo mas 
ny wounds, that had not ſome ol his aſſociates ſtept to him, he had 
been llaine: when thꝛer of them at once aſſapled Patiſmenos, but by 
his muincible valour, firſt one of them, and then another loſt their 


tines: which Iconius ſeeing, he would haue ſfayed to ſpeake to hum, 


but his heart being (et on reuenge, and deſirous to haue the poſlei⸗ 


ſion of Angelica againe, followed his fight with ſuchrigoz, that he 


bad well neare llaine Iconius. 


By this time ſome of the other came in, who ſeeing Iconius in 
ſuch daunger by the valour ot that one knight, admired his chinal- 


rie, and ſteÞt to reſcue him from his violence, which when they had 
s (aid, Knight, tell mee what thou art, that knowing 


done, Ic 
thy name, I may know whom it is Jreſiſte My name (quoth he) 


is Pariſmenos.Uith that Iconms flung away his ſwoꝛd, and ſaid. 
Polt honozable knight, J veeld inp ſelfe to your mercie, foꝛ that de- 


rie name do J honour, vowing that it is againſt my will, chat euer 
4 offended you, 


Pariſme nos hearing his wo2ds, ſaid; And if thou beſt myfriend, | 


(quoth he) J am ſoꝛrie, not that Jmet thee,but that I haue hurt thee: 
which ſaid, he entered into the rome where Angelica was, (com: 
ming to her, not being able to vſe any delay, but fo:ced by deſire to 
comfozt her heart, by giuing her knowledge of his laletie pulling off 
his helmet that ſhe might beholde his face, (aid, Py deare Ladie 


Angelica, behold your paze friend P ariſmenos, Angelica then 
knowing him, with a modeſt behauiour claſped her armes about 


his necke, and ſcaled a number of ſwerte killes vpon his lips which 
don, and withꝛawing her armes againe, her cyrs melted into a ris 
ner of teares, and afterwards ſaid, TAelceme my deare Lo2d Pa- 
niſmenos, oꝛdained pct to be mp blille. Nell haue J now p2euats 
led againſt calamitie, ſoꝛ your ſight hath baniſht him my bzcſt:hew 
miſer alle and daungerous was my cltate once this day, and how 
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happie and tenne thouſand times bleſt am J by pour pꝛeſence? If 


pou do account your ſelfe happie by my pꝛelence quoth he) foz euer 


hall you be happie, fo2 neuer will J part from your ſight But ten 
thouſand times moꝛe then happie doo J account my ſelle, to bee ſo 
eſtemed of you, that haue neuer deſerucd ſuch favour, but by my 
ill foꝛtune haue bꝛought pou into theſe calamnities, God Pariſme- 
nos (ay not ſo, foꝛ not you,but my vnluckie deſtinies haue ozdained 
me to ſome ſoꝛrowe, but in the end haue repaid me double fold with 
ſwerte content. 

In theſe and ſuch like ſpeeches, did they expꝛeſſe 60 ir iopes fb; each 
ofhers pꝛeſence and pꝛeſeruation, fill Pariſmienos buckling on his 
helmet againe, went out to ſ& whether 1conius did pꝛetend any 
treacherie againſt him, but him he found vnarmed, and his knights 
dꝛeſſing his wounds: and ſeeing Pari menos ſtill armed (as fearing 
to diſarme himſelfe he gaue him ſuch aſſurance of quiet, both by his 
owne firme vowe, and the p2oteſtations of all the rc . 
menos xeſted in ſome affurance of peace, and Iconnfufter his 
wounds were dz2clled, came with him into the place where Ange- 
ca was, and ſaid. Holt diuine Ladie, J beſeech you pardon my ol⸗ 
fence: J conteſſe J loued Irus well, becaule he was my dear friend, 
and finding no ſuch miſbehauiour in him ſince J firſt knew him, J 
could not belteue her repoꝛt, vntill J ſaw pcu iuſtiſe the ſame, and 
koꝛ amends J offer my lelfe to be at pour diſpoſition: deſiring you to 
remit my p2offered offence fo2 Irus death: and withall, J beleech 
pou make no doubt of my god meaning, foz that J haue bent my 
whole mdeuours with trueth to be at pour commaund: neither har⸗ 
bour any farther conceit of violence to be offered pon in this place, 
Vauing ended thoſe ſpeeches, he pꝛeſently cauſed god mate to bee 
pꝛepared fo2 them, and they were ſerued in as decent and cleanly 
ſozt as could poſſibly be deuiſed in that place.

Py beloued Lo2d, ho 
map A account my ſelfe in this, that my miſfoꝛtune p2 
ſo much diſquiet: beſcech you reſt in aſſured confidence of my cons 
ſtancie, that ſhall continue inutolable foꝛ euer. being ſubiea to ſo ma⸗ 
ny miſaduentures, that J haue both pꝛotured my owne, and pour

Alter theſe ſpeeches paſt, Iconius was returned from burying 
Irus,whoſe minde Pariſmenos felt in theſe ſpeeches . ow is the 
time, that the Pꝛinceſſe Angelica and my ſelfe muſt make triall of 
your friendſhip: which is, your conſent and company to a matter of 
unpoztance,foz our departure out ofthis place. 

My Lo2d (ſaid Iconms) whatſoeuer it be fo pleaſure vou and 
the Painceſfe, if it lie in my power to further the ſame , J vowe and 
pꝛoteſt to vle my vttermoſt indeuour therein. Then this it is(quoth 


he) Angelica and my ſelle are agreed toleaue this country,andnot 


to returne to Epheſus , foz diners occaſions that J will hereafter 
make you acquainted withall: but to trauell towards Bohemia, 


and afterwards giue Marcellus knowledge of our ſałetie: therefoze |. 


Jaſke yougcountel of the beſt courſe to be taken loꝛ our furtherance 


herein. 

5 on (replied Iconius) to vndertake the trauell by land, 
would be ouertedious and dangerous, by reaſon of the long ſpace 
betwixt this and Germanic, and the many rude and @auage Wal- 
derneſſes we muſt paſſe by: therefoze, J thinke the beſt courſe is, to 


get ſhipping, which may land vs ſomewhat nearer the tountry, and 


then our iourney by land ſhall be the leſſe. And to that effect, A haue 


this to further vs: Certaine Merchants of Italie haue continuall 


traffique in this countrep, with whom we may get paſſage thither, 
and beeing there, our deſire is moze eaſie to bee obtained: and the 
place where thoſe Italian ſhips do lie at Roade , is not farre hence, 
but that with a little labour we may bꝛing the Painceſle thither, 
Jlike your counſell moſt exceedingly well ( quoth Pariſmenos) 
but how ſhall we come to haue conference with thoſe Italt- 
ans? 


My Lodd (ſaid he) let that be my charge, and ſo pleaſe you, J 
will depart to put the ſame in crecution pzeſently , and you in the 
meane time may remaine with the Pzinceſſe, and be aſſured of ny 
fidelitie,fs2 heauens grant my cuerthzow, if J deale not faithfully; 
with that he departed, and Pariſmenos returned to Angelica, ſpen⸗ 
ding the time with her in great content,vntill Icons returne.

Early the next moꝛning, /conius returned to the deſart, and 
certified Pariſmenos of that which he had done, which was this: 


There was then in the harboꝛ, a chip of 77495 that was readie to de⸗ 
part towards that Countrep, vader the gouernment of I heoretus 


an Italian Marchant, with whom Iconiu: had agreed foꝛ their paſs 


ſage, not telung him what they were that heuld go with him, and 


withall, pꝛomiſed to returne that foꝛenone, oꝛ not at all. Parilme- 


nos hearing his ſpeeches, was exceedingly glad thercot, and pꝛeſent⸗ 
ly made Angelica acquainted therewith, who molt willingly gaue 


her conſent ; and pꝛeſentiy they departed towards the hauen, being 
im all but eight perſons, And comming to the ſhip, they were kindly 


receiued of Theorerus the Maiſter. Uho hauing ſped his voyage, 
and hauing no other thing to ſtate fo2, the winde (erung, hoyſcd. 


aue, and with a mery gale, they launched into the deepe. Pariſme- 


courſe fo; Germany, fo2 that he was bound thither: Sir z guoth he) 
il it ſo pleaſe vou, after 3 haue landed in [raty, and dilpa ched ſome 


nos comming to T heorerus, demaunded which was ebe 


buſineſſe F haue there of impoꝛtance, I wil be then readie to conuey = 


you to the neareſt hauen that lycth towards thoſe parts, ſo that yay 
will content me foꝛ my vopace. 

Py friend/quoth Pariſmenos ) if thou wilt do me this friends 
chippe, J will content ther to the bttermoſt of thy demaund. Then 
he returned to the place where Angel ica was, comfozting her with 
allurcd truſt of a happie and ſpcedte voyage, 

Manp dapes thep continued on their courſe with pꝛoſperous 
ſucceſſe, til Theorecus aſſured them he was within two dayes ſays 


ling of Ja, where acto:dingly he arriued, where Pariſmenos and 


Angelica refreſhed themſelues, vntil Theorews had ended all his 
bulinclle, and was growing to a compoſition with Paiiſmenos. 
It foꝛtuned that there was then in the place where they arrined, a 

night of S/ ο%¹, named Arenus, who had ſetretip beheld An- 
gelicas bewtie , and was ſo ſurpꝛiſed thercwith, that he began to 
deuiſe what meanes to vle to poſſeſſe her, and hearing that they 


were bounde foz Germa»y, and ſuppoſing Pariſme nos had bene 


ber huſband, he vled the moze expedition, his deſire being growne 


to SOT ertremitie, ta the ſmall tune of ther abode, that he thought 
it im⸗

umpollible fo2 him to liue without the fruition thereof, And olken⸗ 
times growing into conference with Theoretus, her vnderſtod 
the truth of all by his repozt, And Arenus finding ſome hope to 


b2ing him to condiſcend to his pzactiſe , vpon a time he beganne to 
commune with hun, and in the ende concluded with him foz a ſun 


of money, to conuey them foz him into what place he would, With 
whom A renus dealt ſo cunningly and ſo ſtrictly, that he bound him 


by many oathes to perfozme the ſame : which he foz greedineſſe of 


the ſumme of money, was moſt refolutely determined to dw. 


Now the time of departure being come, Theoretus (with 


a diſſembled countenance colouring his intended villanie) came to 
Pariſmenos, and tolde him that his buſineſſe was now ended, and 
the winde fitip ſerued foꝛ their departure, 

Pariſmenos being glad thereof, and hauing befoze agreed with 
him foz the pꝛice of his paſſage, bꝛought the Pꝛinceſſe abozd, with 
Iconius and the reſt, where they found A renus, whom T heorewus 
told, hee was one p was likewiſe trauailing vnto ſome part of Ger- 
many. Par iſmenos little ſuſpeding their dꝛift, accepted of his compa- 
ny, and vled him kindly. Arenus put on ſuch an outward ſhewe of 
vertue, and framed himſelle to ſuch a kinde of behauiour, that Pa- 
riſmenos grew into great god liking ol him, and into ſuch familia⸗ 
ritie, that he tolde hun what he was. 


Arenus hearing that he was ſonne to Pariſmus, then grewe 
into n3oteſtations of reuerence and dutie that he bare to him, and 


into many ſuch other like vowes ol dutifull regard, that Pariſme= 
nos related to him the whole ſumme ol his eſtate, and what the La⸗ 
die Angelica was. 


Ano ſome two dates they paſt in this ſozt : Pariſmenos and 
Angelica with a iopfull heart going towards their miſcrie, and no⸗ 


thing miſdaubting Theoretus trechcrie , thought themlelues ſap⸗ 


ling towards Germany, when indeed they were a quite confrary 


way, When fuddenly an cxceeding tempelt aroſe , and the windes 
began to blow and rage exttedingly, the raine began to fall in ſuch a⸗ 
bundance, that the ſhippe was readie to be dꝛenched with the lum e. 
Which cruell tempeſt continued foz the ſpace of two dapes and 


two nights, in that moſt raging x extreme ſoꝛt, that there was * 
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but expected pꝛeſent deſtruction: then began Pariſmenos to turſi 
hunſelke, foꝛ leauing the country of Natolia: and committing hun 
ſelfe to the mercy of the ſeas, ot whoſe furie he had befoze taſted, An- 
gelica was in great feare of her life: T heoretus conſcience began to 
actuſe him of villanie:and Arenus to repent his trecherie: & Whileſt 
they were in this extremitie ol keare, the ſhip wherin they were, was 
by violence duuen vpon a Rock, and there ſplit in ſunder, that they 
were all dꝛiuen to ſhift foꝛ their lines, Priſmenos beeing amazed 
With this milfoꝛtune, pet had an cſpectall regard to the Peinceſſe, 
whom he caught in his armes, and with her gat on to apeece ofthe 
ſhip, with the violence ol the ſea, was parted from the reſt, which 
Was not likelp long to ſuppoꝛzt them. And the reſt, ſoine dzowned, 
and ſome by other adinirable meanes pꝛeſerued. When pzeſently 
the ſtoꝛme began to ceaſe, and the ſca ſuddenly grew calme. Itchan⸗ 
ted, that a Fiſherman was not far off in harboz , who bcheld this 
ſhipwꝛacke: and withall ſperd, ſeeing the ſto2me ceaſed, haſted with 
his boate thitherwards: and firſt came to Pariſmenos and Ange- 
lica, Who euen then were ready to periſh: fo2 Angelica affrighted 
with the terro2 of death, being with feare and weakeneſle not able 
to ſuppoꝛt her ſelle on the peece of the bꝛoken ſhippe, was fallen off, 
whom Pariſmenos held vp by her garments, being with euery little 
motion himſelfe ready to ouerturne , and ſo to periſh togither: to 
whom the fiſherman appꝛoched, and by the diuine pꝛouidence came 
at that inſtant to pꝛeſerue their harmleſſe liues, and toke them both 
into his Boate, and at Pariſmenos requeſt, haſted to ſaue as ma- 
ny as he could poſſible of the reſt, When pzeſently Pariſmenos e- 
ſpied Anna tumb!ing vp from vnder the water, whom by god foz- 


tune hee caught hold of, and dꝛew vp to him: who by that thee had 


anoided abundance of water out at her mouth, began to reuiue: 
by this time, the Fiſherman had gotten in Iconms and I heore- 
tus, both of them being in great danger of death, oz in a manner 
dead, but all the reſt were quite dzenched, and neither they noz 
any part of the ſhippe to bee ſeene: pzeſently the Fiſherman con 
uoped them to the ſhoze,not farre from which place, was his houſe, 


whither like wiſe, aſter they had all recouered their ſences,he bꝛoght 


them,

Pariſmenos glad of the foztunate and ſ&ing in what weake 
eſtate the — — Fiſherman —_—— 


to do their vttermoſt to ſuccour them in that viſtreſſe; and hauing a 


ſpeciall regard to Angelica, he with the olde woman named Do- 


rella, dilrobed her of her wet omamenta, and the olde woman put 


her on dꝛie linnen, the beſt ſhe had, and got her into a warme bed, 
which greatly remued her abated ſences. Dorellalikewiſc had the 
like care of Anna, beingefſuch a gad and vertuous vilpoſition,that 
ofher owne pittifull inclination, ſhe would haue haz arded her life to 
ſutco2 them. Iconius by this time was perfectly come to his ſences, 
but Theoretus ſtill remained in great hazard of death.

How Oſirus hearing of Pariſinenos landing in Theſſalis, caried him 
to his caſtle, By what vnexpected meanes Diougſius, Pariſimus,

and Theorctus as well cheriſhed as could bee 
lun that place, the night began to appꝛoach, when 
c N Pariſmenos being in the chamber with Ange-

be able to make youfoz this kindneſſe,by whole 
means our liues are pꝛeſerued: but aſſure your ſelfe, that hencefwzth 
J will pꝛoue ſo gratefull, that pou ſhall not ſap, but pour gueſts 
were as friendly in rewarding, as vou were kind and liberal in ſuc⸗ 


touring vs. And becauſe you ſhall not bee ignoꝛant to whom pou

The old man hearing his ſpeeches, told him, 


that all that he had ſhould be at his commanny. In theſe and many | 


other ſperches they ſpent the eucningstil Dorella had pꝛouided their 
TH Ji 3 (uppcr;

there was no other bedding; in wohich time Pariſmenos comfozted 
Angelica with many ſperches, who was onely glad to ſee hun 
in ſafetie. 

Early the next mozning, Theoretus hauing with much ade got- 
ten into the rome where Pariſmenos and Angelica were, and fe 
ling hunſelte paſt hope of life, vttered theſe ſperches. Moſt noble 
knight, J humbly beſeech you, to pardon and foꝛgiue that græuous 
and hainous offence, J haue committed againſt you, and that moſt 
vertuous Ladie, by the inſtigation and inticement of Arenus, who 
was aknight of Slauonia, with whom J had agred.foz a ſunune of 
mony, to conney, you into his countrie, Whoſe intent was to betrais 
that Ladic into his keeping: but both his wicked intent, and mp 
reaſon is now by the diuine pꝛouidence pꝛeuented, and niy lelfe left 
to pour mertie, beleeching you to pardgn inp monſtrous nuſdeede: 
which when he had laid, and they but a ſmall time conſidered ot his 
treacherie, and their admirable pꝛeſeruation, cuen when Pariſme- 
nos was readie to ſpeak to him, he gaue vp the ghoſt and died: which 
when ther beheld, the olde Fiſherman pacſently conueyed hun out 
ofthe rome, and afterwards buried him. 


Pariſmenos then growing into a deepe confideration of his 


eſtate, and withall, what perils he had suerpaſt, entred into theſe 
ſpeeches, Mas euer man ſo vnfo2tunate as J am, to bee toſte 


with ſo many miſcries, and dztuen from place to place, pet tan at? 


taine no harbour ofquict 2 Were it my deſtinie to indure theſe toz- 
ments alone, then could J with moze- patience ouerpalle them, 
Ln: all that euer came in my companie, are with mee ſubs 
tect to the lie miſtoꝛtune: would wee were now againe in 
Natolia , foz Y am further from my hope of attaining to 
Bohemia now , then J was then; wee are now dziuen 
paſt our knowledge, info a ſtraunge countrie, and farre 
from all meanes of redꝛeſſe.

Dorellabeeing by and hearing his complaints, beten he 
naned Pariſmus, (whom ſhee had heard married the Pzinceſſs 
Laurana) to bæ his father, could not be in quiet, vntil her hulſ⸗ 


band was come in, ta whom ſhe declared what ſhe had heard. Ths 


olde man hearing that, pzeſently came into the place where Pa- 


nrilmenos was, and ſaid. y Lo2d, my wife telleth mee, how 


that you named pour ſelfc ſonne to Pariſmus „Which maketh met 
bolde to aſke yon whether ſhe ſaid true.

what maketh the thus defirons to knowe that ? Wecauſs 
(quoth hee) J know that noble Pzince, and would not doubt 
ere long but ſoone to bꝛing yen where he is: fozknowe moſt nos 


ble Pzince, vou are tome into Theſſalie, where Dioniſius is 


liing. And mozcouer J. aſſure. you , that both Pariſmus and' 
the Pꝛinceſſe Lauraria, are now in this countrie,. at the Court: 
in the Cittie of Theebes. The occaſion of whoſe arnuall. 
heere , was by reaſon Dioniſius was extreamely ſicke, 
and ſent fo2 them „ who came thither not many dates 
lince, 

Paiifmenos heart was ſo reuiued with his woꝛdes, that 


hee embꝛaced the olde man with exceeding ion „ beeing 


ſcarce. able to containe himſclfe within the compaſſe of mos 
derate reioycing , then comming to Angelica ,. and tas 
king her by the hand, hee dellred her to hee of god comlozt,. 
koꝛ that their eſtate was farrc better then they befoze thought it had 


biene: Whoſe heart was likewiſe reuiued in a ſudden diſpaluion,

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with the feare ol dꝛowning poſleſt with a weariſome conceit of furs 
ther trauell, dziuen into a ſtraunge and vaknowne place, far from 
her deſire, and contrarie to her crpectation: and withall, ſawe Pa. 
uiſmenos ſad ecarcfull heart oppꝛeſt with much gref, whih grieued 
her moꝛe then all the reſt, But now being in ſafetie, and in Theſla« 
lie, where ſhe ſhould (one meet Pariſmus and the Pzincefle Laura- 
na, the thing ſhe moſt deſired, and alſo ſeeing all her ſadneſſe tur⸗ 


ned to iop, and euerie thing fallen out moſt pꝛolperoullp, euen at 


cozding to her hearts content, (hee ſeemed like one newly reuiued 
from death to life. And with Pariſmcnos and the reſt of that ſmall 
companie retoyced exceedingly, caſting aſide all further ſhew of diſs 
content, and ſpending the time they had to ſtay there, in great pleas 
ſure, the rather fo; that Angelica, Anna,and Iconius, were now 


in perfect health, 


And on a time Pariſmenos ſeeing nothing to hind his determi. . 


tion, demaunded of the Fiſherman, how farre it was to the Cittie 

of Thoebes, By Loꝛd (quoth he) it is ſome twentie myles. Which 

is our beſt way to trauell thither (quoth Pariſmenos:?) My Koꝛd, it 

were much foꝛ that faire Ladie to trauell thither on fate, but it pou 

would be ruled by me, vou ſhould ga to a Noble mans houſe within 

two mylts, whoſe name is Oſirus, the onelp man that the king lo⸗ 
ueth, who J know will bid you welcome, and furniſh you with all 
things neceſſarie and agreeable to pour eſtate, being indeed the moſt 
kindeſt Nobleman in the woꝛld. Angelica (quoth Pariſmenos) of 
of this Nobleman haue 3 heard my father Pariſmus and the noble 
Poll;pus giue many commendations therefoꝛe ſo pleaſeth you, we 
will go to his houſe, I am crceedingly well contented (quoth An- 
gelica.) My Loꝛd ( quoth the Fiſherman) ſo pleaſeth vou, J wil 
giue him knowledge of your being here. Do (© (ſaid Pariſmenos. 
The Fiherman then pꝛeſently haſted toward Oſirus Caſtle , and 
ſone arriued there, and being bzought beloꝛe him, declared all that 
had happened. 

Oſirus at the firſt gaue no credence to his ſpeeches, therefoze hee 
ſaid. y friend, thou bꝛingeſt me newes that J can hardly beleue:

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daughter to the king of Natolia. Oſirus then p2eſently comman⸗ 


ded his Gentlemen to mount themlelues, his Ladie likewiſe named 
V dalla, and her Ladies and Gentlewomen, were ſuddainly in a 
readineſle, and all things neceſſarie to conduct them with the moſt 
Cate that might be, was pꝛepared, and in that loꝛt with exceeding 


top they rode to the poꝛe cottage that ſhꝛowded ſuch noble perſo⸗ 


nages, which the Fiſherman ſone gaue Pariſmenos knowledge 
of, who pzclently went foꝛth to meete Ofirus, and at the entrance 
of the dee he met him, and with a courteous behauiour they ſalu⸗ 


ted each other. Oſirus ſaying. y Lo2d, becauſe J knowe you 


not, J beleech you pardon me, ik à demaund Whether you bee the 

1 Pamceo2no? , | 
J am (quoth he) the moſt vnfoztumate Pariſmenos, neuer made 
happie till this houre, Then ſaid Oſirus 1 In all dutie J bidde you 
welcome then into Theilalie, which will account it ſelfe moſt hap⸗ 
pie by pour arriuall. dalla then came and embꝛaced him, ſhes 
— bp her behauiour, manifeſt token of iop foz his pꝛe⸗ 

ence. 

Then they th: togither went in to the Pꝛinceſſe Angelica, whom 
both Oſirus and his Ladie, ſaluted with moſt reuerent behauiour, 
deſiring her to leaue that place, and ſoiourne in their Caſtle, whi⸗ 
ther (he ſhould be as welcome as heart could wiſh: whoſe kindneſſe 
both the and Parilmenos acceptcd with many thankes,and in moſt 
ſtately manner departed thitherwards. The Ladies attending on 
dalla, ſaluted the Pzincefſe with great reuerence; growing into 
ſuch admiration of her beautie, the like whercof,they neuer behelde 


in any but the Pꝛinceſſe Laurana. | 
Panſmenos would by no mcanes leaue the olde Fiſherman and 


Dorella bchinde him, but toke them along with him, haumg a ſpe⸗ 
tial regard to reward them kindly, that had pꝛeſerued his and A n- | 


gelicas life. Angelica and Par iſmenos ſone arriued at Oſuus Cay 
ſic, whtre they were ſo ſumptucullp and ſuddainly cntertained, as 
that they exceedingly admired the Poble mans bount ie: and beeing 
cntred the Hall, they beheld many ſtately deſcriptions of the famous 
acs of Pꝛinces of Greece: and amongſt the reſt,the whole Miſloꝛie 


of Parilmus warrcs with the Pei ſians: ſo liucly poztraicted, that it 
A K would 
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would haue deld them with great delight to behold the ſame , and 
comming into the inner romes, beheld them fo richly kurniched, 
that they grew into admiration thereof, whither Olirus and Vdalla 

elcommed them with ſuch heartie kindneſſe, that they could not 


chuſe but growe into an admirable conceit of their honourable, i⸗ 


bcrall, and vertuous inclination to true honour, 

There was a moſt coltiy banquct furniched with all ſo2ts of 
pꝛecious delicates made readie, whither they were within ſhozt 
ſpace muited, there they heard the ſounde of moſt [werte muſicke, 
and beheld the hearts ofthe whole companie belonging to Oſuus, as 
it were reumed with toy foꝛ their pꝛeſence, which filled their ſen⸗ 
ces with an vnwonted content of delight, which by reaſon of the 
foꝛmer miſerie they had indured, ſeemed a heauen ok happinclle, 
and a Paradice of plealure. 

And in this lozt they ſpent that dap, and at night were conducted 
ta ſeuerall lodgings. Pariſmenos by Oſirus, and diuers knights 
that ſoioꝛned in his Caſtle, and ſome that attended him. Angelica 
by V dalla, and many other gallant Ladies and beauticull D. mo⸗ 


zcls, with exceeding ſtatelineſſe and courteſie. And being alone by 


theimſelues, lauing that Anna was Angelicas bev-fcliow, which 
rome (he was not to reſigne, till Pari menos ſuculd take poſſeſſion 
of the ſame: he on the one {ide medita led on his happir loꝛtune to ar⸗ 


riue in that plate. and admired O ſirus courteſic, and was moit of all 


affe d d with iop, that Angelica was ſo kindiy welcemmed to that 
ſtraunge plate, being karre from her owur triendes and countrie, 
that he did not onely reiopce at their kindnelſe fo2 his cwne part, 
Uu eſpectallp fo2 hers, whoſe content hee wicht and delired moze 
then his owne: and withall, being now aſſured that Pariſmuz and 


| rana were both in Thetlalie, his heart was ſo fully poſſeſt with 


dire content, that he ſcemed not to lack any thing hee deſired, but 
donelp to eatop Ange icas (weete, diuine, and pure loucs poſſeſſi⸗ 
on, which hee was likewiſe in allurance to cnioy within ſhozt 
ſpace, | | 
8 Ano elica on the other ſide, ſpent ſome part of that night in 
tomm i ncation with Anna, which added a delight to her ſences, res 
latuig herniikoztunes paſt her happie pꝛeſeruation, the 8 1 
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and gentle gov nature ſhe founde in the Fiſherman and his wife, 
which cauſed her to conceiue aperſwaſion by the kinde and bounti⸗ 
full entertainment Hee had foundin Olirus, that the MhcCſalians 
were people of an exca ding courtcous diſpoſition, whereas many 
ether people, both pwze and noble, were rude and barbarous , that 
ſgee thought her lelfe a thonland times bleft , that Thee had made 
choiſe of fo honourable a knight as Parilmenos was, and one that 
was ſpꝛung from the race ol ſuch noble Parents , and ſuch natu⸗ 
rall, kinde, and louing ſubiecs, that her heart with theſe cogitati⸗ 
ons, ſeemed fo be ablolutely happie, and her ſences were filled with 
ſuch delightfull content, that in theſe heauenly meditations, ſhe fell 
into a quiet and eale full reſt, 

The next moꝛning Oſuus and V dalla were vp, readie to ble 
their vttermoſt indeuours to ſhewe their liberall godwill: but the 
Peꝛinces kept their beddes longer then vſuall, fo2 that on the one 
lide, they had ſpent much of the night in the meditations afoꝛcſaide: 
and on the other ſide, hauing beene a long time troubled with care⸗ 
full cogitations, their ſences beuig now at reſt, they ſlept with great 
quiet. And at ſuch time as they were awaked, had all things in 
ſuch ceremonious kinde, and ſtately manner miniſtred vntothem, 
that they could not chuſe but admire the ſame, being loth to motion 


their departure to the Court, leaſt O ſirus ſhould thmke they did 


not acccpt of his kinde entertainment. 

TUhileſt all remained in this delight in Os, caſlle, repoꝛt had blazed 
into the hearing ol diuers of the knights ofthe kings Court,thetopx 
great feaſting was kept by Oſirus, Which was repoꝛzted in luch lozt, 
that they were aſſured ſome great perſonages were arriued there, 
but none knew who they were, that this newes was ſo open in the 
Count, that it came to Dioniſius hearing, who moſt of all maruch 


led thereat: and hauing now fully reconcrcd his health determined 


fo2rccreation aftcr his ſickneſſe, onely with Primus and foing 
fewe or his knights, to p2.grelle ſetretiy to Oui“ caltic both to res 
create himſelt, to krow what thoſc ſhould be hc cnteri..mmce, 4 clpe⸗ 


ctally fo2 that he loued O ſirus exceedingly well: which vc termimati⸗ ; 


on he made Paniſmws acquainted with, & the next day ate 


pet coꝛnied the lame, Which was the third day that Par iim h 
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been with Oſiru ) And being arriued af the caſtle cucn about none, 
he and Pariſmus entered, whom the Pozter well knew, and pꝛe⸗ 
ſently Dioniſius not ſuſtering any ol his ſeruants he met, to giue 
Olirus knowledge of his app:oach) mounted the ſtares into the 
great chamber,where euen then Pariſmenos, Angelica, and all the 
reſt, were ſeated at a moſt ccſtip dinner, 
Parilmus (till ſtaped with the reſt ofthe knights without the doze, 
Olirus fone eſpied Dioniſius, and ſuddainly ſtarting from his 
ſcate, vpon his knce did his reuerence: V dalla and the reſt that 
knew him did the like, UWhileft Donrtus ſaid: Oſirus, you ſœ a 
bolde g ueſt comes without bidding, but if you had beene kinde, pou 
would haue made me partaker of your mirth. Pariſmenos was ſa 
amazed, that a god while he could not tell how to behaue himſclfe, 
but perceiuing that it was the king, hee with Angelica d2ewe to. 
wards him, and humbly pꝛoſtrated themſelues befo2c him vppon 
their knees, being vnable by the ſuddainnelſle of their toy to ſpeake, 
Dioniſius not knowing them, and maruclling to ſee them knele, 
was halfe aſtoniſht, vntill Oi1us to ridde him from that doubt, 
ſaide. My Lozd, this knight is ſonne to the noble Pzince Pa- 
riſmus. Befoze hee could lay any moze , oz Dioniſius once ſalute 
them, Pariſmus was entred, who at the firſt knew Angelica,and 
by her his ſonne, whom otherwiſe hee ſhould not haue knowne, 
he was ſo much altered, whole ſuddaine ſight, ſo vnerpected , and 
ſo farre from his thought, and ſo contraric to his cxpectation, and 
ſo impoſſible to his perſwaſion, made him tranſfo2zmed into a kind 
of admiration, whether it might bee poſſible that it was they , oz 
that it was ſome eluſion: but Pariſmenos likcewite eſpying 
him in ſuch aſtutie, immediatelp roſe from the ground, and vpon 
his knee did him reuerence, and Pariſmus embzaced him with a 
molt kinde, louing, and iopfull behauiour. 

Angelica likewiſe knowing him, bent her deuotions with 
all humble reuerence to ſhewe her loue and dutie, whileſt hee 
raiſed her from the ground , and embzaced her in his ten⸗ 
der armes , beeing vnable to expzeſſe his iop to ſe them 
there. 


Dromlius likewiſe embzaced them with great kindnefle, 8 
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welcommed them with tcares of iop. Oftentimes folding Pariſ- 


menos in his armes with alouing behamour , and holding Angeli 
ca by the hand, beeing loath to let the ſame goe, and vnable to ex⸗ 
pꝛeſſe his inward iop, that he, Pariſinus and all the reſt, were poſs 
ſeit with ſuch content, as would aſke a ſkilfullpenne to deſcribe, 
Their welcomes, kinde embꝛacings, gentle (peeches,and other 
ſignes of contented top, were ach as palleth my vttermoſt ſ kill to 
relate, oꝛ deſcipher. | 3 
Dioniſius then deſired them to ſeate themſelues agame at 
their banquet , and he and Pariſmus would beare them company: 
then they againe ſeated themlelues, and himſelfe by Angelica, fide, 
vling her ſo kindlp, ſo lovingly, and ſo fan;tttarly, and with ſuch ex⸗ 
cerding mirth, pleaſantnelle, and merrie countenance, that Ange- 
11cas heart was poſſeſt with toy thercat: Pariſmus admired the 
ſame , Pariſmenos reiopted thereat: And Oſiris and Vdalla toke 
exceeding iop thereat, hauing not along time ſeene him ſo pleaſant, 
They would haue wated, but he commaunded them to fit downe 
aud be merie. The noble men that came vaith him, which was Lozd 
Remus, and diuers others, he coimmaunded fo ſit downe , vttcring 
theſe ſpeeches, My noble childꝛen, the toy J conceiue fo2 your pꝛe⸗ 
ſente is ſuch, that it fiiles my lences with erceeding content: were 
Oliuia and Laurana here, I would make account this were the 
beſt, moſt pleaſing, moſt contented, moſt ropall, and delightfull day 
that euer befell: but fince they are abſent,let vs be merrie: Oſiris 
bidde vs welcome, fo2 we are all pour gueſtes. Pariſme nos and 
Angelica welcome into Theſſalie: welcome to pour Orand⸗ 
father , and ſo welcome as your hearts can wiſh. Pariſmus who 
would haue thought theſe had bene with Oſiris, What foztunate 
deſteme hath bꝛoght them hither 7 oz how are they ſo happily met to 
meete vs here: 
Well,did but Oluia and L1urana know of their being here, 
they would not be abſent, Pe had no ſener ended that wozd,but O- 
lIwia the Queen, and Lauranazentred the chamber the newes of his 


ſecret departure from the court, and his intent, being tolde to them, 


they followed him to O ſiris Caſtle.) To whom Ol mia ſaid, 


Pellozd, it reiopceth me to ſee your highnelle ſo merrie. Diomiſius 
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hearlug her ſpeeches,luddenly ſtarted, and 589 her and Laurana, 
ſaid. 


No maruell though J be merrie, hauing the faire Lady of the 
Golden Tower by the hand. With that the whole company role 
from the Table, and Parilmenos knowing his mother, reuerenced 
himſelf befoze her vpon his knee, whilſt ſhe(knowing him)imbzaced 
him moſt lotnngly,not knowing how ſodenly to reiopce ſufficiently, 


Angelica not knowing, but ſuppoſing that was Laurana, her heart 


being only vowed to Pariſmenos, thought it her dntic to reuerence 


his parents ſo much as himſclfe thereſoꝛe with hin ſhe did reue⸗ 


ence to the Qugne and Laurana. And after many greetings, ſa⸗ 


lutations and welcomes palt, Dioniſius againe vttered theſe (pes 


ches. 
I know that all here pꝛeſent are erctedingly glad fo2 the ſafe- 
tie of theĩe two poung Pzinces, then laying apart all ſalutations, 


which cannot (ſuddenly be crp2eſt , let vs once againe and this third 


time, ſeate our ſelues to this banquet, and leaue all other ceremo⸗ 
nics while afterwards,fo2 we are determined to bid them welcome: 
and they ſhall know that we loue them. But fii lt let vs refreſh our 
ſtomackes with Oſiris coſtly cheare, and afterwards we wil deſire 
to know the occaſion and maner ef their arriuall into this Conntry, 
which was neuer abſolutely happie befozc this time, Then they all 
ſeated themſelues againe in great content, Diomwſ(;us not ſuffering 
Angelica to ſit from him, but cloſe by his ſide, betwirt him and the 


Quæne, euerpone expꝛeſling ertteding toy foz their vncxpcaed ſafes 


tie and arriuall in that Countrep. After dinner was welnie ended, 


which was ouerpaſt with pleaſurable content on all lides, and was 


perfozmed by Cini in great pompe, Pariſinus dcſtred Priſmenos 


to declare what miladuenture had befallen him, ſince his pꝛiuate 


departure from the Court at -pheſus : and by what occaſion they 
arriued in that place, 

Then Pariſmenos declared the truth of all, how he met with 
Angelica, of Irus death, of Arenus and T hcoretus tregſon, and of 
their pꝛeſeruation by the Fiſherman , which greatly delighted them 
all to heare. Dianifus then ſaid, which is Icomus ? Then Pariſmus 
called fo CO” he pꝛelentlx tame: whom Diomlius, Poriſ- 
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mus and the reſt, vſcd moſt kindly, And the Fiſherman ayd his wife 
were by Dioraſius highly rewarded, and afterwards p d to 
great dignitie, 
Some two dapes they altogither ſtaiedin Oſiris Caſtle, ſpen⸗ 
ding the tune in excording mirth. And at laſt, with great ropaltie de⸗ 


parted towards the Court at the Cutie of The. Where there 


were infinit numbers ot people with ioyfull hearts gathered togi⸗ 
ther to welcome them: expꝛelling luch ioy as is not to be deſcribed, 
And afterwards ariſmenos and Angelica, in the pꝛeſente and aſs 
lemblp of Marcellu-, Remulus, the King of Hungary, the Bing of 
Sparta, and diuers other Noble perſonages, were with moſt excer⸗ 
ding ropaltie affianced togither. And after Dioniſius was dead, 
Pariſinenos was Crowned Ning of 7 Leſ[a/y, and liued all his life 
time in great quiet and bliſfull content, with the faire Angelica: 
Increaſing the honourable fame and dignitie of the kings 
of 7heſlaly : hauing one onely ſonne and adaughs 


ter, Whole foꝛtunes and aduentures, filled 
the whole wozld with their 
F ame, s
